HAMILTON  JURY  STILL  OUT 

No  Sign  That  an  Agreement  Is  at  Hand — 

Four  Verdicts   Are    Possible 

Under  the  Charge. 


Minneapolis.  Feb.  19. — There  Is  yet  no 
sign  from  the  jury  in  the  Hamilton 
case  that  an  agreement  Is  at  hand.  Tiie 
jury  is  apparently  taking  Its  time  in 
arriving  at  a  verdict.  Its  members  re- 
tired last  night  about  11  and  Judge 
Brooks  went  home,  satisfied  that  there 
would  be  no  news  before  morning.  This 
morning  at  8  the  jury  went  to  breakfast, 
and   nothing   has   leaked   out   from   the 


Jury  room  to  Indicatt  whether  any  bal- 
lots had  been  taken  or  how  the  Jury  was 
di\-lded. 

Under  the  charge  four  indictments 
are  po^ible— murder  In  the  first  or  sec- 
ond degree,  manslaughter  and  acquittal. 

Hamilton  retains  his  composure  re- 
markably well,  despite  tEae  awful  sus- 
pense. He  is  still  confident  of  ac- 
quittal.

A  WOMAN  KILLED  IN  A  RAID 

Wife  of  Saloon  Keeper  Shot  and  One  of  the 

Raiders  Wounded  in  An  Attaclt  On 

Kansas  Saloon. 


Leavenworth.  Kan..  Feb.  19.— Mrs. 
Ro.se  Hudscn.  wife  of  John  Hudson,  a 
"joint  keeper"  at  Milwood,  fourteen 
miles  north  of  this  city,  was  shot  and 
instantly  killed  la.st  night  during  a  raid 
upon  her  husband's  saloon.  One  of  the 
raiders  was  slightly  wounded.  Hudson 
had  been  warned  to  close  his  place,  but 
refused.  About  10  o'clock  three  men 
entered  and  called  for  drinks.  "WiLien 
served  they  rapped  on  the  counter,  evi- 
dently to  give  a  signal.  Hudson  jumped 
from  behind  the  bar  and  grappled  with 
f  ne  of  the  men.  In  the  scrimmage  a 
.shotgun  which  one  of  the  men  carried 
was  di.«charged.  The  contents  entered 
llhe  wall.    Mrs.  Hudson,  attracted  by  the 


noise,  ran  screaming  Into  the  xoom, 
while  a  mob  of  forty  men.  most  of  whom 
wore  masks,  entered  in  answer  to  the 
signal.  In  the  melee  that  followed  an- 
other charge  was  fired  from  the  shot- 
gun. It  struck  Mrs.  Hudscn.  tearing 
off  the  top  of  her  head.  AyilUam  Webb, 
one  of  the  raiders,  wa.«  struck  in  the 
shoulder  by  a  revolver  bullet.  Nearly 
100  shots  were  fired. 

Hudson  carried  his  dying  wife  into 
an  adjoining  rjom  and  the  mob  retire<l 
without  wrecking  ^ho  joint.  Sheriff 
E^•erhard.  who  wtnt  to  Millwood,  has 
secured  four  prisoners,  ti^o  of  whom  are 
John  and  Henr>-  Wilson,  young  farmers. 
There  were  no  women  in  the  mob.  which 
was  tompo.^ed  of  fariners  In  disguise. 
There  is  much  cxcltipvnt  today  and 
further  trouble  is  anticipated. 


OUDAHY  KIDNAPER  CAUGHT 

One  of  the  Three  Men  Arrested  By  Omaha 

Police  and  Positively  Identified  By 

Young  Gudahy  and  Oihers. 


Omaha,  Xeb.,  Feb.  19.— One  of  the 
three  men  in  the  Cudahy  kidnapping 
plot  has  been  arrested.  Edward  Cudahy. 
Jr..  this  afternoon  positively  Identified 
the  prisoner.  He  said:  -'This  is  the 
man  who  asked  me  to  get  into  the 
wagon.  There  is  no  doubt  about  it;  he 
is  the  man." 

Although  the  police  refuse  to  divulge 
the  prisoner's  name,  Edward  Cudahy, 
the  millionaire  packer,  who  paid  $25. 00) 
in  gold  for  the  release  of  his  son.  thi.s 
afternoon  stated  to  the  As^ooiatf  d  Pres^s 
that  the  man  under  arrest  has  been 
identified  l>y  his  son  as  the  man  who 
acco.'ted  him  in  front  of  the  Cudahy 
residence,  and  who  kept  him  company 
in  the  house  to  which  he  was  drlv^-n  on 
the  night  of  the  abduction.  Mr.  Cudahy 
said  the  prisoner  also  has  been  identified 


by  one  of  the  serve -it  j- v'ho  saw  the  let- 
ter demnndjng  the  raneom  thrown  upon 
the  Cudahy  lawn,  and  by  an.nher  person 
whose  name  he  will  not  make  public  for 
the  present. 

Mu-h  mystery  suircund.s  the  aire^t 
of  the  alleged  kidnapper.  Not  until  th!« 
afternoon  was  a  word  permitted  to  be 
made  j<GWlc  <in  the  case,  although  it  has 
lie'-n  learned  that  the  arrest  wa.-;  in.ide 
Saturday  n'ght.  Two  local  officers  are 
said  to  have  made  the  capture.  The  pri- 
soner is  said  to  have  been  under  sur- 
veillance for  some  time,  aa  it  was  be- 
lieved he  had  been  writing  letters  con- 
cprning  the  case.  When  the  dectectives 
had  fully  satlt^fieti  their  suspicion,  they 
placed  the  man  in  the  city  jail.  Separate 
interviews  with  the  three  persons  men- 
tioned strengthened  the  belief  that  one 
of  the  principals  vva«  at  last  caught,  and 
the  partially  veiled  announcement  of 
his  arrest  followed.

Provided  For-  Peers  thst  the

Springfield,  111.,  Feb.  19.— A  resolution 
was  adopted  today  by  the  lower  house 
of  the  Illinois  legislature,  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  five 
to  investigate  the  Zion  City  bank,  of 
Chicago.  The  resolutions  cite  the  bank 
as  "an  institution  receiving  savings  de- 
posits and  transacting  other  banking 
business  without  any  official  super- 
vision for  the  protection  of  depositors, 
said  bank  being  said  to  be  owned,  oper- 
ated and  controlled  by  John  Alexander 
Dowie,  alleged  faith-healer;  that  there 
have  been  deposited  in  said  bank  large 
sums  of  money  to  be  held  In  trust,  or 
invested  for  the  benefit  of  the  deposi- 
tors," and  "that  Dowie  or  his  agents 
have  purchased  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars'  worth  of  property  at  tremen- 
dously inflated  value  as  a  site  of  a  pro- 
posed city  or  religious  community  and 
contemplate  adding  thereon  improve- 
ments, which  in  the  aggregate  will 
amount  to  an  enormous  sum,  and  failure 
to  realize  profits  on  said  real  estate 
speculation,  or  any  circumstances  ad- 
versely affecting  the  success  of  that  en- 
terprise, would  be  likely  to  involve  the 
Dowie  interests  in  financial  ruin." 

The  committee  to  be  appointed  is 
given  full  power  to  examine  into  the 
affairs  of  the  institution  and  ascertain 
who,  if  any  one.  is  associated  with 
Dowie  in  the  management  of  the  bank, 

MILLION   DOLLAR  FACTORY 

For   Making    Beet   Soger  to   Be 
Erected  In  Indiana. 

Chicago,  Feb.  19.— The  Post,  today  says 
-Chicago  capitalists  have  organized  a 
H.iKW.uuo  corporation  known  as  the  Cen- 
tral Sugar  company  to  compete  with  the 
American  company  In  tiie  home  supply. 
Contracts  have  already  been  closed  by 
the  newly  organized  company  for  the 
erection  of  a  beet  sugar  factory  at  Shelby, 
Ind.  Ten  thousands  acres  of  iand  have 
been  purchased  by  the  company  and 
t^witches  are  being  put  In  by  the  railways 
at  the  factory  site.  The  factory  will  be  In 
full  oDerAUT>.i'  ir.  tltne  for  this  years  crop. 
It  will  cut  6000  tons  of  beets  and  produce, 
It  is  estimated.  150.000  pounds  of  sugar 
(L-iily.  employing  from  2viO  to  300  men.  The 
charter  of  incorporation  was  granted  m 
New  Jersey  a  few  days  ago.

FIFTEEN  THOUSAND. 

That  Number  of  Men   Will  Do  In 
Waldersoe'e  Expedition. 

Shanghai.  Feb.  19. — A  special  dispatch 
from  Pekin  says  Field  Marshal  Count 
Von  Waidersee's  expedition  to  Slan-Fu 
will  comprise  15,000  men,  British,  Ger- 
mans, French  and  Italians.  It  is  under- 
stood that  if  the  expedition  starts  it  will 
act  as  a  guard  of  honor  to  the  emperor 
on  hia  way  back  to  Pekin.  It  is  rumored 
that  the  allies  will  slmultaneons^ly  der- 
ate in  the  Yang  Tse-Kiang  valley. 


THE  CIVIL  LIST. 

Salisbury  Is  Desirous  of  Having  It 
Arranged  Deforo  Presentation. 

London,  Feb.  19. — The  members  of  the 
cabinet  and  leaders  of  the  opposition 
met  at  the  foreign  office  this  afternoon 
to  discuss  the  civil  list.  Lord  Salisbury 

being  desirous  of  communicating  the 
government  proposals  to  Lord  Kim- 
herly.  Liberal  leader  in  the  house  of 
lords,  and  to  Henry  Campbell-Banner- 
man.  Liberal  leader  in  the  house  of 
commons,  and  other  L!l>eral  leaders,  so 
that  when  the  question  is  Introduced,  the 
debatf*  will  not  be  unduly  prologned. 
Another  joint  meeting  will  be  held  to 
furtlier  consider  the  matter.

Wichita.  Kan..  Feb.  19.— At  a  meeting 
cf  the  Ministerial  association  of  Wichita 
it  was  resolved  to  call  a  mass  meeting 
for  next  Sunday  afternoon  for  the  pur- 
p3se  of  insiting  upon  the  closing  of  the 

"joints." 

Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey  of  the  Episcopal 
churcti,  president  of  the  association,  did 
not  attend  the  meeting.  He  is  quoted  In 
an  interview  today  as  opposed  to  pro- 
hibition. He  Is  alleged  to  have  said  the 
salosn  is  so  deeply  grounded  in  Ameri- 
can life  that  It  is  a  part  of  our  social 
system,  and  that  regulation  Is  t£ie  best 
that  can  be  done  with  the  saloon  prob- 
lem. 


Poi^  '  of  Spain,  Island  of  Trinidad, 
Tues  y,  Feb.  19.— A  correspondent  of 
the  .sociated  Pr?ss  has  returned  from 
a  t€  days'  stay  in  Caracas,  Venezuela, 
wh  ■  3  he  went  to  nvestigate  the  Venez- 
uelan system.  Tlie  outlook,  as  one  sees 
it  at  the  Venezuelan  capital,  is  not 
good.  There  is  a  feeling  of  apprehen- 
sion in  the  air.  The  Castro  government 
becomes  more  unpopular,  and  hostility 
to  it  is  talked  ritiier  freely,  and  th'3 
substantial  and  j;olvent  people  of  the 
community  condemn  the  government's 
attitude  toward  the  New  York  and 
Bermudez  AsphaU  company.  The  New 
York  and  Bermmlez  company,  the  cor- 
respondent is  informed,  is  quietly  gath- 
ering a  strong  force  of  well-armed  and 
well-drilled  men  at  the  pitch  lake.  These 
men  are  under  the  command  of  Maj. 
Rafferty,  formerly  of  the  Seventy-first 
New  York  reglmijnt.  a  brave  and  effi- 
cient officer.  Th?y  will  resist  all  en- 
croachment, whether  made  by  govern- 
ment or  revolutionary  troops.  The 
United  States  gunboat  Scorpion  has 
been  ordered  to  Die  pitch  lake,  with  or- 
ders not  to  alljw  he  company  to  be  dis- 
possed  prior  to  :he  conclusion  of  the 
judicial  investigation  of  the  case  now 
being  made  in  Washington. 

The  Venezuelan  government  is  en- 
deavoring in  every  possible  way  to  per- 
suade the  New  York  and  Bermudez  com- 
pany to  resort  to  the  triVjunals.  The  re- 
fusal of  the  company  to  adopt  that 
course  is  based  upon  the  knowledge  that 
in  Venezuela  the  president  or  dictator 
changes  the  judg?s  in  a  night,  and  im- 
prisons them  if  they  do  not  give  the 
judgments  they  are  bidden  to  give. 

Tiie  correspondent  talked  with  five 
diplomats  in  Caracas.  They  all  asserted 
that  the  United  States  government  had 
acted  with  great  prudence  and  with  a 
degree  of  forb'^arance  that  almost 
ceased  to  be  a  viriue.  They  spoke  highly 
of  the  skill  and  tact  with  which  Min- 
ister Loomis  had  met  a  delicate  and 
difficult  situation      The  diplomatic  side 


of  this  business  is  most  important  and 
interesting.  The  United  States,  ater  re- 
ceiving all  of  the  legal  records  and  facts 
in  the  controversy  between  the  Vene- 
zuelan government,  desired  to  make  a 
thorough  investigation,  and  sent  for  a 
complete  set  of  laws  of  Venezuela, 
some  sixteen  volumes.  Pending  the 
outcome  of  this  investigation,  they 
asked  the  Venezuelan  government,  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy  between  friendly  na- 
tions, to  kindly  suspend  the  operation 
of  the  decree  dispossessing  the  Ne\V 
York  Bermudez  company  till  an  investi- 
gation could  be  made.  This  the  Vene- 
zuelan government  declined  to  do.  The 
request  was  repeated  and  again  refused. 
It  was  then  made  a  third  time,  in  aa 
emphatic  manner,  by  Minister  Francis 
B.  Loomis,  in  fact.  It  was  put  as  a  sort 
of  vigorous  demand  the  third  time,  but 
the  result  was  the  same.  Then  a  protest 
was  made,  and  that  was  Ignored  by  tho 
Castro  government,  though  it  had  ample 
power  and  authority  to  meet  any  and  all 
of  these  demands  if  It  saw  fit. 

The  trouble  over  the  asphalt  is  only 
one  of  a  large  number  of  Incidents  in 
which  the  Venezuelan  government  has 
recently  been  guilty  of  grave  offense  to 
the  governme»it  of  the  United  States. 
Three  months  ago  the  consular  agent  of 
the  United  States,  at  Barcelona,  was 
thrust  into  prison  without  cause.  The 
United  States  government  demanded 
an  apologry,  but  lias  not  yet  received  It. 
A  year  earlier  the  same  coiisi'lt  was 
arrested  and  threatened  wltl^orture  if 
he  did  not  pay  a  large  sum  o^money  to 
local  milita.-/  officials.  A  few  months 
ago  a  German  merchant  at  Barct'ona 
was  tortured  by  ofUcials  there  for  the 
purpose  of  extorting  money  from  him. 
The  German  government  =ent  a 
cruiser  there  at  onee  and  got  satisfac- 
tion and  kept  the  vessel  four  months 
in  Venezuelan  waters.  The  Italians  nave 
had  men-of-war  in  Venezuelan  waters 
for  the  most  of  the  time  for  a  year. 
Last  year  the  American  consul  at  La- 
mualra  was  attacked  and  his  lifo 
threatened.  The  United  States  govern- 
ment has  never  received  satisfactory 
reparation  for  that.

REPORT 

Dr.  Robinson,  Reahh  Gom- 

mlsiionor,  Makes  Report  of 

Department's  Expenses. 

IS  EXPENSIVE  WORK 
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FI{Mln|  Contagious  Diseases 

Requires  a  Considerable 

Outlay  of  Honey. 


Th»  epidemic  of  contagious  disease 
about  which  there  has  been  so  much 
talk  recently,  has  resulted  in  a  public 
report  from  Health  Commissioner  Rob- 
inson to  the  mayor  and  the  council. 

There  have  been  309  cases  of  smallpox 
In  the  currtnt  epidemic  and  the  cost 
to  the  city  has  been  $17,259.  In  1395 
there  were  a  dozen  cases  in  this  city 
and  it  cost  522,000.  Minneapolis  in  the 
past  year  has  spent  something  like 
1100,000;  St.  Paul  is  at  present  paying 
at  the  rate  of  $2000  a  month,  and  Su- 
perior, with  115  cases  during  the  past 
year,  has  paid  out  $10,000  to  check  the 
epidemic.  Dr.  Robinson's  report  Ifl 
part  Is  as  follows: 

"Ah  a  preliminary  to  this  report  it 
may  l>e  stated  on  the  authority  of  the 
United  States  marine  service  that 
smallpox  has  been  epidemic  in  this 
country  during  the  i»ast  three  year.^, 
the  first  causes  appearing  in  the  South- 
ern states,  notably  Texas  and  Soutn 
Carolina,  and  from  tht.se  points  it  iias 
spread  into  nearly  ever  state  of  ihe 
irnion.  In  the  present  epidemic  the 
disease  has  been  of  an  unusually  mild 
type.  In  former  years  the  mortality 
from  smallpox  ran.tjod  from  10  to  40  per 
cent,  but  in  the  present  epidemic  the 
death  rate  has  been,  in  most  localities, 
not  over  2  pt-r  cent,  and  often  less  than 
that.  The  disease  being  of  such  a  mild 
and  modifle<l  character  has  been  miich 
harder  to  detect  and  ccnlrol,  is  it  often 
passed  unrecognized,  even  by  experi- 
en<  ed  physicians,  as  has  been  the  case 
in  .several  instances  in  this  city. 

A  single  case  was  introduced  into  Du- 
luth  in  August,  1.S99.  There  were  no 
other  cases  following  this.  On  Fel>.  22, 
1900,  the  first  case  of  the  pre.^ent  series 
came  to  West  Duluth  from  Texas,  and 
from  that  time  until  the  present,  small- 
pox has  exisited  in  a  consideraljle  quan- 
tity in  this  city.  Between  Feb.  22,  190'l, 
and  March  13  of  the  same  year  (which 
was  the  date  of  the  commeireiiient  of 
the  present  administration  of  the  health 
ofllce)  there  (occurred  eif;ht  (  ase.s  oC 
smallpox,  all  in  West  Duluth.  Durln;< 
the  month  of  March,  the  disetso  seemed 
to  have  been  effectually  stamp^vi  (lit, 
reappear<d  in  April,  through  one  or 
two  cases  that  had  been  concealed,  in 
the  Western  part  of  the  city.  In  June 
and  July  a  few  cases  niaile  thc-ir  ap- 
pearance in  the  noighborhoitd  of  Twen- 
ty-fourth avenue  west  and  a  few  t:a.^-e.s 
Avere  reportetl  from  outslile.  Again,  m 
the  latter  part  of  August,  when  the  city 
was  considered  almost  free  from  Ihe 
disease,  an  entire  family  Avas  dis- 
covered <jn  We.st  Miehlgan  street  .*-iif- 
fering  from  small  pox.  N'o  physician 
had  been  called  and  the  cases  were 
bring  eoncealed.  From  this  point  a 
iiumber  of  ca.ses  again  made  their  ap- 
pearance in  the  West  F^nd,  and  con- 
tinued to  do  so  until  the  date  of  this  rp- 
port.  At  thi.s  writing,  by  far  the  greater 
number  of  cases  cared  for  in  thi.M  c'ly, 
are  iniporte  1  I'rom  outside,  and  partieu- 
larly  from  the  luml»T  camps.  I  will 
h?re  submit   the  followin;?  figures:

"About  250  persons  were  quarantined 
on  account  of  their  exposure  to  the  dis- 
ease,  and    food    was   supplied    them    for 
an  average  period  of  fifteen  day.s.     For 
some  time  after  the  dl.sea.se  made  Its  ap- 
pcar.ince.    and    as    long    as    new    <'ases 
were    not    continually    Introduced    from 
outside,    rigid    measures    were    taken   to 
c<!ntrol    the   spread   of    the   disease.      By 
this  is  meant  that  the  persons  who  had 
been   at    all    in   contact    with   a    patient 
after    the    appearance    of    the    eruption 
were  quarantined:    but. later   it  became 
evident  that  if  this  plan  were  carefully 
carried    out    a    very    large    number    of 
people  Would  be  serl  »usly  discommodfd 
and   prevented    fr<im    attending   to   their 
business,   and    under   the   advlee  of  the 
state  board  of  health  the  following  plan 
was    generally   adopteJ:      When    a   case 
of   smallpox    was    discovered    before    or 
in  an  early  stage  of  its  evuptlon.  if  the 
case  was  promptly  removed  to  the  hos- 
pital,   and    ttie    persrms    who    had    been 
in    any    way    exposed    were    vaccinated, 
these  people  and  the  premises  were  not 
quarantined,    but    remaln«»<l    under    the 
close  observation  of  the  health  depart- 
m<'nt   as   long  as   there   was   any   possi- 
bility   of    their   develoi)lng    the    disease, 
the  apartments  of  the  patient,  of  course, 
being  closed  and  thoroughly  fumigated. 
If,   <m    ttie   other  hand,    the   disease  had 
pregressed  to  a  h'ghly  cnnt.Tglous  stage 
before  it  was  discovered,  or  there  were 
persons  In   the  house  who  had  not  been 
v.iccinated.  then   the  place  was  quaran- 
tined, and  if  necessary  kept  under  guard 
for   a   period   of   fifteen    diys-     The   less 
rigid   plan   first   mentioned   has.   aa   far 
as  I  am  able  to  observe,  not  resulted  in 
any    spfead    of    the    disease.      To    have 
quarantined    every    bui'dlng    in    w!hi(  h 
there  has  been  a  ca.«e  of  smalli>ox  during 
the  past  year  would   moan   that  nearly 
one-half    of    the    hotels    and    boarding 
houses  would  have  been  closed,  and  the 
expense  for  the  present  epidemic  up  to 
date  more  than  doubled. 

'It  will  be  noted  by  the  statistics 
above  given  that  9S  per  cent  of  our 
cases  had  not  been  vaccinated  within 
the  past  seven  years.  For  all  practical 
purp  'ses,  therefore,  a  reeently  and  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated  individual  may  be 
considered  an  'immune,'  njid  such  per- 
son'^.  when  exposed  to  the  disease,  it 
would  be  unjust  and  unnecessary  to 
quarantine.  ■» 

"I'ntil  October.  1000.  the  health  depart- 
ment was  under  the  control  and  direc- 
tion of  the  board  of  health:  but  no  pro- 
vision being  made  for  such  a  board  by 
the  new  charter,  the  commissioner  of 
health  became  succe.=sor  to  that  body, 
and  from  October  to  the  present  time 
has  followed  the  general  plan  of  caring 
for  smallpox  eases  as  it  was  outlined 
and  laid  out  by  the  board  of  health.  As 
provided  for  !n  the  state  law  and  the 
city  ordinance,  physicians  were  ap- 
poiiited  from  month  to  m^int.H  lo  \]Mt 
the  cases  In  the  hospital  and  to  assist 
the  commissioner  of  health  in  examin- 
ing and  looking  out  for  suspected  cases 
throughout  the  city.  A  professional 
nurse  was  placed  In  charge  of  the  hos-

the  patients  are  under  her  authority. 

The  buildings  have  l)een  kept  clean  and 
In  as  sanitary  a  condition  as  i><>sslble. 
The.  Inerea.sing  number  of  cases  have 
made  it  necessary  to  erect  three  new 
buildings;  one  of  these  Is  of  a  perman- 
ent character,  as  advised  by  a  committee 
from  your  honorable  body;  the  other  two 
were  constructed  for  temporary  use.  One 
of  the  chief  difficulties  encountered  nas 
been  the  lack  of  proper  water  .supply. 
To  correct  this,  a  second  well  has  ri~ 
cenily  been  sunk  in  thtr  h'KSpital  grounds, 
which  will  partly  overcome  this  incon- 
venience. While  the  buildings  are  some- 
what bare,  and  the  conveniences  not  those 
of  a  Well  ef|Ulpriei  hospHal.  I  b^-ilieve  the 
patients  havt-  all  been  well  cared  for,  anil 
there  has  been  little  con^piaint  from  that 
source,  although  at  tinoes  the  buiidln,;j 
havJi  been  greatly  crowded.  The  nur.^e^ 
who  hf:ve  been  charge  of  the  hospitaJ 
have  givn  most  exctllent  ser\"ice,  and  ar-? 
entitled  10  unusual  credit.  The  avo-rage 
length  of  time,  that  It  la  necess-ary  to 
keep  a  patient  In  ihe  hospital  has  be  ?n 
eighteen  days,  it  being  here  understood 
that  patients  are  not  usually  admitted 
until  the'enrl  nf  the  llrst  week  <>f  th- 
disease;  no  i)atii-nl  has  been  discharged 
until  the  scabi)lng  has  been  completed 
and  the  entire  body  smooth  and  cledn. 
Kreguent  antisei»tlc  baths  are  glvem  Jur- 
Ing  the  week  preceding  the  patient's  dis- 
charge; he  is  then  given  a  final  anil 
co/r.plete  bath,  and  either  rr^w  clolhcjs  ir 
those  thaf  have  been  thOT<iughly  washed 
and  fumigated,  are  given  him  when  he  l=> 
dlschargeii.  The  use  of  alcoholic  stimu- 
lents  in  tlie  hosr>ital  has  been  strictly 
forbidden,  excepllnt;  those  pres<;iit)ed  b.V 
the  physician  for  patients  who  are  con- 
fined to  their  beds.  Only  a»>uut  25  per 
cent  of  the  cas<»s  sent  to  ihe  hospital  have 
been  confined  to  their  beds  at  any  tlm^ 
during  their  stay  there;  but  yhlle  many 
of  the  cases  hav.^  been  of  such  a  milil 
varieity.  a  few  others  have  been  very  se- 
vere, and  of  the  much  dreaded  confluent 
chartcter— three  of  these  resulting 
fatally. 

"Inder  the  former  administration  of  the 
health  oltice,  and  again  at  the  bei^'inning 
of  the  present  year,  the  coimiy  supt-rln- 
tendent  of  poor  and  the  county  physician 
refused  to  assist  or  take  charge  of  any 
cases  of  contagious  diseases;  it  therefore 
beeame  nece.«iiry  for  the  health 
•lepartment,  in  complianee  with  the 
state  law  regulating  the  care  and 
quarantining  of  infectious  dls- 

ea.ses.  to  take  full  chirgc  of  these  cases 
anil  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  cost. 
As  far  as  consistent  with  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  community,  a  careful  econ- 
omy has  been  practiced  throughout,  but 
the  nature  of  the  business  and  the  large 
number  of  the  cases  have  naturally  result- 
ed In  a  conslderaiile  drain  upon  the  eitys 
funds.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the  epidemic. 
a  few  claims  were  made  for  hou.sehohl 
good.q  destroyed  by  order  of  the  iitalth 
department,  and  approved,  but  at  present 
such  claims  are  not  pas.oed  by  the  health 
commissioner,  but  where  the  goods  de- 
stroyed are  of  actual  necessity  to  the  par- 
ties concerned,  thev  are  replaced  by  this 
ottice,  miller  advice  of  the  city  attorney. 

About  $i'.tM  was  expended  for  quaran- 
tine police  and  others  in  charge  of  the  hos- 
pital and  (piarantined  houses.  At  preseiit 
very  few  guards  are  used,  and  this  item  is 
being  considerably  reduced.  The  cost  of 
mo<Iical  services  has  been  consistent  with 
the  charges  usually  made  for  attendance 
-upon  contagious  diseases.  In  purcha.sing 
furnishings,  fuel  and  food  supplies  for  the 
hospital,  the  board  of  health  during  its 
term  of  service  and  the  present  h»'alth 
commis.^ioner  have  endeavored  to  see  that 
the  lowest  prices  were  obtained,  consist- 
ent with  good  material.  All  bills  again.-;i 
the  citv  h.ive  been  carefully  checked  up 
and  sci-utinized.-  In  one  or  two  Inslanc.-s. 
estaldishments  ilecllned  to  furnish  cloth- 
ing and  other  materials  for  the  hospltil 
on  account  of  the  character  of  the  cases 
In  furnishing  tho  hospital,  second-hand 
good.-*,  because  of  their  lower  cost,  have 
been  often  u.sed.

The  di.Vtance  betwt  en  the  hospital  and  the 
city  has  been  such  that  certain  expense 
hn><  arisen  owlni:  to  the  diffleulty  In  de- 
livering goo<ls.  It  Is  to  be  further  borne 
In  mind  that  a  majority  of  the  people  con- 
lined  in  the  hosiiital  have  not  been  so  ill 
as  to  be  In  bed.  but  were  simply  confined 
there  on  account  f>f  the  extreme  contag- 
iousnesii  of  the  disease,  and  loss  of  ap- 
petite h.is  not  l)een  a  promin»-ni  symptouj 
..f  this  malady.  In  general,  it  mny  bo  said 
that  we  have  .ittempted  to  avoid  extrava- 
gance, and  onlv  actual  nece.ssltles  have 
been  provided.  Hy  a  system  of  careful 
fumigation,  we  are  at  present  largely  re- 
ducing the  Item  for  replaced  clothin?.  and 
only  in  severe  case?,  or  where  the  eloth- 
Ing  cannot  be  washed  and  fumlgatril.  will 
it  have  to  W  rei>laced  when  the  patients 
are  di-scharged  from  the  ho.xpital."

Is  Voted  Village  By 

InhtbitantSa 

There  is  a  new  village  in  St.  Louis 
county  by  the  name  of  Buhl.  It  is  lo- 
cated in  the  township  of  Great  Scott, 
on  the  Mesaba  range,  and  it  was  voted 

into  existence  at  an  election  last  Fri- 
day. The  report  of  the  election  was 
filed  in  the  otlice  of  the  register  of 
deeds  yesterday  afternoon,  and  it  shows 
that  seventy-three  votes  were  cast,  out 
of  which  seventy -two  were  in  favor  of 
incorpoiation.  The  Individual  who  al- 
ways takes  the  opposite  side  of  any  ar- 
gument was  present,  and  he  cast  one 
lonely  but  decided  "no"  vote. 

The  village  territory  is  a  mile  square, 
beginning  at  the  southeast  corner  of 
the  nei4  of  section  20,  58-19,  running  a 
mile  north,  then  a  mile  west,  a  mil'.' 
South  and  then  a  mile  east  to  the  start- 
ing point. 

The  township  of  Great  Scott  has  a 
name  that  excites  laughter  and  interest 
whenever  it  is  mentioned.  This  s.mrce 
of  amusement  can  be  laid  at  the  doors 
of  Charles  G.  Miller,  formerly  a  county 
commissioner.  He  named  the  nev.' 
town,  when  It  was  organized,  Scott.  It 
was  found,  however,  that  there  is  al- 
ready a  Scott  township  in  the  state, 
and  when  this  was  brought  up  Mr. 
Miller  moved  that  it  be  made  Great 
Scott.  It  was  a  joke,  but  it  took  the 
board   and   went   through.

Attorney  Hillhouse  'ipposed  the  con- 
firmation of  the  purchase  of  the  Lake 
Steamship  line,  on  the  ground  that  the 
valuation  of  the  twelve  ships  of  the  line 
is  fixed  by  the  American  Lloyds  at  $3,- 
350,000.  instead  of  $5.6.?0.000.  Mr.  Hill- 
house said  that  he  expects  to  bring  a 
suit  on  the  ground  of  a  breach  of  trust 
on  the  part  of  the  directors  if  the  pur- 
(hase  is  made. 

Chairman  Clifford  declared  it  was 
necessary  to  have  the  ships.  It  would 
take  two  years  to  build  such  a  fleet  and 
he  did  not  believe  even  these  ve.ssels 
will  carry  all  the  ore  that  the  company 
uses.  The  company  will  have  to  rent 
some  tonnage  in  addition.  The  resolu- 
tion to  ratify  the  purchase  was 
adopted. 

The  action  of  the  board  of  directors 
during  the  year  was  approved,  includ- 
ing the  amendment  to  the  byla^^s  pro- 
posing dividend  action  until  March.  The 
meeting  then  adjourned.  The  vote  to 
approve  the  steamship  purchase  was 
661,739  shares  in  favor  and  1264  shares 
against.  It  was  said  after  the  meeting 
that  the  old  oflTlcers  of  the  company 
would  be  re-elected.

One  of  these  seems  to  have  in- 
spired ttte  following  composition,  which 
the  author  sends  to  publishers  who  do 
not  want  his  article: 
"Editor  of  the : 

"Dear  Sir:  The  author  greatly  re.grets 
that  he  is  compelled  to  return  the  en« 
closed  slip.  His  refusal  does  not  neces- 
P'^rlly  Implv  a  lack  of  appreciation  of 
the  polite  mi.ssive.  The  editor  stiould 
not  deduce  from  the  author's  action 
that  the  slip  possesses  neither  literary 
morit  not  interest.  On  the  contrary, 
the  slip  bears  a  resemblance  to  others 
eent  the  autfnor  In  style  etc..  and  the 
•subject  being  nearly  identicl  in  every 
ca«e  It  is.  therefore.  Impossible  for  the 
author  to  accept  it  for  publication. 

"While  the  slip  is  of  no  service  to  thj^ 
author,  he  would  suggest  to  the  editor 
ttnat  it  might  be  available  for  use  by 
some  other  author.  ,         ^     .         * 

"In  conclusion,  the  author  desires  to 
present  his  cimpliments  to  the  editor, 
and"^  trusts  that  a  refusal  to  publish  will 
not  be  taken  seriously  to  heart  (!),  and 
to  thank  him  for  the  privilege  of  exam- 
ining   's  'regret  slip.'

How  Manusi:ripts  Are  Side- 

Tracked  In  Many  and 

Varlfiut  Way. 


I  sometimes  feel  sorry  for  the  public 
when  I  think  of  the  Interesting  books 
which  it  will  never  see,  says  a  publish- 
er's reader  in  the  Boston  Transcript. 
Some  of  the  b?st  things  that  have 
ever  gone  through  my  tiands  will,  I  feel 
sure,  never  reach  the  light  of  day.  In 
nearly  every  case  there  Is  a  different 
reason  for  this.  In  some  instances  the 
author  lays  his  own  heart  history  bare 
and  does  it  with  a  fearlessness,  bold- 
ness and  baldnes!!  wliichmake  it  forever 
unsuitable  reading  for  the  "gentle 
reader"  of  tradlli  jn.  fipch  a  book  as  this 
cften  contains  tiie  flfiest  passible  ma- 
terial for  a  story,  but  the  author, 
through  some  deficiency  of  education 
or  of  licer.iry  pov  er,  is  unabK  to  handle 
it  with  lequisitt  skill  and  give  it  the 
needed  finish.  The  work  is  not  tlie  less 
interesting  on  t  lat  account,  but  It  is 
inevitably  ruled  out  from  the  list  of 
manuscripts  to  be  published.  A  gen- 
uine and  talentel  novelist  who  was  at 
liberty  to  work  on  such  crude,  un- 
finished material  might  bring  it  to  suc- 
cess. Such  books  do,  indeed,  sonie- 
tim.es  find  their  way  into  the  hands  of 
a  sympalCic-tic  tritic  and  writer,  who 
makes  good  th ;  insufficiency.  More 
often  the  manu.'cripts  continue  in  the 
great  sea  of  the  "unavailable." 

Occasionally  a  manuscript  comes  up 
for  consideration  and  is  by  every  reader 
endorsed  as  a  good  thing.  Perhaps  it 
is  something  which  would,  of  a  certain- 
ty, appeal  only  to  a  limited  circle  of 
readers;  that  cir<  le  may  be  an  important 
one,  but  not  laige  enough  to  warrant 
any  publisher  in  taking  the  risk  of  pub- 
lication while  he  is  in  doubt  of  its  prov- 
ing to  be  of  general  interest.  At  timer 
Fome  piece  of  Inspiration  goes  the 
rounds,  and,  as  in  one  memorable  case 
which  I  recall,  it  wins  added  approval  at 
every  publishing  house,  but  is  counted 
too  small  to  be  considered.  I  know  of 
such  a  little  gen  ,  too  long  for  a  maga- 
zine article  and  :oo  brief  for  most  pub- 
li.«hers'  lists;  It  has  been  knocking  at 
the  doors  of  publishers  for  five  years; 
everywhere  it  received  a  gracious  wel- 
come and  a  graci-^us  and  regretful  die- 
missal.  It  is  a  pity  for  real  merit  thus 
to  go  begging  bt  cause  of  some  point  of 
commercialism  involved. 

I  think  of  anotfier  book,  autobiograph- 
ical in  the  sense  that  Marie  Bashkirt- 
seff  was  autobiographical — a  journal, 
indeed,  written  n  En.glish  Emersonian 
and  revealing  so  ne  facts,  fascinating  t? 
those  psychologically,  emotionally  and 
spiritually  Inclined.  It  is  accounted  too 
esoteric,  and  the  world  is  the  loser  for 
the  verdict. 

Sometimes  the  pride  and  higlh  spirit 
of  ^e  author  stand  in  the  way  of  a 
book's  acceptan'-e.  I  know  of  such  a 
novel,  the  first  written  by  one  who  af- 
terwards becar-ie  famous.  Certain 
changes  were  1  nperatively  called  for 
if  any  rea.?onabl('  publisher  were  to  give 
the  book  counter  ance.  The  higfh-strung 
voung  woman  :-efuped  to  alter  her 
handiwork,  even  though  Its  real  merit 
and  strong  poin  :s  had  been  generously 
f'onceded  by  the  powers  that  govern  the 
destinies  of  unpublished  books.  Fhe 
impatiently  threw  it  in  her  desk,  made 
no  efftrt  to  impru've  it.  and  wrote  others 
which  found  favor.  In  her  desk  It  was 
found  after  h  ?r  death.  Strangely 
enough,  or  rather  as  might  be  expected, 
when  those  In  cinrge  of  her  unfinished 
works  handed  this  in  for  publication, 
the  same  praise  and  the  same  criticism 
which  It  recelvec  In  the  beginning  of  the 
author's  career  were  accorded  and  In- 
sf?ted  upon.  A  new  hand  made  the 
changes  nnd  ttie  bosk  was  launched. 

It  \s  difficult  to  tell  what  sidetracks 
some  manuscripts.  They  are  received 
and  read  with  ippredatfon:  then,  be- 
cause no  hou.se  cin  publish  everything  It 
approves,  something  seemingly  more 
"sure"  Is  taken,  and  the  meritorious 
work  Is  politely  -eturned.  In  such  cases 
I  am  Inclined  to  think  that  discourage- 
ment and  the  sense  of  failure  on  re- 
ceipt of  a  stereotyped  reply  leads  the 
writer  of  many  it  clever  book  to  give  up 
the  effort  to  get  it  to  the  reco!?mltlon 
of  the  public.  It  would  be  very  remark- 
able If  this  were  not  so,  for  many  hur- 
ried heads  of  piblishlng  houses  find  no 
time  for  sympathetic  and  appreciative 
letters  concernlrg  rejected  manuscripts. 
Indeed,  there  ar=>  those  who  have  found 
themselves  involved  in  endless  corres- 
pondence through  an  attempt  to  be  kind 
in  the  matter  o'  rejection.  The  easiest 
wav  undoubtedly  is  the  non-committal 
•way.     There  aie   those,  however,   who 
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delight  to  speak  their  praise  of  an  able 
work,  even  if  it  Is  rejected.  Neverthe- 
less, I  think  that  even  the  most  frank 
and  nattering  letter  carries  an  element 
of  dejection  and  depression  to  an  author, 
and  many,  unquestionably,  succumb  to 
the  feeling  of  futility.  Indeed,  history 
tells  us  that  some  of  our  greatest  writers 
of  the  past  burned  some  of  their  stories 
in  fits  of  discouragement. 

I  know  of  an  author  who  In  several 
years  has  made  nit  inquiries  about  her 
manuscript,  which  Is  a  very  clever  one 
but  which  has  repeatedly  met  a  cruel 
fate.  It  lies  among  some  unclaimed 
manuscripts,  and  she  has  juob.^.bly  loet 
heart  in  sending  it  on  further  rounds, 
thouph  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
she  still  lives  and  mig?it  continue  her 
concern  for  her  production. 

When  one  realizes  how  many  books^ 
even  some  of  the  really  successful  ones 
among  these— get  taken  by  a  hair- 
breadth's chance,  almost  a  throwing  of 
the  dice,  as  It  were,  it  may  be  better 
understood  why  some  fall  of  a  place  In 
the  outside  world  of  books.  Said  a  pub- 
lisf-ier  in  regard  to  a  novel  widely  read 
at  present:  "We  will  gamble  on  it;  the 
chances  against  it  are  as  much  as  for 
it."  The  turn  of  luck  happened  to  be 
in  its  favor.  This  narrowness  of  mar- 
gin by  which  some  mantiscrlpts  get  In 
surely  explains  also  why  some  do  .not 
get  in.  Said  a  young  publisher  dis- 
dainfully to  me  concerning  "David 
Harum:"  "Why,  we  send  back  lots  of 
books  better  than  that  every  year."  No 
book,  especlallv  one  by  a  new  writer.  Is 
ever  exactly  like  any  other  book;  pre- 
cedent is  a  thing,  therefore,  which  does 
not  well  serve  the  public  mood,  and 
other  equallv  uncertain  quantitbs  sre  to 
be  weighed.  These  are  small  thing?  to 
deWmlne  finally,  as  they  sometimes 
mu«t    the  fate  of  an  .TUthor's  work. 

I  know  that  many  manuscripts  meet  a 
hapless  fate  simply  b^^cause  tfiey  go  t3 
the  wrong  publisher.  The  author  do<>a 
not  understand  this  always.  To  most 
people  a  publishing  house  is  a,P")l^»f^: 
Ing  house  and  I  have  no  doubt  if  the 
avorag**  person  were  questioned  as  to 
the  nature  of  books  put  out  by  varioua 
houses  the  gr'>ate.'>t  ignorance  v.'ould 
be  revealed.  EA-en  a  reader  of  many 
veors'  experience.  In  reviewing  manu- 
i:cripts  for  numerous  firms,  c.nnnot  tell 
how  some  things  will  fit  into  the  policy 
and  plans  of  the  different  pub.ishin^ 
houses  If  a  novelist  sends  a  -novel  to 
a  house  which  makes  juveniles  Its  line, 
and  then  has  his  manuscript  retumefl. 
p??baS?y  in  many  su^h  InfV^n/f^  h« 
feels  as  bad  as  if  some  pubdshers  of 
ficHon  had  returned  It.  This  is  becatise 
Se  is  ignorant  of  the  nature  of  his 
otn  mistake.  .  A  work  r,n  art  or  phll- 
^^nhv  mav  fail  for  a  similar  reason. 
Thr-futhor'^nee'^s  In  such  an  event  to 

inform  himself,  that  Is  flll:/'-^^"^'*'^ 
I  r,lV«r  reall-e^  the  need,  and  the 
Sespalr' which  engulfs  his  -rltlng  !. 
neldloss,  but  not  less  disastrous  on  t^at 

"Y'Sow  of  an  exquisitely  Yautjful 
work  suited  to  patrician  and  intellec- 
tual circles,  whi.-h  very  hopelessly  came 
up  for  consideration  In  a  house  whldh 
b  ivs  Us  manuscripts,  not  by  any  h  arU 
litlrarv  standard,  but  by  the  opinion 
of  crude  practical  salesmen  who  have 
nev^r  sold  a  reaHy  artl.<.tlc  or  truly  lit- 
erary production.  They  sa-w  nothing, 
of  roui^se.  in  the  book-nothing  to  suit 
tvelr  purpose.  The  manuscript  stiould 
have  gore  to  the  most  fastldlou?  house 
!n  the  high  literary  field.  Authors  »s 
well  as  others  shotild  be  Judgred  only  by

Clarence  Coleman  responded  to  the 
toast.  "Oiy  Major  and  Our  Guest."  He 
spoke  feelingly  of  the  delight  the  mem- 
bers of  hits  lorc^  felt  in  entertaining  him 
in  a  soiial  way,  and  of  the  regret  felt  at 
his  departure,  and  witshod  him.  on  l>e- 
half  of  all,  a  safe  journey  and  a  pros- 
jierous  caret'r  in  the  land  to  which  he  is 
going. 

J.  H.  Darling  gave  a  review  of  some 
"Of  the  engineer  work  that  has  been  done 
t)n  Lake  .Superior,  and  spoke  of  many  of 
the  former  engineei'is  that  have  been  In 
charge  of  this  settion.  He  «aid  that  the 
commerce  of  the  lakes  had  srown  tre- 
inendou.sly,  beyond  the  conception  of 
those  who  were  in  charge  of  the  lakes  a 
few  years  ago.  There  have  been  many 
places  in  which,  had  the  future  been 
more  open  to  the  mind,  the  government 
■wouM  have  planned  larger  than  it  did. 
He  instanced  Agate  harbor  as  one  case 
Avhere  the  progress  has  been  greater 
than  anticipated,  eo  that  today  its  ca- 
Jiaeity  has  been  reached.  Among  other 
things  he  spoke  of  the  dredging  In  the 
harbor  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  and  said 
that  he  thought  people  did  not  give  due 
thought  to  what  has  been  done  in  that 
respect.  This  ia  because  they  cannot  see 
what  has  been  acoompli.^hed.  He  had 
often  felt  he  would  like  to  be  able 
to  see  the  entire  bottom  of  the  harbov 
Bom.etime  in  order  to  thoroughly  appre- 
ciate the  extent  of  the  channels  that 
have  been  ci»t.  He  paid  a  fine  tribute  to 
]Maj.  Sears. 

"The  Corps  of  Engineers"  was  the 
toast  to  which  Maj.  Sears  wa.s  asked  to 
respond.  He  referred  brielly  to  the  ser- 
vice, and  some  of  the  men  who  have 
been  conspicuous  in  it.  The  work  of  the 
corps  is  primarily  in  fortifications.  They 
ere  to  plan  the  defenses  of  the  country 
and  of  its  seaboard.  In  war  they  get 
little  of  the  glory,  but  share  the  danger 
and  the  hardships  of  all  the  men.  The 
engineer  must  make  the  reconnaissance 
of  the  enemy's  position  and  obtain  a  top- 
ographical outline  of  the  country,  and 
tie  does  it  at  the  risk  of  being  picked  off 
by  a  shariT€hooter.  Then  he  often  has 
to  build  a  pontoon  bridige  across  a 
stream  with  the  enemy  shooting  from 
the  other  side.  After  referring  to  the 
"vvork  of  the  corps  of  engineers  of  the 
army,  he  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  civil 
assistants  of  the  officers,  and  said  that 
the  success  which  has  been  attained  by 
an  army  engineer  Is  in  large  measure 
due  to  the  excellent  ap.-=istani>e  rendered 
by  the  engineers  who  are  In  civil  life. 
To  them  is  left  the  carrying  o)it  of  the 
detaiLs    of    the    work,    and    upon     their 
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Trembling,  frightened,  she  knows  not 
why.  Between  her  sobs  she  tells  her 
husband  of  her  misery.  It  is  not 
enough  for  the  husband  to  comfort  the 
M'ife  in  this  con- 
dition, she  needs 
help.  In  those

His  WILL   SUPREME 


Now  Sontsncsd  to  a  Year 

in  Jail  For  Contempt 

of  Court.

Washington,  Feb.  19.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Alexander  McKenzie,  who 
was  recently  sentenced  to  one  year  in 
jail  in  San  Francisco  for  disregarding 
the  orders  of  the  court  in  his  capacity 
as  receiver  of  valuable  gold  properties 

at  Nome,  Alaska,  is  a  man  with  an  in- 
teresting hisioiy  and  one  which  is  not 
generally  known,  except  to  the  old- 
time  residents  of  North  and  South  Da- 
kota. 

The  fact  that  this  sentence  was  im- 
posed upon  McKenzie  has  created  some 
consternation  among  high  officials  in 
Washington  and  in  the  Dakotas.  For 
many  years  Mr.  McKenzie  was  the  rec- 
ognized Republican  boss  of  the  terri- 
tory of  Dakota,  and  after  the  separation 
and  admission  of  the  territory  as  twj 
states,  he  controlled  the  Republican 
party  in  North  Dakota  \>  ith  an  iron  will. 
He  made  governors,  congressmen  and 
United  States  .senators.  His  will  was 
supreme  usually  at  state  conventions 
and  at  the  session  of  the  legislature  at 
Bismarck,  the  state  capital.  Had  it  not 
been  for  the  Intiuence  which  McKenzie 
wielded,  it  is  not  now  believed  that 
Senator  Hansbrough  would  have  been 
twice  elected  to  the  position  he  occu- 
pies in  the  upper  branch  of  the  national 
congress.  It  is  said  that  it  was 
through  the  instrumentality  of  Mc- 
Kenzie that  Senators  Casey  and  Pierce 
were  first  sent  from  North  Dakota,  as 
that  state's  representatives  in  the 
United  States  senate.  It  is  also  be- 
lieved that  it  was  McKenzie's  fine 
Italian  hand  that  twice  prevented 
former  Representative  Johnson  from 
being  elected  to  the  senate  by  the  North 
Dakota  legislature. 

The  man  who  is  now  in  the  Alameda 
jail  in  California  was  the  official  as 
well  as  the  political  power  in  the  terri- 
tory of  Dakota,  and  then  the  state  of 
North  Dakota  for  many  years.  He 
made  his  home  at  Bismarck,  was  the 
land  agent  of  the  great  Northern  Paci- 
fic railroad,  and  was  classed  as  a  multi- 
millionaire for  several  years.  Without 
doubt,  later  on  in  his  life,  Mr.  McKen- 
zie lost  a  good  deal  of  the  money  tha: 
he  was  said  to  be  worth  during  the 
boom  dajs  in  Bismarck.  At  any  rate, 
he  later  transferred  his  business  adven- 
tures to  Xew  York  city,  meanwhile 
keeping  his  residence  in  North  Dakota 
so  that  he  could  manipulate  state  con- 
vention.s.  legi.«lature.s,  and  l>ring  abovt 
the  election  of  men  favorable  to  his  in- 
terests, to  seats  in  the  United  States 
congress,  and  as  governors  of  the  stat^, 
and  dictate  the  appointees  of  these  gov- 
ernors. This  made  McKenzie,  as  It 
will  readily  be  seen,  a  powerful  factor, 
not  only  in  Noith  Dakota,  but  for  some 
years  prominent  in  othclal  circles  in 
New  York  city.  His  last  business  ven- 
ture at  Nome  has  brought  about  his 
business  and  political  downfall. 

McKenzie  is  an  uneducated  man.  He 
came  to  North  Dak(jta  as  a  section 
hand  on  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad 
when  that  road  was  being  built  from  St. 
Paul  to  the  West  coast.  In  tni.^  re- 
spect he  differed  little  in  the  start  of 
life  from  James  J.  Hill,  now  one  of  the 
greatest  railroad  magnates  In  the  world. 
Mr.  Hill,  as  Is  pretty  generally  kno\\  n. 
began  his  career  in  the  Northwest  a:^  ;i 
"roustabout"  on  one  of  the  Missis.sippl 
river  steamers,  when  St.  Paul  was  the 
head  of  navigation  on  this  river.  It  Is 
not  necessary  to  point  out  that  Mr.  Hili 
has  made  a  greater  success  in  life  than 
Mr.  McKenzie.  While  Mr.  McKenzie 
is  in  jail  In  California,  Mr.  Hill  is  tak- 
ing a  party  on  a  private  yacht  to  vari- 
ous points  of  interest  on  the  globe  and 
will  be  absent  from  this  country-  about 
the  length  of  time  it  will  take  for  Alex- 
ander McKenzie  to  serve  out  his  ;en- 
tence     in  jail.

New  York.  Feb.  19.— A  despatch  to  the 
Journal  and  Adverliser  from  London 
says:  Ambassador  Choate  has  received 
instructions  from  Washington  to  i-rrt^s 
upon  the  British  government  the  neces- 
sity for  immediate  action  upon  the 
Hay-Pauncofote  treaty.  Mr.  Choate 
will  call  upon  Lord  Lansdowna  and  tell 
him  the  United  States  expects  a  (deci- 
sion on  the  treaty  before  M:irch  4.  Mr. 
Choate  has  been  informed,  unoflicially, 
of  course,  of  the  disposition  of  tLe 
United  States  senate  to  repeal  the  Clay- 
ton-Buiwer  treaty  and  pass  ihe  Nica- 
ragua canal  bill  if  the  pending  treaty  le 
not  accepted.  And  he  will  also,  unoffi- 
cially, tell  the  secretary  of  state  for 
foreign  affairs  Just  what  the  situation 

in  the  senate  is.  He  has  received  no  in- 
timation of  any  sort  from  the  British 
government  as  to  what  the  diinculty 
will  lie,  but  there  is  good  reason  for 
saying  that  England  is  inclined  to  tem- 
orarize,  feeling  that  by  delay,  and,  per- 
haps, by  alternative  sugge.stions  sihe 
may  obtain  some  modification  of  the 
terms  of  the  treaty  it.self  or  some  set- 
off against  what  she  considers  her  con- 
cessions. 

Ambassador  Choate's  Instructions 
from  Washington  are  imperative  and 
he  will  make  Lord  Lansdowne  realize 
that  whatever  he  intends  lo  Jo  he  iiiaf^t 
do  it  quickly.

Charles  Stewart  Fills  One 

Hundred  Feet  at  the  New 

Steel  Elevatcr. 


Vfcter  on  the  Great  Norih-rn  iiew 
elevator  in  West  STjporior,  came  to  his 
death  yesterday  by  falling  aboat  sixty 
feet  and  breakiiig  his  neck.  Ho  le.ivt  s 
a  wife.  The  buildir.g  oi  this  immense 
steel  struct'.Mt .  the  largest  of  iis  kind 
in  the  wor'd.  has  b^T-M  at'.<Mided  by  a 
greai'^r  loss  .->'  life  than  has  oe.-u/n'Hl  in 
the  erection  of  any  oth-^r  two  buildings 
at  the  head  of  the  lake.  Since  c.-n- 
Ptruetion  of  the  elevator  was  begun, 
over  a  year  ago.  not  less  'han  Tiv;>  men 
have  bV-en  killed.  In  each  caso  the 
men  eame  to  their  death  in  fallincr,  one 
man  falling  over  100  feet.  Ka.-a  man 
that  was  killed,  with  ix)ssibly  one  ex- 
<epfion.  was  a  riveter  by  trade  and 
pearly  all  left  families.  The  riv  ler's 
work  is  regarded  as  especially  danger- 
ous and  the  men  often  work  for  hours 
^veticg  in  place  the  outside  plates  of 
the  elevator  when  a  single  mi.step  or  an 
overbalancing  nie.u:t  thHir  iia^hing  to 
4eath  many  fc't  V>elow.  Besides  the  five 
men  that  were  killed  theie  have  het-n 
innumerable  narrow  escap^x-;  and  some 
of  the  workmei  havn  sustained  severe 
Injuries  in  having  their  limbs  pinched 
under  large  steel  plates.

"It  is  strange  that  somelning  of  this 
.sort  has  not  been  put  on  the  market 
before  this.  It  is  the  only  missing  link 
in  the  ihain  of  mechanical  operatl-^ns 
for  the  conversion  of  standing  timber 
into  lumber.  Logs  are  taken  .from  the 
woods  to  the  railroad  or  to  a  water 
cour.^e  bv  steam:  if  to  a  railroad,  they 
are  loaded  on  the  cars  by  steam  power, 
transported  bv  steam  to  the  mill,  taken 
into  the  mill  by  steam  and  imt  thmugh 
all  the  processes  from  there  to  the  car 
on  whieh  thev  are  shipped,  with  very 
«li!;ht  pxpenditur?  of  muscular  power 
on  the  part  of  human  beings.  The  fell- 
ing cf  the  timber  and  cutting  of  the 
trees  into  1  >e:s  are.  however,  still  done 
as  of  old  with  an  ax  and  saw." 


Flowers  of  speech  used  in  after  din- 
ner oratoo'  at  a  bar  banquet  would  look 
aa  withered  as  the  last  rose  of  summer 
in  a  hot  kitchen,  compared  with  the 
garlands  of  ponderous  rococco  rhetoinc 
tossed  at  the  legal  profession  by  Alder- 
man James  Cromwell  last  evening.  With 
that  indefinite  and  indefinable  grace  of 
expression  which  some  people  vaguely 
call  soul,  the  alderman  from  the  Third 
ward  paid  the  profession  the  followmg 
tribute,  while  discussing  an  ordinance  to 
garnishee  the  salaries  of  city  employes: 

••If  we  paus  this  ordinance  it  will  bene- 
fit no  one  but  a  lot  of  shyster  lawyers, 
who  ought  to  be  in  states  prison.  They 
Would  ."imply  use  this  as  a  means  of 
harrassing  honest  men  to  death.  If  city 
employtis  don't  pay  their  debts,  I  would 

favor  discharging  them,  providing 
proper  complaint  is  made  through  tiie 
department  in  which  they  are  employed, 
but  I  am  opposed  to  have  the  council  do 
anything  that  would  l>enefit  the  two-for- 
a-cent  logues  that  are  practicing  law  at 
the  expense  of  honest  men  that  are  d'j- 
ing  their  best  to  juake  a  living  and  give 
their  ihildren  a  proper  education.  I 
dont  believe  there  is  a  man  employed 
by  the  city  who  is  a  professional  dead- 
beat,  and  if  there  should  be,  garnish- 
ment would  not  make  them  honest.  On 
the  contrary,  garnishee  laws  make  men 
dishonest — men  will  seek  dishonest 
means  to  get  out,  and  I  don't  know  but 
what  they  ought  to,  because  a  man's 
family  stands  tirst  and  should  be  looked 
after." 

Notwithstanding  this,  the  garniishee 
ordinance  was  I'asseiJ.  and  in  the  de- 
bate, which  was  rather  brisk  and  breezy, 
it  was  set  ftirth  that  there  was  in  the 
employ  of  the  city  a  man  that  had  not 
paid  his  milkman  for  three  years. 

The  ordinance  was  part  of  the  general 
round-up  of  old  business  which  is  being 
cleared  from  the  table  before  the  new 
council  is  inaugurated.  It  was  first  in- 
trodui-ed  last  November,  and  was  side- 
tracked, but  last  evening  Alderman 
Krumsieg  called  it  up  and  succeded  in 
getting  it  through  on  a  vote  of  12  to  3. 

In  replying  to  Alderman  Cromwell, 
Alderman  Krumsieg  said  that  no  honest 
city  employe  should  fear  garniiihment, 
and  Alderman  Cochrane  said  that  it  was 
one  of  the  best  ordinances  ever  intro- 
duceil  in  the  council. 

About  the  only  other  feature  of  the 
meeting  was  the  discovery  of  a  new 
street  paving  material  by  Alderman 
Cochrane.     It  Is  Portland  cement. 

The  list  of  materials  suggested  for 
paving  Superior  street  ii?  now  something 
like  this:  Good  intentions,  sheet  as- 
phalt, sandstone,  block  asphalt,  creosote 
blocks,  vitrified  brick,  granite,  cedar 
blocks,  macadam,  tar-macadam  and 
Portland  cement. 

The  beard  of  public  works  was  in- 
structed to  have  the  city  engineer  make 
an  t»jtimate  of  the  cost  of  having  the 
Lake  avenue  viaduct  paved  with  creo- 
sote blocks. 

The  board  of  fire  commis.sioners  was 
given  authority  to  have  plans  and  speei- 
fications  prepared  for  a  new  fire  hall  at 
Se.-ond  street  and  Fourteenth  avenue 
east,  providing  it  could  be  without  ex- 
pense to  the  city. 

The  municij^al  labor  bureau  ordinance 
was  so  amended  that  it  t<houid  not  lie 
necessary  to  have  a  member  of  the 
bureau  commission  appointtxi  from  the 
council. 

The  report  of  F.  W.  Cappelen  on  the 
cost  of  five  propositions  to  furnish  the 
city  with  electricity  for  street  lighting 
purposes  was  reported  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  oflicial  proceeding-s. 

A.  LeRicheux  and  T.  S.  Boyd  were 
employed  as  expert  accountants  to  go 
over  the  books  of  the  city  officers  to  see 
that  everything  was  correct. 

Walter  Thompson,  who  was  city  clerk 
for  a  month  last  spring  notified  the 
council  that  <luring  that  time  he  rc- 
(•eived  $104.33  in  fees  under  the  provisions 
of  the  old  charter,  but  since  that  time 
it  has  been  determined  by  the  eourts 
that  he  was  working  under  the  new 
charter,  and  should  have  received  $135 
in  salary.  He.  therefore,  asked  the  city 
to  reimburse  him  to  the  extent  of  $31.

WILL  SOON  LEAD 

United  Siafee  PreseIng  Hard 

For  First  Place  In  Silic 

Production. 

Washington,  Feb.  19.— According  to  Con- 
sul Covert  at  Lyons,  an  article  upon  the 
silk  industry  of  the  world  recently  pub- 
lished in  a  French  trade  paper,  shows  that 
the  I'nited  States  is  likely  to  lake  the 
lead  among  the  silk  producers  of  the 
world.  During  the  last  threo  years  the 
consumption  of  raw  silk  in  the  I'nited 
States  has  exceeded  that  of  h'Yaiice.  The 
trade  paper  says  that  the  pnxlucing  power 
of  the  rnitcd  States  has  e<jualled  that  of 
of  France  since  lSt7  and  "American  manu- 
facturers has  a  power  of  expannioii  that 
ours  docs  not  j>o.«sess."  Statistics  show 
that  the  silk  Industry  is  growinp  and  ex- 
teiidins  and  that  more  people  are  wearing 
t^ilk  than  overv  before.  According  to  the 
French  authority  alre.idy  referred  to, 
France  hoaiL"  the  list  of  producers  and  the 
I'nited  States  of  America  is  pressing  hard 
for  the  first  place. 

In  a  report  to  the  state  department  on 
the  ribbon  trade  of  fft.  Ktlenne.  Consul 
Brunot  .says:  "Just  as  surely  as  American 
iron  products — hrldgos.  machinery.  etc. 
—have  found  a  permanent  market  In  Eu- 
rope, so  will  American  silks  and  other  tex- 
tile poods;  and  the  time  has  almost  ar- 
rive<l."  ^ 

Imitations  of  American  goods  in  Sweden 
are  doing  great  harm  to  the  American 
trai'e.  says  Consul  nersch  at  Gothenburg 
In  a  report  to  the  state  department.  He 
says  that  inferior  forks  are  sold  by  whole- 
sale la  Gothenburg  as  .Vmerican  product, 
at  a  price  much  lower  than  tho  genuine 
American  fork— of  which  It  is  a  poor  Imi- 
tation—is  offered.  That  Is  only  one  sample 
of  the  nviny  German  Imitations  offored  for 
sale  in  Sweden  and  reported  to  be  "best 
•American  goods,"  the  effect  is  that  the 
buyers  soon  discover  that  th«  y  have 
bought  articles  not  worth  the  money  and 
blame  the  American  manufacturers.

HE^IMEXVAT. 

The  ship  subsidy  bill  is  dead.  The 
first  and  only  beloved  child  of  Boss 
Hanna  is  dead.  The  poor  thing  never 
saw  the  light,  but  died  "a-bornln."  " 
The  Republicans  as  a  party  refused  to 
assist  at  its  natal  ceremony,  and  it  had 
to  go  the  way  of  all  the  worid.  There 
is  mourning  now  in  the  Prye-Hanna- 
Payne-family.  There  is  sorrow,  too,  in 
the  hearts  of  ship  companies.  The  vision 
of  $9,000,000  a  year  that  was  so  bright 
when  the  session  of  congress  opened 
proved  to  be  a  mirage — it  has  vanisSied. 
The  thDusands  of  good  hard  dollars  that 
were  spent  to  keep  up  the  literary 
bureau  and  the  lobby  must  be  charged 
to  profit  and  loss — principally  loss. 
There  is  some  profit,  however.  They 
will  know  better  next  time.  The  senate 
is  the  whole  thing,  but  Hanna  does  not 
happen  to  be  the  senate.  He  thought  he 
was,  and  so  did  his  friends  who  planned 
witfi  him  the  capture  of  the  $9,000,000. 

The  bill  was  killed  by  public  senti- 
ment. There  never  was  a  scheme  bet- 
ter planned  nor  a  legislative  campaign 
better  managed,  but  the  press  was 
against  the  measure  because  it  had  no 
merit.  A  more  brazen  attempt  to  steal 
by  law  was  never  made  in  the  United 
States  senate.  This  the  Republican  press 
knew,  and  notwithstanding  the  pressure 
of  party  bosses,  the  press,  with  a  voice 
that  was  almost  unanimous,  denounced 
the  bill. 

The  strength  of  the  Hanna-Payne  or- 
ganization was  so  great  that  at  one  time 
it  came  very  near  forcing  the  measure 
on  the  party.  Had  this  been  done,  not- 
withstanding the  opposition  of  the  press, 
the  bill  would  have  passed  the  senate, 
but  could  not  have  run  the  gauntlet  of 
the  house  with  the  tremendous  popular 
opposition  against  it.  The  good  news  of 
the  practical  death  of  the  ship  subsidy 
bill  is  somewhat  offset  by  the  announce- 
ment that  Spooner  of  Wisconsin  has 
secured  the  right-of-way  for  the  Grout 
oleomargarine  bill,  a  measure  less  im- 
portant that  the  shipping  bill  but  not 
less  infamous.  This  bill,  without  equity 
or  merit  to  recommend  it.  passed  the 
house  and  was  recommended  by  the 
agricultural  committeee  of  the  senate. 

There  have  been  many  attempts  to  kill 
a  foreign  industry  for  the  benefit  of  a 
home  cincern  by  making  the  people  pay 
for  the  job  in  an  increased  rate  of  taxa- 
tion, but  tfiis  is  the  first  attempt  ever 
made  in  this  country  to  kill  off  one  home 
industry  that  another  may  have  a  mon- 
opoly of  the  market  and  squeeze  the 
consumer.  The  Grout  bill  i.s  the  acme 
of  the  protective  and  trust  evil  combined 
in  one  nefarious  bill.  The  general  effect 
on  the  community  will  not  be  great, 
but  as  a  precedent  for  future  legislation 
it  is  worse  than  the  Hanna  shipping 
bill. 

So  carefully  and  so  thoroughly  has  the 
dairy  combine  worked  the  ground  that 
a  congressman  dare  not  vote  against  the 
bill  if  there  be  a  dozen  dairymen  in  his 
district.  The  same  pressure  was  brought 
on  the  state  legislatures,  and  ttilrty-two 
of  the  state  legislatures  found  it  ex- 
pedient to  petition  the  United  States 
senate  to  pass  this  bill.  It  was  a  feat 
of  successful  log-rolling  that  ought  to 
place  the  cow  men  In  the  first  rank  of 
lobbists. 

The  Grout  bill,  however,  is  not  through 
yet.  A  fight  will  be  made  on  principle, 
and  if  it  should  go  over  this  session,  it 
will  be  as  dead  as  Hanna's  pet.  Ship 
subsidy  is  a  dead  Issue.  The  next  thing 
to  do  is  to  repeal  our  absurd  navigation 
laws.  To  Senator  Teller  of  Colorado 
is  due  the  final  blow  that  laid  out  the 
Hanna  boodle  scheme.  His  announce- 
ment that  he  would  not  let  it  come  to  a 
vote  this  term  was  the  death  sentence. 


Boers.  For  centuries  the  Cubans  had 
acknowledged  the  authority  of  Spain 
and  when  we  Intervened  they  were  in 
rebellion  against  their  lawful  sovereign.

We  as  a 
nation  must  remain  silent,  but  France, 
with  large  African  interests,  should 
take  the  initiative,  and  the  sentiment  of 
the  civilized  world  would  be  with  her.  A 
united  effort  on  the  part  of  France  and 
Russia  would  stop  the  war.  France  did 
this  once — it  was  years  ago— but  that 
act  stands  out  as  one  of  the  brightest 
in  French  history. 

It  is  useless  to  moralize  on  a  matter 
that  is  beyond  remedy — it  is  useless  to 
find  fault  with  fate,  but  to  see  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States,  the  two 
greatest  Christian  nations  on  the  globe, 
nations  wliose  very  cornerstone  is  indi- 
vidual and  political  liberty,  engaged 
each  in  a  war  to  subjugate  a  weak,  but 
liberty-loving  people,  is  a  sight  to  mak.; 
angels  weep.  But  the  chase  is  on,  the 
dogs  of  war  are  loosed,  and  the  hunters 
will  not  wind  the  horn  until  the  game 
is  run  to  earth. 

Uncompromising  tyranny  has  two 
servants  ready  and  willing  to  do  its 
bidding,  Weyler  the  "Spanish  blood- 
hound" and  Kitchener,  the  "English 
bulldog."  They  differ  but  little  in  na- 
ture— their  methods  are  identical.

The  hopes  that  were  entertained  by 
all  lovers  of  justice  and  peace  that  Ed- 
ward VII,  on  his  accession  to  the  throne, 
would  immortalize  himself  by  seeking 
some  means  to  restore  peace  in  South 
Africa;  that  he  would  endeavor  to  undo 
to  some  extent  the  wrongs  inflicted  upon 
a  people  whose  only  crime  is  a  love  of 
liberty,  have  vanished  into  thin  air.

Philadelphia  Times:  The  Chinese  have 
had  the  impudence  to  suggest  that  the 
treasure  whieh  the  forces  of  c'vilizaiion 
have  looted  at  Pekin  ^hail  be  r'jckoncd  in 
abatement  of  the  -i-minity  demanded.

The  great  powers  arc 
not  even  agreed  that  the  Chinese  have  a 
right  to  live,  thouf^i  they  all  agree  that 
ihev  have  no.'rlt.'ht  to  keep  anything 
that  the  foreisroers!  want.  Those  of  thtSi 
who  have  alterauted  to  defend  their 
homes,  and  were  not  killed  in  the  at- 
tempt, must  l)e  put  to  death  or  other- 
wise punished.  noMt  and  the  rest  must 
give  up  their  property  and  crawl  in  the 
dust  at  the  f^et  qf  the  Europeans.  On 
those  conditions  the  beneficent  i)owers 
will  allow  the  Chin*'se  emperor  to  return 
to  his  citpital.  of  ^liich.  however,  they 
will   retain   thq,  military   control. 

Having  alreardv  Agreed  to  do  all  that 
tke  pewers  defhand.  the  Chinese  envoys 
have  politelr  ksked  to  bo  informed  when 
the  powers  ars-.going  to  leave  off  killing 
and  looting.  The  German  minister,  we 
are  told,  "dis*appr*\*es  of  the  tone  and 
contents  of  thfe-Chinese  note.  '  They  have 
no  busine-ss  to.ask  «uos;ions;  they  are  to 
obev  orders.  The  ofuy  chance  for  fhem  is 
in  the  fact  that  thf  ministers  are  fffraid 
of  one  anothen  andt'as  they  cannot  agree 
upon  the  divisit^n  of-  the  siioils  they  may 
bp  compelled  eventually  to  leave  some- 
thing In  China  to  the  Chinese.  It  will  bo 
only  what  they  cannot  get  away  with.

E.  Allen  FVost  in  Chicago  Tribune:  To 
the  taxpayers  the  finances  of  the  city  of 
Chicago  are  a  Chinese  puzzle.  In  the  face 
of  constantly  Increasing  tax  collections 
the  growing  poverty  of  the  city  govern- 
ment is  regarded  by  the  properly  owner 
as  an  Indication  of  Inefficient  administra- 
tion of  the  city's  moneys.  The  comptroller 
repeatedly  Is  criticised  for  a  condition 
which  arises  from  the  system,  not  from 
the  practical  workings  of  the  government. 
It  is  not  generally  understood  that  the 
cliy  of  Chicago  performs  seven-tenths  oi! 
the  work  done  within  its  limits  with  three- 
tenths  of  the  revenue.  To  this  fact  may  be 
attributed  the  straitened  condition  in 
which  the  council  and  the  city  officials 
find  the  city  treasury  on  the  eve  of  a  new 
fiscal  year.  Until  this  condition  is  reme- 
died  relief   cannot   be   obtained. 

There  are  great  inequalities  in  taxi^licu 
in  this  city.  That  the  total  burden  of  ta.v- 
aiion  in  Chicago  for  all  purposes  Is  high 
in  proportion  to  the  taxation  in  oilier 
cities  is  by  no  means  established.  It  Is 
not  the  intention  to  make  a  comparison 
with  the  rates  of  taxation  and  tlie 
amounts  of  taxation  in  other  cities^  but 
it  may  be  said  that  the  total  rate  and  llie 
total  amount  of  taxation  levied  upon  liie 
property  and  the  people  of  the  cit.>'  of 
Chicago  are  much  less  in  proportion  than 
in  other  large  cities  of  the  Lnited  Stales. 
The  total  tax  levy  in  1888  amounted  to 
$14,681,04'J.4.},  and  in  185>9  the  total  taxes 
had  increased  to  $24,675,601.23.  being  an  in- 
crease of  68  per  centum  and  an  amount  of 
$9,&'J4,360.7S.  out  of  the  taxes  of  18S«  the 
city  of  Chicago  realized  for  corpora^-  pur- 
poses in  actual  cash  $3,132,000,  or  21.31  per 
centum  of  the  total  levied.  Out  of  tiie 
taxes  of  lSi)9  the  city  realized  In  cash  for 
coipoiule  purposes  54,221,904.37,  or  1"11  per 
centum  of  the  total  levied. 

The  following  table  shows  the  compari- 
son of  the  area,  population,  taxes  and  cash 
for  eorportiie  purposes  of  the  years  18SS 
and  IMK)  in  the  city  of  Chicago:

Thus  in  the  period  during  which  there 
has  been  an  Increase  of  68  per  cent  in  gen- 
eral taxation,  the  city  of  Chicago  has  only 
received  an  advance  of  35  per  cent.  In  the 
meantime  the  population  has  Increased  110 
per  cent  and  the  area  of  the  city  420  per 
cent,  yet  the  city  government  is  expected 
to  care  for  this  greatly  enlarged  territoiy 
and  population  with  only  $1.(189.143.94  more 
than  it  did  in  1888.  It  has  been  a  period  ol 
unparalleled  advancement  in  all  lints. 
Improvements  that  will  stand  for  score:> 
of  years  have  been  constructed  from  the 
funds,  which  have  Increased  so  slowly. 
The  income  of  the  city  for  corporate  pur- 
poses in  1S88  was  21.33  per  centum  of  me 
total  tax  levy.  In  1899  the  percentage  de- 
creased 4.22  making  it  17.11  per  centum  of 
the  total  tax  levy,  as  against  21. '53  i)er 
centum  in  1888.  Frorj  this  it  should  be 
perfectly  pllaiD  to  the  taxpayer  why 
there  is  increasing  poverty  on  the  pari  ol 
the  city,  notwithstanding  an  Increase  In 
amount  and  rate  of  taxation. 

The  city  will  probably  not  receive  Its 
prober  pniportion  of  the  taxes  until 
many  of  the  taxing  bodies  and  tax-eating 
bodies  are  abolished.  It  Is  pure  folly  to  ex- 
pect any  administration  to  provide  for  the 
needs  of  Chicago  with  the  Increased  area 
and  population  shown  above  by  .an  in- 
crease of  only  $1,089,143.94  over  the  tax  in- 
come of  188S.  The  remedy  for  this  is  to 
be  found,  in  my  judgment,  In  a  new  city 
charter. 

The  growth  of  the  city  and  the  enter- 
prise of  fts  citizens  have  been  strangled 
almost  to  suffocation  under  the  evil  intiu- 
ence  of  these  archaic   provisions. 

If  the  different  taxing  bodies,  that  is, 
the  park  boards,  the  county,  the  towns, 
the  schools,  the  libraries  and  the  drainage 
board  were  consolidated  into  one  govern- 
menl  in  tlie  present  limits  of  Chicago,  not 
enlv  would  there  be  centralized  respon.^i- 
bili'ty  in  the  administration  of  public  af- 
faiis.  but  there  would  aiso  be  great  sav- 
ing in  the  cost  of  public  administratloi.. 

Conditions  In  Chicago  show  tin  awaken- 
hig  public  consciousness.  The  eiiterpii-e 
of  the  citizens  of  Chicago  is  worid  wide 
in  its  reputiition.  It  only  remains  to  apply 
the  game  charai  teristio  slud>-  and  atten- 
tion to  municipal  affairs  that  have  beei' 
devoted  to  private  business  for  the  city  ot 
Chicago  to  furnish  in  municipal  govern- 
ment the  same  modern  example  of  excel- 
lence it  has  already  furnished  the  world 
in  industrial  affairs.

"On  the  arrival  of  the  reporter  the  con- 
versation which  ahe  husband  and  wife  had 
been  carrying  on  before  his  arrlv.il  ceas- 
ed. B<jth  of  them  were  evidently  greatly 
excited.  The  man  was  walking  the  floor. 
The  woman  was  sitting  in  a  chair  near 
the  door.  The  reporter  wa.*  ill  at  ea>:e,  and 
stood  for  a  moment,  wonilering  what  to 
do.

He  waite<1  to  he.-ir 
If  an.v  one  else  had  heard  the  shots.  No 
one  came.  Evidently  they  had  not  been 
hi'ard  in  the  street  and  there  was  no  -ine 
in  tite  house  to  hear  them  The  reporter 
sat  ^here  about  three  minutes.  Then  he 
got  up  and  <lrew  a  long  breath  and  walked 
to  the  doiir.  He  opened  it.  pulled  out 
the  ke.v  and  stepped  outside.  Closing  the 
dor  behind  him  he  i>ut  the  key  in  the 
lock  afj.Tiii  tinJ  turned  it.  The  doail  hus- 
band and  wife  were  inside  and  no  one 
in  the  town  knew  that  tlieir  domestic 
troubles  were  over  except  that  reporter. 
As  he  walked  down  the  ftont  steps  of  the 
hou<e  he  was  whistling.  Very  deliberately 
he  walked  up  the  street  imTil  he  reachj  Jl 
a  cab  stand.  Arriving  tht^re  he  jumii«»d 
into  a  cab  and  a  wav  he  went  to  the  of- 
fice. Then  lie  s;i:  down  and  ground  out 
'opy  until  the  paper  went  to  press.  The 
first  news  that  tlie  town  and  the  police 
had  of  the  tragedy  was  that  which  wa.s 
given  by  his  paper.  All  in  all,  I  think 
thai  th.at  was  about  the  (;oolest  piece  of 
busbie.es  that  any   man  ever  did. 

■But  that  wasn't  the  end  of  that  chap's 
wonderful  luck.  He  w.is  sent  clear  up 
Into  British  Columbia  once  by  his  p-^per. 
One  morning  he  was  sUtitig  «l  breakfasi 
In  a  little  hotel  when  who  r-hould  walk  in 
but  tlie  \evy  official  that  had  rolibefl  his 
town  of  thiiusaiKls;  of  dollars.  The  police 
of  all  the  cities  on  the  continent  liad  been 
looking  for  him  without  avail  and  here  re 
stimibled  right  into  the  arms  of  this  re- 
porter. They  recognized  each  other  and 
nodded.  The  official  ate  a  very  meagre 
breakfast.  He  hurried  out  of  tli"  idace 
end  the  reporter  let  him  go.  but  he  sent 
a  Ions  account  to  his  papei  telling  where 
the  offical  had  been  that  day. 

"It  happened  that  thi.s  repi)rter  oecidcil 
to  leave  the  city  in  which  he  had  maile 
his  record.  No  one  knew  him  in  his  new 
place,  and  he  went  to  work  juat  like  any 
other  reporter  would,  with  his  way  to 
make  all  over  again.

Thero 
was  A  great  Ide.'il  of  hustling  among  all  tha 
reporters  on  the  paper  in  an  endeavor  to 
dig  up  the  story  from  local  sources,  for 
there  was  no  hope  of  "getting  it  from  tha 
countr.v  correspondpnts  until  t.oo  late  to 
use  It  thRt  day.  It  was  loi;gh  picking, 
because  the  railroad  and  ex'^oss  people 
did  not  know  much  of  what  had  hap- 
pened, nnd  wonldn't  tell  all  tho  knew. 
The  paper  was  In  dlspalr,  when  along 
came  the  first  of  a  4'Hii.i  word  Ftory  from 
the  man  who  had  left  the  night  before. 
Tt  was  his  train  that  had  bcpn  hel^  up. 
and  he  had  the  story.  He  kept  up  ahi» 
marvelous  run  of  luck  so  long  as  I  knew 
him,  but  when  it  was  all  «aid  and  (Jone. 
the  greater  part  of  his  success  came  from 
the  man's  activity  and  shrewdness  In  us- 
ing Information  for  the  benefit  of  him- 
self and  his  paper."

Atlanta,  Ga.,  Feb,  19.— The  dead 
bodies  of  Mrs.  H.  M.  Wilson,  a  young 
Willi t\v.  and  William  Hamillon,  a  stu- 
dent in  pharmacy,  who  disaj^ppixred 
from  Atlanta  <nie  week  ago,  were  foimd 
Sunday  night  one  mile  from  the  end  of 
the  Chattahoochee  cur  line.  The  sur- 
rountings  inclicated  that  Jlamllton  had 
killed  Mrs.  Wilson,  set  tiro  to  TTTe  woods 
near  her  body  and  then  ended  his  own 
life.  Doth  hoflie.s  were  frightfully 
hurned  and  re.'^ted  upon  breast  woiks 
thrown  I'.p  liy  the  Confederates  to  stf  m 
the  jidvanee  of  the  federal  army  on 
Atliinta  In  the  war  between  the  states. 
The  Iiodios  were  found  by  two  ni\groes 
who,  heir.g  unaijle  to  impre.ss  anybody 
with  the  truth  of  their  statements,  did 
not  prc.^s  the  matter  until  yesterday. 
Mrs.  Wilson  was  lying  beside  a  fallen 
sapling.  There  was  a  bullet  hole 
through  her  right  hand  and  another  in 
the  right  temple.  The  left  foot  was 
burned  entirt^ly  off.  the  flames  had  de- 
stroyed her  hair  and  her  left  hand  was 
burned,  pave  for  one  finger,  which  bore 
a  wedding  ring.  By  the  side  of  Ham- 
ilton was  foimd  a  revolver  and  an 
empty  cigarette  box.  There  was  a  Ii'^le 
in  Hamilton's  left  temple  and  a  few 
inches  from  his  left  hand  lay  a  small 
mirror,  evidently  used  to  direct  the 
bullet.

Regarded  as  Shrewd 

Manager. 

From  Tlio  Herald 

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Feb.  19.— (Speci:^.l  to  The 
Herald.) — I'rominent  politicians  in 
Washington  have  been  recently  specu- 
lating as  to  the  successor  of  Senator 
Hanna  as  chairman  of  the  Republican 
national  campaign  committee  in  liW-l. 
Of  course,  it  is  well  known  that  as 
President  McKinley  will  not  seek  a 
third  term,  some  other  distinguished 
American  will  receive  the  nomination 
for  the  presidency  in  that  year.  Natur- 
ally, Mr.  Hanna,  who  did  not  care  to 
serve  in  this  capacity  in  the  last  cam- 
paign even,  would  absolutely  decline,  if 
asked,  to  accept  the  national  committee 
ciiairmanship  in  the  jiext  presidential 
campaign.  Even  if  he  were  inclined  to 
do  so,  the  Ohio  senator's  health  would 
rot  permit  him  to  undertake  the  hard 
work  of  managing  a  third  presidential 
canvass. 

Of  course,  the  politicians  in  Wash- 
ington and  elsewhere  are  at  sea  reg.'.rd- 
ing  the  man  who  will  be  chosen  to  head 
the  Hei)ublican  national  ticket  in  1904. 
At  the  present  time  the  outlook  seems 
to  favor  Vice  President-elect  Roosevelt, 
but  three  years  may  go  change  the 
situation  that  the  famous  rough  rider 
will  not,  at  that  time,  be  in  the  run- 
ning. If  everything  is  favorable.  as 
before  stated  In  Washington  dispatches 
to  this  paper,  Col.  Roosevelt  will  be  an 
aggressive  candidate  for  the  presidency 
in  the  next  campaign.  In  the  event 
that  he  is  dropped  by  the  New  York 
state  politicians  and  by  other  repre- 
sentatives of  many  other  states  in  the 
i:nion,  it  is  impo.ssibie  now  to  predict 
the  successful  aspirant  for  the  Repub- 
lican nomination.  As  is  well  knnvn. 
Senator  Fairbanks,  of  Indiana,  is  one 
of  the  men  who  will  endeavor  to  cap- 
ture the  presiilcntial  prize  as  th^  can- 
didate of  the  Middle  Western  states.  At 
the  present  time  Roo-sevelt  and  Fair- 
banks are  the  only  two  men  di.scussed 
as  good  timber  to  head  the  ticket,  but 
other  men  of  prominence  may  be 
brought  to  the  front  for  this  high  honor. 

Another  man  discu.sscd  as  avaiial)le 
for  the  Republican  nomination  is  Mr. 
P,cveridge,  the  junior  senator  from  In- 
diana. His  prominence  as  a  presidential 
candidate,  it  will  be  recalled,  was  ad- 
vanced by  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Republican  merabiirs  of  the  Tennessee 
legislature.  It  does  not  seem  possible, 
however,  that  Senator  Reveridge,  if 
the  next  presidential  candidate  comes 
from  Indiana,  will  bo  able  to  defeat 
both  Roosevelt  and  Fairbanks;  the 
latter  considered  his  per.sonal  friend  and 
present  colleague  in  the  United  States 
senate.  It  will  be  recalled  that  a  short 
time  ago  an  attempt  was  made  by  tho 
friends  of  Senator  Hanna,  of  Ohio,  to 
boom  him  for  the  presidi-ntial  nomin- 
atii^'n  in  llt04.  However,  Mr.  Hanna 
would  have  none  of  it.  He  put  a 
quietus  upon  the  small-sized  boom 
started  for  him  in  Ohio,  and.  even  if  he 
desired  to  become  Mr.  McKinley's  suc- 
cessor, Repui>lican  politicians  in  Wa.sh- 
inglon  believe  that  he  would  be  utterly 
routed  in  the  convention  hall,  ever,  if 
he  succeeded  in  securing  the  delegation 
from  his  home  state. 

With  the  uncertainty  prevailing  re- 
jiaiding  the  next  candidate  for  tlie  Re- 
publican party,  politicians  have  not  lost 
sight  of  the  fact  that  another  astute 
campaign  manager  must  be  selected, 
no  matter  who  the  nominee  may  t>e  in 
the  next  national  campaign.  As  before 
stated,  it  is  a  certainty  that  Mr.  Han.ia 
will  not  be  the  roan.  Just  at  this  time 
three  men  are  talked  of  for  chairman- 
Klup.  The  trio  referred  to  are. Henry 
C.  Payne,  of  Wisconsin;  Representa- 
tive Charles  Dick,  of  Ohio,  and  Perr>' 
S.  Heath,  the  present  secretary  of  the 
national  campaign  committee.  I* 
might  be  stated  that  one  other  distin- 
guished politician  has  been  discussed 
for  the  chairmanship,  but  it  Is  not  hke- 
ly  that  he  will  be  In  a  position  to  take 
it.  if  offered  to  him.  Matth'^v  Stanl-=y 
nay,  of  Pennsylvania,  is  the  fourth  man 
referred  to  in  connection  with  the  chair- 
manship. In  view  of  the  fact,  how- 
ever, that  Senator  Quay  is  along  in 
years,  and  further,  that  his  health  is 
not  the  best,  it  seems  unlikely  that  he 
vould  think  of  going  through  another 
campaign,  even  as  manager  of  the  Re- 
publican canvass. 

One  of  the  shrewdest  politicians  in 
the  Republican  party  is  Henry  C. 
I'ayne,  of  Wisconsin.  This  fact  is  con- 
ceded by  Republican  politicians,  who 
have  been  cognizant  of  the  work  done 
by  Mr.  Payne  in  years  past,  particu- 
larly in  1896  and  1900.  Next  to  Mr. 
Payne  in  prominence.  Representative 
Dick,  of  Ohio,  is  considered  one  of  the 
most  astute  political  manipulators  In 
the  Republican  party.  It  will  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  out  of  the  four  men  men- 
tioned as  capable  of  managing  the  next 
Republican  canvass,  Payne  and  Dick 
are  the  only  ones  considered  shrewd 
enough  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
Republican  party  as  national  chairman 
in  the  next  campaign.

He  Severely  Denounees  "iho 

Ready  Hade  Confestion" 

of  Officer  Rooney. 


Minneapolis,  Feb.  19.— Yesterday  af<#r- 
noon  In  the  Hamilton  trial  was  taken  up 
with  the  address  to  the  jury  for  the  de- 
fense by  Frank  M.  Nye.  He  electrified  ihe 
jury.  He  spoke  of  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding the  tragedy  as  a  "scene  of  paji- 
demcnlum— a  drunken  brawl."  He  de- 
clared that  every  one  In  the  room  was  m 
liiiuor.  He  gave  Officer  Rooney  and  his 
"ready-mode  confession"  a  terrible  ar- 
raignment. "Before  I  am  through,"  he 
declared  with  fierce  earnestness,  "I  will 
allow  you  that  Roonej-  Is  as  false  a  man 
as  t-ver  quit  the  witness  box."  The  state's 
learned  attorney  would  have  the  jiu-y  l>e- 
lleve  that  Rooney's  testimony  was  true; 
that  the  testimony  of  Murrav,  Canfleld 
and  Francis  was  false.  He  said  he  would 
stake  his  life  on  Barbe.  His  action  in  try- 
ing to  succor  Da,y  Indicated  that  his  mind 
was  clearer  than  that  of  any  other  man  in 
the  case.  The  testimony  of  Barbe  was  that 
there  was  a  general  melee,  and  that  he 
pulled  hia  friend  Bennett  out  of  the  crowd 
by  the  ;eg.  On  that  statement  he  was  al- 
most willing  to  "hang  the  life  of  this  boy 
who  had  never  done  any  wrong  that  the 
state  could  prove."  There  was  nothing 
clearer  in  the  world  than  that  drunken 
men  will  gather  and  gravitate  around  a 
row." 

Every  eye  In  the  jury  box  was  closely 
riveted  ©n  Mr.  Nye,  as  In  a  wonderfully 
modulated  voice,  now  low,  now  ringing 
clear  in  clarion  notes  above  the  buzz  of 
the  court  room,  he  painted  them  a  vivid 
word-picture  of  what  happened  in  the  bil- 
liard room.  George,  Force  and  others 
were  shrinking  from  the  feet  that  they 
were  more  or  less  mixed  up  in  the  fight. 
He  declared  there  was  more  than  one 
knife  mixed  up  in  the  trouble.  "I  want 
these  other  fellow.%"  he  said,  "to  take 
their  medicine.  I  want  all  the  black  my.s- 
tery  in  this  case  to  bo  cleared  up  by  the 
sue  light  of  truth."  Ray  Evans"  connec- 
tion with  the  case  was  handled  without 
gloves  and  in  a  mannt>r  calculated  to 
make    that    young    man's    ears    burn. 

Mr.  Nye  began  speaking  at  exactly  2 
o'clock.  He  thanked  tho  jury  and  said 
he  was  thankful  to  the  press  for  the  way 
in  which  the  boys  stood  by  Hamilton.  "No 
family  circle  gathers  about  this  boy.  No 
father,  brothers  and  sisters.  No  mother's 
loA-e  sustains  him— drifted  out  upon  the 
unknown  sea  In  his  infancy.  In  the  raiust 
of  all  this  agony,  in  the  midst  of  all  of  it, 
there  is  much  to  be  thankful  for.  In  all 
the  raking  and  scouring  of  the  city  here 
by  the  state,  they  have  not  brought  one 
atom  of  testlmany  against  this  boy's 
character.  Only  in  tho  matter  of  drink 
can  they  speak  111  of  him.  No  stain  rests 
upon  his  character.  I  am  thankful  that 
we  live  In  the  tide  of  Christian  civiliza- 
tion and  of  human  sympathy  and  law.  I 
am  thankful  that  the  presumption  of  the 
law  is  that  you  should  believe  in  right— in 
innocenot'  rather  than  in  wrong.  A  man 
shall  not  be  found  guilty  until  twelve  of 
his  follow  men  have  been  compelled  to 
find  him  guilty  beyond  a  reasonable  dpubt. 
We  talk  about  human  legislation,  but  law 
in  the  abstract  is  the  will  of  God— all  en- 
during law  Is  derived  from  that  so.urce. 
Only  those  principles  of  law  refiected 
from  God  can  endure. 

"If  you  have  got  to  find  this  boy  guilty, 
you  must  so  find  beyond  a  reasonable 
doubt.  There  must  be  that  feeling  of  im- 
partiality which  is  associated  with  hon- 
I'st  minds,  directing  your  minds,  before 
you  determine  this  case.  This  little  rea- 
son of  ours  often  errs  and  therefore,  the 
law  says,  you  must  find  a  verdict  ever 
with,   a  reasonable  doubt  In  mind." 

Tlie  expression  "reasonable  doubt"  has 
often  betn  used  as  synonymous  with 
"moral  certainty. "'  There  is  as  much 
mystery  today  as  th(»o  was  the  hour 
of  Oa>'s  death.  We  have  not  got  to  ex- 
id.iin  anything.  "We  have  not  got  to  toll 
you  how  I^eonard  Day  met  his  di-ath. 
"Have  they  proved  their  case? 
Would  not  the  same  evidence,  generally 
s]x?aUiiig,  be  used  against  Mr.  Kvans  or 
Mr.   Giorpe? 

"With  the  oxcepiion  of  the  ready-mad^ 
corltPsiOTi  of  the  ptllce  oflUcer  here,  there 
Is  no  testimony  adduced  In  this  case  that 
wnulii  not  have  been  relevant  and  per- 
tinent in  an  action  a^alst  the  other  men 
there.  Why,  the  confession  would  have 
been  the  same  with  the  name 
chan.cred,  no  maltr-r  who  was  on  trial. 

"The  county  attorney  has  undertaken 
to  tell  you  iu-it  who  was  sober  and  who 
was  intixicaled  t'nat  night.  He  would 
have  you  bellevi  he  knows  absolutelv. 
He  says  it  is  Inconceivable  that  a  man 
should  testify  as  Rooney  did  and  speak 
falsely.  After  he  has  had  from  two  to 
four  years  experi-'^nce  he  will  find  It  Jio 
difficult  matter  to  secure  a  ready-m.ide 
confession  from  a  police  officer.  I  will 
show  before  I  get  through  that  Rooney 
was  as  false  a  man  as  ever  took  the 
stand  in  court." 

Mr.  Nye  then  deHared  that  the  whole 
affair  was  a  drunken  brawl— CJary  was 
vcrv  drunk.  Canfleld.  Hamilton  and 
Evans  were  very  drunk— Evans,  th-j 
worst.  All  the  men  in  th*i  room  were 
more  or  less  intoxicated.  They  were  ail 
drinking  n>t'n;  it  was  a  late  hour.  Now, 
thev  were  either  under  the  Influence  or 
thov  testified  wrongly.  There  is  no  quec- 
tlori  about  It.    They  were  all  drinking. 

"The  learned  state's  attorney  has  the 
termeritv  to  say  that  nobody  was  drunk 
but  Barbe  and  possibly  Hamilton.  1  will 
stake  my  reputation  on  Bart)e,  his  pres- 
ence of  mintf.  his  sympathy.  Everything 
points  to  the  fact  that  he  took  the  clear- 
.^st  ncte  of  what  happened.  Barbe  was  by 
Sill  odds  the  soberest  man  there.  He  was 
the  clearest  miin  in  that  wholo  gang. 

"Barbes  statement  that  the  fight  w-is 
general  is  true.  He  pulled  his  friend  Ben- 
nett out  of  a  crowd  by  the  legs.  O'Mal- 
ley  heard  the  crias  and  noise  from  tlfe 
office  of  that  great  hotel.  He  went  In  to 
hear  Evans  calling  '1  will  cut  your  heart 
out.' 

Drunken  men  will  gravitate  around  a 
row.  Do  vou  toll  me  those  fellows  had  no 
hand  In  this  thing.  Keep  this  always  in 
mind.  These  witnesses  for  the  state  ar-i 
aJl  ashamcfl.  They  want  to  appear  as 
far  awav  from  Day  as  possible.  I  don't 
blame  them,  but  I  object  to  their  ridi- 
culous atoirlcs.  They  were  all  taking  an 
interest  In  Force  and  Evans.  ^Vhy  did 
thcv  pay  no  attention  to  Day  and  Ham- 
ilton? 

I  felt  the  very  next  day  there  was 
something  wrong  wtien  they  all  testified, 
•We  didn't  see."  George,  who  Is  indig- 
nant at  the  slightest  Imputation  that  h:> 
was  under  the  Influence  of  liquor— he 
didn't  see  anvthinvr.  They  were  all  mixed 
up  In  the  affair,  either  as  peace  makers  or 
something  else. 

"There  was  more  than  one  knife  used 
in  that  trouble,  gentlemen.  The  scalp 
wound  was  made  by  a  smaller  Instru- 
ment than  the  one  which  inflicted  the 
fatal  wound. 

"Now.  Mr.  Erdmann  saw  the  wounds 
and  probed  them,  and  he  knovs  what  he 
is  testifving  to.  As  to  the  differe^ice  In 
the  size  of  the  wounds  on  the  body,  they 
may  have  been  made  with  one  knife, 
but  the  .scalp  wound  shows  that  there 
was  another  knife  used  than  this  small 
one  As  to  Doctors  Dunsmoor  and  Wes- 
ton, thev  admitted  that  Dr.  Erdmann 
was  far  "more  competent  to  judge  of  the 
wounds  and  how  they  were  Inflicted  than 
one  who  had  simply  listened  to  a  des- 
cription of  them.  There  were  two  knives 
ii«eti  gentlemen,  and  Dr.  Erdmann's 
cininion  is  certainly  of  greater  value  than 
those   other  physicians." 

Mr.  Nye  returned  to  the  theory  of  gen- 
eral intoxicitlon.  speaking  of  Day's 
wounds.  Hamilton's  injuries,  Evans' 
wound.s,  his  cut  and  bloody  clothes; 
Evans— wild  and  distracted.  It  was  re- 
marked that  Evans  and  George,  took  a 
sneak  just  as  Dav  receivpd  his  fatal 
wound.    The   two    then    walked   to  Tentn

Thirty-six  yeurs  ago,  in  Boston,  the  ob- 
ject of  Hamllion's  affection  was  born.

She  married  J.  Bou- 
vier  Peterson,  a  prominent  in  vestment 
broker    of    Philadelphia. 

Two  children  were  bom  to  them,  both  of 
whom  are  now  with  friends  or  relatives  In 
tho  East.

Interfering  With  the  Shlpmsnt 
of  California  Oranges- 
Prices  of  Produce. 

California  is  doing  all  kinds  of  things 
to  the  fruit.  A  few  days  ago  it  was  u 
frost  that  made  it  look  bad  for  the 
lemon  output,  and  the  result  was  an 
Increase  of  some  cjn.slderable  propor- 
tl(uis  in  the  price  of  the  pleasantly  acid 
fruit.  Now  it  is  rains  that  are  intorfcr- 
ing  with  the  shipments  of  oranges  but 
the  result  of  that  is  not  yet  to  be  cora- 
1  uted.  Notwithstanding,  oranges  are 
easier  in  price.  California  naveL«  being 
marked  down  25  cents  a  box  and  sell- 
ing at  $2..50  to  $2.75  in.stead  of  $2.7.t  to  $3. 
It  is  questionable  just  now  whether  the 
rains  are  going  to  affect  the  price  or 
the  quality  of  the  oranges.  The  crops 
are  large,  but  if  the  rains  continue  too 
long  and  suspend  shipments  to  any 
extent  the  oranges  may  suffer  in  tlieir 
keeping  qualities. 

Butter  and  eggs  are  holding'  steady, 
though  one  grade  of  creamery,  that 
which  comes  in  tubs,  has  been  marked 
down  a  point  and  is  selling  at  19  to  20 
cents  instead  of  20  to  21  cents.  Egg.o, 
which  have  been  coming  off  a  point 
about  twice  a  week  for  several  weeks, 
have  not  yet  made  any  change  tt^.is 
week. 

Catawba  grapes,  which  have  been 
scarce  for  some  little  time,  have  disap- 
peared, and  are  wiped  off  the  list. 

Potatoes  are  easier  again,  and  the 
price  has  made  a  slight  drop,  from  4S 
to  50  cents  down  to  46  to  4S  cents. 

Cabbages  will  cost  a  little  more,  on 
the  other  hand,  their  price  going  up 
25  cents  per  100  pounds.  They  are  now 
held  at  $1.75  to  $2  per  100  pounds  in- 
stead of  $1.50  to  $1.75. 

Sweet  potatoes  are  slightly  higher,  the 
Illinois  brand  having  been  made  $3.iO 
to  $4  instead  of  $3  to  $4. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  poultry 
for  some  time.  Receipts  are  ligtit.  but 
little  is  doing. 


New  York.  Feb.  19.— The  tone  of  specu- 
lation was  very  mucli  confused  and  the 
movement  of  prices  irregular  at  the  open- 
ing.

Capt.  Alfred  C.  Majo  returned  on  Sun- 
day from  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  of  Masters  and  Pi- 
lots, that  convened  this  j-ear  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  Capt.  Majo  says  he  was  very 
niueh  Impressed  with  the  meeting,  thi.t 
he  never  before  had  any  idea  iliai  the  as- 
sociation was  made  up  of  so  many  nuo 
broad-mlndod  men.  He  says  tiie  represen- 
tation was  large,  delegates  being  pivseut 
from  almost  every  seaport  of  any  conBO- 
quence  on  either  coast  and  several  dele- 
gates from  the  lake  ports.  Some  of  the 
lake  ports  were  not  represented,  inter- 
est at  these  points  having  been  klllcQ  io 
a    large   extent   by   boat    trusts. 

Capt.  Majo  savs  that  the  ^essfion  of  the 
association  was  so  taken  up  with  the  bu.si- 
iicss  that  came  before  it  from  every  part 
of  the  coast  country  that  he  had  very  la- 
tle  time  to  see  the  sights  in  tne  capital 
city.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Masters 
and  pilots'  association  and  tho  ves.sei- 
men's  association,  the  law  rcQUlring  the 
fcxaminallon  every  five  yenrs  of  lake  pi- 
lots has  been  repealed,  and  that  is  the 
thing  that  the  lake  pilots  have  1>een  too 
most  interested  In.  The  law  was  very 
obnoxious  to  the  pilots  and  tlie  movement 
for  its  abolishment  v.as  started  some  tune 
ago.  As  the  law  now  stands,  pilots  that 
have  not  been  in  actual  service  for  3  pe- 
riod of  three  years  must  take  an  evmiina- 
tion  before  being  granted  a  lici  nse.  1  his 
the  lake  men  are  satisfied  with  and  be- 
lieve that  it  is  perfectly  fair  in  every  res- 
pect, at  it  protects  the  interests  of  ho 
Insurance  companien  and  avoids  the  in- 
convenience and  unnecessary  annoyance 
to* the  lake  pilots  of  udergoing  an  cxam- 
latlon  every  five  years  before  they  can 
have    their    licen.«!es    renewed. 

The  Obiect  of  the  law  requiring  the  five- 
vtar  ex.iminations  was  for  the  protection 
of  the  lake  underwriters,  who  protested 
very  vigorously  against  the  then  exist- 
ing laws  bv  which  a  pilot  could  quit  the 
business  aiid  live  by  some  occupation  on 
land  for  a  few  years  and  then  go  back  to 
piloting  if  thcv  got  tired  of  land  work,  it 
was  argue^l  that  so  many  imporiani 
changes  are  being  discoverea  that  are  dan- 
gerous to  navigation,  that  only  the  men 
that  make  it  their  Ijusiness  to  keep  posted 
on  the  changes  should  be  allowed  to  have 
a  license.  Capt.  Majo  says  it  is  the  .senti- 
ment of  the  delegates  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing that  the  required  examination  of  those 
who  are  out  of  the  business  for  th.-ee  years 
will  prove  sufficient  for  the  In.surance 
conip.nnies  and  at  the  same  time  work  no 
hardship  to  those  that  are  legitimately 
entitled  to  a  license.

WILL  1^  JOIN. 

United  States  Will  Not  Be 

In  the  New  Chinese 

Expedition. 

Waehington,  Feb.  19.— Thi.s  govern- 
ment will  not  join  in  the  contemplated 
nicvement  of  the  allied  armies  against 
China,  and  an  indication  of  our  purpose 
will  bo  sent  to  the  powers.  This  deter- 
mination was  reached  at  today's  cabi- 
net meeting.  It  is  believed  'oy  the  presi- 
dent and  the  members  of  his  cabinet 
that  such  1  movement  would  t>e  unwise 
from  every  point  of  \  lew,  and  would  be 
in  the  nature  of  a  demand  that  China 
ehall  do  what  Is  probably  impossible  for 
her  to  accomplish. 

During  the  cabinet  meeting'  to- 
day a  cablegram  from  Min- 
ister Conger  was  submitted  refer- 
ring to  the  proposed  military  expedition 
in  China,  under  command  of  Count  Von 
Waldersee.  It  disclosed  the  fact  that 
cur  mini.'iter  had  protested  to  the  min- 
isters' council  against  hostile  move- 
ments frf  this  character,  but  that  his 
protest  had  failed  to  receive-  considera- 
tion, the  other  foreign  mini.«ter8  taking 
the  ground  that  they  had  no  authority 
to  influence  military  operations  one  way 
or  the  other. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  session  . 
today  was  given  up  to  a  discussion  of 
matters  relating  to  Cuba,  and  th« 
statement  was  made  that  the  pres<dent 
still  maintains  that  an  extra  ees-slon  of 
congress  would  be  necessary  in  case  the 
Cuban  constitution  does  not  reach  here 
in  time  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  present 
session.

Milu  Davis,  formerly 
of  Detroit,  wh.)  is  now  a  fugitive  from 
justice,  and  suiiposed  to  be  some  place 
in  Mexico,  worked  the  scheme,  and  the 
late  J.  M.  Turner,  of  Lansing,  was  one  of 
his  victims.  Christian  Buhl  and  the 
Stevens,  Alexander  and  Henry,  of  De- 
troit, were  the  heaviest  losers.  The 
scheme  was  to  build  an  iron  ore  road 
from  Champion  to  Huron  Bay,  forty- 
flve  miles.

The 
grades  were  8  per  cent  in  some  places, 
and  would  jlist  about  have  required  a 
locomotive  for  every  car.  Two  tine  110- 
ton  locomotives  never  turned  a  wheel. 
They  were  housed  at  Huron  Bay,  and  an 
engineer  took  as  good  care  of  them  from 
1893  until  last  August  as  though  they 
were  working  night  and  day.  The  engi- 
neer had  a  house  and  horse  furnished 
hmi,  and  he  led  an  ideal  life,  hunting 
deer  and  partridge  and  fishing  for  trout 
the  year  round.  Last  August  the  irre- 
pressible and  energetic  John  Winter,  of 
Detroit,  president  of  the  Detroit  Con- 
struction company,  builder  and  owner  of 
the  Detroit,  Lake  Orion  &  Flint  and 
other  lower  peninsula  electric  lines, 
bought  the  entire  railroad  and  equip- 
ment that  cost  $3.00(1,000  for  $110,000. 

Never  a  wheel  had  moved  over  it; 
never  a  ton  of  freight;  never  a  passen- 
ger, and  there  were  ore  docks,  5000  tons 
of  steel  rail,  locomotives,  blacksmith 
shop  and  machine  shop,  a  first-class  in- 
terlocker,  twenty  tlat  cars,  hand  caii?, 
lariies,  tools  and,  in  fact,  a  complete 
e(iuipment.  Winter  sent  Campl)ell  up 
and  hustled  things.  Camplieil  is  the 
man  who  laid  over  100  miles  of  street 
car  track  in  Detroit  a  few  years  ago  at 
the  rate  of  five  miles  a  week,  requiring 
5000  men.  So  lively  did  Campbell  puli 
up  the  track  and  remove  it  that  most  of 
it  is  being  operated  now  over  Winter's 
roails.  The  two  fine  110-ton  locomotives 
were  sold  to  F.  H.  Clergue,  Marquette 
delivery,  for  $14,000,  dirt  cheap,  and  they 
are  now  on  the  Algoma  Central,  the 
new  road  from  the  Soo  to  Hud.son  Bay. 
They  were  taken  from  Hiu'on  Bay  to 
Houghton  on  lighters,  and  from  there 
they  went  to  the  Soo,  over  the  Duluth, 
South  Shore  &  Atlantic -'-ailroad.  It  was 
a  ticklish  job  to  get  them  over  the 
Huron  Bay  dock,  and  when  they  moved 
over  the  Huron  Bay  road  the  tics  bioke 
like  pipe  stems.  In  faot  the  ties  had 
dry  rot  and  wnjild  barely  c^ustain  a  light 
Michigan  Central  engine  rented  to  use 
for  pulling  up  the  rails. 

It  isn't  often  nowadays  that  an  en- 
tire railroad  is  bouglit  for  $110. Oi».  Ic 
was  a  good  stroke  fur  John  Winter. 
And  it  isn't  often  nowadays  that  an  en- 
tire railroiid,  standard-gauge.  70-pound 
rails,  110-ton  locomotives,  ore  docks, 
machine  shops,  i  ars.  etc.,  is  nulled  up 
and  moved  away  with  never  a  train  over 
it  once.  It  is  probably  the  unly  case  like 
it  in  history.

Wa.shlngton,  Feb.  19.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  second  inauguration  of 
President  McKlnley  on  March  4  next 
promises  to  eclipse  all  previous  events 
of  the  kind.  The  management  is  in  the 
hands  of  public-spirited  citizens  headed 
by  John  Joy  Edson.  who  have  a  per- 
manent interest  in  the  Capital  city,  and 
who  are  determined  to  spare  no  pains 
and  expense  in  seeing  tSiat  the  large 
crowds  from  all  over  the  United  States 
who  will  attend  the  public  ceremonies 
shall  leave  Washington  with  a  realizing 
sense  of  the  city's  disinterested  efforts 
to  make  this  year's  inauguration  an 
event  commensurate  with  the  dignity  of 
the  nation. 

The  committee,  with  rare  good  sense, 
appears  to  realize  ttie  full  importance 
of  i<roviding  thoroughly  for  the  comfort 
as  well  as  entertainment  of  the  large 
number  of  visitors  from  all  over  the 
cf)untry  who  Invariably  attend  the  in- 
augural ceremonies.  To  this  end  a 
special  committee  on  public  comfort  has 
been  organized  to  look  after  the  welfare 
of  the  general  public.  This  committee 
has  opened  a  register  of  private  houses, 
etc.,  where  board  and  rooms  can  be  had 
for  $2  to  $3  a  day.  These  quarters  have 
been  carefully  inspected  and  are  located 
in  the  most  desirable  parts  of  the  city. 
In  this  manner  the  committee  Avill  be 
able  to  take  care  of  from  18,000  to  20.000 
guests  at  moderate  prices,  exclusive  of 
hotels.  All  the  hotels,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  Or  three,  whose  rooms  are  al- 
ready engaged,  will  make  a  rate  ranging 
from  $2..'i0  to  $5  a  day  for  room  and 
board.  Those  desiring  to  make  arrange- 
ments in  advance  can  write  direct  to 
"M.  I.  Weller,  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee on  public  comfort,  inaugural  com- 
mittee. Star  building,  Washington,  D. 
C,"  and  can  be  accommodated  with  de- 
sirable quarters  by  stating  the  charac- 
ter of  accommodations  desired.  Tliis 
represents  a  part  only  of  the  special  ar- 
rangements made  to  provide  for  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  visitors. 

The  usual  large  enclosed  and  open 
stands  are  now  being  erected  at  inter- 
vals along  Pennsylvania  avenue  from 
the  White  House  to  the  capitol,  the 
route  of  the  inaugural  procession.  Seats 
may  be  engaged  for  a  nominal  price, 
from  which  to  witness  the  great  civic 
and  military  parade  which  will  escort 
tfrie  president  to  and  from  the  scene  of 
the  important  ceremonial. 

Aside  from  the  grand  ball  at  the  vast 
Pension  building  on  the  evening  of 
March  4.  which  will  be  attended  by  the 
president  and  official  society  of  Wash- 
ington, by  governors  of  states  and  visit- 
ing guests,  there  will  be  this  year  an 
extraordinary  public  display  of  fire- 
works in  tho  rear  of  the  Wihite  House 
and  at  the  foot  of  the  W'ashington 
monument.  This  display  will  be  free  to 
the  public  and  in  full  view  of  every  part 
of  the  city. 

The  expenses  for  these  entertainments 
are  defrayed  by  the  citizens  of  the  na- 
tional capital.  A  conservative  estimate 
places  tlTP  disbursement  wSiich  will 
have  been  made  by  the  time  the  in- 
auguration closes  at  nearly  5100,000, 
from  which  the  citizens  of  W'ashington 
derive  no  profit.  Chairman  Edson  em- 
phatically declares  no  profit  is  expected. 

"In  a  matter  of  this  kind,"  he  said, 
"we  have  always  been  of  one  mind.  The 
inauguration  of  a  new  president  de- 
volves certain  responsibilities  upon  us 
as  citizens  of  the  national  capital,  and 
we  must  rise  to  the  occasion  or  confess 
that  we  lack  that  prld»  in  our  beautiful 
and  growing  metropolis  w-hlch  other 
people  feel  in  their  home  towns.  With 
each  recurring  inauguration  we  have 
tried  to  improve  on  the  one  before,  and 
the  expenses  have  steadilj'  increased 
with  the  more  elaborate  plans  that 
were  deemed  necessary  in  keeping  pace 
with  the  times.  In  this  matter  the  peo- 
ple of  Wasfhingto  are  determined  to 
subordinate  every  consideration  of  sel- 
fis  interest  to  the  question  of  success. 

"In  this  matter  we  represent  not  the 
city  of  Washington,  but  the  entlr"  na- 
tioTi.  It  has  been  cur  privilege  and 
honor  to  look  after  the  inauguration 
ceremonies  since  Jefferson  became 
president,  and  we  have  always  acted 
according  to  the  best  of  our  ability  and 
means.  It  is  not  a  local  affair,  but  one 
that  concerns  the  whole  people.  We 
regard  ourselves  fortunate  In  being  in  a 
position  to  nndertake  the  work  and  the 
lepponsibilitles.  and  we  promise  visitors 
an  exceptional  Inauguration,  because 
we  are  better  equipped  for  it  than  we 
ever  were." 

The  weather  conditions  in  Washington 
during  Inaugural  week  are  generally 
favorable.  The  climate  Is  naturally 
mild,  while  there  have  been  some  ^-x.of'X*^ 
tions.  inaugural  dav  is  generally  balmy 
and  spring-like.  The  weather  bureau 
rf  the  T'nited  States  .Tgricultural  depart- 
ment ha?  compiled  the  following  table 
of  the  mean  temperature  at  Washington 
on  March  4  for  the  past  ten  years:  1S91, 
r!">  'iegrees:  is<>2.

In  November,  1213  C"ases  and  207 
deaths:  in  Decenibtr,  16©  cases  and  iS6 
deaths.  The  total  since  the  beginning  of 
the  war  to  December  is  19,101  cases  and 
4233  deaths. 

Lord  Stanley,  the  financial  secretary  to 
the  war  office,  Impartetl  thet  information 
that  the  government  had  purchased  for 
the  troops  in  South  Africa.  118.975  horses 
in  Great  Britain,  and  71,S74  elsewhere^  The 
Knglisii  and  Irish  horses  proved  tlie 
bfst  and  the  Americans  ne.xt.  Of  tho 
latter  21.iXW»  were  purchased,  while  Can- 
ada supplied  3750.

Opportunity  Seized  By  John 

Dillon  to  Queer  the  Con- 

oorYatlvo  Party. 


London,  Feb.  19. — The  first  division  In 
the  first  parliament  of  King  Edward 
VII,  which  took  place  yesterday,  result- 
ed in  cutting  down  to  forty-five  the  sov- 
ernment's  normal  majority  of  1.30.  The 
Interest  caused  by  this  unexpected  event 
was  heightened  by  Mr.  Winston  Spencer 
Churchill's  first  speech  at  Westminster, 
and  by  Mr.  Chamberlain's  heated  de- 
fense of  his  own  policy.  The  extraordi- 
nary slimnesss  of  the  majority  of  this 
strcngerit  British  government  of  modern 
times  was  the  result  of  Lord  Cranbern's 
refusal  to  answer  questions  relating  to 
the  government's  foreign  policy  without 
previous  notice  from  the  questioners. 
John  Dillon  seized  the  opportunity,  in 
spite  of  ah  unusually  large  attendance, 
and  almost  placed  the  Conservative 
party  in  yueer  street. 

In  the  course  of  an  interview,  subse- 
quent to  the  division,  Mr.  Dillon  said: 
"I  have  waited  a  long  lime  for  such  a 
procedure  in  the  house  of  commons.  I 
have  never  had  an  opportunity  to  test 
the  question.  I  knew  I  had  the  spirit  cf 
many  British  members  with  me,  irre- 
spective of  parliamentary  jealousy  of 
individuals.  What  it  means  is  that  the 
govern raent  will  be  obliged  to  remove 
the  iLtbitrary  ruling  made  by  Mr.  i?al- 
four,  by  which  under  secretaries  of  ;tate 
are  not  obliged  to  answer  questions  put 
to  them.  Had  it  not  been  for  fexr  of 
defeating  the  government,  the  number 
of  Tories  voting  for  my  motion,  or  ab- 
staining, would  have  been  greatly  in- 
creased. As  it  was,  about  ten  Tories 
followed  the  Liberals  and  Irish  into  the 
lobby,  while  numbers  did  not  vote  at 
all. 

"The  question  is  more  important  than 
it  appears  to  be  in  practice,  for  if  Mr. 
Balfour's  ruling  should  be  followed,  it 
would  prevent  the.  Irish  members  from 
questioning  the  Irish  secretary,  and 
eventually  deprive  uis  of  all  rights  of 
free  speech,  in  instituting  the  rule,  Mr. 
Balfour  broke  all  the  precedents,  both 
by  enforcing  the  rule  itself  and  by  fail- 
ing to  notify  the  oppositon  leader  of  his 
intention.  His  whips  made  vigorous 
efforts,  but  with  the  result  as  to  notify 
him  that  his  tongue-tying  lash  will  not 
be  permlitoil  any  longer  in  the  hou^e  of 
commons.  My  motion  appealed  to  the 
individual  feelings  of  members.  The 
radicals  followed  us  because  th^y  had 
no  other  course.  We  cannot  assume 
that  the  same  spirit  of  general  rectitude 
and  fairness  actuates  the  Liberal*!  and 
the  Tories,  and  should  we  have  the 
chance  we  will  divide  when  the  civil  list 
comes  up,  and  over  the  absurd  anti- 
Cathollc  oaths  required  of  the  king  at 
his  coronation." 

Mr.  Churchill's  speech  rajr;^  in  reply 
to  David  Lloyd-George's  criticism  of  the 
conduct  of  the  South  Ai'.Ican  war,  in  tin 
couise  of  which  he  had  denounced  the 
burning  of  farms  and  t'i%  keeping  of 
Boer  women  and  child  er.  in  British 
laagers  on  >educed  pro\isions.  These 
charges  created  a  general  uproar,  and 
provoked  an  angry  demonstration  from 
M"".  Broderick,  secretary  of  state  for 
war  that  Mr.  Lloyd-George  should  ofl'f  r 
evidence  to  substantiate  his  assertions. 
Mi-  Churchill  caught  the  ey^  of  ib.^ 
sr taker,  and  caustically  answered  Mr. 
Llojd-Qeorge.  He  indulged  in  epigram. 
su?h  as  "No  other  nation  in  fh-^  wur.d 
ever  received  so  much  verbal  sympathy 
and  so  little  practical  supivrt  ^s  the 
Boers."  Then  he  proceeded,  half 
humorously  and  half  seriously,  to  be- 
little the  efforts  of  the  pro-Boer  mem- 
bers of  the  hcu.se  in  behalf  of  their 
friends.  He  maintained  the  war  In 
South  Africa  had  lieen  carried  on  with 
unusual  humanity,  and  he  closed  with 
the  declaration  of  his  belief  that  at  no 
distant  date  there  would  be  an  "Angli- 
cized, loy,^l,  peaceful  and  prosperous^ 
Transvaal." 

Sir  Robert  Reid.  Radical  member  for 
Dumfries  burghs,-  argued  that  all  this 
could  be  accomplished  without  unnec^ 
sary  severity  and  without  witholding 
terms.

LUMBER  IN 
GERMANY 

Consul  Didderich  Replies  to 

inquiries  About  Karket  For 

American  Lumber. 


A  GR0WIN8  DEMAND

^'ashlRgton.  Feb.  19.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— United  States  Consul  Diede- 
rich,  in  answer  to  a  number  of  letters 
from  American  Jiims  engaged  in  Ihe 
lumber  business  asking  for  information 
as   to   the   rwiuirements  of  the  German 

lumber  market  and  as  to  the  best 
means  of  extending  the  American  lum- 
ber business,  states  that  there  is  a 
jfrowins  demand  for  strictly  Hrst  class 
hickory  If  offered  in  the  market  in 
prc>per  sizes.  The  CSerman  govern- 
ment requires  a  considerai)le  amount  oi" 
this  wood  to  be  used  for  poles  to  gtin 
carriages.  It  must  be  sent  in  scant- 
lings of  5  inches  square,  in  lengths  of  12 
feet  3  inches  and  15  feet  3  Inches  and 
21  feet,  all  measurements,  thicknesses 
and  lengths  to  have  over-measurements 
for  protection.  The  wood  must  be  tree 
felled  in  winter  and  the  shipment 
should  be  made  nut  later  than  Ajiril, 
l»hen  the  wood  is  not  yet  wholly  dry. 

Liirge  quantities  of  wainut  lumljer  are 
always  in  demand.  The  first  quality 
must  be  fr<s*  from  sap  and  other  de- 
ftcts.  One  inch  and  1\4  inches  in 
thickness  is  most  used;  walnut  shortis, 
1  inch  thick,  20  inches  b>ng  and  25 
inches  wide  for  the  manufacture  of 
telephone  cases  are  also  in  demand,  as 
well  as  walnut  scantlings  3  inches  by  32 
Inches  for  table  legs. 

There  is  more  pitch  pine  lumber  used 
In  Germany  than  of  all  the  others  com- 
bined. It  is  gradually  taking  the  place 
of  other  kinds  of  wood  formerly  in  com- 
mon use.  and  the  market  for  this  Amer- 
ican lumber  is  already  extending  from 
the  northern  shore  of  Germany  as  far 
south  as  Switzerland.  It  is  specially 
In  demand  for  outside  window  casings, 
for  wagons,  freight  cars  and  for  all  pur- 
po.ses  where  the  woodwork  is  exposed. 
"When  shipped  as  rough-hewn  logs, 
these  should  measure  on  the  average 
eighty,  ninety  and  100  cubic  feet  per 
stick.  The  timber  should  average 
thirty-five  to  forty  cubic  feet  per  stick. 
The  lumber  n.ust  be  free  of  sap  and  90 
per  c€'nt  of  it  should  be  entirely  clear. 

The  American  dealer  in  lumber  will 
always  have  to  meet  in  the  German 
market  a  fierce  competition  on  the  part 
of  Russian,  Austrian  and  Swedish 
rivals,  who  have  the  advantage  of 
cheaper  freights.  But  the  demand  for 
lumber  is  steadily  increasing,  and  it  is 
utterly  out  of  the  question  for  Germany 
to  ever  supply  that  demand.  Of  all 
sections  of  Germany,  only  Bavaria  and 
Wurtemberg  have  a  surplusage  of 
home  lumber,  all  the  other  districts 
needing  a  great  deal  more  than  they 
can  ever  produce.  And  as  the  United 
States  supplies  only  7  per  cent  of  this 
great  demand,  it  will  Ije  readily  ssen 
that  there  is  an  important  opening  in 
Germany  for  American  lumber. 

Thore  is  another  difficulty  under 
which  the  American  shippers  of  timber 
and  lumber  labor.  According  to  the 
rules  of  the  German  railroads,  a  special 
freight  is  collected  or.  American  pitch 
pine,  yellow  pine,  hickory  and  black 
walnut,  which  must  pay  a  higher  rate 
for  inland  transportation  than  wood 
coming  into  Germany  from  other  coun- 
tries. When  it  is  remembered  that  the 
railroads  in  Germany  are  nearly  all 
owned  and  managed,  this  special  freight 
tariff  Is  virtually  a  discrimination 
against  American  lumber.  As  the  new 
commercial  treaties  are  now  under  dis- 
cussion, it  might  be  well  for  American 
lumber  merchants  to  ta'£e  steps  to  have 
this  matter  stitled  on  a  basis  of  Justice 
and  equity.  With  good  qualities  of 
wood,  projierly  cut  and  dressed,  and 
with  a  fair  chance,  American  lumber- 
men maj'  do  a  much  bettor  business  in 
Germany  than  at  present.

girding  American  jam.  etc.,  in  England. 
Mr.   Boyle  says: 

Reports  from  this  consulate  have  sev- 
eral times  during  the  past  three  or  four 
years  drawn  attention  to  the  great  open- 
ing in  England  for  American  fruits, 
preserves,  jams,  pickles,  condiments 
and  other  table  delicacies.  '  The  Eng- 
lish people  are  the  greatest  consumers 
of  jam  in  the  world.  It  Is  probably  the 
fact  that  jam  and  not  beef  is  now  the 
national  dish  of  the  Britisher — or.  at  any 
rate,  jam  (including  marmalade)  runs 
bacon  a  close  second.  As  the  United 
States  is  now  supplying  a  large  propor- 
titm  of  the  beef  and  bacon  consumed  in 
England,  she  can  also,  by  proper  meth- 
ods, capture  a  great  share  of  the  trade 
in  jam,  preserves,  etc.,  in  tfils  country. 
In  order  to  secure,  and  particularly  to 
hold,  the  trade,  however,  it  should  al- 
ways be  kept  in  mind  that  the  English 
are  very  discriminating  buyers.  They 
want  a  gof)d  article,  and  are  prepared  to 
pay  a  good  price:  and.  as  a  rule,  they 
are  indifferent  as  to  the  place  of  origin. 
It  is  well  knf>wn  that  nowhere  in  the 
United  States  can  better  American 
bacon  and  beef  be  bougtit  than  can  be 
bought  in  England,  and  many  American 
visitors  declare  that  better  American 
beef  can  be  had  in  London  and  Liverpool 
than  can  generally  be  obtained  in  New 
York  or  Chicago.  However  this  may 
be,  it  is  a  fact  that  shippers  of  Ameri- 
can beef  to  this  market  understand  that 
they  must  send  over  t.he  very  best  in 
order  to  compete  with  the  home  and 
colonial  product. 

But  to  return  to  jam,  preserves,  etc. 
The  English  trade  in  these  lines  is  in- 
creasing all  the  time.  A  great  revolu- 
tion Is  going  on  In  the  English  table, 
more  especially  among  the  middle  and 
working  classes.  What  wero  a  few 
years  ago  expensive  delicacies,  found 
only  on  the  tables  of  the  well-to-do. 
are  now  to  a  great  extent  articles  of 
daily  consumption  by  the  masses.  Ex- 
cept so  far  as  the  very  poor  are  con- 
cerned, it  may  be  said  that  bacon  and 
jam  or  marmalade  are  on  every  Eng- 
lish breakfast  table:  and  an  almost  uni- 
versal "sweet"  at  lunch  and  dinner  is 
a  "compote."  stew  or  tart,  of  which  the 
chief  ingredient  is  preserved  fruit.  In 
this  connection  the  following  article 
from  the  Londm  Dally  Telegraph  of 
Jan.  IS.  1901.  Is  of  interest  and  contains 
a  number  of  suggestions  valuable  to 
American  shippers  in  the  lines  indicat- 
ed: 

"Commercial  journals  in  the  T'nlted 
States  are  just  now  directing  much  at- 
tention to  the  vast  development  that  is 
taking  place  In  California  and  elsewhere 
in  the  manipulation  of  fruit  i)Ulp  and 
jam.  and  It  seems  that  simething  like 
a  revolution  In  the  enormous  industry  Is 
by  no  means  an  impossibility  in  the  fu- 
ture. Something  of  the  kind  has  been 
for(-shadowed  in  this  country,  an.l  ob- 
servant visitars  to  the  great  exhibitions 
of  grocery  and  confectionery  at  the 
Agricultural  hall  last  autumn  did  not 
fail  tn  nrite  the  prominence  assigned  to 
partially  boiled-down  fruits,  with  a  view 
to  their  ultimate  conversion  into  pre- 
serves, seeing  in  the  idea  a  passible 
valuable  resource  to  the  British  mar- 
k'^-t  gardener,  now  so  often  handicapoed 
bv  gliitteil  markets  and  low  pries.  The 
aim.  however,  of  the  American  experts 
is  to  go  yet  further  and  work  their  pulps 
with  the  due  proportion  of  .^ugar  into 
practically  jam  bricks.  One  need  not  bo 
very  old  t"»  remember  how  the  house- 
keepers of  the  recent  pa.«t  us^d  to  prile 
themselves  upon  the  stiffness  and  firm- 
ness of  their  damson  or  cherry  'cheeses.' 
w'-'.ich  could  b?  stamped  out  in  f\nciful 
forms  with  a  pastry  cutter,  and  were 
not  even  sticky  to  the  touch.  Those 
were  due  to  careful  boiling  to  the  right 
point,  after  processes  of  putting  the 
fruit  through  fine  sieves  and  bringing 
the  sugar  to  candy.  This,  upon  a  whole- 
sale scale,  is  what  Amerionn  jam  boilers 
want  to  accompH.'h.  and  many  experi- 
ments in  that  direction  are  now  being 
carried    out. 

"Incidental  to  inquiries,  many  inter- 
esting facts  were  gleaned  as  to  the 
growing  part  that  fruit  pulps  from 
abroad  are  playing  in  the  manufacture 
of  English  jams.  When  a  single  order 
from  one  noted  London  firm  alone 
amounts  to  twenty-eight  tens  of  apri- 
cot pulp  fr:)m  California,  it  will  convey 
some  Idea  of  the  magnitude  the  system 
is  attaining.  Plums,  pineapples,  quinces, 
apples  and  peaches  are  also  largely  util- 
ized in  this  way,  and  the  latest  triumph, 
as  it  Is  claimed.  In  ttiis  direction  is  that 
of  being  ablp  to  send  into  this  country 
strawberry  pulp.  With  the  treatment  of 
this  material  on  such  a  scale,  it  is  not 
astonishing  that  those  who  know  the 
wonderful  climatic  advantages  of  Cali- 
fornia for  drying  should  advocate  the 
carrying  of  pulp  preparation  a  step 
farther  and  presenting  the  jam  Itself 
without  the  costly  encumbrances  of  old- 
fashioned  packing.  Did  American  man- 
ufacturers .show  rather  more  elasticity 
in  their  trade  methods  toward  the  con- 
servative Britisher,  the  volume  of  trade 
In  this  direction  would  be  even  greater- 
thciu  it  Is."

Stingtown,  Pa.,  Is  Threatened 
With  Complete  Destruc- 
tion By  Flames.

SPECIAL  TAX  COMMISSION 

Bill  Provoked  Lively  Debate  In  the  Senate, 

But  Was  Finally  Adopted  By  a  Very 

Decisive  Vote. 

Senator  Hawkins'  Resolution  Passed  For  Gom- 

mittee  to  Meet  Wisconsin  Legislators  to 

Arrange  Uniformity  of  Vessel  Taxation. 


St.  Paul.  Feb.  20.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)— The  tax  commission  bill  was  a 
special  order  for  11  o'clock,  and  precipi- 
tated a  lively  debate.  Senator  Under- 
leak  led  the  discussion  in  favor  of  the 
bill,  explaining  its  provisions  and  citing 
the  experience  of  various  other  states 
with  such  commissions.  Senator  Mo- 
Govern  attacked  the  bill,  saying  he  did 
not  believe  a  commission  was  necessary, 
but  that  the  senate  and  house  them- 
selves should — as  a  part  of  the  duty  for 
which  they  had  been  elected — correct 
defects  in  the  tax  laws.  The  tax  laws, 
he  said,  were  all  right  in  themselves; 
the  trouble  was  they  were  not  enforced. 

Senator  McCarthy  made  an  impas- 
sioned speech  in  favor  of  the  bill,  stat- 
ing that  in  Itasca  county  alone  enough 
property  escaped  taxation  to  pay  the 
entire  cost  of  the  state  government. 
Senator  Knatvold  opposed  the  bill,  and 
Senator  Young  spoke  in  its  favor,  as  did 
Senator  Stockwell. 

The  bill  then  came  up  on  its  final  pas- 
sage, and  a  call  of  the  senate  was  de- 
manded. This  disclosed  a  quorum,  and 
proceedings  under  the  call  were  sus- 
pended. On  roll  call  the  bill  wa^  adopted, 
with  but  four  negative  votes — Knatvold, 
McGovern,   Schaller  and   Viesselman. 

The  bill  as  amended  by  the  senate 
provides  for  a  commi?!sion  of  three,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  state 
auditor  and  attorney  general,  who  shall 
submit  a  revision  of  the  tax  laws  by 
March.  1902.  and  shall  receive  a  com- 
pensation of  $3000  each.  The  body  is  not 
to  be  a  permanent  one,  but  is  to  incor- 
porate in  the  mea.sure  reported  a  pro- 
vision for  a  permanent  commission. 
Senator  Miller  had  Jhe  measure  amend- 
ed to  provide  for  a  report  on  Feb.  1.  It 
was  stated  In  debate  that  a  special  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature  would  HH^ly  be 
called  to  con.=!ider  the  measure  reported 
by  the  tax  commis.^ion. 

The  senate  passed  the  following  bills 
on  the  calendar: 

Knatvold— Appropriating  $44,300  for 
distribution  among  state,  high,  graded 
and   rural  schools. 

Myian — Providing        for  municipal 

court.s  in  villages  of  over  2000. 

Thompson — Providing  that  members 
of  the  legislature  who  have  served  four 
or  more  temis  and  have  studied  law  for 
.«ix  months  may  be  admitted  to  practice 
law  on  passing  examinations  before  dis- 
trict  judges. 

McGill — Prohibiting  corporations,  ex- 
cept railway  and  canal  companies,  from 
holding  more  than  5000  acres  of  land. 

Dutoit — Providing  for  a  commission 
to  erect  monuments  to  mark  position  of 
Minnesota  troops  at  Vicksburg  and  ap- 
propriating $10,000. 

CoHer — Increasing  fees  paid  from  the 
grand  and  petiti  jurors  to  $3  per  day 
and  10  cents  per  mile. 

Brower — llequirir.g  common  carrier.^ 
to  maintain  freight  and  passenger  sta- 
tions. 

Snyder — Allowing  city  councils  to  call 
.special  elections  for  the  submission  of 
city  charters  upon  petition  of  5  per  cent 
of  the  voters. 

In  committee  of  the  whole  bills  were 
recommended  to  pass  as  follows: 

Chilton— Regulating  marriage.  pro- 
hibiting marriage  of  imbeciles  and  in- 
sane. 

McKuslck— Relating  to  descent  of 
real  estate. 

Hawkins— Redistricting        St.      Louis 


county  for  commlesioners  and  inciden- 
tally allowing  the  election  of  not  more 
than  seven  commiHsloners. 

Coller — For  disbarment  of  attorneys. 

Sweet — Providing  severe  penalties  for 
kidnapping. 

McCarthy— Relating  to  service  of  sum- 
mons in  civil  cases. 

Barker— Relating  to  banks  of  discount 
and  deposit. 

Kurd's  oil  Inspection  bill  was  the  next 
meaifure  on  genera-  orders,  but  Senator 
Sheehan,  making  the  point  that  the  hour 
for  considering  the  special  order  had 
arrived,  moved  that  the  committee 
arise,  which  carried,  and  the  oil  inspec- 
tion bill  went  over. 

Senator  Hawkln?  Introduced,  and  the 
senate  adopted,  a  concurrent  resolution 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee of  one  eenaior  and  two  repre- 
sentatives to  meet  with  a  similar  com- 
mittee from  the  Wisconsin  legislature  to 
consider  the  subject  of  uniformity  in 
taxation  of  steam  vessels.  The  resolu- 
tion was  concurred  In  by  the  house. 

The  purpose  of  this  joint  commission 
is  to  reach  an  agreement  between  the 
stales  of  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  on 
the  rate  of  tonnat'o  tflx  that  shall  be 
Imposed  on  Lake*.  Superior  traffic.  It 
ip  now  3  cents  per  ton,  and  the  purpose 
is  to  raii^e  it  as. high  as  may  be,  in 
competition  with  otfier  states  along  the 
great  lakes.  The  rate  cannot  be  safely 
put  higher  than  at  Cleveland  and  other 
points  East.  At  the  same  time  it  must 
be  the  same  in  Minnesota  and  Wiscon- 
sin, as  Duluth  and  West  Superior  lie 
Bide  by  side.  Representatives  Layb.iurn 
and  Mallory.  both  fram  Duluth,  were 
named  by  Speaker  Dowling  as  the  house 
n«»inbers  of  the  commission. 


THE   "HOrSE. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  20.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)— Governor  A'an  Sant  today  notified 
the  house  that  he  had  approved  the 
bill  repealing  the  special  law  fixing  the 
salary  of  Carlton  county's  probate  judge. 
Only  two  bills  were  introduced,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Schutz— Providing  $3  per  diem  and 
mileage  for  grand  jurors. 

Hinton— To  repeal  subdivision  10  of 
section  iri2  of  th'j  statutes  of  1S94.  that 
statute  being  the  ex.  mption  of  $100  per- 
sonally from  taxati -n. 

The  calendar  was  then  taken  up  and 
the  following  bills  given  their  fmal  pass- 
age:

G.  W.  Armstrong— To  pl*v!de  for  an 
8-hour  day  for  laborers  on  public  works 
and  iirovldlng  for  the  enforcement  of 
such  a  law. 

Sageng— To  amend  laws  relating  to 
persons  changing  residence  shortly 
prior  to  election. 

Senator  Coller— Declaring  standard 
Central  time  to  he  legal  time  for  public 
and  private  purposes. 

In  committee  of  the  who:e  only  one 
bill,  that  of  Representative  Morris,  to 
designate  the  plan  of  conducting  life 
and  casualty  insurance  companies  and 
to  provide  penalties  for  violation,  was 
favoral)ly  acted  on.  The  Laybourn 
bill  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  auc- 
tioneers, and  Sweet's  probate  court  con- 
stitutional amendments  were  indefinite- 
ly postponed. 

Dorsey's  bill  for  a  history  of  Minne- 
sota volunteers  in  the  Spanish  war  and 
that  of  Roberts  for  the  preservation  of 
original  records  of  the  civil  war  were 
recommitted.

The 
reason  given  for  the  committee's  action 
was  that  it  would  bo  discourteous  to 
Great  Britain  to  take  his  action  while 
the  Hay-Pauncefotc  trci.ty  Is  still  pend- 
ing before   the   British  gox'ernment. 

GLAD  THL:r  ARE  COMIXG. 
London.  Ft-b.  20.— The  definite  decision  oi 
the  university  of  Pennsylvania  to  Jsend  a 
crew  to  comiele  at  the  Henley  regatta 
(July  1,  3.  4  and  5)  Is  hailed  In  rowing  cir- 
cles as  calculating  to  give  an  impetus  to 
forei.un  enterprises  and  make  the  row- 
ing more  interesting  than  last  year. 


Berlin.  Feb.  20.— The  correspondent 
here  of  the  Associated  Press  under- 
stands that  the  oliject  of  the  recent 
conference  which  United  States  Am- 
bassador White  had  with  the  secretary 
for  foreign  affairs.  Baron  Von  Richoff, 
was  the  prevention  of  petty  seizures  of 
territories  and  the  obtaining  of  spe- 
cial privileges  in  China  by  separate 
powers.  The  United  States  is  seeking 
Germany's  support  for  joint  action  up- 
on the  part  of  the  powers  in  order  to 
obtain  what  is  needed  for  the  proper 
security  of  their  diplomatic  and  com- 
mercial interests  in  China.  It  is  be- 
lieved the  United  States  and  Germany 
are  in  full  accord  on  this  subject.

SAY  IT  IS  TOO  LATE 


Conferees   on  Revenue  Re* 

duction   Bill  Net  Yet 

Ready  to  Report. 


Washington,  Feb.  20.— The  waj-s  and 
means  committee  of  the  house  held  a 
length  session  today  but  did  not  have  oc- 
casion to  take  up  the  revenue  reduction 
bill  as  the  conferees  were  not  ready  to 
make  any  statement  on  Us  prospects.  The 
tariff  reduction  bill  of  Mr.  Babcock  of 
Wisconsin  taking  off  the  duties  on  most  of 
the  articles  In  the  iron  and  steel  schedule 
of  the  Dlngley  act,  was  referred  to  the 
sub-committee  on  customs.  It  is  hardly 
expected  that  anything  can  be  done  on  a 
measure  of  this  far-reaching  character 
at  this  late  day  of  the  session. 

The  proposition  to  have  one  appraiser 
Instead  of  two  at  Boston  and  Pliiladel- 
phla  and  to  increjise  the  salary  of  the  of- 
ficial retained  was  lost  on  a  tie  vote,  and 
similar  action  resulted  on  a  proposition 
to  consolidate  the  Chicago  appraiser's  of- 
fice. 

The  bill  allowing  government  moneys  to 
be  kept  in  government  depositories  In  Ha- 
waii was  favorably  acted  on. 

Mr.  Sulzer's  resolution  calling  for  infor- 
mation on  the  Imposition  of  rates  on  Rtis- 
slan  sugar  was  not  taken  up.

Senate  Committee  on  Hiiltary 

Affairs  Completes  Its 

Consideration. 

Washingt  m,  Feb.  20.— The  senate  com- 
mittee on  military  affairs  today  com- 
pleted if  s  co'iside.  ation  of  the  army 
appropriation  bill.  The  committee  en- 
dorsed the  action  of  its  sub-committeo 
in  adding  the  Spooner  Philippine  amend- 
ment to  the  bill.  There  was  no  discus- 
sion of  the  amendment  in  committee, 
but  a  vote  was  taken  upon  it.  The  vote 
resulted  5  to  4,  the  division  being  on 
party  lines. 

The  committee  also  Inserted  an 
amendment  providing  that  appoint- 
ments under  the  army  reorganization 
iaw  to  fill  original  vacancies  in  the 
grade  of  captain  In  the  quartermaster 
subsistence  and  pay  department  may  be 
made  from  the  officers  of  volunteers 
commissioned  since  April  21,  1898,  and 
now  In  the  service. 

Another  amendment  strikes  out  the 
appropriation  of  $2,000,000  to  pay  sol- 
diers' d<*poslts,  made  by  the  bill  as  it 
passed  the  house,  and -appropriates  $50,- 
000  to  pay  interest  on  the  deposits.

HAMILTON 

CONVICTED 

Jury  Brings  In  a  Vertllei  oi 

ManslaughtBr  and 

Urges  Mercy m 

Penally  Is    From  Five   to 
Twenty  Years  In  Stato 

Prisonm 


Minneapolis.  I'eb.  20.— The  Jury  in  the 
case  of  Minnesota  against  Frank  H. 
Hamilton,  cha-ged  with  murdering 
Leonard  I^  Da>,  after  forty  hours'  de- 
liberation, furnished  a  genuine  surprise 
by  coming  into  court  a  few  minutes 
before  10  o'clocic  this  morning  and  re- 
porting that  it  had  agreed  on  a  verdict 
of  manslaughte-  In  the  first  degree, 
with  a  recommeadation  to  the  mercy  of 
the  court.  The  jury  had  been  out  so 
long  that  hope  of  agreement  had  about 
been  given  up.  The  Jury  informed  the 
deputies  at  9:15  that  it  had  agreed,  but 
it  took  half  an  hour  to  arrange  the  pre- 
liminaries. Hamilton  was  brought  down 
first.  He  had  ?njoyed  a  good  night's 
sleep  and  was  ir  excellent  spirits. 

He  seemed  dized  when  the  verdict 
was  announced  and  made  no  other  sign 
than  to  shake  his  head  in  mute  protest. 

He  was  at  orce  remanded  to  jail  to 
await  sentence,  and  absolutely  refused 
to  see  anyone  ej  cept  his  devoted  friend. 
Miss  Johnson,  o !  ColoradD  Springs. 

His  attorneys  at  once  moved  for  a 
new  trial,  but  nj  date  was  set  for  hear- 
ing the  argumerta. 

When  the  prisoner  reached  the  jail  he 
said  to  Jailer  Alexander,  with  a  de- 
spairing gestUH!:  "They've  found  me 
guilty,  captain,  l)Ut  I  don't  deserve  it." 

The  penalty  ft  r  the  crime  of  which  he 
is  convicted  is  Imprisonment  from  5  to 
20  years. 

The  homicide  for  which  Hamilton  has 
been  convicted  occurred  in  the  West 
hotel  billiard  hall,  shortly  after  2 
o'clock,  Sunday  morning,  Nov.  25,  and 
it  Is  a  peculiar  circumstance  that  the 
two  men  then  net  for  the  first  time. 
That  there  was  a  woman  in  the  ca.se 
was  established  at  the  trial,  and  also 
the  fact  she  waj  the  cause  of  consider- 
able ill  feeling  between  the  two  young 
men.  Day  was  in  Europe  when  Hamil- 
ton met  her,  and  upon  reaching  New 
York  was  told  that  the  newspaper  man 
was  paying  her  attentions.  Shortly 
after  his  arrival  here  he  expressed  the 
desire  to  meet  riamilton,  and  this  was 
carried    to   the    man   he   considered   his 


rival.  The  meeting  between  the  tw^ 
at  the  W^est  hotel  was  purely  accidental, 
Hamilton  had  completed  his  night'* 
work,  and  upon  going  home  stopped  at 
the  West  hotel.  Day  was  engaged  In 
a  game  of  billiards  with  several  friend». 
He  learned  Hamilton  was  present,  an* 
asked  some  mutual  friend  to  introdnc* 
them.  A  scuffle  followed,  but  the  men 
were  parted.  Day  remarking  that  he 
would  talk  to  Hamilton  later.  The  bil- 
liard game  was  resumed,  but  the  two 
again  came  together.  Day  and  Hamil- 
ton clinched  and  fell  to  the  floor,  antf 
Fred  George  parted  them.  During  this 
scuffle  George's  hand  was  cut.  Day 
regained  his  feet  and  staggered  to  a, 
billiard  table,  where  he  rested  a  fe^ 
seconds  and  then  sank  to  the  floor.  Wil- 
liam Bennett,  A.  M.  Barbe,  a  St.  1/^uis 
traveling  man,  Guy  S.  Canfleld,  Day 
and  Hamilton  were  tlie  only  persons  in 
the  room  at  this  time,  for  the  others 
all  ran  away. 

It  was  apparent  that  Day  was  mor- 
tally wounded,  and  Bennett  shouted  in 
his  ear;  "You're  dying.''  Tho  stricken 
man  did  not  utter  a  word,  and  Bennett 
and  Hamilton  knelt  by  the  body  in 
silent  prayer. 

Previous  to  this  Hamilton  had  re^ 
moved  Day's  shoes,  and  rubbed  his 
feet  and  limbs.  Dr.  W.  B.  Murray  was 
called,  but  when  he  arrived  at  2:33 
o'clock.  Day  was  dead.  Death  was  dup 
to  a  knife  stab  in  the  left  shoulder, 
which  severed  an  arterj-.  Hamilton  re- 
mained in  the  room  and  made  no  at- 
tempt to  escape.  The  police  were  stim- 
moned  and  he  was  placed  under  arrest, 
and  in  charge  of  Oflicer  Rooney.  He 
was  later  removed  to  the  central  police 
station,  where  he  spent  Sunday  in  a 
cell. 

The  same  day  the  coroner's  jury  laid 
the  death  of  Day  to  Hamilton,  and  he 
was  arraigned  in  the  municipal  court 
Monday  on  a  charge  of  murder  In  the 
first  degree.  He  waived  examination. 
After  examining  witnesses  three  days 
the  grand  jury  returned  an  indictment 
against  him  Dec.  11.  Hamilton  waa 
lirought  into  court  the  next  day  and  a 
stay  of  proceedings  was  granted  until 
Dec.  20.  when  a  plea  of  not  gruilty  w  aa 
entered  and  the  case  finally  set  for  the 
trial  which  has  now  been  concluded 
with  a  verdict  of  guilty.  The  testi- 
mony of  Ofllcer  Rooney,  who  as'serted 
that  Hamilton  confessed  to  him  that  he 
killed  Day  and  related  the  <'ause  of 
their  differences,  was  probably  what 
brought  about  his  conviction.

The  same 
conditions  exi.st  at  Annapolis.  The  cost 
of  the  new  batttry  at  A'cst  Point  will 
not  exceed  $67,(M)0.  and  in  a  letter  sent 
to  Secretary  Root,  Gen.  Corbin  draws 
attention  to  tti ;  U'^eds  of  the  institution 
In  this  respect.  This  letter  is  as  fol- 
lows:

«re  t>>  be  called  ur>on  to  handle  the 
modern  and  improved  guns,  totally  dif- 
ferent in  their  construction  and  manipu- 
latior  Tho     superintendent     of     the 

academy  has  recommended,  and  the 
necessity  is  apparent,  that  there  be  con- 
ttructei  it  ih-:?  enr'iest  dTto  possible  a 
molern  an'i  model  seacaast  battery  at 
"West  Point  for  the  thorough  instruction 
of  the  cadets,  to  be  composed  of  one  S- 
Inch  breech-loading  ritle  on  a  disappear- 
inr;  carriage,  one  S-incli  lifle  on  non- 
disai)pe.iring  carriage,  one  6-inch  gun, 
one  HJ-iMiunder  and  one  12-inrh  mortar, 
these  guns,  mortars  and  carriages  to 
be  of  the  latest  approved  types  at  the 
time  of  Installation,  and  breech  mechan- 
ism of  the  8-inch  gun  to  embody  tho 
latest  types  of  breech  closure. 

"The  emplacements  for  the  8-inoh 
gun  to  conform  to  those  employed  in 
actual  service  on  the  sea  coast,  with 
reduction  in  the  thickness  of  the  con- 
crete and  exterior  sl<ipe3,  as  It  is  nev»r 
contemplated  the  battery  will  be  ex- 
posed to  hostile  fire.  They  should  he 
complete  In  every  particular,  with 
typical  magazines,  ammunition  service 
searchlights  and  facilities  for  vertical 
and  horizontal  fire. 

"I  have,  therefore,  the  honor  to  urge 
that  an  appropriation  of  $167,000  i»e 
made  for  this  purpost^.  Capt.  Kuhn, 
corps  of  engineers,  at  the  academy,  a 
most  competent  and  efUcient  expert  of- 
ficer, estimates  that  the  battery  can  iie 
mounted  ftir  this  purpose.  The  ord- 
nance department  can  furnish  the  guns 

from  those  now  in  stock.'' 
*    •    • 

No  other  military  force  of  the  world 
supports  an  artillery  arm  with  an  of- 
ficer of  so  low  a  rank  in  command  as 
the  new  reorganization  act  specifies. 
There  is  bitter  comment  at  the  rank  of 
chief  of  artillery  not  being  abov-? 
colonel,  and  it  is  said  that  in  any  other 
army  this  ofilce  would  be  one  for  a 
major  general,  at  least.  Tho  artillery 
arm  comprises  nearly  20,000  men,  cr 
practically  the  strength  of  the  entire 
regular  army  a  few  years  ago,  when  | 
ur^r  up  to  its  full  enlistment,  and  for  j 
this  ai"my  a  colonel  is  in  charge  with 
duty  on  the  staff  of  the  general  com- 
minding. 

In  army  organization  the  rule  has 
been  to  have  a  major  general  nlways  in 
command  of  a  corps,  and  artillerymen 
say  that  as  their  l>ranch  is  now  a  corps 
and  regimental  formation  abandoned. 
at  leapt  a  lirlgadior.  if  not  a  major  gen- 
eral. :-h«iuld   be  in  command. 

Cen.  Shafter  was  a  major  general  of 


volunteers,  with  several  major  generals 
in  command  of  divisions  during  the 
Santiago  land  fight,  when  his  total  force 
never  exceeded  20,000  t loops,  and  at  the 
tw^ginning  was  scarcely  above  15,0<J0. 
Complaint  is  made  by  the  artillery  that 
this  branch  has  suffered  when  army 
plums  were  dislri.'Ute'.l  ever  since  t'ne 
(ivil  war.  and  in  out  one  instance  ha.=i  a 
colonel  iif  artillery  in  that  time,  prior  to 
the  Spanish  war,  become  a  brigadier  by 
transfer.  It  is  eald  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  Gen.  W.  A.  Kobbe  will  not  be 
charged  to  that  arm.  His  appointment 
is  regarded  as  coming  from  the  volun- 
teers, in  which  he  has  served  during  the 
Philippine  troul)le.  and  although  a 
major  in  the  regular  army,  he  has  held 
higher  volunteer  rank  for  two  yea'-s.  His 
appoir;tinent  may  result  in  the  .-^ele-.Hl on 
of  two  artillery  officers  to  be  briga- 
dicred,  in  which  case  the  selection  will 
result  in  the  advancement  of  Col.*?.  F.  J^. 
Guenther  and  J.  J.  Rogers,  and  it  is 
likely  that  the  former  will  go  upon  the 
retired  list  shortly  after  his  advance- 
ment. 

Col.  Guenther  would  retire  for  age  in 
Febru-ary,  1902,  and  Col.  Rogers  in  April, 
1903.  The  latter  has  been  spoken  in  con- 
nection with  the  new  ofilce  of  chie'"  cf 
artillery,  but  it  is  understood  that  with 
his  .Selection  for  a  brigadier  general  the 
f;hi.'f  of  artiller>-  will  be  Col.  W.  A. 
Randolph,  who  is  well  (jualifled  for  the 
pla;e  jand  remains  in  active  service  un- 
til June,  1930.

ONLY  THROUen  CONBER. 

The  Only  Way  BovernmenI  Hat  Ex- 
pratted  Its  Distent. 

Washington,  Feb.  20.— The  state  de- 
partment has  not  yet  found  it  necessary 
to  address  Itself  to  any  of  the  European 
governments  or  Japan  through  their 
foreign  otlicers  respecting  its  dis.sent  to 
the  proposed  military  campaign  in 
China.  The  only  influence  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  powers  by  the  state  de- 
partment in  that  direction  has  been  ex- 
erted through  Minister  Conger,  who  al- 
ready has  expressed  himself  to  the 
other  foreign  ministers  at  Pekin.  The 
state  department  last  night  sent  a  copy 
of  the  instructions  given  to  Mr.  Conger 
to  our  dii)lomatie  representatives  at 
each  of  the  capitals  of  the  Interested 
powers.  Rut  it  is  stated  that  this  was 
done  with  the  ?o1p  purpose  of  keeping 
our  representatives  thoroughly  informed 
of  the  progress  of  the  negotiations,  and 
in  no  case  were  they  instructed  to  make 
this  Conger  dispatch  the  basis  for  direc^t 
communications  with  the  governments 
to  which  they  are  accredited.  Gen. 
diaffee's  course  has  been  entirely  dp- 
proved  and  he  has  been  notified  to  that 
effect.  Minister  Wu  was  again  at  the 
state  department  to<lay  in  search  of  in- 
formation.    He  had  none  to  give. 


Usually,  after  a  city  election,  there  is 
several  weeks  of  political  anxiety  in  re- 
gard to  appointments,  but  this  year 
there  are  so  few  plums  for  distribution 
there  is  scarcely  anything  on  that  a  big 
stretch  of  imagination  could  possibly 
call  a  fight. 

Notwithstanding  the  big  Republican 
majority  in  the  council,  H.  W.  Cheadle 
will,  in  all  probability,  succeed  himself 
as  city  clerk.  West  End  Republicans 
have  a  candidate  and  are  making  quite 
a  stir  in  his  behalf.  He  is  now  a  mem- 
ber of  the  county  auditor's  office  train- 
ing school  for  officeholders,  and  would 
undoubtedly  make  an  excellent  official, 
as  have  all  the  other  men  that  have 
graduated  from  the  auditor's  office,  but 
an  impartial  canvass  of  the  council 
shows  that  Mr.  Cheadle  is  a  strong 
favorite,  especially  with  the  old  alder- 
men. 

The  only  reason  given  for  this  is  that 
they  have  learned  the  value  of  having 
a  clerk  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
affairs  of  the  city,  and  particularly  the 
new  charter,  the  council  business  and 
the  clerk's  office.  Last  year  a  change 
was  made  in  the  city  clerk's  office  for 
one  month  and  that  proved  four  weeks 
too  long  for  members  of  the  council 
that  had  to  put  in  two  hours  at  meet- 
ings which  ordinarily  would  have  bem 
cleared  up  in  three-quarters  of  an  hour. 

Another  argument  against  the  West 
End  candidate  is  that  the  West  End  now 
has  tho  a.ssistant  city  clerkship,  and 
West  Duluth  has  the  other  clerical  po- 
sition in  connection  with  the  office. 
Geograj.hlcally,  it  is  for  some  of  the  up 
town  wards  to  dictate  the  selection  of 
city  clerk,  according  to  the  ideas  of  cer- 
tain aldermen  of  both  parties. 

In  regard  to  the  office  of  engineer 
there  has  been  some  talk  of  a  fight,  but 
there  has  been  more  or  less  of  this  kind 
of  talk  for  the  past  year.  Mr.  McGil- 
vray,  the  present  incumbent,  is  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  a  Democrat,  but 
he  is  not  a  man  that  takes  politics  into 
his  ofilce.  There  are  strong  indication.'? 
that  if  another  man  is  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed him,  the  new  appointee  would 
have  hard  work  to  secure  confirmation, 
not  that  the  council  would  be  unfavor- 
able to  any  other  good  engineer,  but 
there  is  much  work  that  Mr.  McGilvray 
has  under  way  which  taxpayers  anj 
cei  tain  aldermen  feel  would  be  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  city  to  have  fln- 
i-jhed  up  before  a  change  is  made  in  the 
office. 

There  have  been  constant  rumors  that 
John  Flood  would  be  succr?ed'^d  on  the 
board  of  public  works  by  another  Dem- 
ocrat. This  is  nothing  but  rumor  and  R. 
S.  Munger's  name  haa  Ijeen  mentioned 
as  the  possible  appointee.  Those  that 
claim  to  know  say  that  J.  B.  Scovllle 
of  the  Fifth  ward  is  now  on  the  slate, 
and  others  predict  the  selection  of  A. 
N.  Hopkins,  of  the  West  End.  Mr. 
Scovllle  is  from  the  same  ward  that 
Mr.  Flood  come  from. 

The  term  of  Arvin  Bagley.  of  West 
Duluth,  explret^  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  fire  commissioners  and  the  in- 
dications are  that  he  is  to  suiceod  him- 
self, as  will  probably  B.  Sllberstein  on 
the  board  of  park  commissioners. 

The  term  of  Giles  Gilbert  expires  both 
on  the  I  library  board  and  water  and 
light  l>oard.  E.  C.  Little's  term  as  civil 
service  commissioner  is  also  out  next 
mcrth. 

On  tho  lil>rary  board  the  terms  of  R. 
E.  Denfeld  and  William  T.  Thompson 
expire.

Mass.,  Feb.  20.— A  sugges- 
tion has  been  made  from  Harvard  observ- 
atory regarding  the  observation  of  varia- 
ble stars,  of  special  interest  to  astronom- 
ers, but  marking  for  the  general  reader  a 
striking  phase  of  the  "new  astronomy,  ' 
as  It  Is  sometimes  called,  one  character- 
istic of  which  is  a  general  co-operation  in 
the  gathering  of  astronomical  facts,  it 
Is  in  the  line  of  dividing  the  great  amount 
of  work  atending  research  in  astronomy 
and  saving  thereby  a  duplication  of  effort. 

Variable  stars  are.  In  some  respeciA, 
among  the  most  Interesting  objects  in  the 
heuveiis,  as  it  is  felt  that  a  good  undci- 
standlng  of  the  cause  of  the  changes 
would  thow  great  light  on  cosmic  laws. 
This  could  be  said,  of  course,  of  any  as 
yet  unexplained  fact  in  nature,  but  va- 
riable stars  afford  a  wide  Held  for  obser- 
vation, with  relatively  simple  appliances; 
a  field  where  the  amateur,  for  cxampie, 
could,  by  some  little  training,  do  work 
really  worth  while. 

The  number  of  known  variable  stars  of 
long  pi-riod,  according  to  the  Harvard  cir- 
cular, is  now  so  great  and  Increasing  so 
rapidly  that  the  observation  of  them  has 
been  greatly  negle.jied.  Observations  by 
Argelanders  method  are  so  easily  made 
that  they  are  especially  adapted  to  00- 
servers  who,  for  obvious  reasons,  cannot 
use   precise  photometric   methods. 

Arge'.ander's  metho<l.  It  may  be  said,  is 
th«t  of  the  visual  comparison  of  the  mag- 
nitude of  sturs,  the  observer  selecting  lor 
comparison  with  a  given  star  two  other 
near-by  stars,  one  of  which  is  a  trill* 
brighter  than  the  observed  star. 

To  facilitate  and  to  systematize  co-oper- 
ation. It  is  proposed  that  observers  use 
similar  charts,  issued  by  some  central 
t-'tation— in  this  particular  plan  issued  by 
Harvard  ob.<ervatory.  The  use  of  Father 
Hagan's  charts  are  almost  Indispensable 
for  observnig  stars  fainter  than  the  ninth 
magnitude,  but  there  Is  need  of  charts  on 
a  smaller  scale  and  covering  a  larger  le- 
gion of  the  sky  for  use  with  brighter 
stars.  After  various  experiments,  pho- 
tographic enlargements  have  been  made 
of  portions  of  the  Bonn  Durchmusterung. 

A  region  three  degrees  square  arounil 
each  variable  star  has  Iteen  enlarged  three 
times,  giving  a  map  on  a  standard  scale 
of  one  minute  of  arc  to  one  millimeter. 
Charts  like  these  can  be  furnished  at  cost 
to  those  Interested,  or  free  of  cost  to 
exi>erlenced  observers  willing  to  co-oper- 
ate in  the  work.  The  stars  thereon  appear 
large  by  daylight,  Ijut  can  be  readily  seen 
at  night  without  the  use  of  a  light  likely 
to    dazzle   the  eye. 

Certain  stars  have  been  selected  for 
which  magnitudes  are  assigned  and  ar- 
ranged In  a  .se<iuence  for  the  use  of  those 
unaccu-stomed  to  estimate  by  gra.dcs. 
From  these  the  observer  may  estimate  di- 
rectly the  magnitude  of  a  variable  star. 
A  list  of  seventy-two  varilble  stars  has 
been  selected  for  the  foregoing,  and  If  the 
plan  proves  successful  It  is  ho!)ed  it  may 
be  extended  to  other  variable  stars  of 
long  periodk 

A  RUNAWAY  EHOINE. 

How  Gravel  Train  Stopped  It  On 
Down  Grade. 

"In  the  .spring  of  1S90  while  I  was  run- 
ning the  gravel  train  on  the  Pecano  moun- 
tain," said  the  fat  engineer,  in  the  New- 
York  Sun,  "We  were  on  the  grave  pit 
switch  one  day  when  the  telegraph  oper- 
ator brought  me  a  dispatch  from  the  su- 
perintendent reading  something  like  this:

"No  1'j9  was  a  new  compound  locomo- 
tive. I  knew  It  would  be  no  easy  thing  to 
corral  her.  We  could  throw  the  gravel- 
pit  switch  against  her,  but  that  wouldn't 
cause  her  to  jump  the  track  as  the  switch 
was  connected  with  the  main  track  by  a 
split  switch  with  the  points  facing  west. 
The  runaway  engine  coming  down  the 
mountain  would  da«h  through  the  P"^'"tf. 
break  them  and  not  leave  the  rall.s.  The 
168  had  much  larger  driving  wheels  than 
the  class  of  engines  then  hauling  passen- 
ger trains  and  if  she  left  Pecano  two 
miles  behind  No.  1,  she'd  probably  make 
ui)  a  mile  in  the  .seven-mile  run  down  to 
the  gravel  pit.

"When  No.  1  whizze<l  liy  the  gnivel-plt 
switch    we  slipped  out  right  behind  her.  In 
the  excitement  our  conductor  forgot  to  cut 
our  engine  off  from  the  car?  of  sand  and. 
when  I  glanced  back  as  we  pulled  out  on 
the  main   line  and   sraw   that   1  had   seven 
loaded  gravel  cars  tagging  on  behind  me 
I  used  some  pretty  hot  language.    Here  1 
was  handicapped  with  these  cars  and  go- 
ing to  try  to  catch  a  runaway.    \\  e  could 
hfSr  the  flvlng  169  rumbling  through  the 
cuts  coming  down  the  mountain  after  us. 
"About    four  miles   below   the   gravel-pit 
switch  the  down-grade  eased  off,  and  for  a 
mile  or  so  was  a  trifle  against  a  train  go- 
ing we.st.     If  I  could  keep  ahead  of  169  till 
she   struck   this   piece   I   thought  it   would 
slacken  her  speed  sufficiently  to  allow  me 
to  let   her  come  up  against  us  and  climb 
back  over  her  running  board  and  stop  her.

DECLINED 
TO^DUCE 

Senator  Butler's  Bill  To  Cut 

Down  Pay  of  Railroads 

Defeated. 


FOR  GflRRYING  MAILS 


Butler  Said  It  Was  a  Bigger 

Steal  Than  Proposed 

Subsidy  Bill. 


Washington,  Feb.  20.— After  the  sen- 
ate convened  today,  Mr.  Peitigrew 
offered  a  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to,  directing  the  commiUee  on  priating 
to  ascertain  why  the  public  printer  had 
not  delivered  to  the  senate  liie  instruc- 
tions and  papers  sent  to  the  Paris  peace 
commission. 

Bills  to  grant  land  warrants  to  de- 
scendants of  the  New  York  Indians  who 
served  in  the  war  of  1812.  and  to  pay  an 
award  of  the  secretary  of  the  interior  in 
favor  of  the  Cherokee  Indians,  were  re- 
ferred to  the  court  of  claim's. 

Consideration  of  the  po.=tofRce  appro- 
priation bill  was  resumed  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  rountine  business.  The  pending 
question  was  the  amendment  of  Mr. 
Butler  to  reduce  the  pay  of  railroads  for 
carrying  the  mails  an  aggregate  of 
about  9  per  cent.  The  North  Ca.'olina 
senator  continued  his  speech  begun  on 
Monday.  Mr.  Butler  said  he  would 
rather  see  the  ship  subsidy  bill  become  a 
law  than  to  have  the  pending  bill  pass 
containing  the  present  provision  tor 
railway  mail'pay,  as  under  the  pending 
api'ropriation  bill  a  bigger  hole  would 
be  made  In  the  treasury  than  would  be 
made  by  the  subsidy  bill. 

Mr.  Butler  pointed  out  that  according 
to  the  report  of  Professor  Adams,  tiie 
expert  of  the  postal  commission,  which 
he  was  having  read,  48  per  c^nt  of  the 
amount  paid  to  the  railways  fir  carry- 
ing the  malls  actually  was  paid  for 
carrying  mail  pouches.  He  had  often 
wondered,  he  saiJ.  why  the  leather  and 
locks  in  the  mail  bags  were  so  heavy. 
"It  seems."  he  continued,  "that  the  rail- 
ways have  used  tEielr  influence  to  have 
them  made  heavy  because  tbem  are 
getting  the  same  pay  for  carrying  them 
as  th^y  are  getli:-.e  for  carrying  n-ail 
matter."  He  thought  there  would  be 
just  as  much  sense  in  charging  the 
weight  cf  the  car  against  the  govern- 
ment. 

Th3  amendment  offered  bj'  Mr.  Butler 
to  the  postoffice  appropriation  bill  to 
reduce  the  pay  to  railways  for  carrying 
the  mall  about  9  per  cent  was  Voted 
down  by  18  to  51. 

The  pneumatic  tube  amendment  has 
been  ruled  out  of  the  postoffice  appro- 
priation bill  on  a  point  of  order. 

Senator  Teller  gave  notice  of  an 
amendment  he  will  propose  to  the  St. 
Louis  exposition  bill,  requiring  the 
management  to  close  the  gates  of  the 
institution  on  Sunday.

CENTURIES    IN    BCILDING, 

■U'hiU'  the  first  <tone  of  Cologne  cathe- 
dral was  laid  on  Aug.  15,  124S,  and  tiie 
body  of  the  editice  was  not  opened  uuid 
Aug.  15.  1S48  fiOil  years  hiter  to  the  very 
dav,  it  was  not,  however,  until  Aug.  Ij. 
ISW,  that  the  splendid  structiffe  was  finally 
completed,  having  thus  occupied  in  build- 
ing the  record  time  of  exactly  6:<2  years. 

The  castle  of  Kinpsgoberg,  which  stands 
at  the  southern  extremity  of  Jutelanu, 
took  2i>4  vears  from  the  l.iying  of  the  foun- 
dation stone  to  the  rigging  of  its  master's 
banner  on  its  highest  Ibigstaff.  Its  f<iun- 
dation  stone  was  the  skull  of  its  builder  s 
bitterest  enemv.  Three  months  after  it.- 
laying  Count  /horsing  the  builder  of  the 
castle,  was  killed.  His  son  was  then  in 
swaddling  clothes.  He  did  not  continue 
his    father's    work    until    aged    24. 

On  his  twenty-fifth  birthday  he  was 
thrown  into  prison  by  the  son  of  the  man 
whose  skull  lav  in  the  earih  as  Kingsgo- 
berg's  foundation  stone.  In  this  manner 
master  after  master  of  Kingsgoberg  .was 
stopfnd  putting  an'ther  stone  toward  the 
comidetion  of  the  founder's  work  till  civ- 
ilization intervened. 

Between  Perth  ar.J  Kingussie  in  Scot- 
land, on  the  direct  John  o'  Groats  to 
Land's  End  road  .=  tands  Murthley  <  a.s- 
tle,  a  magnificant  Elizabethan  structure, 
designed  in  the  early  part  of  the  present 
ceniurv.  It  is  not  likely  to  be  finished, 
huwever,  building  experts  declare,  for  at 
least  another  decade,   says  Stray  Stories. 

Only  a  few  miles  distant,  on  the  same 
main'rcad  is  the  vast,  unfinished  palace 
of  :he  dukes  of  Athol.  It  was  begun  by 
the  fourth  duke,  who  died  in  ls,30.  who 
planned  it  on  the  most  (^jipaptuous  style. 
When  completed  it  will^e  one  of  the 
finest  private  residences  in  the  kingdom. 

For  over  twentv  years  Lord  Bute  ha.s 
been  busllv  building  a  great  mansion  on 
the  island"  of  that  name.  It  is  not  yet 
completed,  nor  likely  lu  lie  lor  another  ten 
years  At  the  end  of  that  period  Mount 
Stewart,  as  the  place  i^  t^fe^  called,  will 
be  one  of  the  most  Jgor^ous  estabiisn 
mfntp  in  the  world. 

Restormel  castle,  in  GprnTfian.  took  nine- 
tv  vears  to  build,  of  WtilchTieriod  exactly 
one-third  was  occupied  in  jxcavatiiig  lue 
foundations.  The  s 'lift  roolt  upon  whicu 
it  stands  is  almost  as  hard  a»  iron.  Indee  J. 
"Restormel"  means,  jxi,  Cornish,  "the  pal- 
ace of  the  iron  rock." 

Milan  cathedral  wa*  begun  in  13,^S  %;id 
finished  under  Napoleon  in  IsOo — llii  year^^. 

The  Duomo  at  Florence  was  commenced 
bv  Arnulfo  in  th»»  year  12*<4.  the  last 
block  of  marble  Ijeing  placed  in  po&ition  in 
the  facade  in  presence  of  tiie  king,  on 
May  12,  \^'<^'.  a  period  of  593  years. 

CARE  OF  EYEGLASSES.

I  think  we  cmpaignera  generally  attrib- 
ute an  exodus  from  the  hall  while  we  are 
talking  either  to  the  hot  night,  or  to  the 
trains  which  are  just  about  to  leave,  or 
else  to  a  conspiracy  set  on  foot  by  the 
opposite  part.v,  says  Hon.  William  D.

"Yaas." 

"How  was   It?" 

"Oh,  'twan't  no  account.  'Twas  mostly 
quotashuus." 

"Do  tell:" 

The  point  of  a  story  is  often  the  signal 
for  an  outburst,  and  no  one  can  deny  the 
I)ower  of  apposite  illustrations.  The  para- 
tles  of  the  Hible  and  the  stories  of  Lincoln 
have  in  them  a  pitii  and  a  point  which 
could  not  be  as  well  made  in  any  other 
way.

FROZEN  STIFF. 

Boy's  Body  Found  In  a  Bsrrol 

Whore   Ho  Sought 

Shelter. 

■Watertown.  Mass.,  Ftb.  20.— The  body  of 
'James  Monahan,  the  T-year-old  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patrick  Monahan,  of  Vine- 
yard street,  Cambridge,  who  mysteriously 
disappeared  from  his  home,  on  Friday, 
Teh.  8,  was  found  in  an  ampty  ash  barrel 
In  the  rear  of  the  Watertown  starch  fac- 
tory, on  netisant  street,  this  city.  How 
"the  unfortunate  lad  met  his  death  is  a 
anystery,  but  it  is  believed  that  he  lost  his 
■vs'ay  in  the  storm  and  sought  the  barrel 
•for  ."helter.     There  he  froze  to  death. 

The  spot  where  the  body  was  discov- 
ered is  fully  four  miles  from  the  boy's 
home,  and  nearly  that  distance  from 
■where  he  was  last  seen  alive.  The  discov- 
ery was  made  by  Thomas  AVade.  AVade's 
attention  was  attracted  to  a  hen  crack- 
aing  near  a  barrel  against  the  building, 
and,  looking  into  it.  he  was  horrilied  to 
•ee  the  body  of  a  small  b.  )y. 

A  hasty  examination  showed  that  life 
%pa8  extinct.  Medical  Kxamlnt-r  Mead 
fafled  to  rtnd  any  traces  of  violence  and 
"Was  unable  to  tell  how  long  the  boy  had 
been  dead. 

The  body  was  frozen  stiff.    Monahan  left 


his  home  shortly  before  noon  on  Friday, 
Feb.  8,  to  take  his  father's  dinner  to  the 
■\Vatertown  arsenal,  where  the  latter  is 
employed.  The  day  was  cold  and  windy, 
and  after  leaving  his  father  he  started  to 
return  home.  At  nightfall  he  had  not  re- 
turned, and  the  police  were  notified.  An 
active  search  was  made,  but  no  trace  of 
him  could  be  found. 


TRIES  TO  KILL  PWKEBTON, 

Steva  L'Hommedlau  Threattns  H«ad 
of  Detaetiva  Agancy. 

New  Orleans,  Feb.  20.— Steve  L'Hom- 
medieu,  the  well-known  racehorse  man 
and  plunger,  attempted  to  shoot  Robert 
Pinkerton,  the  detective,  in  Lamothe's 
restaurant  Monday-  morning,  but  was 
disarmed  and  ejected  from  the  place. 

Robert  Pinkerton  was  eating  break- 
fast in  company  with  his  brother,  Will- 
lam,  who  is  head  of  the  Pinkerton 
agency  in  Chicago,  when  L'Hommedieu 
entered  the  restaurant,  and  after  .greet- 
ings had  been  exchanged  he  sat  down  at 
the  table  with  them.  He  accused  Robert 
Pinkerton  of  "having  it  in  for  him,"  and 
blamed  him  for  his  disbarment  from  the 
Eastern  tracks  two  ye.irs  ago,  and  said 
that  William  Pinkerton  was  responsible 
for  his  disbarment  from  the  Washing- 
ton Park  track  last  summer. 

The'Pinkertons  said  they  had  done  no 
more  than  their  duty,  and  the  haad  of 


the  Eastern  branch  of  the  detective 
agency  told  L'Mommedieu  he  had 
caught  him  "with  the  gotxis  on."  and 
treated  him  as  he  would  treat  any  one 
else  who  attempted  to  bribe  jockeys  and 
horse-owners. 

L'Homraedieu  attempted  to  draw  a 
revolver,  but  the  trigger  caught  in  the 
pocket  of  his  coat,  and  Lamothe  grabbed 
the  weapon  before  any  harm  was  done. 

L'Hommedieu  was  at  the  race  track 
during  the  afternoon,  and  made  threats 
of  killing  the  Pinkertons  to  whoever 
would  listen  to  him. 

William  Pinkerton  said  he  would  not 
prosecute  the  plunger.  The  chief  of 
police,  however,  has  issued  orders  for 
L'Hommedieu's  arrest,  and  he  probably 
will  have  to  answer  to  a  charge  of  mak- 
ing threats  and  attempting  to  shoot. 

L'Hommedieu  has  Imbibed  too  much 
of  the  carnival  spirit  since  his  return 
from  the  Texas  oil  fields,  where  he  tied 
up  a  good  part  of  his  money  in  oil  lands, 
and  hi.s  betting  operations  here  since  his 
return  have  been  disastrous.

The  ire  men  are  no  longer  nervous. 
Ttie  lake  is  already  in  condition  to  cut 
ice*  near  shore,  and  in  a  couple  cf  day.s 
more  will  be  In  such  candition  that  it 
can  be  cut  fur  a  Rond  di.stance  out.  This 
ytar  has  been  very  much  like  most  every 
other  year  so  far  as  the  cutting  of  the 
!<-e  crt)p  is  concerned.  As  the  month  of 
February  comes  and  the  lake  i.s  still 
optn.  many  people  besin  ti  get  nervous 
over  where  the  ice  cn.p  is  to  come  from, 
and  have  visions  nf  hiffh  prices  in  the 
summer  and  scant  supply.  The  ice 
men  and  the  old  residents  of  Duluth 
never  set  nervous  so  early  as  that.  If 
March  were  to  come  without  any  ice 
field  out  in  the  lake,  they  mig''it  begin 
to  f^^nr  for  the  summer  supply,  but  un- 
til then  they  do  not  worry  much.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  most  of  tr.ie  ice  crop 
fn  m  the  lake  i?  always  cut  late  in  Feb- 
ruary and  in  March. 

At  the  pre.s«iit  time  the  ice  in  the  lake 
i.«  about  ei?ht  inches  thick.  With  wea- 
ther -fuch  as  prevails  now,  ice  is  form- 
ing rapidly,  and  it  will  be  only  a  day  or 
two  mire  before  th^re  is  twelve  inches 
and  possibly  fifteen.  Fifteen  inches  is 
considered  a  very  nice  thickness  by  the 
ice  men,  and  they  are  even  well  satisfied 
with   twelve. 

The  work  of  cutting  the  supply  is  not 
a  very  long  one.  The  companies  figure 
en  getting  in  most  of  tfie  crop  in  three 
weeks'  time.  This  means  the  crop  of 
domestic  ice.  Fir  storage  purposes  the 
bay  ice  can  be  used,  and  that  can  be 
had  at  any  time  of  the  year.  It  can  bo 
taken  out  of  the  slips. 

The  process  employed  in  cutting  ice 
is  rather  interesting.  Instead  of  using 
teams  to  haul  it  into  the  houses  from 
the  1-1  int  %\-tiere  it  is  cut,  channels  are 
cut  in  the  ice  and  are  kept  open,  and 
through  these  the  ice  is  towed  to  the 
r->inl  where  it  is  to  be  hoisted  into  the 
house.  Favorable  weather  is  what  the 
Ice  man  prays  for  after  he  begins  his 
cutting.  He  wants  still  weather  so  that 
his  channel  will  not  be  blocked  up  and 
can  be  kept  open.  So  Important  is  it  to 
keep  this  open  that  men  are  sometimes 
employed  all  night  in  keeping  the  ice 
from  forming  in  the  channel.  Sometimes 
this  channel  will  be  a  half  mile  and 
stmetimes  a  mile  long. 

The  Duluth  lee  company  cuts  its  crop 
of  domestic  ice  from  the  reservoir. 
Three  crops  have  already  been  taken 
off  and  a  fourth  one  is  to  be  cut.  This 
nit^ans  about  4000  tons  of  ice.  Last  year 
this  company  cut  three  crops  off  the 
re.servoir.  a  little  more  t5ian  iWO  tons, 
and  exhaU-ste-d  it  all.  Last  summer  was 
very  warm  and  the  demand  on  the  ice 
supply  was  much  heavier  than  usual. 
The  :^000  tons  was  insuflfloient  and  the 
company  had  to  buv  1000  tons  outside  of 
this.

vention. It  Is  made  up  of  very  distin- 
guished representatives  of  fifteen  leading 
nations  of  the  world,  and  Is  now  complete- 
ly organized  for  business,  with  its  formid- 
able array  of  clerks,  secretaries  and  other 
adjuncts  for  transacting  business.  What 
chiefly  concerns  most  people  is  whether 
this  Imposing  machine  will  ever  do  any- 
thing, or  whether  it  is  merely  a  magnifi- 
cent effigy  representing  an  a.spiratlon  for 
peace  that  the  court  Itself  knows  will 
never  bo  realized.  But  even  if  this  great 
court  be  but  a  huge  signboard,  covere.l 
with  conspicuous  names.  It  represents  at 
least  a  sincere  attempt  to  raise  the  banner 
of  arbitration  as  a  permanent  ttxiure 
among  the  natlon-s.  The  czar's  Invitation, 
at  first  criticised  with  snerrs,  abuse,  ridi- 
cule and  indifference,  has  ripened  into  a 
permanent  high  court  of  nations,  which 
may  yet  take  rank  with  magna  charta. 
Runnymede  and  the  declaration  of  inde- 
pendence. The  high  court  of  nations  is 
now  organized  and  ready  for  business.  All 
that  it  waits  for  Is  the  common  sense  of 
the  natiins  which  It  represents  to  solicit 
Its  service.s.  It  is  said  that  with  the  ex- 
ception of  six  years  England  has  not  been 
out  of  war  during  the  whole  of  Victoria's 
reign.  Groaning  with  debt,  remor.se  and 
shame,  it  is  al)out  time  that  some  of  the 
great  pov.-ers  set  the  gage  and  allow  the 
high  court  of  nations  lo  show  what  It  can 
do.  The  situation  in  South  Africa  seems 
to  present  an  opportunity  to  demonstritu 
the  usefulness  and  effectiveness  of  this 
great  court.  Why  should  not  England  bo 
■Willing  to  submit  to  this  court  the  points 
in  dispute  with  the  Boers  and  tlius  end 
the  awful  waste  of  life  and  money.  King 
Edward  VII  could  render  his  reign  illus- 
trious by  such  action?

All  this  talk  about  rocognition  of  true 
merit  sounds  ilshy,  when  it  is  applied  to 
Admiral  Sampson  and  others  with  a  pull 
and  such  men  as  Capt.  Clark  are  neglect- 
ed. Here  is  the  way  one  of  his  admirers 
states  his  case:  "Everybody  knows  that 
t^apt.  Clark  won  promotion  by  his  gal- 
lant conduct  during  the  Spanish-American 
war.  It  was  Capt.  Clark  who  commanded 
the  battleship  Ciregon  when  it  made  its 
nuigniflcent  race  around  the  Horn  to  re- 
inforce the  fleet  off  Santiago.  It  was 
Capt.  Clark  who  cabled  the  navy  depart- 
ment from  Rio  Janeiro,  'Don't  hamper 
me  with  orders.  Tha  Oregon  can  whip 
the  whole  Spanish  fleet."  It  was  Clark 
who  Joinetl  tlie  fleet  otY  Santiago  and  an- 
nounced that  his  magnificent  ship  was 
ready  for  duty  after  ]3,0'3O  miles  of  travel 
at  top  speed  under  forced  draught.  It 
was  Capi.  Clark  who  oommnnded  the  Ore- 
gon during  that  spltndej  fight  off  San- 
tiago, and  it  was  Capt.  Cljrk  who  chased 
down  the  Cristobal  Colon  and  made  its 
crew  strike  its  colors.  Yet  despite  this 
magnificent  record.  Capt.  Charles  Cl.irk 
found  after  tho  war  clo.sc*rt  that  he  was 
actually  five  numbers  lower  in  grade  than 
he  was  before  the  war  began.  The  strain  1 
of  the  trip  from  Snn  Francisco  to  S.in- 
tiago  was  enough  to  kill  an  ordinary  man. 
but  Clark  stood  it  r.nd  fought  as  grand  a 
fight  as  the  world  has  ever  known.  What 
was  his  rewarnl?  He  saw  other  and  less 
worthy  men— lets  worthy  because  less  dc- 
Mn.'ing— a.lvan'';.-d  wbile  he  was  set  InL-^k. 
It  is  time  to  do  ju.-5lice  to  gallant  'Charlie' 
Clark.  Let  us  hear  less  of  Sampson,  who 
was  twenty-five  miles  awaj-  when  t'ae 
battle  was  fought  and  won.  and  who  got 
a  promotion  he  never  earn;.>cl  and  prize 
money  he  was  not  entitled  to,  and  more,  of 


the  man  who  commanded  the  Oi^goii." 
That  is  certainly  a  strong  argument  for 
<'apt.  Clark  and  it  would  seem  fitting  that 
Secretary  Long  should  let  his  pet,  Samp- 
son, stand  aside  for  a  little,  while  deserv- 
ing men  got  their  just  dues.. 


fiiSTTIXO  IK  TO  KUTN. 

Unhappy  is  the  man  that  is  traveling 
in  a  rut.  He  may  not  realize  his  condi- 
tion. He  may  have  fewer  W3rries;  he 
may  be  more  peaceful  and  contented 
than  he  who  travels  unbroken  ground. 
But  he  is  unhappy,  and  he  has  a  day  of 
reckoning  ahead. 

It  i.s  the  tendency  of  man  to  get  Into 
ruts  and  stay  there.  Most  of  them  go  on 
through  life  and  never  see  over  the  tops 
of  their  individual  ruts.  It  is  so  easy  to 
accept  conditions  as  they  present  them- 
selves; to  let  that  which  is  continue. 
For  a  rut  is  the  line  of  least  resistance, 
and  therefore  the  way  that  is  easiest  to 
follow. 

Kut  ruts  get  deeper  and  more  binding 
as  time  goes  on.  Their  sides  get  higher 
until  they  close  out  the  world  of  en- 
deavor and  ambition.  The  day  corhes 
when  t?ie  wayfarer  finds  himself,  to  his 
great  .surprise,  far  behind  his  fellows. 
He  has  been  so  long  in  the  rut  that  he 
cannot  get  out  of  it,  and  he  dies  in  its 
lonely  depths,  unhonored  and  unsung, 
leaving  the  world  little  better  for  h's 
having  been. 

TEie  successful  men  and  things  of  this 
day  of  strenuous  effort  and  intense 
competition  are  not  the  i-esult  of  ruts. 
He  who  would  win  success  must  seeit 
means  to  please  a  jaded  public  appetite 
that  craves  evermore  for  s:)mething 
new,  or  for  something  old  so  completely 
disguised  that  its  aricient  flavor  cannot 
be  detected.  The  man  who  would  \\  in 
must  avoid  getting  into  a  rut  as  he 
would  avoid  getting  into  the  gutter.  It 
is  easier  to  abide  in  the  rut  of  habit 
than  to  carve  out  a  new  path,  but  suc- 
cess and  ease  must  be  accomplished  to- 
gether, if  ever.  Ease  can  never  precede 
success. 

Every  word  of  this  that  applies  to  men 
applies  to  cities  as  well.  The  world  of 
progress  and  advancement  passes  by  the 
city  in  a  rut.  If  it  does  not  strive  to 
free  itself  from  that  rut  it  must  inevit- 
ably subside  there,  and  that  is  the  end 
of  its  greatness,  for  it  can  be  no  greater 
than  the  width  of  its  particular  rut. 


WKSTKHX  IHMIGHATIOS. 

The  indications  at  present  are  that 
the  immigration  into  the  Western 
states  the  coming  year  will  be  unprece- 
dented. When  reference  is  made  to  the 
West,  the  states  of  Wisconsin,  Minne- 
sota, Nebraska  and  the  Dakotas  are 
meant.  The  far  Northwest  will  receive 
a  goodly  portion,  but  the  Middle  and 
Southwest  will  be  left  out  of  this  west- 
ward movement. 

The  conditions  .surrounding  thi."?  move- 
ment are  very  different  from  that  tidal 
wave  of  1S85  which  inundated  the  terri- 
tory west  of  the  Red  and  Missouri 
rivers.  At  that  time  vast  tracts  of 
government  land  were  open  to  pre- 
emption, and  government  land  has  al- 
ways possessed  a  charm  for  tho  home- 
seeker.  There  may  be  better  land  ad- 
jnining  it  on  the  market  for  the  same 
price,  but  the  average  settler  prefers 
his  title  direct  from  the  government. 
Now,  however,  the  seeker  for  a  home  in 
the  West  must  buy  from  the  speculator 
or  from  the  railroad  companies.  Uncle 
Sam  has  but  very  little  land  left.  A  few 
scattered  acres  i*emain  in  Wisconsin 
and  a  few  more  in  Minnesota.  The  Da- 
kotas  have  some  left,  but  it  is  semi- 
arid.  The  same  is  true  of  Nebraska. 
If  the  Hansbrough  bill  passes  this  ses- 
sion it  will  withdraw  from  the  markst 
for  a  short  time  all  public  lands  west  of 
the  97th  meridian. 

From  these  conditions  it  will  be  seen 
that  this  wave  of  immigration  will  act 
as  a  filler  rather  than  as  an  opener-up 
of  new  territory,  aiinnesota  and  North- 
ern Wisconsin  have  both  many  acres 
of  the  finest  farming  land  in  the  North- 
west. It  is  nearly  all  better  adapted  to 
sustaining  life  year  after  year  than  the 
region  east  of  the  Missouri  river  in  the 
Dakotas.  The  introduction  of  the  dairy 
and  the  knowledge  that  sheep  thrive  in 
this  climate  will  have  a  marked  effect 
upon  the  settlement  of  Minnesota. 

A  peculiar  thing  about  this  wave  of 
immigration  is  that  it  arises  not  in  the 
East,  but  is  composed  of  well-to-do 
farmers  from  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Iowa. 
They  come  with  money  sufficient  to  buy 
the  land,  erect  buildings  and  buy  stock. 
There  will  be  little  or  nothing  for  the 
money  shark  to  do  in  the  new  communi- 
ties erected  during  the  coming  year. 

The  experience  of  the  last  fifteen  years 
has  convinced  the  emigrant  that  it  is 
better  io  locate  in  a  partially  tinibertd 
country  than  on  the  Western  plains 
wiiere  the  seasons  are  so  uncertain.  It 
is  a  little  harder  to  make  a  start,  but 
there  is  no  anxiety  about  the  rain.  What 
the  farmer  sows  he  can  have  a  reason- 
able expectation  of  reaping. 

Until  the  projected  systems  of  irri- 
gation are  in  working  order  it  is  utter 
foolishness  for  settlers  to  seek  homes 
west  cf  the  100th  meridian.  These  facts 
concerning  the  immigration  of  this  year 
are  of  especial  interest  to  the  head  of 
the  lakes.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the 
proposition  that  Duluth  has  been  re- 
tarded in  her  growth  by  a  lack  of  coun- 
try development.  With  the  country 
south  and  west  dotteJ  with  towns  and 
hamlets  supported  by  a  vigorous  farm- 
ing population,  and  the  region  north 
and  west  devoted  to  mining,  the  city 
would  never  feel  the  pinch  of  hard 
times.  The  Northwest  is  developing 
with  reasonable  rapidity;  it  is  the  region 
adjacent  to  the  city  tiiat  needs  atten- 
tion. 


"Every  bachelor  who  shall  remain  un- 
married at  tho  age  of  4<J  years  shall  not 
thereafter  be  allowed  to  enter  into  any 
matrimonial  alliance  except  upon  payment 
to  the  state  of  Connecticut  the  sura  of 
llOO."  This  Is  the  substance  of  a  bill  intro- 
duced in  the  Connecticut  legislature  by 
Kepresentative  Standish  a  few  days  ago. 
There  will  be  no  need  of  the  whipping  post 
for  wife-beaters  if  the  bill  becomes  a  law.

It  may  be  pre.teiided  for  a  while 
that  the  offices  will  be  siven  to  the  Fili- 
pinos, but  most  of  the  good  places  will  be 
reserved  for  -American  patriots  who 
want  the  offices  at  existing  salaries  very 
much,  but  who  as  soon  as  they  are;  warm 
In  their  seats  begin  to'  importune  con- 
gress for  an  increase  of  salary. 


Pittsburg  is  greatly  disturbed  over  the 
billion-dollar  ^tee>l  trust  scheme,  because 
of  Its  probable  consequences  to  that  city. 
The  official  and  clerical  force  of  the  Car- 
negie company  will  be  moved  to  New 
York  so  far  a.^  It  is  retained  by  the  niw 
company,  and  it  is  said  that  this  will 
mean  a  loss  to  Pittsburg  of  several  hiui- 
dred  well-paid  employes  with  their  fami- 
lies. The  Pittsburg  banks  will  also  lo.?e 
most  of  the  largo  banking  business  of 
the  Carnegie  comf>any.

Even  Chicago  feels  the  effects  of 
it.

Princeton,  ]f.  J.,  Feb.  20.— George 
Washington  Kehr,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
has  been  dismissed  from  the  university 
for  gross  plagiarism  in  a  speech  with 
which  he  won  the  first  prize  in  the 
junior  oratorical  contest  last  June.  The 
offense  has  just  come  to  light  in  a  pe- 
culiar manner,  and  because  of  the  rarity 
of  such  scandals  at  Princeton  has  caused 
a  stir  among  the  students. 

Kehr  was  one  of  the  eight  contestants, 
and  on  the  decision  of  the  judges  was 
presented  with  the  $100  prize  during  the 
regular  commencement  exercises.  The 
Princeton  Literary  Magazine,  in  its  next 
publication,  which  was  in  October,  1900, 
printed  his  oration. 

The  Lafayette  Touchstone,  the  liter- 
ary magazine  of  Lafayette  college,  re- 
ceived a  a  copy  of  the  paper  among  its 
exchanges,  and  the  editor  recognized 
the  oration  as  one  that  previously  came 
out  in  the  Gettysburg  Mercury,  the  pub- 
lication of  Pennsylvania  college.  Expla- 
nations were  demanded  of  the  Prince- 
ton "Lit,"  the  affair  was  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  faculty,  and  on  being  con- 
fronted with  the  evidence  Kehr  con-< 
fessed. 

In  order  to  absolve  itself  from  all 
blame  in  the  plagiarism,  the  "Lit"  pub- 
lishes the  following  letter  from  Kehr; 

"Managing  Editor  of  Nassau  Lit:  My 
Dear  Sir — A  great  injustice  has  been 
done  by  me  to  Mr.  Heilman,  of  Gettys- 
burg, to  the  university,  my  class  and 
especially  to  those  who  took  part  in  the 
oratorical  contest  last  June,  and  all  who 
are  proud  of  belonging  to  an  institution 
where  the  principles  of  true  Christian 
manhood  are  taught.  I  want  to  frankly 
confess  the  gra<*s  plagiarism  of  which  I 
am  guilty,  and  remove  any  censure  that 
may  be  brought  upon  j-our  magazine, 
for  upon  me  alone  devolves  the  crime,  " 

Kehr  was  in  the  class  of  IJKtl,  and 
would  have  graduated  next  June.  It 
wa-3  at  the  time  a  matter  of  surprise 
that  he  won  the  prize,  as  hj  was  pitted 
against  men  who  had  always  been  th? 
best  in  their  class.  Kehr  could  hardly 
be  so  considered.

It  was 
not  until  Warner  Miller  was  turned  out 
of  the  Republican  state  convention  at 
Saratoga  in  189  >  that  Mr.  Piatt's  victory 
was  absolute.  The  following  year  Mr. 
Piatt  was  elec' ed  to  the  senate. 

Now  Mrs.  Piatt  is  dead  and  Senator 
Piatt  has  decided  that  he  does  not  care 
to  remain  in  2S3.

Railroad  Ellen  Deub!Hls  Asser- 
tion as  to  List  Year's 
Sstilars. 


The  annual  reopening  of  the  home- 
•eeker's'  movement  Westward  is  now 
underway,  and  with  it  there  is  much  in- 
terest awakened  among  the  people  of 
the  Northwest,  as  well  as  among  all  the 
railway  lines  th:it  usually  get  the  busi- 
ness of  transporting  the  homeseekers. 
Some  of  the  paper«s,  those  in  Chicago 
particularly,  have  been  making  what 
the  railroad  men  claim  are  extravagant 
reports  concerning  tiie  volume  of  thi.s 
clas.T  of  travel,  but  taking  this  into  con- 
sideration, there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  with  all  the  •■drumming"  now  go- 
ing on  by  the  -itticials.  the  prospects  are 
good  for  a  movement  into  the  North- 
wo.-t  that  will  surpass  that  of  a  year 
ayu. 

.'ii  his  annual  review  of  the  conditions 
of  tho  Gnat  Northern  sy^tt  m.  President 
J.  J.  Hill  made  the  stitcment  that  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year  So.uiX)  settlers 
took  up  thfir  homes  aUms  that  road.  It 
te  said  that  diligent  in<iuiry  has  failed 
to  verify  his  generous  estimate;  that  in 
the  first  place  it  is  difficult  to  tell  witli 
any  degree  of  accuracy  Just  how  many 
«i-til  -rs  take  up  their  homes  along  any 
one  line,  and  on  the  other  hand,  there  is 
exctlltnt  uflicial  judgment  fur  the  State- 
ment that  not  over  Sn.OOO  people  came 
into  the  Noithwest  in  the  wh.jle  colonist 
movement  last  year.  However  that 
may  be,  Mr.  Hill'is  and  other  linc^,  in  the 
Northwest  have  InauguiatcJ  rcduce(i 
rates,  and  this  fact  has  been  instrumen- 
tal, no  doubt,  in  bringing  into  the  West 
a  big  class  of  travel  which  would  not 
otherwise  have  come.  While  the  rate  is 
called  low,  railroad  men  say  that  it  is 
not  below  that  figure  where  the  roads 
handle  the  busine-.=s  with  a  loss.  They 
secure  in  the  130  fare  from  Chicago  west 
and  the  $17.50  per  car  for  household 
goods,  full  return  for  the  expense  met  in 
transporting  that  class  of  business.  In 
addliton.  they  hope  to  derive  much  per- 
manent g<x)d  in  the  way  of  revenue  l>y 
the  busine«c;  created  when  theao  settlers 
open  up  the  unsettled  country. 

Tht    movement  is  said  to  have  opened 


up  well  for  the  settson,  fur  while  the 
head  of  the  lakes  district  did  not  get 
cjuite  so  many  as  it  was  expected  that  it 
v.ould,  there  were  many  settlers  who 
came  into  Northern  Minne~ola,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  land  settled  up  will  in 
time  become  tributary  in  trade  to  Du- 
iuth.  It  is  estimated  that  about  loOi. 
people  have  already  passed  through  the 
Twin  Cities  over  the  three  coast  lines 
for  the  West.  These  people'  came  from 
Iowa,  Illinois  and  points  farther  East, 
the  majority  of  them  going  through  to 
\V'a.shington,  Oregon  and  Idaho.  The  Soo 
road  hai  been  cutting  into  the  business 
this  year  to  a  large  extent,  and  this  is 
said  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  liundrcds 
of  Americans  are  .going  North  to  take 
advantage  of  the  inducements  held  oiU 
for  ssitlers  in  the  Canadian  North \VOst.. 

While  it  is  impossible  at  this  early 
period  in  the  reason  to  predict  the  ex- 
tent of  the  mc»vement  with  any  degree 
of  certainty,  the  agents  of  each  com- 
pany are  working  quietly  and  as  effec- 
tively as  pos.-ible.  It  is  natural  that 
they  should  not  de.==!re  the  rival  roads  to 
see  their  hands.  The  roads  of  the 
Northwest  are  widely  known  in  Eastern 
railroad  clrcle-3  for  the  able  corps  cf 
passenger  and  immigration  agents  that 
they  employ,  and  even  now  the  Great 
Northern  and  N(  rthern  Pacific  roads 
have  their  agents  energetically  working 
the  middle  and  Eastern  states.  The 
imiaha  road  is  not  behind  in  utTering  in- 
ducements to  settlers  to  come  up  into 
Northern  Wisconsin.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  that  the  cheap  rates  offered  by  the 
Southwestern  roads,  resulting  in  a  heavy 
homeseekers'  movement  toward  Okla- 
homa, have  hurt  the  coast  line.-?,  yet  it  is 
Conceded  that  the  Northwest  is  being 
pretty  well  adveriised. 

A  prominent  local  railroad  offlcial, 
w  ho  has  c.  faculty  of  noticing  things  per- 
taining to  the  advantage-.^  for  settlers 
here  as  well  as  elsewhere  in  the  North- 
west, said  the  othor  day  that  the  first 
thing  that  impressed  him  about  Duluth 
and  vicinity  v>as  that  there  were  no 
little  farmers  here.  There  Is  no  reason. 
saitl  he,  why  market  garclenlncr  enougli 
could  not  be  done  rigiit  in  this  vicinity 
to  c-:upply  the  demands  of  the  city,  and 
thus  keep  at  home  a  large  part  of  the 
money  that  goes  out  of  the  city  for  gar- 
den stuff  that  is  oftentime.«!  inferior  to 
the  quality  that  could  be  raised  lioio. 
Ho  says  that  he  found,  on  investigation, 
that  the  absence  of  small  farms  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  a  large-  part  of  the  out- 
lying tracts  are  owned  by  land  com- 
paniec?,  and  that  it  is  difficult  to  find 
farmers  who  l^elieve  it  profitable  to  at- 
tempt farm.ing  on  land  that  is  said  to  'i>e 
worth  ?"0f>0  an  a.:'re.  The  sam.e  condi- 
tion of  affairs,  he  says,  exists  in  West 
Superior,  and  until  the  land  is  owned 
more  by  Individuals,  he  does  not  look 
fn:-  a  development  of  the  nearby  ianl 
resource?.

MEAKING  OFREIOLUTIONS. 

Why  Couiicii  Fr«msd  Authority  to 
Gd  Firo  Hail  Plan  as  H  Did. 

East  End  residents  desiring  a  new  fire 
hall  at  the  corner  of  Fourteenth  avenue 
cast  and  Second  street  are  wondering 
wliat  the  council  had  in  view  in  adopt- 
ing a  resolution  Monday  giving  the 
lM)ard  cf  fire  commissioners  authority  to 
have  plans  and  .specifications  for  tiie 
new  hall  prepared,  providing  it  can  bs 
done  without  expense  to  the  city. 

On  its  face,  many  thought  that  the 
resolutijn  was  a  cold  way  of  turning 
the  fire  hall  proposition  down,  but  that 
was  far  from  its  purpose.  Alderman 
Wing,  as  chairman  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment committee,  says  that  the  new  hall 
will  have  to  be  built  out  of  taxes  yet  to 
be  levied.  Under  the  new  charter  no 
contracts  can  be  made  without  money 
in  ttie  treasury  to  pay  for  them,  and 
there  was  no  money  for  this  purpose. 

The  comndttee  at  first  thought  that  it 
would  have  to  report  against  the  new 
fire  hall  on  this  account,  but  several  of 
th)se  Interested  notified  them  that  cer- 
tain arclaitects  had  agreed  to  furnish 
plans  and  .specifications  free,  taking 
chances  on  getting  the  work  and  its 
superintendenre.  It  was  with  this  un- 
derstanding that  the  council  adopted  the 
resolution.

Losses  of  Lilotnd  Properly 

Shown  In  Moteorologicil 

Summary. 

The  summary  of  the  meteorological 
chart  of  the  great  lakes  fo:  the  season  of 
1900,  which  has  lust  been  Issued  by  the 
weather  bureau,  contains  some  verj^  Inter- 
esting tigures.  For  instance,  ithere  is  a 
detailed  list  of  the  casualties  on  the  lakes 
during  tho  season,  which  shows  that  S9 
lives  were  lost  from  various  cau»es,  thit 
las  vessels  were  more  or  less  damaged, 
and  that  the  total  ir.onev  losses  from  all 
kinds  of  casualties  footed  up  J74»,675,  of 
which  ?194,500  was  from  causes  other  than 
the  Weather. 

I.,ake  Erie  lead  the  list  in  the  number  of 
lives  lost,  42  persons  glvmg  up  their  lives 
on  that  lake  during  the  soasonT.  Lake  Su- 
perior came  next  with  22  lives.  I-^ke  St. 
Clair  and  connecting  rivers  had  11  losses, 
I..{ike  Michigan  took  S  lives.  Lake  Ontario 
took  6,  and  no  dves  were  lost  on  Lake 
Huron. 

Lake  Erie  also  led  in  the  total  of  dam- 
ages with  $2S;,7oO.  find  the  Q'thers  followed 
in  the  following  order:  Lake  Huron,  $82.- 
125;  Lake  Superl  »r,  $74,"h.)0;  Lake  Michi- 
gan, $«rr.560;  Lake  Ontario,  $24,!>O0;  Lake 
St.  Clair  and  connecting  rivers,  Jltt.OCt.  In 
the  number  of  ca.«uallies  to  vessels  Lake 
Erio  led  again  with  S8,  with  the  re«t  in 
the  following  order:  Lake  Huron,  32;  Lake 
Michigan,  27;  Lakes  Superior  and  On- 
tario. 11  each;  Lake  St.  Clair  and  connect- 
inji  rivers.  8. 

These  figures  include  only  losses  from 
weather  conditions.  The  frsses  from  otner 
cases  Included  5  collisions,  4  burnings 
and  2  strandings,  of  which  the  Detroit 
rivor  had  2;  St.  Clair  river.  2;  I.^ke  Erie. 
4;  Lake  Ontario!  1;  Lake  Huron,  1;  Lake 
Superior,  1. 

Lake  Superior  reachod  its  highest  mean 
level,  according  to  the  summer,  since 
1ST6,  during  last  ye.tr.  In  November.  l-iW, 
the  mean  letvel  of  tho  lake  was  e02.CS  fee>t 
above  mean  tide  at  New  York  city.  This 
was  the  highest  sUice  the  high  water  of 
IST'J.  In  October.  KtM,  however,  the  lake 
reached  the  mean  level  of  t)i)2.98.

While  Sydney  Smith  tells  us  that  if 
we  want  to  improve  our  understand- 
ing, drink  coffee."  And  thus  we  find 
Its  praises  sung  by  poets,  wits  and  men 
oi  note  from  the  period  of  its  first  dis- 
covery, which  seemed  to  be  a  happy 
accident.  The  delicious.  aromaU? 
na\or.  once  tasted,  recommended  it  im- 
mediately to  popular  favor,  which  has 
m  nowise  diminished 

COFFEE  HOUSES. 

History  informs  us  that  the  first  cof- 
fee house  was  opened  in  Constanti- 
nople in  loo4  and  became  so  popular  as 
to  have  many  rivals  and  so  excite  the 
condemnation  of  the  priests,  on  account 
of  the  counter  attraction  which  imer- 
fered  with  religious  observances,  and  to 
cause  the  "ungodly  coffee  divans"  to  b"> 
closed  by  the  mufti  for  a  time.  But 
they,  finally  proving  that  coffee  did  not 
corne  under  the  head  of  coal,  which  is 
forbidden  the  pious  Mussulman's  use 
by  the  Koran,  the  ban  was  removed, 
ihe  first  London  coffee  house  was 
opened  about  1652,  and  in  Queen  Anne's 
time  there  were  3000  in  existence  Thes^ 
partook  much  of  the  nature  of  clubs, 
and  were  selected  according  to  individ- 
ual preference  or  choice  of  kindred 
spirits;  but  at  all  or  any  of  them  were 
to  be  found  men  of  wit  and  learning, 
science  and  letters. 

The  first  "coffee  house"  opened  in 
New  York  city  was  in  18.32.  and  was 
known  as  Brown's,  the  noted  resta  i- 
rateur.  This  was  done  on  the  advire 
of  physicians,  who  urged  all  to  refrain 
from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  ai.d 
drink  only  "pure  coffee,"  in  order  to 
avoid  an  attack  of  cholera  epidemic  at 
that  time. 

SOMETHING    OF   ITS    PROPERTIES. 

"The  value  of  coffee,  as  a  beverage, 
IS  greatly  dependent  on  the  care  and 
.skill  manifested  in  its  preparation  " 
This  is  essentially  true  both  in  regard 
to  economy  and  health. 

In  the  roasting  process  the  coffee 
berry  is  subject  to  a  temperature  of  200 
degrees  Cent.,  or  even  more.  During 
this  process  the  berries  assume  the 
dark  brown  color;  the  sugar  in  the 
berry  being  converted  into  caromel  and 
a  volatile,  ethereal  oil  developed,  which 
gives  the  coffee  its  delicate  aroma.  To 
obtain  the  finest  fiavor  from  the  berry, 
the  coffee  should  be  used  as  soon  as 
possible  after  roasting,  owing  to  the 
volatile  nature  of  the  oil,  which  is 
rapidly  dispelled,  and  the  aroma  lost 
with  long  keeping.  It  Is  no  trick  of 
the  imagination  that  causes  us  to  com- 
pare unfavorably  the  average  cup  of 
toffee  of  today  with  the  delicious  bever- 
age our  grandmother  used  to  make, 
who  roasted  her  own  berries. 

Aside  from  the  aronia  that  makes  the 
coffee  so  inviting,  it  contains  many 
other  properties  to  recommend  it  as  a 
valuable  adjunct  to  our  diet  list,  and  it 
is  only  the  intemperate  use  that  makes 
it  harmful,  except  in  certain  individual 
cases  and  physical  conditions. 

AS  A  TEMPERANCE  BEVERAGE. 

The  stimulating  properties  contained 
in  coffee  are  only  sufTicient  to  restore 
an  exhausted  system  without  possess- 
ing the  intoxicating  effect  of  wines  and 
liquors.  Even  so  long  ago  as  the  seven- 
teenth century,  the  use  of  coffee  was 
found  to  promote  greater  sobrioty 
among  all  nations  and  classes.  The 
sulistitutlon  of  the  breakfast  cup  of  cof- 
fee for  the  morning  draft  of  ale,  beer  or 
wine,  was  found  a  most  beneficial 
change,  stimulating  both  brahi  and 
muscle  to  a  healthy  degree  for  the  busi- 
ness of  the  day;  whereas,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  less  "civil  drinks"  had  quite 
the  opposite  effects.  In  labor  districts 
one  of  the  most  potent  factors  in  op- 
posing "ale  houses"  are  the  "coffee 
houses."  And  If  one  wishes  to  try  the 
effect  of  civilization  on  a  tramp,  give 
him  a  generous  cup  of  fragrant  hot  cof- 
fee. It  will  bring  out  any  latent  chiv- 
alry that  may  He  dormant  'neath  the 
livery  of  the  social  outcast. 

WHEN  IT  IS  HARMFUL. 

Coffee  has  a  decidedly  stimulating  ef- 
fect on  the  heart,  and  when  taken  in  ex- 
cess or  the  infusion  is  too  strong  is  apt 
to  disturb  the  action  of  this  organ  to 
an  uncomfortable  degree,  and  the  ner- 
vous system  Is  affected  to  greater  or 
less  extent. 

Dyspeptic  persons  should  he  careful 
coffee  drinkers,  as  its  use  frequently 
disturbs  the  digestion,  giving  rise  to 
heartburn,  palidtation  and  various  toxic 
symptoms,  causing  great  discomfort 
and  often  anxiety  to  the  sufferer.  But 
these  disturbances  generally  arise,  as 
we  have  said,  from  excessive  u.se  and 
strong  infusions.  One  frequent  cause  of 
Its  disagreeing  with  dyspeptics  is  their 
indulging  in  it  after  a  hearty  meal. 
Those  who  do  not  wish  to  deprive  them- 
selves of  their  after-dinner  coffee 
sould  Indulge  in  the  smallest  quantity, 
clear,  freshly  made  and  under  no  cir- 
cumstances mixed  with  cream  or  milk. 
Remember  that  whf^n  coffee  is  taken 
mixed  with  milk  and  sugar  it  contains 
a  very  considerable  amount  of  nutrients 
and  is  rather  a  highly  sustaining  food. 
In  this  form  we  have  the  cafe  au  lait, 
which  constitutes,  with  the  adition  of 
a  roll,  the  average  breakfast  in  the 
French  household.  The  cafe  nolr  of 
France,  which  is  usually  more  of  a  de- 
coction than  infusion,  should  be  avoided 
by  dyspeptics. 

COFFEE  IN  DISEASE. 

Coffee  is  often  utilized  in  disease  on 
account  of  the  valuable  properties 
which  it  possesses,  both  in  its  stimu- 
lating and  sustaining  qualities. 

CARE  AND  PREPARATION. 

The  raw,  unroasted  berry  will  keep 
for  a  long  time  in  a  dry  place,  and  age 
improves  it.  After  roasting,  it  should 
be  kept  in  air  tight  jars.  Those  who 
buy  their  coffee  ground  should  observe 
this  rule  closelv.  as  coffee  is  a  great 
absorbent  and  not  only  loses  Its  aroma 
if  left  exposed,  but  will  be  permeated  by 
other  flavors  less  agreeable.  For  this 
reason  tin  canisters  are  objected  to, 
owing  to  the  effect  of  the  metal  on 
coffee. 

Most  lovers  of  good  coffee  agree  that 
it  never  should  be  made  in  m*tal  coffee 
pots;  only  porcelain  or  earthenware  will 
produce  the  beverage  in  perfection. 

The  methods  of  making  it  vary  al- 
most as  much  as  do  the  brands. 

Coffee  must  not  boil,  as  the  violent 
ebulution  dissipates  the  aroma.  Do 
not  allow  it  to  go  beyond  a  gentle  sim- 
mering point. 

A  good  rule  as  to  the  proportions  Is  giv- 
en bv  a  notf^d  authority  on  coff*'e-maklng, 
and  is  as  follows:  One  ounce  of  coffee  to  a 
pint  of  water  makes  poor  coffee;  one  and 
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Nutritive,  Refreshing,  Kconciuie..l  in  use.      ,'v  l-rcakfast- 
cupful  of  this  deHcious  Cocoa  costs  less  than  one  cent.

Said  to  Have  Oot  Lots  of 
Money    From 
Correspondents. 


Sprinligeld,  111.,  Feb.  20.— Miss  Kabu- 
rick.  whose  arrest  on  a  charge  of  swindl- 
ing by  means  of  a  matrimonial  scheme 
was  told  the  other  day.  has  furnished 
a  bond  for  her  appearance  to  answer  to 
the  United  States  grand  jury  and  was  re- 
leased. The  bond  was  signed  by  her  broth- 
er, Andrew  Kaburick,  and  her  attorney. 
It  is  possible  other  arrests  may  follow,  as 
Miss  Kaburick  intimates  that  her  opera- 
tions were  prompted  by  some  of  her  girl 
friends  at  Bloomington.  She  declared  tnat 
she  was  suffering  largely  for  the  sins  of 
others. 

Miss  Kaburick  was  arrested  on  a  federal 
warrant,  and  United  States  commissioner 
Hurr  bound  her  over  in  ihe  sum  of  JJiJO. 
She  was  taken  to  Bloomington,  where 
she  gave  bond,  Miss  Kaburick  s  plan  has 
been  to  secure  the  names  of  male  persons 
from  matrimonial  agencies  and  then  to  en- 
ter int'>  correspondence   with  them. 

An  exchange  of  photographs  generally 
followed,  concluding  with  marriage  con- 
tracts. At  about  this  point  she  intimated 
to  her  victims  tliat  she  was  in  need  of 
money  to  purchase  a  wedding  trousseau 
and  suggested  the  advance  of  sums  rang- 
ing Uom  $">*>  to  $Hx).  From  the  number  of 
complaints  tiled  with  the  pi>stal  aiiihori- 
tles  it  is  evident  that  Miss  Kaburick 
found  a  ready  response  from  a  great 
number  of  her  victims.  One  of  her  victims 
complained  of  being  swindled  just  about 
the  time  the  postmaster  at  Bloomington 
received  many  inquiries  regarding  [Ter.  A 
secret  service  man  collected  the  evidence 
which  caused  her  arrest.  Her  an-est 
cau.sed  a  big  sensation. 

Miss  Kaburick  formerly  lived  in  C'ar- 
linville  and  later  worked  at  the  Windsor 
hotel,  in  Bloomington.  l>efore  the  big  tire 
there.  While  there  Miss  Kaburick  Tre- 
quentlv  received  various  sums  of  money, 
but  explained  the  matter  by  saying  that 
the  muiiey  came  from  her  parents.  During 
last  September  she  left  the  hotel  and  be- 
came an  art  pupil  at  St.  Joseph's  acad- 
emy. 

She  was  an  apt  pupil  and  her  work  has 
shown  evidence  of  ability.  In  addition  to 
her  art  Miss  Kaburick  spent  considerable 
time  in  needle  work,  which  sold  aC-  fancy 
prices.

After  being  arrested  Miss  Kaburick 
went  to  Bloomington  postolflce.  in  com- 
pany with  Ihe  deputy  marshal,  and  there 
received  a  registered  letter  from  one  of 
her  vlciims. 

The  1(  tter  contained  a  money  order  for 
$.".4.  and  from  the  tenor  of  the  communica- 
tion, which  was  shown  to  the  de))uty 
marshal.  It  was  eonchuUd  that  the  amount 
had  been  forwiirded  to  her  to  defray  her 
expenses  to  Oklahoma,  where  the  victim 
intended  to  make  her  his  wife.  Among  the 
otlier  victims  are  two  persons  who  reside 
in  Ohio.  Both  of  these  have  made  com- 
plaint. 

Miss  Kaburick  is  an  exceedingly  pretty 
erlrl  of  Ul  years.  She  is  i>f  small  stature, 
has  jet  blnek  hair  and  eyes  and  Innocent 
di-meanor  and  dresses  in  the  latest  fash- 
ion. IVrs(3ns  who  have  known  her  at 
Bloomington  declare  tliat  her  moral  char- 
acter is  good.  Her  friends  believe  that  .she 
has  no  tonception  of  the  gravity  of  llie 
iTime  she  has  committed.

MaoArthur  Says  He  Was  Mali- 
cious  and  Sent  Home 
After  Hearing. 

Washington.  Feb.  20. —The  secretar>'  of 
war  has  replied  to  the  senate  resolution 
of  Feb.  ">.  asking  for  the  facts  In  the  case 

of  George  T.  Rice,  editor  of  the  Daily 
Bulletin  of  Manilla,  who  was  recently 
dt'iiorted  to  the  United  States  by  the 
order  of  tien.  MacArthur.  The  .secretary's 
h.'tler  consists  simj>ly  of  copies  of  two  tel- 
egrams which  passed  between  Adjt.  Gen. 
Corbin  and  Gen.  MacArthur  on  the  sub- 
ject. On  Feb.  7  Gen.  Corbin  cabled  Gen. 
MacArthur  as  follows: 

"In  reply  to  rtrsolutlon  of  the  senate, 
the  se<-retary  of  war  desires  you  cable 
whether  one  Rice  has  been  deported,  by 
what    authority    and    for    what    offense.'* 

(ien.  MacArttuir  replied  on  Fe-b.  !<  as  fol- 
lows: "Editor  deported  San  Francisco, 
Jan.  28.  Offense  malicious  publication  of 
false  charges  affecting  integrity  of  ad- 
ministration of  e>tlice  captain  of  the  port, 
in  which  formerly  employed.  This  with 
full  knowledge  of  their  faisiiy.  Maltey  re- 
ceived exhaustive  investigation  in  which 
Klce  Wiis  heard  in  own  defense.  He  was 
informed  he  must  give  bond  not  to  re- 
publish or  leave  islands,  as  his  actijons 
were  creating  strife  and  were  monai'e 
military  situation.  He  maintained  atti- 
tude of  defiance  and  was  necessarily  sent 
home.  Full  report  was  forwarded  wiiJi  all 
papers   Feb.   1." 

The  secretary  of  war  said  that  this  cor- 
respondence was  the  only  Information  he 
had  on  the  subject  of  the  resolutioi;i  and 
he  added  that  the  mail  report  n'terred 
to  by  Gen.  MacArthur  will  be  subse- 
quently  transmitted   to   the  senate,

Man  Who  Confessed  to   Robson's 
Murder  Is  Fred  Muck. 

Sioux  City,  Iowa,  Feb.  20.— Frank  H. 
Peyton,  brought  here  on  his  confession 
to  the  murder  of  John  E.  Robson  in  1S99. 
which   he   later   repudiated,    was    taken 

back  to  St.  Louis  to  face  ten  charges  of 
larceny  and  burglary, 'which  he  sought 
t.i  escape  by  his  confession.  The  haijeaa 
corpus  proceedings  which  he  brought 
were  dismissed,  and  at  noon  yesterday 
ho  started,  ironed  hand  and  foot,  in 
charge  of  a  police  sergeant  of  St.  Louis. 
When  notified  to  prepare  to  leave  the 
^ail,  he  refused  to  dress,  and  w  as  carried 
from  his  cell  and  forcibly  dressed  by  the 
officers.  He  became  frantic,  and  talked 
of  using  a  gun.  He  has  returned  to  the 
use  of  dope,  and  at  the  time  of  his  arrest 
was  crazy  with  cocaine. 

The  revelation  was  made  that  Pey- 
ton's real  name  is  Fred  Muck.  A  brother 
turned  up  here  who  had  not  seen  him 
for  fourteen  years  who  recognized  him 
at  once.  At  one  time  Peyton  worked 
here  as  a  plumber,  which  accounts  for 
the  accuracy  with  which  he  described 
lociiilties  here  when  he  made  his  bogus 
confession.  His  parents  live  in  Worth- 
ington,  Minn.,  which  was  his  boyhood 
home.

The  city  of 
Soerabaya  has  a  population  of  142.980 
and  is  two  days  by  rail  from  Batavia. 
In  speaking  of  the  means  of  transport- 
ation the  consul  says  the  cheapest  way 
of  shipping  f-om  the  United  States  to 
the  former  city  is  by  way  of  Liverpool 
or  London,  thence  direct  to  Batavia. 
The  consul  says  that  American  manu- 
facturers have  taken  advantage  of  this 
opportune  time  to  gain  a  further  foot- 
hold In  the  Java  importing  business. 
Last  year  the  exports  from  Java  to  the 
United  States  amounted  to  nearly  $27.- 
000.000.  mainly  sugar.  Consul  Hill  notes 
that  two  government  officials  of  that 
country  recently  left  there  to  make  an 
inspection  of  the  works  of  an  American 
firm  which  was  awarded  the  contract 
for  furnishing  materials  for  the  water 
supply  of  SoeraI)aya.  Duties  on  iron  and 
steel  products  are  levied  In  the  Dutch 
East  Indies  at  10  per  cent  ad  valorem, 
instead  of  r>  per  cent,  as  per  the  traiit 
for  the  Netherlands. 


STATE  SUPREME  COURT. 

Dselsion  Handed  Down  In  a  Duluth 
Case. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  20.— The  supreme  court 
has  handed  down  the  following  decision: 
Jacob  J.  Esch  and  Peter  J.  Esch,  respon- 
dents, vs.   William  C.   White,   appellant. 

Syllal  us:  First— An  orde^r  of  the  district 
court  upon  a  legel  question  where  It  has 
Jurlv^dictlon  of  the  person  and  the  subject 
malte*r  involved  Is  conclusive,  unless  set 
aside  upon  review  by  'the  apptMlat'e  court; 
if  such  order  is  not  re\iewed.  but  acqui- 
esced In  by  the  parties.  It  is  to  be  treated 
as  the  law  of  that  case,  and  final. 

Second— Where  llie  district  court  holds 
that  an  undertaking  on  appeal  from  the 
appomtmcnt  of  a  receiver  is  not  sufficleit, 
and  requires  another  of  different  form  to 
discharge  cC'ntempt  of  a  receiver  is  not 
discharge  contempt  proceedings  against 
the  appellant,  such  new  undertaking  is 
a  suttident  consldeiatlon  for  a  oromise  to 
indemnify  the  sureties  to  whom  such 
promise  is  m.ade. 

Third— Where  upon  foreclosure  of  a 
mortgage  a  receiver  has  been  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  the  properly,  whether  the 
mortgagor  or  owner  of  the  property  is 
entitled  to  the  ri  nts  and  profits,  under 
thf>  rule  in  Marchail  et  al  vs.  Cady.  75 
Minn..  241.  cannjt  be  determined  in  a  col^ 
lateral  action  where  all  the  parties  m- 
terested  are  not  before  the  court,  and 
there  has  been  no  accounting  or  setli"^- 
ment  with   such  receiver,  as  in  this  ease. 

Fourth— No  new  facts  are  set  forth  in 
the  amended  answer  that  requires  any 
modification  or  change  In  the  rule  laid 
down  on  the  former  appeal  of  this  ca^e. 
Esch  vs.  White.  76  Minn..  220. 

Fifth— Held,  upon  the  allegation  In  the 
amended  answer  that  states  that  plaintiff 
was  not  the  real  party  In  interest,  that 
such  .averment  Is  a  conclusion  of  law  and 
insufficient,  as  It  sets  forth  no  farts  show- 
ing that  such  plaintiff  Is  not  interested  in 
the  result  of  the  action. 

Order  affirmed.  —LOVELY.  J.

York  City. 

New  York.  Feb.  20.— The  fir.st  number 
of  the  Chinese  Weekly  Herald,  the  first 
Chinese  newspaper  printed  from  mov- 
able types  east  of  the  Pacific  .slope,  has 
appeared.  Chu  Hung  is  the  editor.  The 
Images  open  from  the  left  side  instead  of 
the  right.  The  news  columns,  which  run 
horizontally,  contain  translations  of 
cable  dispatches  from  Pekln.  Paris,  St. 
Petersburg  and  l.mdon;  accounts  of 
Mrs.  Carrie  Nation'.s  rampages  and  of 
the  passing  of  bad  money  on  Chinese 
laundrymen;  sckntifle  articles  on  pearl 
fishing  and  the  manufacture  of  fire- 
arms, and  a  gossii>y  letter  from  Hong 
Kong. 

A  great  deal  of  .«pace  Is  given  to  ex- 
plaining the  postal  regulations  and  the 
arrival  and  deoarture  of  the  mails.  The 
Chinese  are  said  to  regard  such  things 
as  among  the  mynteries  of  nature. 

Tlie  Methodist  Kpieoppal  English  pre- 
paratory school.  iU  Wt  street,  and  a 
Brooklyn  physlciaQn  Wth  an  office  in 
Mott  street  are  aniongf,the  advertisers.

Miss  Kaburick  was  arrested  on  a  federal 
warrant,  and  United  States  commissioner 
Hurr  bound  her  over  in  the  sum  of  $o<X>. 
She  was  taken  to  iiloomington.  wlierc 
she  gave  bond.  Miss  Kaburick  s  plan  has 
be»  n  to  secure  the  names  of  male  persons 
from  matrimonial  agencies  and  then  to  en- 
ter into  correspondence  with  them. 

An  exchange  of  photographs  generally 
followed,  cottcluding  with  marriage  con- 
tracts. At  about  this  point  she  inlimatcd 
to  her  victims  that  she  was  in  need  of 
money  to  i)ureha.s«  a  wedding  trousseau 
and  suggested  the  advance  of  sums  rang- 
ing liom  %')<)  to  SM>.  From  the  numl)er  of 
complaints  tiled  with  the  postal  authori- 
ties it  is  evident  that  Miss  Kaburick 
fr»und  a  ready  response  from  a  great 
number  of  her  victims.  One  of  her  victims 
complained  of  being  swindled  just  about 
the  time  the  postmaster  at  Bloomington 
received  many  inquiries  regarding  ITer.  A 
secret  service  man  collected  the  evidence 
whic-h  caused  her  arrest.  Her  ara-est 
caused  a   big  sensation. 

Miss  Kaburick  formerly  lived  in  Car- 
linville  and  later  worked  at  the  Windsor 
hotel,  in  Hlooniington,  before  the  big  tire 
there.  While  there  Miss  Kaburick  Tre- 
(juentiv  received  various  sums  of  money, 
but  explained  the  matter  by  .saying  that 
the  monev  came  from  her  jiarents.  During 
last  September  she  left  the  hotel  and  be- 
came an  art  pupil  at  St.  Jo.seph's  acad- 
emv. 

She  was  an  apt  pupil  and  her  work  has 
shown  evidence  of  ability.  In  addition  lo 
her  art  Miss  Kai)urick  s|)enl  considerable 
time  in  needle  work,  which  sold  af-  fancy 
prices. 

At  the  preliminary  hearing  Miss  Kabu- 
rick <  onftssed  having  sent  letters  t<»  male 
persons  in  various  parts  of  the  countiy, 
Init  refused  to  make  a  statement  concern- 
ing the  amount  of  money  she  had  received. 
Her  frank  manner  and  innocent  apj.H'ar- 
ani-e  even  had  its  effect  uoon  the  stt-rn 
Unite,!  Slates  attorney.  The  indications 
are  that  the  young  woman  will  escape 
with  a   very  light  sintence. 

After  being  arrested  Miss  Kaburi.k 
went  to  Hlooniington  iiostollice.  in  com- 
pany with  thi-  ileputy  marshal,  and  there 
received  a  registered  letter  from  one  of 
iier  vIcJims. 

The  letter  contained  a  money  order  for 
$.'!1.  anil  from  the  tenor  of  the  commimica- 
tlon.  which  wa«  shown  to  thi-  (Kimty 
marshal,  it  was  coiiehKied  that  the  am'^unt 
had  been  forw:irdid  to  her  to  defray  her 
expenses  to  Oklahoma,  where  the  victim 
intended  to  make  her  his  wife.  Among  the 
citlier  victims  are  two  persons  who  reside 
in  Ohio.  Both  of  these  have  made  com- 
plaint. 

Miss  Kaburick  is  an  exceedingly  pretty 
girl  of  I'l  .\<ars.  She  is  of  small  stature, 
lias  jet  black  hair  and  eyes  and  innocent 
demeanor  .and  dresses  in  the  latest  fash- 
ion. I'ersons  wlio  have  known  her  at 
r.loomington  declare  that  her  moral  char- 
acter is  gooil.  Her  friends  belit^ve  that  .she 
lias  no  conception  of  tlie  gravity  of  the 
crime   slu-  lias  ci»mmitted.

Washington,  Feb.  20.— The  secretary  of 
war  has  replied  to  the  seiuite  resolution 
of  Feb.  r.,  asking  for  the  facts  in  the  case

Ibillelin  of  Manilla,  who  was  recently 
deiiorted  to  the  United  States  l.y  the 
order  of  (Jell.  .MacArtliur.

MacArthur  on  the  sub- 
ject. On  l-'eb.  7  tJen.  Corbin  cabled  Gen. 
MacArthur  as  follows: 

"In  reply  to  resolution  of  the  senate, 
the  seiTeiary  of  war  desires  you  cable 
wheilicr  one  Rice  lias  been  de))orled,  by 
what    authority   and    for    what    offense.'* 

Oen.  MacArthur  replied  on  Feb.  >i  as  fol- 
lows: "Editor  dejiorted  San  Francisco, 
Jan.  28.  Otl'ense  mali(  ious  publication  of 
false  charges  affecting  integrit>-  of  ad- 
jninistration  I'f  idficc  captain  of  the  port, 
in  wliich  formerly  employed.  This  willi 
full  knowledge  of  tlieir  falsity.  Matter  re- 
ceived exhaustive  investigation  in  which 
Rii-o  Wits  heard  in  own  di-t'ense.  He  was 
informed  he  must  give  bi'nd  not  to  re- 
l)iiblish  or  leave  islands,  as  his  acliiuis 
were  creating  strife  and  were  menace 
military  situation.  He  maintained  atti- 
tude of  detianco  and  was  neces.^arily  sent 
home.  Full  report  was  forwarded  wi.^li  all 
pai>ers   Feb.   1." 

The  secretary  of  war  said  that  this  cor- 
respondence was  the  only  Information  he 
iiad  on  the  subject  of  the  residutioi^  and 
lie  added  that  the  mail  report  relerrcd 
to  by  Gen.  MacArthur  will  be  sub^e- 
tiuently   transmitted    to   the   senate.

Foreign    Agents    Want    lo 

Known  Prices  and  Terms 

of  Machinery. 

Washington,  Feb.  20.— In  a  report  to 
the  state  department  United  States 
Consul  Hill,  at  Amsterdam,  has  en- 
closed a  letter  from  the  Koloniale  hank 

of  that  city,  asking  for  Information 
relative  to  the  price  and  terms  of  the 
best  American  sugar  machinery  and 
also  American  tramway  engines  and 
appurtenances  in  behalf  of  the  bank'.s 
agent  at  Soerabaya,  Java.  The  city  of 
Soerabaya  has  a  population  of  142.980 
and  is  two  days  by  rail  from  Hatavia. 
In  speaking  of  the  means  of  transport- 
ation the  consul  says  the  cheapest  way 
of  .^hipping  f-om  the  United  States  to 
the  fortTler  city  is  by  way  of  Liverpool 
or  London,  thence  direct  to  Batavia. 
The  consul  says  that  American  manu- 
facturers have  taken  advantage  of  this 
opportune  time  to  gain  a  further  foot- 
hold in  the  Java  importing  business. 
Last  year  the  exports  from  Java  t'^  the 
United  States  amounted  to  nearly  $27,- 
000.0*j0.  mainly  sugar.  Consul  Hill  notes 
that  two  government  officials  of  that 
country  recently  left  there  to  make  an 
inspection  of  the  works  of  an  American 
flrni  which  was  awarded  the  contract 
for  furnishing  materials  for  the  water 
supply  of  Soerabaya.  Duties  o:a  iron  and 
steel  products  are  levied  in  the  Dutch 
East  Indies  at  10  per  cent  ad  valorem, 
instead  of  5  per  cent,  as  per  the  traiit 
for  the  Netherlands.

Man  Who  Conftssed  to   Robson^s 
Murder  Is  Frtd  Muck. 

Sioux  City,  Iowa,  Feb.  20.— Frank  H. 
Peyton,  brought  here  on  his  confession 
to  the  murder  of  John  E.  Robson  in  1S99, 
which  he  later  repudiate<3,   was   taken 

back  to  St.  Louis  to  face  ten  charges  of 
larceny  and  burglary, 'which  he  sought 
to  escape  by  his  confe.?sion.  The  haijeas 
corpus  proceedings  which  he  brought 
were  dismissed,  and  at  noon  yesterday 
he  started,  ironed  hand  and  foot,  in 
charge  of  a  police  sergeant  of  St.  Louis.

Syllal  us:  First— .\n  order  of  the  district 
court  upon  a  iegel  question  where  It  has 
jurl'-'dictlon  of  the  j.erson  and  the  subject 
matter  iiivoi\ed  is  con(dusive,  unless  set 
aside  upon  review  by  'the  appe'Uate  court; 
if  such  order  is  tiot  reviewed,  but  acqui- 
esced in  by  the  parties,  it  is  to  be  treatc-d 
as  the  law  of  that  case,  and  tlnal. 

Second— Where  the  district  court  holds 
that  an  undertaking  on  appeal  from  tie 
appointment  of  a  receiver  is  not  suttlcifit, 
and  re<julres  another  of  different  form  to 
discharge  co'o tempt  of  a  receiver  is  not 
discharge  contempt  proceedings  against 
the  appellant,  such  new  undertaking  is 
a  sufticient  consideiation  for  a  promise  lo 
indemnify  the  sureties  to  whom  sucli 
proml.se  is  made. 

Thij-d— Where  upon  foreclosure  of  a 
mortgage  a  receiver  has  l)e*n  appointed  to

Fifth— Held,  upon  the  allegation  in  the 
amended  answer  that  states  that  plaintiff 
was  not  the  real  p.irty  in  interest,  th.it 
such  averment  is  a  conclusion  of  law  and 
insufllcient.  as  It  sets  forth  no  facts  show- 
ing that  such  I'laintiff  is  not  interested  in 
the   result   of  tbi>   action.

The 
pase.s  open  from  the  left  side  instead  of 
the  ripht.  The  news  columns,  which  run 
horizontally,  contain  translations  of 
cable  dispatches  from  Pekin,  Paris,  St. 
Petersburg  and  I.  mdon;  accounts  of 
Mrs.  Carrie  Nation'.s  rampages  and  of 
the  passing  of  bad  money  on  Chinese 
laundrvmen:  scientific  ai tides  on  pearl 
fishing  and  the  manufacture  of  fire- 
arms, and  a  gossii'V  letter  from  Hung 
Kong. 

A  great  deal  of  space  is  given  to  ex- 
plaining the  postal  regulations  and  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  the  mails.  The 
Chine.se  are  said  to  regard  such  things 
as  among  the  mysteries  of  nature.

The  court  gave  a 
judgment  against  the  stockholders  for 
the  debts,  which  were  about  $81.0iX),  but  In 
his  petition  he  says  that  only  $24,0o0  was 
realized,  and  that  Barnabee  and  Easton 
were  not  included  in  the  proceedings.  Now 
he  wants  them  brought  in,  and  he  asked 
for  an  order  for  a  liearing  on  the  mat- 
ter. The  company  was  capitalized  at  $250,- 
000,  and  of  this  sum  $130,900  was  subscribed. 
Barnabee  holds  fifty  shares,  of  a  p:ir  value 
of  $50(»0  and  Easion  holds  ten  shares  of 
a  par  value  of  $10i.tO.

MULTITUDE^  WRONSS. 

Mrs.  Sophie  Johnson's  Charges  as 
Grounds  For  Divorce. 

Sophie  Johnson  brings  before  the  dis- 
trict court  an  abundance  of  grounds  why 
she  should  have  a  divorce  from  Gust 
Johnson,  if  she  is  able  to  substantiate 
them.  She  charges,  in  the  complaint  filed 
in  district  court  this  morning,  not  only 
extreme  cruelty,  but  adultery  and  drunk- 
enness.

She  also  alleges 
that  he  is  a  habitual  drunkard  and  that 
ho  stole  her  deeds  showing  title  to  the 
homestead  and  saloon.  She  wants  a  di- 
vorce, alimony  and  the  care  of  her  two 
children,  R,  J.  Dlwdall,  of  Eveleth,  is  her 
attorney.

The  sheriff  of  Salmon  county  was  a  good 
story  teller,  says  the  ..ew  York  Sun.

South  Carolina,  Ar^  Held 

as  Slaves. 

Columbia.  S.  C,  Feb.  20— In  the  trial 
of  a  man  namcHl  Newell,  charged  with 
the  murder  of  Will  Hull,  a  young  negro, 
it  developed  in  Judge  Bennett's  court 
that  a  system  of  real  slavery  exists  in 
j\ndf  rson  couniy. 

Hull  was  charged  by  Ne\%-ell  with  vio- 
lation of  a  labor  contract.  Magistrate 
Gilmer  issued  a  warrant  and  gave  it  to 
Newell,  a  special  deputy,  who  arrested 
Hull.  Inatead  of  being  taken  to  jail  he 
was  taken  to  Ne\\eirs  stockade,  where, 
it  seems  Newell  had  some  108  convicts, 
who  work  on  his  farm.  He  wa.s  under 
no  sentence  of  court,  and  had  :iot  been 
tried.  He  was  guarded  like  a  convict, 
mado  to  labor  like  a  cunvict  and  treated 
in  all  respects  like  a  convict.  The  man- 
ner of  his  death  indicated  that  it  was 
in  an  effort  to  lewe  this  co.nvict  camy 
that  he  was  shot  like  a  felon. 

Contracts  made  out  in  regular  form 
have  been  used  to  bind  negro'-s  to  the 
service  of  whito  farmers.  The  laborer 
agretf.  to  perform  general  farm  v.-ork 
undtT  the  supervisoin  of  the  employer 
or  his  agf-nts  for  a  stated  sum  and 
length  ot  time,  and  the  laborer  further 
agrees  at  all  times  to  Iw  subject  to  the 
order.-;  and  commands  of  the  employer, 
who  shall  have  the  right  to  use  such 
force  as  he  or  his  agents  may  deem 
necessary  to  require  him  to  remain  on 
the  farm,  and  shall  have  the  risht  to 
lock  him  up  for  safe  keeping,  and  if  he 
should  leave  his  farm  or  run  away  he 
.shall  have  the  right  to  ..ffer  a  rewaid 
for  his  capture,  the  reward  to  be  de- 
ducted from  the  wage<?  due  the  labirer. 

The  contract  also  gives  the  employer 
the  right  to  trant=fer  his  interest  in  this 
contract  to  any  other  party,  thus  en- 
abling the  emi.loyt'r  to  virtually  sell  the 
laborer  to  annthf»r.  This  system  is  in 
general  u.'^e  in  Anderson,  and  nome  of 
the  wealthiest  and  m^ist  prominent  men 
in  ate  county  are  bolieved  to  be  work- 
ing negroes  under  thesp  contracts.

FELL  DEAD

Canton,  Ohio,  Feb.  20.— George  Zeigler, 
a  coatm.aker,  fell  dead  in  the  very 
threshold  of  the  county  infirmary.  Zeig- 
ler lived  in  a  little  shanty  on  Piedmont 
street.  He  led  a  sort  of  hand-to-mouth 
existence  and  had  not  been  feeling  well 
all  winter.

are  allowed  to  beat  girls  unmercifully; 
that  they  are  handcuffed  and  placed  in 
solitary  confinement  on  bread  and  wat- 
er: that  they  are  not  allowed  to  have 
any  sort  of  mirrors:  that  the  letters  to 
their  friends  :\nd  containing  any  refer- 
ence.s  to  coming  home  are  not  forward- 
ed: that  paroled  girls  when  they  return 
are  not  allowed  school  privileges;  the 
superintendent  appropriates  to  her  own 
use  the  wagers  of  the  girls  when  hired 
out:  that  the  suyx^rintendent  is  interest-

HE  GOES  FREE. 

Pardon  Won  By  Trickery  By 

Man  Who  Slew  His 

Father. 

Nashville.  Tenn.,  Feb.  20.— One  of  the 
most  peculiar  ca.=es  ever  heard  in  the 
courts  of  Tennessee  was  finally  disposed 
of  in  the  supreme  court,  when  W.  H. 
Boyer,  a  convict  in  the  state  prison,  was 
ordered  liberated. 

Boyer  came  from  East  Tennessee  and 
was  sentenced  to  life  imprisonment  for 
murdering  his  father.  The  old  man  was 
found  dead  in  a  well,  and  after  a  sensa- 
tional trial  Boyer  was  adjudged  guilty 
of  the  crime. 

He  was  lucky  to  escape  the  gibbet,  but 
he  had  not  been  in  prison  long  before  he 
began  to  plan  to  get  out.  His  fertile 
brain  hit  upcn  the  plan  of  petitions  for 
pardon  to  Governor  Taylor. 

Petitions  began  to  pour  in  upon  the 
governor  making  the  m^st  appealing 
pleas  for  the  liberation  of  Boyer.  These 
petitions  were  signed  by  court  officers, 
county  officials  and  prominent  citizens. 
The  result  was  that  Governor  Taylor's 
sympathies  were  touched  and  he  un- 
conditionally pardimed  Boyer. 

No  sooner  was  the  man  liberated  than 
Governor  Taylor  found  he  'lad  been  vic- 
timized; that  the  great  majority  of  the 
petitions  were  forgeries  and  that  Boyer 
was  the  forger.  He  had  done  the  work 
in  the  penitentiary  and  through  con- 
federates on  the  outside  gotten  the  pe- 
titions to  ttie  governor.  Some  time  later 
Boyer  was  arrested,  the  governor  hav- 
ing in  the  meantime  revoked  the  par- 
d(vn  on  the  ground  that  it  had  been  pro- 
cun^d  by  fraud. 

Then  Boyer  went  to  law  with  the 
state.  The  quest irm  was  whether  or 
not  the  governor  had  a  right  to  revoke 
a  pardon.  The  lower  court  decided 
against  ftojer,  but  the  supreme  court, 
after  an  investigation  of  several  weeks, 
holds  that  a  pardon  unconditional  in  its 
terms  cannot  be  revoked  by  the  execu- 
tive. The  prisoner  must  therefore  be  dis- 
charged. Attorney  General  Pickle  asked 
that  Boyer  be  held  to  answer  an  indict- 
ment for  for.gery  in  Cocke  county,  but 
the  court  said  that  it  had  no  right  to 
hold  him  for  .my  pvrpose.

Denver,  Col.,  Feb.  20.— Mrs.  John  Guth 
is  probably  the  only  woman  in  the 
United  States  who  is  proprietor  and  ac- 
tive manager  of  a  gambling  house.  She 
has  taken  to  this  means  of  livelihood  to 
support  her  husband  and  family  of 
small  children.  "The  Aetna  Invest- 
ment company"  is  the  sign  on  the 
ground  fioor  of  No.  1913  Larimer  street, 
Denver,  Col.,  where  Mrs.  Guth  con- 
ducts the  place.  On  the  floor  above 
are  faro,  roulette,  .craps  and  poker 
games,  besides  a  private  gambling 
room  for  women.  Mrs.  Guth  personally 
supervises  all  the  details  of  the  busi- 
ness, watches  the  dealers  in  the  faro 
games,  attends  to  the  drawings  in  the 
policy  shop  and  interviews  the  fire  and 
police  board  when  that  is  necessary. 
She  began  her  career  as  owner  of  a 
gambling  house  about  a  year  ago,  when 
her  husband's  health  failed.  She  start- 
ed in  a  mixlest  way  with  a  policy  shop 
at  her  present  location,  and  about  three 
months  ago  established  a  faro  room  in 
another  building.  Two  weeks  ago  she 
brought  all  her  enterprises  together  un- 
der one  roof. 

"How  did  I  come  to  open  a  gambling 
house?''  Mrs.  Guth  repeated  a  question. 
"Well,  my  husband  lost  his  health  and 
could  do  nothing  to  support  us.  We  had 
a  little  money,  but  I  knew  that  would 
rot  go  far,  and  was  casting  about  ior 
some  way  to  invest  it  when  I  happened 
to  read  in  a  newspaper  how  Bob  Austn 
(a  famous  gambler  in  Denver)  had  been 
fined  J500,  had  paid  it  without  a  whim- 
per and  gone  right  on  with  his  business. 
1  thought  there  must  be  money  in  it  if 
he  were  able  to  do  that,  so  I  took  it  up. 
1  didn't  know  anything  about  the  games 
when  I  began,  but  I  know  all  about 
them  now,  although  I  never  play,  and 
all  the  actual  work  is  done  by  my  em- 
ployes. I  found  out  one  thing— that  is. 
to  succeed  in  a  gambling  house  you 
must  be  on  the  square.

Like  Superior  Comoliditod 

Mining   Company    and 

MIstabo  Road  In  Doal. 
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New  York,  Feb.  20.— The  Herald  says: 
Arrangements  have  been  perfected 
whereby  the  Lake  Superior  Consolidat- 
ed Iron  Mining  company  and  its  aifl- 
liated  interest  will  enter  the  great  iron 
and  steel  combination  which  is  now 
being  organized  in  New  York  city  by  J. 
P.  Morgan.  The  L,ake  Superior  Consoli- 
dated Mining  company  is  capitalized  at 
$30,000,000  and  it  represents  the  inter- 
ests of  John  D.  Rockefeller  in  the  Lake 
Superior  regions.  This  company  prac- 
tically controls  the  interest  of  the  Du- 
lutb,  Missabe  &  Northern  railroad, 
which  runs  from  Duluth  to  Iron  Moun- 
tain on  the  Mesaba  range.  This  road 
is  the  connecting  link  between  the  rich 
iron  mines  on  the  Mesaba  range  and 
Lake  Superior.  Interest  attaches  to 
the  transactions  because  it  indicates 
that  the  Rockefeller  iron  and  steel  prop- 
erties in  the  country  of  the  great  lakes 
have  gone  into  the  transaction. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Herald  an- 
nounces definitely  that  Henry  C.  Prick 
has  been  made  chairman  of  the  direc- 
tors of  the  new  steel  combination.  The 
Herald  says  that  the  opposition  to  Mr. 
Prick's  selection  is  expected  to  ma- 
terialize among  the  Pittsburg  stock- 
holders interested,  but  it  is  believed 
that  no  contingency  can  possibly  arise 
which  will  prevent  the  great  steel  com- 
bination from  being  organized  on  some 
basis. 


MUCH  WANTED. 

LumbBrjack    Torrorlzed    a 
Camp  Near  Ferris— Offi- 
cers Looking  For  Nim. 

Cass  Lake,  Minn.,  Feb.  20.— (Special  to 
The  Heiald.)— Edmond  White,  who  with 
his  father.  R.  E.  White,  id  logging  on  an 
extensive  scale,  near  Farris,  foui*  miles 
west  of  here,  was  in  town  yesterday,  ac- 
companied by  his  camp  foreman,  L.  H. 
Smith.  They  were  looking  for  a  man 
named  E.  L.  Woods,  who  one  day  last 
week  terrorized  the  White  camp  and 
ran  matters  thereabouts  with  a  high 
hand.

Sudden    Impetus  In  Trade 

Between  Malta  and  the 

United  States. 

Washington.  Feb.  20.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Consul  John  A.  Grant,  in  a 
communication  to  the  state  department, 
states  that  during  the  past  few  months 
there  has  been  a  sudden  impetus  in 
trade  between  Malta  and  the  United 
States.  Today  more  American  goods 
may  be  found  on  sale  there  than  for  a 
great  tnanv  years  past,  and  the  outlook 
seems  to  indicate  that  a  year  from  now 
will  eee  an  increase  over  the  present 
favorable  conditions  to  the  extent  of  at 
least  50  per  cent.  Up  to  two  years  ago 
Malta  had  been  for  a  very  long  period 
without  direct  communication  at  other 
ports.  The  increase  in  trade  may  be  di- 
rectly traced  to  the  establishment  of  a 
direct  line  of  steamers  between  New- 
York  and  Malta.  When  the  line  was 
established  Maltese  merchants  were  in- 
clined to  be  i-keptical  as  to  Its  perman- 
ency; but  when  it  was  seen  that  the 
steamers  were  arriving  with  reasonable 
regularity,  their  views  changed,  and  In- 
duiries  were  made  for  addresses  of 
American  merchants.  A  generation  had 
passed  since  the  days  of  the  fast  Ameri- 
can clipper  ships,  and  their  disappear- 
ance resulted  in  an  almost  total  ex- 
tinction of  trade  in  our  goods.  Neces- 
sarily, during  this  interval,  many 
changes  occurred:  business  conditions 
altered  on  both  sides  of  the  ocean,  and 
when  the  present  direct  line  was  insti- 
tuttd.  there  was  a  lack  of  information  as 
to  standing  and  addresses  of  business 
houses. 

These  addresses  having  been  fur- 
nished, there  Is  today  a  large  correspon- 
dence between  merchant*  of  Malta  and 
of  the  United  States.

Baldwin  is  one  of  the  most  rominent 
capitalists  of  the  city  and  a  leading 
member  of  the  Union  club,  as  well  as  of 
other  less  prominent  clubs  and  organ- 
izations. He  is  a  bachelor,  55  years  old 
and  has  been  prominent  in  society  for 
many  years. 

DISLIKE  MI>S  BUSBY'S  VIEWS. 

Michigan  Colored  People  Condemn 
Her  Advice  to  Fight. 

Benton  Harlmi-,  Mich.,  Fel>. .  20. — Tlie 
letter  from  Mrs.  Carrie  Busby,  which 
has  been  published,  urging  the  colored 
people  to  fight  for  their  freedom  from 
lynching  and  mob  law,  does  not  meet 
with  the  approval  of  other  colored  citi- 
zens of  this  city,  who  refuse  to  endor.?e 
her  plan  for  war.  The  following  letter 
from  a  prominent  colored  citizen  of  this 
city  was  made  public: 

"We  the  law-abiding  colored  citizens 
of  Benton  Harbor  and  St.  Joseph,  do 
heartily  condemn  the  article  written  by 
Miss  Carrie  Bushy,  one  of  our  talented 
young  colored  ladies.  Although  we  do 
not  think  there  is  a  white  or  colored 
citizen  who  is  law-abiding  and  ap- 
proves of  mob  violence  as  it  is  carried 
on  in  the  South  upon  colored  citizens, 
we  beg  of  the  South  to  let  the  law  take 
its  course,  not  mobs.  But  we  cannot 
approve  of  Miss  Busby's  means  of 
settling  the  race  problem  in  the  South." 


BAN  ON  STRAIT  JACKETS, 

Brand  Jury's  Presentment  Results 
In  Action  at  Bellevue. 

New  York,  Fel'.  20.— Use  of  the 
straight-Jacket  has  Ijeen  abandoned  in 
Bellevue  hospital.  This  applies  to  both 
the  alcoholic  ward  and  the  insane  pavi- 
lion. The  exit  of  the  jacket  was 
hastened  by  the  presentment  of  the 
grand  jury,  which  said: 

"We  find  that  for  many  years  me- 
chanical restraints,  in  the  nature  of  re- 
straining belts,  strait-jackets,  hand- 
cuffs, ankle  cuffs  and  other  like  means, 
have  been  commonly  used  in  the  Belle- 
vue insane  pavilion,  whereas  their  use 
has  long  ago  been  abandoned  at  the 
Manhattan  state  hospital.

A  HOT  TIME. 


Elsvated  Railway  Car  Burned 

to  the    Trucks  at 

Chlcd|;o. 

Chicago,  Feb.  21.— Passengers  and 
crow  of  an  early  morning  Metropolitan 
elevated  railway  train  had  an  exciting 
experience  with  tire  today.

CHINA'S  LOAN. 

It  Must  Be  Had  Soon  But 

Hegoiiatlons  Hoi  Yet 

Commenced. 

Xow  York.  Feb.  21.— A  report  in  Berlin 
yesterday  that  China  Is  negotiathig  a  loan 
of  30O.C«»,OO0  marks  in  New  York  se.em.e  to 
be  based  purely  on  conjecture,  S'l  t:\v  as 
can  be  learned  from  New  York  bankers. 
It  is  a  matter  that  of  course  China  will 
have  to  borrow  to  meet  tht>  demands  up- 
on her  for  indemnities  for  the  powers.  It 
Is  expected  that  the  cheapest  money  mar- 
ket will  be  appealed  to  for  resource.s  for 
such  a  I'-an.  Xow  York  In  the  circum- 
stances will  be  called  on  for  at  least  a  part 
of  such  a  loan,  but  of  any  actual  negotia- 
tion nn  trace  can  be  found.  It  Is  not  con- 
sidered probably  that  any  plan  lias  yet 
been  fornied  for  such  a  financial  opf-Va- 
tlon.  as  zne  amount  of  China's  require- 
.  ment  is  yet  wholly  con#Fctur^. 


BISHOP  W.  M.  BARKER  DEAD 


Stricken  Down  By  Heart  Disease  at  His  Resi- 
dence In  Tacoma— Formerly  Rector  of 
St.  Paul's  In  Duluth. 


One  of  the  Host  Popular  Clergymen  Ever  In 

Duluth- Brilliant  Nan,  Full  of 

Original  Plans. 


Tacoma,  Wash.,  Feb.  21.— (Special     to 

The  Herald.)— Bishop  Barker  died  at  his 

home  here  at  6:30  o'clock  this  mornin.g. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  heart  dis- 
ease. 


The  above  announcement  of  the  death 

of  Bishop  Barker  will  be  received  with 
deep  sorrow  by  many  friends  in  Duluth, 
having  been  for  years  the  rector  of  St. 
Paul's  Epiocopal  church  here,  and  gain- 
ing a  large  circle  of  friends  and  ad- 
mirers both  outside  and  inside  the 
church  with  which  he  was  connected. 
Duluth  has  had  few  clergymen  who 
were  as  generally  popular  as  was  Mr. 
Barker,  and  it  was  with  regret  that  the 
news  of  his  elevation  to  the  episcopate 
was  received,  because  it  necessitated  his 
removal  from  this  city. 

Re\'.  William  Morris  Barker  was  born 
May  12,  lSr>4.  at  Towanda,  Pa.,  and  was 
educated  at  his  father's  classical  school 
in  Germantown.  graduating  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1873.  His 
theological  education  was  pursued  at 
the  Berkeley  Divinity  school.  He  was 
ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Williams  in 
1879,  and  priest  by  Bishop  Doane  In  1880, 
or  fifteen  months  previous  to  his  ordina- 
tion to  the  priesthood,  Mr.  Barker 
served  at  St.  John's  church,  Troy,  N.  Y., 
as  assistant  rector.  After  that  period 
he  was  the  assistant  at  St.  John's, 
Washington,  D.  C,  for  three  months, 
when  he  was  elected  rector  of  St.  Paul's, 
in  the  same  city.  Here  he  labored  for 
six  .jears,  resigning  to  take  charge  of 
the  extensive  parish  of  St.  Luke's.  Bal- 
timore. This  was  his  home  until  March, 
18S9,    when   he  wae   summoned     to     the 


rectorship  of  St.  Paul's.  Duluth,  from 
whence  he  was  elected  to  the  bishopric 
of  the  newly  formed  missionary  juris- 
diction In  the  state  of  Colorado.  He  was 
highly  successful  in  the  large  and  re- 
sponsible work  that  he  was  called  upon 
to  perform  as  a  missionary  bishop,  and 
a  few  years  later  was  elected  bishop  of 
the  diocese  of  Olympla,  making  his  resi- 
dence at  Tacoma.  There  he  has  labored 
with  much  success,  and  the  people  of  the 
diocese  will  lie  plunged  into  mourning 
by  his  sudden  demise.  Bishop  Barker 
was  married  a  few  years  ago,  since  be- 
coming bishop  of  Olympla.  Shortly  after 
his  election  to  the  :nl?tilonary  bishopric 
in  Colorado,  Seabury  divinity  school,  in 
this  state,  conferred  upon  him  the  de- 
gree of  doctor  of  divinity. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Ryan,  who  was  Bishop 
Barker's  successor  as  rector  of  the  St. 
Paul's  parish  in  this  city,  could  scarcely 
believe  the  news  when  he  heard  it  at 
noon  today.  In  speaking  of  Bishop 
Barker  he  said: 

"He  has  been  threatened  with  heart 
trouble  for  some  time  past  and  was 
transferred  from  Western  Colorado  to 
the  district  of  Olympia  on  account  of 
the  high  altitude  of  Colorado  affecting 
his  heart.  He  did  a  grand  work  for  Du- 
luth during  the  four  years  he  was  rec- 
tor of  this  farish.  It  was  through  his 
efforts  that  our  church  was  enlarged, 
and  the  city  generally  was  much  bene- 
fited by  his  large  public  meetings  for 
non -churchgoers.  He  was  a  brilliant 
man,  and  full  of  original  [tans  in  church 
work,  which  he  coi^Jd  always  put  into 
execution  suocessf^jlly  and  expeditijus- 
ly."

A  SENSATIONAL  SCANDAL 

Duke  of  Westminster  Who  Harried  Miss  West 

the  Other  Day,  is  Co-respondent  (a 

London  Divorce  Suit. 


Plaintiff  is  Major  Atherlon  of  Twelfth  Lancers 

Who  Has  Been  Offered  £40,000 

to  Settle  the  Matter. 


London,  Feb.  21.— MaJ.  T.  J.  Atherton. 
second  in  command  of  the  Twelfth 
(Prince  of  Wale.s)  royal  lancers,  now  in 
South  Africa,  has  filed  a  suit  for  divorce 
against  his  wife,  Mabel  Louisa  Ather- 
ton, naming  the  duke  of  Westminster  as 
co-respondent.  With  the  announceinent 
of  the  filing  of  the  suit  of  Atherton  vs. 
Atherton  and  Westminster,  the  Lmg- 
anticipated  divorce  proceedings  of  Maj. 
Atherton  against  his  wife,  with  the  duke 

of  Westminster  figuring  in  the  role  of 
co-respondent,  have  at  length  material- 
ized. Within  the  past  thirty-six  hour;?, 
the  lawyer,  who  is  looked  upcjn  as  the 
leader  of  the  divorce  c<iurt  bar,  has  been 
retained  in  behalf  of  the  petitioner. 

The  case  cannot  be  aired  in  court  at 
any  rate  for  some  months,  and  pos- 
sibly not  before  the  autumn,  and  the 
friends  of  the  just-married  duke  may 
yet  succeed  in  compromising  the  matter 
and  preventing  a  trial.  But  a«  Maj. 
Atherton  is  reported  to  have  already  re- 
fused a  check  for  £40.000,  as  compensa- 
tion for  the  injury  he  is  said  to  have 
sustained,  the  task  ahead  of  those  who 
are  trying  to  arrange  a  settlement, 
among  whom  is  said  to  l)e  King  Edward 
himself,  would  eeejTi  to  V)e  In.superative. 

The  petitioner  in  this  sensational 
scandal  belongs  to  one  of  the  crack  regi- 
ment.'- in  the  British  army,  the  Twelfth 
(Prince  of  Wales  royaO  lancers.  Maj. 
Atherton  ought  to  have  succeeded  to 
the  command  of  the  regiment  when  its 
late  colonel,  the  earl  of  Alrlie.  w?s  killed 
in  South  Africa  in  Jime  last,  but  he  was 
passed  mer  in  favor  of  Col.  B.  T. 
Mahon.  who  commanded  the  Briti.'»h 
foroes  which  relieved  Mafeking.  The  re- 
spondent,   Mabel   Louisa  Atherton.   is  a 


sister  of  Sir   Aubrey  Paul,   Bart.     She 

married  the  major  in  1S92.  They  have 
one  son,  born  In  1S99.  Mrs.  Atherton  is  a 
good  looking,  stylish  woman,  about  35 
years  of  age.  She  belongs  to  London's 
smart  set.  When  Mrs.  Atherton  went  to 
South  Africa  her  husband's  regiment 
was  with  Lord  Methuen's  command  at 
the  Modder  river,  and  she  proceeded 
there.  Mrs.  Atherton  was  at  the  Mod- 
der river  camp  with  other  women  when 
Dr.  Treve^s  denounced  the  "i>lague  of 
women"  at  the  front  in  South  Africa. 
The  duke  of  Westminster,  then  Lord 
Belgrave,  and  the  brother  of  a  well- 
known  South  African  millionaire,  whose 
nam.e  has  also  been  mentioned  with  that 
of  Mrs.  Atherton,  were  at  the  same 
camp.  For  a  long  lime  Maj.  Atherton 
remained  in  ignorance  of  the  camp  gos- 
sip, but  finally  some  of  his  brother  offi- 
cers notified  him  of  the  fa^ts  in  the 
ca.se.  Mri3.  Atherton  returned  to  Eng- 
land in  October,  and  stopped  off  at  the 
Island  of  Maderia.  There  she  took  pass- 
age on  a  steamer  which  was  taking  the 
Duke  of  Westminster  home.  They  ar- 
rived In  London  Nov.  3.  Since  the  re- 
turn of  Mrs.  Athorton,  the  Grosvenor 
family  (the  duke's  name  is  Hugh  Rich- 
ard Arthur  Groevenor)  has  been  en- 
gaged in  an  attemi>t  to  prevent  the  case 
getting  into  the  courts.  The  countess  of 
Grosvenor,  the  duke's  mother.  Invited 
Mrs.  Atherton  to  her  house.  This  move 
silenced  the  gossip?  for  some  time.  Then 
C3me  the  report  of  the  service  of  a  cita- 
tion on  the  duke  of  Westminster  the  day 
of  his  marriage,  which  was  disproved  by 
the  fact  that  the  suit  was  not  then  filed. 
The  duke  of  Westminster  was  married 
at  St.  Paul's  church,  Knight.sl>ridge, 
London,  Feb.  16.  to  Miss  Shelagh  We~!t, 
daughter  of  Col.  William  Cornwallis 
West.

FRAUDS  AT 
MILWAUKEE 

Efidence  Thattlie  City  Has 

Been   Befrauded  For 

Several  Years. 


SYSTEM  OF  FORGERY 


Bogus  Cartlficates  Amounting 

to  From  $20,000  to  $100,- 

000  Were  Casiied. 


(Milwaukee,  Feb.  21.— The  Sentinel 
says:  Evidence  has  been  brought  to  light 
which  shows  the  city  of  Milwaukee  has 
been  systematically  defrauded  for  years. 

How  much  the  city  treasury  has  suf- 
fered is  not  known  exactly,  but  an  in- 
vestigation which  has  been  conducted 
for  the  past  two  days  by  City  Treaourer 
Bollow  shows  that  the  city  has  been  de- 
frauded out  of  a  sum  which  is  estimated 
anywhere  from  $20,000  to  $100,000,  and  it 
may  even  be  greater. 

The  investigation  has  not  progressed 
far  enough  so  that  the  names  of  any  one 
can  be  connected  with  the  scandal,  but 
the  operations  by  which  this  great 
amount  of  money  was  taken  from  the 
city  treasury  have  extended  over  a 
period  of  several  years,  and  according 
to  the  revelations  made  thus  far,  for- 
gery, raised  figures  and  the  theft  of  the 
printing  of  false  city  certificates,  which 
Q\iy  Treasurer  Bollow  has  secured  by 
tracing  up  a  few  of  the  old  city  certifi- 
cates, that  there  has  been  an  organized 
movement  for  years  to  defraud  the  city. 

The  manner  In  which  thos«  implicated 
have  operated  was  either  to  raise  the 
{■mounts  of  city  certificates  given  to  con- 
tractors for  work  done  or  to  issue  fraud- 
uler  t  certificates,  sometimes  in  the  name 
of  living  contr.i  'ors,  sometimes  in  the 
names  of  men  who  have  been  dead  for 
years.  The  names  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  i>ublic  works  and  the  city  comp- 
tt  oiler  were  forged  to  these  certificates. 

There  is  no  means  of  telling  at  present 
what  amount  the  city  has  lost,  but  It  In 
kr.own  that  the  operations  in  these  fraud- 
ulent certificates  extended  back  to  1894, 
and  It  Is  Intimated  they  may  extend  allU 
further  back. 

The  discovery  was  made  through  an  ac- 
cident. A  representative  of  one  of  the 
trust  companies  which  has  been  loaning 
money  on  city  certificates  came  into  the 
citv  treasurer's  office.  They  fell  into 
Treasurer  Hollow's  hands,  and  he  im- 
mediately discovered  they  were  not  gen- 
uine.

Possible  Effect  of  the  Morgan  Consolidation 

Is  Being  Discussed  and  Announcement 

of  Details  Is  Awaited. 


Leading  Men  Assert  True  Policy  Must  Be  to 

Secure  Economies  and  Share  Them 

With  the  f-  nsumers. 


New  York.  Fe  3.  21. — Anent  the  stee  /..

A  large  capitali:!ation  and  the  facts 
point  in  that  direction,  means  very 
heavy  fixed  cha  -ges,  which  in  turn 
would  imply  ability  on  the  part  of  out- 
siders. Certain  y  no  new  enterprises 
would  enter  the  ists  without  very  sub- 
stantial flnanciitl  backing,  and  with 
u'nple  provisions  for  raw  rnatcrial.  All 
will  depend  upon  the  management, 
which  must  bu  broad  and  tactful. 
Crowding  prices  would  be  fateful  in 
many  ways.  Leading  mon  point  out  that 
the  true  policy  must  be  to  secure  econ- 
omics and  shart  them  with  the  con- 
sumers. In  othe '  words,  the  plan  must 
be  to  persistently  lower  prices.  With 
control  of  every;  hin^  fr.im  the  ground 
up,  there  will  be  little  excuse  for  fluc- 
tuations, and  a  steadying  of  the  mar- 
kets must  be  a  natural  result.  If  it  were 
not  that  the  situation  in  steel  billets  is 
peculiar,  one  of  the  flrst  steps  should 
be  a  lowering  in  the  price,  which  would 
do  much  to  allay  public  apprehension. 

The  Iron  Age  t  jday  says  of  conditions 
in  the  iron  trad?:  The  feature  of  the 
week  has  been  the  heavy  buying  of  pig 
iron,  notably  for  steel  purposes.  Some 
large  sales  of  B»semer  pig  have  been 
made  in  the  valleys,  and  the  market  has 
risen  squarely.  A  leading  Interest  in 
the  Pittsburg  district  has  purchased 
heavily  of  Basic  pig  iron  in  nearly  all 
the  markets.  i^irmingham,  Virginia, 
Eastern  and  IVestern  Pennsylvania 
furnaces  have  teen  sellers,  the  total 
quantity  of  basic  pig  involved  probably 
being  not  far  fro  n  60,000  to  70,000.  There 
have  also  been  sales  aggregating  at 
least  204)00  tons  if  pig  iron  by  furnaces 
in  the  Lebanon  valley,  and  there  have 
been  transaction  3  in  Pittsburg  of  round 
lots  of  mill  iron.  The  suspicion  that  all 
these  transactions  have  been  carried 
through  in  order  to  give  the  iron  market 
an  appearance  cf  buoyancy  In  view  of 
the  finan«lal  developments  does  not 
seem  justified.  In  foundry  iron  the  cast 
Iron  pipe  f ^und  ies  have  been  buying 
some  round  lots  tast  and  we.st,  and  there 
is  generally  a  somewhat  better  feeling. 

There  is  a   grcwing  scarcity  of  steel. 


.nd  premiums  are  being  paid  for  prompt 
lelivery.  The  fact  that  some  of  the 
consolidation  finishing  mills  are  ham- 
pered in  tiielr  operations  by  the  absence 
of  steel  is  a  proof  that  there  is  no  con- 
certed movement  among  the  works  in 
the  billet  pool  to  educate  the  buyers  up 
to  a  meditated  advance. 

In  the  wire  rod  market  the  burning  of 
a  New  England  mill  has  created  quite 
a  gap.  It  is  understood  that  the  works 
had  about  15,000  tons  on  their  books. 
The  leading  wire  interest  reports  a  very 
heavy  business.  During  the  flrst  days  of 
this  month  specifications  were  received 
carrying  about  60,000  tons  of  products, 
as  compared  with  about  80,000  tons  for 
the  whole  of  January. 

A  very  large  tonnage  of  structural 
material  keeps  coming  up.  The  leadlngf 
bridge  concern  has  taken  about  35,000 
tons  in  one  week.  Including  28,000  tons 
for  bridges  on  the  New  York  Central 
road.  In  the  Chicago  district  heavy 
transactions  are  reported  In  iron  and 
steel  bars,  and  the  prices  have  again 
hardened  after  their  brief  spell  of  eas- 
ing. In  every  direction  there  is  evi- 
dence of  a  large  consumption,  encour- 
aged, no  doubt,  by  the  moderate  prices 
which  prevail  In  nearly  every  branch. 
The  trade  has  evidently  outlived  the  evil 
effects  of  the  boom  and  confidence  in 
value  Is  restored.  The  enormous  pres- 
sure on  the  Connellsvllle  coke  region  is 
proof  of  the  great  activity  among  the 
furnaces  and  the  foundries.  Very  little 
is  doing  in  any  branch  of  the  export 
trade  in  the  heavy  lines  of  iron  and 
steel. 


New  York,  Feb.  21.— A  dispatch  to  tho 
Tribune  from  London  says:  The  de- 
pression in  the  British  iron  and  steel 
trades  formed  the  keynote  of  the  duke 
of  Devonshire's  address  to  the  rfiare-' 
holders  of  tho  Furness  railway,  over 
which  he  presides.  He  attributed  the 
present  condition  of  affairs  to  the  keen 
American  competition,  and  expressed 
the  opinion,  especially  in  regard  to  steel 
rails,  that  the  competition  would  become 
even  more  acute  and  that  further  de- 
pression in  the  home  industry  was  in- 
evitable. Sir  Christopher  Furness,  in 
proposing  at  Newcastle  that  the  famous 
Stephenson  works  should  have  bigger 
accommodation,  mentioned  as  his  reason 
the  fact  that  the  American  locomotive 
trade  has  Increased  450  per  cent,  while 
England's  trade  has  decreased  25  per 
cent.

BISHOP  W.  M.  BARKER  DEAD 

Stricken  Down  By  Heart  Disease  at  His  Resi* 

denes  In  Tacoma— Formerly  Reotor  of 

St.  Paul's  In  Duluth. 


One  of  file  Most  Popular  Clergymen  Ever  In 

Dulutli- Brilliant  Man,  Full  of 

Original  Plans. 


Tacoma,  "Wasfi.,  Feb.  21.— (Special    to 

The  Herald.) — Bishop  Barker  died  at  his 

home  here  at  6:30  o'clock  this  mornins. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  heart  dis- 
ease. 


The  above  announcement  of  the  death 
of  Bishop  Barker  will  lie  received  with 
deep  sorrow  by  many  friends  in  Duluth, 
having  been  for  years  the  rector  of  St. 
Paul's  Epiecopal  church  here,  and  gain- 
ing a  large  circle  of  friends  and  ad- 
mirers both  outside  and  inside  the 
church  with  which  he  was  connected. 
Duluth  has  h:id  few  clergymen  who 
were  as  generally  popular  as  was  Mr. 
Barker,  and  it  was  with  regret  that  the 
news  of  his  elevation  to  the  eidscopate 
was  received,  because  It  necessitated  his 
removal  from  this  city. 

Rev.  William  Morris  Barker  was  born 
May  12,  isr>4,  at  Towanda,  Pa.,  and  was 
educated  at  his  father's  classical  school 
in  Germantown,  graduating  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1873.  His 
theological  cducati<m  was  pursued  at 
the  Berkeley  Divinitj  school.  He  was 
ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Williams  in 
187y,  and  priest  by  Bishop  Doane  In  1880. 
or  fifteen  months  previous  to  his  ordina- 
tion to  the  priesthood.  Mr.  Barker 
served  at  St.  John's  church,  Troy,  N.  Y., 
as  assistant  rector.  After  that  period 
he  was  the  assistant  at  St.  John's, 
Washington,  D.  C,  for  three  months, 
when  he  was  elected  rector  of  St.  Paul's, 
in  the  same  city.  Here  he  labored  for 
six  years,  resigning  to  take  charge  of 
the  extensive  parish  of  St.  Luke's.  Bal- 
timore. This  was  his  home  until  March, 
ISs?,   when   he  wa«   summoned     to     the 


rectorship  of  St.  Paul's.  Duluth,  from 
whence  he  was  elected  to  the  bishopric 
of  the  newly  formed  missionary  juris- 
diction in  the  state  of  Colorado.  He  was 
highly  successful  in  the  large  and  re- 
sponsible work  that  he  was  called  upon 
to  perform  as  a  missionary  bishop,  and 
a  few  years  later  was  elected  bishop  of 
the  dlo.?ese  of  Olympla,  making  his  resi- 
de nee  at  Tacoma.  There  he  has  labored 
with  much  success,  and  the  people  of  the 
diocese  will  l)e  plunged  into  mourning 
by  his  sudden  demise.  Bishop  Barker 
■was  married  a  few  years  ago,  since  be- 
coming bishop  of  Olympia.  Shortly  after 
his  election  to  the  :n!Fi=ionary  bishopric 
in  Colorado,  Seabury  divinity  school,  in 
this  state,  conferred  upon  him  the  de- 
gree of  doctor  of  divinity. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Ryan,  who  was  Bishop 
Barker's  successor  as  rector  of  the  St. 
Paul's  i^arlsh  in  thJ«  city,  could  scarcely 
believe  the  news  when  he  heard  it  at 
noon  today.  In  speaking  of  Bisliop 
Barker  he  said: 

"He  has  been  threatened  with  heart 
trouble  for  some  time  past  and  was 
transferred  from  Western  Colorado  to 
the  district  of  Olympia  on  account  of 
the  high  altitude  of  Colorado  affecting 
his  heart.  He  did  a  grand  work  for  Du- 
luth during  the  four  years  he  was  rec- 
tor of  this  i>arish.  It  was  through  his 
efforts  that  our  church  was  enlarged, 
and  the  city  generally  was  much  bene- 
fited by  his  largo  public  meetings  for 
non-churohgoers.  He  was  a  brllilaiu. 
man,  and  full  of  original  plans  in  church 
work,  which  he  coi^ld  always  put  Into 
execution  successfully  and  expeditious- 
ly."

A  SENSATIONAL  SCANDAL 

Duke  of  Westminster  Who  Harried Uliss  West 

the  Other  Day,  is  Go-responflentin 

London  Divorce  Suit. 


Plaintiff  is  Major  AtherSon  of  Twelfth  Lancers 

Who  Has  Been  Offered  £40,000 

to  Settle  the  Matter. 


London.  Feb.  21.— Maj.  T.  J.  Atherton. 
second  in  command  of  the  Twelfth 
(Prince  of  Wales)  royal  lancers,  now  in 
South  Africa,  has  tiled  a  suit  for  divorce 
asainst  his  wife,  Mabel  Louisa  Ather- 
ton, naming  the  duke  of  Westminster  as 
co-respondent.  With  the  announcement 
of  the  filing  of  the  suit  of  Atherton  vs. 
Atherton  and  Westminster,  the  long- 
anticipated  divorce  proceedings  of  Maj. 
Atherton  against  his  wife,  with  the  duke 
of  Westminster  figuring  in  the  role  of 
co-resjiondent,  have  at  length  material- 
ized. Within  the  past  thirty-six  hour:-, 
the  lawyei'.  who  is  looked  upon  as  the 
leader  of  tho  divoree  court  bar,  has  been 
retained  in  behalf  of  the  petitioner. 

The  case  cannot  be  aired  in  court  at 
any  rate  for  some  months,  and  pos- 
sil^Iy  not  before  the  autumn,  and  the 
friends  of  the  just-married  duke  may 
yet  succeed  in  compromising  the  matter 
and  preventin.i;  a  trial.  But  a«  Maj. 
Atherton  is  reported  to  have  alreaily  re- 
fused a  check  for  £4O.00ft.  as  compensa- 
tion for  the  injury  he  is  said  to  have 
sustained,  the  task  ahead  of  those  who 
are  trying  to  arrange  a  i^ettlement, 
anion?::  whom  is  said  to  he  King  Edward 
himself,  would  seem  to  be  insupeiativc. 

The  petitioner  in  this  sensational 
scandal  bekuigs  to  one  of  the  crack  regi- 
ments in  the  British  army,  the  Twelfth 
(I'linie  of  Wales  royal)  lancers.

They  hav.- 
one  son,  born  in  1899.  Mrs.  Atherton  is  a 
good  looking,  stylish  woman,  alM)ut  3.') 
years  of  age.  She  belongs  to  London's 
smart  set.  When  Mrs.  Atherton  went  to 
South  Africa  her  husband's  regiment 
was  with  Lord  Methuen's  command  at 
the  Modder  river,  and  she  proceeded 
there.  Mrs.  Atherton  was  at  the  Mod- 
der river  camp  with  other  wi>men  when 
Dr.  Trevc-3  denounced  the  "i>lagup  of 
women"  at  the  front  In  South  Africa.

FRAUDS  AT 
MILWAUKEE 

Evidence  Thattlie  City  Has 

Been   Befrauded  For 

Several  Years. 


SYSTEM  OF  FORGERY 


Bogus  Certificates  Amounting 

to  From  $20,000  to  $100,- 

000  Were  Caslied. 


Milwaukee,  Feb.  21.— The  Sentinel 
says:  Evidence  has  been  brought  to  light 
which  shows  the  city  of  Milwaukee  has 
been  systematically  defrauded  for  years. 

How  much  the  city  treasury  has  suf- 
fered is  not  known  exactly,  but  an  in- 
vestigation which  has  been  .onducted 
for  the  past  two  days  by  City  Treasurer 
Bollow  shows  that  the  city  has  been  de- 
frauded out  of  a  sum  which  is  estimated 
anyw-here  from  $20,000  to  $100,000,  and  it 
may  even  l>e  greater. 

The  investigation  has  not  progressed 
far  enough  so  that  the  names  of  any  one 
can  be  connected  with  the  scandal,  init 
the  operations  by  which  this  great 
amount  of  money  was  taken  from  the 
city  trea.sury  have  extended  over  a 
period  of  several  years,  and  according 
to  the  revelations  made  thus  far,  for- 
gery, raised  figures  and  the  theft  of  the 
printing  of  false  city  certificates,  which 
CMty  Treasurer  Bollow  has  secured  by 
tracing  up  a  few  of  the  old  city  certifi- 
cates, that  there  has  been  an  organized 
movement  for  years  to  defraud  the  city. 

The  manner  In  which  those  implicated 
have  operated  was  either  to  raise  the 
rmounts  of  city  certificates  given  to  con- 
tractors for  work  done  or  to  issue  fraud- 
ulert  certificates,  sometimes  in  the  name 
of  living  contr.T,  'ors,  sometimes  in  the 
n<';me3  of  men  who  have  been  dead  for 
years.  The  names  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  public  works  and  the  city  comp- 
ti oiler  were  forged  to  these  certificates. 

There  is  no  means  of  tellinpr  at  present 
what  amount  the  city  has  lost,  but  it  Is 
known  that  the  operations  in  these  fraud- 
ulent certificates  extended  back  to  1894, 
«nd  It  is  intimated  they  may  extend  atlll 
further  back. 

The  discovery  was  made  through  an  ac- 
cident. A  representative  of  one  of  the 
trust  comijanies  which  has  been  loaning 
monev  on  city  certificates  came  into  the 
citv  treasurer's  office.  They  fell  into 
Treasurer  Hollow's  hands,  and  he  im- 
mediately dlacovered   they   were  not  gen- 


uine.

In  foundry  Iron  the  cast 
Iron  pipe  foundries  have  been  buying 
some  round  lots  east  and  west,  and  there 
is  generally  a  somew  hat  belter  feeling. 

There  is  a   glowing  searcity  of  steel. 


.nd  premiums  are  being  paid  (or  prompt 
lelivery.  The  fact  that  some  of  the 
.consolidation  finishing  mills  are  han- 
pered  In  their  operations  by  the  absence 
of  steel  Is  a  proof  that  there  is  no  con- 
certed movement  among  the  works  in 
the  billet  pool  to  educate  the  buyers  up 
to  a  meditated  advance. 

In  the  wire  rod  market  the  burning  of 
a  New  England  mill  has  created  quite 
a  gap.  It  is  understood  that  the  works 
had  about  15,000  tons  on  their  books. 
The  leading  wire  Interest  reports  a  very 
heavy  business.  During  the  first  days  of 
this  month  specifications  were  received 
carrying  about  60,000  tons  of  products, 
as  compared  with  about  80,000  tons  for 
the  whole  of  January. 

A  very  large  tonnage  of  structural 
material  keeps  coming  up.  The  leading 
bridge  concern  has  taken  about  35.000 
tons  in  one  week.  Including  2S.0OO  tons 
for  bridges  on  the  New  York  Central 
road.  In  the  Chicago  district  heavy 
transactions  are  reported  In  Iron  and 
steel  bars,  and  the  prices  have  again 
hardened  after  their  brief  spell  of  eas- 
ing. In  every  direction  there  Is  evi- 
dence of  a  large  consumption,  encour- 
aged, no  doubt,  by  the  moderate  prices 
■which  prevail  In  nearly  every  branch. 
The  trade  has  evidently  outlived  the  evil 
effects  of  the  boom  and  confidence  in 
value  is  restored.  The  enormous  pres- 
sure on  the  Connellsville  coke  region  Is 
proof  of  the  great  activity  among  the 
furnaces  and  tSie  foundries.  Very  little 
Is  doing  In  any  branch  of  the  export 
trade  In  the  heavy  lines  of  iron  and 
steel. 


New  York,  Feb.  21.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  The  de- 
pression in  the  British  iron  and  steel 
trades  formed  the  keynote  of  the  duke 
of  Devonshire's  address  to  the  rfnare- 
holders  of  the  Furness  railway,  over 
which  he  presides.  He  attributed  the 
present  condition  of  affairs  to  the  keen 
American  competition,  and  expressed 
the  opinion,  especially  In  regard  to  steel 
rails,  that  the  eompetition  would  become 
even  more  acute  and  that  further  de- 
pression In  the  home  industry  was  In- 
evitable. Sir  Christopher  Furness,  In 
proposing  at  Newcastle  thai  the  famous 
Stephenson  works  should  have  bigger 
accommodation,  mentioned  as  his  reason 
the  fact  that  the  American  locomotive 
trade  has  increased  4uO  per  cent,  while 
England's  trade  has  dect^a.sed  25  per 
cent.

CHINESE  HAVE  ACQUIESCED 

The  Punishment  6f  Officials  Named  By  Envoys 

of  the  Powers  Has   Been  Agreed 

to  By  the  Court. 

There  is  Some  Doubt,  However,  If  the  Edict 

Is  Carried  Out  By  the  Parties 

Most  Interested. 


Pekln.  Feb.  21.— Prince  Ching  and  Li 
Hung  Chang  have  received  telegraphic 
int^lructions  from  the  court  to  notify  the 
mli'isters  of  the  powers  that  an  edict 
has  been  issued  regarding  the  punish- 
ments of  Chinese  ufTicials,  confirmatory 
of  the  demands  made  by  the  ministers, 
as  follows: 

"Gen.  Tung  Fuh  Sian.  to  be  degraded 
and  deprived  of  his  rank. 

"Prime  Tuan  and  Duke  Lan,  to  be 
disgraced  and  exiled. 

"Princ  L  Chuang,  Ying  Nien  and  Chao 
Shu  Chian,  to  commit  suicide. 

"Hsu  Chen  Yu.  Yu  Hsicn  and  Hi  Hain, 
to  be  beheaded." 

This  is  not  exactly  what  the  ministers 
deinaniied,  hut  it  is  considt-red  advisable 
to  agree  to  it.  as  the  demand  for  livevs 
(has  heen  agreed  to.  ex>.opt  in  the  case  of 
Gen.  Tung  Fuh  Sian.  whom  the  court  is 
powerless  to  molest.  There  is  a  private 
understanding  that  his  life  will  be 
claimed  when  it  Is  possible. 

The  European  and  Chinese  fiecretarios 
of  legations  and  others,  who  have  lived 
in  China  for  years,  c(Misi(1er  that  China 
has  Kain.^d  f.  victory,  as  the  only  man 
the  court  ha.>^  to  behead  is  Yu  Hsl<^n. 
The  other  two  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Japanese,  and  could  be  beheaded  when 
thiir  execution  is  wanted.  Suicide  is  no 
di*'f;race  whatever  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Chi  nose. 

No  o!it  believes  Gen.  Tung  Fuh  Sian 
Will  ever  suffer  punishment. 

People  here  say  Chinese  imperial 
edicts  are  very  unstable  do:?uments. 
especially  when  private  edicts  to  the 
executive  ort'cials  aecompany  the  public 
edicts.  A  recent  decree  ordered  all  the 
indicated  flTIcials  to  commit  suicide,  yet 
it  is  evident  a  stcret  «Mlict  was  sent  in- 
structincr  the  i  ersons  implicated  not  to 
obey.  What  iioof.  it  is  asked,  is  there 
now  that  the  icms  of  the  decree  will  be 
carried  out. 

Prime  Ching  Is  greatly  alarmed  at 
the  i>i  cparations  for  the  military  expe- 
ditions into  the  interior.  He  asks  why 
they  are  not  countermanded,  now  timt 
China  has  agreed  to  the  demands  of 
the  powers,  instead  of  which  the  prep- 
arations continue. 

.J.  Fowirr,  the  T'nited  States  consul 
at  Che  Foo.  has  sent  Minister  Conger  a 
proclamation  issued  by  Y'uen  Shi  Kai, 
the  governor  of  the  province  of  Shan 
Tung,  giving  protection  to  the  mission- 
aries and  offering  a  reward  of  200  taels 
for  the  capture  of  any  of  the  ringlead- 
ers of  the  recent  disturl)ances,  and  of- 
fering a  reward  of  100  taels  for  the  cap- 


ture of  others  than  those  actually  com- 
mitting outrages. 

The  civil  and  military  authorities  will 
be  held  strictly  accountable  for  the 
good  order  of  their  districts.  When  out- 
rages are  committed  they  will  be  dis- 
graced and  reported  to  the  throne. 
Where  no  outrages  occur  for  three 
years  the  civil  and  military  authorities 
will  be  rewarded  by  a  merit  tablet  and 
button. 

The  merchants  of  Tien  Tsin  have  sent 
a  memorial  to  Gen.  Chaffee,  asking  him 
to  resume  the  occupation  of  the  Fi  r- 
mosian  concession,  long  ago  given  up 
and  unoccupied,  though  both  the  Brit- 
ish and  German  commanders  talk  of 
annexing  it.  The  merchants  point  cut 
that  they  will  be  badly  handicapped 
without  the  concession  as  they  will  have 
to  i»ay  wharfage  to  a  foreign  power  as 
well  as  the  Chinese  officials.  The  gen- 
eral desires  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  Minister  Conger  for  decision. 


Washington,  Feb.  21. — A  cablegram 
has  been  received  at  the  state  depart- 
ment from  Minister  Conger  stating 
that  the  Chinese  plenipotentiaries  have 
informed  the  foreign  ministers  that  the 
emperor  has  agreed  to  all  the  punish- 
ments named  in  his  (Conger's)  tele- 
gram of  Feb.  G  last.  The  persons  named 
in  the  telegram  referred  to,  with  the 
punishments  prescribed,  were  as  fol- 
lows: For  Princes  Tuan  and  Lan.  deg- 
radation and  exile:  the  death  penalty 
for  Yu  Ilsien,  Chlm  Liu  and  Hsu- 
Sheng-Y^u,  the  two  latter  being  prison- 
ers of  the  Japanese;  posthumous  hon- 
ors for  the  four  members  of  the  tsunj: 
li  yamen,  who  were  executed  last  sum- 
mer by  the  Chinese  because  of  tht^^r 
intercession  for  the  foreigners.  The 
great  difliculty  in  the  way  of  executing 
Gen.  Tung  I'\i  Slang,  being  recognized 
by  the  ministers.  It  was  agreed  that 
some  punishment  be  determined  on 
later,  should  be  administered  to  him 
when  it  was  possible  to  do  so, 

A  subsequent  message  from  Minister 
Conger  includes  In  the  punishment  list, 
and  it  Is  understood  they  are  also  In- 
cluded in  the  emperor's  promise  just 
given,  Chuang,  who  is  to  be  executed, 
Choa  Su-Chia.  Ylng  Nien.  Chi  Hsu. 
Yins  Nien  Chi  Su  and  Hsu-Chens-Yu. 
who  are  to  be  punished  in  some  method 
yet  to  I)e  determined.  It  is  still  un- 
certain whether  Mr.  C'^nger's  message 
marks  the  passage  of  this  important 
phase  of  the  Chinese  quest ioi:  relative 
to  punishments  and  the  taking  up  of 
the  questions  of  indemnity  and  guar- 
antees.

Likely  to  Add  More  Compli- 
cations to  Alaskan  Bound- 
ary Diipute. 

From  Hii  Htrald 
Washincton  Burtau. 

Washington,  Feb.  21.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Reports  have  reached  this 
city  that  gold  deposits  have  been  found 
in  that  section  of  Alaslia  formerly  re- 
garded as  United  States  territory,  but 
which  under  the  modus  Vivendi  has 
been  transferred  to  British  Columbia. 

These  discoveries  and  the  filing  of 
claims  by  American  miners  to  locations 
in  territory  now  held  by  the  British  are 
likely  to  add  further  complications  to 
the  Alasl<an  boundary  dispute.  Presi- 
dent McKlnley  has  already  received  i>e- 
titlons  from  American  miners  from 
what  is  icnown  as  the  Porcupine  region, 
and  Secretary  Hay,  it  is  said,  has  as- 
sured the  petitioners  that  such  rights 
as  they  held  prior  to  the  modus  Vi- 
vendi will  be  preserved.  There  will, 
however,  undoubtedly  be  the  same  con- 
tention as  to  the  st-atus  of  claims  lo- 
cated In  the  disputed  strip  since  Octo- 
ber, 181*9,  when  the  modus  Vivendi  went 
Into  effect,  and  of  other  claims  to  be  lo- 
cated in  a  new  section  which  many 
prospectors  are  preparing  to  Invade  this 
spring. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  temporary  ar- 
rangement with  Gieat  Britain  a  large 
slice  of  territory  at  the  head  of  the  Lynn 
canal,  in  the  vicinity  of  Skagway  and 
Dyea,  which  has  been  under  the  United 
States  flag  since  its  settlement  by  tHe 
whites,  has  been  passed  over  to  British 
control.  To  the  north  and  west  a  wild 
region  exists,  to  which  prospectors  are 
now  turning  their  attention.  It  is  al- 
leged by  American  miners  that  while 
our  government  was  In  Ignorance  of  the 
fact  that  gold  In  paying  quantities  ex- 
isted in  the  section  surrendered,  the 
British  were  better  Informed. 

It  is  now  said  that  within  forty-five 
miles  of  the  vlllase  of  Haines,  and 
about  the  same  distance  from  Klukwan, 
three  creeks  have  been  found  whose 
gold  deposits  equal  those  of  the  Klon- 
dike. One  of  these  rivulets  has  been 
named  Bear  creek,  while  another  Is- 
called  Clear  creek.  These  two  streams 
empty  into  the  Porcupine  river,  and  are 
near  the  head  of  Chilkat  Inlet.  The  near- 
est point  reached  by  steamer  i.s  Haines, 
though  it  is  said  that  three  lines  of 
steamers  will  run  to  Klukwan  as  soon 
as  navigation  opens. 
'  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Hitchcock,  who  wrote 
a  hook  entitled  "Two  Women  In  the 
Klondike,"  and  who  has  large  Interests 
near  Skagway,  is  preparing  to  go  to  the 
new  rcRion  In  the  spring. 

"I  am  satisfied  that  the  reports  from 
what  is  known  as  the  British  Porcu- 
pine river  district  are  not  exaggerated, " 
said  Mrs.  Hitchcock  recently.  "There 
are  less  than  100  men  on  the  ground 
now,  and  some  of  those  have  gone  in 
this  winter  over  the  ice.  The  place 
has  been  very  difficult  of  access,  but 
there  Is  now  talk  of  running  an  ele.-"- 
tric  railroad  there  from  Haines.  The 
distance  is  forty-five  miles  in  a  straight 
line  and  the  project  Is  feasible.  I  liave 
received  a  letter  from  J.  Karol  M.an- 
kowski,  an  expert,  who  says  that  three 
creeks  have  been  prospected  and  all 
surface  washings  have  shown  fine  gold. 
At  a  depth  of  four  feet  coarse  gold  has 
been  found,  which  has  washed  as  high 
as  $5  the  pan.  This  gold  is  found  all 
the  way  down  to  seven  feet,  at  which 
depth  the  water  stops  further  progress. 
"I  have  been  through  many  parts  of 
Alaska,  and  in  my  opinion  the  most 
marvelous  Is  that  Included  in  the 
modus  Vivendi.  There  are  at  least 
1000  claims  staked  out  in  this  section. 
I  do  not  know  whether  the  prospectors 
will  be  permitted  to  hold  the  land  per- 
manently or  not,  hut  I  know  we  now 
pay  all  fees  to  and  file  all  claims  with 
the  l^rltlsh  commissioner.  They  allow 
us  claims  1000  feet  In  length,  while  the 
United  States  limits  us  to  lOO-foU 
claims.  This  difference  in  the  size  cf 
claims  may  tnake  confusion  when  the 
boundary  Is  finally  located. 

"I  know  of  three  millionaires  from 
New  York  city  who  are  going  to  visit 
the  new  country  in  the  spring.  Thoy 
are  all  going  out  with  an  eye  to  busi- 
ness. If  conditions  warrant,  railroads 
will  be  built  and  steamship  lines  started 
which  will  open  up  the  new  Klondike. 
Xavigation  will  not  be  open  until  early 
In  June  Several  parties  will  start."

Claims  His  Discharge  Was 

Irregular  Under  Provision 

of  That  Document. 


Jii  Ise  Dibc-U  in  district  court  today 
was  hearing'  arguments  on  the  question 
of  whether  or  not  Cutler  J.  Marstiall  is 
Etlll  the  court  ofRcer  (if  the  city  of  Dn- 
luth.  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
Mayor  Hugo  let  him  out  when  the  Hugo 
administration  came  in.  He  claims  his 
place  under  t&ie  civil  service  rules  of 
the  new  charter,  and  the  dispute  is  very 
interesting. 

This  suit  is  brought  by  Mr.  Marshall 
again.«t  the  city  frr  salary  f  jr  the  time 
since  h  .•  went  out  of  otHce  under  the 
mayor's  orders,  and  also  to  e-stublis^h  his 
claim  tfiat  he  is  still  a  court  olTicer.  He 
was  apl'ointtd  by  Trueii-:en  and  served 
duririK  his  two  terms.  When  the  Hugo 
administration  came  in  Mayor  Hugo 
sent  a  letter  D  Marshall,  on  March  Itj, 
1900.  saying  that  his  services  would  b. 
no  longer  required  after  April  1,  and 
then  he  appointvd  John  H.  Cameron  to 
su'Ci-ed  him.  No  charges  or  reasons  wtiy 
the  dismis.sal  should  have  bjen  rnad--- 
were  tver  filed. 

Marshall  claims  that  he  was  unde.- 
the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  rules 
of  ttie  new  charter,  which  are  to  thv 
effect  that  a  dismis.-al  must  be  followed 
withir  live  days  l.y  charges  or  re-asons. 
and  that  failure  to  file  such  reasons 
acts  as  a  reinstatement.  He  claims  to 
have  been  reinstated  by  the  mayor  s 
failure  to  give  any  reasons  for  letting 
him  out.  The  salary  claimed  runs  at 
the  rate  of  $75  per  month  from  April  1, 
19»t0. 

The  city  claims  ttiat  Marshall  gave  up 
his  "ffice  willingly  enough,  sold  his  star 
and  budge  of  olfue  to  his  successor,  and 
turned  over  his  keys.  It  claims  also 
that  ho  never  made  any  attempt  to  get 
the  otlice  back  except  to  file  a  claim  in 
August,  and  that  he  has  done  no  work  at 
it  Sim  f  he  l»  ft.

Suilivan  Had  Been  Crazy  to 

Kill  Him— Has  Been 

Congratulated. 


A  letter  was  received  here  today  from 
Bill  Randolph,  the  man  that  killed 
"One-Armed"  Sullivan  at  Ralney  Lake 
city  recently.  He  takes  the  shooting  as 
an  ordinary  event  of  frontier  life,  and 
seems  surprised  that  Duluth  papers  de- 
voted so  much  space  to  it.  The  letter 
was  written  to  a  friend,  who  has  been 
associated  with  him  in  the  steamboat 
business  on  Rainy  Lake.    In  part  it  is: 

"Gee  whiz!  don't  they  give  a  sensa- 
tional account  of  the  shooting  in  the 
Duluth  papers?  There  is  not  a  man  in 
this  country  that  has  not  congratulated 
me  on  the  narrow  escape  1  had,  and  also 
for  removing  such  a  disturbing  element 
from  the  community.  The  facti,  are, 
tltat  Sullivan  shot  me  in  the  back  while 
1  was  walking  away  from  him.  The  ball 
enteied  directly  in  line  with  the  center 
of  my  body,  but  struck  the  eighth  rib 
and  glanced  ofr  at  right  angles,  pene- 
trating about  seven  in;lies.  I  suppose  if 
it  had  kept  on  its  original  course  it 
would  have  hurt  some.  I  turned  as 
quickly  a.s  possible  toward  him,  and  he 
fired  again,  the  ball  pa.ssing  through  i:iy 
left  ear.  I  h.ad  the  shot  gun  loaded  v»ith 
fine  shot,  and  was  holding  it  in  my  right 
hand,  and  not  having  much  time  to 
sj.are  I  shot  from  the  hip.  shooting  him 
in  the  heart,  and  that  was  Mr.  Sulli- 
van's finish. 

"He  was  crazy  thie  winter  about 
wanting  to  shoot  me,  and  every  person 
that  came  over  from  his  place  told  me 
of  his  threats.  I  could  not  avoid  him. 
^Ty  wounds  are  getting  along  finely,  an<J 
I  will  be  well  again  in  a  couple  of 
weeks." 

Tho  legal  machinery  of  Koochiching, 
the  charming  village  on  tSie  banks  of 
Itainy  river,  whore  the  waters  of  that 
stream  tumble  picturesquely  over  the 
falls  that  give  the  settlement  its  name, 
was  set  in  motion  on  the  killing  of 
Suilivan  by  Randolph  at  Rainy  Lake 
City  a  few  days  ago.  There  have  been 
several  hitches  in  the  proceedings,  and 
they  are  not  concluded  yet,  but  it  seems 
I  robable  that  the  result  will  be  the 
absolutic  n  of  Will  Randolph  from  any 
blame  for  killing  Sullivan. 

The  matter  might  liave  been  settled  at 
the  coroner's  imiuiry.  but  the  jury  had  a 
misapprehension  as  to  its  powers  in  the 
matter,  and  its  verdict  left  a  charge 
against  Randolph.  After  hearing  the 
evidence  the  jury  decided  that  Sullivan 
came  to  his  death  by  a  shotgun  wound 
from  a  12-borc  ?<hntgun  in  the  hands  of 
William  G.  RandoIr>h. 

This  did  nit  leave  the  matter  satis- 
factory, however,  and  the  Jury  looked 
into  the  matter  further.  They  did  not 
wLsh  to  leave  a  stone  unturned  that 
might  hide  an  Imputation  against  the 
honesty  of  the  purpose  with  which 
Randrlph  sighted  the  gun  that  sped  the 
bullet  that  ended  the  life  of  Frank  Sulli- 
van. 

At  the  time  of  the  inquiry  they  be- 
lieved that  all  they  could  do  was  to 
find  the  cause  of  death  and  at  whoso 
hands  It  occurred.  With  better  advice 
they  found  that  their  duties  did  not 
stop  there,  so  they  sent  to  Grand  Rap- 
ids, the  county  seat,  a  supplemental 
verdict,  that  of  justifiable  homicide  in 
self-defense. 

The  justice  of  the  peace  at  Koochi- 
ching held  a  perliminary  examination, 
but  came  to  no  conclusion.  After  hear- 
ing all  of  the  evidence  the  justice  sent 
the  papers  and  testimony  in  to  the 
county  attorney  st  Grand  Rapids  to  see 
what   his   wishes  were. 

In  the  meantime  Randolph  is  still 
held  a  prisoner,  and  is  in  the  care  of 
the  doctor.  The  bullet,  a  ;^8-caliber, 
buried  itself  in  the  t^esh  between  the 
ribs  just  below  Randolph's  heart.  His 
condition  is  not  dangerous,  thou.srh  he 
is  still  too  ill  to  be  moved  to  Grand 
Rapids.

Mr  Finch,  when  seen 
last  night,  deniw  thnsPfchurgMi,  ami  says 
that  to  Ifl.^  full  knowle^Ige  Mrs.  Richards 
was  an  ht^iest.  h a r<l -working  woman  and 
that  his  relations  with  her  were  purely 
of  a  business  nature.

CANNIRAL  TREES. 

In  certain  paits  of  Australia  cannibal 
trees  nourish — trees  which  can  hold  a 
man's  body  in  the  center  and  devour  it 
as  readily"  as  >ur  insectivorous  wild 
llnwers  trap  the  injects  on  which  they 
partlv  subsist,  says  the  London  Mail. 

In  appearance  they  are  like  gigantic 
pineapples,  m.arv  of  them  being  eleven 
feet  1n  height.  What  foliage  there  is 
consists  of  broad,  boardlike  leaves, 
which  grow  on  1  fringe  at  iLs  apex. 

These  leaver  do  not  stand  erect,  how- 
ever, but  droop  over  and  hang  to  the 
ground  They  are  very  big,  for  in  some 
of  the  largest  fpecimens  thery  measure 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet,  each  leaf 
being  quite  strong  enough  to  bear  the 
weight  of  a  man. 

There  Is  more  in  these  le.'ives  than 
meets  the  eye,  for  hidden  under  them  is 
a  peculiar  growth  of  spearlike  forma- 
tion, arranged  iiacircle.  This  performs 
the  same  function  for  the  jdante  a.s 
pistils  do  for  towers.  Moreover,  they 
are  most  sensiti  .-e  to  the  touch  of  a  ttlck 
or  other  hard  substance. 

The  natives  formerly  wor.'hipped  this 
"devil's  tree."  for  they  dreaded  itt^ 
wrath.  When  its  green  leaves  rose 
restlesolv  up  and  down  its  worshippers 
imagined  that  ii  was  necessary  to  make 
a  sacrifice  to  appease  its  anger. 

One  of  their  number  was  immediately 
chosen  and  driven  by  his  howlin?? 
tribesmen  up  one  of  Its  leaves  to  the 
apex. 

The  Instant  the  unhappy  victim 
stepped  into  the  middle  of  the  plant,  the 
boardlike  leaves  would  fly  together, 
clutching  and  literally  squeezirg  the  life 
out  of  him. 

Early  travelers  in  Australia  have  toM 
us   that  the  cannibal   tree  would   thu« 


hold  its  prey  until  every  particle  of  hla 
tlesh  had  fallen  from  his  bonc.«,  after 
which  the  leaves  would  slowly  relax 
their  grim  hold,  leaving  the  gaunt  skele- 
ton to  fall  heedlessly  to  the  ground. 

THE  MAKINRJF  DOLLS. 

Since  the  middle  ages  Germany  has  been 
known  as  the  center  of  industry  in  ihe 
toy  trade,  particularly  the  district  of 
Tliurlngia.  The  manuf.acture  of  dolls  is 
of  C'jmparatlvely  modern  origin,  however, 
having  been  begun  about  a  century  a^o. 
Oliver  J.  -D.  Hughes,  Unlteil  States  con- 
sul In  Coburg,  gives  an  Interesting  ac- 
count  of  how  dolls  tire  made: 

"The  commonest  kind  of  doll  now  In  tna 
market  is  the  one  whicli  gons  under  the 
name  of  "wax  doll."  Its  trunk  is  made  of 
cheap  shirting,  stuffed  with  sawdust  or 
exceisior;  its  legs  and  arms  and  head  are 
usually  of  papier-mache,  the  last  h.aving 
a  thin  wax  covering:  a  coarse  shirt  com- 
pletes this  i)Oor  anc  simple  type  of  doll, 
and  yet  many  hands  have  l^een  ejigaged 
in  getting  it  ready.  Certain  worKmei* 
make  the  arms  and  legs,  either  by  cutting 
them  out  of  \vo:id  or  by  molding  them  of 
papier-mache;  others  arrange  the  lim'os 
In  flat  wooden  boxi-s,  which  are  put  near 
the  stove  or  In  tne  sun  to  dry;  others 
dip  the  arms  a«d  legs  into  a  basin  con- 
taining red  dye.  to  give  them  a  flesh-llk« 
appearance;  other.s  sew,  ixiver  and  stuff 
the  doll;  others  jiaint  the  eyebrows.  Up* 
and  hisir;  if  this  last  be  not  Indicated  dv 
I)aint,  mohair  Is  glued  on.  The  manu- 
facture of  the  gla^s  eyep,  as  well  as  tho 
fixing  of  them  in  the  head.  Is  again  done 
bv  difftrent  peoole;  and  all  parts  arc  put 
together  by  a  small  manufacturer,  wao 
usually  lives  in  town  and  to  whom  tho 
workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
parts  of  dolls  carry  the  product  of  their 
wer-klv  loll. 

"Model  dolls  are  similar  to  the  wa.x 
dolls,  with  the  lyception  that  they  are 
providi-d  with  heads  made  entirely  of 
way. 

"The  making  of  fine  doll  wigs  is  an  art 
by  itself.  .Mohair,  which  l.s  imported  in 
Large  quantities  from  England,  Is  used 
In  this  manufacture;  sometimes  human 
hair  is  employed,  but,  the  latter  material 
being  expensive,  its  use  win  always  be 
limited.  . 

•e  consumption  of  china  bisque  heafls 
Is  large,  and  aijout  a  dozen  factories  are 
manufacturing   them  exclusively. 

"The  mass  out  cf  which  china  heads 
are  made  ciuisists  of  china  clay,  quartz 
sand  feldspath  and  kaolin.  Tnese  ma- 
terials art  put  into  Iron  drums  and  mix  -d, 
ground  iK-tween  fiint  stones  and  wettoJ. 
The  mixture  is  filled  into  hollow  gypsum 
forms,  and  remains  hing  enough  to  allow 
|)art  of  the  mass  to  settle  on  the  Inner 
surface  of  the  mold  and  become  firm.  Iho 
-emaircer  Is  poured  out  ag«ln.  and  tne 
L'vnsum  forms,  which  consist  of  two 
jTarts  are  rem  .ved  s)  that  the  china  hea-ia 
in  their  unfinished  state,  are  left.  Re- 
fore  they  have  become  hard,  all  roughuBS-j 
Is  removed  from  the.  surface,  and  the 
"oaces  for  the  mouth  and  eye.s  are  cut 
cut  Next  the  heads  are  expos**!  In  ov<>n8 
to  an  intense  heat  for  about  three  days; 
thev  are  then  painted  a^id  piace<l  for  a 
few  hours  Into  another  kind  of  oven,  so 
that  the  paint  Is  burned  In.  ^     .  ^   .^ 

"The  glass  eves  are  blown  out  of  tubes 
held  over  a  s^irong  gas  flame;  they  aio 
connected  by  wire,  pnd  If  It  1h  de.sire.1  to 
make  them  movable,  a  lend  weight  1« 
fastened  to  the  wire.  The  drejslng  or 
dolls  is  an  extensive  I "'1"^' try.  Manufac- 
turers emnloy  un  to  2f«n  or  r,m  hands 
mostlv  girls.  Of  recent  years  dol.F  are 
brought  out  di^essod  up  In  "J^lf-^'""* ,.»° 
Represent  some  wcdl  known  character.

Chicago  Inter  Ocean, 
found  only  seven 
gainful  occupations 
open  to  women,  and  for  these  but  four 
took  them  away  from  home.  In  1900  about 
B,000,<J«0  women  were  engaged  in  about  4<W 
gainful  pursuits.  In  Europe  women  are 
even  more  "advanced"  than  in  America 
In  this  respect.  In  Germany  25  per  cent 
Of  the  women  are  engaged  in  bread-win- 
jilng  occupations:  in  England  27  jxr  cent, 
and  in  France  40  per  cent  of  the  factory 
liands  are  women,  besides  many  thousands 
of  women  working  in  other  gainful  occu- 
pations. The  question  is  naturally  being 
asked  If  this  tendency  of  women  to  in- 
vade the  labor  domain  formerly  occuplod 
by  men  is  l>eneticial  to  humanity.  One 
student  of  sociology,  Henry  P.  Finck.  has 
expressed  the  opinion  that  "this  inva.sion 
Tjy  women  of  the  bread-winning  occupa- 
tions must  inevitably  change  the  charac- 
ter of  women  unless  it  soon  be  checked. 
As  they  obtain  the  same  education,  en- 
([age  in  the  same  pursuits,  follow  the  same 
Ideals,  their  thoughts  and  feelings,  ho  be- 
lieves, their  tiistes  and  manners,  and  even 
their  features,  must  gradually  approxi- 
mate tho.se  of  men."  This  would  result, 
as  indied  it  has  resulted  already  to  some 
extent,  in  the  growth  of  sex  antagonism, 
that  bodes  nothing  but  evil  to  both  sexes. 
Another  critic  declares  that  a  "third  sex" 
Js  in  process  of  formation,  composed  of 
women  who  in  actual  life,  in  habits.  In 
business,  in  methods,  in  thought  and  pur- 
pose, and  in  a  large  degree  in  appear- 
ance, language  and  tone,  are  men.  Prac- 
ticftlly  and  as  far  as  possible  renouncing 
their  s«x,  they  are  yet  unable  to  change 
their  sex,  and  so  are  wholly  of  neither. 
Of  course,  this  applies  to  a  small  propor- 
tion of  women  who  engage  in  occupations 
formerlv  filled  by  men,  yet  nearly  every 
One  knows  some  woman  to  whom  this  de- 
scription ai)plies.  It  is  evident  also  their 
rumljer  is  increasing.  Is  it  benencial  to 
humanity?

The  total  numlK^r 
of  reports  received  of  buildings  struck 
and  damaged  or  destroye.i  by  lightning 
•was  5527,  about  three  times  as  m.i.ny  as 
»rere  received  during  the  previous  year. 
In  addition  to  the  above  number,  729 
buildings  caught  lire  as  a  result  of  expol 
Bure  to  other  buildings  that  had  been  i,et 
on  flro  by  lightning.  The  approximate 
aoss  in  the  2SZ  known  ca.ses  was  $3,016,320. 
or  an  avrraga  loss  of  nearly  $\m  per 
building.  The  number  of  Insured  build- 
ings in  the  United  States  struck  by  light- 
Sling  during  l.«99,  according  to  tho  Chroni- 
cle Fire  Tables,  New  York.  1900,  was  2760, 
•With  a  total  loss,  including  exposures,  of 
$3,913,523,  or  an  average  of  a  little  over 
J1400  per  building.  The-ss  figures  are 
largely  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  val- 
«oB  for  1S»7  and  ISOS.  A  considerable  num- 
ber of  strokes  was  reported  as  falling 
upon  vartous  structure."?,  such  as  wind- 
mHls,  derricks,  oil  tanks,  coal  br«ikers, 
^  bridges,  vessels,  railway  cars,  threshing 
tnarhinoa,  etc.  The  damage  to  property 
of  this  kind  so  far  as  reported  was  $215.-

When  the  state  of  Michigan  was 
given  the  upper  peninsula  as  a  com- 
pensation for  territory  taken  from  lier 
southern  boundaries,  a  great  mistake 
Was  made  in  state  building.  Where  a 
state  is  so  <livided  by  natural  bound- 
aries as  to  render  intercourse  difficult 
or  expensive  or  where  the  material  in- 
terests are  totally  different  there  should 
be  a  legal  separation.  The  people  of 
every  part  of  a  state  are  entitled  to  a 
local  government  best  suited  to  their 
interests  and  when  this  end  cannot  be 
attained  a  divorce  should  follow,  ".t  is 
difHcult,  however,  to  secure  the  divorce- 
ment of  one  part  of  a  state  from  an- 
other. There  must  be  mutual  conseni: 
— a  majority  vote  of  the  people — 
coupled  with  the  consent  of  the  United 
States  congress.  This  has  never  been 
attempted  although  it  has  been  dis- 
cussed many  times.  There  has  been 
but  one  divorce  and  that  was  a  forcible 
separation,  accomplished  as  a  war  mea- 
sure. Reference  is  made  to  the  creation 
of  West  Virginia  out  of  the  territory  of 
the  old  dominion.  An  attempt  is  now 
being  made  by  the  state  of  Mississippi 
to  secure  the  pan-handle  of  Florida  by 
concession,  the  object  being  to  secure 
a  better  outlet  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 
In  this  case  there  would  be  no  :roui)le 
to  secure  the  favorable  action  of  con- 
gress and  also  the  consent  of  the  state 
of  Mississippi,  Florida  being  the  only 
difficult  proposition.  Her  consent  might 
be  obtained  by  purchase,  providing 
Mississippi  was  willing  to  pay  the 
price. 

A  few  years  ago  there  was  much 
talk  about  Wisconsin  ceding  a  portion 
of  her  northwest  territory  to  Minnesota, 
so  that  the  cities  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  might  be  united  under  the  laws 
of  one  state.  The  movement,  however, 
ended  as  it  began,  in  talk.  There  is  a 
proposition  to  change  state  boundarie.-?, 
which,  if  carried  out,  would  be  of  in- 
estimable benefit  to  a  large  territory 
and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof.  There 
is  the  proposition  to  erect  out  of  the 
territory  of  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and 
Minnesota  the  new  state  of  Sup?rior. 
The  northern  peninsula  of  Michigan  \s 
as  far  removed  in  sympathy  and  inter- 
est from  its  southern  sister  as  it  is 
from  the  state  of  New  York.  The  same 
is  true  of  the  northern  part  of  Wiscon- 
sin. It  would  not  be  stretching  the 
truth^  very  much  to  make  the  same 
allegation  regarding  the  northeastern 
part  of  Minnesota,     v. 

Here  are  portions  of  three  states, 
with  no  community  of  Interests  with 
the  older  and  governing  portions  to 
which  they  were  tied  before  their  ros- 
sibiiities  were  discovered.  These  sec- 
tions are  bound  to  each  other  by  a  simi- 
larity of  climate,  by  identity  of  re- 
sources and  by  convenient  and  cheap 
means  of  intercommunication.  Mining, 
lumbering  and  commerce  are  the  ociu- 
pations  of  their  people.  Surrounding 
Lake  Superior  on  three  sides,  they  are 
connected  by  a  thousand  lines  of  waL-r 
transportation.  The  railroads  -^f  the 
regions  all  center  at  the  head  of  the 
lake,  which  is  rapidly  becoming  the 
commercial  center  of  the  lake  region. 

The  proposition  to  unite  these  sec- 
tions into  the  state  of  Superior  civn- 
mends  itself  to  every  man  who  takes 
the  trouble  to  look  at  the  map  j.nd  who 
is  acquainted  with  interests  involved. 
A  line  drawn  from  the  head  of  Green 
bay  to  a  point  west  of  the  St.  Croix 
river,  thence  north  to  the  Canadian 
boundary,  embracing  all  the  territory 
east  and  north.  Including  the  upper 
penin.sula  of  Michigan,  except  that 
which  would  fall  on  the  Wisconsin  side 
of  the  east  and  west  line,  would  make 
an  ideal  .state.  This  consummation, 
however  devoutly  to  be  wished,  can  be 
accomplished  only  under  one  condition. 
Should  the  United  States  senate  be- 
come .so  near  a  tie  that  the  control 
could  be  secured  by  creating  another 
Rfpublican  state,  the  selfishness  of  the 
parent  states  might  be  overcome  by 
political  necessity  so  far  as  to  carry  a 
proposition  for  division.  Justice  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  lake  region  and  the 
demands  of  the  vast  interests  centered 
there  will  never  be  sufficient  to  bring  it 
about. 

The  creation  of  a  state  such  as  above 
outlined  would  re.'^ult  in  unmeasured 
benefit  to  Duluth  and  Superior.  It 
would  result  in  a  consolidation  that 
would  soon  place  the  combination  fir.st 
among  Northwestern  cities.  The  erec- 
tion of  the  state  of  Superior  out  of  the 
territory  named  is  one  of  those  peculiar 
propositions  that  is  so  fair  on  its  face 
that  every  one  admits  that  it  ought  to 
carry  and  which  every  one  know^  wiil 
never  carry  on  its  merits.  The  peopleof 
the  farming  districts  are  too  proud  of 
the  mineral  wealth  and  the  romincrce 
of  this,  to  them,  unknown  region  to 
consent  to  let  it  go  by  itself  and  paddle 
its  own  caiioe.

Th»t  Schley  was  nor.  the  ac- 
tual commander-in-chief  of  the  tleet  3t 
Santiago  \vr.^  also  due  to  the  ^am-.- 
favoritism  that  has  since  endeavored  ti;  1 
jump  Samption  over  his  head.    Sampson  I 


was  not  a  rear  adnrriral  then,  but  he  has 
since  been  promoted  to  that  grade. 

The  fact  is  that  the  secretary  of  the 
navy,  and  the  president,  who  has  ap- 
proved the  plan  of  favoritism,  are  re- 
sponsible, because  Motion  and  Clark 
and  others,  whose  gallant  services  en- 
title them  to  recognition,  are  not  pro- 
moted. To  adopt  their  recommenda- 
tions and  confirm  the  nominations  sent 
to  the  senate  would  be  a  gross  injustice. 
The  truth  is  that  the  senate  is  given  to 
understand  that  unless  it  agrees  to  the 
advancement  of  Sampson  to  the  place 
next  to  Dewey  it  is  idle  to  ask  any  re- 
wards for  Lieut.

Unlef5s  the  senate  concurs  in  the  slur 
cast  upon  Rear  Admiral  Schley,  the  man 
who  actually  fought  the  battle  off  San- 
tiago bay,  while  the  commander-in- 
chief  was  absent  with  a  ve&sel  of  the 
first  class  on  an  errand  suited  to  a  steam 
launch,  there  will  be  no  rewards  for 
anybody.  What  the  senate  will  do  can- 
not be  foretold.  But  there  is  no  mis- 
taking existing  public  sentiment.  That 
eehtiment  is  that  if  Rear  Admiral  Schley 
cannot  retain  his  superior  position  in 
the  general  advancement  for  merit  jus- 
tice demands  that  he  shall  keep  it  with- 
out advancement  for  anybody.

The  Minnesota  legislature  has  before 
it  this  winter  a  matter  that  has  more 
grains  of  common  sense  in  it  in  a  min- 
ute than  the  late  Minnesota  national 
park  scheme  had  in  all  its  life.  That 
is  the  proposal  to  establish  in  the  pine 
woods  of  Northern  Minnesota  a  sani- 
tarium for  consumptives.  Of  the  cur- 
ability of  consumption  in  its  earlier 
stages,  there  can  be  no  question.  The 
medical  books  are  full  of  cases  where 
even  in  advanced  stages  of  the  dread 
disease  it  has  been  arrested  and  cures 
pronounced.  The  cure  is  not  to  be 
looked  for  in  drugs  and  nostrums,  how- 
ever, but  in  the  well-springs  of  health 
and  ozone  that  nature  has  provided  in 
the  pine  woods. 

And  yet  it  is  no  easy  matter,  especial- 
ly if  the  disease  has  advanced  so  far 
that  the  constitution  is  greatly  weak- 
ened, to  get  that  balm  without  its  ac- 
companying rigors  of  a  northern  cli- 
mate. Though  bracing  and  full  of  life 
for  a  person  in  ordinary  health,  too 
free  an  exposure  to  all  that  a  northern 
winter — with  apologies  to  the  present 
one — Ijrings,  may  be  serious.  A  sani- 
tarium, where  comfortable  homes  with 
nourishing  food  and  medical  attend- 
ance are  provided,  would  solve  the 
problem. 

With  these  comforts,  Northern  Min- 
nesota and  its  pine  trees  and  others  of 
the  same  family  afford  a  haven  for  the 
sufferers  second  to  none.  A  winter  in 
the  woods,  with  plenty  of  out-door  ex- 
ercise in  the  breath  of  the  trees,  will  do 
wonders,  and  once  a  start  is  made  the 
fame  of  this  section  as  a  health  resort 
will  go  afar  and  bring  thousands  to 
benefit  from  its  healing  air.  Even 
without  the  benefits  of  such  a  sani- 
tarium as  the  one  that  is  proposed, 
much  can  be  done.  A  log  cabin  in  the 
woods,  provided  with  only  the  bare  ne- 
cessities, may  be  made  a  sanitarium 
for  its  occupant  if  it  is  properly  used. 
A  bed  of  balsam  boughs,  on  which  the 
slumberer  may  take  in  with  each 
breath  of  wholesome  sleep  the  healing 
smell  of  the  wood,  may  prove  more  po- 
tent than  a  whole  block  full  of  drug 
stores  and  a  regiment  of  physicians. 

The  dread  of  this  terrible  disease,  tliat 
takes  off  more  people  in  a  quiet  way 
than  all  the  plagues  that  ever  scourged 
the  earth,  is  widespread.  All  over  the 
globe  people  are  wending  their  painful 
journeys  seeking  relief  from  its  terrors. 
Sometimes  they  find  it,  sometimes  they 
go  only  to  die  far  from  thefr  homes. 
The  boats  and  trains  going  to  points 
said  to  be  good  for  consumptives  are 
always  crowded  with  patients.  In  many 
cases  relief  is  sought  in  a  change  cf 
climate  too  late,  when  the  disease  has 
fastened  its  hold  on  the  system 
deeply  to  be  shaken  off.  These 
grimages,  pitiful  in  the  extreme, 
unending. 

Of  all  the  places  saught  for  this  re- 
lief, none  can  excel  this  section,  and 
when  it  becomes  known  generally,  that 
pathetic  train  of  wan  faces  will  turn 
this  way  with  the  hope  that  is  one  ot 
the  most  sorrowful  features  of  the 
disease.

A  little  Kansas  town  named  Anthony 
was  one  of  those  in  whicTi  the  illicit  sa- 
loons were  wrecked  by  Mrs.  Nation  and 
her  followers,  and  a  paper  published  there 
gives  some  particulars  of  the  occurence 
that  were  not  mentioned  in  the  news  re- 
ports.

Men  and  boys  followed  the  wo- 
men from  s.iloon  to  saloon  and  helped 
themselves  to  many  gallons  of  liquor  and 
many  thousands  of  cigars.  The  result  was 
that  the  town  became  filled  with  drunken 
men  and  boys.  Boys  could  be  seen  spew- 
ing about  the  streets  from  the  unac- 
customed use  of  tobacco,  and  a  number 
of  them  were  drunk  wno  probably  had 
never  tasted  liquor  before  in  their  lives." 
This  is  a  perfectly  natural  sequel  to  Mrs. 
Nation's  style  of  temperance  work.  One 
kind  of  intemperance  bretnls  another. 

That  the  condition  of  the  Dowager  Em- 
press Frederick  is  considered  to  be  serious 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  King  Edward 
will  go  to  see  her  next  Saturday.  It  is 
said  that  Queen  Victoria  felt  keenly  the 
separation  from  her  oldest  daughter  in  the 
last  moments  of  her  life.  Victoria  Ade- 
laide, the  princess  royal,  was  born  Nov.  21, 
1840,  and  is  a  year  older  than  King  Ekl 
ward  VII.  She  married  Frederick,  crown 
prince  of  Prussia,  Jan.  25,  IS-iS,  and  has 
had  eight  children,  six  of  whom  are  still 
living.

Lively  Debate  At  the  Commit- 
tee Meetlnf;  and  Action 
Is  Delayed. 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  21.-The  question  of  how 

to  cut  Minnesota  up  into  nine  congres- 
sional districts  is  now  up  to  the  joint 
committee  on  rea]>portionment.  The 
sub-committee  finibhed  its  work  and  r*^- 
ported  at  4  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon 
to  a  meeting  of  the  full  committee. 
There  were  but  :hree  changes  made 
from  the  original  .scheme  as  published 
in  The  Herald  three  weeks  ago.  They 
were  Uhe  result  of  a  concession  demand- 
ed by  Ramsey  cottnty,  which  rose  in 
rebellijn  at  the  proposition  to  leave  it 
with  only  Washington  county  to  con- 
tribute Republican  majorities.  The  St. 
Paul  men,  a.<9  usua  ,  came  to  the  front 
and  compelled  the  committee  to  leave 
Chisago  with  its  banner  Republican 
majority,  in  the  I'ourth  district.  To 
make  this  up  In  .)art  to  the  Eighth 
district,  Mille  Lacs  is  taken  from  the 
Sixth,  which  is  compensated  by  the  ad- 
dition of  Meeker,  taken  from  the  new 
Seventh. 

Hennepin  is  not  divided.  As  usual, 
Ramsey  got  what  It  wanted  and  Henne- 
pin didn't.  The  St  Paul  men  threatened 
to  smash  the  committee's  report  if  their 
demand  was  not  complied  with.  The 
moral  is  obvious.  ^Vith  Ramsey  In  ac- 
cord with  the  scheme.  Its  chances  for 
going  through  are  nuch  better.  There 
is  a  greater  inequality  in  population 
than  ever,  the  new  Eighth  district  being 
left  With  only  157,543  people.  Of  course 
there  may  be  some  changes  made,  but 
this  is  not  likely. 

There  was  a  lively  time  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  joint  ccmmittee  yesterday 
afternoon.  Senator  Daughcrty  present- 
ed the  report  of  the  sub-committee  and 
moved  its  adoption.  Representative 
James  A.  Larson,  of  Redwood  county, 
attacked  the  sub-committee  for  having 
held  executive  sessi  ins  and  said  ttiat  .a 
plan  about  whicli  h?  had  spoken  to  the 
members  of  the  committee  at  different 
times  was  not  considered  at  all.  He 
denounced  exccutivs  sessi.ins  and  de- 
clared that  Mr.  Da  igherty  and  Repre- 
sentative Ferris  had  the  plan  that  is 
presented  in  the  report  all  cooked  up 
montFis  before  and  are  now  attempting 
to  rush  it  through.  Mr.  Daugherty  de- 
nied everything  that  Mr.  Larson  had 
said  and  Mr.  Larson  reiterated  his 
statement.^.  It  came  to  a  question  of 
veracity  between  the  two  when  Repre- 
sentative Washburn,  of  Minneapolis, 
interposed  a  few  remarks  against  the 
sub-committee's  methods. 

A  substitute  mot  on  was  adopted  to 
r.iave  all  plans  submitted  to  the  sub- 
crmmittee  within  tventy-four  hours  if 
they  are  to  be  consiitred,  and  tho  com- 
mittee then  adjourred  until  next  Wed- 
nesday.

NORMAL  SCHOOL  GUHED 

Fire  Destroys  Everyihing  But  tlie  Wails  of 

DuiutSi's  State    Institution — Insurance 

of  $40,000  May  Cover  tlie  Loss. 


NothliipT  but  the  walls  remains  today  of 
Duluth's  new  normal  school.  Fire  of 
unknown  origin  gutted  it  last  evening. 
The  flames  were  slow  in  burning,  but 
very  complete  in  their  work.  The  walls, 
"Which  were  unusually  well  built,  are 
still  standing  in  apparently  good  con- 
dition. 

Tlie  building  would  have  been  finished 
In  about  a  month,  though  it  would  not 
have  been  occuiiied  till  next  September. 
From  present  indications,  repairs  will 
be  made  immediately,  if  the  legislature 
does  not  oppose  the  appropriation,  as  it 
did  the  pn  jert  to  build  the  school.s  here. 
In  ca.se  of  immediate  repairs  the  open- 
ing >f  the  school  next  fall  would  not  be 
delaied. 

Thf  building  was  to  cost  $6S,000  with- 
out 111..-  heating  and  plumbing,  and  the 
state  and  contractors  carried  $40,000  in- 
surance on  it. 

Tliou.'^and.s  of  people  that  went  out  to 
see  it  will  not  soon  forget  the  beauty 
of  the  scene.  Sitting  high  up  on  the 
hill.side  at  Twenty-third  avenue  east 
and  Fifth  street,  it  looked  like  a  furnace 
Avith  the  seething  mass  of  flames  flash- 
ing through  the  openings  and  archways. 
A  column  of  sparks  fully  100  feet  high 
drnpped  down  in  all  directions  like  an 
avalanche  of  fireworks. 

All  day  yesterday  about  thirty  car- 
penters, together  with  a  large  force  of 
painters,  were  working  on  the  finishings 
of  the  bnilding.  The  contractors  and 
tho.se  dire(  tly  in  charge  of  the  workmen 
say  that  no  fire-producing  material  was 
left  in  the  building  when  the  workmen 
stopped  at  5:30  last  evening.  Notwith- 
standing this,  however,  it  is  gtmerally 
believed  that  there  was  a  spontaneous 
rombusticin  of  oils  used  in  the  paint- 
ing. 

Just  about  8:.'?0  Mrs.  George  Ash 
chanced  to  look  out  of  the  window  of 
ht-r  home  at  2:127  East  Second  street  and 
noticed  the  blaze  up  on  the  .second  floor. 
Fred  Scott  ran  to  the  home  of  Zar  D. 
Scott,  221S  FTast  First  street  and  tele- 
phoned to  fire  headquarters. 

In  th«'  meantime  the  fire  was  burning 
very  slowly.  The  tilf  r  of  log,  solid  brick 
I'artitions  and  well-built  walls  kept  the 
air  out  of  the  building,  and  the  fire 
•would  only  have  damaged  part  of  tfhe 
Imikllng  had  it  been  l:)cated  anywhere 
n*ar  a  hydrant  or  a  good  supply  of 
water.  The  first  apparatus  to  reach  the 
scene  carried  2.')00  f.et  of  hose,  and  when 
hooked  on  the  hydrant  at  Twenty- 
first  avenue  east  and  First  street,  fhe 
firemen  found  that  they  were  short 
about  r.OO  feet  The  second  line  was 
from  Seventeenth  avenue  east  and 
Third  street,  and  when  Xo.  ?,  company 
arrived  with  1200  feet  of  hose  it  was 
found  that  ?M0  feet  would  be  reciuired. 
Had  the  firemen  been  able  to  get  their 
streams  on  at  once  the  fire  wuuld  have 
made  little  headwa.v.  The  flames  worked 
through  the  roof  at  9:20  and  it  was 
nearly  an  hour  after  before  a  single 
stream  couM  be  jnit  on.  and  then  the 
pressure  was  so  great  that  the  hose 
kept  bursting  ev»  ry  little  while. 

As  soon  as  tfie  opening  in  ti>e  roof  was 
made  the  flames  leaped  over  the  oils 
and  varnishes  and  spread  in  all  direc- 
tions. The  comjilete  destruction  of 
everything  within  the  building  that 
could  imsKibly  burn  was  then  the  matter 
of  an  hiiur  or  so. 

O.  W.  M>  Idnim.  foreman  for  MacLeod 
A  Smith,  the  gi-neral  contractors,  is  most 
nosirive  ffaat  the  building  was  not 
burned  as  a  result  of  spontaneous  com- 
bustion. I^ast  night  he  said  that  it  must 
have  been  incendiarism. 

Chief  Tllack  of  the  fire  department 
says  that  it  might  have  been  of  incen- 
dl.i.ry  origin.  l>ut  the  only  thing  that 
v.ould  lead  to  this  trieory  is  the  absence 
of  another.    Cojitinuing.  the  chief  said: 

"The  contractors  say  thai  no  smok- 
ing was  allowed  in  the  building.  That 
is  true,  but  still  it  is  possible  that  a 
matih  could  have  been  dropped  some- 
where. When  men  are  prohibited  from 
smoking  all  day,  they  usually  e^-  ioke  as 
s-oor.  as  they  are  out  from  under  this 
restriction.  The  men  left  their  work 
:it  iii'M  .mil  it  seems  reasonable  that  in 
lighting  their  i)ipes  they  would  strike 
their  matches  befoi-e  they  went  outside. 
There  may  have  been  rags  or  waste 
around,  and  the  fire  might  have  started 
from  spontaneous  combustion.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  the  buildin.g 
burneii  slowly  ^^nd  the  fire  Ci>uld  have 
been   there   for  h<'urs   before  di.scovery. 

On  all  sides  today  the  lack  of  fore- 
sight of  certain  state  olficers  in  not 
providing  a  water  supply  for  the  new 
building  is  critici^jed.  Last  summer  l*ro- 
fes.sor  Phelps,  the  Duluth  member  of 
the  normal  school  hoard,  called  atten- 
tion ti>  possible  danger  from  fire.  He 
urged  that  a  water  supply  be  arranged 
for  first.  The  board  has  now  under 
consideration  a  siiecial  pumping  station 
to  he  Kicated  on  the  water  main  frcjm 
Lakewood  for  the  purjKJse  of  getting 
water  up  to  the  normal  school  site. 

The  new  normal  school  was  nol  called 
a  fiiepr<'of  building,  but  a  .great  many 
firei>roof  structures  have  burned  more 
quickly.  It  was  of  Fienaissance  archi- 
tecture and  designed  by  Palmer.  Hal]  & 
Hur.t.  of  this  city.  It  was  three  stories 
high  with  a  basement  that  could  oe 
used  for  school  room  purposes.  The 
walls  up  to  the  second  floor  were  of  20- 
ineb  soliil  masonry  and  the  second  and 
third  floor  Itt-inch  solid  masonry.  There 
were  forty  rocmis  in  the  Ijuilding  and 
between  each  room  a  16-inch  partition 
of  brick.  The  building  covered  a 
ground  space  of  176  by  85  feet.  The 
only  woodwork  in  it  was  in  the  floors 
ami  casing.  The  legislature  appropri- 
ated |7.'>.000  for  its  construction  rttitT  ef- 
forts were  being  made  to  have  about 
$2.">.t"H)0  additional   appropriated. 

The  theory  that  the  fire  may  have 
been  of  inetndiary  origin  is  i^ot  credited. 
The  motive  that  should  prompt  any 
siK  h  .actiun  is  too  ditficult  to  find.  The 
theory  nf  spontaneous  combustion  is 
the  one  that  is  given  the  most  credit. 

It  is  true  that  the  buildin.g  was  ex- 
ceptionally clean.  Nearly  every  room  in 
the  place  was  broom  cleaned.  A  day 
«>r  two  ago.  ht)wever,  a  couple  of  car- 
loads of  wood  finish  were  received  and 
these  were  being  "fllled"  In  one  of  the 
ro<ims.  There  was  a  considerable 
amount  of  this  and  it  is  reasonable  to 
think  that  alth-mgh  the  room  was  well 
cleaned  afterward  that  there  may  have  i 
been  some  waste  saturated  with  oil.  or 
something  of  that  nature  dropped 
among  the  lumber  and  been  overlooked 
when  the  room  was  cleaned  at  night. 

The  insurance  of  $40,000  may  be 
enough  to  put  the  building  in  shape 
.igain  and  it  may  not.  It  was  nearer 
completion  than  most  people  supposed. 
It  would  have  been  ready  to  turn  over 
by    May   1   and   possibly   before.       The

total  amount  of  the  MacLeod  &  Smith 
contract  was  $68,200.  The  heating 
plant  and  the  plumbing  was  in  a  separ- 
ate contract.  The  former  cost  some- 
thing like  $6000  and  the  latter  about 
$800.  MacLeod  &  Smith  had  all  of  their 
work  completed,  except  an  amount  that 
would  be  covered  by  about  $5000.  The 
building,  in  the  shape  in  which  it  was, 
therefore  represented  about  $70,000. 

An  examination  this  morning  showed 
that  the  walls  seemed  to  be  in  good  c^'U- 
dition.  There  :s  but  one  crack  in  the 
outer  walls,  and  that  is  a  small  one,  on 
the  'V€St  side  of  th->  bn'lding,  up  toward 
the  top.  It  may  be  necessarj  to  replace 
a  portion  of  the  wall  to  repair  that 
crack.  Some  of  the  inside  walls  will  also 
need  some  repairs,  though  not  very  ex- 
tensively. The  partitions  were  nearly 
all  of  solid  brick,  and  they  seem  to  have 
stood  the  test  excellently.  The  new  par- 
titions that  were  of  tile  are  gone.  The 
tile  roof,  costing  about  $4000,  is  a  total 
loss.  On  the  front  of  the  building  some 
of  the  stone  has  been  cracked  and 
shivered  s<jmewhat,  and  thi^  will  be  the 
most  serious  part  of  the  work  to  repair. 
The  dama.ged  blocks  may  be  taken  out 
by  jacking  up  the  portions  above,  and 
the  front  may  have  to  be  partially  turn 
down.  The  iron  stairways  appear  to  be 
in  .good  shape,  though  when  the  debris 
is  cleared  away  they  may  be  found  to  be 
somewhat  damaged.  Of  the  heating 
plant  nothing  remains  but  the  boilers, 
and  they  are  all  right.  The  balance  Is 
simply  a  mass  of  twisted  iron.  The 
plumbing,  also,  is  a  total  loss. 

The  contractors,  the  architects  and 
Professor  Phelp-s  of  the  board  all  hope 
that  the  insurance  will  he  sufllciont  to 
put  the  building  in  shape  again,  but 
there  is  always  so  much  uncertainly 
about  the  extent  of  damage  until  the 
men  get  to  work  repairing  it  that  they 
are  not  too  sanguine.  When  the  debris 
is  cleared  away  many  things  may  be 
discovered  that  are  not  now  apparent. 

If  the  adjustment  of  the  insurance  is 
promptly  made,  the  contractors  and 
architects  are  confident  that  the  build- 
ing can  be  put  in  shape  so  that  school 
may  be  opened  this  fall,  as  was  coi;- 
templated.  The  situation  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  insurance  companies,  and  if  they 
are  di--posed  to  act  promptly  there  will 
be  no  trouble  in  getting  to  work  at  once. 

The  insurance  is  carried  by  just  two 
companies.  The  Home  of  New  York  had 
$30,000  and  the  Westchester  $10,000  on 
the  structure.  The  insurance  was  placed 
by  O.  H.  Clarke. 

It  should  perhaps  be  explained  that 
the  alleged  cut  of  the  buildin.g,  which 
appeared  in  the  News  Tribune  thir* 
morning,  is  not  one  of  the  cschool  which 
burned.  It  is  the  original  design  of  the 
building,  which  had  to  be  modified  when 
the  sum  whi<h  Duluth  was  able  to  get 
for  the  buil<ling  was  cut  in  two  from 
that  which  they  hid  expected.  The  plan 
finally  adopted  had  no  towers,  and  no 
east  and  west  wings,  such  as  appear  in 
the  cut.

Ten-Year-Old  Boy  Is  Killed 
at  Si,  Mary's  Hos- 
pital. 

Leslie  Craig  was  killed  by  falling  down 
an  elevator  shaft  at  St.  Mary's  hospital 
yesterday  afienioon.  He  is  the  10-year-oUi 
son  of  G.  H.  Craig,  of  1S12  West  First 
street,  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital  two 
weeks  ago.  suffering  from  an  attack  of 
apjn  ndieiiis.  Y«*sterday  afternoon  his 
fathor  went  to  the  hospital  to  lake  him 
home  and  found  the  111  tie  fellow  dead. 

The  boy  was  riding  <Jn  the  elevator  with 
the  elevator  condui  tor,  Frank  Keohana. 
He  tried  to  ^et  off  on  the  fourth  floor 
without  giving  the  elevator  boy  time  to 
stop,  the  little  fellow  thinking  that  he  j 
w.>ul(l  step  over  on  a  broad  sill  and  let 
the  ear  go  by.  He  did  it  so  uiiieklv  that 
Keohana  was  unable  to  even  cat.'h  hold 
of  him.  The  car  kept  on  upward  i-xjueez- 
ing  the  little  fellow  up  against  the  si'I 
and  when  the  force  wa.s  released  he  fell 
headlong  down  the  shaft.  He  lived  less 
tlian   half  an   hour. 

Coroner  IJoyer  made  an  examination  and 
found  that  no  responsibility  could  be 
placed  on  employes  of  the  hospital.

RUSSIAN  TRADE 


Its    Increase  With    United 

States  Is  Especially 

Noticeable. 

Washington,  Feb.  21.— United  States 
Consul  Winter  at  .-Vnnaberg.  Germany, 
has  transmitted  to  the  state  departmi-nt 
a  tran.slation  of  an  article  which  recently 
appeared  in  a  German  publication  liearlng 
upon  Russia-American  trade  and  the  ex- 
portation of  American  machinery  to  Rus- 
sia in  particular.  The  article  Is  as  fol- 
lows: "The  increase  of  the  trade  of  the 
I'nited  States  with  Russia  la  noticeable. 
This  is  due  to  the  cordial  relations  which 
exist  between  these  two  countries  and  to 
the  less  friendly  attitude  of  Russian  mer- 
chants towardjs  the  manufax'turers  of 
other  countries.  Tlie  greater  part  of  the 
orders  for  the  Siberian  railway  has  been 
placed  in  the  I'nited  States.  Another  large 
order  amounting  to  $39.'>.00»)  in  value  has 
just  been  placed  in  America  for  machinery 
to  cut  a  tunnel  about  one  and  one-half 
mile  in  length  not  far  from  Charbin  In 
Manchuria.  Tlie  tunnel  is  to  be  finished  In 
one  year's  time.  Direct  connections  then 
will  be  completed  between  Europe  and 
Viadivostock.  The  I'nited  States  had  out- 
distanced Germany  in  the  markets  of  Rus- 
sia."

Iron  mines.  They  know  noithlng  of  the 
deal  and  they  will  know  nothing  until 
they  are  informed  of  what  they  may  be 
permitted  to  do  after  Mr.  Rockefeller  has 
closed  the  deal.  It  is  not  the  fashion  of 
the  big  oil  magn.'ie  to  co«i.sult  minorUy 
interests  in  hl.j  <f  inpanies.

THE  TILKED  OF  COWSOLIDATIOH. 

Busiittss  Men  Discuss  Its  Effect  on 
Interests  Here. 

"How  the  stron.gest  stretch  of  conjec- 
ture," said  a  busin&ss  man  yesterday, 
"can  reason  out  that  the  proposed  'mer- 
ger' of  iron  and  steel  interests  is  going 

to  help  Duluth  any  is  beyond  me.  I  no- 
ticed the  other  day  that  the  News  Tri- 
bune had  an  inleiview  with  somebody 
to  the  effect  that  it  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  this  city. 

"If  the  coml>ination  that  is  reported 
under  way  is  anything  like  other  combi- 
natiors  in  the  world  of  commerce,  it  will 
not  help  Duluth  a  bit.  Now  we  have 
two  separate  interests  at  least  at  work, 
and  while  they  are  not  so  far  separate 
that  they  ever  get  into  any  dithculty 
alKiut  rates  and  shave  prices  for  carry- 
ign,  they  maintain  separate  establish- 
ment.s,  separate  oflic&s,  separate  sets  of 
officers,  and  all  that.  If  the  combine 
goes  through,  they  certainly  will  not  be 
any  farther  apart  than  they  are  now, 
and  there  certainly  will  be  no  more  com- 
petition thin  theie  is  now.  On  the  con- 
trary, if  they  find  that  their  agreement 
will  permit  them  to  let  out  a  few  offi- 
cers and  em.ployes.  that  will  be  just  so 
many  people  in  this  section  drawing 
salaries  out  of  the  iron  indvu^trv,  and 
just  So  much  less  l>eneflt  that  Duluth 
gets  out  of  the  magnificent  iron  empire 
within  her  borders. 

"Duluth  gets  no*  about  as  little  bene- 
fit out  of  it  as  it  fios^tibly  could.  With 
the  single  exception  of  Andrew  Car- 
negie, who  has  come  down  handsomely 
for  the  Duluth  lilirary.  this  city  owes 
nothing  to  any  of  thjs  magnates  that 
control  her  chief  industry.  Someix)dy 
has  put  the  situation  pretty  well  when 
he  said  that  the  Jxon  ore  bu-sinesa  may 
he  compared  to  a  nullet.  the  lake  navi- 
gation system  to  4*ie^un.  and  the  part 
of  the  business  TMjluth  gets  to  the  dirt 
that  sticks  in  the  barrel  when  the  gun 
is  discharged.  I  think,  that  if  the  com- 
bine goes  through  the-  shooting  will  be 
pretty  clean,  and  ^at  ieO'en  less  dirt  than 
now  will  stick  in  jhe  Sarrel. 

"If  anybody  would  «l»ow  me  Just  how 
the  change  was  going  ^to  help  Duluth  I 
should  be  very  happy.'  I  fall  to  see  it  at 
present.  The  steeLindjU^try  is  at  present 
eo  consolidated  thiit  It  would  be  impos- 
sible for  independent  people  to  start 
mills  at  Duluth.  f  It  j, will  be  still  less 
possible  when  these  already  combined 
interests  are  combined  into  one  gigantic 
and  powerful  concern." 

Murray  It  Acquitted. 

George  Murray,  the  18-year-old  boy  who 
shot  and  killed  former  city  engineer 
Arthur  Thomas.. of  West  Superior,  in  tho 
woods  of  Douglas  county  some  time  ago, 
was  yesterday  acquitted  of  manslaughter, 
by  the  jury  In  circuit  court  of  Douglas 
county.  Mr.  Thomas  was  out  hunting 
partridges  and  young  Murray  mistook  him 
for  a  deer  moving  through  the  brush.  The 
coroner's  jury  found  that  the  shooting  wa» 
accidental,  but  the  sentiment  of  the  people 
of  West  Superior  was  so  aroused  over  the 
careless  shooting  that  had  been  going  on 
In  the  vicinity  for  years,  that  the  charge 
of  manslaughter  was  brought  against  the 
boy  and  an  effort  was  made  to  make  the 
case  an  example  for  alt  future  careless 
hunters.

SELL  TIMBER. 

Indian  Bill  Gifes  Full  Power 

to  Secrefary  of  tlie 

Interior. 

Washington.  Feb.  21. — The  agreement 
by  the  senate  .jnd  the  house  to  the  con- 
ference report  on  the  Indian  approi>ria- 
tion  bill  puts  absolutely  into  the  hands 
of  the  secretary  of  the  interior  the  dis- 
posal of  Chippewa  pine  land.  The 
amendment  contained  in  the  conference 
report  provides  that  "the  secretary  of 
the  interior  is  authorized  to  sell  and  dis- 
pose of  the  timber  on  said  reservation 
(the  Chippewa)  at  such  prices  and  under 
such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe, 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  disposed  of 
under  the  provisions  of  the  existins- 
law." 

The  adoption  of  the  conference  report 
has  the  effect  of  fixing  the  legislation 
beyond  amendment,  except  b>  means  cf 
a  separate  bill,  and  U  effectually  liars 
thi  passage  of  the  Eddy  bill,  besides 
making  it  unnecessary,  as  it  accom- 
plishes the  purpose  of  that  bill.  It  w')l 
permit  the  secretary  of  the  interior  to 
carry  into  effect  tha  recommenJatio.i.i 
of  Capt.  Mercer  and  Indian  Commis- 
sioner Jones  for  cutting  tlbmer,  and  its 
sale,  according  to  bank  scale,  and  its 
manufacture  into  lumber  on  the  reser- 
vation. 

Notwithstanding  the  language  of  law 
which  appears  to  give  the  secretary  of 
the  interior  full  authority  to  dispose  of 
all  timber  on  ceded  and  unceded  reser- 
vations, there  is  a  decided  difference  of 
opinion  among  members  of  congress  as 
to  the  effect  of  amendments.  Senator 
?^el«on  and  Representative  Eddy  both 
say  that  it  refers  only  to  unceded  lands 
of  the  White  Earth  and  Red  Lake  reser- 
vations, and  that  the  ceded  lands  are 
not  covered. 

"It   is  not  an  amendment  to  the  so- 


called  Nelson  law  "  said  Senator  Nelson; 
"therefore  1  will  not  oppo.ie  the  adoption 
of  a  report  by  th*-  senate." 

At  the  interior  department  and  at  the 
Indian  office  it  is  said  that  the  languase 
of  the  amendment  clearly  covers  all  In- 
dian lands  in  Mir  neaota.  whether  ceded 
or  unceded. 

If  there  is  any  question  raised,  as  now 
seems  certain,  th?  attorney  general  will 
be  asked  to  intepret  the  act.  This  will 
be  done  as  soon  us  the  bill  is  signed  by 
the  president. 

ASHUNO  DOCTOB  DEAD. 

Fatal   Effect   of  Blood   Polsoninf 
From  an  Oporatlon. 

Ashland,  Wis..  Feb.  21.— Dr.  Fred  T. 
Hodges,  of  the  Rhinehart  hospital  of 
Ashland,  died  it  Chicago  of  blood 
poisoning  after  an  illness  of  twelve 
weeks.  The  bodj-  was  taken  to  Ander- 
son, Ind.,  for  irterment.  Dr.  Hodges 
wa.s  one  of  the  t^est  known  physicians  In 
the  Northwest.  H »  came  to  Ashland  four 
years  ago  from  (Chicago,  where  he  had 
seen  six  years'  service  as  assl.^tani  to 
the  eminent  phynlcians,  Dr».  Senn  and 
Fenger,  and  as  Interne  at  t!.e  Cook 
county  hospital.  He  was  a  graduate  of 
the  English  course  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  and  also  a  graduate  of  the 
Chicago  Medical  college.  About  eight 
years  ago  he  m;irried  Miss  Josephine 
Chesley,  of  Waur  aca,  who  survives  him 
with  three  children,  two  of  whom  are 
dangerously  iH  h«  re  with  typhoid  fever. 
He  contracted  the  disease  that  caused 
his  death  from  a  needle  in  his  forefinger, 
which  admitted  some  poison  while  he 
was  perfonuin{(  an  operation  on  a 
wound.

HEATED  DEBATE  IN  SENATE 


Those  Little  Perquisites  of  the  Glilef  Oil  In- 
spector Were  the  Cause  of  a  iBIash 
Between  the  Senators. 


Old  Tactics  of  Sending  the  Bill  From  Cne 

Committee  to  Another  Adopted  By 

Opponents  to  Measure. 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  21.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  senate  took  up  the  llurd  bill 
for  reductian  of  state  oil  inspector's 
perquisites  today,  and  a  lively  debate 
took  place.  The  bill  was  on  general 
orders  with  a  favorable  recommenda- 
tion from  the  committee  on  retrench- 
ment and  reform,  but  when  it  was 
reached  in  committee  of  the  whole.  Sen- 
ator Everett  moved  to  have  it  referred 
to  the  committee  on  llluininatingr  oils. 
Senator  Horton  favored  thi.s  proposition, 
because,  as  he  stated,  the  bill  contained 
vital  defects  in  regard  to  character  of 
the  inspection  to  be  made,  which  he 
thought  should  be  corrected  before  It 
came  to  committee  of  the  whole. 

Senator  Wil.son  paid  the  purpose  of  this 
motion  was  to  make  the  bill  run  the 
gamut  of  committees,  as  had  been  done 
two  years  ago.  "The  committee  on 
illuminating'  oils,"  said  he,  "will  report 
back  the  measure  with  a  recommenda- 
tion that  it  go  to  the  committee  on 
judiciary;  Oiat  committee  will  want  it 
referred  to  the  committee  on  finance, 
and  so  on.  This  was  the  course  pursued 
two  years  ago.  and  the  bill  was  thus  de- 
layed over  four  weeks.  The  proper  p^ace 
to  correct  defects  in  the  bill  is  in  the 
committee  of  the  whole." 

Senator  Everett  heatedly  rejoined  that 
the  suggestion  that  the  motion  to  refer 
to  the  illuminated  oils  committee  was  to 
defeat  the  bill  was  an  insult.  "If  this 
bill  is  not  a  proper  one  for  this  coinmit- 
tee  to  consider,  then  in  heaven's  name 
what  is  the  committee  for'.'  If  you  are 
not  to  refer  to  it  measures  concerning 
oil  inspection,  then  it  would  be  better 
to  entirely  dispense  with  the  services  of 
the  committee." 

After  some  further  debate  the  motion 
to  refer  was  carried,  only  about  a  dozen 
rising  In  opposition. 

Senator  IMiller  then  moved  th.nt  the 
bill  retain  its  place  on  general  orders  and 
the  committee  be  instructed  to  report 
it  back  within  a  week. 

Senator  Sheehan  nuule  the  point  that 
the  bill  was  not  properly  on  general  or- 
ders. "This  bill,"  said  he,  "carrie.s  an 
appropriation  and  shojjj^l  i^f'  considered 
by  the  finance  v-ommlfiee  bei'ore  it  takes 
its  place  on  general  orders." 

Senator  Knatvold,  in  the  chair,  ruled 
the  point  not  well  taken,  and  Miller's 
motion  carried. 

Senator  Wilson's  bill  making  em- 
ployes of  city  and  county  liable  to  gar- 
nishment was  amended  so  as  to  include 
school  teachers  and  school  employes, 
and  as  amended  was  recommended  to 
pass. 

Senator  Wilson's  bill  reducing  the 
amount  of  wages  or  salary  exempt  from 
garnisliment  from  $25,  as  at  present,  to 
$9  per  week,  which  caused  such  discus- 
sion in  the  committee  of  the  whole, 
came  up  for  final  passage  and  was  de- 
feated— 27  ayes  to  21  noes — not  a  ma- 
jority of  the  senate.  Bills  were  passed 
as  follows:

Washington,  Feb.  21.— This  was  the 
important  day  of  the  national  congress 
of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution. According  to  the  program  offi- 
cers are  to  be  elected.

No  Practical  Concern  In  the 

Govsrnmont  Departments 

Over  House  Action. 


tondnn,  Fel>.  :il.— The  reported  deter- 
•  minatittn  of  the  house  of  representatives 
at  Washington  to  inquire  into  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  United  States  has 
broken  the  treaty  of  1871  by  permitting 
the  exportation  of  horse,  mules  and 
other  sut>plits  to  the  British  fcjries  in 
South  Africa,  created  more  acadoniic  in- 
tere.st  than  praetical  concern  in  the  gov- 
ernment departnii^nts  here.  A  repre^sen- 
tative  of  the  Associated  Press  brought 
the  di.si)alch  on  the  sul>ject  to  the  notice 
of  the  foreign  office  and  war  office;  the 
officials  of  the  latter  regarrled  the  pos- 
sible effects  of  any  future  action  in  the 
Unite-d  Slates  as  being  of  small  imimrt, 
an  about  all  the  mules  and  horses  re- 
quited for  South  Africa  had  already 
been  secured. 

During  the  rour.=e  of  the  inquiries 
niadt^  by  the  Associated  Press  represen- 
tative the  interesting  ojiinion  was  ex- 
pressed that  the  end  of  the  war,  as  an 
active  campaign,  was  now  in  -.sight,  and 
that  within  a  few  months  military  oper- 
ations in  South  Africa  would  assume 
that  stage  which  for  years  has  muked 
the  war  in  IJinrnah,  which  wore  it.self 
out  withnut  attracting  pirtir-ular  int*^r- 
est  in  Great  Britain  or  elsewhere.  This 
opinion  was  expressed  by  no  less  an  au- 
thority than  the  under  secretary  of  slate 
for  the  foreign  office.  Lord  Cranborne, 
In  whnse  piovince  such  matters  as  the 
reported  congres-sional  action  jn-operly 
belongs.  He  priuluced  from  the  Hle.s  of 
the  foreign  otfi,  e  a  copy  of  the  treaty, 
where  it  has  pe.icefully  reposed  -^iince 
the  days  when  the  Alal'ama  matter 
stirred  both  countries,  and  pointed  out 
that  nuilcs  and  horses  had  never  yet 
l>een  c.'a.«siflpd  ai<  contraband  of  A\ar.  .So 
far  as  supplies  go.  the  official  m  lintaineHl 
tlijt  tJre'.t  Uritain  has  not  secured  from 
the  I'nitt-d  States  anything  which  would 
come  under  the  "head  of  military  sup- 
1)1  ies."  which  is  the  wording  of  article  6 
in  the  treaty.  He  added:  "'If  tinnned 
■beef  and  so  forth  are  the  supplies  re- 
ferred to,  why,  it  is  true  enough.  But  it 
Avoiild  seem  impossible  to  stop  the  trade 
of  the  two  countries  in  these  commodi- 
ties simply  because  we- are  at  war  with 
the  Boer.>»".  Kven  if  shipments  from 
America  to  the  Cape  were  interdicted, 
the  direct  trade  between  England  and 
the  Uniteil  States  would  continue  with 
exa<tly  the  same  result  so  far  as  we  are 
coll.  erned,  although  proltably  with  less 
profit  to  the  American  seller." 

Another  i-ome what  interesting  feature 
pointi'd  out  was  England's  express  re- 
fusal, not  in  the  treaty,  to  ac<-ept  as  a 
I  rinciple  of  international  law,  the  rules 
•which  article  t>  impo.ses  on  neutral  gov- 
ernment?!. Had  England  bought  arms  in 
An.eii<a  it  is  adinitttd  that  the  matter 
would  have  a  different  aspect:  liut  as 
the  t-peciflc  instan<'es  mentioned  in 
AVai^hinsiton  deal  only  with  what,  dur- 
ing the  campaign,  is  generally  rifog- 
risced  a.s  non-contraband.  It  is  believed 
American  action  will  be  found  to  have 
Ite^-n  fully  within  the  bounds  of  the 
ticaty.

That  will  become  public  nhen  the  ap- 
prai.'sement  has  lieen  established.  One 
reascm  why  the  Huntington  millions 
were  so  generally  underestimated  is 
that  Mr.  lluntin.irt(.in  frequently  assert- 
ed that  he  was  operating  on  borrowed 
capital.

IN  THE  HARBOR  BILL 


Most  of  Minnesota  Projects 

Hot  Touched— Burlington 

Bay  Reduced. 


Washington,  Feb.  21. — Heroic  mea- 
sures were  taken  by  the  senate  com- 
mittee on  commerce  to  keep  dowa  the 
appropriations  in  the  river  and  harbor 
bill.  It  was  frankly  stated  in  the  com- 
mittee meeting  that  unless  the  aggre- 
gate cash  appropriations  of  the  bill  were 
reduced  below  what  was  provided  by 
the  house,  that  the  president  would  veto 
the  bill.  Reductions  from  25  to  33  per 
cent  were  made  on  all  items  above  $50,- 
000.  Even  at  this  figure  the  appropria- 
tions for  rivers  and  harbors  is  very 
large,  amounting  to  $21,000,000.  ami  the 
aggregate  of  the  bill,  including  con- 
tinuous contracts,  amounts  to  $57,000,- 
000. 

The  projects  in  the  great  lakes  region 
are  liberally  treated  in  the  bill,  and  ex- 
penditures for  internal  improvements  in 
that  region,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  admission  of  two  items  providing 
for  federal  aid  to  imprivements  of  inner 
harbors  at  cities  on  the  great  lakes,  and 
the  favorable  report  ordered  by  the  com- 
mittee on  railways  and  canals  in  the 
house  In  regard  to  the  Lake  Erie  and 
Ohio  river  canal,  means  much  for  the 
commerce  of  the  Northwest. 

The  commerce  committee  struck  out 
the  item  in  the  river  and  iliarbor  bill  pro- 
viding for  a  survey  of  Minnesota  river, 
and  incorporated  a  direct  appropriation 
of  $2.'00  for  removing  the  dam  at  the 
mouth  of  that  river  if  the  secretary  of 
war  shall  deem  such  removal  advisable. 
A  provision  was  inserted  for  a  survey 
of  the  inner  harbor  at  Lake  City,  with  a 
view  to  securing  protection  for  vessels 
of  all  classes.  While  tSie  horizontal  re- 
duction in  appropriations  reduces  ma- 
terially the  total  expenditures,  the  ap- 
propriations for  the  Minnesota  district 
are  adequate. 

Senator  Nelson  had  the  honor  to  re- 
port the  river  and  ?iarbor  bill  to  the 
senate.  He  secured  in  the  bill  a  cash 
appropriation  of  $45,000  for  improving 
the  Warroad  harbor  and  Warroad  river 
in  Minnesota.  Most  of  the  projects  In 
the  Minnesota  district  carry  appropria- 
tions for  less  than  $."0,000  and  are  not 
affected  by  the  horizontal  reduction  of 
25  per  cent.  The  Burlington  bay  pro- 
ject, for  which  $200,000  was  given,"  is  re- 
duced 25  per  cent.  The  harbors  at  Ash- 
land and  Port  Wing,  in  Wisconsin,  will 
re<eive  the  full  allowance  of  $40,000  and 
$2.5.000  respectively,  as  provided  by  the 
house  bill. 

The  committee  on  railways  and  canals 
ordered  a  favorable  report  on  the  bill 
granting  to  capitalists  of  Pittsburg  the 
lirivilege  of  cf)nstructing  a  canal  con- 
necting the  Ohio  river  with  Lake  Erie. 
The  cost  of  this  waterway  will  be  $33,- 
000,000  and  will  iirovide  a  15-foot  channel 
with  thirty-three  locks.  Ten  years  is 
given  for  t!ie  construction  of  the  canal, 
and  under  the  terms  of  the  bill,  lockage 
tolls  are  to  be  regulated  by  the  interstate 
commerce  commis.sion. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  promoters  of  the 
project  that  a  saving  to  the  great  lakes 
region  on  coal  transportation  from  the 
Pittsburg  district  to  the  ports  of  th'^ 
groat  lakes  will  amrunt  to  $6,000,000 
annually  as  a  result  of  the  canal  im- 
provement, ai?ld  on  iron  ore  brought 
from  the  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  dis- 
tricts to  the  Pennsylvania  furnaces  a 
saving  of  $4,000,000  can  be  effected.  Most 
of  this  saving  is  on  reshlpmenls  at  East- 
ern ports  on  the  lakes  for  distribution  to 
railroads  into  the  Pennsylvania  indus- 
trial region,  and  it  will  also-  affect  the 
cost  of  distributing  grain  and  provi- 
sions, as  v.ell  as  coal,  ore  and  coke. 

THREE  POOLS. 

VesssI  Owners  Talic  About  a  Claisi- 
lied  Trust. 

Cleveland,  Fob.  21  —A  project  is  being 
discussed  to  the  effect  tliat  vessel  owners 

of  the  great  lakes  shall  form  three  big 
l>ools  to  include  three  different  classes  cf 
l>oats.  The  first,  iho.se  carrying  tonnage 
from  ta**}  to  90<io  tons  and  owned  by  the 
larKe  industrial  concerns,  the  second"  ves- 
stds  from  It^H)  to  4<MJ<»  tons,  owned  by  gen- 
eral bidk  comnaodity  carriers,  and  own^^  1 
by  larse  individual  companies  of  the 
third,  the  "small  hookers."  of  one  thou- 
siind  tons  capacity  or  less.  The  purpose 
of  the  combination  is  to  control  and  main- 
tain rat<=*i.  If  there  should  bo  more  boats 
than  freights,  tho  number  of  boats  c;ui  be 
rexluciMl  thus  incuring  a  fitir  carrying 
protit  to  the  vessel  owners.  Vessel  men 
state  ibat  under  present  conilltlons  only 
about  one  season  in  three  Is  i>rofit.able, 
and  the  plan  under  discussion  wjuld  in- 
sure a  fair  divlilond.  The  project  is  ;tpt 
to  hf  slow  of  formation  and  will  not  be  In- 
augurated for  at  least  a  year.

Ossification. 

Frankfort,  Ind..  Feb.  21.— Mrs.  >lary 
Black,  wife  of  Josiah  Black,  a  leading  real 
estate  and  Insurance  man,  is  suffering 
from  a  complication  of  an  Illness  termed 
Addison's  disease  and  ossification.  Phy- 
sicians admit  that  she  must  die.

LOOKED  FOR 

Infuriated  Toptki  iob  Search 

Jail  For  an  AssaHant 

Named  Slaier. 


HAD  BEEN  REMOVED 


Mrs.    Nation  Who  Was  In 

Jail  Was  Very  Much 

Disturbed. 


Topeka.  Kan.,  Feb.  21.— The  vigilance 
of  oflicers  was  all  that  saved  "Slick" 
Slater  from  lynching  by  an  infuriated 
mob  last  night  He  will  yet  be  lynched 
If  he  can  be  found.  Slater  assaulted  17- 
year-old  Lottie  Gerberlck  Monday  even- 
ing, and  was  captured  by  Topeka  officers 
the  next  day  in  Carbondale,  twenty 
miles  from  h^re.  The  officers  kept  the 
fact  of  the  capture  quiet  and  placed 
Slater  in  the  county  jail  here. 

Yesterday  afternoon  it  became  known 
that  he  was  here,  and  immediately  tlie 
men  at  the  Santa  Fe  shops,  where  the 
girl's  father,  George  Gerberlck.  is  em- 
ployed, directed  that  he  should  be 
lynched.  They  at  once  sent  a  committee 
to  watch  the  Jail,  while  they  quickly  ar- 
ranged details  for  the  expected  lynch- 
ing. By  6  o'clock  there  was  an  angry 
mob  of  1000  men  around  the  county  jail, 
demanding  that  the  prisoner  be  de- 
livered to  them.  A  brl)a^ade  of  sturdy 
Santa  Fe  boiler  makers,  armed  with 
sledge  hammers,  stood  ready  to  make 
short  work  of  the  Jail  in  case  the  de- 
mands were  not  granted. 

Sheriff  Cook  told  the  crowd  that  the 
prisoner  had  been  removed  and  offered 
to  let  a  committee  search  the  jail.  Ten 
men,  headed  by  Gerberlck.  made  a 
thorougli  search.  Slater  could  not  be 
f^und  and  the  men  so  reported.  This 
failed  to  satisfy  the  mob,  and  twice  they 
started  to  break  in  the  Jail  doors.  It 
developed  that  early  in  the  afternoon 
the  sheriff.  In  .-rntlcipation  of  trouble, 
ordered  a  deputy  to  get  Slater  out  of 
town.  The  deputy  drive  to  Hoyt  with 
Slater  and  entered  a  north-bound  Rock 
Island  train  with  him.  It  is  thought 
the  man  Is  now  in  Jail  at  Atchison.  The 
Santa  Fe  shop  men  are  calmly  deter- 
mined to  lynch  Slater  when  he  Is 
brought  bat  k  here  for  trial,  and  to  this 
end  have  appointed  a  large  vigilance 
committee  to  be  constantly  on  the  look- 
out for  him.  The  Santa  Fe  shop  men 
lynched  John  Olophant  here  twelve 
years  ago  for  assault.  Slater  is  a  white 
man.  27  years  of  age. 

The  county  jail  which  the  lynching 
party  visited  in  search  of  Slater  is  the 
same  in  wfaich  Mrs.  Nation  is  confined. 
Mrs.  Nation  was  much  alarmed  at  the 
course  of  the  evening's  events,  but  fear 
for  herself  apparently  did  not  enter  her 
mind. 

The  law  enforcement  army  met  at  the 
First  Christian  church  last  night,  and 
on  hearing  of  the  projected  attack  on 
the  jail,  sent  a  message  to  Sheriff  CooK. 
saying  that  :^00  of  the  members  of  the 
or.i;ani/.'.tion  would  be  on  the  si>ot  to 
help  protect  the  jail  from  the  fury  of 
the  mob.  This  evidence  of  loyalty  on 
tho  nart  of  her  followers  highly  pleased 
Mrs.  Nation,  and  sfne  expres.sed  her 
praise  of  them  in  unmeasured  terms. 
Mts.  Nation  said  that  the  actlan  o:  the 
law  enforcement  people  proved  that 
they  were  just  what  tney  cl.'.imed  to  be 
—people  anxious  for  the  enforcement  of 
ine  law,  and  who  would  not  endure  the 
thought  of  a  lynching  bein.?  perpetrated 
he'-e  in  Topeka. 

JOHN  L.  ON  THE  HATCHET. 

Suliivah  Thinks  "Sho  AInM  Right  In 
Her  Nut." 

New  York.  Feb.  21.— The  depredations  of 
Mrs.  Carrie  Nation,  the  Kan.sas  saloon 
smasher,  have  been  watched  by  4icr  emi- 
nent fellow  citizen,  John  L.  Sullivan. 
When  John  isn't  entertamlnts  visitors  at 
his  <afe.  he  Is  reailing  the  newspapers; 
for  the  former  champion  of  the  world 
isn't  drinking  these  days.  Mrs.  Nation, 
because  of  her  pugnacit.v,  has  particularly 
interested  Sullivan,  though  he  does  not 
approve  of  her  methods.  This  la  his 
opinion: 

"The  woman  ain't  right  In  her  nut.  She 
romes  from  some  jay  town  where  they 
ain't  up-to-rJato.  'There's  all  the  booze  you 
want  In  Topeka  and  there  always  will  be. 
If  this  old  lady  is  on  the  level,  why 
doesn't  she  go  down  to  Atchison  or  Leav- 
enworth, two  towns  where  the  saloons  is 
wide  open  and  there's  a  lot  of  toutfh  fe'- 
Inws  hanging  around?  Why.  they'd  throw 
her  in  the  river  If  she  got  gay  down  there. 
I'd  like  to  s<-e  her  come  in  my  place  and 
start    to   smash   things. 

"Temperance  is  a  good  thing  to  preach 
a.nd  sometimes  it's  a  good  thing  for  those 
who  preach  it.  Maybe  Mrs.  Nation  is  after 
a  Kraft  of  »ome  kind,  like  the  rest  of  us. 
Its  a  hard  life,  and  money  is  tight  when 
you  haven't  got  any  and  n<?ed  it."

IN  MICHIGAN. 


Milwaukee  Lumbermen  Will 

Erect  Hill  on  Like  Gogebic 

In  Spring. 

Marquette— Berglund  &  Co.,  the  Milwau- 
kee lumbermen,  will  begin  the  erection  of 
a  sawmill  on  Lake  Gogebic  in  the  spring. 
It  was  the  oiiglnal  intention  to  build  at 
at  the  Gogebic  station,  on  the  South  Shore 
road,  but  the  land  was  held  at  too  high 
figures  and  a  site  of  eighty  acres  was 
purchased  at  the  outlet  of  the  lake,  four 
miles  east  of  the  station.  The  company 
will  construct  a  T-mile  railroad  to  han- 
dle the  timber  which  will  bo  cut  at  the 
mill.  It  will  run  north  from  the  outlet  of 
the  lake  through  the  heaxt  of  the  Berglund 
tract  of  timber,  which  comprises  several 
thousand  acres.  It  i.s  said  that  the  rail- 
road will  l)e  eventually  extended  to  the 
heavily  timbered  country  Immediately 
south  of  the  Porcupine  mountains. 

Iron  River— Mrs.  Sally  Ripley,  83  years  of 
age.  has  taken  up  a  homestead  of  160 
acres  about  five  miles  from  Iron  River. 
She  ha.<»  renteil  her  Iron  River  home  and 
has  built  a  small  cabin,  where  she  will 
reside,  on  her  claim.  She  is  the  mother  of 
Banker  Ripley,  of  Iron  River. 

Menominee— I..ast  week  the  Burns  & 
Hicks  company  sold  4,(KX),(iOO  feet  of  hem- 
lock to  the  Greer- Wilson  company,  of  In- 
dianapolis and  2,f)00,0()0  feet  of  log-run  pine 
to  the  Fvdward  Hines  Lumber  company,  of 
Chicago.  Several  other  big  deals  are 
pending  which  are  likely  to  be  closed  any 
time. 


Iron  Mountain— The  officers  at  Iron 
Mountain  conducted  a  raid  on  the  disor- 
derly housejf  Saturday  night.  The  inmates 
were  escorted  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace.  They  were  fined  and  warned  to 
close  up  the  joints  and  to  seek  new  fields 
of  operations.  It  is  said  that  Iron  Moun- 
tain will  be  made  a  strictly  moral  city. 

Ironwood — Ironwood  is  going  to  have  a 
gas  plant.  The  council  recently  granted  a 
franchise  for  such  a  plant  but  It  was  not 
expected  that  anything  would  come  of  it. 
However,  Frank  B.  Aldrich.  the  man  who 
was  favored,  announces  that  he  will  un- 
dertake work  on  its  erection  in  the  spring. 
He  says  that  the  people  whom  he  repre- 
sents are  of  the  opinion  that  they  will 
ha\-e  a  good  thing  in  Ironwood  and  that 
they  are  full.v  determined  to  erect  a  mod- 
ern plant  which  will  give  them  an  oppor- 
tunit.v  to  make  a  strong  bid  for  general 
illuminating  business.

FRANCIS  JOSEPH'S  REPLT.

San  Francisco,  Feb.  22.— Ttie  steamer 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Capt.  "Ward,  from  the 
Orient  and  Honolulu,  struclc  on  a  rock 
early  today  just  outside  the  Golden 
Gate  and  sanlt  in  twenty  minutes.  A 
large  number  of  persons  were  drowned. 
The  steamer  had  been  lying  off  the  heads 
all  night,  an  unusually  heavy  fog  pre- 
venting her  from  entering  the  harbor. 
At  5  o'clock  this  morning  rfie  weighed 
anchor  and  headed  for  the  city  in  charge 
of  Pilot  Frank  Jordan.  Shortly  after- 
wards the  vessel  struck  a  hidden  rock, 
and  Pilot  Jordan  shouted  for  all  on 
board  to  take  to  the  boats. 

The  wildest   confusion  prevailed,    the 
passengers  and  crew  alike  scrambled  for 
the    boats,    and    In    their    endeavor    to 
escape  from   the  rapidly  sinking  vessel 
many  jumped   overboard.     Capt.   Ward 
ordered  several  of  the  boats  alongside, 
and  the  ladies  of  the  cabin  and  some 
of  the  gentlemen  passengers  were  placed 
in    them.     The    boats   were  manned    by 
part  of  the  crew  and  headed  citywards. 
Ho  far  as  known  but  three  of  the  ship's 
boats  left  the  vessel.    On  board  the  Rio 
De  Janeiro  were   29    cabin   passengers, 
150  in  the  steerage  and    140  In  the  crew. 
Tugs  and  other  small  boats  quickly  put 
out  from  the  city  for  the  scene  of  the 
disaster,    and    a    number    already    hav*> 
returned    with    large    numbers    of    the 
rescued.     There  is  an  unverified  rumor 
to  the   eflfect   that   Consul   Wildman  of 
Hong  Kong   and  tiis   son    were   among 
those  who  were  drowned.

The  steamer  Sequoia  brought  in 
twenty  persons  not  included  in  the 
above  list.  It  is  reported  that  Capt. 
Ward  locked  himself  in  his  state  room 
and  went  down  with  the  vessel.  Pilot 
Jordan  was  picked  up  by  one  of  the 
boats.  He  was  severely  injured  and  was 
taken  to  the  hospital. 

Passenger  Phil  Nussenblatt,  of  Hono- 
lulu,  was  saved. 
The  vessel  sank  in  less  than  twenty

minutes  and  it  Is  certain  the  list  of 
fatalities  will  be  large.  Her  smoke- 
stack and  part  of  the  pilot  house  are 
above  water.  Nineteen  of  the  Chinese 
are  known  to  have  been  rescued. 

G.  Hecht,  a  German  officer,  was  res- 
cued by  the  life  saving  crew  and  im- 
mediately upon  being-  taken  ashore  he 
was  driven  to  the  California  hotel.  He 
said  that  the  fog  prevented  him  from 
seeing  what  was  going  on  in  the  work 
of  rescue.  He  procured  a  life  preserver, 
fastened  it  about  his  waist  and  jumped 
overboard.  He  was  in  the  water  only  a 
short  time  when  rescued;  Pilot  Jor- 
dan was  taken  on  board  yesterday 
afternoon  inside  the  Farallones.  The 
ship  then  laid  to  until  4:30  o'clock  this 
morning,  when  th«  weather  cleared 
somewhat.  The  steamer  then  started, 
under  half  steam,  toward  Point  Bonito. 
She  held  to  her  course  until  5:20  a.  m.., 
when  she  struck  a  rock.  There  was  a 
terrific  jar.  The  steanfcr  kept  an  even 
keel  for  fifteen  minutes  when  she  sud- 
denly plunged  do\vn,uard,  bow  first. 

A  boat  had  been  launched  to  exam- 
ine the  ship's  posltiqn.  It  contained 
Third  OfTicer  Holland  "and  J.  K.  Car- 
penter, a  capitalist  ot"  Oakland.  The 
Rio  Janeiro,  in  her  plunge,  smashed  the 
little  craft.  Carpenter  was  picked  up, 
but  it  is  not  known  whAt  became  of  the 
third  officer.  Capt.  Ward  stood  on  the 
deck   and    superintended    the   launching 

of  life   boats  and  rafts. 

The  number  of  lives  lost  In  the  wreck 
of  the  Rio  is  variously  estimated  at  from 
fifty   to  150. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  Consul  Wild- 
man,  his  wife  ad  ti\o  children  are 
among  the  num.ber  loat.  Nothing  has 
been  seen  of  the  familV  since  the  ves- 
sel struck  the  rock. 

Purser  John  Roouey  is  missing  and 
all  of  his  papers  ar.>  believed  to  have 
gone  down  with  the  vessel.  Unless  he 
is  found  alive  or  hi.<s  Douch  is  recovere<J, 
it  will  be  impossible  to  fully  determine 
the  total  loss  of  1!:\  ^Ml  the  agents  of 
the  company  in  the  Orient  arid  in  Hono- 
lulu can   communicate   their  passenger 

lists. 

One  of  the  rescued  passengers  gives 
it  as  hl«?  belief  that  the  loss  of  the  ves- 
sel was  caused  by  the  explosion  of  her 
boilers. 

New  York,  Feb.  22.— The  steamer 
City  of  Rio  De  Janeiro  sailed  from 
Hong  Kong  Jan.  22  for  San  Francisco, 
via  Yokohama,  in  command  of  Capt. 
Ward.  She  belonged  to  the  Pacific 
Mail  Steamship  company. 

The  City  of  Rio  De  Janeiro  was  an 
iron  vessel,  built  at  Chester,  Pa.,  in 
1878  by  Roach  &  Son.  She  was  344  feet

DISCUSS  A  TONNAGE  TAX 

Buiuth  Legislators  Consult  With  Those  From 

Wisconsin  Concerning  Taxaiien  of 

Vessels  on  the  Lakes. 


London,  Feb,  22.— Proceedings  have 
been  started  in  behalf  of  Viscount  Hin- 
ton.  who  at  one  time  played  an  organ 
in  London  streets,  to  eject  the  youthful 
Earl  Poulett  from  Hinton  house,  pend- 
ing the  trial  of  the  question  of  his  right 
to  the  earldom.  An  injunction  will  be 
asked  for  to  restrain  the  present  oc- 
cupant of  the  family  estates  from  using 
the  title  of  Earl  Poulett. 

When  Henry,  Earl  Poulett,  died  on 
Jan.  22,  1899,  the  succession  to  his  tithe 
and  estates  came  into  dispute.  The 
old  earl  was  thrice  married,  and  the 
organ  grinder  claimant  to  his  estate  de- 
clares himself  to  be  his  eldest  son  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  Virginia  Newman, 
daughter  of  a  Landport  pilot,  whom  the 
earl  married  in  1849.  The  earl'^  sec- 
ond marriage  was  without  issue.  In 
1879  he  contracted  a  marriage,  his 
third,  with  Rosa  De  Melville,  daughter 
of  Alfred  Hugh  De  Melville,  and  the 
son  of  this  union  now  enjoys  the  es- 
tates and  property  which  the  claimant 
will  attempt  to  possess  by  process  of 
law. 

The  alleged  Earl  Poulett  has  long 
lived  among  the  London  poor,  support- 
ing himself  by  organ  grinding.  He  has 
given  some  study  to  the  matter  of  the 
housing  of  the  London  masses,  with 
whose  life  and  hardships  he  is  person- 
ally familiar.  The  old  earl  never  con- 
cealed his  hatred  for  his  organ  grind- 
ing son,  whom  he  characterized  as  an 
imposter.  He  was  so  opposed  to  his 
evontuallv  enjoying  his  estates  that  he 
attempted  to  entail  and  mortgage  them 
during  his  lifetime  so  that  even  if  his 
son  were  succespful  in  his  efforts  to  oe 
recognized  as  his  father's  lawful  heir, 
there  would  be  little,  if  any  property 
for  him  to  enjoy.  While  the  earl's  son, 
by  his  third  wife,  en^Joys  the  estates 
and  uses  the  title,  his  claim  thereto  has 
never  been  confirmed  by  the  courts.

Ten  Bodies  Tateii  From  Penn- 

syivania  Wreclc-Olliers 

Will  Die. 

Trenton,  N.  J..  Feb.  22.— The  total  num- 
ber of  dead  in  the  Pennsylvania  wreck  at 
RuslingB  Siding,  near  Bordentown  last 
night  is  now  known  to  be  at  least  ten. 
There  are  eight  bodies  in  the  Trenton 
morgue  and  Coroner  Bower  went  to  the 
scene  of  the  wreck  this  m-orning  to  bring 
two  more  bodies  to  Trenton  that  had  been 
taken  from  underneath  the  wreckage, 
during  the  early  morning.  The  only  dead 
persons  yet  identified  are  Engineer  Earle, 
of  the  ••Nellie  Bly"  expres.s;  Baggage- 
master  James  Birmingham,  of  the  local 
train,  and  J.  W.  Nale,  of  Trenton,  who 
was  a  passenger  on  the  local  train.  It  is 
believed  that  one  of  the  dead  bodies  is 
that  of  William  McKlnney.  also  of  Tren- 
ton. 

Engineer  Thompson,  of  the  local  train, 
who  is  at  St.  Nicholas  hospital  is  still 
in  a  verv  precarious  condition  and  it  is 
not  at  all  certain  that  he  will   recover. 

Frank  Borden,  a  passenger  on  the  local, 
who  had  both  legs  Uken  off.  Is  wealier 
this  mirnlng  and  his  recovery  is  doubt- 
fCl  Two  others  of  the  injured,  botji  Ital- 
ians,  are  in   a   serious 


Chicago,  Feb.  2!.— A  murder,  believed 
to  have  been  the  result  of  a  vendetta, 
was  committed  aear  Grand  and  Mil- 
waukee avenues,  this  city,  late  last 
night.  Salvatorj  Giovanni  was  found 
shot  through  the  heart  with  Carlo  Bat- 
tista,  who  recen  .ly  arrived  from  New 
York,  standing  o  /er  him.  Battista  says 
he  and  the  mure  ered  man  were  warm 
friends  and  that,  while  on  the  way  to 
Giovanni's  home,  they  were  attacked 
by  three  men.  Battista  was  not  in- 
jured, but  carrlec  a  revolver,  which  had 
not  been  fired.  in  the  dead  man's  coat 
pocket,  however,  was  a  revolver  from 
which  three  shots  had  been  fired.  This 
mystifies  the  pclice,  since  Giovanni's 
wound  would  have  prevented  him  from 
restoring  the  wej.pon  to  a  place  of  con- 
cealment. In  his  pockets  also  were 
many  counterfeit  coins.  Giovanni  was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  Italians  in 
Chicago,  was  a  member  of  several  secret 
societies  and  cane  here  from  New  York 
three  years  ago. 

The  police  belli^ve  that  he  was  a  vic- 
tim of  the  dread(  d  Mafia,  and  hold  tliat 
he  was  murderei  with  the  weapon 
found  on  him.  battista  is  being  held 
pending  an  invejitigation.  Within  five 
hours  after  the  murder  the  police 
raided  a  house  at  141  Milton  avenue 
and  arrested  nine  Italians,  said  to  be 
sympathizers  of  the  Chicago  branch  of 
the  Mafia.  Ou't  of  the  men  arrested 
in  Milton  avenue,  Joseph  Mariso,  was 
suffering  from  i  severe  bullet  wound 
in  the  mouth  an!  he  was  taken  to  I'.ie 
county  hospital.  It  is  believed  by  the 
police  that  Gio.'anni  was  lured  from 
his  home  to  ths  place  of  ambush  and 
that  he  was  there  set  upon. 

When  the  raid  was  made  on  the  house 
in  Milton  avenie,    the   nine   men   were 


found  huddled  in  a  small  room.  In  th* 
room  were  found  numerous  dirks,  sti- 
lettos and  revolvers. 

It  is  believed  by  the  police  that  the 
murder  may  have  been  prompted  by 
revenge  on  account  of  some  old  feud.  A 
matter  that  they  are  puzzled  over  is  tlie 
deposition  in  a  divorce  case  that  was  , 
found  in  the  possession  of  the  dead 
jnan.  This  is  the  case  of  Dr.  Ralpl\ 
Gundove  against  Colvinda  Gundove,  VOO 
South  Fourth  street,  St.  Louis.  It  is 
believed  that  Giovanni  was  acting  as 
agent  for  some  attorney  and  this  may 
have  had  something  to  do  with  the  plot 
to  end  his  life. 

Giovanni  and  Battista  were  friends  in 
Italy.  For  seven  years  Giovanni  was 
a  labor  contractor  In  New  York  and 
Boston.  Three  years  ago  he  came  to 
Chicago  and  conducted  a  cigar  store  la 
Polk  street.  Six  months  ago  he  en- 
gaged in  the  restaurant  business.  He 
was  a  man  of  considerable  means. 

At  3  o'clock  this  morning  one  of  the 
prisoners  said  the  members  of  the  band 
belonged  to  an  organization  known  as 
the  Sicilian  society  and  that  Mariso  wa» 
the   president  of  the  organization. 

A  clew  to  the  motive  for  the  murdef 
was  found  among  the  letters  in  Giovan- 
ni's pockets.  One  of  these,  written  by 
a  man  in  St.  Louis,  spoke  of  a  murder 
committed  in  Mull)erry  street.  New 
Yorlc,  to  which  Giovanni  wa«  a  witness. 
The  theory  of  the  police  is  that  Gio- 
vanni was  murdered  to  prevent  his  ap- 
pearance at  the  trial.  Letters  fcund  in 
the  murdered  man's  pockets  showed 
that  he  had  been  summoned  Eas-t  as  a 
witness.  The  Mafia  is  mentioned  in  the 
case,  but  as  yet  there  is  no  evidence  di- 
rectly Implicating  that  society. 

In  connection  with  the  murder,  the 
saloon  of  Frank  Morlci.  57  Grand  ave- 
nue, was  raided  by  the  police  today. 
The  proprietor  and  ten  inmates  were 
placed  under  arrest.

San  Francisco,  Feb.  22.-1X16  steamer 
Rio  de  Janeiro.  Capt.  Ward,  from  the 
Orient  and  Honolulu,  struck  on  a  rock 
early  today  just  outside  the  Golden 
Gate  and  sank  in  twenty  minutes.  A 
large  number  of  persons  were  drowned. 
The  steamer  had  been  lying  off  the  heads 
all  night,  an  unusually  heavy  fog  pre- 
venting her  from  entering  the  harbor. 
At  5  o'clock  this  morning  rfie  weighed 
anchor  and  headed  for  the  city  in  charge 
of  Pilot  Frank  Jordan.  Shortly  after- 
wards the  vessel  struck  a  hidden  rock, 
and  Pilot  Jordan  shouted  for  all  on 
board  to  take  to  the  boats. 

The  wildest   confusion   prevailed,   the 
passengers  and  crew  alike  scrambled  for 
ttie    boats,    and    In    their    endeavor    to 
escape  from  the  rapidly  sinking  vessel 
many   jumped   overboard.     Capt.    "VVard 
ordered  several  of  the  boats  alongside, 
and   the  ladies  of  the  cabin  and   some 
of  the  gentlemen  passengers  were  placed 
in   them.     The   boats   were  manned   by 
part  of  the  crew  and  headed  citywards. 
So  far  as  known  but  three  of  the  ship's 
boats  left  Itie  vessel.    On  board  the  Rio 
De   Janeiro   were   29    cabin   passengers, 
150  in  the  steerage  ^nd    140  In  the  crew. 
Tugs  and  other  small  boats  quickly  put 
out  from  the  city  for  the  scene  of  the 
disaster,    and    a    number   already   have 
returned    with    large    numbers    of    the 
rescued.     There  is  an  unverified  rumor 
to   the   effect   that   Consul   Wildman   of 
Hong   Kong   and  tnis   .'son   were   among 
those  who  were  drowned.

The  steamer  Sequoia  brought  in 
twenty  persons  not  included  in  the 
above  list.  It  is  reported  that  Capt. 
Ward  locked  himself  in  his  state  room 
and  went  down  with  the  vessel.  Pilot 
Jordan  was  picked  up  by  one  of  the 
boats.  He  was  severely  injured  and  was 
taken  to  the  hospital. 

Passenger  Phil  Nussenblatt,  of  Hono- 
lulu,  was  saved. 
The  vessel  sank  in  less  than  twenty 


minutes  and  it  Is  certain  the  list  of 
fatalities  will  be  large.  Her  smoke- 
stack and  part  of  the  pilot  house  are 
above  water.  Nineteen  of  the  Chinese 
are  known  to  have  been  rescued. 

G.  Hecht,  a  Gemian  officer,  was  res- 
cued by  the  life  saving  crew  and  im- 
mediately upon  beint;-  taken  ashore  he 
was  driven  to  the  California  hotel.  He 
said  that  the  fog  prevented  him  from 
seeing  what  was  going  on  in  the  work 
of  rescue.  He  profurod  a  life  preserver, 
fastened  it  about  his  waist  and  jumped 
overboard.  He  was  in  the  water  only  a 
short  time  when  rescued;  Pilot  Jor- 
dan was  taken  on  board  yesterday 
afternoon  inside  the  Farallones.  The 
ship  then  laid  to  until  4:30  o'clock  thKs 
morning,  when  the  weather  cleared 
somewhat.  The  steamer  then  started, 
under  half  steam,  toward  Point  Bonito. 
She  held  to  her  coyrse  Tintil  5:20  a.  m., 
when  she  struck  a  rock.  There  was  a 
terrific  jar.  The  sceartfer  kept  an  even 
keel  for  fifteen  minutes  when  she  sud- 
denly plunged  downward,  bow  first. 

A  boat  had  been  launched  to  exam- 
ine the  ship's  position.  It  contained 
Third  Officer  Holland  and  J.  K.  Car- 
penter, a  capitalist  ot"  Oakland.  The 
Rio  Janeiro,  in  her  plunge,  smashed  the 
little  craft.  Carpenter  was  picked  up, 
but  it  is  not  known  what  became  of  the 
third  officer.  Capt.  Ward  stood  on  the 
deck  and  superintended  the  launching 
of  life   boats  and  rafts. 

The  number  of  lives  lost  in  the  wrocK 
of  the  Rio  is  variously  estimated  at  from 
fifty  to  150. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  Consul  Wild- 
man,  his  wife  ad  t^o  children  are 
among  the  number  lost.  Nothing  has 
been  seen  of  the  family  since  the  ves- 
sel .struck  the  rock. 

Purser  John  ll'">o:j"y  is  missing  anJ 
all  of  his  papers  a-o  believed  to  have 
gt.ne  down  with  the  vessel.  Unless  he 
is  found  alive  or  his  nouch  is  recovere<i, 
it  will  be  impossible  to  fully  determine 
the  total  loss  of  l!rt  s^ctll  the  agents  of 
the  company  in  the  'orient  and  in  Hono- 
lulu can   communicate   their   passenger 

lists. 

One  of  the  rescued  passengers  gives 
it  as  hf«?  belief  that  the  loss  of  the  ves- 
sel was  caused  by  the  explosion  of  her 
boilers. 

New  York,  Feb.  22.— The  steamer 
City  of  Rio  De  Janeiro  sailed  from 
Hong  Kong  Jan.  22  for  San  Francisco, 
via  Yokohama,  in  command  of  Capt. 
Ward.  She  belonged  to  the  Pacific 
Mail  Steamship  company. 

The  City  of  Ri<J  De  Janeiro  was  an 
iron  vessel,  built  al  Chester.  Pa.,  m 
1878  by  Roach  &  Son.  She  was  344  feet 
long,  3S  feet  beam  and  2S.9  ftet  deep  and 
registered  3548  tons  gross  and  2275  tons 
net.

DISCUSS  A  TONNAGE  TAX 

Duluth  Legislators  Consult  With  Those  From 

Wisconsin  Concerning  Taxaibn  of 

Vessels  on  the  Lakes. 


London,  Feb.  22.— Proceedings  have 
been  started  in  behalf  of  Viscount  Hin- 
ton,  v.ho  at  one  time  played  an  organ 
in  Lfmdon  streets,  to  eject  the  youthful 
Earl  Poulett  from  Hinton  house,  pend- 
ing the  trial  of  the  question  of  his  right 
to  the  earldom.  An  Injunction  will  be 
asked  for  to  restrain  the  present  OC' 
cupant  of  the  family  estates  from  using 
the  title  of  Earl  Poulett. 

When  Henry,  Earl  Poulett,  died  on 
Jan.  22,  1899,  the  succession  to  his  title 
arid  estates  came  Into  dispute.  The 
old  earl  was  thrice  married,  and  the 
organ  grinder  claimant  to  his  estate  de- 
clares himself  to  be  his  eldest  son  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  Virginia  Newman, 
daughter  of  a  Landpurt  pilot,  whom  the 
earl  married  in  1849.  The  earl'^  sec- 
ond marriage  was  without  issue.  In 
1S79  he  contracted  a  marriage,  his 
third,  with  Rosa  De  Melville,  daughter 
of  Alfred  Hugh  De  Melville,  and  the 
son  of  this  union  now  enjoys  the  es- 
tates and  property  which  the  claimant 
will  attempt  to  possess  by  process  of 
law. 

The  alleged  Earl  Poulett  has  long 
lived  among  the  London  poor,  support- 
ing himself  by  organ  grinding.  He  has 
given  some  study  to  the  matter  of  the 
housing  of  the  London  masses,  with 
whose  life  and  hardships  he  is  person- 
ally familiar.  The  old  earl  never  con- 
coaled  his  hatred  for  his  organ  grind- 
ing son.  whom  he  characterized  as  an 
Imposter.  He  was  so  opposed  to  li:s 
eventually  enjoying  his  estates  that  he 
attempted  to  entail  and  mortgage  them 
during  his  lifetime  so  that  even  if  hi:? 
son  were  successful  in  his  efforts  to  i>e 
recognized  as  his  father's  lawful  hoir, 
there  would  be  little,  if  any  proi:»erty 
for  him  to  enjoy.  While  the  earl's  son, 
by  his  third  wife,  enloys  the  estates 
and  uses  the  title,  his  claim  thereto  has 
never  been  confirmed  by  the  courts.

Ten  Bodies  Taken  From  Penn- 
sylvania Wreck-Olhers 
Will  Did. 

Trenton,  N.  J.,  Feb.  22— The  total  num- 
ber of  dead  in  the  Pennsylvania  wreck  at 
HusUngs  GidlnfT.  r^ciir  liordentown  last 
night  is  now  known  to  be  at  least  ten. 
There  are  eigni  bodies  in  the  Trenton 
morgue  and  Coroner  Bower  went  to  the 
scene  of  the  wreck  this  m'orning  to  bring 
two  more  bodies  to  Trenton  that  had  been 
taktn  from  underneath  the  wreckagt\ 
during  the  early  morning.  The  only  doad 
persons  yet  identified  are  Engineer  Earle, 
of  the  "Nellie  Bly  "  express;  Buggage- 
master  James  Birmingham,  of  the  lo<?al 
train,  and  J.  W.  Nale,  of  Trenton,  who 
was  a  passenger  on  the  local  train.  It  is 
bellevetl  that  one  of  the  dead  bodios  is 
that  of  William  McKinney,  also  of  Tre<n- 

tun. 

Engineer  Thompson,  of  the  local  train, 
who  is  at  St.  Nicholas  hospital  is  still 
in   a  very   precarious   condition    and   it   lb 


Chicago,  Feb.  2  J.— A  murder,  believed 
to  have  been  the  result  of  a  vendetta, 
was  committed  near  Grand  and  Mil- 
waukee avenues,  this  city,  late  last 
night.  Salvator;  Giovanni  was  found 
shot  through  the  heart  with  Carlo  Bat- 
tista,  who  recen  :ly  arrived  from  New 
York,  standing  o  .'er  him.  Battista  says 
he  and  the  mure  ered  man  were  v.arrn 
friends  and  that,  while  on  the  way  to 
Giovanni's  home,  they  were  attacked 
by  three  men.  Battista  was  not  in- 
jured, but  carriec  a  revolver,  which  had 
not  been  fired.  In  the  dead  man's  coat 
pocket,  however,  was  a  revolver  from 
which  three  shots  had  been  fired.  This 
mystifies  the  pclice,  since  Giovanni's 
wound  would  ha'^e  prevented  him  from 
restoring  the  wei.pon  to  a  place  of  con- 
cealment. In  his  pockets  also  were 
many  counterfeit  coins.  Giovanni  was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  Italians  in 
Chicago,  was  a  member  of  several  secret 
societies  and  can  e  here  from  New  York 
three  years  ago. 

The  police  believe  that  he  was  a  vic- 
tim of  the  dread(d  Mafia,  and  hold  that 
he  was  murdered  with  the  weapon 
found  on  him.  !}attista  is  being  lield 
pending  an  inveitigation.  Within  five 
hours  afte"r  the  murder  the  police 
raided  a  house  at  141  Milton  avenue 
and  arrested  nine  Italians,  said  to  be 
sympathizers  of  the  Chicago  branch  of 
the  Mafia.  One  of  the  men  arrested 
in  Milton  avenue,  Joseph  Mariso,  was 
suffering  from  a  severe  bullet  wound 
in  the  mouth  anl  he  was  taken  to  t'.ie 
county  hospital.  It  is  believed  by  the 
police  that  Gio'anni  was  lured  from 
his  home  to  the  place  of  ambush  and 
that  he  was  there  set  upon. 

When  the  raid  was  made  on  the  hou^e 
in  Milton  avenie,   the   nine   men   were 


found  huddled  In  a  small  room.  In  th« 
room  were  found  numerous  dirks,  sti- 
lettos and  revolvers. 

It  is  believed  by  the  police  that  tha 
murder  may  have  been  prompted  by 
revenge  on  account  of  some  old  feud.  A 
matter  that  they  are  puzzled  over  is  the 
deposition  in  a  divorce  case  that  was 
found  in  the  possession  of  the  dea4 
•man.  This  is  the  case  of  Dr.  Ralph 
Gundove  against  Colvinda  Gundove,  VOO 
South  Fourth  street,  St.  Louis.  It  ia 
believed  that  Giovanni  was  acting  as 
agent  for  some  attorney  and  this  may 
have  had  something  to  do  with  the  plot 
to  end  his  life. 

Giovanni  and  Battista  were  friends  !n 
Italy.  For  seven  years  Giovanni  was 
a  labor  contractor  In  New  York  and 
Boston.  Three  years  ago  he  came  to 
Chicago  and  conducted  a  cigar  store  in 
Polk  street.  Six  months  ago  he  en- 
gaged in  the  restaurant  business.  He 
was  a  man  of  considerable  means. 

At  3  o'clock  this  morning  one  of  th» 
prisoners  said  the  members  of  the  bard 
belonged  to  an  organization  known  u9 
the  Sicilian  society  and  that  Mariso  was 
the   president  of  the  organization. 

A  clew  to  the  motive  for  the  murdef 
was  found  among  the  letters  in  Giovan- 
ni's pockets.  One  of  these,  written  by 
a  man  in  St.  Louis,  spoke  of  a  murder 
committed  in  Mulberry  street.  New 
York,  to  which  Giovanni  wae  a  witness. 
The  theory  of  the  police  is  that  Gio- 
vanni was  murdered  to  prevent  hiB  ap- 
pearance at  the  trial.  I.K;tters  fcund  in 
the  murdered  man's  pocketp  showed 
that  he  had  been  summoned  East  as  a 
witness.  The  Mafia  is  mentioned  in  tha 
case,  but  as  yet  there  is  no  evidence  di- 
re<  tly  implicating  that  society. 

In  connection  with  the  murder,  the 
saloon  of  Frank  Morici,  57  Grand  ave- 
nue, was  raided  by  the  police  today. 
The  proprietor  and  ten  inmate.s  wera 
placed  under  arrest.

In  the  Country. 


New  York,  Feb.  22.— Alonzo  J.  White- 
man,  alia.s  A.  D.  Wilson,  formerly  a 
resident  of  Duluth,  is  under  arrest  here 
on  a  charge  of  {crand  larceny.  It  is  re- 
ported he  is  wanted  in  Boston  for  pass- 
ing worthless  checks. 

In  the  opinion  of  Capt.  McCluskey, 
formerly  chief  tf  the  detective  bureau, 
Whiteman  is  the  most  skillful  bank 
swindler  in  the  United  States.  With 
three  alleged  associates  he  was  arrested 
in  this  city  in  ?Joveml>er,  1899,  charged 
with  swindling  banks  to  the  extent  of 
$100,000.  He  wae  acquitted.  Then  he 
was  taken  to  Chicago  for  trial  for 
swindling  hotels,  and  for  a  few  months 
was  confined  in  the  house  of  correction, 
but  he  gained  his  liberty  last  fall. 

He  has  had  a  checkered  career  since 


leaving  Duluth.  In  addition  to  the  hl- 
cldents  mentioned  above,  he  has  been 
in  many  other  scrapes.  Once  he  was 
arrested  in  New  York  and  taken  to  San 
Francisco  on  a  charge  of  negotiating  a 
bogus  draft  there.  He  was  tried  and 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  a  long  term 
in  San  Quentin  penitentiary.  His  de- 
fense was  that  he  made  the  draft  in 
good  faith  on  a  friend  who  owed  him 
money  and  had  promised  to  pay  th« 
draft,  but  neglected  to  do  so.  After  be- 
ing imprisoned  for  a  year  in  a  San 
Francisco  jail,  pending  an  appeal  to  the

WashlnKton.  Feb.  22.-iSi)ocial  to  The 
Herald.)— The  great  social  prominence  of 
the  vice  presidential  family  in  the  com- 
IriK  a.lmtnistration,  as  in  the  early  days  of 
Mr.  McKinley-s  first  term  will  be  a  very 
important  factor  In  the  next  four  years, 
and  the  home  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt 
have  selected  will  be  one  of  the  cenltr.s 
of  official  society.  This  residence.  1610 
Rhode  I.sland  avenue,  i»  a  spacious  yellow 
brick  house  on  the  corner  of  Seventeenth 
Street.  It  is  owned  and  during  his  resi- 
dence In  Washington  wa.s  occupied  by 
the  present  minister  to  Spain.  Hon.  Bel- 
lamy Storor,  of  Ohio.  Mr.  Storer  enlarged 
U  to  its  present  proportions  and  by  re- 
modeling Its  Interior  almost  beyond  rec- 
ognition made  It  an  ideal  residence  for 
any  one  occupying  a  position  of  public 
prominence. 

The  hnu.sc  has  an  Encrlish  basement, 
the  ground  floor  being  given  over  entirely 
to  a  large  reception  hall  ami  offices,  with 
the  culinary  department  in  the  nar.  The 
hall  is  square,  except  for  the  bay  window 
recess  that  breaks  the  corner  of  the  hou.se 
and  extends  from  foundation  stone  to 
roof.

Roosevelt  abounds  in  interesting  sQUven- 
irs  of  many  lands,  and  as  both  the  future 
presiding  officer  of  the  United  States 
senate  and  his  charming  wife  are  pos- 
sessed of  rare  taste,  it  is  safe  to  assume 
the  artistic  and  tasty  embeilishment  <>f 
their  Washington  home,  in  the  seasons_to 
come,  will  compare  favorably  with  the 
draperv  and  decorations  that  have  beau- 
tified the  well-known  mansion  in  the  past. 
It  i.s  understood  that  the  nursery,  which 
i«  an  Important  apartment  In  the  Roose- 
velt household,  will  be  located  on  the 
fourth  floor.  It  will  be  located  in  the  front 
of  the  house  and  the  windows  are  already 
protected  with  b.ars  so  that  none  of  th-> 
juveniles  of  the  family  of  Roosevelt,  no 
matter  how  venturesome  will  be  likely  lo 
fall  out.

Chicago.  Feb.  22.— Banks,  the  stock 
exchange,  board  of  trade,  railroad  offi- 
ces and  most  of  the  schools  fwere  closed 
today  in  memory  of  the  birth  of  W^ash- 
ington. 

This  afternoon  several  thousand  per- 
sons gathered  at  the  Auditorium  where, 
under  the  auepices  of  the  Union  League 
club,  they  were  addressed  by  Frederick 
'Harrison,  the  English  author  and  phil- 
osophical  critic,   on   "George   Washing- 
ton."    During  the  forenoon  5000     school 
children  gathered     at     the  Auditorium, 
where  they  listened  with  rapt  attention 
to  tributes  to  the  first  president    of    the 
United      States.      Bishop    Spalding    of 
Peoria  delivered  an  eloquent  address  on 
•Patriotism  and  Character."     He  spoke 
in  part  as  follows:     "As  they  alone  are 
Christians  who  strive  earnestly  to  lead 
a  high  and  worthy  life,   so   only   those 
who    are    seriously    intent  on    making 
themselves    wise,  stp6ng    and    virtuous 
are    patriots.     Words    are     idle    unleijs 
they  are    filled    with    meaning    by  the 
deeds  of  those  who  utter  them.     A  sol- 
dier may   die  in  battle  for  his  country 
and  be  only  a  mercenary,  but  he  who  so 
lives  as  to  make  men  thankful  that  he 
is  their  fellow  citizen  is  a  patriot.     By 
making  uae  of  the  oppoi^unities  which 
liberty     offers,     one     may   amass     vaat 
wealth   and    be   an   enemy  of    freedom, 
but  he   who  frees  himself  from  within 
!by  overcoming    ignorance    and     greed, 
makes  us   think    well   not  only  of  him- 
aelf.  but  of  his  country  also. 

"The  characteristics  of  a  true  Ameri- 
can are  goodwill,  sympathy  with  the 
helpless  and  oppressed,  intelligence, 
uprighteousness.  energy,  courage  and 
industry,  and  if  we  love  our  country 
and  desire  to  make  its  instltutioJus 
permanent,  we  muat  labor  to  cultivate 
these  virtues  in  ourselves  and  in  those 
whom  we  are  able  to  intluence.  The 
love  of  education,  in  th  edeep  sense  of 
the  word,  and  the  love  of  country  are 
one  and  the  same  love.  Nothing  but 
education,  domestic,  religious  and  schol- 
astic, can  form  the  virtues  which  make 
patriots.  Character  i.=?  the  man  him- 
self; it  is  precisely  this  moral  growth 
which  it  is  the  chief  business  of  the 
school  to  promote,  and  if  it  fail  In  this. 
it  fails  radically.  A  characterless  man 
its  neither  good  in  himself  nor  good  in 
his  relations  to  any  form  of  the  soc-iil 
environments.  If  the  average  of  moral 
and  intellectual  culture  were  higher  we 
should  be  able  not  only  to  procure  the 
needs  and  comforts  of  life  with  less 
effort,  but  we  should  have  the  wisdom 
and  strength  to  deny  ourselves  many 
things  which  are  harmful  and  mere 
wastes  of  individual  and  national  force. 
All  the  luxuries  involved  in  dissipation 
of  vital  energy  and  deterioration  of  the 
quality  of  life;  but  among  the  luxurie.s 
no  sensible  man  will  place  the  groat 
works  of  art  which  spring  from  the 
highe.-it  acti\'ities  of  the  soul,  and  with- 
out which  our  whole  existence  must 
sink  to  lower  levels.  What  more  strik- 
ing instance  could  there  be  of  the  crude 
kind  of  thinking  in  vogue  among  us 
than  that  a  university  professor  should 
deem  it  not  ab-.^urd  to  place  a  great 
money  gatherer  on  the  same  footing 
with  "a  great  poet.  The  one  is  a  me- 
chanical, the  other  a  vital  man.  Klche.=? 
are  akin  to  fear,  to  cowardice  ;ind  death, 
but  the  highest  thought  rightly  ex- 
pressed is  the  fine  essence  of  the  purest 
life  stored  up  for  all  who  are  able  to 
appreciate  and  admire  even  to  the  re- 
motest age.  But.  however  high  we  may 
place  genius  and  intellectual  powers, 
when  there  is  question  oi  patriotism  w^ 
must  came  back  to  the  moral  elmeent  in 
human  nature,  to  the  sense  of  duty,  to 
character.  The  essential  is  not  what  we 
know,  but  what  we  believe  and  love 
and  do  with  our  hearts. 
"The   hero   whose   memory  we   honor 
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304  West  Superior  Street. 
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today  was  not  a  man  of  genius  or  tvf 
the  best  intellectual  culture,  but  he 
was  a  great  character — honest,  simple, 
true,  disinterested  and  incorruptible. 
He  thought  not  of  private  gain  nor  of 
personal  glory,  nor  of  the  aggrandize- 
ment of  his  country,  but  believing  with 
all  his  heart  in  the  right  of  the  people 
to  govern  themselves,  he  gave  his  time, 
his  wealth,  his  life  to  make  such  gov- 
ernment actual  and  permanent.  It 
could  never  have  occurred  to  him  thai 
Americans  could  ever  seek  to  conquer 
a  people  struggling  for  independence; 
to  him,  who  had  inscribed  on  his  vic- 
torious banner  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence. He  could  not  have 
dreamed  that  the  extension  of  trade 
and  the  enriching  of  trusts  should  ever 
be  deemed  by  Americans  a  justification 
of  wars  and  conquest.  He  had  a  noble 
soul,  he  had  a  great  heart,  he  had 
honest  convictions,  he  had  the  courage 
of  his  opinions.  If  we  compare  him 
with  Julius  Caesar  he  is  altogether  in- 
ferior in  intellectual  grasp  and  power, 
but  wholly  superior  in  character,  in  the 
qualities  which  make  a  man  wise,  help- 
ful and  beneficent.  The  one  overthrew 
a  republic  to  build  an  empire,  which 
quickly  became  the  shame  and  ruin  of 
the  world;  the  other  founded  a  republic, 
which  has  been  a  refuge  and  a  blessing 
for  all  the  victims  of  tyi^nny  in  the 
wide  rorld.  for  whose  prosperity  and 
continuance  all  pure,  gentle,  loving  and 
Christian  souls  in  the  wide  world  must 
pray."

Vermont  Historical  Sooloty  Rtoilvoo 
Rolic  From  Woman's  Estatt. 

Burlington.  Vt.,  Feb.  22.— The  swo'd 
carried  by  Lord  Byron  In  the  war  for 
the  independence  of  Greece  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  Vermont  Historical 
society  bv  the  executors  of  the  estate 
of  .Mrs.  Henry  W.  King,  of  Chicago. 
At  the  close  of  the  memorable  struggle 
for  liberty  the  sword  became  the  prop- 
erty of  Col.  Jonathan  Miller  of  Mont- 
pelier,  Vt.  Col.  Miller  fought  in  the  war 
in  the  legion  which  Ix)rd  Byron  had 
commanded.  He  bought  it  from  a  Capt. 
Loukae,  who  received  it  from  Lord 
Byron.  The  authenticity  of  the  relic  '\s 
amply  attested  and  1.=?  umiispulable. 
Col.  Miller's  daughter,  the  late  Mrs. 
Alpha  Keith,  of  Chicago,  bequeathed  by 
her  will  to  the  Vermont  Historical  so- 
ciety the  yataghan,  or  Turkish  sciini- 
ter."  which  her  father  wielded  in  the 
Greek  war.  and  left  the  Byron  sword  to 
her  most  intimate  friend.  Mrs.  King, 
for  her  life,  and  to  the  Vermont  Histori- 
cal society  after  her  death.

In  your  Issue  of  a  recent  date  you  have  I 
a  paragraph  in  which  I  am  spoken  of  as 
hjiving  sf  en  Napoleon  when  he  was  a  pris- 
oner on  board  the  P.ellerophon  in  our 
sound  in  the  year  ISl.l.  and  It  Is  susge.-^ted 
that  I  mlglit  l)e  Induced  to  give  a  more 
dcflnlte  account  of  the  matter,  says  Joseph 
M.iy  in  Wiistmliistor  Gazette.  This  I  shaii 
hti  happy  to  do.  and  at  the  same  time,  p.r- 
haps,  you  will  allow  me  to  add  what  prob- 
ably not  one  In  a  milHon  of  persons  now 
living  can  say— that  I  have  seen  all  the 
four  Naix)Ieons. 

Of  the  first  NaiK)leon  I  have  a  very  dis- 
tinct recollection.  .\t  the  time  he  was  on 
board  the  Bellerophon  there  was  natural- 
ly a  very  great  curiosltv  felt  to  see  him, 
and  It  was  understood  that  ni  certain  hour 
in  the  afternoon  ho  would  graitfy  that 
curiosltv  bv  showing  himself  on  deck— 1 
think  It  was  4  oc!o<-k.  The  public  were 
not  slow  in  availing  tht  mselvco  of  that  op- 
portunity, and  long  before  the  time  ar- 
rived great  crowds  of  people  of  all  ranks 
had  gatherp<l  round  the  sh-.p.  but  were  not 
allowed  to  come  quite  near,  being  kept  a 
proper  distance  by  rowboats.  I  wa.s  then 
Hbout  seven  vears  of  age.  and  1  hiive  a 
distant  recollection  of  the  scene  at  the 
moment  Napoleon  nre.-^ented  himself  at 
the  gangway  and  recieved  the  r/spectful 
homage  of  the  thousands— men.  women 
and  chlMren— that  stood  up  In  their  noats 
and  gave  expression  to  their  feelings  by 
a  subdued  roar,  not  approaching  to  a 
huzzah.  nor  partaking  in  the  least  of  re- 
jiroach.  I  fan«y  I  see  him  now— short  in 
person,  stiff,  -upright,  rather  stout.  He 
graciously  saluted  the  assemble^l  crowd, 
staved  a  few  minutes,  and  then  retired. 
This  wa.s  continued  day  after  day  as  long 
as  the  ship  remained   In  the  sound. 

The  secnd  Xaimleon—  son  of  the  above 
—born  king  of  Rome.  1811.  on  the  down- 
fall of  his  father  retired  with  the  Em- 
press his  mother.  t»  her  former  home  at 
the  court  of  Viennav  in  which  city  I  hap- 
pened to  be  ifi  the  month  of  November 
1S31.  on  mv  way  bark  from  Poland,  where 
I  had  been  servinsr  V^  the  Polish  army  as 
surgeon  In  the  strnggle  they  had  made 
with  Ru.«!sla  if^  th*ir  independence.  The 
exiled  prince  «efaB  Wiown  at  the  court 
under  the  title  of  Duke  of  Relchstadt, 
and  I  was  fortunate  in  being  at  the  the- 
ater one  evening  when  he  was  present. 
He  died  the  fo?lowlng  year,  at  the  age  of 
21  vears.   of  cfinsumption. 

The  third  Napolehn.  with  his  son.  the 
prince  imperlRl.  th#  fourth  Naix)leon.  I 
saw  in  the  year  l«f71  at  the  seat  of  the 
earl  of  Mt.  Bdgcumbe.  After  the  catas- 
trophe of  Seden  thev  had  sought  refuge  In 
England,  and  were  then  the  guests  of  his 
lordship.

THE  G&PTAIN'S  DOOM 


Said  He  Emulated  Admiral 

Tryon  and  Was  Locked 

In  Cabin. 


San  Francisco,  Feb.  22.— There  are 
several  conHicting  stories  concerning  the 
fate  of  Capt.  Ward  of  the  steamer  Rio 
de  Janeiro.  The  steward  says  he  stood 
be.side  the  captain  when  she  went  down. 
Two  other  survivors  say  they  also  saw 
the  cai>tain,  but  Quarterma'ster  Fred- 
erick Lindstrom  declares  Capt  Ward 
emulated  Admiral  Tryon  of  H.  M.  S. 
Victoria,  Ruing  down  in  hi.s  cabin,  where 
he  met  his  doom,  behind  a  Ijcked  door. 
Jt  is  curtain  Capt.  Ward  was  drowned, 
however. 

From  the  stories  told  by  the  survivors 
of  the  calamity,  all  of  whicti  conflict 
more  or  less  in  detail,  it  is  safe  to  pre- 
sume Pilot  Jordan  is  the  only  living 
person  qualifled  to  tell  exactly  how  the 
catastrojhe  happened  and  who  is  respon- 
sible for  it.  Capt.  Ward  is  dead,  and  be- 
bftween  him  and  the  pilot  ttie  ship  was 
steereii  to  her  doom. 

Jordan's  story  is  to  the  elTect  that 
after  the  ship  had  entered  the  heads 
and  the  fog  enveloped  her,  he  nolifi<--d 
the  captain  that  it  was  unsafe  to  pro- 
ceed, but  the  latter  ordered  him  to  go 
ahead.  The  captain's  order  was  olieyed. 
And  therein  the  pilot  confesses  himself 
at  fault,  for,  from  the  moment  the  ship 
was  taken  in  hand  by  him.  his  author- 
ity in  all  mattt-rs  pertaining  to  hor 
movements  was  supreme  and  he 
solely  responsible  for  her  safety 
the  lives  of  the  people  aboard  her. 

There  are  also  conHicting  statements 
as  to  the  conduct  of  the  officers  and 
crew.  Some  say  the  officers  and  sail- 
ors were  cool  and  conscientiously  en- 
deavoring to  get  out  the  boats  and  save 
as  many  passengers  as  possible,  while 
others  declare  that  as  soon  as  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  situation  became  appar- 
ent there  was  an  end  to  discipline 
among  the  seamen,  and  that  it  was 
"every  man  for  himself." 

Capt.  Ward's  voice  was  heard  above 
the  shrieks  of  the  women  and  the  howl- 
ing of  the  Chinese,  ordering  his  nun  to 
save  the  women.  In  the  launching  of 
the  boats,  it  is  said,  confu-sion  prevailed 
ami  one  load  of  pa.«sengers  and  sailors 
was  dumped  into  the  sea 


that  got  away  carried  several  of  the 
ship's  ofRcert?.  Another  ijoat  was  im- 
panelled upon  a  spar  as  the  men  aboard 
it  were  trying  to  row  it  from  the  suc- 
tion caused  by  the  sinking  vessel.  Four 
boat.^  were  cleared  from  the  davits,  but 
so  far  as  canlae  learned  only  one  of 
them  got  safely  away  and  landed  its 
passengers.     Italian    fishermen   rescued 

the  others. 

The  wreck  lies  about  three-fourths  of  a 
mile  south  of  Fort  Point  and  about  a 
thousand  yards  off  ih'>  rocky  shore.  Quar- 
termaster l^imlstrom  sajs  the  load  was 
carefully  used  while  the  ship  was  coming 
in  and  that  the.  .sounding  taken  a  moment 
bcf' re  she  struck  showed  a  depth  of  water 
more  than  sufficient  to  float  a  vessel  of 
double  her  draught.  Fog  signals  wei-e 
constantlv  sounded  and  every  possible 
precaution  was  taken  against  accident. 
IJndstrum  is  at  a  loss  to  account  for  the 
ship  getting  so  far  away  from  the  regu- 
lar channel. 

Capt.  William  Ward  had  been  In  the 
employ  of  the  Pacific  Mail  company  f.>r 
manv  vears.  He  first  entered  the  service 
a'j  acadet  on  -the  steamship  Tokio.  and  in 
iN'vs  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the 
Rio.  Later  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Peru  then  to  the  China,  then  to  the  City 
of  I^'kin.  Ho  was  then  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Rio  De  Janeiro  again  and  had  been 
three  vears  and  half  on  the  ship.

OUT  SEVENTY-TWO  HOURS. 

Weet  Superior  Jury  Evidently  Deter- 
mined to  Make  a  Reoord. 

The  jury  in  ihe  Ciabotts  murder  case 
that  was  tried  in  West  Superior  is  ^tlU 
out  after  seventy-two  hours'  deliberation. 
The  fact  is  exciting  considerable  com- 
ment In  that  city  for  the  reason  that  the 
evidence  In  the  case  against  Ciabotts  was 
very  strong.  Ciabotts  some  weeks  ago 
killed  his  wife  with  an  ax,  in  a  hotel 
at  Allouea  bay,  and  then  attempted  to 
fire  the  building.  When  arrested  he  did 
not  deny  the  crme,  but  seemed  rahter  to 
think  that  he  had  performed  a  right  deed. 
He  was  first  tried  on  the  question  of  his 
sanity,  and  the  jury  found  him  to  be  In 
sound  state  mentally  when  he  perpetrated 
the  deed.  In  view  of  the  evidence  it  is  be- 
lie'- "  that  some  of  the  more  obstinate 
jurors  are  holding  out  on  some  little  tech- 
nicality rather  than  on  the  question  of 
Clabott's  guilt.  The  same  jury  that  set- 
tled the  sanity  question  Is  now  deliberat- 
ing   in    the    murder   case. 


The  people  of  St.  Louis  county  will 
have  the  option  of  having  seven  county 
commlssioners,^instea<l  of  five,  just  as 
soon  as  the  governor  signs  the  Haw- 
kins bill,  the  bill  having  passed  bofh 
houses  of  the  Minnesota  legislature.  It 
will  undoubtedly  receive  the  signature 
of  the  governor,  and  then  the  people 
have  a  right  to  petition  the  county 
board  to  make  the  law  effective. 

The  petition  must  have  the  signatures 
of  25  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  the 
county  at  the  last  general  election. 
The  total  vote  of  the  county  was  some- 
where near  14,250,  and  that  would  make 
the  number  of  signatures  necessary 
about  3750.  It  is  not  expected  that 
there  will  be  any  trouble^in  getting  this 
number,  for  the  sections  interested  es- 
pecially the  range  towns,  have  enough 
vo»?rs  to  make  it  up,  even  if  Duluth  is 
asked  for  no  signatures. 

The  county  board  has  no  option,  when 
this  petition.  In  proper  form  and  duly 
signed  by  the  required  number  of 
voters,  is  presented,  but  to  carry  out 
its  demands.  It  must  declare  the  new 
commissioners'  districts  and  appoint 
the  new  commissioners,  after  which  the 
board  will  be  organized  under  the  new 
bill.  Later,  the  people  of  the  new  dis- 
tricts will  have  an  opportunity  to  elect 
the  successors  of  those  who  are  ap- 
pointed. 

None  of  the  present  distHcts  will  be 
changed,  except  that  of  Cdpt.  Morcom, 
who  now  represents  the  Entire  range 
district,  including  both  rar^ges.  He  will 
be  confined  to  the  Vermilion  range  and 
Its  surrounding  territory,  Including  the 
country  north  and  west.  The  Mesaba 
range  part  of  the  county  ■<k\\\  be  given 
two  commissioners,  one  frowi'  the  West- 
ern Mesaba  district  and  one  from  the 
eastern  district.  Ci'mmissioners  Pat- 
terson, Kauppi,  Kugler  and  Berg  will 
not  have  any  changes  fade  in  their  dis- 
tricts. 

The  idea  of  this  measure  was  to  quiet  the 
demands  for  county  tlivisioh.  and  those 
who  have  planned  it  b*fliev.i  It  will  be  ef- 
fective In  that  object.  Wi^h  the  range 
districts  fully  represented  oil  the  board  it 
was  thought  that  they  would  not  be  so 
desirous  of  getting  off  by  themselves  Into 
a  separate  county. 

Those  who  have  opposed  the  bill  have 
figured  that  It  would  mean  more  expense 
to  this  county.  It  will  mean  that  there 
will  be  two  more^ commissioners  to  pay, 
and  besides  that  it  Is  inevitable  that  the 
expenses  of  the  poor  and  road  funds  will 
be  somewhat  larger  tnnn  they  are  at 
jiresent.

In  eountv  so  large  as  this,  with  many 
districts  settled  far  aixirt  fiiiin  each  other, 
there  is  always  a  demand  for  roads,  and 
there  wll  be  for  years.  Every  commis- 
sioner Is  responsible  to  the  people  of  his 
district  for  the  distribution  of  the  county 
road  fund,  and  every  commissioner,  there- 
fore, has  great  pressure  laid  uppon  him 
to  get  oart  of  the  money  for  his  dl.strlet. 
The  m:>re  commissioners,  therefore,  tho 
more  pressure,  and  those  who  have  not 
been  In  favor  of  the  bill  have  feared  this 
a*?  a  drain  on  the  county  treasury.  How- 
ever thev  h<ive  felt  that  the  ranges  need- 
ed mere  recognition,  and  tiiat  it  was  im- 
posalble  for  one  maji  to  attend  to  them 
Ixith  so  thev  will  hope  for  the  best  now 
that 'the  bill  has  gone  through.

IS  SERIOUS. 

Present  Situation  at  Vene- 
zuela Is  Hot  at  All 
Reassuring. 

Kingston,  Jam.,  F?1j.  22— Advices  here 
today  from  the  Island  of  Trinidad  re- 
veal a  serious  situation  in  Venezuela. 
It  transpires  that  Gen.  Acosta,  the  rebel 
leader,  has  not  been  captured,  and 
though  his  capture  has  been  repeatedly 
officially  and  unofficially  announced,  it 
i.s  said  he  is  now  being  a^ssisted  by  Gen. 
Hernandez,  Gen.  Rolande  and  support- 
ers of  former  President  Andrade.  The 
full  extent  of  the  rising  is  not  known  to 
the  government.  The  whole  interior  of 
the  country  is  reported  to  be  at  the 
mercy  of  the  rebels,  and  the  ferment  is 
extending  to  the  coast  towns.  Several 
steamers,  under  British  charter  and 
-flying  the  British  flag,  have  been  de- 
stroyed or  impressed,  and  a  number  of 
vessels  trading  with  Trinidad  have  been 
burned  under  orders  from  President 
Castro.  A  strong  demand  is  made  for 
the  presence  of  a  British  warship.  Brit- 
ish Guinea  papers  express  disappoint- 
ment at  the  attitude  of  America. 


William  F.  Phelps,  the  resident  mem- 
ber of  the  state  normal  school  board, 
returned  today  from  St.  P*ul,  where  he 
has  been  since  t  le  night  of  the  fire.  He 
said  to  a  Hera  d  reporter  this  after- 
noon that  he  found  a  very  kindly  feel- 
ing towaxd  the  Duluth  norma!  school  in 
the  capital,  in  tl^e  legislature  and  about 
the  capitol  building.  Sympathy  over 
the  disaster  has  worked  a  good  deal  of 
good  toward  the  project  in  the  minds 
of  the  people  donn  there,  and  he  tninks 
they  will  be  moe  than  ever  ready  to 
help  it  out.  On  this  account  he  be- 
lieves that  it  wi  1  not  be  difficult  to  .get 
several  slight  changes  made  that  seem 
desirable,  such  as  removing  the  heat- 
ing plant  outside  of  the  building.  The 
facts  that  the  buard  got  within  its  al- 
lowance consldeiably  in  letting  the  con- 
tract and  that  i:  now  has  a  balance  to 
its  credit  also  worked  to  the  benefit  of 
the  school. 

Mr.  Phelps  said  also  that  If  there 
was  not  much  delay  in  adjusting  the 
insurance  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
whatever  in  having  the  school  made 
ready  for  use  l?ept.  1,  as  originally 
planned.  The  work  has  now  taken 
nine  months,  but  the  work  that  took 
the  most  money  and  the  most  time,  the 
excavation,  the  basement,  foundation 
and  main  floor,  are  practically  un- 
harmed. 

The  matter  of  the  settlement  of  the 
Insurance  on  the  normal  school  build- 
ing is  of  much  interest  at  the  present 
time.  There  Is  a  strong  probability  that 
the  insurance  of  $40,000  will  cover  the 
loss,  although  it  will  take  the  adjust- 
ment involving  a  carefu}  survey  of  the 
building  to  determine  that. 

A  point  of  much  interest  will  be  raised 
if  it  should  be  'ound  that  the  loss  will 
run  less  than  tie  amount  of  the  insur- 
ance. The  MacLeod  &  Smith  contract 
covers  the  build  ng  and  was  for  tlie  sum 
of  ?6S.200.  The  heating  contract  was 
held  by  the  American  Heating  com- 
pany and  the  plumbing  by  D.  R.  Black. 
In  the  contract  with  MacLeod  &  Smith 
the  usual  provslon  is  made  that  the 
owner,  being  thn  state  in  this  case,  is  to 
keep  tho  build  ng  Insured  during  the 
time  of  buildiuK,  the  contractor  to  pay 
half  the  cost,  '..n  accordance  with  this 
the  state  had  iilaced  $40,000  insurance 
en  the  building.  MacLeod  &  Smith  were 
paying  half  tfie  ?ost  of  this  Insurance. 

The  question  now  is,  does  this  insur- 
ance of  $40,000  cover  anything  more 
than  the  part  ol  the  building  covered  by 
the  MacLeo  &  flmlth  contract?  In  other 
words,  can  the  state  recover  for  the 
heating  plant,  or  on  behalf  of  the 
American  Heating  company?  It  does  not 
appear  to  most  people  who  have  ex- 
pressed any  opi  lions  on  the  matter  that 
the  state  can  do  It.  In  any  event,  the 
loss  on  the  Ma<-Leod  &  Smith  contract 
will  have  to  be  covered  first.  If  there 
should  be  a  surplus,  there  will  then 
arise  the  question  as  to  whether  the 
state  can  collect  for  the  heating  plant. 
If  not,  the  American  Heating  company 
will  have  a  loss  to  stand  unless  its  con- 
tract provided  for  insurance  by  the 
state.  In  that  event  possibly  the  state 
could  not  hold  the  heating  company. 
There  is  another  contingency,  also.  The 
heating  plant  had  been  completed  end 
was  in  use.  It  n  ay  not  have  been  turned 
over  to  the  sta  e.  however,  and  in  that 
event  the  comtjany  would  probably  be 
liable. 

The  contractors  are  at  work  today 
bracing  the  walls  of  the  building  so  that 
they  may  not  oe  affected  by  the  wind 
or  other  causeF.  The  insurance  adjust- 
ers are  expected  to  arrive  at  most  any 
time  and  then  the  work  of  adjustment 
will  begin.

NEW  EM6UMD  FUB  CROP. 

It  is,  perhaps,  not  generally  realized 
what  arc  the  varieties  and  numbers  of 
the  wild  fur-bearing  animals  of  New  Eng- 
land at  the  present  time,  or  how  Impor- 
tant Is  the  Industry  of  trapping  them,  yet 
it  Is  estimated  that  these  animals  now  pro- 
duce to  the  trappers  In  those  states  an  an- 
nual  Income  of  a  million  dollars,  says  the 
Old  Farmers'  Almanac. 

Only  one  of  the  wild  creatures  of  tho 
woods  has  been  entirely  exterminated-* 
the  wolf,  who  was  the  great  pest  of  the 
early  settler.  The  panther  Is  nearly  ex- 
tinct, but  the  bear,  the  ^ytix  and  wildcat, 
the  flsher,  or  black  cat,  the  beaver,  the 
otter,  the  fox,  the  raccoon,  the  sable,  or 
marten,  the  mink,  the  skunk  and  the 
muskrat  are  still  with  us.  Naturally  the 
iarger  and  more  valuable,  or  more  de- 
structive kinds  are  reduced  In  numbera, 
but  the  smaller  ones  more  than  hold  their 
own,  and  dealers  say  that  tho  total  value 
of  the  annual  catch  In  New  England  Is 
greater  now  than  It  was  a  century  ago. 
In  numl^ers  the  muskrat  exceeds  all 
others  combined,  about  200,000  being  taken 
yearly,  but  Its  price  Is  very  low.  In  total 
valautton  the  fox,  skunk  and  mink  are 
each  high  on  the  list.  Aoout  100  bears 
are  annually  trapped  in  New  England, 
200  wildcats  and  fifty  of  the  northern  lynx« 

The  great  prize  of  the  trapper  Is  the  slU 
ver  fox,  skins  of  that  animal  which  ar/i 
first  class  in  size  and  beauty  averaging 
as  high  as  $500  apiece:  but  It  is  seldom  that 
more  than  two  or  three  are  captured  la 
anv  one  year.  New  England  beaver  are 
not  In  the  market  Just  at  resent,  as  In 
the  states,  where  any  exist,  they  are 
protected  entirely  for  a  term  of  years; 
but  under  this  protection  they  are  In- 
creasing. Otter,  mink.  fox.  raccoon,  sable 
and  skunk  vary  respectively  In  value  from 
vear  to  year,  as  the  dictates  of  the  fashion 
make  demand  gi'eater  or  less.  All,  how- 
ever, find  a  ready  market  at  any  time. 

It  mav  be  stated,  as  a  general  rule,  that 
the  skins  of  the  divers  wild  fur-bearing 
animals  of  New  England,  Alaska  anS 
Canada  (Including  the  so-called  British* 
provinces)  have  a  higher  market  value 
than  tho.se  of  the  same  animals  respect- 
ively inhabiting  other  portions  of  North 
America.  Pelts  vary  In  value  from  greater 
to  less,  according  as  the  animals  are  taken 
In  early  spring  winter  or  fall.  Those  of 
animals  taken  In  summer  are  of  little  or 
no  vale.  It  Is  the  practice  to  trap,  and 
not  to  shoot  fur-bearing  animals,  as  the 
holes  of  shot  or  bullet  materially  diminish 
the  value  of  the  pelt.  To  catch  the  larger 
animals  requires  the  skill  and  patience  cf 
the  professional  trapper,  but  tho  smaller 
ones  may  be  taken  at  less  expense  of 
time,  and  by  simpler  methods.

Ethel,  who  Is  now  an  employe  of  the 
senate.  Years  ago  he  used  to  travel  all 
over  Indiana  painting  signs,  his  partner 
being  James  Whltcomb  Riley.  Many 
were  the  experiences  which  they  had 
together.  Now  Riley  is  writing  poetry 
and  Ethel  Is  working  for  the  govern- 
ment, but  still  making  pictures.  Every 
day  the  weather  card  wtilch  is  p38ted 
in  the  elevator  of  the  west  wing  of  th6 
capitol  is  decorated  with  a  clever  sketch, 
not  unmixed  with  humor.

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A  FRIGHTFUL  CASUALTY 

A  Fatal  Head-End  Collision  Oocurs  on  the 

Pennsylvania  Railroad,  Ten  Peopio 

Being  Killed  Outright. 

Twenty-five  or  Thirty  Persons  Are  Injured, 

Some  Seriously,  And  Great  Damage 

Done  to  Rolling  Stock. 


Trenton,  N.  J.,  Feb.  22.— One  of  the 
worst  collisions  in  the  history  of  the 
Aniboy  diviv-iion  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  occurred  last  evening  at  Rus- 
lings  Siding,  near  Bordentown  and 
about  eight  miles  south  of  Trenton.  The 
"Nellie  BIy"  express  from  New  York 
for  Atlantic  City  collided  with  passen- 
ger train  No.  330,  running  from  Cam- 
den to  Trenton.  The  number  of  dead 
8o  far  known  is  ten,  and  the  injured  up- 
wards of  twenty-five.  A  special  train 
at  about  9  o'clock  from  the  scene  of  the 
wreck  l>rought  four  dead  bodietj  and 
eighteen  wounded  persons  to  Tr'=>nton. 
The  wounded  were  distributed  am<.ing 
the  three  Trentun  hospitals.  Other 
■wounded  passengers  were  taken  to 
Cooper  hospital  at  Camden. 

The  scene  at  the  wreck  is  described 
by  those  who  were  present  ae  horrify- 
ing. The  trains  collided  at  full  spee<i, 
and  Ixjth  engines  were  completely  de- 
molished. The  forward  car  of  eacl: 
train,  in  both  instances  a  combination 
baggage  and  smoker,  were  entirely  de- 
molished also,  and  to  add  to  the  horror 
the  wreckage  took  fire.  The  second  caV 
of  the  "Nellie  Hly"  turned  over  on  ltd 
aide,  and  the  passengers  had  to  climb 
out  through  the  windows.  In  this  tiiey 
were  assisted  by  passengers  from  the 
cars  that  did  not  leave  the  track.  The 
track  at  thi.s  point  is  so  close  to  the 
Delaware  &  Raritan  canal  that  the 
patisengers.  in  getting  out  of  the  over- 
tuined  coach,  got  into  the  canal,  and 
many  of  the  bodies  of  the  dead  and  in- 
jured had  to  Ije  taken  from  the  water. 
The  ■■Nellie  RIy"  was  running  in  three 
sections,  and  it  was  the  third  section 
with  which  No.  330  collided.  The  local 
train  had  taken  the  siding  to  permit  the 
express  to  pass,  and  it  is  believed  that 
through  some  mi.sundert^tanding  or  mis- 
take the  local  came  out  on  the  main 
trac^k  after  the  second  section  had 
passed,  mistaking  it  for  the  third  sec- 
tion. 

The  latest  Information  shows  there 
■were  nine  persons  killed  outright,  be- 
sides Frank  Roland,  who  is  expected  to 
die  from  his  injuries.  Eight  bodies 
have  been  brought  to  Trenion,  and  at 
least  one  other  is  known  to  be  under 
the  debris. 

The  dead  who  have  been  identified 
are: 

Walter  Earl,  engineer,  express  train. 

James  Birmingham,  baggagemaster  of 
the  lf>cal   train. 

Frank  Hill,  of  WhlteCiiM.  a  railroad 
employe,  who  was  a  passenger  on  the 
local  train. 

John  rjates,  of  Trenton,  a  passenger 
on  the  local  train. 

Four  Italians,  whose  names  have  not 
been  learned. 

RirminRham's  charred  body  was  taken 
from  the  v.reck  late  last  night  and 
brought  to  t6ie  Trenton  morerue.  where 
all  of  thr"  bodies  n  >w  are.  Thirteen  of 
the  eighteen  wounded  persons  brought 
■here  are  Italians.  The  other  five  were 
passengers  on  the  local  train  and  are 
rot  th"^ught  to  have  been  seriously  hurt. 


Philadelphia.   Feb.  22.— The  survivors 


of  the  wreck  of  the  third  section  of  the 
"Nellie  Bly"  express  were  brought  to 
Camden,  N.  J.,  in  a  special  train.  Six 
of  the  injured  were  removed  to  Cooper 
hospital  and  tihe  others  who  could  stand 
the  journey  were  transferred,  and  after 
an  hour's  wait  in  Camden  were  taken  to 
Atlantic  City  along  with  the  passengers 
who  were  not  hurt.  The  injured  taken 
to  Cooper  hospital  are  all  Italians.  They 
are: 

Unknown  Italian,  black  beard,  aged 
about  forty  years;  fracture  of  base  of 
skull,  unconscious  and  will  die. 

Senrota  Vincence,  35  years,  compound 
fracture  leg  and  jaw. 

Lawrence  Messa,  45  years,  contusion  of 
hip. 

Frank  Beattack,  23  years;  lacerated 
wound  of  scalp. 

Vort  Zuvarta,  45  years,  of  New  York, 
lacerated  scalp,  contusion  of  shoulder 
and  arnw 

Pedro  Pedrickl,  27  years,  compound 
fracture  of  leg. 

Michael  McGowan,  of  Jersey  City,  fire- 
man of  the  express,  was  badly  cut  about 
the  head  and  internally  injured.  He  was 
taken  to  Atlantic  City. 

The  train  reached  Camden  shortly 
after  9  o'clock.  The  passengers  were  a 
sorry-looking  lot.  Many  of  the  women 
had  either  their  heads  or  arms  tied  up, 
and  were  badly  bespattered  with  blood. 
A  number  of  men  were  also  bandaged. 

The  story  of  the  wreck  as  told  by  the 
pasengers  is  as  follows: 

The    "Nellie    Bly"    express   was    made 
up  of  day  coach  containing,  so  far  as  is 
known,  about  twenty-four  Italians,  who 
were  enroute  to  Atlantic  City  to  do  con- 
struction   work;     a    baggage    car,    day 
coach,    combination    car   and    two   more 
day  coaches.  The  car  with  the  Italians 
was  directly  behind  the  engine.  The  ex- 
press  had   made   frequent   stops   on    the 
run    from    New    York    and    was       slow- 
ing up  just  north  of  Bordentown  when 
the    accident   occurred.       At    this    point 
there  is  a  curve.       The  first  thing   the 
passengers  knew  was  a  sudden  jolting 
of  the  train,  caused  probably  by  the  en- 
gineer putting  on   the   brakes,  and   the 
next   moment   a   terrible   crash.       Bofn 
engines  were  reduced  to  a  confusion  of 
broken  and  twisted  iron.      The  car  con- 
taining  the    Italians    was    crushed       to 
splinters   and    all    its   occupants       were 
buried    under   the   mass   of       wreckage. 
The  second  car  piled  up  on  the  first  car 
and  the  third  car  crashed  into  the  mass 
and  tumbled   into  the  dry  canal  along- 
side  the   railroad.       The  latter       coach 
was  filled  with  passengers  from      New 
York  and   all   went  down  tkith   the   ear. 
Every    one,    however,    got    ouf   or    was 
chopped  free  from  this  car.  some  of-  the 
passengers    being    quite     severely       In- 
jured.      The  survivors  said  if  the  canal 
had  been  filled  with  water  many  would 
have    been    drowned    before    they    could 
have   escaped    from    their   prison.       The 
remaining  three  cars  did  not  turn  over. 
The  local  train  which  left  Camden  at 
3:30  p.  m.   did  not  fare  as  badly  as  the 
express.      It  was  made  up  of  three  cars 
and  the  first  two  were  badly  splintered. 
As  far  as  the  passengers  knew,  no  one 
was  killed  on  this   train,   but       several 
were  badly  used  up. 


CHINESE  PATENTS  BUR 

Tokia  University  Destroyed  By  Fire— Other 

Important  Happenings  In  the  Orient 

as  Told  In  INaii  Advices. 


victoria.  B.  C,  Feb.  22.— Mall  advices 

received    here    from    the    Orient    report 

that  t(!ie  hospital  attached  to  the  Tokio 

tjniversity   was   burned  on   Jan.   29   and 

•twenty-one     patients   were     burned    to 

death     and     ten     patients     and     eleven 

nurses  and  attendants  injured.     It  was 

a   wooden   structure"     and     there    were 

ninety-six  patients  in  it  at  the  time  of 

the  fire,  which  burned  from  4  to  6  a.  m. 

The  hospital  was  for  the  treatment  of 

cases  of  particular  interest  and  had  150 
free  beds. 

Yueng  Kuwan,  the  Chinese  reformer, 
was  shot  down  while  teaching  an  Eng- 
lish class  in  Hong  Kong,  a  man  sneak- 
ing in  and  firing  f  )ur  shots,  all  of  which 
took  effect.  Another  reformer  was  shot 
on  the  previous  day,  and  the  papers  ex- 
press a  conviction  that  the  murders 
weie  committed  by  emissarle.s  of  the  old 
party  in  China  who  are  opposed  to  re- 
forms. 

According  to  mall  advices  from  Yoko- 
hama, the  secret  convention  believed  to 
have  been  concluded  between  Russia 
and  China  bids  fair  to  prove  a  source  of 
Bcrious  trouble  in  the  "farther  East." 
The  Japanese  press  accepts  the  report 
as  to  the  existence  of  a  secret  Russo- 
Chinese  understanding  without  reserva- 
tion.    The  only  consideration   that  ap- 


peals forcibly  to  Japanese  writers  and 
public  men  is  how  to  meet  the  situation 
which  that  convention  creates. 

Both  Marquis  Ito  and  Mr.  Katoe, 
ministers  for  f  )reign  affairs,  have  ad- 
mitted that  the  present  situation  cannot 
be  pa.=ped  over,  and  instructions  have 
accordingly  been  sent  the  Japanese  rep- 
resentatives In  London  and  Berlin  to 
ascertain  the  exact  views  of  the  gov- 
ernments to  which  they  are  accredited. 
This  means,  of  couree.  that  Japan  hopes 
to  receive  the  combined  support  of  these 
two  powers  in  any  protest  she  may  feel 
it  necessary  to  make  against  the  conver- 
sion of  Manrtiuria  into  a  Russian  pro- 
vince. The  minister  for  foreign  affairs 
has  dispatched  an  official  telegram  to 
the  St.  Petersburg  government  asking 
for  a  definite  reply  regarding  the  alleged 
existence  of  a  secret  agreement. 
■  Russian  troops  are  committing  shock- 
ing depredations  along  the  northein 
frontlei.s  of  Korea.  They  often  cross  the 
Lumen  river  and  loot  village's,  carrying 
off  valuables  as  well  as  grain  and  cittle, 
giving  as  an  excuse  that  they  are  pur- 
suing Boxers. 

The  Korean  government  has  lodged  a 
vigorous  protest  with  the  Ru.ssl;in  minis, 
ier  for  transmi«Jsion  to  St.  Petersburg. 

Chinese  fugitives  are  also  marauding 
along  the  Korean  border.  They  had  been 
driven  out  of  Manchuria  bj-  the  Rus- 
sians. 


KITCHENER JON^THE  TRAIN. 

His  Esoapt  From  Bo«rs  May  Hava 
Bean  Vary  Clasa. 

London,  Feb.  22.— That  Gen.  Kitchener 
bad  a  narrow  escape  last  Monday  from 
capture  by  the  Boers,  presumably  led  by 
jQen  DeWet.  is  all  but  officially  admitted 
this  morning. 

It  is  iHilieved  by  a  great  many  familiar 
vith  the  situation  around  De  Aar  and  Pre- 
toria, that  Lord  Kitchener  was  actually 
on  the  train  which  was  derailed,  and  that 
he  has  purposely  erlven  out  a  report  that 
■ttiere  ■were  two  train.^i.  In  fact,  it  is  said 
In  circles  very  near  to  the  army  ehiefa 
that  there  was  only  one  train  in  opera- 
tion   between    Pretoria   and   DeAar. 

The  mere  fact  that  the  Boers  are  able 
to  do  such  a  daring  thing  so  near  Pretoria 
shows  conclusively.  It  is  held,  that  Britons 
at  home  are  being  misled  as  to  the  actual 
condition  In  and  around  the  former  capital 
of  the  Transvaal.  It  has  been  given  out 
time  and  again  that  all  was  quiet  In  that 
particular  part  of  the  Vaal.  It  Is  asserted 
In  ofllcJal  circles  that  It  is  more  than  likely 
the  Smith-Dorrien  force  Is  In  a  part  of 
the  country  where  communication  Is  hard 
to  secure,  and  perhaps  he  Is  tr\ing  to  get 
away  from  other  bodies  of  the  enemy. 
Kevertheless  the  absence  of  definite  news 
in  regard  to  this  force  is  raising  a  great 
deal  of  speculation  of  a  disquieting  nature.

St.  Paul.  Feb.  22.— Minnesota  secured 
the  highest  award  and  three  out  of  four 
medals  at  the  butter-makers'  national 
convention.  Kansas  won  the  silk  ban- 
ner for  the  highest  state  average.  89.44 
per  cent.  Minnesota  followed  closely 
with  89.39  per  cent.  The  former  state 
had  29  entries,  while  Minnesota  had 
262.  For  "separator"  butter  the  gold 
medal  went  to  E.  O.  Quenvold,  of 
Owatonna,  Minn.,  whose  score  was  97; 
the  silver  medal  to  C.  H.  Jensen,  of 
Bernadotte.  Minn.,  who  scored  96*4. 
For  "gathered  cream"  butter,  the  gold 
medal  went  to  W.  C.  Noble,  of  South 
VVaterford,  Me.,  score  91;  the  silver 
medal  to  M.  MagnuFson,  of  Bee,  Minn., 
score  90%.  This  is  Mr.  Magnusson  third 
successive  silver  medal  for  "gathered 
cream"  butter. 

The  silver  cups  went  to  Marvin  Pow- 
ers, of  Corley.  Iowa,  score  94:50;  R.  Sor- 
enson,  of  Utica,  Wis.,  score  93.50;  F.  E. 
Barrett,  of  Union.  Ills.,  93;  O.  L.  Distad, 
of  De  Smet.  S.  D.,  93;  William  V.  Beach, 
of  Charlotte,  Vt..  93.50. 

Although  other  states  competed,  state 
averages  were  announced  for  eight 
states  only.  Kansas  led  with  89.44  per 
cent.  Then  followed  Minnesota,  sec- 
ond, 89.39  per  cent;  Illinois,  third,  88.94; 
Iowa,  fourth.  88.34;  Wisconsin,  fifth, 
88.13;  Michigan,  sixth,  86.96;  South 
Dakota,  seventh,  86.90,  and  Vermont, 
eighth.  86.3.5 

The  scores  were  the  lowest  made  dur- 
ing the  nine  years  of  the  association's 
history.  The  average  score  was  low 
this  year  because  the  exhibits  were  so 
numerous. 

Today  the  prize  competing  butter  was 
sold  at  auction,  the  proceeds  going  into 
the  association  treasury.  The  final  dis- 
cussions were  heard  this  afternoon. 


SHALL  HIS  NAME  STAT? 

Intaresting  Problem  In  Regard  to 
Alexander  MoKenzie. 

Washington,  Feb.  22. — A  petition  for 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  is  .soon  to  ))e 
filed  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  in  behalf  of  Alexander  McKen- 
zie.  Considerable  comment  Is  heard 
in  Washington  today  over  one  phase  of 
the  Cape  Nome  mining  scandals  which 

has  heretofore  escaped  attention.  Upon 
the  official  Hat  for  the  forthcoming  in- 
auguration ceremonies  will  appeur  the 
name  of  Alexander  McKenzie.  printed 
In  type  just  as  large  as  that  which  dis- 
plays the  name  of  any  other  member  of 
the  national  committee,  unless  it  is 
otherwise  ordered. 

Some  of  those  who  are  taking  a  pro- 
minent hand  in  the  inaugural,  question 
the  propriety  of  permitting  the  name  of 
McKenzie  to  stand  in  the  -offlcial  pro- 
gram, especially  since  it  is  well  unller- 
stoo  that  the  North  Dakota  member  cf 
the  national  committee  is  detained  on 
the  Pacific  coast  on  important  business. 

On  the  other  hund,  McKenzie's 
friends  assert  that  the  chances  are  that 
he  will  be  on  deck  here.  The  supreuic 
court  of  the  United  States  is  to  be  in- 
voked for  the  purpose  of  granting  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus.  There  is  not, 
however,  one  chance  in  a  bundled  that 
the  writ  will  be  granted.  And  any  ap- 
plication for  pardon,  it  is  said,  will  be 
refused,  unle"ss  the  judge  who  decid.'d 
the  McKenzie  case  will  recommend  the 
pardon,  which  it  is  certain  he  will  rot 
do   under  present  circumstances. 

There  is  more  or  less  joking  and  josh- 
ing over  -the  situation,  as  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  McKenzie,  but  ITiere  are  people 
here  who  take  It  seriously,  and  think 
his  name  should  be  stricken  from  the 
official  program.

ACCORDING  TO  SIZE 


Boata  Would  Be  Graded  By 

Carrying  Capaeify-The 

Chances  Not  Bright. 


■  A  dispatch  to  The  Herald  from  Cleve- 
land published  last  night  contained  the 
report  of  an  Intei-esting  pool  that  is 
proposed  among  vessel  men.  Instead  of 
making  one  trust  out  of  themselves, 
the  vessel  owners  propose  to  have  three 
classified  trusts,  divided  by  the  classifi- 
cation of  the  vessels.  The  first  class 
will  include  A-essels  of  6000  to  900a  tons' 
carrying  capacity;  the  second,  those  of 
1000  tc  4000  tons,  the  older  vessels  that 
were  the  first  grade  only  two  or  three 
years  ago;  and  the  third  class  com- 
posed of  vessels  of  less  than  1000  tons. 

The  object  is  to  control  rates,  of 
course,  and  tfiis  will  be  arrived  at  by 
regulating  the  supply  of  tonnage  to 
suit  the  demand.  If  the  demand  lessens 
and  rates  threaten  to  go  off,  the  pool 
will  pull  off  enough  b^ats  to  equalize 
things,  and  then  the  rates  will  stay  up. 
As  soon  as  the  demand  picks  up  again 
more  boats  will  be  put  out,  and  so  it 
will  go.  The  plan  seems  to  be  a  very 
beautiful  one,  and  if  it  goes  into  effect 
as  formed  it  will  make  the  reports  of 
vessel  rates  friin  tSie  various  ports 
where  rates  are  made  of  mightly  little 
Interest. 

The  vessels  of  the  first  class,  how- 
ever, would  seem  to  be  pretty  nearly 
pooled  already.  They  belong  mostly  to 
the  great  iron  and  steel  Interests  that 
are  drawing  together,  according  to  re- 
ports. In  a  "ijnerger."  The  second  class 
represents,  with  the  addition  of  a  very 
few  of  the  first  class,  the  Independent 
owners  still  'on  the  lakes.  The  third 
class  are  also  independent  owners,  and 
the  vessels  include  the  lumber  hooker.-?. 
The  plan  is  .<;aid  to  be'  likely  slow  in 
forming,  and  the  dispatch  stated  that 
it  would  take  abnit  a  year  at  least  to 
put  it  in  stiape.  The  result  of  it  is  pretty 
hard  to  conjecture,  because  of  the  f^ct 
that  In  the  flbst  c]r.=s  the  owners  of  the 
vessels  are  so  clo.«.dy  allied  with  t^iose 
that  charter  the  ve.ssels  to  carry  their 
ore  or  otSier  freight.  In  many  cases  they 
are  the  same^  There  is  no  question  but 
that  rates  can  bo  c mtmlled  In  the  man- 
ner propo.sed,  for  it  has  been  done 
through  natural  courses  in  the  past. 
When  business  got  poor  and  rates  low, 
some  of  the  owner.s  would  tie  up  their 
vessels,  and  the  rf-.^ult  v.as  an  Iniprove- 
ment  of  which  th  >.=  ■  who  stayed  in  com- 
mis.aion  got  the  benefit. 

"The  thin«-  looks  to  me  rather  su.^- 
picicus."  said  a  vessel  m.in  yesterday 
afternoon.  "It  be^rs  s-oniething  of  tho 
appearance,  to  my  mind,  of  the  storv  of 
the  spider  and  the  lly.  If  the  little  fel- 
lows get  f>  dallying  with  the  Msr  ones. 
tr->ere  is  no  telling  what  may  happen. 
This  bf^nevolent  scheme  may  turn  out 
to  be  the  final  extinguisher  for  the  in- 
dependent cwners.  I  don't  know  a  thing 
about  it.  but  if  I  was  in  a  position  to 
do  so  I  should  whisper  in  their  ears: 
'The  Bigey  man  ull  git  ye  ef  ye  don't 
watch  out.'."

Duluth  people  seem  not  to  have  re- 
alized the  meaning  of  the  plans  of  the 
Manitoban  government  for  railroad 
connections  with  Duluth  in  their  fullest 
extent.  Perhaps  one  reason  for  this  is 
that  the  plan  has  been  on  the  carpet  so 
long  that  people  have  become  calloused 
on  the  subject  and  somewhat  skeptical 
about  it.  Premier  Grecnway  du:;ng  his 
regime  apparently  had  the  matter  set- 
tled once  or  twice,  but  it  fell  through. 
This  time,  however,  it  would  seem  that 
sucess  i-3  ready  to  crown  the  efforts  of 
the  Manitoba  people  to  free  them.-elves 
form  the  discomfort  and  expen.«e  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  monopoly,  and  if 
that  is  true,  it  means  a  good  deal  to 
Duluth. 

The  plan,  as  The  Herald  announced 
last  week,  includes  the  building  of  a 
line  of  railroad  from  Sprague.  a  pomi 
on  the  Rainv  River  ro:id  of  the  Cana- 
dian Northern,  to  Duluth.  The  reason 
this  its  wanted  is  that  the  Manitoba  peo- 
ple want  a  winter  outlet  for  their 
wheat.  Now  their  only  outlet  is  over 
the  Canadian  Pacific,  and  as  that  road 
hat-  a  monopoly,  its  rates  are  not  what 
the  Manitoim  folks  like.  In  the  summer 
they  can  and  do  use  the  lake  route 
from  Fort  William,  but  in  the  winter 
they  are  confined  to  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific line.  . 

The  meaning  of  this  to  Duluth  is  not 
merelv  that  a  new  line  will  enter  this 
city.  It  means  the  opening  up  of  a. 
large  area  of  territory  that  is  trii>utary 
to  Duluth,  and  that  will,  through  the 
influence  of  a  railroad,  become  t^ettled 
with  farmers.  The  progress  of  Duluth 
in  a  measure  waits  on  the  development 
of  its  environing  territory,  and  every 
move  toward  developing  this  section 
means  more  business  for  Duluth. 
Coming  down  from  the  north,  such  a 
railroad  will  pass  through  all  kinds  of 
countrv.  some  that  is  hopeless  wilder- 
ness probablv.  but  much  that  is  beau- 
tiful farming  land.  The  Big  Fork  coun- 
try is  full  of  excellent  agricultural 
land"  and  all  that  has  kept  it  an  un- 
il.rtikf^r  waste  is  that  it  i-=«  too  far  from 
the  markets  to  make  it  possible  for 
settlement. 

Gen.  C.  S.  Andrews,  the  fire  v/arden 
of  Minnesota,  last  year  made  a  trip 
down  the  whole  course  of  the  Big  Fork 
river  and  he  made  a  very  glowing  re- 
port on  the  country  drained  by  that 
Ptioam.  In  part  he  said  "It  is  mte- 
worthv  that  for  the  entire  length  -if  the 
river  "the  soil  is  lt>am.  with  a  strong 
mixture  of  clay  and  very  sticky.  To  the 
agriculturalist  this  is  equivalent  to  say- 
ing the  soil  Is  fertile.  Indeed,  the  ex- 
uberanre  of  vegetation  afford?  over- 
whelming proof  of  the  soil's  fertility, 
and  not  in  spots,  but  everyv/here.  Along 
p.irt  of  the  banks,  and  especially  in  tho 
upper  part,  are  fine  strips  of  meadow, 
with  a  rank  growth  of  red-top  and 
blue-joint   grape=  excellent  for  forage. 

"The  woods  are  simply  astonishing 
for  being  so  continuou.^  and  dense,  and 
covering  every  acre  that  is  not  meadow. 
The  poplar  predominates.  i)Oth  while 
and  balm  of  Oilead.  Spruce,  balsam, 
birch,  cedar,  ash  and  oak  come  next.  I 
saw  spruce  two  feet  and  cedar  three 
feet  in  diameter.  Every  few  miles  are 
growth  of  white  and  Norway  pine,  oc- 
cujiying  alwavs  the  highest  elevations. 
In  fact,  there  is  a  wall  of  forest  on  each 
«ide  of  the  river  which,  in  Us  present 
fresh  foliage,  with  every  shade  of  green 
Intermixed,  and  crowned  with  r,cat- 
trede  pinnacles  of  conifers,  i.s  most 
striking.  •  *  *  The  country  being 
fertile  and  open  to  settlement.  I  won- 
dered whv  more  settlers  had  not  como 
in  to  occiipv  the  land.  There  are  few 
actual  settlers.  •  •  •  All  testified 
to  the  bountiful  yield  of  crop-3.  Game  is 
fairlv  plentv.  As  many  as  twenty  deer 
and  "two  or"  three  moose  were  seen  on 
the  river  banks.  Ducks  aiid  partridges 
are  numerous,  as  al.«o  such  birds  as  the 
robin  and  meadow  lark." 

Gen.  Andrews  al60  referred  to  the 
va^t  areas  on  the  American  bank  of  the 
Rainy  river  that  are  suitable  for  culti- 
vation, thouch  there  are  very  few  acres 
under  cultivation.  On  the  Canadian 
«ide  however,  many  homestead  settle- 
ments and  an  occasional  village  were 
seen. 

This  climpse  of  thp  country  that  the 
proposed  new  line  will  open  up  iis  suf- 
ficient reason  why  Duluth  should  be 
happv  over  the  prospect,  in  addition  to 
the  fact  that  it  would  bring  the  Mani- 
toba settlements  closer  to  Duluth.

Mr.  Lee 
finds    that    no   one    of    our   philunthropies 
I3   so   much    advertised    as    "model 'tene- 
ments"  plans.    But  unless  one  has  taken 
pains   to   c;et    informed   on  what   is   really 
doing  by  corporations  and   by   individuals 
to  provide   tenements  of   a  suitable   kind 
for  human  beings  one  hardy  appreciates 
the  universal  feeling  there  Is  among  kind- 
ly  landlords  that  a  peculiar  duty  is  laid 
upon    them.    By    providing    homes    of    a 
model  kind  having  air  in  every  room  and 
all  the  sunshine  available  and  with  play- 
grounds   near    at    hand    one    is    engaged 
•upon  the  best  "preventive  work"  that  can 
be  undertaken  in  a  cemmunity.  With  this 
work  too  all  other  good  works  join  hands 
In    a   most   harmoniotis   way.    Vil'.a.ge   Im- 
provement societies  fit  admirably  to  "mod- 
el  tenements"    plans,   and   the   best    street 
paving  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view  fol- 
lows as  a  natural  sequence  in  a  neitrhltor- 
hood  which   has  acted   upon  the   preven- 
tion   theory    in     the    bnilding    of    homes. 
Then  come  the  libraries  and  school  build- 
ings  and   all    the   educational   and   bent  li- 
cent  things  that  make  for  preventive  and 
for  curative  work  In  town  r,r  country.  Mr. 
Leo  shows  from  their  reports  what  many 
corporations    and    some    individua's    have 
done  and  criticises  with   a  shrewd  insight 
into   what   Is   truly    helpful,   the   benevo- 
lences  that   may  not   prove   to  be  so.   He 
call.<«   one   c<irporation's   dealings   with   its 
workmen  a  "wise  despotism."  He  sums-'.ip 
the  great   things   (hat   have  been   done   by 
it    to    misister    to    the    well    being    of    the 
employes.

GKUMiiK   WASUIXUTON. 

One  hundre^l  and  slxt;y-nine  years  ago 
George  Washington,  first  president  of 
the  United  States,  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia. On  D^c.  14;  i:99.-  he  died  after 
a  brief  illness,  and  congress  at  ou'e 
passed  a  resolution  recommending  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States  to  as- 
semble on  Feb.  22  following,  in  Buch 
manner  as  should  be  convenient.  ,  to 
testify  publicly  by  eulogiea,  orations  an  J 
discourses,  or  by  public  prayers,  their 
grief  for  his  death.  In  tonforinity 
with  this  recommendation,  eulogies  or 
sermons  were  delivered,  or  exercises  of 
some  sort  held,  in  almost  eveir  city, 
town,  village  or  hamlet  throughout  the 
land.  Such  was  the  first  observance 
of  Washington's  birthday— thenceforth 
to  be  a  national  holiday. 

Not  only  in  this  country  was  his  death 
commemorated.  Napoleon  Bonaparte, 
then  first  consul,  ordered  all  the  stand- 
ards and  flags  throughout  the  French 
republic  to  be  bound  with  crape  for  ten 
days,  and  the  British  fleet  at  Torbay, 
England,  consisting  of  nearly  sixty 
ships  of  the  line,  lowered  their  flags 
half  mast. 

Greater   tributes   have   been   paid     to 
the  memory  of  Washington  than  to  any 
other  man   of  modern  or  even   ancient 
history.      There  has  been  no  qualifica- 
tion in  the  praise  great  men  have  given 
him.      Those  who  have  spoken  or  writ- 
ten of  him  at  all  have  done  so  in  terms 
of  absolute  eulogy.      Gladstone,  for  in- 
stance,  said   of  him:       "I   have  almost 
idolized   him    for   sixty  years."       Later 
he  wrote:      "Washington  is  to  my  mind 
the  purest  figure  in  history.  I  look  upon 
Washington  among  great  and  good  men 
as  one  peculiarly  good  and  great.      He 
has    been    to   me   for   more   than   forty 
years  a  light  upon  the  path  of  life."    It 
was  Lord  Erskine  who  said:   "I  have  a 
large    acquaintance    with       the       mogt 
valued  and   exalted   class   of  men,   but 
you    are    the    only    human    being    for 
whom  I  ever  felt  an  awful  reverence.  I 
sincerely  pray  God  to  grant  a  long  iind 
serene    evening   to   a    life   .so    glorlou.sly 
devoted  to  the  universal  happiness   of 
the  world.''      John  Richard  Green,  the 
student    of   great    men.    wrote   of    him: 
"No  nobler  figure  ever  stood  in  the  fore- 
front of  a  nation's  life."      And      Lord 
Brougham   declared   W'ashington   to    be 
"the  only  man.  in  fact,  upon  whom  the 
epithet  'great,'  so  thoughtlessly  lavished 
by  men,  may  be  justly  bestowed."  While 
Lord  Byron  wrote: 


Europe,  brought  on  by  the  Idotlc  policy 
of  the  senate  on  the  subject  of  reci- 
procal trade,  will  force  the  Republican 
party  to  amend  the  schedules  of  the 
Dingley  bill.

An  Interest- 
Ing  pha.se  of  the 
f|uestion  of  wh.at  it 
would  cost  us  to  se- 
cure first  class  navi- 
gation facilities  In  the  Philippine  islands 
Is  presented  by  the  part  of  the  Taft  com- 
mission's report  that  relates  to  needed 
harlxir  Improvements.  It  is  said  that  lar.ge 
vessels,  having  a  draft  of  more  than  six- 
teen fef't,  are  now  compelled  to  lie  two 
miles  or  more  off  shore  at  Matiilla.  Those 
of  less  draft  than  this  find  entrance  Into 
the  Pasig  river.  The  bay  i;*  so  large  that 
It  feels  the  full  effects  of  the  winds.  The 
only  method  by  which  large  vessels  an- 
choring therein  can  take  on  or  disch.Trge 
cargo  Is  by  lightering— an  expensive  and 
at  times  dangerous  process.  The  cost  0/ 
doing  business  is  very  great  and  coastl- 
tutes  a  heavy  burden  upon  commerce. 
Freight  rates  from  Manilla  to  Hon;?  Kong, 
a  distance  of  about  700  miles  only,  are  as 
much  and  sometimes  more  than  from 
San  Francisco  to  Hong  Kong,  a  distance 
of  about  S0<»()  miles.  All  these  things  can 
be  rectifieil,  but  the  jiermanent  and  press- 
ing need  la  a  thoroughly  protected  har- 
bor, with  sufficient  depth  of  water  to 
accommodate  the  largest  ships,  wherein 
they  can  lie  not  onl.v  in  safety,  but  can 
load  and  discharge  cargo  in  all  weathers. 
The  Spanish  government,  more  than  twen- 
ty years  ago,  formulated  a  plan  for  a 
first  class  harbor  at  Manilla,  but  like 
most  of  Its  other  plans  It  came  to  nothing. 
It  will  cost  $2,?;o\000  In  gold  at  least  to 
make  a  decent  temporary  harbor  at 
Manilla.  Jetties,  breakwaters  and  other 
works  begun  by  the  Spaniards  will  first 
have  to  be  extended  and  finished,  and 
further  appropriations  will  be  in  order 
at  any  time.  The  American  people  will 
be  less  Inclined  to  begrudge  money  spent 
on  the  harbor  of  Manilla  than  money 
spent  in  fruitless  hunts  after  AguinalJo 
In  the  mountains.

The  Protective  TariiT  league  had  a 
banquet  in  New  York  the  other  niglit. 
This,  under  ordinary*  circumstances, 
would  be  of  no  consequence,  but  just 
now  the  banquet  and  the  speeches  are 
of  especial  interest.  Afa  time  when 
the  country  is  striving  to  secure  far- 
egn  trade  while  maintaining  a  protec- 
tive wall  to  keep  out  trade;  at  this  time 
whtin  the  reciprocal  treaties  which  were 
entered  into  under  the  Dingley  tariff 
act  are  l)eing  contemptuously  side- 
tracked by  the  senate;  at  this  time 
when  nearly  every  nation  of  Eur,ope  is 
preparing  to  enforce  retaliatory  tariff 
measures  against  the  United  States  on 
account  of  the  injustice  of  the  Ding- 
ley bill,  a  meeting  of  this  tariff  league, 
composed  of  prominent  Republican  poli- 
ticians to  reatlirm  the  worn-out  doc- 
trines of  protection  is  worthy  of  not^ 

When  the  entire  country  is  writhing 
in  the  grasp  of  trusts,  the  legitimate 
offsprings  of  the  protective  tariff,  it  is 
amusing  to  hear  at  a  banquet  a  con- 
gressman give  voice  to  this  sentiment: 
"The  protective  tariff,  upon  which  our 
prosperity  is  based,  Indissjolubly  con- 
nected with  the  name  of  McKinley,  up- 
on the  principles  of  which  he  was 
elected,  will  continue  to  exist  forever.'' 
Or  the  following  from  the  lieutenant 
governor  of  New  York:  "The  protec- 
tive tariff  policy  has  produced  the  great 
prosperity  we  now  enjoy.  A  few  years 
ago  the  hands  of  the  clock  of  time  were 
set  back  by  an  administration  that  at- 
tempted to  put  aside  the  McKinley  pol- 
icy of  protection,  the  syml:)ol  of  Amer- 
ican progress  and  prosperity  in  all 
branches  of  commerce  and  industry. 
This  led  to  the  greatest  financial  and 
industrial  depression  the  land  ever 
knew  and  it  was  not  until  the  Repub- 
lican party,  with  McKinlty  as  the  mas- 
ter mind,  restored  this  policy  of  protec- 
tion that  the  country  again  began  its 
onward  march."  One  is  lost  in  admir- 
ation at  the  gall  of  a  man  who  will  pre- 
sume, in  the  face  of  acknowledged 
facts,  to  crack  that  old  chestnut,  even 
at  a  banquet.  It  cannot  be  presumeil 
that  Mr.  Woodruff  Is  following  in  the 
gross  ignorance  which  the  speech 
would  indicate  and  his  words  must  bo 
attributed  to  the  wine  which  he  had 
been  absorbing  or  to  a  fine  sense  of 
humor. 

Congressman  Babcock.  of  Wisconsin, 
was  there — he  of  the  bill  to  reform  the 
tariff  schedule  by  taking  the  tariff  off 
the  products  of  the  Morgan  iron  and 
steel  trust— Babcock,  who  a  few  days 
ago  declared  that  the  tariff  must  be  re- 
moved from  trust-made  goods;  that  the 
time  for  a  protective  tariff  was  passed.

He  was  there,  but  he  did  not  discuss 
the  tariff  farther  than  to  say  that  it 
was  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  in 
the  recent  campaign.  He  diplomatically 
asserted  that  he  had  always  supported 
the  tarilT  measures  during  his  six  terms 
in  congress.  There  appeared  no  dis- 
position to  question  him  further.

The  amount  of  misinformation  that  is 
now  being  printed  regarding  the  resolu- 
tions of  intervention  in  Cuba  Is  sur- 
prising. Equally  astonishing  are  the 
attempts  made  by  those  who  want  to 
forcibly  annex  Cuba  or  retain  control  of 
its  government  to  argue  that  the  basis 
of  our  dealings  with  Cuba  in  law  Is  not 
the  resolution  of  congress  pledging  in- 
dependence for  the  Cuban  people,  but  the 
treaty  of  Paris,  and  that  congress  has 
the  right,  under  the  obligations  assumed 
In  this  treaty,  to  pass  on  the  Cuban 
con.=titution  and  to  require  that  it  shall 
make  specific  provision  for  the  relations 
hereafter  to  exist  between  the  United 
States  and  Cuba. 

A  slight  study  of  the  resolutions  of 
intervention  In  Cuba  passed  by  congress 
in  April,  1898.  will  show  that  tlhere  is  no 
warrant  for  the  claims  now  being  made 
by  some  people  at  Washington  and  else- 
where.   The  first  resolution  was  framed 
by  the  late  Senator  Cushman  K.  Davis, 
of  this  state,  and  it  was  never  in  dispute 
in  the  senate.    It  read:     "Resolved,  that 
the  people  of  the  Island  of  Cuba  are  and 
of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  Indepen- 
dent."    The   house    attempted    to    have 
eliminated   the  two  words   "are,   and," 
so  that  it  would  read:     "Resolved,  that 
the  people  of  the  island  of  Cuba  of  right 
ought  to  be  free  and  independent."  This 
would  have  made  a  world  of  difference. 
W'hen  the  senate  yielded  its  strong  de- 
sire officially  to  recognize  the  then  ex- 
isting insurgent  government,  the  house 
consented  to   the  use  of  "are  and,"   so 
that  the  first     resolution     was     finally 
adopted  and  signed  by  the  president  as 
originally    drawn      by     Senator    Davis. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  nearly  three 
years  ago  the  government  of  the  I'nited 
States  proclaimed   "the  people  of  Cuba 
are  free  and  independent."  and  the  dec- 
laration has  stood  as  a  plain  statement 
of  fact  ever  since. 

E+jually  strong  and  binding  is  the 
Teller  resolution  that  was  al.so  passed  at 
the  same  time  and  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent. It  read:  "That  the  United  States 
hereby  disclaims  any  disposition  or  in- 
tention to  exercise  sovereignty,  juris- 
diction, or  control  over  said  island,  ex- 
cept for  the  pacification  thereof,  and 
asserts  its  determination  when  that  Is 
completed  to  leave  the  government  and 
control  of  the  i.«land  to  Its  people."  This 
was  the  solemn  pledge  we  made  to  the 
world — (jur  binding  promi.^e  to  the  Cuban 
people.  The  president  not  only  signed 
these  resolutions,  but  nowhere  did  he 
contemplate  anything  but  an  Indepen- 
dent Cuba  in  his  message  of  April  11, 
1S98.  The  fever  of  imperialism  had  not 
then  seized  upon  him.  Having  argued 
against  an  immediate  recognition  of  the 
insurgent  government  then  exi.sting,  the 
president  pro<:eeded  to  appease  Senator 
Foraker  and  other  advocates  of  imme- 
diate lecognition  by  saying: 

"When  it  shall  appear  hereafter  that 
there  is  within  the  island  a  g'^vernment 
capable  of  performing  the  duties  and 
discharging  the  functions  of  a  separate 
nation,  and  having,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  proper  forms  and  attributes  of  na- 
tionality, such  government  can  be 
promptly  and  readily  recognized,  and 
the  relations  and  interests  of  the  United 
States  with  such  nation  adjusted."  It 
appears,  therefore,  that  President  Mc- 
Kinley himself  advised  congress  in  ad- 
vance of  the  joint  resolutions,  that  the 
proper  course  of  procedure  was  to  let 
the  people  of  the  i.sland  establish  their 
own  form  of  government  as  a  "separate 
nation"  with  "the  forms  and  attributes 
of  natioivality,"  and  lEiat  "the  relations 
and  interests  of  the  United  Siateis  with 
such  nation"  should  be  determined 
with  that  government  after  its  estab- 
lishment. It  is  needless  to  add,  what 
every  person  knows,  that  the  president's 
later  course  has  not  been  in  harmony 
witli  his  own  war  message.

It  !s  a  matter  of  no  little  comment  in 
railroa«3  cirrlc-a  that  there  is  a  growlnj^ 
•.endency  ixmon;?  the  lickc-t.  passcngoar  and 
general  agents  of  the  railroads  of  th-3 
Northwest  to  quit  the  railway  business 
aad  either  go  into  other  lines  of  busi- 
ness for  theanseives  or  enter  the  employ 
of  corporations  that  do  business  on  en- 
tirely different  lines  than  do  the  railroads. 
This,  it  i.s  ^aiti.  does  not  ho:d  true  of  the 
Northw«'St  alone,  but  is  als<3  true  in  the 
Jia-sfrn  iind  Middl..-  stutts.  waerever  the 
iwol  of  tbo  passenger  and  freight  busi- 
ness betwe»-n  the  railroads  became  ei- 
fectivo   about   a    year    ago. 

Some  of  ihe-  railroad  men  charge  tnat 
this  desertion  of  a  business  that  men 
have  taken  vears  to  work  up  in  is  due  en- 
tirely to  the  abolishment  ot  the  ommis- 
sions  on  titk-  ts  sold.  Rather  than  stand 
a  cut  of  on.,  or  two  hundred  dollars  a 
month  in  th»ir  emolument.'',  the  agents 
prefer  to  go  into  some  other  business 
for  which  tlity  are  as  a  rule  made  c-ai>a- 
ble  by  yt-ars  of  thorougn  railroad  train- 
ing. A  sere  of  instances  might  l>e  nieii- 
tioned  rii,'ht  iiere  in  Duluth  and  in  ttc 
Twi-n  Cities  wiierti  the  men  tliat  have  for 
years  l>een  at  the  head  of  general  age.n- 
cies  or  at  the  head  of  city  iick«-t  offlees 
have  resigned  and  accepted  nure  lucra- 
tive positions  elsewhere.  What  is  most 
significant,  it  is  to  be  noticed  that  these 
me-n  have  been  leaving  the  employ  of  the 
railroads  only  within  the  last  year  and  a 
half,  that  is  since  the  commissions  hav« 
been   cut   off.  ,     ~,   •   , 

Sai<l  a  Will  known  local  railroad  ofticial 
yesterdnv:  "When  vou  Ci -nsider  what 
those  little  commissions  meant  to  the 
local  agent  you  wi.l  not  wonder  that  the 
good  railroad  men  are  getting  out  of  the 
business  as  fast  as  they  can  find  .some- 
thing that  will  pav  them  better.  Within 
the  last  yf.ar  the  railroads  cf  the  North- 
west have  lost  some  of  their  best  pas- 
senger men  and  it  is  all  i-ie  result  of 
cuttlr;;-  off  the  commissions  without  rais- 
in.? th>  salaries  at  the  same  time.  When 
the  railroad  companies  were  piiying  com- 
ml.ssions  the  agt-nts  were  making  good 
monev  and  hatl  a  big  incentive  to  hustle 
hard  "for  bii.*iness,  for  the  more  business 
they  pulled  their  way  the  more  money 
they  made  out  of  it.  ^         ,        ,v. 

It  wa.s  a  etimmon  thing  then  for  the 
agents  to  mak.-  all  the  way  from  82-'"  to 
?25«»  and  $3  •»  a  m'.nth  above  their  salaries. 
«'ut  this  c  f f  and  put  a  man  back  to  a 
bare  5135  to  1150  per  month  salary  and 
you  can  roadily  see  why  thi-  business  is 
kettini,'    distasteful    to    them.  • 

"Therf^  are  a  great  many  people  that 
think  a  salaiv  of  $135  or  fli-)  is  a  pretty 
jrood  thing  rind  that  a  man  ought  not  to 
have  any  kick  coming,  but  that  Is  l)eeause 
thev  do  not  know  anythintr  al>out  tne 
agent's  business.  The  general  agent  is 
ihe  railroad's  representative  and  as  such 
he  is  expected  to  do  thf^  right  thing  by 
the  miblie  and  to  all  the  re!>re.seniaiives 
of  other  roads  that  are  constantly  rtrov)- 
ping  in.  This  may  not  be  true  so  much, 
here  as  it  is  in  the  Twin  Cities  and  other 
large  cities  of  the  country  but  any  was 
it  is  the  general  pra<iiee  for  the  agent 
to  »)e  a  good  fellow  and  entertain  on  a 
larKO  scale.  To  g^  r  the  bu.'^ine.'-s  from 
some  people  he  mu.st  spend  If  s  or  money 
In  reaching  them,  and  I  might  cite  in- 
num.rabl.  other  Instances  where  the 
agtjit  is  practically  compfJled  to  spend 
his  monev  about  as  fast  as  he  gets  it  to 
keep  up  his  end.  Now  the  railroad  com- 
na.nv  dues  not  make  any  provision  for  tai.^ 
thinir  Ptld  thev  know  it  is  done  ami 
thev  seem  to  expect  that  their  rei)rcsen- 
tativ.-s  are  going  t  .  lieep  it   up. 

"This  hits  some  of  the  men  harder  than 
It  d  les  othTS.  f<r  when  hard  times  were 
j.n  vogue  s-.me  time  ago.  railroad  men 
that  were  getting  good  salaries  had  to 
sustain  a  cut  of  5  to  1)  per  cent  and  sonie 
even  got  a  cut  of  20  per  cf^nt.  Tins  .v^as 
done  to  reduce  expenses,  but  when  thvngs 
cot  a  little  better  again,  a  proportionate 
raise  in  salarv  nev^-r  occurred  to  some 
ralir'>ad  offlcials.  and  when  the  commis- 
sions were  cut  off  the  agents  practlc^ally 
found  th'.mselvts  in  a  position  , where 
thev  were  re^iuiied  to  do  more  work  with 
the"  inert  iised  railroad  business  and  get 
less   pay   for   their  efforts." 

Another  rallr.iad  official  in  commenting 
on  the  higher  salaries  P^U'I  <he  clerks  in 
the  railroad   ofl^ces  in  the»\\est.    said. 

"The  reason  for  this  is  readily  founo. 
For  one  thing  it  costs  more  to  live  there 
than  it  does  here.  AnUaer  thing  Is  that 
the  ,  lerks  as  soon  as  tht-y  get  out  there 
and  get  an  insitrht  into  the  business  or 
get  a  lltf.e  stak\  jump  their  jobs  for 
somethinc  flso  and  we  are  kept  t.usy  in 
continu.illv  sending  n<  w  men  out  then>. 
To  get  them  to  so  we  must  offer  a  siifn- 
cient  inducement.  One  of  the  i>rlncipa! 
duti'S  of  t  le  sup'^rintendents  and  other 
offlci.als  of  the  ecmpanies  in  the  Western 
states.  Is  to  make  the  rounds  of  the  olh-es 
over  and  over  again  to  break  in  new  men. 


Farmor  Holds   Up  a  Bank 

Ciihier  In  an  Illinois 

Town. 

Champaign,  111..  Feb.  22.— One  of  the 
most  daring  bank  robberies  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  section  f>f  Illinois  was  com- 
mitted at  Fisher,  a  small  village  twenty 
miles  north-west  of  this  city,  in  Cham- 
paign county,  about  9:30  o'clock  yester- 
day  iorenjon. 

Arthur  Hyer.  the  son  of  a  prominent 
fariTter  residing  about  three  miles  south 
of  Fisher,  rode  Into  the  village  on  horse- 
back. He  tied  his  Lior.se  and  entered 
Vennum's  )mnk.  He  stepped  up  tu  the 
teller's  window  and  whipped  an  ugiy- 
locking  rev  ilver  from  one  of  his  pockets 
and  commanded  Edward  Vennum.  the 
youthful  ca-shier.  to  hand  over  the  in- 
stitution's funds.  A  revolver  was  near, 
but  young  Vehnum  could  not  reach  It. 
and  he  was  cautioned  by  the  desperado 
to  --ttemj*!  no  funny  business.  Cannier 
Verinum  poured  the  maney  out  before 
young  Hyer.  In  the  pile  was  some- 
thing between  $1600  and  $1700.  This  the 
hold-up  man  put  in  his  overcoat  pocket, 
and  then  backed  out  of  the  office. 

Hyer  ran  to  the  Illinois  Central  depot 
and  jumped  on  the  locomotive  of  a 
freight  train.

The  action  of  Breck- 
enridge  is  the  sequel  of  the  sensational 
arrest  of  his  wife  and  the  issuance  of  a 
warrant  against  De  Cordova,  charging 
him   with  unlawful  aosociation. 

The  police  and  private  detectives  in 
the  employ  of  Mr.  Breckenridge  are 
using  every  effort  to  locate  De  Cordova, 
but  have  l>een  unable  to  get  any  trace 
of  him.  Mr.  De  Cordova  was  in  Boston 
last  Saturday  and,  was  at  the  office  of 
the  Union  Glass  works,  of  which  he  is 
president. 

Julian  De  Cordova  is  a  Spanish 
gentleman  by  descent.  He  id  about  50 
years  of  age.  dark,  vivacious  in  manner, 
curly  haired,  wearing  eye  glasses,  very 
fond  of  the  theater  and  opera.  He 
married  the  only  daughter  of  the  late 
Thomas  Dana,  and  when  Mr.  Dana  died, 
about  six  years  ago,  was  appointed  sole 
executor  of  the  estate,  valued  at  over 
$3,000,000.  ,  , 

Mrs.  Breckenridge.  who  is  a  beautiful 
woman  of  about  24.  was  arrested  Sun- 
day night,  and  in  court  was  held  for 
trial  in  $800  bail,  which  was  furnished. 
De  Cordova  lives  with  his  wife  at  th-. 
Hotel  Empire,  on  Commonwealth  ave- 
nue. .  , 

De  Cordova's  defense  Is  that  his  social 
intimacy  with  Mrs.  Breckenridge  was 
based  entirely  upon  a  common  love  of 
literature;  that  they  met  for  the  pur- 
pose of  otudying  certain  books,  of 
which  the  book  of  love  was  never  one. 

These  facts  were  given  out  by  an  Ul- 
timate friend  of  De  Cordova's,  who  is 
perfectly  familiar  with  the  case.  Ac- 
cording to  this  story,  which  anticipates 
the  defense  which  De  Cordova  will  offer 
if  the  case  comes  to  trial,  he  met  Mrs. 
Breckenridge  last  summer  at  the  shore. 

He  found  that  she  was  a  wom:in  of 
superior  mentality.  He  himself  is  an 
exceedingly  clever,  versatile  man.  She 
was  read  in  the  lore  of  all  the  schools, 
ibut  there  was  more  to  learn.  From 
time  to  time  he  suggested  the  reading 
of  a  book,  research  in  a  particular  topic. 

Mrs.  Breckenridge  proved  an  apt 
pupil,  and  the  tuition  was  continued 
when  the  forest  and  the  circle  of  the 
summer  season  were  no  more  than  a 
memurv.  When  he  called  at  No.  SM 
iHuntington  avenue  he  invariably  foiind 
Mrs.  Breckenridge's  privacy  undis- 
turbed. De  Cordova  never  met  G.  E. 
Bnn^kenridge,  the  husband. 

Then  the  husband  became  jealous,  it 
is  said.  He  engaged  a  detective  named 
Sherman,  who  shadowed  the  lady

A  letter  received  by  a  Duluth  citizen 
from  a  nephew  of  his  who  is  located  at 
Cape  Xome  contains  much  that  is  in- 
teresting with  reference  to  life  in  that 
veil  known  mining  community.  It  was 
written  in  November  and  is  as  follows: 
•I  have  had  all  different  Icinds  of  ex- 
periences since  reaching  Nome,  and 
came  n.-ar  going  on  the  obituary  list  on 
several  occasions.  Since  reaching  here 
I  have  been  engaged  in  the  following 
occupations: 

••First,  ran  a  small  confectionery 
sti're,  but  the  income  didn't  come  up  to 
my  expectations,  so  I  eold  the  whole 
thing  out  and  made  a  little  money  on 
the  trade,  and  took  a  half-interest  in  a 
gasoline  launch  and  made  quite  a  little 
money  for  a  few  Avek.-;,  averaging  $j  an 
hi>ur  for  the  time  we  worked.  On  one 
occasion  we  were  delivering  gasolme, 
and  hid  105  cases  aboard.  One  of  them 
had  sorung  a  leak,  and  the  boat  was 
covered  with  gasoline.  I  got  out  my 
pipe,  and  as  the  wind  was  blowing,  got 
down  behind  eevt-ral  boxes  and  tried  a 
match,  ijut  before  I  had  time  to  strike 
it  again,  the  pilot  yelled  at  me,  and  I 
happened  to  think  that  had  I  sucoeded 
in  lighting  the  match,  the  whole  works 
would  have  gone  up  in  smoke. 

"Another  time  we  were  delivering 
twenty  cases  up  the  lieach  five  miles, 
and  had  to  go  out  through  a  very  high 
surf  into  the  Bering.  We  had  the  oil  in 
a  dory,  and  were  towing  her.  Both 
beats  came  very  near  capsizing  before 
we  got  through,  but  at  last  we  com- 
pleted the  Job  and  .started  home.  The 
wind  v.as  freshening  all  the  time,  and 
the  whitecai«  were  getting  a  little  too 
high  to  be  real  comfortable.  At  last 
the  engine  on  the  launch  stopped,  and 
before  we  could  get  it  going  again  a 
large  wave  picked  up  the  large  thirty- 
foot  dorv  and  ur>>;.ped  it  square  across 
our  stern.  We  bi>th  came  near  swamp- 
ing there  a  mile  from  land.  Finally  we 
got  up  to" the  mouth  of  Snake  river,  and 
the  sight  of  that  s'lrf  made  u=  feel  sick. 
It  was  rolling  up  about  twenty  leet,  but 
we  had  no  alternative,  and  so  cut  the 
dory  loose  and  b-th  made  for  it.  We 
were  g'>ing  fine,  and  at  lr.v?t  one  large 
breaker  caught  us  and  we  traveled  on 
the  crest  of  it  f  "t  abflut  100  yards  at 
the  fastest  pace  I  have  ever  had  the 
pleasure  of  going,  but  it  was  carrying 
us  .straight  for  the  beach,  and  I 
couldn't  make  tho  tiller  hold  at  all.  but 
it  dropped  us  ju.=t  in  time,  and  we  weie 
ii'=t  getting  into  the  channel  nicely 
when  the  engine  stopped  and  failed  -o 
start  again.  We  were  carried  right  out 
into  that  heavy  t^urf,  and  didn't  have 
.su  much  as  an  oar  aboard.  I  lhc:ught  it 
was  all  off  with  our  i-  tat,  and  the  worst 
V  as  that  we  were  tKi-ing  carried  right 
out  to  .<^ea  and  couldn't  help  ourselve?. 
\t  last  however,  a  side  current  caught 
us  and  took  us  to  within  l'"*'  feet  of  the

again,  so  I  told  my  chum  to  jump  and 
run  for  it.  and  we  Ooth  jumped  and  ran 
Willi  thtf  rope,  but  a  couple  o£  wavtjs 
passed  ovtr  us  before  we  got  in.  After 
ihat  we  had  no  trouble  in  geting  help 
from  the  shore,  and  dragged  tha  uoat 
up  on  a  little  spit.

Is  Sought  By  Gsriaans  Con- 
cerning Amaricftn  Agri- 
cultural Implements. 

Washington.  Feb.  22.— Baron  Hermann, 
agricultural  expert  of  the  Cierman  em- 
bassy has  received  word  from  the  G<'rman 
government  that  a  specialist,  designated 
bv  the  agricultural  societies,  will  leave 
Berlin  soon  for  the  L'nited  States  to  make 
a  careful  inciuiry  into  tho  u.se  of  American 
agricultural  machinery,  with  a  view  to  in- 
troduction into  general  use  in  Germanjr. 
Baron  Hermann  for  some  time  has  been 
urging  on  the  German  authorities  the 
marked  advantages  of  American  agrl- 
cu'.tural  imj)leir.ents.  He  looks  upon  the 
move  as  one  likely  to  prove  bencflcial  both 
to  German  agriculture  and  American  man- 
ufacturers. The  agricultural  sections  of 
Germany  are  being  depopulated  while 
the  manufaeturinK  centers  are  becoming 
overcrowded,  and  it  is  felt  by  the  German 
government  to  be  desirable  to  give  every 
modern  facility  to  the  agricultural  class 
to  increase  the  productive  capacity  of  the 
farms  and  in  the  agricultural  factory.  The 
expert  will  arrive  in  this  country  about 
the  time  the  sowing  season  1)eglns.  and 
through  the  spring  and  summer  will  give 
his  atttention  to  the  farms,  going  to  tho 
agricultural   factories  in   the  fall.

A   SINUOUS   ANIMAL 


That  Has  Roamed  Through 

Her  Flesh  During  Two 

Long  Years. 


Chicago.  Feb.  22— After  two  years  of 
pro'latory  wanderings  under  the  skin 
of  Mrri.  Charles  F.  Friend  of  1612  Gar- 
field Boulevard,  a  parasitic  invader  has 
fceen  captured  and  sulijected  to  scrutiny 
that  promises  considerable  benefit  to 
science.  The  fact  was  made  known 
'Wednesday  to  a  number  of  surgeons 
and  others  interested.  Mo.«t  persons 
have  had  peculiar  sensations  at  timer} 
that  they  likened  to  something  creeping 
under  their  tlesh,  but  thoy  knew  it  was 
only  a  local  nervous  affection;  Mrs. 
Charles  Friend,  however,  knew  for  two 
years  or  more  that  she  had  something 
creeping  In  her  flesh,  and  often  she 
thought  It  waes  close  enough  to  the  sur- 
face of  the  skin  to  be  captured.  She 
can  show  a  score  of  little  scars  where  a 
lancet  in  the  hands  of  her  husband  had 
pierced  the  skin  In  vain  efforts  to  lo- 
cate the  sinuous  animal. 

Mrs.  Friend's  left  eye  is  in  a  bandage, 
and  her  husband.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Friend, 
has  a  big  specimen  of  the  fllaria  loa  in 
a  bottle  of  alcohol.  This  is  the  pestifer- 
ousanimal  that  has  been  roaming  at  will 
all  over  Mrs.  Friend's  body.  At  times  it 
worked  with  the  energy  of  a  tireless 
piece  of  machinery  in  the  tendons  of  the 
wrist,  and  gave  its  hostesfi  the  most  ex- 
quisite pain.  Again  it  gnawed  and 
twisted  in  the  forearm,  raising  a  swol- 
len lump  as  big  as  an  egg.  Then  it 
would  disappear  for  weeks,  to  suddenly 
make  its  presence  known  in  some  dis- 
tant part  of  the  body.  The  eye  was  one 
of  its  favorite  visiting  places,  and  every 
couple  of  months  it  would  bore  through 
the  muscular  tissues  on  the  outside  of 
the  eyeball.  At  such  times  it  created  a 
pain,  the  intensity  of  which  almost 
drove  Mrs.  Friend   to  di-.^tract!on. 

Dr.  Freind  and  his  wife  knew  all  tho 
time  that  It  was  a  fllaria  loa  r.nd  they 
knew   tho    troubitr   they   would     have     m 


locating  It  for  capture.  Thev  had  seen 
ether-,  sut'fer  the  triglitful  toiments  of  a 
number  of  the  paracitic  tribe  borirg 
through  the  human  body.like  a  woodworm 
through  tho  pith  of  a  tree.  Dr.  freind 
and  his  wife  once  were  medical  nxission- 
aries  on  the  Gaboon  river  on  the  west 
coast  of  Africa,  where  the  filaria  loa 
IS  indeg€<nious,  and  thcv  had  sewn  natives 
and  missionaries  afflicted  with  this,  the 
largest  of  the  filaria  tribe. 

The  lilarla  loa  that  gave  Mrs.  Friend 
two  years  of  uncomfortable  existence  is 
thirty-ihre«  millimeters  in  length,  about 
an  inch  and  a  tjuarter.  Its  thickness  Is 
about  that  of  an  ordinary  wrappmg 
string.  It  is  whit^'  in  color  and  tough  a.s 
a  violin  string.  Its  head  is  pointed  like 
that  of  a  needle.  Under  the  mlcroscop>; 
the  tail  is  broad  and  armed  wltii  four  or 
live  projections,  wiiich  serve  to  hold  the 
woritdlke  parasite  In  place  while  It 
pushes  forward  much  as  a  measuring 
■worm. 

A  week  ago  Mrs.  Friend  was  seized  with 
an  intense  pain  In  the  left  eyo  and  •  aer 
husband  thought  ho  detected  the  move- 
ment of  the  fllaria  In  the  corner  of  the 
eye,  just  under  the  subjunctive  tissue. 
Tdking  a  pair  of  surgical  pincers  with  a 
self-locking  attachment,  he  gripped  the 
weltlike  mark  and,  with  a  lancet,  cut  the 
tissue  at   the  end  cf   the  welt. 

The  p«jintotl  head  of  the  liUiria  slippwl 
out  of  tho  opening  nnd  wriggled  above  the 
surface.  Gripping  It  with  another,  pair 
of  pincers,  he  drew  it  out  intact  and  .nllvj. 
He  kept  it  securely  guarded  for  a  couple 
of  days  until  it  could  he  examine"!  {<nd 
photographer!  with  the  aid  of  the  micro- 
scope, so  that  medical  science  might  be 
enriched  by  a  fuller  knowkxlge  of  the 
Riant  of  the  fllaria  tribe. 

The  parasite  contines  Its  operations  to 
the  ronnective  tissues  of  the  boily,  which 
makes  it  a   scourge  to  humanity. 

"I  have  heard  of  natives  of  Africa  wIki 
have  had  big  colonies  of  the  filaria  In 
their  system,  but  I  never  saw  anyone  with 
more  than  one  or  two.  and  only  once  did 
1  see  any  of  them  caught."  said  Dr. 
Friend.  "Very  little  Is  known  of  the 
Wei»t  African  filaria  except  its  iwirtlafitv 
for  the  connective  tissues.  This  one  has 
been  giving  my  home  considerable  tor- 
ment. Several  times  I  thought  I  had  him 
corralled,  but  from  his  simllarlt.v  In  tex- 
ture and  color  to  the  nerve,  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  effusion  of  blood,  he  pot  away 
from  me.  Once  I  tholight  I  had  him,  and 
with  a  pair  cf  pincers  gave  a  sharp  tug 
to  draw  him  out.  but  I  found  out  from 
my  wife's  yeil  that  I  was  trying  to  lift 
otit  a  ncTA-e.  I  watche<l  him  one  day 
working  under  the  eye,  but  he  was  In  too 
dangerous  a  place  to  tackle— that  Is,  too 
dangerous   to   Mrs.    Friend."

Mahlon  Sh.aaber.  of  Reading,  Pa.,  is  the 
tallest  veteran  of  the  civil  war  in  thit 
part  of  the  state.  His  heiifht  Is  6  feet  and 
s  inches.  Shaaber  has  a  war  record  that 
is  much  more  interesting  than  his  extra- 
onlinarj'  physique,  save  ';he  Philadelphia 
Times.  At  the  opening  of  the  rebellion 
Mahlon  Shaaber  was  a  Itoy  of  1*1  years. 
In  October,  1S61,  he  enlis:ed  In  Company 
B,  Nir.ety-thln.1  Pcnnsylvinla  volunteers. 
On  account  of  wounds  received  in  the 
battle  of  Fair  Oak.i  he  was  honorably  dis- 
charged from  the  service  on  May  31,  lSfi2. 
As  soon  as  he  recovered  from  t»>e  effects 
of  tho  wounds  young  Bh.iaber  agaJa  en- 
tered the  I'nlon  army,  first  as  a  member 
of  the  Fortv-second  Penrsylvania  volun- 
teers and  Bubsetiuently  with  the  One 
Hundred  and  Ninety-sixth  replme^it, 
Pennsylvania  volunteers.  This  reiginient 
was  composed  of  members  of  the  Fifth 
TTnion  league  of  Philadelphia,  and  Shaa- 
ber rope  to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant.

Paris.  Feb.  5.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)— The  window  decorator  is  account- 
ed one  of  the  important  personages  on 
the  sweller  shops'  staff.  There  are  some 
few  exclusive  world-renowned  shops 
along  the  Rue  de  la  Paix  that  consider 
window  displays  as  rather  beneath  their 
dignity,  but  the  majority  of  sliops  pre- 
pare eye  feasts  for  the  feminine  world 
that  are  alluring  beyond  reckoning.  Sj 
attractive  do  the  tempters  make  these 
windows  that  the  tempted  are  never 
saiisfifd  with  just  a  passing  glance. 

The  windows  where  just  one  color 
prevails  are  in  high  faivor.  The  color 
note  is  generally  given  by  tfie  introduc- 
tion of  a  popular  fluwer,  and  around  this 
flower  are  grouped  divers  confections 
all  repeating  the  given  color,  often 
running  through  the  whole  scale  of  its 
shades.  The  orchid  window  is  always 
delightful  and  embraces  the  "thousand 
and  one"  mauve  tints  just  shading  off 
of  wtiite  and  reaching  way  down  into 
the  deep  purples.  The  forget-me-not 
"Window  is  more  uniform  in  shade,  as 
Is  also  the  Parma  violet  window. 

Such  a  fetching  window  all  decked  out 
In  soft  rose  pinks  adopted  the  pink  car- 
nation for  its  motif.  As  a  background 
for  the  bevy  of  rose  confections,  the 
decorator  has  chosen  white  tulle  all 
crumpled  in  careless  folds  that  held 
loose  sprays  of  carnation.s.  Every  article 
on  exhibition  was  so  thoroughly  irre- 
sistible that,  unmindful  of  February 
winds.  I  stood  full  ten  minutes  peering 
In  at  the  window  and  making  mental 
notes  of  its  treasures.  There  were  the 
most  fascinating  suspender  garters,  the 
elastic  sheathed  in  gathered  pink  satin 
ribbon  and  ornamented  with  strass 
buckles.

The  prettiest  pink  corsage  on  exhibi- 
tion was  a  blouse  made  nf  poult  de  soie 
tucked  in  the  upper  part  and  gathered 
loosely  into  a  silver  belt.  It  had  a  yoke 
and  collar  of  cream  chiffon  covered  with 
a  network  of  narrow  sliver  braid.  The 
braid  was  repeated  around  the  lower 
part  of  the  blouse,  forming  basques  of 
network.  Poult  de  soie  was  employed 
for  sleeve.5  that  were  laced  across  with 
the  braid  and  finished  with  puffs  of 
cream  cSiiffon  covered  with  "French 
knots"  in  pink  silk  floss.  A  scarf  of 
dotted  chiffon  was  draped  along  the 
lower  part  of  the  yoke  and  fell  in  jabot 
fashion  to  the  waist  line. 

French  knots  worked  in  the  heavier 
qualities  of  floss  are  newer  than 
spangles  or  chenille  dots,  and  not  only 
do  they  ornament  the  gauzier  materials, 
but  they  are  used  extensively  in  trim- 
ming the  heavier  qualities  of  silk  and 
cloth. 

A  dainty  dance  gown  in  this  rose- 
colored  window  was  made  of  the  palest 
mousseline  de  soie  over  a  deep  shade 
of  pink  taffeta.  The  entire  surface  of 
the  mousseline  de  sole  was  spotted 
with  "French  knots"  in  a  deep  shade  of 
pink  floss.  The  skirt  was  made  plain 
over  the  hips  and  at  the  back  the  full- 
ness was  gathered  full  into  the  waist- 
band. It  was  trimmed  around  the  bot- 
tom with  Innumerable  tiny  ruches  of 
mousseline  de  soie  that  reached  -luite 
above  the  knees.  Fifteen  strips  of  deep 
rose  panne  velvet  ribbon  were  drawn  up 
over  these  frills  and  caught  with  tiny 
strass  buf'k'e.5. 

The  decollete  corsage  was  one  mass  of 
ruches  on  the  upf>er  part.  It  was 
trimmed  with  the  deeper  pink  panne 
velvet  ribbons  that  formed  a  high  cein- 
ture,  and  at  regular  intervals  the  rib- 
bons mounted  in  bretelle  fashion  over 
the  ruc-hes.

of  pale  rose  grosgraln  entirely  tucked. 
It  was  a  straight  loose  half-length  affair 
made  with  flowing  sleeves  and  was  lined 
with  quilted  white  satin.  The  yoke  and 
high  Medicis  collar  were  of  white  satin 
covered  with  appliques  of  cream  lace. 
This  was  bordered  with  a  scarf  com-

Tb9  Empire  has  been  modified 
greatly  and  is  no  longer  the  little  short- 
waisted  thing  that  once  you  knew.  Per- 
haps It  would  be  more  strictly  true  to 
say  that  there  are  now  two  varieties  of 
Kmplre  or  Josephine  long  cloak. 

One  is  the  cloak  that  Is  belted  nearly 
under  the  arms.  Where  there  is  no  belt 
a  belt  Is  indicated  by  the  stitching 
which  goes  round  and  round  the  figure. 
But  this  style  Is  so  trying  to  all  but 
very  slender  figures  that  It  has  been 
generally  abandoned.  It  Is  said  that  the 
only  women  who  can  wear  these  high- 
belted  Josephines  are  those  of  great 
slenderness,  without  too  much  height. 
That  Is  the  Ideal  Josephine  cloak  figure. 

The  other  Josephine  has  a  belt  that 
is  high  In  the  back,  but  which  comes 
down  to  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the 
front.  It  is  a  very  broad  belt  and  may 
consist  of  bands  of  cloth  put  on  to  look 
like  a  belt,  or  it  may  consist  of  stitch- 
ing. 

A  new  cloak,  jQst  ordered  for  Mrs.  W, 
K.  Vanderbllt,  Jr.,  was  of  London 
smoke  gray  cloth,  of  medium  weight, 
not  too  heavy  for  spring.  It  Is  Intended 
also  for  a  yachting  cloak.  The  collar 
was  a  tall  velvet  affair  of  precisely  the 
same  shade  as  the  cloth,  and  was  cut  In 
an  eccentric  design,  something  like  a 
small  sailor  collar.  When  turned  up 
there  were  points  back  of  the  ears  and 
at  each  side  of  the  chin.  The  lapels 
were  broad  and  pointed  at  the  top  and 
were  stitched.  Stitched  velvet  will  have 
quite  a  vogue  this  spring,  and  where 
formerly  there  were  used  stitcCied 
bands  of  cloth,  there  will  now  be 
stitched  bands  of  velvet. 

The  sleeves  of  this  London  smoke 
coat  were  very  large  and  gradually  grew 
larger  still,  toward  the  hand.  They  were 
extremely  long,  and  finally  terminated 
in  a  cuff  trimmed  with  velvet  bands. 
Owing  to  the  length  of  the  sleeves  the 
top  sagged  down  over  the  cuff,  making 
a  puff  that  was  becoming  to  the  arm  as 
all  those  wrist  puffs  are. 

The  skirt  of  this  cloak  had  the  nar- 
rowest of  tucks  running  from  the  low- 
empire  belt  to  the  fqot  of  the  cloak.  The 
tucks  were  placed  at  Intervals  of  six 
Inches  and  were  no  larger  than  a  good- 
sized  cord. 

Many  of  the  cloaks  of  spring  are 
copied  from  ancient  and  very  classic 
models.  Indeed,  there  are  signs  that  a 
revival  of  the  classic  period  may  be 
dawning,  just  as  a  revival  of  the  em- 
pire period  dawned  and  may  now  b« 
passing  away. 

Fancy  a  Roman  toga  in  real  and  every 
day  life.  A  toga  of  this  kind  was  con- 
structed for  Mrs.  Cornwallls  West  out 
of  the  most  fragile  of  pale  shades  of 
tan.  It  was  not  an  opera  cloak,  but  was 
Intended  for  driving,  and  perhaps  for 
shopping,  and  wtio  knows  but  for  walk- 
ing. It  was  of  a  cape  design,  so  ar- 
ranged that  one  end  could  be  thrown 
over  the  shoulder,  precisely  as  the  hero 
in  a  Shakespearean  drama  tosses  his 
toga  over  his  shoulder,  and  the  effect 
was  not  less  dramatic.  Around  the 
shoulder  there  was  another  and  smaller 
cape,  this  one  finished  with  long  ends 
and  tassels.  . 

A  cape  of  the  toga  order  could  be 
recommended  for  the  domestic  wonian 
who  dies  her  own  marketing  and  her 
own  running  about.  If  made  long  and 
very  full  in  front  It  would  hang  more 
gracefully  over  her  burden  of  small  be- 
longings than  the  long  capes  that  are 
now  the  style.  A  very  ornamental  clasp 
could  close  it  at  the  neck  and  the  toga, 
being  very  full,  would  nang  shut  of  Its 
own  accord.  ,  ,  i.  .„ 

In  defense  of  the  long  cape,  which  is 
undoubterilv  back,  it  can  only  be  said 
that  It  Is  handy.  That  It  is  graceful  no 
one  claims;  but  that  It  Is  convenient  no 
cne  will  dispute.  Capes  are  made  in  all 
the  medium  weight  cloths,  and  are  lined 
with  vari-tus  materials,  the  latest  being 
the  golf  plaid  cloth,  which  Is  used  for 
the  linins:  of  the  smoothest  of  ladies 
capes.  But  the  cane  hides  the  figure, 
and  no  woman  with  a  particle  of  chic  is 
willing  to  conceal  her  graceful  outlmes. 
A  French  woman  would  prefer  death  or 
a  cold  to  a  cape,  and  will  not  hesitate 
to  express  her  dislike  of  the  enveloping 
garment  with  an  abundance  of  vehem- 
ent gestures  .

The 
boot  and  shoe  industry  has  likewise  con- 
tinueo  in  a   satLsfactory  shape,  and  some 
varieties;  of  leather  reflect  recent  activity 
ip      •    Rnces  at  Eastern  markets.  Iron  and 
steel  in  the  cruder  forms  have  been  very 
strong    at   Central    and    Eastern    markets 
and    considerable    advances    are    reported 
In  niij  iron  and  steel  billets.   Heavy  sales 
are' reported  from  Plttsbiirg,  BIrminKham 
and     other    markets.     Bessemer    pig    iron 
at   Pittsburg  Is   now   selling  at  $14.75,   the 
highest    Tirlce    for    months,    while    a    pre- 
mium of  ll.iVO  a  ton  Is  exacted  on   Imme- 
diate  deliveries   of   steel   billets,    although 
the  official   quotation   of  $19.75  still  main- 
tains.   Finished  products   are  reported  on 
good    demand.    Merchant    bars    were    ad- 
vanced  ?2   a   ton    late   last   week   and   ISo 
cents  Is  now  the  maximum  of  these  goods. 
Structural    material    Is    reported    steadily 
active.  In  some  respects,  in  fact,  the  state 
of  this  trade  as  a   whole  is  the  strongest 
since  btfore  the  collapse  last  spring.  Ex- 
port trade  Is  slack,  foreign  iron  and  steer 
markets  are  steadily  going  lower  and  the 
fear    of    discriminating        duties    agaln-st 
Amerlacn    iron    and    steel    is    evident,    al- 
though the  first  manifestation,  that  in  the 
case    of    Russia,    involves    a    very    email 
amount  of  business. 

The  strength  of  building  materials  of 
all  kln'ls.  particularly  of  white  and  yel- 
low pine  and  builders'  hardware,  has  been 
notaU'.e  and  from  many  cities  the  report 
that  a  large  amount  of  building  will  be 
done  the  coming  sprlnpr.  Coffee  strength- 
ened on  better  consumptive  demand.  Tea 
has  met  with  better  sale,  as  the  prospects 
for  any  immediate  change  In  the  present 
tariff  by  congress  become  less  probable. 
Tea  is  higher,  in  sympathy  with  specula- 
tive activity  abroad.  The  cereals  show 
little  definite  movement,  taking  the  week 
as  a  whole,  exceptinp  in  flour,  w^hich  Is 
10*^20  cents  a  barrel   higher. 

Wheat  is  fractlonallv  higher  and  com 
and  oats  are  unchanged  but  the  corn  situ- 
ation is  not  able.  In  view  of  this  being  a 
season  of  increasing  stocks.  Support 
comes  from  the  active  foreign  and  home 
demand  for  this  cereal,  consumptive  re- 
quirements for  which  seem  to  have  defl- 
nitely  overtaken  production.

Building  a  Tlirona  of 

Golden  Grain. 


IS  BUYING    HEAVILY 


Wiili   ilie    Idoa    of    Being 

llie  King  of  May 

Com. 


Chicago.  Feb.  22.— Young  :Mr.  Phillip.s 
has  ocnceived  an  ambition  to  be  kinjj 
of  May  corn.  He  is  said  to  be  builJirig 
for  tiiinself  a  throne  of  golden  grain, 
but  as  the  material  is  just  as  unstable 
as  shifting  sands,  and  as  it  takes  a 
great  deal  to  make  a  throne,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  predict  the  consummation  of  his 
desires. 

George  H.  Phillips  was  the  king  of 
November  curn.  and  his  hand  is  tingiinK 
for.  another  swing  of  the  .scfiiter.  It  is 
a  long  time  av,ay  to  begin  building  a 
throne  of  nrn.  but  all  the  hopes  of  the 
grain  market,  all  the  expectations,  all 
the  interest  of  the  traders,  the  War- 
vicl;s.  the  stalwarts  and  the  insurgents 
are  directed  tovvanl  the  coming  May. 
The  queen  of  May,  however,  wil!  not 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  ambition  of  th^ 
young  man.  for  her  rule  begins  on  tlie 
fir.«t  of  the  month,  while  the  king  of 
May  hardly  knows  whether  he  will  wear 
a  crown  or  a  cap  witF.i  jingling  bells 
until  the  month  is  nearing  its  end. 

There  is  some  talk  of  James  A.  Patten 
taking  the  bear  side,  now  that  ho  has 
unloaded  his  holdings  and  cleared  ud 
$80,000.  He  is  a  shrewd  man  on  a  trade, 
and  is  regarded  as  just  the  kind  of  ma- 
terial to  bring  Phillips  to  time.  Botri 
men  are  students  of  the  markets,  b-)th 
are  familiar  with  corn  and  both  have 
good  judgment.  Patten  will  ri.sk  in  a 
trade. 

The  temptation  to  be  king  ^f  May  is 
Irresistible  to  a  number  of  board  oZ 
trade  <iperators,  and  the  play  for  a 
throne  has  begun  in  earnest.  Patten  is 
generally  the  first  to  make  a  dash  for 
ttie  throne,  but  when  the  others  start 
from  cover  and  try  to  overtake  him.  he 
has  a  habit  of  doubling  and  making 
more  than  the  throne  chasers.  He  w  is 
reported  some  time  ago  as  being  in  hot 
pursuit  of  May.  This  aroused  a  general 
Interest,  and  before  th*^  others  knew 
w-fiat  had  ha>jpened  he  shifted  his  inter- 
est in  the  throne  to  them.  AV^hile  the 
market  was  yet  talking  about  Patten's 
abandnnmt-nt  of  the  May  corn,  George 
H.  Phillips,  fresh  from  his  Novemb'r 
deal  with  a  good  bank  account  of  hi.s 
own  and  with  tCie  control  of  the  surplus 
cash  of  several  hundred  farmers,  ap- 
pears on  the  edge  of  the  market  as  a 
fieavy  buyer. 

The  same  men  that  were  "short"  to 
him  in  November  are  now  selling  him 
May  corn.  It  is  a  curious  coincident  that 
wlien  Patten  sold  out  his  November 
corn  last  fall  Phillips  took  up  the  deal 
and  carried  it  to  a  .safe  conclusion. 

May  is  a  long  way  off  and  there  is  not 
much  excitement  in  a  deal  that  shows 
a  sharp  alignment  almost  four  months 
before  it  can  be  perfected.  If  Phillips 
stays  by  purchases  and  relies  upon 
winning  out  at  final  settlement  the 
market  is  not  apt  to  show  much  fluc- 
tuation. Traders,  as  a  rule,  are  a  little 
■wary  of  a  man  who  has  Just  come  out 
of  one  successful  operation,  and  there 
Is  no  sign  that  May  corn  Is  anyone's 
market.  The  small  speculators  will 
not   deluge   brokers  with  selling  orders. 

The  market  is  stiff,  the  corn  in  sight 
is  not  large  and  the  demand  is  con- 
stant. There  arc  no  big  stocks  any- 
where in  the  country.  All  signs  point 
to  a  bull  market.  The  doubtful  factor 
Is  the  grading  of  the  new  corn.  It  is  too 
early  to  speak  with  authority.  The  big 
corn  handlers  are  ready  to  sell.  They 
bought  out  Patten's  4.000.000  and  Phil- 
lips seems  ready  to  tak  it. 

It  is  now  said  that  Phillips  has  be- 
hind him  the  same  element  as  in  the 
Sfst  deal,  with  the  addition  of  many 
■nore  country  folks,  who  regard  him  as 
I  safe  campaigner  and  who  would  back 
aim  up  in  a  corner  of  May  wheat. 

Phillips  has  never  had  much  tri.il. 
Till  his  November  deal  he  was  compara- 
tively unknown.  The  big  houses  who 
!Old  him  then  counted  upon  scaring 
aim  and  running  him  to  cover.  He  kept 
:ool  and  won  out  on  his  judgment. 

If  Patten  should  go  against  him  it 
Rould  be  a  contest  worth  watching.  It 
fv'ould  be  a  fight  in  %vhich  one  or  the 
jther  would  break.  There  is  a  tradi- 
lion  on  the  board  that  a  man  seldom 
iias  two  good  streaks  of  fortune  in  suc- 
cession. Phillips  thinks  differently.  The 
men  whom  he  "sriueezed"  in  November 
seem  to  welcome  his  return  to  the 
;orn  pit.  If  they  get  the  best  of  the 
market  the  young  trader  will  not  get 
as  good  terms  as  he  gave  in  the  hour 
of  his  triumph.

01  Lent,  and  is  liolding  steady,  though  at 
a  level  very  reasonable  Indeed  for  this 
time  of  the  year.  Eggs  are  retailing  at  20 
cents  a  dozen  and  osi  Michigan  street  the 
pricf  for  ••strictly  fresh"  is  18  and  19  cents. 
The  cause  for  the  firmness  is  not  only  the 
Lenten  demand,  but  the  fact  that  cold 
weather  in  some  quarters  has  slightly 
damiiened  the  ardor  of  the  hens,  who 
wore  laying  industriou.sly  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  wann  wx_'ather.  These 
checks  are  only  tempurary,  however,  and 
the  season  of  activity  for  the  hens  may  be 
.said  to  be  on.

Jury  In  Municipal   Court  Renders 
a  Twe-Cent  Verdlot. 

In  a  suit  for  $4''>i>  a  municipal  court  jury 
last  evening  returned  a  verdict  of  2  ce^its. 
The  case  was  brought  by  Luke  H.  Cor- 
coran against  John  J.  O'Flaherty  lo  re- 
cover attorneys'  fees.  Mr.  Corcoran 
claimed  that  the  d"fendant  w:is  his  cll:>nt 
from  Aug.  ISHo  to  May.

In  the  case  of  B.  B.  Brigham  against 
Julius  McQuade  for  $23  damages  l>ecause 
It  was  alleged  that  the  defendant  vacated 
the  plaintiffs  hou.«e  in  cold  weather  with- 
out properly  draining  the  water  to  keep- 
ing heat  in  the  building,  was  decided  for 
the  defendant.

Delegation  Takes  as  to 

the  Sheriffs  Bill. 


OPPOSE  COMPROMISE 


Must  Be  Effective  at  Once 

or  Fee  System  Must 

Continue. 


It  is  reported  from  St.  Paul  that  the 
Duluth  members  of  the  legislature,  who 
are  backing  up  the  bill  to  make  the  of- 
fice of  sheriff  of  St.  Louis  county  a 
salaried  office  instead  of  a  fee  office, 
have  flatly  refused  to  have  anything  to 
do  with  the  bill  unless  it  goes  into  ef- 
fect during  the  present  term.  If  they 
cannot  have  it  go  into  effect  now,  it  is 
said,  they  do  not  care  whether  it  ever 
goes  into  effect.  This  may  not  be  true 
of  all  of  them,  but  it  Is  the  statement 
of  some  of  them. 

The  bill,  which  has  been  having  such 
smooth  sailing  up  to  the  present  time, 
seems  faltering  slightly  on  the  point 
that  has  been  raised  as  to  its  constitu- 
tionality, and  Willie  it  has  not  by  any 
means  lieen  defeated  as  yet,  its  sailing 
is  not  by  any  means  as  smooth  as  it 
has  been.  It  is  said  that  the  consti- 
tutional point,  which  is  affecting  the 
minds  of  the  legislators  very  seriously, 
is  due  to  the  opinions  of  City  Attorney 
Oscar  Mitchell,  C.  O.  Baldwin  and  John 
G.  Williams,  all  of  whom  have  given 
opinions  that  the  bill  would  not  be  con- 
stitutional. The  piint  is  that  the  law 
is  special  legislation,  being  applicable 
to   St.   Louis  county   alone. 

One  Duluth  man,  who  has  favored  the 
bill,  is  cunfessin.tr  tu  a  change  of  mind 
as  the  result  of  hearing  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Duluth  delegation.  "I 
thought."  he  said  this  morning,  "that 
they  were  In  good  faith  in  the  matter, 
but  I  do  not  believe  they  are  now.  They 
do  not  approve  *of  the  suggestion  of  a 
compromise,  and  their  disapproval  is 
such  that  it  is  very  manifest  that  their 
stand  is  wholly  one  of  enmity  to  the 
present  incumbent  ol  the  office.  If  there 
was  much  of  a  fight  it  would  probably 
suit  nearly  everybody  to  have  the  bill 
go  into  effect  at  the  end  of  the  present 
term.  Of  course,  if  it  is  a  good  mea- 
sure at  any  time,  it  is  a  S"^!  one  now, 
but  at  the  same  time  it  is  rather  rough 
to  make  such  a  change  when  a  man  was 
elected  with  the  promise  apd  expect- 
ation of  holding  hi.*^  office  as  it  was 
during  the  term  f""!  which  he  was 
elected.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  an- 
other instance  where  a  change  against 
the  interests  of  an  incumbent  has  been 
made  in  this  state.  The  bill  is  a  good 
one,  and  ought  to  gn  through,  but  it 
should  not  be  made  the  vehicle  of  po- 
litical ^pite." 

It  is  reported  that  there  were  rather 
warm  words  in  St.  Paul  between  C.  H. 
Graves,  who  look  di>wn  the  petitions 
asking  that  the  bill  be  amMidcd  to  go 
into  effect  at  the  end  of  the  present 
term,  and  G.  J.  Mallory,  one  of  the  Du- 
luth meml>ers  who  are  particul.irly  in 
favor  of  the  measure  ae  it  stands.  When 
Col.  Graves  submitted  the  petitions. 
Mr.  Mallory  spoke  very  slightingly  of 
the  petitions,  and  of  petitions  in  gen- 
eral, it  is  said.  He  suggested  that  he 
could  go  up  to  Duluth  and  get  just  as 
big  petitions  in  favor  of  the  bill  as  it 
stands,  and  he  furthermore  ventured 
the  opinion  that  he  could  get  just  as 
large  petitions  for  any  pos.sible  pur- 
pose, even  to  hangring  the  petitioners. 

Whereupon  Col.  Graves,  somewhat 
indignantly,  said  that  the  liearers  of  the 
petitions  had  come  as  citizens  and  tax- 
payers, and  that  the  signers  of  the  peti- 
tions came  as  citizens  and  taxpayers, 
and  he  thought  they  were  entitled  to 
deecnt  and  courteous  tre.'itment. 

Mr.  Mallory  had  nothing  to  say  to 
this,  and  the  incident  closed.

to  Bo  Exhibited  at 

Buffato. 

There  is  being  prepared  In  the  office 
of  the  United  States  engineer  a  map  of 
the  harbor  at  Duluth  and  Superior  that 
will  be  the  finest  thing  of  the  kind  that 
has  ever  been  turned  out.  It  is  about 
completed  and  is  to  be  in  'Washington 
by  March  1  and  will  then  be  litho- 
graphed and  placed  on  exhibitlDn  at  the 
Pan  American  exposition  at  Buffalo.  It 
covers  the  entire  harbor  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  from  the  lake  to  the  rapids  in 
the  St.  Louis  river  at  Fond  du  Lac.  It 
shews  the  depths  of  water  throughout 
the  harbor  In  the  channels  and  else- 
where, and  alTso  shows  the  depths  along 
Minnesota  Point  and  the  north  and 
south  shores  close  to  the  Point. 

Not  only  Is  the  map  exceedingly  com- 
plete because  of  the  information  which 
it  gives,  but  it  is  a  magnificent  piece 
of  work  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
draughtsmen.  It  is  the  work  of  Wallace 
P.  Welbanks.  Mr.  Welbanks  recently 
came  into  considerable  prominence  in 
the  Big  Duluth  postal  card  contest,  and 
an  examination  of  this  map  will  show- 
anyone  where  his  training  came  from. 
When  Maj.  Lockwood  was  here  on  W'ed- 
nesday  and  was  being  shown  over  the 
office,  he  saw  this  map  and  was  aston- 
ished at  its  beauty.  He  remarked  at 
once  that  it  was  equal  to  any  of  Moli- 
tor's  work.  To  Mr.  Welbanks  this  wa.'^ 
a  great  compliment,  for  Edward  Molltor 
is  known  to  every  draughtsman  as  the 
very  finest  of  his  kind  to  be  found  in  the 
country.  He  is  assistant  engineer  at 
Detroit  and  some  of  his  maps  are  works 
of  art. 

The  manner  in  which  the  tonography 
of  the  shores  along  the  harbor  and  up 
the  river,  the  swamps,  etc..  has  been 
presented  is  very  fine.  The  labor  in- 
volve<i  in  the  preparation  of  such  a  map 
is  enormous.

Judge  Dibeii's  Ruling  In  Popu- 
list Committee  Case— Can 
Do  Nothing. 

The  dispute  between  the  rival  Populist 
parlies  a.«  to  which  should  appoint  the 
judges  of  election  in  the  city  of  Duluth 
for  the  last  general  election  finally  i>etered 
out  in  district  court  this  morning.  The 
council,  u  will  be  remembered,  appointed 
the  list  submitted  by  the  Midroad  Popu- 
lists, ?f».iii!gh  that  list  included  a  numlx'r 
of  parties  wlio  were  either  assistant  Re- 
publicans or  out  and  out  Republicans. 
The  regular  Populist  committee  started  a 
mandamus  suit  on  the  Saturday  before 
the  first  registration  day,  which  was  Tues- 
day. The  defense,  which  was  th>'  city 
council,  asked  for  a  jury  trial,  and  the 
court  had  no  option  but  to  grant  It.  As 
it  was  impossible  to  have  a  jury  triai 
liefore  the  Novemlicr  term,  which  was 
long  after  the  judges  would  have  per- 
formed their  duties  and  been  paid  off,  the 
matter  dropped  there  temporarily.  hTe 
case  was  continued,  however,  because  it 
involved  the  dispute  between  the  two  par- 
ties, but  when  It  came  up  before  Judge 
Dibell  this  morning  he  held  that  the 
court  could  do  nothing  with  it  liecause 
the  time  when  action  would  have  any  ef- 
fect  on    tlie   matters   in    dispute   is   i)ast. 

TAKEN  UNDEB  IDYISEMEMT. 

Judge  Dibell  Will  Think  Over  C.  J. 
Marshall's  Case. 

Judge  Dibell  yesterday  afternoon  took 
under  advisement  the  suit  of  Cutler  J. 
Marshall  against  the  city  of  Duluth.  to 
recover  salary  as  court  officer  since 
April  1,  1900.  and  to  establish  his  claim 
that  he  is  still  court  officer,  notwith- 
standing his  dismissal  by  Mayor  Hugo. 
The  ground  on  which  he  claims  is  that 
no  reasons  for  the  dismls.sal  were  filed, 
and  that  under  the  civil  service  provi- 
sions of  the  new  charter  that  acts  as  a 
reinstatement.

INTRODUCTORY. 
The  effort  to  crowd  into  the  study  of 
one  quarter  all  the  story  of  Passi..n 
wet^k  ha.s  made  it  necessary  for  us  to 
omit  much  interesting  matter  from  the 
pas.s;ige.s  assign 'd  for  the  lessons.  The 
omitted  pas.sages  can  only  be  suggested 
here  in  the  hope  that  each  student  will 
carefully  read  them  over,  and  thus  keep 
in  mind  a  connected  account  of  the 
clo.~ing  days  of  the  life  and  ministry  of 
Jesus. 

Thp  time  that  elapsed  between  the 
supper  in  the  upper  room  and  the  agony 
in  Oethsemane  was  comparaiiveiy 
brief,  but  it  was  sufficient  for  the  oc- 
currence of  several  important  events. 
During  this  period  Peter  made  his  bold 
avowal  of  perpetual  allegiance  to 
Jesus,  and  asserted  with  ? ome  show  of 
enthusiasm  that,  even  if  he  must  die 
with  Je.-'us,  yet  he  would  not  deny  Him. 
But  Jesus  knew  what  was  in  his  heart 
and  warned  him:  Before  the  cock  crow, 
thou  Shalt  ueny  Me  thrice.  So  deeply 
was  this  circumstance  impr.ssed  on  the 
minds  of  the  disciples  that  all  of  the 
evangelists  have  given  us  a  record  of 
it  (S'-e  Matthew  2«::?l-3r»:  Mark  14:27-31; 
Luke  22:. 11 -34;  John  i:J:36-3S.). 

In  th'*  fourteenth  to  the  sixteenth 
chapters  of  the  gospel,  according  to 
John,  there  is  given  us  the  record  of 
the  djacourso  which  Jesus  spoke  on  the 
coming  of  the  comforter,  and  the  seven- 
teen! h  chapter  records  His  great 
prayer  of  intercession  for  the  dis- 
ciples:.  Both  the  prayer  and  the  dis- 
course were  Fixiken  either  in  the  room 
where  thev  had  eaten  the  supper  or 
el«!e  on  the  way  from  the  supper  cham- 
ber to  the  garden.  They  belong  so  dis- 
tinctively to  just  this  piJice  in  the  afo 
of  Jepu<»  that  to  fail  to  read  them  iii 
this  connection  is  to  lose  their  "eai 
historical   .'rettina:. 

After  reading  the  scriptures  sug- 
eested.  one  can  begin  to  form  .<ome  sort 
nf  idea  as  to  what  were  the  uppermost 
ideas  in  the  minds  of  the  disciples  as 
they  entered  the  garden.  Jesus  was 
eoing  away  from  them,  but  in  his  ab- 
sence he  would  still  be  serving  them 
and  would  s'-nd  the  Spirit  to  be  their 
guide  and  helper.  Their  great  teacher 
desired  them  to  remember  Him  and  I?i^ 
teaching  for  he  had  suggested  a  mem- 
orial which  they  were  to  observe  per- 
petually and  had  also  told  them  inat 
the  promised  Spirit  would  call  to  their 
remembrance  the  things  he  had  taught 
them  But  Je.'us  had  also  said  that 
one  of  them,  should  betrpy  Him  and  ihis 
had  cut  them  to  the  auick.  for  not  more 
tbar  two  of  them  had  learned  who  it 
was  that  intended  to  perform  that  das- 
tardly d^'d.  They,  however,  seemed 
to  think  that  they  were  going  into  the 
garden  merely  for  a  rest.

STP.I'OfiLE. 
The    deep   experiences    of   Jesus    were 
all  surprises  to  the  disciples,  who  were 


verv  human  in  their  sympathies  and 
inclintions.  His  was  a  sorrow  whose 
weight  was  as  heavy  as  the  burden  of 
human  woe.  Only  the  three  chief 
apostles  were  prepared  to  approach  the 
portal  of  his  retreat  of  spiritual  travail. 
Jesus  had  gQne  alone  into  the  wilder- 
ness and  there  had  borne  in  solitariness 
the  trial  of  his  steadfastness  to  tne 
divi«e  will.  Peter,  James  and  John  had 
lieen  taken  to  witness  the  raising  of 
Jairius'  daughter,  and  had  also  been 
present  to  witness  the  mystery  of  the 
transfiguration.  But,  at  Gethsemana. 
even  thev,  who  were  taken  nearer  rhe 
actual  scene  than  the  rest,  were  told  to 
tarry,  while  He  went  forward  and 
prayed  in  the  agony  of  His  soul.  The 
servants  of  Abraham  went  with  Him 
and  his  son  as  far  as  the  foot  of  the 
mountain,  but  v>ere  told  to  tarry  there, 
and  so,  the  Father  of  the  faithful  went 
on  alone  to  drink  the  cup  of  his  trial. 
The  prophet,  speaking  of  the  Messiah, 
said:  He  hath  trodden  the  wine  press 
alone  and  of  his  people  there  was  none 

with  him.  ,  .    „„ 

The  great  moral  struggles  of  e^ery 
life  must  be  won  in  the  .solitariness  of 
the  soul  or  else  they  are  not  half  won. 
some  one  may  help  us  to  temporary 
victory,  and  the  sympathy  and  courage 
of  some  friend  may  nerve  us  to  ^ry 
more  earneslv,  but  in  one's  own  soul

A   MINISTERING   ANGEL. 
God    does    not    leave    his    children    to 
struggle  alone.    The  Old  Testajiient  tells 
us  how  he  sent  his  angels  to  minister  to 
his  servants,  and  here  in  the  story  of 
Ctirlst   In    Gethfemane    we   are    told    by 
Luke    that    "There    appeared    unto    him 
an    angel    from    heaven,    strengthening 
him."

It  be  for  us  If  the  call  finds  us  with  the 
nrenaration  of  watchfulness  and  prayer.

Washington,  Feb.  22.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Senator  Hanna  of  Ohio  s'iems 
to  j)ossess  the  ability  to  make  presi- 
dents and  to  secure  a  seat  for  him«self 
in  the  United  States  senate,  but  as  a 
leader  in  the  upper  branch  of  the  na- 
tional congress  he  has  proved  that  he  is 
not  successful. 

Since  coming  to  the  senate,  the  Ohio 
senator  has  suffered  several  defeats  in 
attempting  to  enaet  legislation  wliioh 
he  favored.  His  most  notable  defeat 
lies  in  the  fact  that  during  the  first  and 
second  sessions  of  the  thirty-sixth  con- 
gress he  has  failed  to  get  through  the 
senate  the  so-called  national  shipping 
subsidy  bill.  This  measure,  is  well- 
known,  is  one  in  which  Mr.  Hanna 
has  taken  a  deeper  interest  than  in 
any  other  measure  that  has  been  loefore 
congress  since  he  haa  been  a  member 
of  the  senate.  At  the  first  session  of 
this  congiess  he  made  an  energetic  at- 
tempt to  get  the  subsidy  bill  passed 
before  the  opposition  proved  too  deter- 
mined, and  the  result  was  a  fiasco. 

At  this  ses.-^ion,  about  to  close,  Mr. 
Hanna,  though  backed  by  the  strong 
inttuence  of  the  present  Republican 
executive,  has  made  a  more  dismal  fail- 
ure as  the  leader  of  the  subsidy  bill 
forces  than  during  the  session  last 
winter.  The  Ohio  senator  has  foamod 
and  frothed,  has  attempted  to  brow- 
beat his  Republican  colleagues,  and  has 
pleaded  frequently  to  have  his  Demo- 
cratic opponents  withdraw  their  oppo- 
sition to  the  bill.  But  there  is  no 
chance  whatever  for  Senator  Hanna  to 
pass  his  pet  measure. 

Public  men  have  comoared  notes  re- 
garding the  inrtuences  wielded  by  Sen- 
ator Hanna  and  by  other  dlstinguirshed 
senators,  both  Republicans  and  Demo- 
crats, who  have  attempted  (and  many 
have  succeeded)  to  get  tnrough  legis- 
lation of  far  more  importance  than  ine 
sul.sioy  bill.  As  a  matter  of  fact  Sen- 
ator Quay  of  Pennsylvania  is  consid- 
erta  a  much  more  eucces^ful  maneu- 
vt'ei  in  this  respect  than  Mr.  Hanna. 
During  his  first  term  in  the  senate,  it 
will  be  recalled.  Senator  Quay,  almo.^t 
alone  and  unaided,  prevented  certain 
clauses  in  the  Wilson  and  in  the  Dingley 
tariff  bills  from  being  enacted.  Often 
Senator  Quay,  who  not  only  has  influ- 
ence on  the  Republican  side,  but  many 
friends  on  the  Democratic  side  of  the 
chamloer,  has  passed  measures  of  great 
Importance  to  Pennsylvania  and  the 
country  at  large,  and  the  comparison 
made  by  legislative  onlookers,  between 
Quay  and  Hanna,  is  altogether  favor- 
able to  the  shrewd  Pennsylvanian. 

When  Arthur  Pue  Gorman  represent- 
ed Maryland  in  the  senate  he  displayed 
far  better  general.ship  as  the  leadei*  of 
the  Democratic  forces  than  has  Marcus 
A.  Hanna,  the  self-imposed  leader  on 
the  Repulilican  side.  Mr.  Gorman  was 
not  only  able  to  hold  the  Democrats  in 
line  for  any  legislation  he  favored,  but. 
like  Senator  Quay,  was  able,  when 
necessity  comiielled,  to  draw  votes 
from  the  Republicans  In  order  to  carry 
out  his  legislative  schemes. 

Even  with  the  great  influence  alleged 
to  be  wielded  by  Senator  Aldrich  of 
Rhode  Islarvd,  Senator  Hanna  has  not 
been  able,  though  several  weeks'  time 
has  been  spent  in  the  consideration  of 
cf  the  subpidv  bill,  to  get  a  vote  even 
upon  that  measure.  This  failure  upon 
the  part  of  the  Ohio  senator  is  lessen- 
ing instead  of  strengthening  his  influ- 
ence in  the  senate.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  Senator  Hanna  will  hereafter  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  make  and  bring 
about  the  election  of  presidents  of  the 
United  States,  he  will  probably  not  be 
an  important  political  factor,  or  con- 
tinue to  hold  his  alleged  leadership  in 
the  senate  after  the  close  of  the  second 
term  of  MaJ.  McKinley  as  president  of 
the  United  States.  There  are  Ohio 
politicians  in  Washington  who  go  so  far 
as  to  say  that  it  would  be  a  hard  mt- 
ter  for  Senator  Hanna  to  bring  about 
his  re-election  at  the  close  of  his  pres- 
ent term,  if  he  finally  decided  to  stand 
for  the  senatorship  again.  The  records 
of  the  senate,  since  Mr.  Hanna  became 
a  member,  show  many  defects  for  him 
In  the  legislative  arena,  and  if  he  hsis 
score<l  any  victories  they  have  at  this 
time  been  forgotten. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  an- 
nouncement has  frequently  been  made 
that  there  will  be  only  one  change  In 
President  McKinley's  cabinet  after 
March  4  next,  and  further,  that  the 
majority  of  the  federal  officials  In  this 
country  and  abrcad  will  not  be  changed, 
those  close  to  the  president  are  now 
confident  that  there  will  be  a  reorgani- 
zation of  this  government's  officials 
within  the  next  few  months. 

The  one  change  so  far  officially  an- 
nounced, as  Is  well-known,  will  be  that 
f»f  the  attorney  generalship.  The  pres- 
ent attorney  general.  Mr.  Griggs,  several 
months  ago  Informed  the  president  th?.t 
he  could  onlv  serve  in  this  capacity  until 
the  close  of  this  present  administration. 
He  will  therefore,  return  to  his  home 
in  New  Jersey  shortly  after  March  4. 
His  «ucccs.=;or,  it  is  pretty  generally  be- 
lieved, will  be  P.  C.  Knox,  of  Pittsburg. 
As  i«  well  known.  Mr.  Knox  has  been 
for  "some  vears  the  principal  legal  ad- 
viser of  the  Carnegie  Steel  company.  It 
is  '^aid  here  that  several  days  ago  one 
of  ^he  president's  friends  asked  Mr. 
Knox  whether  or  not  he  would  accept 
the  position.  It  is  believed  that  Mr. 
Knox  has  signified  his  willingness,  and 
it^  expect^  that  he  will  be  selected 
at  the  beginning  of  the  new  admiMstra- 
tlon  for  the  attorney  generalship.  Mr. 
Knox  is  an  old  friend  of  President  Mc-

Chicflpo,  Feb.  22.— A  W.ashinpton  special 
lo  the  Record  says:  Thnre  is  corM»iderable

Mun.iay  next.  They  may  be  privates  or 
niii:# 'immlsfjlontvl  oflieers  or  cummls- 
slo  p  1  officers,  hut  Cheatham  is  .tsked 
to  .^ame  tlios,  wlu  in  his  opinion  have 
shown  the  j?reatest  i-fHciency  juid  the 
most  soldierly  conduct  during  the  Philip- 
pine campaign.  When  the  Thirty-sixili 
reiglment  arrives  on  the  2'>th  ■of  the  month 
L'ol.  Grove  will  b-  liivit>jd  to  nomjnaie  a 
similar  number  of  men.  The  Kleventh 
?avalry,  umkr  C')l.  Ivorket.  arrives  on 
March  1,  the  Twenty-sevonfh  Infantry, 
under  Col.  Cummins,  on  March  10;  Iha 
Thirtieth  infantry,  the  Chicago  regiment, 
under  Col.  Gardener,  on  March  17,  ar.tl 
the  Thirty-third  and  Thirty-fourth  are 
due  on  the  lirst  of  A]»ril. 

As  fast  as  these  rotciments  arrive  their 
commanders  will  Le  orden-d  to  recommend 
for  examination  t(-.ose  of  their  subordin- 
ates who  in  their  opinion  have  dtstln- 
geifhed  themselves  and  are  most  entllied 
to  the  promotion.  Hank  has  nothing  to 
do  with  it.  The  sergtants  and  corporals, 
even  the  privates,  are  to  have  Just  as 
good  a  Bhow  as  the  captains  and  the 
majors,  although  the  age  limit  is  i»0 
yoars. 

From  this  time  on  examlnmp  boards 
will  sit  conllnunuslv  at  the  Presidio  lo  tis- 
cert.iln  the  physical,  mental  and  moral 
qualifications  of  the  men  so  selected. 
There  have  been  many  applications  from 
the  volunteer  repriments.  both  direct  and 
through  friends  in  congress  and  else- 
where. Abt.ut  one  in  ten  of  the  soldiers 
in  the  volunteer  army  is  seeking  a  com 
mission,  the  total  number  of  applications 
being  something  over  7<JiX>.  Many  of  them 
come  from  cnliste<l  men,  '.ollege  graduates 
and  other  ambitious  yuimg  fellows  who 
went  into  the  volunteer  army  tur  ^lo- 
venture  or  as  an  experiment  tc>  try  the 
life  of  a  soldier.

ticular advantage  to  him  unless  his  name 
appears  upon  the  merit  roll  and  liis  ap- 
plication Is  indorsed  by  the  colonei  cr 
his   regiment.  . 

It  is  expected  that  somethmg  lik.i  <00  or 
800  candidates  will  be  named  from  tlie  vol 
unteer  army.  A  similar  number,  more  or 
le's  will  be  iiame<l  from  applicants  who 
solved  in  the  vtdunteer  regiments  during 
the  Spanish  war,  and  they  also  must  sub- 
mit to  the  same  examination  to  demon- 
strate their  (luallflcatlons.  When  the  list 
Is  cmpletc  an  mvesllgatlon  will  be  n;ndo 
of  the  previous  history  of  each  candulatr» 
In  order  that  his  moral  character  and 
reputation  mav  l.o  ascertained,  and  then 
an  appointment  will  oe  made  among  the 
different  stan>s  a<(  ordlng  to  population. 
The  lists  of  ellgib!..s  from  each  state  will 
be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  sen- 
ators and  represuitaLivcs,  v.ho  can  then 
have  their  chance  to  recommend  those 
whom  thev  prefer,  but  it  will  be  a  mat^'r 
of  approval  only  The  j.re.^ident  holds 
that  thev  have  a  right  to  be  consulted  In 
all  appointments,  as  they  are  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  reiiple,  and  no  commis- 
slon-*  will  be  grahte<l  without  their  In- 
dorsement except  for  very  good  reasons.

DUMFOUNDED. 

Washington  Soclafy  Startled 

By  Ending  of  Edie-Paul- 

dlng  Engagement. 

W'ashlngton,  Feb.  22. — Washington  so- 
ciety was  dumfounded  when  Senator 
Chauncey  M.  Depew  caused  public  an- 
nouncem<^nt  to  be  made  that  the  en- 
gagement of  his  niece,  Miss  Anne  Depew 
Paulding,  and  Lieut.  John  Rufus  Edie 
of  the  United  Slates  navy  had  been 
broken  off.  Senator  Depew  in  making 
the  announcement  used  the  word  "an- 
nulled." Society  was  startled  chiefly  be- 
cause not  a  breath  of  the  action  taken 
by  Senator  Depew  was  known  in  ad- 
vance to  even  the  most  intimate  friends 
of  Miss  Paulding. 

Everybody  had  supposed  that  prepa- 
rations for  the  wedding,  which  was  to 
be  celebrated  on  April  17  at  fashionable 
St.  John's  church,  were  going  forward 
v.ith  ail  dispatch.  The  house  at  Nine- 
teenth and  N  streets,  which  Senator 
Depew  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $13,000, 
and  in  furnl.~hing  and  Improving  which 
he  spent  $7000  more,  had  been  in  tn<> 
hands  of  carpenters,  house  furnishers 
and  servgints  fcr  two  weeks  In  antici- 
pation of  Lieut  Edie  and  his  bride  tak- 
ing possession  after  the  wedding.  This 
house  wes  Senator  Depew's  gift  to  his 
niece.  It  is  understood  tonight  that  he 
had  also  settled  ui-nn  her  a  modest  for- 
tune sufficient  to  yield  an  Income  that 
wi  uld  meet  all  her  wants. 

Miss  Paulding  had  no  fortune  In  her 
own  right.  She  had  been  the  chatelame 
of  Senator  Depew's  household  since  he 
came  to  Washington,  a  year  ago  last 
December.  She  met  Lieut.  Kdle  in  this 
city  The  lieutenant's  attentions  soon 
became  very  marked  and  attracted  the 
notice  of  mutual  friends.  Their  ap- 
proaching we<lding  was  announced  m 
the  most  Informal  manner  at  a  dinner 
which  Senator  Depew  gave  in  homr  of 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  Mrs.  Wood- 
ruff, of  New  York,  on  Dec.  15  last. 

The  senator  made  an  unusually  felici- 
tous speech  In  congratulating  Lieut. 
Edie  and»Miss  Paulding.  He  declared 
that  theirs  was  an  attachment  born  of 
pure  affection,  and  he  added  that  in  this 
sordid  age  it  is  gratif  j  ing  to  know  that 
true  love  was  still  powerful  enough  to 
link  hearts  in  life.

PIONEKR  DEAD. 
Santa  Cruz,  Cal.,  Feb.  23 —Dr.  Pierce  B. 
Faprin,  a  pioneer  of  this  state,  is  dead.  Dr. 
FaRln  laid  out  the  site  of  the  city  of  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  in  1846.  Deceased  was  a  na- 
tive of  Iowa,  aged  82  years. 


Washington,  Feb.  23.— When  the  sen- 
ate met  today  a  bill  was  passed  relating 
to  railroad  rights-of-way  over  lands 
reserved  for  reservoirs.  A  resolution 
asking  the  secretary  of  the  interior  for 
information  as  to  fulflllmen;:  of  treaty 
stipulations  with  the  Santee  Sioux  In- 
dians was  passed. 

Bills  were  passed  as  follows:  Au- 
thorizing a  street  car  bridge  across  the 
Alabama  river  at  Montgomery,  Ala.; 
authorizing  construction  of  a  bridge 
across   Savoca     bay,    Calhoun     county, 

Mr.  Depew  called  up  the  St.  Louis  ex- 
position bill.  Mr.  Teller,  of  Colarado, 
and  Mr.  Pettigrew,  of  South  Dakota, 
said  they  would  not  object,  providing 
they  could  offer  amendments  to  the  bill. 

Mr.  Vest  (Missouri)  stated  that  he  was 
compelled  to  leave  the  city  shortly  on 
account  of  his  health,  but  must  remain 
until  the  bill  was  disposed  of.  The 
friends  of  the  measure  would  accept 
even  objectionable  amendments  in  order 
to   get   It    through. 

Mr.  Teller  then  offered  an  amendment 
providing  that  the  gates  of  the  exposi- 
liin  should  be  closed  on  Sunday,  and  it 
was  adopted  without  division. 

Mr.  Tillman  offered  as  an  amendment 
the  bill  which  previously  passed  the 
senate,  providing  for  a  government  ex- 
hibit at  the  Charleston,  S.  C,  exposi- 
tion. It  made  an  appropriation  of  $-50.- 
000  for  the  government  exhibit.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Teller  an  amendment 
providing  for  the  clo.=lng  of  Charleston 
exposition  on-  Sunday  was  adopted  and 
the  Tillman  amendment  was  then  agreed 
to  without  division.  Then  without  a 
dissenting  vote  the  bill  ^^'^^  p^ssed^ 
Senators  Depew,  Proctor  and  \  est  were 
named   as   conferees   on    the    exposition 

^"li  the  senate  this  afternoon.  Mr- Moi- 
Ean  in  his  speech  demanding  that  tne 
Nicaraguan  canal  bill  should  he  made 
the  regular  order  of  the  senate,  s.iid 
that  every  parliamentary  strategy  was 
being  used  to  defeat  this  bill.  He 
thoulht  it  time  for  plain  talk  while 
^ome  of  our  people  In  authority  were 
being  kicked  and  cuffed  aVwut  by  King 
Edwird  VII;  ateo  that  ^t  ;va«  time  for 
some  attention  to  be  given  to  this  purelj 
American  enterprise. 

Mr  Srooner  took  occasion  to  show 
why  ■  in  his  opinion,  the  Nicaragua 
canal  bill  should  not  pass  at  this  time. 
He  referred  to  the  Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty  which  had  been  adopted  to  clear 
the  pathway  for  the  canal.  That  treaty 
now  was  being  considered  by  Great  Bri- 
tain and  we   could  not  pass  the  canal 


bill  without  giving  great  offense  to 
Great  Britain,  rnjust  offense,"  he  ex- 
claimed. Mr.  Spooner  said  he  did  not 
think  we  could  build  the  canal  unless 
the  Clayton-Buhver  treaty  was  super- 
ceded. If  we  should  pass  the  canal 
bill  Great  Britain  w'ould  no  doubt  re- 
ject the  treaty.  Mr.  Spooner  said  it 
would  be  grossly  impolitic  and  a  breach 
of  international  comity  to  take  any  ac- 
tion now  when  so  very  little  time  had 
been  given  to  Great  Britain  to  con- 
sider the  amendments  which  the  senate 
had  made  to  the  Hay-Pauncefote  treaty. 

President  pro  tern  Frye  ruled  that  the 
Nicaragua  canal  hill  and  not  the  oleo- 
margarine bill  was  the  regular  order  of 
unfinished  business.  The  bill  was  im- 
mediately displaced  by  the  fortifica- 
tions appropriation  bill,  which  was 
taken  up  without  a  roll  call. 

Previous  to  this  action  Mr.  Morgan 
asked  that  the  Nicaraguan  canal  bill 
be  temporarily  laid  aside,  to  which  Mr. 
Aldrlch  objected. 

IN  TUB  HOUSE. 
Washington.  Feb-  23.— At  the  opening 
of  the  session  of  the  house  today,  Mr. 
Dalzell  (Pa.)  reported  back  from  the 
committee  on  rules  the  resolution 
offered  on  Thursday  by  Mr.  Bailey 
(Tex  )  for  the  investigation  of  the  pay 
of  employes  of  the  house.  The  re^solu- 
tion  had  been  amended  by  the  commit- 
tee on  rules,  so  as  to  empower  the  com- 
mittee to  send  for  persons  and  papers 
and  administer  oaths. 

Tho  fortiflcatiun  appropriation  bill 
was  then  taken  up,  and  Mr.  Butler  (N. 
C  )  <?poke  of  the  large  appropriations 
contained  in  thi~  ond  other  measures. 
In  particular,  he  criticised  the  appro- 
priation of  $22n.ooO  f(ir  the  purchase  of 
Cushing'B  island,  Majne.  for  fortiilca- 
tion  purposes.  "  ,    ,      ■ 

Mr  Pettigrew  created  a  laugh  during 
the  presentation  bf  morning  business 
by  proposing  an  anjendment  to  the 
army  appropriation  bill,  reading:  "And 
that  the  title  .  f  jthe  president  shall 
hereafter  be.  'The  pit-^ident  of  the  so- 
called  republic  of  th"  United  States,  and 
the  emperor  of  the  islands  of  the  sea.'" 
Mr  Butler  ioculafly  asked  if  the  com- 
ing inauguration  fceremonies  were  tak- 
ing into  account  tjils  imperial  regime? 

"Yes  everything  will  be  conducted 
with  due  pomp."  re;ilied  Mr.  Pettigrew.

MERRJAM  FORTHE  CABINET

Washington,  Feb.  23.-(Speclal  to  The 
Herald.)— The  story  is  circulated  in 
official  circles  today  that  Director  of 
the  Census  Merriam  will  succeed 
Ethan  Allen  Hitchcock  as  secretary  of 
the  interior  within  the  next  few  months. 
It  Is  believed  Hitchcock  Is  not  anxious 
to  remain  and  the  president  Is  said  to 

favor  Merriam  for  the  position.

Exports  of  manufactures  from  the 
United  States  to  Russia  do  not  amount 
to  $30,000,000  per  year  as  has  been  as- 
serted, nor  have  they  ever  reached  one- 
fourth  that  sum.  This  asertion  is  sus- 
tained by  ,the  official  figures  of  bpth 
the  United  States  and  Russia.  AccJid- 
ing  to  the  figures  of  the  state  depart- 
ment, exports  of  manufactures  to  Ru.s- 
sia  range  from  $3,000,000  to  $4,0*0.000 
per  annum,  and  according  to  the  Rus- 
sian official  statistics,  they  have  aver- 
aged a  little  over  $4,000,000  a  year  since 
1895,  the  earliest  at  which  the  dftailed 
figures  of  Russian  imports  are  ♦btaia- 
able. 

The  Russian  statement  of  total  Im- 
ports of  goods  of  all  classes  orlfinating 
in  the  United  States  have  nevfr,  save 
In  two  exceptional  years,  shown  as 
much  as  $30,000,000,  and  have  averaged 
since  1895  less  than  $25,000,000  per  an- 
num, and  of  this  sum  more  than  three- 
quarters  represents  raw  cotton,  which 
is  not  affected  by  the  recent  order  of 
the  Russian  government.  Much  of  the 
Airrerican  cotton  imported  into  Russia 
is  bought  in  the  markets  of  Europe  and 
thus,  while  represented  in  the  Russian 
Importations  as  of- American  origin. does 
not  show  In  the  export  statements  from 
the  United  States  because  it  is  sent 
from  this  country  direct  to  the  great 
cotton  markets  of  Europe,  Liverpool 
and  Bremen,  and  thence  Is  distributed 


to  Russia  and  other  Interior  states  of 
Europe. 

The  reports  of  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment only  show  total  exports  to 
Ilussia  of  about  $10,000,000  per  annum, 
vhile  those  of  the  Rufsian  government 
ghow  imports  of  An-terican  products 
averaging  about  $25,000,000  per  annum, 
but  an  analysis  of  the  two  statements 
shows  that  the  discrepancy  is  chlefiy  in 
cotton,  which  discrepancy  is  ac- 
counted for  as  above  indicated. 

In  merchandise  other  than  cotton  the 
Russian  and  Uniter-  States  figures  cor- 
respond quite  as  closely  as  could  be  ex- 
pected In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
United  States  fiscal  year  terminates 
June  30  and  that  of  Russia  Dee.  31. 
Taking  the  figures  of  either  country  or 
of  both,  and  comparing  them  year  by 
year  It  Is  found  that  the  total  exports 
from'  the  I'nited  States  to  Russia  of  all 
articles  exclusive  of  raw  cotton,  aver- 
aged In  1899  and  ISOO  about  $8,000,000  per 
annum,  and  prior  to  that  time  had  aver- 
aged" but  about  $4,000,000  per  annum. 
This  $8,000,000  of  exports,  other  than 
cotton  includes  live  animals.  books, 
maps  and  engravings,  breadstufl's, 
chemicals,  coal,  copper,  green,  dried 
and  preserved  fruits,  malt  and  spiritu- 
ous liquors,  bags  and  bagging,  paraflno, 
cotton  seed  oil,  animal  oi'.s,  furniture, 
patent  medicines,  car*  and  carriages, 
agricultural  implements,  and  manufac- 
tures of  Iron  and  steel.  Of  the  total  ex- 
ports to  Ru5wia  from  the  United  States 
in  the  fiscal  year  1900.  only  $5,132,000 
consisted  of  Iron  and  steel  manufac- 
tures and  agricultural  implements, 
which  classes  Include  the  chief  articles 
affected  by  the  recent  order.  A  care- 
ful analysis  of  l>oth  ihe  export  state- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  the  im- 
ort  statement  of  Hufisia  justifies  the 
.onclusion-  that  the  exportation  from 
•he  United  State-?  to  Russia  of  the 
classes  of  articles  named  by  the  recent 
order  amoufjted  in  1900,  the  year  of  our 
largest  exports  to  thai  country,  to  less 
than  $6,000,000.  ; 

J.  S.  VA^  ANTWERP. 


New  York,  Feb.  23.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  Washing- 
ton's birthday  was  not  celebrated,  un- 
less the  British  cabinet  iooVi  advantage 
of  the  occasion  and  pased  sentence  upon 
the  amended  canal  treaty.  It  Is  ex- 
tremely probable  that  the  question  was 
considered  and  decided  at  the  cabinet 
meeting,  and  that  the  result  will  speed- 
ily be  announced.  The  rejection  of_  ac- 
ceptance of  the  amendments  will  not 
Involve  a  diplomatic  consultation,  but 
the  term  treaty  will  need  to  be  extend- 
ed if  there  are  amendments  to  amend- 
ments, and  the  way  Is  left  open  for  pro- 
longation of  the  negotiations.  The  next 
reception  of  the  foreign  office  will  be  on 
Tuesday,  when  the  result  of  the  cabinet 
action  will  be  communicated  to  the 
American  ambassador,  if  there  be  no 
premature  disclosures.  The  whole  sub- 
ject ie  regarded  with  indifference  by  the 
English  press.  This  may  be  either  a 
good  or  a  bad  sign  for  the  settlement  of 
an  international  controversy  of  long 
standing. 

A  curious  explanation  of  Richard 
Croker's  recent  purchases  of  land  at 
Letcombe  has  reached  London  from  a 
well-informed  source.  As  the  entrance 
to  Moat  house  is  virtually  in  the  village, 
he  cannot  come  and  go  without  pass- 
ing several  cottages,  and  having  every- 
body In  the  neighborhood  know  what 
he  is  about.

The  now  drive  will  follow  the  course  of 
the  brook  from  the  mill  and  be  truly 
moral.  Much  additional  land  will  be 
placed  at  his  disposal  If  he  desires  to  en- 
large his  estate.  There  Is  good  grass 
land  adjacent  to  his  stables,  which  his 
jie-lffbbors  are  anjclous  to  s(»ll.  Moat 
house  was  once  a  show  nlaee.  and  there 
were  many  visitors  wltivin  its  historic 
precincts.

San  Francisco.  Fcib.  23.— The  sinking 
of  the  Pacific  Mai!'  steamer  Rio  De 
Janeiro  after  striking  a  rock  in  the 
Golden  Gate  during  the  dense  fog  yes- 
terday morning  was  the  most  appalling 
disaster  this  coast  has  known  for  many 
years.  Most  of  the  bodies  of  the  120  and 
more  victims  a-e  at  the  bottom  of  the 
sea,  and  many  of  them  may  never  be 
recovered.  The  water  where  the  ship 
lies  is  deep  and  the  current  swift,  and 
the  dead,  with  most  of  the  wreckage, 
probably,  will  hi  carried  far  out  into  the 
Pacific.  The  number  of  lives  lost  may 
never  be  know  i  exactly,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  ship's  records  were  lost, 
and  it  is  practically  impossible  to  tell 
just  how  man  f  Chinese  were  in  tho 
steerage.  The  Call  today,  basing  its 
figures  on  sta  ements  of  the  Pacific 
Mail  officials,  says  that  122  persons  per- 
ished, the  Chr(>nicle  gives  the  number 
at  128,  and  the  Examiner  states  that  111 
.cannot  be  accounted  for.  The  vessel 
with  its  valualle  cargo  will  be  a  total 
loss.  Much  diinculty  has  been  experi- 
enced in  obtaining  the  names  of  the 
pasengers  and  crew,  but  the  following 
lists  of  those  known  to  have  been 
drowned  and  those  saved  are  believed  to 
be  accurate:

Tka  Rio  do  Janatro  Waa    Not  • 
Luoky  Ship. 

San  Francisco,  Feb.  23.— The  wreck  of 
the  Rio  De  Janeiro,  which  for  a  whll* 
hung  on  a  pinnacle  of  the  rock  where' 
she  struck  in  the  Golden  Gate,  so  that 
parts  of  her  upper  works  we^e  visible, 
has  slid  off  into  deep  water  and  is  notv 
entirely  out  of  sight. 
.  Fort  Point,  where  Pilot  Jordan  claim! 
the  vessel  struck,  marks  the  narrow* 
est  point  of  the  entrance  to  the  bay  and 
is  usually  given  a  wide  berth  by  vessels, 
Tbe  tide  here  rung  very  swift  and  at 
times  has  a  swirling  motion.  Off  Fort 
Point  lie  several  sunken  rocks  formin|^ 
a  dangerous  ledge  on  the  southerly 
edge  of  the  Fairway  channel  of  the 
Golden  Gate,  but  dose  under  the  shores 
There  is  a  light  on  top  of  the  fort  and 
a  fog  bell,  but  the  latter  cannot  be 
heard  far  when  a  westerly  wind  !• 
blowing.  • 

Capt.  Frederick  W.  Jordan,  the  pilot, 
who  was  in  charge  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro 
wiicn  she  went  on  the  reef  and  sank,  i* 
a  man  a  little  past  middle  age,  and  ha* 
been  a  master  mariner  on  this  coast  Io» 
over  twenty  years.  He  came  from  the  At- 
lantic coast.  Previous  to  being  appointed 
a  pilot  about  twelve  years  ago,  Jordan 
was  in  command  of  the  Wellington,  Bris- 
tol and  other  culliera  still  plyUiff  t>etwsen 
this  port  and  PuRct  Sound.  He  was  a 
remarkably  successful  navigator  ana 
never  before  had  any  notable  mlefortune. 
He  declares  that  the  lt>ss  ot  the  steamer 
could  not  have  been  foreseen.  Accordlnjf 
to  his  story  the  vessel  drifted  half  a 
mile  broadside  In  the  fog  that  enveloped 
the  home-bound  steamer  like  a  j>all  ana 
no  man  could  have  judged  either  the  di- 
rection or  the  velocity  of  the  invisible 
current  that  changed  her  course  and 
sent  her  on  the  Fort  Point  ledge. 

The  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  since,  the  year 
ISW  had  several  accidents.  August.  1R90, 
she  was  in  collision  with  the  Britielk 
steamer  Bombay  and  was  severely  dam- 
aged. This  occurred  In  Hong  Kong  har- 
bor. December,  1895,  she  went  ashore  at 
South  Kagoshlmo,  Japan,  and  was  so 
badly  damaged  that  her  cargo  had  to  be 
discharged  and  the  vessel  docked  for  re- 
pairs. March.  1896,  she  started  from 
Honolulu  for  Yokohama.  Continuous 
beavy  head  weather  was  encountered  and 
when  the  Japanese  coast  was  still  1200 
mllcF  distant  it  was  found  that  there  wa* 
nnl>  250  tons  of  coal  In  the  bunkers.  The 
steamer  was  run  back  to  Honolulu,  but 
before  she  got  there  the  cabins  and  »tat9 
rooms  had  been  gutted  in  order  to  provid* 
fue!  for  the  furnaces.  May,  1899.  she  col- 
lldeO  with  an  unknown  Japanese  steanoiW 
off  Honomoko.  Japan,  but  was  not  serl- 
oi-^ly   damaged.  ,_     ^     ... 

During  the  past  fifty  years  the  Paclflo 
Mall  Steamship  company  has  lost  nine- 
teen of  its  fleet.  The  list  Includes  th* 
Southerner,  Salvador,  Golden  Gate.  Goldea 
City.  America.  Guatemala.  Sacramento, 
Honduras.  Japan.  City  of  San  Francisco, 
Gtrrgla.  City  of  Toklo.  San  Pablo.  Graia- 
ada,  Nicarague,  City  of  New  York,  Coll- 
ma,  Columbia,  and  th©  City  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  The  foundering  of  the  Rio  Jan. 
eiro  does  not  result  In  the  greatest  loss  of 
life,  as  2»M)  of  the  300  passengers  on  the 
Golden  Gate  were  lost  off  the  coast  of 
Mexico  In  1862.  Four  hundred  Chinese 
were  lost  in  the  wreck  of  the  steamer 
Japan  off  the  Chinese  coast  In  the  early 
'703  Only  fortv  souls  were  saved  out  of 
the'  crew  and  121  passengers  of  the  Coll- 
ma.  which  weno  down  in  18.<«. 

Freight  Clerk  J.  G.  Englehart.  of  the 
Rfo  de  Janeiro,  who  was  saved,  said: 
"The  report  that  Capt.  Ward  looked  hlm- 
seif  In  his  cabin  must  be  untrue.  The  last 
I  saw  of  Capt.  Ward  he  was  standlnff 
on  the  bridge  and  was  tle.lng  the  ro|>s 
of  the  whistle  to  the  rail.  This  w-as  done 
to  keep  the  whistle  blowing  all  the  time. 
I  am  sure  that  the  ship  sank  so  qulckiy 
that  Capt.  Ward  did  not  have  time  to 
reach   the  cabin."

Chester,  Pa.,  Feb.  «.^The  steamship 
Rlo  De  Janeiro  was  one  of  a  Ueet  of  Pa- 
clflc  mall  steamships  built  at  the  Roach 
shipysrds  in  thi*  city,  although  she  wa* 
not  contracted  for  by  the  Pacific  com- 
pany at .  the .  time  of  her  building.  In  1C77 
the  late  John  Roach  conceived  the  Idea 
that  a  fleet  of  first  class  American  shin* 
running  to  South  American  ports,  would 
build  up  American  trade. in  that  section 
and  prove  a  profitable  investment  and  h* 
organized  a  company  among  his  frieftds 
and  built  two  fine  phips  for  the  trade  a* 
his  share  of  the  capitalization.

Mr  Rpooner  took  occasion  to  sno« 
why'  m  his  opinion,  the  Nicaragua 
canal  bill  should  not  pass  at  this  lime.

Washington,  Feb.  E3.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  story  is  circulated  in 
official  circles  today  that  Director  of 
the  Census  Merriam  will  succeed 
Ethan  Allen  Hitchcock  as  secretary  of 

j  the  interior  within  the  next  few  months. 

'  It  Is  believed  Hitchcock  Is  not  anxious 

to  remain  and  the  president  is  said  to 

favor  Merriam  for  the  position. 
*     •     * 

Exports  of  manufactures  from  the 
United  States  to  Russia  do  not  amount 
to  $30,000,000  per  year  as  has  been  as- 
serted, nor  have  they  ever  reached  one- 
fourth  that  sum.  This  asertion  is  sus- 
tained by  .the  official  figures  of  bf>th 
the  United  States  and  Russia.  Acc^^rd- 
ing  to  the  figures  of  the  state  depArt- 
ment  exports  of  manufactures  to  Rus- 
sia range  from  $.3,000,000  to  $4,0«0.000 
per  annum,  and  according  to  the  Rus- 
sian official  statistics,  they  have  aver- 
aged a  little  over  $4,000,000  a  year  since 
1895.  the  earliest  at  which  the  detailed 
figures  of  Russian  imports  are  •biain- 
able. 

The  Russian  statement  of  total  im- 
ports of  goods  of  all  classes  orijinating 
in  the  United  States  have  nev^r,  save 
ill  two  exceptional  years,  shown  as 
much  as  $30,000,000.  and  have  averaged 
since  1895  less  than  $25,000,000  per  an- 
num, and  of  this  sum  more  than  three- 
quarters  represents  raw  cotton,  which 
is  not  affected  by  the  recent  order  of 
the  Russian  government.  Much  of  the 
American  cotton  imported  into  Russia 
is  bought  in  the  markets  of  Europe  and 
thus,  while  repre^•ented  in  the  Russian 
Importations  as  ot  American  origin. does 
not  show  in  the  export  statements  from 
the  United  States  because  it  is  ^ent 
from  this  country  direct  to  the  great 
cotton  markets  of  Europe,  Liverpool 
and   Bremen,   and  thence   is  distril-uled  i 


to  Russia  and  other  interior  states  of 

Europe. 

The  reports  of  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment only  show  total  exports  to 
Kussia  of  about  SIO.WO.OOO  per  annum, 
uhile  those  of  the  lUissian  government 
show  imports  of  American  products 
averaging  altout  $25,000,000  per  annum, 
but  an  analysis  of  the  two  statements 
shows  that  the  discrepancy  is  chlefiy  in 
cotton,  which  discrepancy  is  ac- 
counted for  as  above  indicated. 

In  merchandise  other  than  cotton  the 
Russian  and  Unite'"-  States  figures  cor- 
respond <iuite  as  closely  as  could  be  ex- 
pected In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
United  States  flsc?l  year  terminates 
June  30  and  that  of  Russia  Dec  31. 
Taking  the  figures  of  either  ciiuntry  or 
of  both,  and  comparing  them  year  by 
year,  it  is  found  that  the  total  exports 
from'  the  I'nited  irtates  to  Russia  of  all 
articles  exclusive  of  raw  cotton,  aver- 
aged ln'l?!99  and  1900  about  $8,000,000  per 
annum,  and  prior  to  that  time  had  aver- 
aged' but  about  $4,000,000  per  annum'. 
This  $8,00«,000  of  exports,  other  than 
cotton  includes  live  animals,  books, 
maps  '  and  engravings,  breadstufi's, 
chemicals,  coal,  copper,  green,  dried 
and  preserved  fruits,  malt  and  spiritu- 
ous liquors,  bags  and  bagging,  parafine, 
cotton  seed  oil,  animal  oils,  furniture, 
patent  medicines,  cars  and  carriages, 
agricultural  implements,  and  manufac- 
tures of  Iron  and  i?teel.  Of  the  total  ex- 
ports to  Russia  from  the  Ignited  States 
in  the  fiscal  year  1900.  only  $5,132,000 
consisted  of  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
tures and  agricultural  implements, 
which  classes  Include  the  chief  articles 
affected  by  the  recent  order.  A  care- 
ful analysis  of  both  the  export  state- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  the  im- 
ort  statement  of  Russia  justifies  the 
.  onclusion  that  the  exportation  from 
■he  Inited  State.^  to  Russia  of  the 
classf's  of  articles  named  by  the  recent 
order  amounted  in  1900.  the  year  of  our 
largest  exi>ort8  to  that  country,  to  less 
than  $6,000,000.

New  York,  Feb.  23.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  Washing- 
ton's birthday  was  not  celebrated,  un- 
less the  British  cabinet  tiwk  advantage 
of  the  occi^sion  and  pased  sentence  upon 
the  amended  canal  treaty.  It  Is  ex- 
tremely probable  that  the  question  was 
considered  and  decided  at  the  cabinet 
meeting,  and  that  the  reeult  will  speed- 
ily be  announced.  The  rejection  of_  ac- 
ceptance of  the  amendments  will  not 
involve  a  diplomatic  consultation,  but 
the  teriji  treaty  will  need  to  be  extend- 
ed if  there  are  amendments  to  amend- 
ments, and  the  way  Is  left  open  for  pro- 
longation of  the  negotiations.  The  next 
reception  of  the  foreign  office  will  be  on 
Tuesday,  when  the  result  of  the  cabinet 
action  will  be  communicated  to  the 
American  ambassador,  if  there  be  no 
premature  disclosures.  The  whole  sub- 
ject it-  regarded  with  indifference  by  tlie 
English  press.  This  may  be  either  a 
good  or  a  bad  sign  for  the  settlement  of 
an  international  controversy  of  long 
standing.

United  States  Consul  General  At  Hong  Kong 

Ami  His  Whole  Family  Perished  On 

SQaid  the  Rio  do  Janeiro. 


Number  of   Ives  Lost  Not  Accurately  Known, 

But  C  e  Hundred  and  Twenty-two 

Persons  Unaccounted  For. 


San  Francisco.  T-.th.  23.— The  sinking 
of  the  Pacific  Mail  steamer  Rio  De 
Janeiro  after  striking  a  rock  in  the 
Golden  Gate  during  the  dense  fog  yes- 
terday mornlnjr  was  the  most  appalling 
disaster  tills  c^  ast  has  known  for  many 
years.  Most  of  the  bodies  of  the  120  and 
more  victims  are  at  the  bottom  of  the 
sea,  and  manj  of  them  may  never  be 
recovered.  The  water  where  the  ship 
lies  is  deep  and  the  current  swift,  and 
the  dead,  witli  most  of  the  wreckage, 
probably,  will  be  carried  far  out  into  the 
Pacific.  The  riumber  of  lives  lost  may 
never  be  knovn  exactly,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  ship's  records  were  lost, 
and  it  is  practically  impossible  to  tell 
just  how  many  Chinese  were  in  tho 
steerage.  The  Call  today,  basing  Its 
figures  on  statements  of  the  Pacific 
Mail  officials,  nays  that  122  persons  per- 
ished, the  Chionicle  gives  the  number 
at  128,  and  the  Examiner  states  that  111 
.cannot  be  ac<ounted  for.  The  ve.«sel 
with  its  valuable  cargo  will  be  a  total 
loss.  Much  dilliculty  has  been  experi- 
enced in  obtaining  itie  names  of  the 
pasengers  and  crew,  but  the  following 
lists  of  thos'i  known  to  have  been 
drowned  and  tiiose  saved  are  believed  to 
be  accurate:

HAD  MANY  ACCIOEWTS. 

Tho  Rio  do  Janoiro  Was    Not  a 
Luoky  Ship. 

San  Francisco,  P"eb.  23.— The  wreck  of 
the  Rio  De  Janeiro,  which  for  a  whila 
hung  on  a  pinnacle  of  the  rock  where 
she  struck  In  the  Golden  Gate,  so  that 
]>arts  of  her  upper  works  were  visible, 
has  slid  o(T  into  deep  water  and  is  now 
entirely  out  of  sight. 
.  Fort  I*oint,  where  Pilot  Jordan  claimt 
the  vessel  struck,  marks  the  narrow- 
est point  of  the  entrance  to  the  bay  and 
is  usually  given  a  wide  berth  by  vessels, 
Tbe  tide  here  rung  very  swift  and  at 
times  has  a  swirling  motion.  Off  Fort 
Point  lie  several  sunken  rocks  formln|f 
a  dangerous  ledge  on  the  soutb^riy 
edge  of  the  Fairway  channel  of  the 
Golden  Gate,  but  close  under  the  shore. 
There  is  a  light  on  tup  of  the  fort  and 
a  fog  bell,  but  the  latter  cannot  be 
heard  far  when  a  westerly  wind  \M 
blowing. 

Capt.  Frederick  W.  Jordan,  the  pilot, 
who  was  In  charge  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro 
when  she  went  on  the  reef  and  sank,  i* 
a  man  a  little  past  middle  axe,  and  haA 
been  a  master  mariner  on  this  coaot  tor 
over  twenty  years.  He  came  from  the  At- 
lantic Coast.  Previous  to  being  appointed 
a  jtUot  about  twelve  years  ago,  Jordait 
Wiis  in  command  oi  th';  Wellington,  Briii- 
tol  and  other  colliers  still  plying  between 
tlii.s  port  and  Puset  Sound.  Ho  waa  a 
remarkably  succesFful  navigator  ajid 
never  before  had  atiy  notable  misfortune. 
He  dec'arcs  that  the  Iobs  o€  the  Bteamer 
could  not  liave  been  foreseen.  According 
to  his  story  the  vessel  drifted  half  a 
mile  broadside  In  the  fog  that  enveloped 
the  home-bound  steamer  like  a  pall  .'<n4 
no  man  could  have  judgetl  either  the  di- 
rection or  the  velocity  of  the  Invisible 
current  that  ch.anged  her  course  and 
sent  her  on  the  Fort  Point  ledge. 

The  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  sliKe^  the  year 
lK«tO  had  several  r.eoidents.  August.  1^90, 
she  was  in  collision  with  the  BrltiBh 
steamer  Bombay  and  was  severely  dam- 
aprd.  This  oceurred  in  Hong  Kong-  har- 
bor. December,  !>>%.  she  went  ashore  at 
South  Kagvi.'ihlmo,  Japan,  and  waa  eO 
badly  damaged  that  her  cargo  had  to  bo 
ol.>--charped  .and  tho  vessel  docked  for  re- 
pairs. March,  ISSfi.  she  Btarted  from 
Honolulu  for  Yokohama.  Contiiiuoua 
heavy  head  weather  was  encoun-tered  and 
when  the  Japancso  coast  was  still  1200 
miles  distant  It  was  found  that  there  wae 
onlj  2.t0  tons  of  c(»al  In  thn  bunkers.  Tne 
stenmer  was  run  liack  to  Honolulu,  but 
before  she  got  there  the  cabins  and  staia 
lOoms  had  been  gutted  In  order  to  provide 
fuel  for  tho  furnaces.  May,  1893.  sh«  col- 
lide*: with  an  unknown  Japanese  steami«' 
off  Honomoko.  Japan,  but  was  not  serl- 
oi-yly   damaged. 

During  the  past  fifty  yentrs  the  Paclflo 
Mall  Stoamship  company  has  lost  nine- 
teen of  Its  fleet.  The  list  Includes  the 
Southerner,  Salvador,  Golden  Gate.  Golde<i« 
rity,  America,  Guatemala.  Sacramento, 
Honduras.  Japan.  City  of  Ban  FranclBCO, 
G«frgla.  City  of  Toklo.  San  Pablo.  Gran- 
ada, Nicarague,  Tity  of  New  York.  Coll- 
ma.  Columbl.a,  and  the  City  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  The  foundering  of  the  Rio  Jan- 
eirc  does  not  result  In  tnegrcateBt  loes  of 
life,  as  2<"0  of  the  300  passengers  on  the 
Golden  Gate  were  lost  off  the  coast  of 
Mexico  In  1862.  Four  hundred  Chinese 
were  lost  In  the  wreck  of  the  steamer 
Japan  utf  the  Chinese  coast  In  the  earljj 
'7<is  Only  forty  souls  we.re  saved  out  of 
the  crew  and  121  passengers  of  the  Coll- 
ma.  which  wene  down  In  18!«.       ^       ,   ^^ 

Freight  Clerk  J.  G.  Englehart,  of  the 
Rl-o  de  Janeiro,  who  was  saved,  said: 
"The  report  that  Capt.  Ward  h>cke<l  him- 
self In  his  cabin  must  be  untnie.  Tho  last 
I  saw  of  Capt.  Ward  he  was  standlnflf 
on  the  bridge  and  was  tlHng  tho  r<*\y 
of  the  whistle  to  the  rail.  This  was  done 
to  keep  the  whistle  blowing  all  the  time. 
I  am  sure  that  the  ship  sank  so  quickly 
that  Capt.  Ward  did  not  have  time  to 
reach   the  cabin." 

HAD  NO  TISHT  BUUHEAPS. 

Rapid  Sinking  of  Ship  Duo  to  Old 
Sfylo  ConstruotloR. 

Chester,  Pa.,  Feb.  83.— The  steamship 
Rio  De  Janeiro  was  one  of  a  fleet  of  Pa- 
clflc  mall  steamships  built  at  the  RoacJi 
shipyards  in  this  city,  although  she  waa 
not  contracted  for  by  the  Pacific  com- 
pany at  the  time  o"  her  building.  In  ITTT 
the  late  John  Roach  conceived  the  Idea 
that  a  fleet  of  first  class  American  ship| 
running  to  South  American  ports,  would 
build  up  American  trade. in  that  section 
and  prove  a  profitable  investment  and  he 
organized  a  company  amone  his  friends 
and  built  two  fine  s^hlps  for  the  trade  as 
his  share  of  the  capitalization.  It  wa« 
believed  that  conpress  would  aid  the  en- 
t<'rprlse  by  giving  the  line  a  subsidy  for 
carrying  the  mail,  and  the  new  ships  Rio 
de  Janeiro  and  City  of  Para  were  i)Ullt 
for  the  service. 

The  Rio  de  Janeiro  was  launched  on 
March  G,  1878.  and  just  one  month  later 
on  April  <;,  the  City  of  Para  was  launche*!.

WATER  SUPPLY  TROUBLE. 

Prof.  Phelps  Says  Normal   Board 
Could  Arranp  For  None. 

In  reference  to  the  discussion  of  the  fac-t 
that  there  were  no  water  mains  at  the 
Normal  school  when  it  burned.  Profes- 
sor W.  F.  Phelps,  the  resident  director, 
says  that  the  board  cannot  justly  'eel 
any  responsibility,  for  it  has  for  nearly 
a  year  tried  to  get  the  mains  without 
reaching  any  satisfactory  agreement  with 
the  water  and  light  commission.  On 
May  20.  laOO.  the  board  had  a  proposition 
from  Manager  Case  that  it  did  not  le_'l 
justified  in  accepting.  Since  then  Profeu- 
so-r  Phelps  says  he  has  endeavored  to 
meet  the  commission,  but  at  the  regular 
meeting  that  he  attended  there  did  not 
seem  to  bo  a  quorum.  He  does  not  blame 
the  commission,  for  he  says  it  is  looking 
at  the  matter  from  its  standpoint,  while 
the  beard  is  trying  to  regulate  its  ex- 
penditures and  its  means  with  the  best 
judgment.  ,     . 

Under  the  proposition  of  the  commissun 
the  water  would  have  cost  at  least  $K0  a 
year,  besides  which  the  board  would  have 
had  to  incur  other  exi>onses  and  make 
alterations  in  the  plans  of  the  bull  ling 
that  were  not  looked  upon  with  favor.

COL.  LAWTOM'S  ADDRESS. 

SalYation  Army  Official  Talks  to  Ihe

Rev.  John  Johnson, 
of  Mission  church,  and  Rev.  C.  A.  Al* 
deen  of  the  Third  Baptist  church. 

Col  I^awton  was  Introduced  by  Rev.  K. 
A.   Lundin  and  said: 

"You  ask  me  what  the  greatest  need  of 
the  world  is  today,  T  wfll  say.  we  per- 
haps need  no  more  churches  and  no  more 
preachers,  but  more  patience  and  love  in 
the  homes  and  in  society.  We  need  men 
and  women  with  religion  that  is  mani- 
fested in  the  every  day  life.  The  world 
needs  more  sympathy  bv  those  who  con- 
fess to  be  Christians.  The  wife  would  lie 
more  happy  If  the  husband  in  the  strife 
of  life  had  more  love  and  patienre  in  the 
home  circle.  To  confess  Christ  on  Sunday 
and  rot  live  up  to  the  confession  In  the 
week  days  is  the  weak  point  among  the 
Christian  people.  The  power  of  salvation 
wou'.d  be  manifested  more  if  members  of 
churches  and  the  Salvation  Armv  had 
more  love  and  sympathy  for  their  fellow- 
men. " 

There  were  beautiful  songs  and  music 
led  by  Ensign  Berg.  Col  I>awton  made  a 
very  good  Impression  on  the  audience 
and  many  came  forward  to  shake  his 
hands.

Members  of  the  Garfield  Republican 
club  do  not  .seem  to  know  that  the 
fighting  game  is  dead.  If  the  fierce 
white  light  of  publicity  could  be  thrown 
on  all  the  doings  at  la^t  night's  meeting 
it  would  Ije  all  up  with  the  fierce  white 
light.  Threats  were  made  by  members 
to  break  the  heads  of  other  membera 
and  throw  them  down  the  stairs.  Meet- 
ings in  other  parts  of  the  building  were 

disturbed  by  the  loud  conversation  of 
great  personal  injury,  and  one  man  was 
so  excited  that  he  left  his  shirt  in  the 
hall  till  this  morning.  In  the  midst  of 
the  excitement  arrangements  were 
made  to  hold  the  club's  love  feast  at  the 
Spalding  hotel,  and  it  is  rumored  today 
that  insurance  companies  will  raise  the 
rate  on  the  building  before  it  occurs. 

The  row  in  the  big  Republican  organ- 
ization was  caused  by  .several  aldermen 
announcing  that  they  intended  to  vote 
to  retain  H.  "W.  Cheadle  in  the  ofllce  of 
city  clerk.  Mr.  Cheadle  is  a  Democrat. 
During  the  preliminaries  for  the  recent 
municipal  election  many  prominent  Re- 
publlcane  and  Democrats  started  what 
was  known  as  a  non-partisan  movement 
in  city  affairs,  as  a  sort  of  reward  for  an 
able  administration  in  the  offices  which 
did  not  involve  principles  of  national 
politics.  The  Republicans  were  in  this 
way  given  the  clear  field  for  municipal 
judge  and  comptroller.  The  Democrats 
were  given  a  clear  field  for  the  treasur- 
ehip.  There  was  an  understanding  that 
if  the  Democrats  did  not  put  up  any 
person  against  Edson,  McCormick  and 
Wing  that  the  Republican.s  would  not 
press  partisanship  into  the  city  affairs 
this  year,  and  that  Mr.  Cheadle  would 
be  re-elected.  At  last  night's  meeting, 
out  of  a  memliership  of  over  400  in  the 
club,  there  were  thirty  present.  These 
adopted  resolutions  expres.sing  surprise 
that  any  such  understanding  existed, 
and  condemned  any  compromise  in  the 
Interest  of  non-partisanship  in  munici- 
pal affairs  in  the  strongest  terms  of 
which  they  were  capable. 

U.  G.  Holloway  presented  the  resolu- 
tions, as  folk>ws: 

"Whereas,  it  has  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Garfield  Republican  club,  that  cer- 
tain trades  and  political  combinations 
have  been  offered,  made  and  entered  into 
by  and  between  certain  Republicans  and 
the  Democratic  city  committee  and  Demo- 
cratl  office  holders,  prior  to  the  last  city 
election,  respecting  certain  city  offices, 
including  the  city  engineer  and  city  clerk, 
whereby  said  Democratic  city  office  hold- 
ers  are    to   be   retained    in    office,    and. 

Whereas,  it  has  further  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  this  club  that  certain  Re- 
publican office  holders  and  other  so-called 
leading  Republicans,  have  personally  so- 
lirlted  support  to  a  petition  to  retain  the 
above  mentioned  Democrats  in  offlee, 

"Now,  therefore,  bo  it.  and  it  Is  hereby 
resolved,  that  the  Garfield  Republican 
club  repudiates  and  condemns  all  such 
agreements  and  political  combinations, 
and  it  is  further  resolved,  that  this  club 
heartily  condemns,  and  always  -wili  con- 
demn, any  Republlc;in  official  in  and 
about  placing  or  retaining  in  office  any 
Democrat.  This  club  believes  that  all  of- 
fices shoidd,  and  of  a  right,  ought  to  be 
filled  by  regular  Republicans,  and  that 
any  arrangement  or  agreement  by  Re- 
publicans to  do  otherwise  is  un-Repubii- 
can  and  impolitic." 

When  the  resolutions  were  read  Al- 
derman James  L.  Crom^vell,  of  the 
Third  ward,  with  his  usual  frankness, 
came  out  squarely  and  said  that  he 
would  vote  for  Mr.  Cheadle.  He  further 
said  that  it  would  be  very  poor  policy 
for  the  club  to  come  out  openly  and 
say  that  no  Republican  alderman 
should  vote  for  any  Democrat.  He 
thought  the  true  principle  tn  municipal 
affairs  was  to  get  above  partisanship 
and  manage  city  affairs  as  if  it  were  a 
business  Institution.  After  due  con- 
sideration he  had  decided  to  support  Mr. 
Cheadly,  providing  there  would  be  no 
opposition  to  Judge  Edson  and  W.  S. 
McCormick.  He  further  said  that  the 
resolution  proposed  by  Mr.  Holloway 
Ayas  pre-condemned  by  tho  Republican 
city  convention  by  its  action  in  refusing 
to  put  up  any  person  against  Fred 
Voss. 

A  general  rough  house  followed.  Mr. 
Holloway  and  C.  W.  F.  Hegg  made 
speeches  in  favor  of  the  resolution  and 
they  were  followed  up  by  John  Norton 
and  William  L.  Windom.  When  the 
latter  took  the  field  matters  began  get- 
ling  personal  and  Mr.  Cromwell,  reply- 
ing to  a  crticlsm  of  his  Republicanism, 
turned  on  the  two  lawj'ers  and  tersely 
said  : 

"I  was  a  good  enough  Republican  to 
mark  my  ballot  so  it  would  count  for 
Mayor  Hugo  and  not  against  him,  last 
winter." 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  Nor- 
ton and  Mr.  Windom  had  marked  their 
ballots  for  purposes  of  identification  in 
the  exceedingly  close  municipal  election 
of  1900  when  a  change  of  less  than  half 
a  dozen  votes  would  have  elected  a 
Democratic  mayor. 

It  was  after  the  meeting  that  threats 
were  made  to  smash  he.^ds  and  throw 
people  out  of  the  building.    W.  B.  Hen-

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derson,  ■  second   vice   isresident   of     the 

Garfield  club,  presided  at  last  night's 
meeting,  and  after  the  session  he  and 
Alderman  Cromwell  met  in  the  coat 
room.  Mr.  Cromwell  was  taken  to  task 
for  his  stand,  and  he  replied  that  he  at 
least  controlled  his  own  vote,  meaning 
that  Mr.  Henderson  was  such  a  strong 
partisan  that  he  would  vote  for  any- 
thing Republican. 

Mr.  Henderson  wanted  to  fight,  and 
made  threats  of  face- breaking  and 
other  things,  that  disturbed  the  meeting 
of  the  Federated  Trades'  assembly 
clear  upon  the  top  floor.  Before  the  row 
was  over,  M.  Mullen  was  In  the  wordy 
mix-up,  but  friends  broke  in  and  sep- 
arated all  parties.  By  this  time  a  num- 
ber of  the  delegates  had  left  the  labor 
meeting  and  were  hurrying  dow^n  the 
stairs  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  row. 

The  fight  in  the  club  is  the  talk  of 
politicians  on  both  sides  today.  The 
consensus  of  opinion  is  that  the  action 
of  the  club  will  have  absolutely  no 
effect  on  the  council  when  it  comes  to 
city  clerk. 

A  Republican  alderman,  in  speaking 
of  the  situation  today,  said: 

"I  didn't  go  near  the  meeting,  for  the 
reason  that  I  understood  that  it  would 
be  packed  for  the  purpose  of  putting 
through  that  West  End  resolution. 
What's  more.  I  don't  think  that  any 
Republican  alderman  is  going  to  permit 
himself  to  be  dictated  to  by  a  lot  of  men 
that  are  holding  county  and  govern- 
ment office  clerkships.  It  was  not  a 
representative  meeting  of  the  Garfield 
cluh.  It  was  simply  packed  by  minor 
oflSceholders  and  the  friends  of  C.  W.  F. 
Hegg,  who  was  defeated  for  clerk  of  the 
municipal   court."

BOERS  IN  ^PE  COLOIT. 

Dt  Wtt  Rtptrttd  Clost  to  tbt  OrtRCt 
Rivir. 

Cape  Town,  Feb.  2::.— The  government 
reports  that  the  exact  whereabouts  of 
Commandant  Scheep ?rs  force,  which  is 
a  small  one,  is  unknown.  He  has  cer- 
tainly abandoned  his  original  intention 
of  crossing  the  railway  between  Prince 
Albert  and  Beaufort  west,  and  is  break- 
ing back  easterly,  followed  by  Glens. 
Parson  and  Greenfell.  During  the  last 
few  days  parties  of  lioers  have  been  re- 
ported in  the  nelgtilorhood  of  W^illow- 
mere  and  TTniondale  They  probably 
belong  to  Seheeper's  'ommando. 

Parties  of  invaden  continue  to  move 
about  in  the  Middlebarg  and  Steinsburg 


districts,  looting  on  a  small  scale.  The 
principal  body,  estimated  to  number  300 
men.  appear  to  be  located  at  Zuurbers, 
northwest  of  Steinburg.  Troops  are  as- 
sembling at  various  points  on  the  Mid- 
land line  with  the  object  of  clearing  out 
the  marauders,  who  probably  consist  of 
small  bodies  of  Boers.  In  the  Albert 
district  the  Boers  have  been  reinforced 
by  a  number  of  young  colonists,  who 
were  recruited  in  the  districts  invaded. 
The  government  reports  that  after  the 
recent  engagement  between  Col. 
Crabbe's  command  and  the  force  under 
Oen.  De  Wet  the  Boer  force  split  into 
several  divisions.  Gen.  De  Wet  himself 
himself  making  for  Strydenburg.  He 
was  last  tieard  of  close  to  the  Orange 
river,  and  it  Is  thought  that  he  is  about 
to  enter  Grlqualand  West.  Several  por- 
tions of  his  command  fled  north  with 
the  object  of  crossing  the  junction  of 
the  Vaal  .ind  Orange  rivers.  Comman- 
dants HertTiig  and  Krltzinger  are  mak- 
ing towards  the  place  wtiere  Gen.  De 
Wet  was  at  tho  beginning  of  the  week, 
but  they  are  being  pursued.

Work  of  Searching  For  Rio's 
Dead    Is     Greatly

work  just  as  soon  as  the  ice  is  out  in 
the  spring.  Work  will  now  be  ru.«rtied 
on  the  two  new  scows  that  the  company 
will  put  in  commission  next  spring. 

The  new  dredge  is  140  feet  long,  with 
41-foot  beam  and  a  depth  of  fourteen 
feet.  The  dredge,  as  well  as  the  scows 
that  are  to  be  built,  are  constructed 
throughout  of  Washington  fir  and  oak, 
nearly  1.000,000  feet  of  lumber  being 
used  in  their  construction.  Owing  tj  the 
length  of  the  dredge  and  the  stiffne.«s 
required  in  its  construction,  this  timber 
has  been  found  the  most  available.  The 
three  spuds,  or  anchor  posts  used  on 
the  dredge,  are  of  Washington  fir  and 
are  the  largest  pieces  of  timber  ever 
brought  to  Duluth.  Each  stick  is  fifty- 
eight  feet  long  and  four  Inches  square. 
The  three  pieces  contain  about  8000  feet 
of  limber  and  arc-  valued  at  $51  a  thou- 
sand feet,  delivered  in  Duli»th.  A  great 
deal  of  trouble  was  experienced  by  the 
contractors  at  the  coast  in  finding  fir 
trees  of  a  size  from  which  they  could 
get  timbers  of  this  size.  The  ^^puds 
weigh  about  60,000  pounds  and  will  not 
be  put  on  the  dredge  until  after  the 
hull  is  launched. 

The  new  dredge  is  of  the  dipper  cla-ss, 
the  dipper  having  a  capacity  of  T^i 
ci  tic  yards,  and  making  two  dips  a 
minute.  It  is  figured  that  the  new 
dredge  will  accomplish  about  100  per 
cent  more  work  in  the  same  time  as  the 
company's  next  largest  dredge,  whi^h 
has  not  the  same  dipper  capacity  and 
makes  but  one  dip  a  minute.  One  hun- 
dred thousand  cubic  yards  a  month  is 
the  estimated  amount  of  work  that  can 
be  accomplished  by  the  new  dredge 
under  ordinary  circumstances.  Not 
many  years  ago  24.000  cubic  yards  a 
month  was  considered  good  work  for  a 
dredge.  The  dipper  is  worked  by  an  18 
by  22-inch  hoisting  engine.  The  dredge 
will  be  equipped  with  new  machinery 
from  Milwaukee  that  weighs  ab.iut  212 
tons  and  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$50,000.  Eighty  tons  of  iron  bolts  are 
being  u.=!ed  in  the  con.struction  of  the 
dredge  and  two  scows.  The  boiler  to  be 
put  in  the  new  dredge  was  made  at  the 
Northwestern  Boiler  works.  In  this  city, 
about  a  year  ago.  The  dredge,  when 
completed,  will  have  eight  set  of  double 
enginev=.  one  electric  light  engine  and 
two  pumps.  The  main  hoisting  engine 
will  have  a  lifting  power  of  135  tons. 
The  new  dredge  will  resemble  in  ap- 
pearance No.  6,  belonging  to  the  sajne 
company  and  now  wintering  at  Port 
Wing. 

Each  of  the  srows  will  have  a  capacity 
of  750  cubic  yards.

The  generating  plant  would  consist  of 
three  first-class  cross  compound  con- 
densing engines  of  225  horse  power  ca- 
pacity eaeh.  with  three  200  horse  power 
boilers,  costing  $37,100. 

The  electrical  equipment  would  con- 
sist of  three  alternating  generators, 
switchboards  and  other  necessary  ac- 
cessories, costing  $16. Out).  That  would 
bring  the  cost  of  the  plant  up  to  $114,900, 
and  then  there  would  be  about  $5700  to 
expend  in  tools,  engineering  and  inci- 
rentals. 

To  operate  suhch  a  plant  it  would  cost 
the  city  $27,327  a  year  for  coal.  Insur- 
ance, carbono,  interest,  depreciation, 
salaries  and  incidentals. 

The  ost  to  the  city  under  this  system 
of  lighting  would  be  $53.77  a  ligrht  per 
year.  At  present  the  city  receives  taxes 
from  the  Commercial  Light  and  Power 
company,  equivalent  to  $1.95  per  year 
per  light,  which  would  not  be  received 
under  the  municipal  ownership,  making 
the  total  cost  about  $55.32  per  light  per 
year.

San  Francisco,  Feb.  23.— A  pall  of  fog 
and  rain  today  enveloped  the  spot 
where  the  City  of  Rio  De  Janeiro  sank 
yesterday  morning.  During  the  night  a 
rain  st<»rm  of  unusual  proportions  blew 
up  outside  the  Golden  Gate,  making  the 
work  of  the  .searchers  for  the  Rio's 
dead  a  task  of  difficulty.  Small  boats 
have  hovered  around  the  scene  of  the 
wreck  for  the  past  twenty-four  hours. 
Bodies  were  frequently  seen  floating  fn 

and  out  of  the  harljor  with  the  tule,  but 
the  roughness  of  the  water  greatly  hin- 
dered the  work  of  recovery,  and  only 
one  or  two  were  drawn  from  the  water 
this  morning.  If  any  of  the  Rio's  pas- 
sengers or  crtw  lived  on  the  water  un- 
til sunset  without  meeting  succor,  they 
must  have  perished  before  this,  as  the 
hardiest  person  scarcely  could  have 
lived  through  last  night's  storm.  Some 
of  the  survivors  may  have  been  washed 
orf  the  Marin  county  shore  at  obscure 
points,  but,  if  so.  none  of  them  has  yet 
reported.  Wreckc^ge  strews  the  shore 
on  both  sides  of  the  Golden  Gate  and 
beach  combers  ar.d  fishermen  are  reap- 
ing a  harvest.

British  Decision  on  Senale 

Anendmenfe  of    Hay- 

Pauncefole  Treaty. 

Lon3on,  Feb.  23.— The  draft  of  the 
cabinet's  decision  on  the  senate's 
amendments  to  the  Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty  1b  in  process  of  being  drawn  up 
in  the  foreign  office.  It  is  quite  possible 
the  reply  to  Secretary  Hay's  note  may 
be  transmitted  through  Lord  Paunco- 
foje,  instead  of  through  Mr.  Choate, 
though  Lord  Lansdowne  has  not  yet  in- 
dcated  which  medium  he  prefers.  Dip- 
l#matic  precedent  rather  favors  mak- 
ing Lord  Pauncefote  the  bearer  of  the 
message.  While  thfc  exact  nature  of 
the  British  counter  proposals  is  still 
kept  secret.  It  Is  safe  to  say  that  if  they 
are  considered  at  all  by  the  United 
States,  they  will  entirely  preclude  a 
conclusion  being  reached  before  the 
date  when  the  Hay-Pauncefote  treaty 
lapses.

■Versailles,  Ind.,  Feb.  23. — Georgo 
James  and  his  four  young  daughters 
were  burned  to  death  in  their  farm 
house,  four  miles  from  Versailles,  early 
today.  Mrs.  James  and  another  daugh- 
ter were  away  from  home.  A  son  12 
years  old  made  a  desperate  effort  to  get 
his  father  and  sisters  from  the  burning 
house,  but  failed.  Just  before  daylight 
James  arose  and  built  a  wood  fire  in  the 
kitchen  range.  In  some  unexplained 
manner  the  stove  fell  apart  and  In  a 
short  time  the  house  was  filled  with 
smoke.  The  fire  spread  quickly.  It 
first  awoke  the  girls,  who  slept  on  the 
second  floor.  Tliey  rushed  downstairs 
to  their  father's  room  and  tried  to  get 
him  to  leave.  Apparently  he  was  stupe- 
fled  by  the  smoke  and  refused  to  leave. 

A  12-year  old  son.  who  had  been  sleep- 
ing with  his  father,  escaped  through  a 
rear  door  and.  finding'  it  impossible  to 
get  back  owing  to  the  rapid  spread  of 
the  fire,  rushed  to  a  window  of  his 
father's  room  and  broke  in  the  glass. 
He  begged  those  inside  to  climb  through 
the  broken  sash,  but  they  made  no  reply. 
Then  he  ran  to  the  farm  bell,  which 
tr,e  rang  for  several  minutes,  alarming 
the  neighbors.  But  before  help  had  ar- 
rived the  house  was  a  mass  of  tiames, 
and  In  a  few  moments  the  whole  struc- 
ture fell,  burying  the  five  inmates.

COLORADO'S  DEX:OY  TROUT. 
The  fish  at  the  Colorado  state  hatch- 
eries are  kept  In  several  small  pool*  In 
order  that  they  may  be  separated  accord- 
ing to  their  kind  and  cared  for  properly, 
says  the  Denver  Republican.  Occasionally 
It  was  desired  to  clean  these  pools  or 
make  soma  alteration  to  them.  .This 
caused  a  great  deat  of  trouble  for  the  su- 
perintendent. It  was  almost  impossible 
to  get  all  the  fish  out  of  the  pools  without 
killing  many  of  them,  yet  unless  the  pool 
was  cleaned  ever  so  often  the  fish  would 

During  Mr.  Hager's  superlntendency  h« 
has  made  an  especial  pet  of  one  of  the 
largest  trout  In  the  hatcheries.  "WTienever 
he  fed  the  fish  this  trout  was  always 
among  the  first  to  come  to  him.  and  final- 
ly grew  so  daring  that  It  would  snap  at 
p"ieces  of  the  liver  which  he  held  In  his 
hand.  Whenever  he  appeared  on  the 
walks  suroundlng  the  pool  this  trout 
would  alwavs  come  to  him,  and  as  he 
walked  around  the  pool  It  would  follow" 
him.  The  other  fish  In  the  pond  lew^ed 
that  the  big  trout  always  got  most  of  the 
good  things  to  eat,  and  consequently 
there  finally  grew  a  good  sized  proces- 
sion whenever  the  big  trout  assumed  the 
role  of  leader.

TO  FIX  THE  SCHEDULE 


Duluih  Dslegatos  Understood 
to  HaV9  Bean  Sent  With- 
out Instructions. 


The  result  of  the  approaching  meeting 
^etween  the  officials  of  the  Lumber  Car- 
riers' aiisociation  that  was  organized  In 
ixnroit  last  month,  and  the  representa- 
tives of  the  'Longshoremens  unions  along 
the  lakes  Is  being  awaited  with  great 
Interests  by  the  members  of  the  local 
union.  The  conference  will  take  place  in 
Ashland  next  Tuesday  and  ii  Is  txpecled 
that  a  schedule  of  wages  will  be  adopted 
and  an  agreement  entered  into  for  the 
season.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  trou- 
ble in  the  trade  last  season  and  the  ofll- 
cials  of  the  union  and  tlie  boat  owners 
are  anxious  to  get  together  and  straighten 
matters  out  before  the  season  opens,  the 
locals  at  most  of  the  ports  have  elected 
delegates  to  the  joint  metilng.  Three  dt-le- 
gnte-s  were  elected  from  Duluth  'Long- 
short-men's  union  at  a  meeting  held  last 
Sunday   afternoon   at   West   Duluih. 

Kdward  Mines,  of  the  Mines  Lumber 
company,  which  operates  a  large  lleet  of 
lumlxT  carriers,  is  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  that  made  arrangements  for 
the  conference.  Capt.  O.  W.  Blodgett.  of 
Bay  City,  president  of  the  Lumber  Car- 
riers' assocfatlmi.and  most  of  the  board  of 
managers  will  attend  the  meelng. 

The  Duluth  delegates,  and  .so  far  as  can 
be  learned,  the  delegates  from  the  other 
'Longshoremen's  unions  have  heen  given 
no  instructions,  and  it  Is  believed  from 
this  that  the  action  taken  at  the  confer- 
ence will  be  satisfactory  to  the  rest  of  the 
members  of  the  union.  Tlie  Duluth  dele- 
gates were  Gordon  U'Neil,  Mose  La  Fevre 
and  T.  J.  intlcan.  The  fact  that  the  dele- 
gates are  sent  unlnstructed  is  regarded  as 
rather  peculiar  by  some,  who  assert  that 
the  unions  are  giving  their  delegates  a 
tremendous  leeway  In  the  matter  of  tixing 
wages,  when  the  circumstances,  to  their 
notion,  favors  a  retention  of  the  eo-cent 
rate  that  prevailed  all  last  season.  The 
lumber  carriers,  it  will  be  remembered, 
complained  bitterly  at  the  end  of  the 
seas>«jn  that  the  rate  took  all  the  profits  of 
the  business,  but  some  of  the  local  "long- 
shoremen a.ssert  that  there  was  not  a  man 
at  the  head  of  the  lake  that  made  over  $00 
a  month  last  season  and  then  he  did  not 
•work    regularly. 

It  Is  said  that  considerable  time  was 
lost  at  some  of  the  i>orts  last  season  be- 
cause of  a  scarcity  of  men,  and  that  the 
union  officials  will  be  asked  this  year  to 
furnish  men  enousrh  to  give  the  vessels 
good  dispatch  or  allow  the  masters  of  ves- 
sels to  employ  other  help.  Both  vessel 
owners  and  'lolngshoremen  arc  looking 
forward  to  a  good  season  and  it  ma.v  be 
safely  jsaid  that  the  Indications  are  that 
they  will  work  together  this  year.  Next 
■week  a  meeting  of  the  ore  and  coal  han- 
dlers at  Lak'j  Erie  ixjrts  and  the  dock 
managers,  will  be  held  at  Cleveland.

REACH  CLIMAX. 


Revolution  In  Police  Circles 

In  Hew  York— Ddvery 

Deposed. 

New  York.  Feb.  23.— The  police  situa- 
tion, which  has  been  unsettled  for  at 
least  two  years  and  which  has  all  the 
time  l)een  working  up  to  a  climax, 
especially  since  the  recent  introduction 
of  the  police  bill  at  Albany,  reached 
that  climax  yesterday  afternoon  when 
Col.    Michael   C.    Murphy,    president   of 

the  board  of  health,  walked  into  the 
office  of  the  chief,  at  police  headquart- 
ers, and  announced  that  he  had  been 
appointed  commissioner  and  chief  of 
police  of  the  city  of  New  York.  Com- 
missioner John  B.  Sexton  had  been 
there  for  hours  waiting  for  news.  Chief 
Devery  was  waiting  as  a  citizen  and  not 
as  chief,  for  Deputy  Chief  Cartright 
had  been  acting  as  chief  all  day.  Soon 
after  Col.  Murphy's  announcement.  Mr. 
Sexton  learned  that  he  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  take  Col.  Murphy's  place  at 
the  head  of  the  health  department. 
Devery  was  at  once  appointed  first 
deputy  commissioner.  Cartright  was 
made  deputy  chief  for  Manhattan  and 
Richmond;  F.  H.  MacLaughlin  for 
Brooklyn,  and  Ellas  Clayton  for  Queens. 

Commissioner  Murphy  at  once  trans- 
ferred Capt.  'VN'eFterveldt  from  the  pre- 
cinct In  which  the  Dey  street  raid  had 
occurred,  the  Church  street  district,  to 
Charles  street  station.  Capt.  Halpin, 
of  the  Charles  street  .station,  was  put 
in  Capt.  "Westerveldt's  place.  Deputy 
Commissioner  Devery  at  once  made  a 
written  protest  to  Commissioner 
Murphy,  declaring  the  law  under  which 
Devery  had  been  removed  was  void, 
and  saying  that  he  permitted  Murphy 
to  occupy  his  office  under  protest. 

Commissioner  %Murphy.  In  an  Inter- 
view, said:  "I  have  entered  upon  my 
duties  as  commissioner  unpledged,  and 
I  will  do  my  best  in  the  position.  I  will 
endeavor  to  enforce  the  laws  as  I  find 
them,  no  matter  who  tries  to  Interfere 
with  those  laws.  I  will  do  all  in  my 
power  to  carry  them  out." 

BRIEF  TELEORAMS. 

Governor  Stanley,  of  Kansas,  has  signed 
the  Hurrell  temperance  bill,  which  makes 
places  where  liquor  is  sold  common  nuis- 
ances, and  allows  the  county  officials  to 
confiscate    the   illegal    stock. 

The  worst  blizzard  of  the  season  ac- 
companied by  a  northwest  gale,  has  pre- 
vailed at  St.  Joseph.  Mo.,  for  twenty-four 
hours.  Two  freight  trains  on  the  Illinois 
&  Iowa  railway  are  Imprisoned  by  snow 
which  collected  in  Galen  cut,  two  miles 
west  of  this  city.  Trains  are  blocked  at 
each  end  of  the  cut. 

Rev.  Henry  Blatchford,  for  sixty-nine 
years  a  Presbyterian  missionarj'  among 
the  Chippewa  Indians  of  the  Lake  Supe- 
rior region,  died  Thursday  at  Odanah,  at 
the  age  of  93  years.  He  was  imdoubtedly 
the  oldest  missionary  In  M'iseonsin.  not 
only  in  point  of  service,  but  In  years. 
His  life  was  spent  with  the  Chlpiiewas. 
Death  was  caused  by  old  age. 

Terrific  storms  have  practically  stopped 
travel  from  Skagway  Into  the  Interior 
of  Alaska.  Two  unknown  frozen  men 
were  discovered  last  week  in  a  snow  drift 
near  Bennett,  on  the  Atlln  trail.  In  a  bliz- 
zard at  Sitka,  Matthew  Fox  was  frozen 
to  death   within  sight  of  his   cabin. 

Sepator  Scott,  from  the  senate  commit- 
tee on  public  buildings  and  grounds,  has 
reported  an  amendment  to  the  sundry  ciyll 
appropriation  bill,  appropriating  f!*oo  000 
for  the  construction  of  a  building  for  the 
department  of  justice. 

A  sensation  was  sprtmg  at  'Waterloo 
Iowa,  by  an  action  commenced  by  i  l! 
Cooley,  brother  of  p.  ^^  Cooley.  who  plat- 
ted the  townslte  of  East  Waterloo,  to  re- 
cover title  to  Lincoln  Park.  In  the  heart 
of  the  city.  The  property  Is  valued  at 
$30,000  and  has  been  used  by  the  city  since 
1S88.

Reeves  Brothers  Atk  to  Bo 

Exchanged  For  Finloy 

and  Taylor. 

WANTED  IN  INDIANA 


And  Proposed  Novel  Scheme 

to  the  Governor  of 

Kentucky, 


Frankfort,  Ky.,  Feb.  23.— Governor 
Beckham  had  a  most  unique  proposition 
made  to  him  by  George  and  John  Reeve^, 
who  are  now  in  jail  here,  but  are  wanted 
in  Indiana  for  a  murder  committed  in  1885 
in  the  town  of  Jasper.  The  following  pe- 
tition, filed  with  the  governor,  explains 
the  unusual  request: 

"Frankfort,  Ky..  Feb.  20,  1901.— To  His 
Excellency  J.  C.  W.  Beckham.  Governor 
of  Kentucky:  The  undersigned  petitioners, 
citizens  of  the  state  of  Kentucky,  beg  the 
honor  and  privilege  of  stating  that  they 
are  informed,  and  believe  that  a  requisi- 
tion will  be,  or  has  this  day,  been  made 
upon  your  excellency  by  the  governor  of 
Indiana,  for  the  extradition  of  your  i)etl- 
tloners  upon  a  charge  of  felony,  alleged 
to  have  been  committed  by  them  In  said 
state  of  Indiana;  that  they  are  Innocent 
of  saM  crime,  and  furthermore  are  now 
in  custody  in  the  Franklin  county  jail, 
held  to  answer  at  the  April  term,  1901, 
separate  indictments  against  them  In  the 
Franklin  circuit  court,  charging  a  felony 
alleged  to  have  been  committed  in  the 
state  of  Kentucky;  that  they  have  not 
sought  at  the  hands  of  your  excellency  a 
pardon  for  said  last  named  charged,  either 
in  person  or  by  authorized  agents  or  at- 
torney; neither  are  they  now  seeking  or 
asking  for  such  pardon;  but,  being  ad- 
vi.sed  by  their  attorney  that  they  cannot 
be  lawfully  surrendered  to  the  authori- 
ties of  Indiana  until  the  indictments  in 
the  Franklin  circuit  court  are  properly 
and  lawfully  disposed  of,  either  by  trial 
or  your  excellency's  flcmancy,  and  believ- 
ing implicitly  that  they  can  and  will  es- 
tablish their  Innocence  of  the  crime  al- 
leged to  have  been  committed  in  Indiana, 
and  desiring  to  further  the  ends  of  jus- 
tice, they  submit  the  following  for  your 
consideration: 

"They  say  they  are  Informed,  and  be- 
lieve, and  so  allege,  that  one  \V.  S.  Taylor 
and  one  Charles  Flnley  are  under  indict- 
ment in  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  state 
of  Kentucky,  as  accessories  to  the  mur- 
der of  the  late  William  Qoebel.  and  that 
said  Taylor  and  Flnley  are  fugitives  from 
justice,  and  are  now  making  the  state  of 
Indiana  their  asylum;  therefore  your  pe- 
titioners submit  that  they  do  not  object 
to  their  being  exchanged  for  said  fugi- 
tives, Taylor  and  Flnley.  if  same  can  be 
accomplished,  and  In  the  event  of  such 
exchange  are  perfectly  willing  to,  and  do 
hereby,  waive  any  and  all  rights  wnlch 
they,  or  either  of  them,  mav  have  to  first 
be  tried  upon  the  Indictment  and  offense 
alleged  to  have  been  committed  in  the 
state    of    Kentucky. 

"All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted, 
your  petitioners  having  all  confidence  in 
your  excellency's  sense  of  duty  and  jus- 
tice. 

"GEORGE     REEVES. 
"JOHN    REEVES." 

The  governor,  of  course,  could  not  make 
the  exchange,  but  on  the  advice  of  the 
commonwealth's  attorney  Issued  a  pardon 
to  the  Reeves  brothers  for  their  offense 
of  -escaping  from  prison  and  honored  Gov- 
ernor Durbln's  re<iulsltlon  for  their  re- 
turn to  Indiana.  Sheriff  Castrup  and  dep- 
uty, of  Jasper,  Ind..  were  here  ready  to 
take  them  back,  but  before  they  got  pi^s- 
sesslon  of  the  prisoners.  Attorney  Walter 
Franklin  sent  fur  another  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  returnable  Saturday  morning.  This 
writ  directs  the  sheriff  of  this  county  to 
bring  the  prisoners  into  court  Saturday 
and  show  cause  why  they  have  been  de- 
tained in  jail.  The  Indiana  officers  are 
still  here,  and  are  confident  of  securing 
their  men.

The  Rio 
was  a  staunch  and  steady  ship,  splendyiy 
constructed  and  had  proved  her  seaworth- 
iness in  a  dozen  typhoons,  but  the  lack 
of  water  tight  bulkheans  was  a  fatal  de- 
fect in  case  the  ship  struck  a  reef  witich 
tore  a  large  hole  In  her."

SPOOp  FOR  PRESIDENT 


Senator  May  Beeoine  An  Iggres- 
sive  Candidate  For  the  Republican  Nom- 
ination Tliree  Years  Hence. 


Washlngtoai,  Feb  23— (Special  to  Th-j 
Herald.)- It  Is  statM  on  what  appears  to 
be  excellent  authority  here,  that  Senator 
Spooner,  of  Wisconsin,  may  prove  an  ag- 
gressive competitor  for  the  Republican 
presidential  nomination  in  1904.  The  fact 
that  Senator  Spooucr  may  be  a  candidata 
also  comes  from  excellent  sources,  in  Wis- 
consin. In  the  event  that  the  Wisconsin 
senator  will  permit  the  use  of  his  name, 
it  may  not  be  an  easy  maetter  for  eithor 
Vice  President-elect  'Roosevelt  or  Sena- 
tor Fairbanks  to  capture  this  honor.  To- 
day. Senator  Spooiiei  is  regarded  by  l.is 
colleagues  in  the  senate  as  a  very  able 
man,  and  by  the  people  at  large,  who  havj 
w.'itched  his  course  while  in  the  senate. 
he  is  considered  wise  and  conservative 
in  dealing  with  nil  important  questions 
which  come  up  in  the  upper  house  of  the 
national    congress. 

Wisconsin  has  been  anxious  in  the  past 
to  have  one  of  lier  favorite  sons  put  upon 
the  Republican  presidential  ticket.  In  re- 
cent years  no  man  has  gainenl  more  prom- 
inence in  national  affairs  than  has  the 
senior  senator  from  that  state.  He  is  par- 
ticularly Strang  In  the  Northwest,  and, 
If  he  should  be  a  candidate,  might  djaw 
some  of  the  suport  from  Col.  Roosevelt  In 
the  Eastern  states,  and  gather  In  a  ferW 
delegates  from  the  Jlidcfle  West,  where 
Senator  Fairbanks  is  supposetl  to  have  ft 
big  following.  Should  Wisconsin  present 
the  name  of  Senator  Spooner  at  the  next 
national  Republican  convention,  it  is 
more  than  prob;!b!e  that  Michigan,  and 
perhaps  Minnesota,  would  flock  to  the 
Wisconsin    statesman's    standard. 

As  a  matter  of  face.  Republican  poli- 
ticians  in   Washington   at   this   time,    be- 


lieve that.  If  Senator  Spooner  permits 
the  use  of  his  name,  the  contest  will  nat^ 
row  down  to  Roosevelt  and  Spooner,  and 
very  few  of  them  care  to  predict  which 
of  these  two  distinguished  gentlemen  will 
win.  From  a  geographical  standpoint, 
Senator  Spocner's  location  may  perhaps 
be  considered  against  him.  Wisconsin  is 
usually  Republican  by  a  heavy  majority, 
in  presidential  years,  at  least,  while,  on 
the  other  hand.  New  York  and  Indiana 
also  are  classed  as  doubtful  states.  This 
ff!ct,  however,  may  not  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  the  delegates  vote 
for   their   standard   bearer. 

It  is  a  question,  too,  whether  or  not 
Mr.  Spooner,  who  Is  greatly  admired  by 
President  McKinley.  may  not  have  the 
administration's  support,  if  he  decides 
to  become  a  candidate,  as  against  both 
Roosevelt  and  Fairbanks.  The  under- 
standing has  been  that  what  influence  the 
administration  may  wield,  will  be  direct- 
ed at  the  next  national  convention  In  fa- 
vor of  the  nomination  of  the  Indiana  se- 
ator.  If  President  McKinley  and  Senator 
Hanna.  backed  up.  perhaps,  by  Senator 
Piatt,  of  New  York,  find  that  Senator 
Fairbanks  is  not  able  to  best  Roosevelt 
for  the  nomination,  their  support  may  be 
given  to  Senator  Spooner,  as  the  only  pos- 
sible chance  of  wresting  the  presidential 
nomination  from  Roosevelt.  In  any  event, 
pnliticians  In  Washington  say  that,  while 
Roosevelt  would  probably  stir  up  more  en- 
thusiasm In  a  camjmign  than  would 
Spooner.  they  admit  that  the  laTter's 
choice  for  the  nomination  for  president 
would  not  be  considered  an  unwise  mme 
upon  the  part  of  the  men  who  will  be  del- 
egated to  nominate  the  next  Republican 
presidential  ticket.

Philadelphia.   Feb.   23.— A  step   which 

Is  believed  to  be  a  prelimlnarj'  for  the 

uniflcation  of  the  national   Democratic 

party  was  taken  la.^t  evening,  when  200 

Pennsylvania      Democrats      and    some 

from  other  states  met  at  a  dinner  in  the 

Bullitt  building.    No  orgajilzation  stood 

sponsor  for  the  meriting,  and  all  shades 

of  Democrats  were  represented.  The 
participants  were  lepresentatlve  Demo- 
crats. 

John  Cadwaladei*,  of  this  city,  who 
presided,  expiainetl  the  object  of  the 
dinner.  "Thl'^  meeting  was  called  for 
the  purpose  Qf.  putting  the  Democracy 
on  its  feet,"  he  said,  "and  to  keep  it 
from  defeat  hereafter." 

Ex-President' Grover  Cleveland  sent  a 
letter  of  regret,  in  which  he  said:  "I 
should  be  pleased  :o  be  presoHt  on  this 
occasion  and  testify  to  my  support  of 
the  political  purjoses  its  projectors 
have  in  view.  I  am  sorry,  therefore, 
that  some  pressing  engagements  pre- 
vent my  doing  so"-  ^ 

Ex-Senator  David  B.  Hill  wrote  as 
follows:  "All  such  gatherings  liaving 
for  their  aim  the  uniflcation  of  the 
Democratic  party,  a  renewal  of  allegi- 
ance to  Jeffersonlan  principles  of  gov- 
ernment, the  making  of  plans  Tor  Dem- 
ocratic victories,  deserve  the  encourage- 
ment of  all  our  party  frieids.  We 
should  not  be  discouraged  over  recent 
defeats,  what  we  need  at  this  time  is 
unity  of  action." 


Ex-Secretary  of  the  Interior  Hoke

With  these  prelimin- 
aries taken  in  all  sections,  it  will  not 
be  a  difficult  matter  to  perfect  a  na- 
tional organization  of  Democrats  who 
believe  in  and  will  vote  for  Democratic 
candidates  who  stand  upon  a  Jeffer- 
sonlan platform.''

Not  that 
anybody  would  ever  dream  of  accusing 
any  kgislator  in  this  state  of  No.  1  and 
other  hard  thing.s  of  ever  catching  any- 
thing—beyond a  hankering  after  the 
fleshpots  of  public  office.  Quite  other- 
wise. The  average  member  is  anxious  to 
come  to  St.  Paul  in  order  to  escape  the 
bard  work  of  caring  for  the  fires  at 
home,  fully  believing  that  his  family 
can  do  that  work  better  than  he  can, 
while  he  knows  very  positively  that  no 
one  is  so  capable  as  he  in  the  matter  of 
law-making.  Thj?  fact  that  he  may  earn 
more  here  than  he  could  at  home,  and 
the  consciousness  that  he  is  part  of  the 
g'jvernment,  may  have  some  influence 
with  him.  If  he  does  nothing  more  than 
answer  the  roll  call— behold,  does  not 
his  name  appear  in  the  legislative  rec- 
ords, and  is  he  not  therefore  become  one 
of  the  historical  characters  of  the  state? 

Theer  are  all  kinds  of  men  in  the  legis- 
lative bidy,  and  a  study  of  them  is  in- 
teresting and  perhaps  occasionally  a 
little  profitable.  One  man  works  in  the 
committee  rooms,  arguing  personally 
with  the  members  on  the  merits  of  any 
measure  that  may  happen  to  impress 
him  as  valuable.  Another  works  his 
mouth  on  the  floor  where  all  men  can 
pee  and  hear.  The  former  is  mentioned 
less  frequently  in  the  reports  of  the  de- 
bates, but  it  is  noticeable  that  hi.«  mea- 
sures seem  to  get  through  better  and 
quicker  than  those  of  the  possibly  more 

eloquent  member  from  Poduukville.

The  house  has  been  interested  in  tne 
controversy  for  leadership  among  the 
Republicans  this  se-^sion.  The  fiery, 
high-voiced  gentleman  from  Lac  qui 
Parle,  with  his  positive  manner  and 
frequent  refer*>nces  to  what  he  has 
learned  during  his  twelve  years'  experi- 
ence in  the  legislature,  has  been  for  sev- 
eral sessions  a  leader  of  his  party,  whom 
several  have  wanted  to  overthrow  but 
never  succeeeded.  The  doughty  "Jake" 
Is  prominent  in  debate  and  in  commit- 
tee. He  is  tireless  in  speech  and  other- 
wise, and  because  of  his  conservatism 
and  hi?  generally  acknowledged  honesty 
and  desire  for  what  he  believes  to  be 
the  best  lntere.=  ts  of  the  state,  he  has 
held  his  own  against  nearly  all  comers. 
This  session  has  brought  Mr.  Roberts, 
the  equally  positive-speaking  Minne- 
apolitan.  into  something  of  a  tussle  with 
Jacohson  and  everybody  watches  the 
contest  with  interest.  Roberts  is  an  old 
soldier  and  occasionally  says  so.  He  is 
somewhat  too  .«iet  in  his  ways  and  too 
much  inclined— in  his  manner,  at  least— 
to  think  his  ""say  so"  should  be  accepted 
as  final  without  question  or  argument. 
for  him  to  secure  easy  leadership,  so 
that  even  if  he  should  win  in  his  con- 
test with  the  famous  fighting  statesman 
from  Lac  qui  Parle  county,  his  leader- 
ship wiuld  not  be  so  permanent  as  he 

would  wish  it  to  be.

This  has  been  in  many  respects  a  very 
quiet  session.  The  senatorial  contest 
soon  disappeared  fr"m  the  surface  and 
left  no  bitterness,  except  in  the  h-^ari.s 
of  the  unnamed  few  who  had  hoped  for 
a  long  and  pop.«iI>ly  "moneyed"'  right 
and  these  dare  not  speak  of  the  in- 
tense bitterness  that  fills  their  souls. 
or  pockeH'Ooks.  which  they  had  h'.ped 
to  fill  with  something  more  tangible 
and  satisfying.  However,  there  are 
some  bills  of  more  than  ordinary  inter- 
est. One, of  these  is  the  tax  commis- 
sion bill,  which  will  become  a  law  as 
soOn  as  Governor  Van  Sant  affixes  his 
signature.  This  will  be  known  as  the 
Laybourn  law,  for  the  Duluth  repre- 
sentative was  the  first  to  Introduce  the 
bill  in  either  house.  Mr.  Laybourn  iri 
One  of  the  sort  of  men  who  care  more 
fur  results  than  for  the  personal  glori- 
fication which  may  come  to  themselves 
by  having  such  results  identified  with 
their  o^n  name.^.  He  was  very  anxious 
to  secure  the  passage  of  a  tax  con;- 
mi«sion  law,  and  the  first  bill  Intro- 
duced in  the  house  was  one  by  Lay- 
bourn to  cieate  a  tax  commission  for 
the  codification  of  the  tax  laws  of  the 
state.  He  devoted  his  best  effoils  to  so- 
curing  its  passage  through  the  huu.se 
and  it  w?.?  sent  to  the  senate  before  that 
body  had  considered  its  t.vo  bills  in 
committee.  Ordinary  courtcty  would 
have  given  the  Duluth  member  the  full- 
est benefit  of  his  energy  and  ability. 
But  the  senators  wanted  to  change  tiie 
bill  to  agree  with  that  one  introduced 
by  Senator  Underleak.  The  main  dif-

two  other  state  officers,  the  Laybourn 
bill  specifying  the  chief  justice  instead 
of  the  governor,  but  being  othen\-ise 
almost  identical  with  the  Underleak 
bill.  To  the  house  bill  the  senate  sub- 
stituted the  substancej?f  its  own  bill  as 
an  amendment.  Mr.  Laybourn  promptly 
agreed  to  the  substitution  and  the  new 
Laybourn  law  is  the  result.  Senator 
Underleak  suggested  that  the  house  bill 
be  used,  offering  the  credit  to  Mr.  Lay- 
bourn and  the  latter  took  the  action 
which  quickest  accomplished  the  end 
he  sought,  and  for  once  credit  is  given 

where  credit  is  due.

Instead  of  being'  settled  amicably,  as 
seemed  likely  a  few  weeks  ago.  the  re- 
apportionment question  bids  fair  to  de- 
velop one  of  the  liveliest  fights  of  the 
session.  The  common  sense  scheme 
outlined  in  these  dispatches  two  (Jr 
three  weeks  ago,  which  is  sometimes 
referred  to  as  the  Daugherty  plan,  is 
likely  to  have  a  harder  row  to  hoe  than 
at  first  supposed.  Hennepin  county, 
with  its  usual  longing  for  everythlrg 
in  sight — and  a  little  more — would  like 
to  be  made  a  lai"ge  part  of  two  districts. 
Instead  of  going  it  alone.  The  country 
members,  however,  have  not  been  in- 
clined to  look  with  favor  on  a  scheme 
which  would  desult  practically  in  giv- 
ing Minneapolis  two  congressmen,  and 
until  the  latter  part  of  this  week  the 
Hennepin  division  scheme  was  looked 
on  as  entirely  unlikely  of  accomplish- 
ment. But  the  average  Minneapolis 
politician  never  gives  up  any  plan  he 
has  once  formed  until  all  chances  are 
gone — and  in  this  nratter  the  end  of 
the  fight  will  only  come  when  the  gov- 
ernor "has  signed,  approved  and  de- 
posited with  the  secretary  of  state"  the 
new  apportionment  bill  as  a  law.  The 
uncertainty  has  come  in  part  because 
two  dissatisfied  elements  have  come  to- 
gether and  are  apparently  determined 
to  work  together.  One  of  these  ele- 
ments Is  the  Flour  City  desire  for  two 
congressmen.  The  other  is  a  feeling 
in  a  part  of  the  Second  district  that 
Senator  Somerville  might  get  to  con- 
gress if  he  could  get  into  a  district 
other  than  that  which  holds  J.  T.  Mc- 
Cleary.  These  Second  district  people 
want  to  have  Blue  Earth  county,  Mc- 
Cleary's  home,  cut  off  from  the  dis- 
trict and  added  to  one  of  the  new  dis- 
tricts. This  Somerville  faction  of  tl?e 
Second  district  have  Joined  hands  with 
the  two-district  ambition  of  Hennepin's 
delegation,  and  the  result  will  be  war 
on  the  Daugherty  plan  and  the  prob- 
able holding  up  of  what  seemed  like 
the  most  reasonable  reapportionment 
scheme.   Whatever   the  result,  a  warm 

contest  is  r.ow  assured. 

•  *    * 

The  legislative  committee  to  which 
had  been  referred  the  bill  for  an  ex- 
hibit at  the  Buffalo  Pan-American  ex- 
position, heard  an  address  from  Col. 
Hucker  on  behalf  of  the  exposition.  He 
argued  that  a  $50,000  appropriation  was 
none  too  small  for  the  proper  disp'ay 
of  the  state's  advantages  at  the  Buf- 
falo show,  but  the  committee  after 
hearing  some  other  addresses  by  local 
talent,  took  no  definite  action. 

The  latest  suggestion  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  report  of  the  tax  com- 
mission when  made  is  that  it  can  be 
disposed  of  without  expense  to  the 
state  if  the  legislature  curtails  its  pres- 
ent session  twenty  days  and  holds  a 
session  of  that  length  after  the  com- 
mission's report  has  been  presented  to 
the  governor.  The  idea  is  not  with- 
out merit,  for  there  is  little  loss  that 
would  follow  to  the  state  by  such  short- 
ening of  the  session,  few  measures  of 
general  importance  yet  remaining  to 
b^  disposed  of. 

TRADE  REVIEW. 


Business  Along  the  Atlantic 
Gotst  Has  Been  Pick- 
ing Up. 

New  York.  Feb.  23.— R.  G.  IHin  &  Co.'s 
weekly  review  of  trade  says:  Business  in 
the  East  and  particular  along  th^*  North 
Atlantic  coast  has  been  catching  up  with 
the  rest  of  the  country  a  little  this  W'jek. 
so  that  in  the  linc^  in  which  the  complaint 
has  been  heard  locally  of  late,  the  tone  is 
better.  This  comes  from  the  working  off 
of  retail  stocks  which  owners  feared  would 
have  to  be  carried  over  until  next  sea- 
son. In  builders'  hardware  the  buying 
ha-s  been  notably  better  and  the  distribu- 
tion In  the  grocery  .lobbing  trade  has 
been  givin  a  considerable  stimulus.  Even 
the  laggard  dry  goods  market  has  shown 
a  good  measure  of  improvement,  though 
In  cotton,  goods  there  is  still  much  to  l>e 
desired,  for  the  larger  buying  has  not 
brought  any  Improvement  'n  penei-.il  tone, 
and  in  some  directions  the  market  is  slow- 
er than  a  week  ago.  From  the  Interior  ad- 
vices are  almost  uniformly  favorable,  with 
a  very  heavy  movement  of  general  mer- 
chandise and  farm  Implements  over  the 
Northwestern  railroads. 

Activity  grows  more  pronounced  In 
wool,  sales  at  the  three  chief  Eastern 
markets  aggregating  S.52S,5tX>  pounds  for 
the  last  week,  against  t;,CiT2,6«;'0  In  the 
previous  week,  and  2.S93.iW  a  month  ago. 
Although  transactions  are  heavier  than  at 
an.v  time  in  over  a  year,  the  situation  is 
far  from  satisfactory,  as  each  woek  bringra 
a  lower  level  of  prices.  Thtre  is  little  evi- 
dence of  a  better  demand  for  goods,  and 
while  some  holders  of  wool  are  sacrlfieing 
stocks  in  order  to  make  room  for  the  new 
clip,  the  actual  supply  Is  not  materially 
decreasing.  Purchases  are  larger  because 
of  the  feeling  that  prices  must  be  near  the 
bottom,  and  this  Impression  Is  deepened  by 
suitements  that  the  average  is  now  down 
to  the  point  from  which  the  great  ad- 
vance b^an  in  1S.;*9.  It  l."?  not  down  to  that 
point  by  more  than  half  a  cent,  however, 
although  a  few  grades  are  nearer  the  price 
of  May  1,  ISJtO,  than  the  general  average. 
Vnles-s  manufacturers  receive  larger  or- 
ders and  reduce  excessive  stocks  before 
supplies  are  augmented  by  another  clip, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  why  prices  should 
advance,  even  If  they  are  at  the  level  of 
twcwyears  ago. 

The  other  textile  industry  Is  In  not  much 
better  condition.  Instead  of  being  able  to 
advance  prices  of  cotton  goods  In  propor- 
tion ♦•  the  high  quotations  recently  made 
for  raw  cotton,  the  mills  are  meeting  witl: 
light  demand,  and  even  at  the  reduction 
to  3  cents  for  print  cloth.-.there  Is  no  activ- 
ity. Many  mills  have  already  restricted 
operations  and  more  will  stop  spindles 
on  March  1.  When  the  raw  material  was 
advanced  to  the  highest  price  in  ten  years 
it  could  not  defv  the  law  of  supply,  de- 
mand and  prices,  whicli  ultimately  re- 
stores an  equilibrium. 

On  Tuesday  a  decline  of  S13.To  a  bale 
from  the  top  point  had  occurred,  making 
it  possible  to  manufacture  at  a  proiit, 
but  this  does  not  help  mills  which  have 
goods  on  hand  made  from  cotton  pur- 
chased before  the  fall  to  the  lowest  price 
in  eight  months^  Filotwear  Is  fixjnly 
held  at  unchantred  prices,  with  good  buy- 
ing of  spring  lines  in  the  Boston  market. 
Western  trade  is  less  active  ana  some 
ordoia  have   been  countermanded.   Le^tb-

Cleveland,  PVb.  23.— The  Iron  Trade  Re- 
view says:  The  ore  situation  Is  still  im- 
Interesting,  and  the  pro';>abllities  arc  that 
there  will  Vie  no  stir  from  tnat  quarter  ex- 
cept as  the  lmpul.se  comes  from  the  other 
end  of  the  market.  Finished  material  has 
certainly  been  full  of  life  for  weeks;  and 
now  i)ig  iron,  after  a  period  of  holding 
back,  is  moving  as  has  not  been  the  case 
in  several  months.  Last  of  all  will  come 
ore— when  the  consumers  of  ore  who  have 
no  supplies  of  their  own.  or  have  Insuifi- 
clent  supplies,  are  ready  to  nuy. 

Many  gues.'es  have  been  made  as  to  the 
price  that  will  be  established,  some  one  of 
which  will  prohably  prove  to  be  near  the 
truth.  It  has  been  assumed  in  some  pro- 
phecies that  the  producing-consuming  in- 
terests would  virtually  fix  the  price  for 
the  Independent  furnacemen.  Pernaps 
such  a  view  has  taken  too  little  acceiunt  of 
the  position  of  the  merchant  ore  ompan- 
ifs.  UTie  latter  are  Interested  in  selling 
their  product,  and  naturally  at  a  fisrure 
that  will  yield  a  good  profit;  but  they  i-an 
scarcely  be  benefited  by  a  price  so  hikh  as 
to  make  'the  furnaceman  a  poor  buver. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  the  po.sJtion  of 
the  ore  companies  has  be-en  strensthened 
by  the  dtnelopments  of  the  pa.«t  two 
or  three  weeks,  all  of  which  have  polnt^l 
to  a  heavy  year's  business  at  prices  thAt 
will  yield  a  better  proiit  to  furnacomfn 
than  thev  dared  to  hope  for  at  the  opening 
of  the  year.

Bills  Pending  In  the  Legis- 
lature Are  Discussed  By 
the  Federated  Trades' 
Assembly. 

Two  bills  now  pending  In  the  legisla- 
ture were  discussed  and  disapproved  at 
the  Federated  Trades'  assembly  last 
evening.  The  Johnson  bill  for  compul- 
sory arbitration  was  pronounced  a  most 
unsatisfactory  measure.  Delegates 
claimed  that  it  would  be  ineffective  as 
a  law,  and  the  provision  for  appointing 
the  board"  of  arbitration  was  especially 
criticized.  The  bill  provides  for  a  com- 
mission of  three  to  adjust  all  differen- 
ces. The  first  to  be  an  employer  of 
labor,  the  second  to  be  an  employe,  and 
the  third  a  lawyer.  Objection  was  made 
to  having  an  attorney,  the  majority  of 
delegates  favoring  the  selection  of  an 
impartial  third  commissioner  by  the 
first  two. 

The  other  bill  that  met  with  the  dis- 
approval of  the  assembly  was  the  "anti- 
trust" measure  of  Senator  Daly.  It  was 
feared  that  this  bill,  while  being  osten- 
sibly aimed  at  the  formation  of  trusts 
in  Minnctsota,  was  the  old  anti-boycott 
measure  of    the    former    legislature  in 

disguise.

All  the  whites  here- 
abouts Ifnew  John  Webb  as  a  local 
preacher  of  no  little  ability.  The  colored 
population  recognizes  him  as  an  exhor- 
ter  on  Sundays,  but  all  the  rest  of  the 
week  he  is  the  "voodoo  man." 

He  cast  a  spell  on  Rufus  Clark,  ac- 
cording to  Mrs.  Clark.  Miss  Clark,  John 
Clark  and  six  little  Clarks,  who  testified 
to  that  effect  In  Justice  Cassldy's  court, 
when  Rufus  was  given  a  preliminary 
hearing  and  sent  to  jail  on  a  charge  of 
arson.  Rufus  explained  to  the  court 
that  he  did  not  mean  to  do  Webb  any 
harm.  He  merely  wlthed  to  satisfy 
himself  as  to  whether  or  not  "the  devil 
takes  care  of  his  own."  W'lth  that  all- 
absorbing  thought  in  his  mind  he  play- 
fully poured  some  kerosene  on  the  sleep- 
ing voodoo  man,  lit  the  leg  of  hla  trou- 
.sers,  closed  the  door  of  his  hut  and 
fied. 

Unfortunately  for  Clark,  but  fortu- 
nately for  Webb,  William  Ingram  hap- 
pened along  just  In  time  to  recogniia 
Clark  and  rescue  Webb. 

Looking  through  the  winflow  Ingram 
.oaw  the  old  man  lying  crossways  on  tha 
bed,  with  the  flames  shooting  all  aroimd 
him.  With  his  bare  fists  he  smashed  In 
the  little  window  and  then  crawled 
through.  Grabbing  the  old  man  by  the 
feet  he  dragged  him  to  the  door  and, 
throwing  his  big  frame  against  this  exit, 
forced  it  open  and  pulled  the  old  man 
out  into  the  air. 

Webb  had  been  rendered  unconscious 
by  the  smoke  and  was  badly  burned.

Frederick  Warde  Greeted  By   a^  Splendid 

Audience  at   the  Lyceum,  ^'The 

Duke's  Jester''  Being  the  BilL 

Report  That  Jean  de  Rezke  Will  Become 

Manager  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera 

House  In  New  York* 


Frederick  Warde  was  given  a  great 
recettion  by  the  theater-going  people  of 
Duluth  last'  evening  at  the  Lyceum,  for 
a  crowded  house  greeted  him,  and  the 
cordiality  was  as  marked  as  the  size. 
Mr.  Warde  was  called  before  the  cur- 
tain at  the  second  act  and  made  a  short 
and  very  graceful  speech. 

The  play  which  he  presented  was 
"The  Duke's  Jester."  It  is  a  romantie 
comedy,  a  type  of  play  that  is  all  the 
rage  now.  but  cannot  Le  .^aid  to  be  one 
of  the  best  of  that  type.  The  "heart  in- 
terest" is  very  great,  as  it  is  in  all  ro- 
mantic plays,  and  there  is  much  that 
offera  excellent  opportunities  to  the 
artidt.  but  the  general  tone  of  the  play 
is  weak.  It  certainly  does  n -.t  give 
proper  scope  for  the  excellent  and  well 
proved  abilities  of  M-.  Warde.  He  is 
evidently  playing  to  the  box  office,  how- 
ever, for  such  a  play  as  this  will  draw 
Ijetter  than  will  the  heavier  drama,  in 
which  he  has  been  accu.«iomed  to  ap- 
pear. Stars  mut:t  live,  and  it  i.s  the 
people  who  are  to  blame  if  they  find  it 
necessary  to  forsake  their  higher  ideals. 

The  production  was  excellent.  Mr. 
Warde,  in  the  varying  moods  of  the  jes- 
ter, the  n'ible  and  talented  man  wearing 
the  garb  of  the  court  f.'ol.  and  lovin.^ 
T\here  he  .'^hi.uld  not  have  dared  to  raise 
hi.s  eyes,  tinds  oprwrtuniiy  to  depict  a 
variety  of. emotions,  and  that  ho  does  it 
to  perfection  everyone  v.ho  has  ever 
seen  Mr.  Warde  will  know.  H'la  -support 
Is  excfllent.  Mrs.  Spencer,  who  played 
the  part  of  the  nobleman'.^  daughter  in 
love  with  thf  court  fool,  is  a  powerful 
a<tre.s3.  combining  v.ith  her  ability  a 
pleasing  stage  presence.  E.  R.  Spencer 
as  the  Duke  was  fine.

Jean  ds  Rezke  May  Manage  Matro- 
poiitan  Optra  Hou$a. 

New  Yolk.  FL-b.  23.— Now  that  Zelie 
De  Lussan  has  gone  over  to  the  vaude- 
ville runk.s  the  Kialto  is  wondeiTag 
where  the  ambition  of  Robert  Grau  will 
stop.  He  i.s  the  man  who  got  De  Lus- 
san's  signature  to  the  big  contiact  be- 
fore his  brother,  up  at  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  house,  know  anything  about  it. 

The  price  he  had  to  pay.  $2000  a 
week,  has  only  been  beaten  once,  wh'.n 
Oscar  Hammersteiii  paid  Yvetta  Guil- 
bert  twice  a.s  much  to  come  over  from 
Paris  and  advertise  his  new  house.  A 
few  performers,  amonj;  them  I.oie  Ful- 
ler, have  played  under  contracts  with 
a  percentage  clause,  and  have  thus 
passed  the  ;»2000  mark,  but  this  w:as 
only  for  a  week  or  two. 

I  learned  the  other  day  that  Grau 
has  east  his  eyes  on  Jean  de  Reszke,  and 
ha»  pur.sued  him  relentles.sly  with  a 
contract  in  his  hand.  No  one  can  guess 
what  inducement  Grau  hopes  to  olYer 
that  would  get  the  great  singer's  signa- 
ture. He  gets  $.500  a  week  at  the 
Metropolitan,  and  works  v^ry  little  at 
that.  No  vaudeville  house  could  raise 
those  figures  and  make  the  light  IjIU. 

There  are  many  rum-n-s  of  a  decided 
change  at  the  Metropolitan  next  sea- 
son. One  of  the  directors  said  the  other 
day  that  tho  lo.ases  this  season  will 
amount  to  very  nearly  $6000  a  week. 
The  retirement  of  Maurice  Grau  from 
the  Covent  Garden  management  has 
naturally  led  to  reports  that  either 
New  York  would  have  no  grand  opera 
next  .season  or  the  manager's  name 
would  not  be  Grau. 

It  seems  very  certain  that  gr.ind 
opera  will  appear  again.  Grau  declares 
he  will  be  manager,  but  rumor  persist- 
ently denies  this.  The  di.sgruntled  di- 
rector suggested  that  it  was  po.ssible 
Jean  de  Reszke  would  take  a  hand  in 
the  management.  The  latter  denies 
this,  but  one  of  his  operati<-  comrades 
is  m  yauthority  for  the  assertion  that  de 
Reszke's  amV>ition  may  lead  him  to 
l>ack  Grau  with  unlimited  capital 
should  any  hitch  with  the  Metropolitan 
people  arise. 

De  Reszke's  fortune  is  well  into  $".,- 
000.000  and  the  warmth  of  the  American 
public  toward  him  is  very  gratifyiU'iT. 
Should  troul)le  ari.se.  the  Metropolitan 
people  would  be  in  a  pretty  bad  fix.  for 
with  Grau  in  the  field  v.ith  a  company 
headed  by  De  Reszke  and  including  the 
singers,  his  money  and  Grau's  per- 
suasiveness could  draw  together,  the 
Metropolitan  directors  would  have  to 
abandon  opera  and  make  the  best  terms 
they  could   with  Grau   for  rent. 

When  George  C.  Tyler  was  a  youth  in 
ChlUicothe  one  of  his  greatest  chums 
was  Flank  Marzluff.  Tyler  went  to 
Cincinnati  and  later  came  to  town  with 
a  heap  of  ambition  and  a  good  idea. 
He  got  Llebler.  a  lithographer,  inter- 
ested in  his  scheme,  which  was  to 
manage  Viola  Allen  as  a  star.  It  meant 
a  fortune  for  both  of  them,  and  the 
Llebler  company  is  now  the  only  for- 
n^idable  rival  of  the  syndicate  in  the 
East. 

All  these  years  Tyler  has  kept  uo  his 
friendship  for  Marzluff.  and  recently  he 
had  a  number  of  his  flashlights  of  his 
various  shows  and  photos  of  hiS  stars 
and  players  mounted  in  a  very  hanl- 
pome  frame,  suitably  Inscribed.  This  he 
sent  to  ChlUicothe.  and  is  now  adorning 
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a  prominent  place  in  Marzluff 's  saloon. 
There  are  a  couple  of  bottles  >'  rare 
o'.d  whisky  on  Tyler's  desk  awaiting  his 
return  from  Cul)a.  where  he  is  taking 
a  few  days'  vacation. 

William  A.  Brady's  plana  for  his 
mammoth  revival  of  "Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin*'  are  most  elaborate.  The  play 
will  open  at  the  Academy  of  Music  en 
March  4,  and  the  cast  will  include 
Wilton  Lackaye  as  Uncle  Tom.  Odell 
Williams  as  Phineas  Fletcher.  Willifim 
Harcourt  as  George  Harris.  I^.  R. 
Slock  well  as  Marks,  the  lawy-ir;  Mrs. 
Annie  Yeama.'is  as  Aunt  Opelia,  rnd 
Maud  Raymond  as  Topsy.  There  will 
be  over  400  people  in  the  plantation 
scenes. 

A  story  about  Kathryn  Kidrler  has 
just  come  to  tpwn.  It  happe<ned.  in 
Carson  Cfty.  and  the  only  hotel  in  town 
had  the  "standing-room-only"  si.gn  out 
when  the  Kidder-James  troupe  arrived. 
Having  lots  of  time  on  their  hands, 
several  of  the  member.=  .  including  ihe 
stais  and  Mrs.  Louis  James,  were  led 
to  a  place  whose  chief  attraction  was 
a  roulette  wheel.  Miss  Kidder.  l)e  it  dis- 
tinctly understood,  dis.aiiproved  of  the 
entire  proceedings,  but  she  ju.^t  had.  to 
play,  or  the  others  would  have  felt  so 
bad.  Her  luck  was  immense,  and  her 
winnings  about  $1000.  Mrs.  James  was 
$300  ahead  of  the  game  when  she  quit, 
hut  poor  Jane  oakes,  the  St.  Ujuis 
heiress,  was  out  ail  she  can  malie  dur- 
ing the  next  two  months. 

Clay  M.  Greene's  "Passion  Flay"  Is 
exciting  great  interest.  The  author  will 
say  little  al)out  it.  excwH  that  he  took 
it  up  to  ol>lige  some  California  friends, 
and  has  become  so  interested  in  it  that 
he  is  giving  it  as  much  care  and  atten- 
tion as  if  the  production  meant  a  small 
fortune  to  him.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
Greene  will  get  nothing  out  of  it  save 
his  expenses  to  the  coa.st  and  back  when 
he  goes  to  superintend  its  presentation 
by  v^tudents  of  the  Jesuit  college  at  San- 
ta Clara. 

"Nazareth."  as  the  play  will  be  called, 
is  so  arranged  that  Christ  never  ap- 
pears on  the  stage.  His  words  will  ]>e 
repeated  by  His  disciples.  This  will  be 
done  even  in  the  procession  to  Calvary. 
Once  before  a  "Passion  Play  "  was  pro- 
.sentcd  to  the  people  of  California.  This 
was  in  1SS2.  when  Salmi  Morse's  version 
was  ertven  at  the  Baldwin  theater,  in 
San  FrancLsco.  James  O'Neill  was  the 
Christus.  Lewis  Morrison  was  Pontius 
Pilate.  William  Seymour  wa.s  Simon, 
and  Forrest  Robinson  and  Nick  Long 
had  part.".  James  A.  Heme  was  stage 
manager.  The  religious  discuHoioii  which 
eSTiied  resulted  in  the  .suppression  of  the 
play.  Henry  K.  Dixey  then  propu.sed  to 
l>roduce  it  in  New  York,  and  signed  a 
contract  with  O'Neil  to  pUiy  the  prin- 
cipal role  at  $500  a  week. 

There  was  a  storm  of  protest  from  the 
East,  and  Dixey  abandoned  the  &3ea. 
O'Neill.  I  understand,  still  has  the  Idea 
of  ultimately  producing  the  play  as  a 
sacred  cantata,  and  has  already  had  a 
musical  s^^ore  composed  for  it.

Edward  E.  Rose  has  dramatized  an- 
other novel  for  James  K.  Hackett.  So 
far  ltd  name  is  kept  a  profound  secret, 
but  the  public  is  assured  that  it  will  be 
romantic  and  afford  the  young  star  all 
the  chance  he  wants  to  be  handsome 
and  thrillina:. 

Charles  Frohman  has  gone  to  the  Ger- 
man for  a  farce  called  "Lodge  Broth- 
ers." and  will  produce  it  during  the 
Easter  holidays.  Leo  Detriehstein  will 
have  the  principal  role. 

Paul  Leicester  Ford  is  back  in  town 
with  his  bride  from  a  honeymoon  in 
Italy.  The  one-hundredth  i>erformance 
of  his  "Janice  Meridith"  was  given  last 
evening  at  Waliack's.  and  he  was  in  the 
audience.  Out  of  his  profits  he  has  man- 
aged to  liuild  a  handsome  home.  Cljde 
Fitch  has  just  moved  into  his  new  home, 
and  FMward  E.  Rose  has  bought  one  on 
Lexington  avenue.  It  really  looks  as  if 
playwrigting  is  profitable.  Although  the 
season  is  well  advanced,  there  have  been 
no  reports  of  managers  putting  money 
into  real  estate  outside  the  various 
schemes  on  paper.  • 

Aubrey  JJoucicault  is  the  latest  recruit 
flor  Nat  Goodwin's  production  of  "The 
Merchant  of  Venice."  He  will  play 
Bassani(».  Meanwhile  he  has  returned 
to  his  old  part  of  King  Charles,  in  Hen- 
rietta Crossman's  "Mistress  Nell."  He 
takes  the  place  of  Sidney  Botith.  After 
playing  Chicago  and  Philadelphia.  Miss 
Crosman  will  return  to  New  York  to 
conclude,  at  the  Victoria,  the  run  w-hich 
was  so  abruptly  stopped  at  the  Savoy. 

Edna  May  will  open  in  "The  Girl  From 
Up  There."  in  London,  on  April  17.  Ac- 
cording to  Manager  Alf  Hayman,  ei.ehty 
people  will  be  taken  to  England,  making 
it  the  greatest  organization  ever  sent 
from  thi<s  city.  If  Charles  Frohman  can 
arrange  it  Edna  May  will  not  play  out- 
side of  greater  New  York  before  she 
sails. 

There  Is  a  story  told  about  the  so 
called  attmept  to  kidnap  a  chorus  girl 
in  the  May  organization.

"Where  aro  the  next  season's  plays  to 
I  como  from?     Clyde  Fitch  cannot  writa 
j  all  the  plays  required  for  America.     Hie 
present  plan  is  to  grive  his  bra'.n  a  rest 
I  and  fijend  the  ne^t  six  mojiths  in  cut- 
i  ting  off  coupons. 

I  "Nearly  eveiythtng  in  book  form  has 
1  been  dramatized,  except  the  Patent 
I  Office  reports  and  the  British  Encyclo- 
1  paedla.     Th«  foreign   markets  give   no 


sign  of  fruitfulness.  and  the  outlook  is 
particularly  gloomy  for  men  with  big, 
expensive  theaters  on  their  hands.

THE  RICHEST  ACTRESS. 

Lotta,  who  was  welt  knmvn  to  Duluth 
theaterRoers  a  <3ecac3e  a^o  la  sick  in  New 
York,  but  has  nearly  recovered.  In  pri- 
vate life  .she  is  Miss  Lotta  Crabtree. 

Miss  Crabtree  i.s  reputed  to  be  the 
wealthiest  actress  in  the  world.  She  has 
important  real  estate  investments  in  many 
biK  cities  and  her  fortune  is  estimated  to 
be  between  $2..500.000  and  SS.OOO.OiXt.  She  was 
born  in  New  York  on  Nov.  7,  1Jj47,  and  her 
first  appearance  was  made  at  the  other 
end  of  the  continent  when  she  was  8 
years  old.  Her  father  was  a  man  of  cul- 
ture, but  his  income  was  small.  It  was 
derived  from  a  little  book  store  in  Nassau 
street,  but  Lotta  left  New  York  too  young 
to  remember  anything  of  the  chlld-Jife 
there. 

Mr.  Crabtree  decided  In  1851  to  forsake 
bibliograiihy  for  Kold  minlne  and  in  that 
year  he  crossed  the  plains  and  the  m.oun- 
tains.  His  wife  and  child  followed  him. 
The  pioneer  life  was  not  suited  to  Liie 
New  York  I)ook  seller  and  he  did  not  get 
rich.  But  the  occasion  of  Lotta' 3  adop- 
tion of  the  state  was  purely  accidental.  In 
•  1.S.t5  she  appeiTed  as  a  singer  In  an  ama- 
teur performimre  at  I^a  Porte.  Her 
mother,  who  was  a  talented  woman  and 
who  transmitteil  her  hlsirionic  charact«*i 
to  her  chilli,  joined  a  variety  company 
which  was  touring  through  California  and 
in  this  way  the  girl  developed  her  natural 
aptitu<le  for  the  stage. 

When  Lotta  was  U  she  p'.ayed  the  part 
of  Gertrude  in  "The  Loan  of  a  Lover' 
at  Petaluma  and  disclosed  wonderful  pre- 
cocity. Between  ls60  and  1h<j4  she  often 
appeared  in  theaters  at  Sin  Francisco. 
Thcjse  were  the  big  days  in  San  Francis- 
co when  men  were  lavlsli  with  the  preci- 
ous stv.fC  they  dug  out  of  the  earth. 
Lotta's  lciu>;li— which  was  destined  afteK*» 
ward  to  make  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
human  beings  momentarily  happy— de- 
lighted the  miners  of  the  fifties,  and  it 
was  not  a  rare  thing  for  the  girl  to  pick 
up  a  thousand  dollars  in  nuggets  and  gold 
dust,  which  had  been  showered  upon  the 
.stage  by  her  admiring  friends  In  the  audi- 
ence. 

Her  first  Eastern  appearance  was  at 
Nililo's  Gjirden  in  18fi4.  '  There  she  took 
small  parts  in  spectacular  plays,  but  did 
not  attract  much  attention  until  her  "Lit- 
tle Nell  and  the  Marchioness."  John 
Braugham's  play,  awakened  New  Vorkery 
to  the  fact  that  an  actress  of  extraordi- 
nary ability  had  been  living  unobserved 
among  them. 

It  was  not  long  until  Lotta  became 
known  from  one  end  of  America  to  the 
other.  Her  plays  were  all  wrif.en  .>x|ircs.^- 
ly  for  her  and  she  became  the  i>  t  of  the 
people.  She  plaved  in  "Topsy,"  "Sam 
ANilloughhv."  "Musette."  "Zip."  'Bob." 
"The  Little  Detective,  '  and  other  plays 
with  heavy  villains  and  vilhiinesses  Ir 
them,  some  tear:j  and  much  laughter. 

WHITE  RATS  WIN. 

In  the  first  encounter  of  the  White  Bats 
of  America,  a  protective  organization  c-f 
vardeville  actors,  and  the  assr elation  of 
vaudeville  managers,  the  actors'  ass(jcia- 
tion  was  victorious  in  New  Yc>rk.  Th-j  5 
per  ?ent  booking  fee  has  been  abolished.  A 
(liFpjtfch   says: 

"il<rtnfter  actors  who  are  V>ooKi-d 
through  the  vauaeville  combin:vtlon  f  jr 
performances  at  their  theaters  will  re- 
ceive  full   .salaries. 

"A  m.-eting  of  the  managers'  .association 
was  held  yesterday  in  the  St.  James 
building.  The  decLslon  to  abolish  the  fee 
was  practically  reached  Tluirs.Iay,  but  a 
formal  vote  had  to  be  ta*ken.  Amon^ 
those  present  at  the  meeting  were  Man- 
ager Hvde.  of  Hyde  &  Behm.an;  B.  F. 
Keith.  F.  F.  Proctor.  Percy  Williams  and 
Manager  Lothrop,  of  Boston.  After  the 
meeting  a  formal  statement  of  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  fee  was  made,  together  Vlth 
the  further  announcement  th.at  cordial 
relations  had  been  established  witii  the 
actors'  a.ssoclation. 

".\t  the  offices  of  the  White  Rats  It  was 
said  that  after  July  1  all  contracts  with 
managers  would  be  made  through  a  co- 
oi)eratlve  hooking  agency  to  be  estab- 
lished   hv    the    players'    asslclation. 

"The  l)Ooking  fee.  which  heretofore  has 
gone  Into  the  pockets  of  agents  or  re- 
turned eventually  to  the  theater  mana- 
gers, wool  1  l>e  reducc^d  and  the  small  com- 
mission charged  woyld  go  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  White  Rats.  It  was  said  also 
that  every  concession  asked  of  the  mana- 
gers had  been  granted." 

The  performance  at  all  tlu^  as.soeiation 
theaters  iiassed  off  snKiotlily.  Keith's 
hou.ses  in  Providence.  Philadelphia  and 
Boston  were  open,  and  all  the  acts  booked 
were  given.

Damrosch  has  crushed.  The  opera  con- 
certs now  m^y  be  en.ioyed  with  composure. 

"MANON  LESCAUT." 
Theodore  Burt  Sayre  has  made  a 
dramatization  of  "Manon  Lescaut"  f  jr 
Herbert  Kelcey  and  Elfle  Siiannon, 
whkih  they  expect  to  try  next  month 
in  St.  Louis.  Charles  Henry  Meltzer 
also  has  written  a  psychological  play 
based  upon  the  same  novel.

Houghton,  Mich.,  Feb.  23.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  possibilities  of  min- 
ing under  favorable  circumstances,  at 
the  present  high  price  of  copper,  are 
well  illustrated  by  the  Phoenix  Consoli- 
dated, which  includifts  the  St.  Clair  and 
Garden  City  mines,  as  well  as  the  old 
Phoenix.  The  Phoenix  is  one  of  the 
oldest  mines  of  the  district,  having  been 
opened  in  the  middle  forties  of  the  last 
century.  The  career  of  the  mine  has 
been  a  checkered  one,  due  largely  to 
vacillating  policies  and  repeated  changes 
of  managements.  The  present  company 
was  organized  about  two  years  ago,  and 
as  the  Phoenix  is  now  a  "Stanton 
mine,"  it  will  be  given  an  honest  trial, 
and  its  actual  value  can  be  determined. 
During  its  past  career  the  Phoenix  has 
been  both  a  money-maker  and  a  money- 
loser.  Its  largest  profits  were  in  the 
years  1874-1S77,  when  Capt.  W.  E.  Par- 
nail,  now  at  the  head  of  the  Tamarack. 
Osceola  and  Isle  Hoyale.  was  in  charge 
of  the  milliner  work,  the  net  earnings  for 
1S76,  after  paying  for  construction  work 
and  all  optrating  ^penses.  having  ex- 
ceeded $UK),000.  The  Phoenix  was  idle 
for  some  years  previous  to  1S99,  and  its 
old  stamp  mills  were  so  antiquated  that 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  remodel 
or  operate  them.  At  present  active 
work  is  being  confined  mainly  to  the  St. 
Clair  tis.sure  and  the  Robins" or  "West" 
vein.  From  the  St.  Clair  a  monthly 
production,  averaging  sixteen  tons,  has 
been  secured  since  last  October,  the  cop- 
per coming  in  the  form  of  mas-ies  rang- 
ing from  100  pounds  to  five  tons  weight 
each,  and  in  smaller  chunks,  known  to 
miners  as  "barrel  work."  The  Phoenix 
is  working  about  100  men,  and  the 
monthly  production  of  sixteen  ton^ 
very  nearly  pays  all  operating  expen- 
ses.

The  Arnold  mine  in  Keweenaw  county 
is  not  cli>3ed  down,  persistent  rumors  to 
the  contrary  ncv'twithstanding.  Only  a 
day-shift  is  working  in  the  mine  and 
mill,  and  a  number  of  surface  hands 
have  been  laid  off.  but  will  be  put  back 
at  work  in  four  or  five  weeks.

At  present  the  man- 
agement is  following  the  far-sight"d 
policy  of  making  all  needed  betterments 
in  a  jieriod  of  prosperity,  which  i«  the 
plan  in  use  by  all  the  successful  old 
mines  of  tho  lake  district. 

The  installation  of  the  powerful  new 
hoLst  at  "D"  ."haft  of  the  Atlantic  Is  in 
progress.  When  this  work  i-s  finished 
the  Atlantic  will  be  able  to  maintain  a 
tegular  monthly  production  consider- 
ably larger  than  is  now  being  made.  A 
great  deal  has  been  accomplished  at  the 
Atlantic  in  the  past  two  years  in  the 
way  of  new  equipment,  and  the  mine, 
thanks  to  the  relief  afforded  by  17-cent 
copper,  is  not  only  earning  dividends 
regularly  from  rock  averaging  less  than 
three-quarters  of  1  per  cent  copper,  but 
is  Intrenching  itself  so  firmly  that  it 
will  b?  able  to  continue  dividends  with 
the  metal  selling  on  a  much  lower  plane 
than  it  has  touched  at  any  time  in  the 
past  two  years.

There 
are  a  number  of  good  slopes  opened  in 
the  mine,  which  will  supply  rock  to  one 
stamp  for  some  time,  Init  it  is  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge  to  mining  men 
here^it  mignt  be  called  an  axiom — 
that  no  mine  can  be  opened  too  far 
ahead  of  the  mill.  The  Calumet  & 
Hecla  has  drifts  run  for  slopes  to  feed 
the  mills  for  about  ten  years,  and  the 
Tamarack,  Quincy  and  Os:eola  are  all 
oj  ened  years  ahead  of  immediate  re- 
quirements. By  having  a  large  number 
of  available  stopes,  the  management  of 
a  mine  is  enaliled  to  average  the  rock 
from  its  entire  workings,  offsetting  un- 
usually lean  ground  at  one  end  or  from 
one  level  by  something  exceptionally 
rich  from  some  other  opening,  eaved, 
perhaps,  for  several  years,  for  just  such 
>an  emergency.  No  mine  can  be  at  its 
'best  with  the  stamp  at  the  heels  of  the 
miners.  The  Wolverine,  which  now  re- 
turns twenty-six  and  twenty-seven 
pounds  of  copper  per  ton.  gave  only 
seventeen  pounds  for  the  first  year  the 
mill  was  run.

No.  14  shaft  of  the  Calumet  &  Hecla 
was  again  put  in  commission  this  weei--. 
This  is  the  second  of  the  amygdaloid 
.shafts  sunk  on  the  Osceola  lode,  mea- 
suring from  south  to  north,  in  the  or- 
der of  development,  and  is  about  a 
quarter  mile  in  depth.  The  Calumet  & 
Hecla  people  have  run  crosscuts  to  the 
Kearsarge  lode,  and  will  undoubtedly 
open  that  cuiiriferous  bed  also,  at  some 
future  date. 

The  Quincy  has  again  tapped  the  so- 
called  "West  Lode"  with  a  crosscut,  and 
found  it  presenting  a  very  healthy  ap- 
pearance. The  Franklin  people  are 
l^ending  every  erergy  to  the  opening  of 
thi.=  new  lode,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
Fianklln  mine  it  means,  if  as  rich  as  it

Lond.^,  Feb.  16.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  empire  builders  and  the  emptre 
wreckers  are  forever  at  work.  Scarcely 
has  the  queen  been  lain  away  in  ner 
stately  mau.soleum  than  the  politicians 
have  commenced  to  realize  the  enorniou.s 
significance  of  her  death  to  the  English 
speaking  race. 

It  has  been  the  habit  of  the  croaker  for 
years  past  to  consider  the  passing  of 
Victoria  as  practically  the  passing  of  the 
monarchlal  system   in  the   British  iales. 

Only  deference  to  her  sublime  personal- 
ity has  prevented  the  prevalence  of  in- 
trigues long  ago  for  the  purpose  of  es- 
tablishing a  republic  in  place  of  the  an- 
tiquated system  of  government  now  In 
vogue.

Its 
manufacturing  industry  was  In  its  infan- 
cy. It  had  the  railroads  of  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  world  to  build.  It  had  all  tnc 
tremendous  expansion  of  business  which 
followed  the  di-^covery  of  steam  power 
and  got  the  lion's  share  of  it.

New  York,  Feb.  23.— Thomas  G.  Bar- 
ker, who  shot  Rev.  John  Keller,  of  ..Vr- 
lington,  because  his  wife  claimed  that 
Keller  criminally  assaulted  her,  has 
been  assured  by  his  lawyer,  Marshall 
Van  Winkle,  that  his  release  on  bail  is 
now  only  a  matter  of  a  day  or  two,  and 
Barker  i.s  making  his  preparations  to 
leave  the  Hudson  county  jail. 

Mr.  Van  Winkle  has  announced  his 
determination  to  appear  before  Judge 
Blair,  in  the  court  of  general  ses.sions 
in  Jersey  City,  to  ask  that  his  client  be 
allowed  to  leave  jail.  In  regard  to  his 
client  being  admitted  to  bail  he  said: 

"The  condition  of  Mr.  Keller  is  such 

that    we   arc   justified    in    making       tho 

motion  for  bail,  and  I  am  positive  that 

Mr.  Barker  will  be  released.  His  con- 
dition has  improved  wonderfully  sin*p 
the  visit  of  his  wife  last  Saturday,  nnd 
he  is  in  the  best  of  spirits." 

It  is  reported  that  when  bail  is  giv^n 
Mr.    and    Mrs.    Barker    will    spend    th'-ir 


time  in  New  York  until  the  grand  jury 
has  acted. 

Mr.  Keller  continues  to  improve.  The 
attending  physicians  and  the  special 
oculist  are  still  doubtful  regardin^?  the 
sight  of  the  left  eye.  An  ordin.Hry  test 
was  made  by  holding  objects  befire  the 
eye,  but  it  was  unsatisfactory.  As  Mr. 
Keller  is  still  unable  to  sit  "up,  no  de- 
cisive test  can  be  made.  It  is  thought 
in  a  limited  way. 

It  is  not  known  when  the  case  will  be 
presented  to  the  Hudson  county  grand 
jury.  Mr.  Keller's  presence  will  un- 
doubtedly be  required,  and  it  will  be  ;it 
least  a  month  before  he  will  be  able  to 
be  out.

"When  the  crisis  which  her  own  best 
business  prophets  presage  comes  In  Eng- 
ani  and  the  masses  are  driven  to  emigra- 
tion or  starvation  by  lack  of  work  at  the 
loom,  the  forge  and  el.'^ewhere.  then  the 
first  wave  of  true  republican  feeling  will 
spread  over  the  land.  It  will  find  a  hearty 
response  from  Ireland  where  the  majority 
f.re  In  favor  of  a  republic  at  the  present 
mo.nent  as  the  only  means  of  ever  sat- 
isfactorily satisfying  their  national  aspi- 
rations. 

•'The  socialist  and  labor  parties,  which 
arc  In  touch  to  a  far  greater  extent  in 
Britain  than  they  are  In  America  are 
controlled  by  leaders  who  openly  hate 
the  aristocracy  and  who  are  ready  at  any 
time  to  establish  a  regime  In  which  all 
men  shall  be  upon  an  equal  footing. 

'•It  Is  from  this  source  that  the  first 
manifestations  of  a  bona  fide  republican 
sentiment  will  spring  and  the  leaders  will 
have  with  them  practically  all  of  the 
lower  middle  class,  the  small  tradesmeij. 
and  others  whose  businesses  have  been 
ruined  by  the  co-operative  stores  estab- 
lished by  the  rich  for  their  own  selfish 
interests.  The  pent  up  fires  of  discontent 
among  these  people  will  need  only  a  few 
serious  reverses  to  British  arms  abroad 
and  a  few  months  of  actual  hardship 
among  themselves  to  make  them  as  lo- 
publlcan  as  the  worklngmen  of  France  to- 
day. 

'•There  will  not  be  the  turbulence  and 
discord  to  charac'terlze  the  various  crisis 
In  Briti;J  history-to-l)e  which  will  lead 
up  to  the  formation  of  the  republic,  a^ 
there  were  in  France,  because  the  Eng- 
llsh.%n  Is  different  in  temperament  to 
his  Ciallic  contemporary. 

•'The  crisis  will  be  brought  about  by 
radical  leaders  and  'will  have  the  approv- 
al of  many  of  iIt^  higher  class  of  poli- 
ticians and  statesmen  who  see.  even  to- 
day, in  a  monarchiel  England  an  Iii- 
coji.'iruity  so  far  n»  Greater  British  feJ- 
eiutio:»    is   concerned. 

"In  the  realization  of  this  Greater 
Britain,  with  reciprocity  or  free  trade, 
between  Its  world-spanning  dominions, 
the  greatest  minds  in  BrltalnA>today.  see 
tlip  oniv  hope  of  preventing  the  declina 
and  disfntegration  pf  the  empire. 

"They  also  know  that  It  cannot  be 
consummated  without  adopting  the  re- 
publican form  of  E'^vernment  as  a  means 
of  conciliating  such  vital  parts  of  the 
proposed  federation  ag  Canada,  Ireland 
and   South  Africa. 

"It  Is  estimated  that  a  British  empire 
thus  constituted  would  be  strong  enough 
to  hold  its  own  againsl  any  combination 
of  powers  which  c6uldi>e  formed  and  m 
It  certainly  lies  the  only  hope  of  her  ulti- 
mate  ascendancy."  ,

Niw  Diparture  In  the  Line  of  Shav- 
Inf  Apparatus. 

As  an  entirely  new  departure  in  Ihe 
line  of  shaving  apparatus,  the  inven- 
tion of  Herman  Drosse,  of  Charlotten- 

liurg',  Germany,  easily  wins  first  honors, 
hut  wljether  the  device  is  practical  or 
not  is  another  question.  The  idea  of 
the  inventor  is  to  replace  the  flat  blade 
with  a  series  of  spiral  cutters,  which 
are  rotated  in  connection  with  a  fixed 
guard,  lopping  off  the  bristles  practic- 
ally in  the  same  manner  that  a  pair  of 
scissors  would  do.  The  spiral  blades 
are  mounted  on  a  revolving  cylinder, 
which   is  operated   by  compressing  the 


grips  in  the  hands.  To  use  the  imple- 
ment the  grips  are  grasped  in  one  hand 
and  the  other  hand  is  used  to  steady  the 
cutters  as  the  machine  is  drawn  over 
the  face.  The  inventor  claims  four  prin- 
cipal advantages  for  this  apparatus, 
namely:  It  is  not  necessary  to  sharp- 
en the  blades  except  at  long  intervals, 
lathering  the  face  before  shaving  Is 
unnecessary,  slcin  wounds  are  avoided 
and  the  instrument  can  be  used  in  a 
bad  light  and  by  an  unsteady  hand, 
and  even  in  a  rocking  position.  Another 
form  shows  a  power  machine  for  use  In 
barber  shops,  and  perhaps  in  the  hands 
of  a  rkllled  operator  it  might  prove  a 
practical  device  for  its  purpose.

*l'ncle   Tom's   Cabin"    view   of    it    is   fals>*. 
The    slave    system    was    patriarchial.    We 
took  care  of  our  niggers  an  we  did  our  ani- 
mals and  valuables.     The  able-bodied  men 
and  women  worked,  but  the  old  mammies 
and  ancient  uncles,  like  the  children,  were 
cared   f.>r  till  they  died."     All  of  which   i.s 
probiibly  true,  even  though  it  did  not  make 
slavery  riglit.     A  slave  at  $2«>i0,   or  wliat- 
ever    his    price   may   have   been,    was    too 
valuable    an    animal    to   be    whipped    into 
physical    ability    to    earn    interest    on    his 
value.      Probably  the  Simon    negroes      in 
the  S«5Uth  were  few  and  far  between,  even 
thetigh   the  regard  in  which  a  negro  was 
l»eld   prevented   his  being  given   the  same 
consideration  as  a  white  man.  From  a  util- 
itarian   .standpoint    it    was    mighty    poor 
policy  to  pound  a  valuable  slave  lo  death. 
As     to   the  humanitarian   side   of  it,    the 
Southerners   are   about   the   same   sort   of 
people   in   a  general    way   as   those   of   the 
Korth.    and    while   they    were  culpable   in 
many  rt-spccts,  the  North  has  hardly  done 
them   justice.     When   asked   whether    the 
negroes  were  not  better  off  now  than  they 
were  imder  slavery,   Mr.   Smith  very  em- 
phatically said  they  were  not.  "by  li)2  per 
cent."      And    that    is    a   question    that    in 
eome  senses,  at  any  rate,  will  be  answered 
loy  many   people   as   Mr.    Smith   answered 
It.    And  none  of    them  believe  slavery  was 
right  or  regret  that  It  is  ended.

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When  the  condition  changes  the  l-iT 
changes.  But  the  sal  thing  is  to  see 
thc^e  teachers  of  religion  requiring  wo- 
men to  iJerjure  ihemselvc-s  on  sucb  a  sol- 
emn occasion,  to  promise  to  do  what 
they  do  not  intend  to  do.  and  ought  not 
to  engage  to  do.  It  is  of  a  piece  with  tha 
pledge  required  of  ministers  of  theologi- 
cai  professors  giving  their  adhesion  to  a 
crce<l  which  was  made  generations  ago, 
and  which  can  be  aceapted  only  in  som-i 
very  looie  construction  of  language.  Jt 
temds  to  insincerity,  to  flippancy  cf 
thought  about  marriafre,  evtn  to  misun- 
derstandings and  differences  that  may 
lead  to  quarrels  and  divorce.  Marriage 
i8  the  foundation  of  society;  it  should  be 
the  fit  foundation  for  the  best  society 
•we  know.  Such  srKiety  requires  the  best 
develoiiment  of  woman  a.s  well  as  of  man. 
It  makes  neither  a  tyrant  and  neither  a 
slave,  but  each  the  helpful  mate  and  ad- 
visor of  the  other.  In  such  society  as  the 
Christian  religion  has  developed.  with 
education  and  culture  the  right  and  the 
achim-ement  o.f  th?  woman  as  well  as  cf 
the  man  should  be  recognised.  To  le- 
quire  the  woman  to  put  hcrs<>lf  under  the 
will  of  the  man,  to  obey  him,  as  well  as 
to  love  and  honor  him,  is  a  cruel,  wicked 
anachronism:  and  no  clergyman  is  Justi- 
tii.*l  in  compelling  a  wcman  to  m,ake  such 
a  i-romise.  and  hardly  so  even  if  she  de- 
sires to  make  it.  For  her  to  make  it  is 
to  dishonor  her  sex,  if  she  intends  to 
keep  it;  and  If  not.  It  Is  a  falsehood 
whicli,  on  such  a  solemn  occaalon  and 
on  so  serious  a  subject  approaches  per- 
jury. 

TO  THIS  XOHTll  R<H.E. 

Evelyn  B.  Baldwin  say.s  he  Is  confi- 
dent that  he  will  reach  the  North  Pole, 
and  his  confidence  is  ba.sed  on  the  $1,- 
000,000  backing  he  has  for  the  expedi- 
tion. He  believes  that  human  nature 
can  re.sist  Arctic  cold  as  long  as  the 
money  holds  out  to  pay  the  bills.  Bald- 
win claims  to  have  been  five  years  per- 
fecting plans  for  his  trip.  He  was  with 
Peary  in  1«93,  and  with  Wellnian  in 
1898-99,  and  will  profit  by  his  experi- 
ences. His  plan  is  to  go  as  far  into  tlie 
Arctic  ice  fields  as  his  vessels  can  be 
forced,  and  then  try  and  reach  the  Pole 
dog  sled  expeditions  and  the  establish- 
ment of  relay  stations  along  the  route. 

The  distinctive  feature  of  the  plan  is 
the  unlimited  equipment  for  the  sledge 
journey  which  he  has  at  his  command. 
Baldwin's  expedition  will  sail  n.?xt 
June,  and  will  consist  of  the  America,  a 
three-masted  sailing  vessel  with 
auxiliary  steam  power  driving  a  single 
screw  propeller,  which  is  titting  out  at 
Dundee,  and  the  Frithjof.  which  was 
used  last  year  by  Professor  Koltoff  of 
the  Upsala  university,  Sweden,  to  make 
a  trip  to  Greenland.  The  America  is 
the  strongest  vessel  of  the  Dundee 
whaling  fleet,  its  sides  being  two  feet  in 
thickness,  having  been  constructed  to 
resist  the  ice  of  the  Arctic  latitudes.  It 
will  carry  400  Esquimaux  dogs,  fifteen 
Siberian  ponies,  four  portable  houses, 
two  steam  launches,  fifty  tons  of  com- 
pressed dog  food  and  other  supplies  in 
proportion.  The  Frithjof  will  carry  a 
scientific  corpvJ.  with  lab*->ratory  and 
complete  sets  of  instruments.  William 
Zeigler.  a  New  York  millionaire,  is  the 
financial  backer  of  the  enterprise,  who 
announces  thfat  he  is  prepared  to  spend 
$1,000,000,  if  aecessary,  to  achieve  suc- 
cess.

The  obed- 
ience is  made  very  pronounced,  and  after 
the  service.  a»  they  march  from  tho 
church,  the  organ  rattles  out  the  music 
of  "Now  you  are  married,  you  must 
obey."  and  the  bride  Is  gibed  about  her 
promise,  and  declares  that  she  had  told 
the  expectant  groom  that  she  w-ould  say 
It,  but  that  she  did  not  mean  to  keep  the 
,vow.  What  ought  to  be  the  most  serious 
|>roniisd  of  marriage,  the  pledge  of  dutiful 
ftffection  of  fidelity,  becomes  a  Joke  and 
Ci  farce,  just  because  priests  and  peopl 
:w111  keep  In  the  service  of  marriage  the 
ftrords  which  perpetuate  an  antiquated, 
obsolete  condition  of  social  Ufa,  Still 
clergymen,  of  conservative  ideas,  and 
"Whole  denominations  that  procide  a  le- 
Quired  form  of  marriage,  insist  on  the  re- 
tention of  the  falsehood.  Sometimes  they 
oven  try  to  justify  it  from  Scripture.

What  has  Admiral  Sampsop  done  that 
he  should  be  jumped  over  Admiral 
Schley's  head?  This  is  a  question  that 
is  never  answei-ed  by  those  who  are 
aiding  and  abetting  the  scheme  of  naval 
favoritism.  Schley  now  outranks  Samp- 
eon,  and  the  friends  of  the  former  con- 
tend that  their  relative  positions  on  the 
rosier  of  the  aavy  should  not 
be  chaanged.  It  may  be  con- 
ceded that  both  derserve  promo- 
tion—but why  should  Sampson  be 
given  a  greater  promotion  than  is  ac- 
corded to  Schley?  As  far  as  the  contro- 
versy involving  these  two  officers  is 
concerned,  the  country  has  passed  judg- 
ment, and  the  judgment  is  certainly  not 
favorable  to  Sampson.  The  lattei-'s  sup- 
porters may  talk  all  they  like  abjut  the 
decisions  of  the  naval  prixe  court,  and 
the  statements  of  the  captains  of  the 
warships  engaged  in  the  fight  off  San- 
tiago harbor,  but  they  will  hardly 
change  public  sentiment,  which  has 
been  formed  for  a  long  time  on  this 
subject. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  in  the 
first  place  there  never  was  a  shadow  of 
reason  for  the  original  advancement  of 
Capt.  Sampson  over  Commodore  Schley. 
The  senior  oflicer  had  given  no  evidence 
of  incompetency  to  command  a  fleet, 
while  the  inferior  officer  certainly  had 
demonstrated  no  superiority.  Prior  to 
the  blowing  up  of  the  Maine,  Sampson 
had  been  on  duty  in  the  navy  depart- 
ment at  Washington.  He  was  what  is 
u.«ually  termed  a  'bureaucrat."  "WTien 
the  Maine  was  destroyed.  Sampson  was 
made  chairman  of  the  board  of  investi- 
gation. The  report  of  this  board  went 
just  as  far  toward  screening  Spain 
from  re-sponsibility  as  it  could  go  with 
any  regard  for  the  te.=;timony.  Obvi- 
ously it  was  intended  to  smooth  the 
matter  over.  This  was  directly  in  line 
with  the  desires  of  tho  administration. 
Sampson  promptly  received  his  reward. 
From  a  captaincy  he  was  Jumped  over 
several  commodores  to  the  position  of 
acting  rear  admiral,  and  was  given 
command  of  by  far  the  most  important 
American  naval  force  arloat.  This  was 
contrary  to  the  precedents  which  obtain 
and  there  was  nothing  in  Sampson's 
career  to  justify  it.  Here  we  have  the 
beginning  of  the  wrong. 

For  what  has  transpired  since,  Samp- 
son is  himself  largely  to  blame.  No  one 
could  read  his  flaming  dispatch  rela- 
tive to  the  destruction  of  Cervera's  fleet 
without  supposing  that  he.  Sampson, 
had  been  in  the  thick  of  the  fight  di- 
recting the  movements  of  the  American 
ships.  Schley,  the  ranking  oflScer  in 
action,  was  not  mentioned,  although  the 
detailed  reports  show  that  the  Brook- 
lyn, carrying  the  commodore's  pennant, 
received  more  of  the  enemy's  shot,  and 
contributed  more  to  the  destruction  of 
the  Spanish  fleet,  than  did  any  other 
American  vessel.  Schley  easily  might 
have  been  killed  by  a  Spanish  shot,  but 
upon  that  scort?.  Sampson  was  as  safe 
as  if  he  had  been  in  the  cradle  of  his 
babyhood.  Nor  did  Sampson  ever 
afterward  show  the  slightest  disposition 
to  do  ju!»tice  to  Schiey.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  original  wrong  was  followed 


up  by  subsequent  disparagement.  This 
disparagement  Is  still  continued,  and 
today  the  New  York  Sun  and  other 
mendacious,  vilifying  administration 
organs  are  misrepresenting  the  facta 
and  abusing  Schley  "without  rhyme  or 
I'eason." 

The  question  has  well  been  asked, 
what  would  history  eay  of  Grant  if  that 
great  commander  had  claimed  the 
battle  of  Five  Forks  as  a  brilliant  vl'"- 
tory  for  the  army  under  his  command, 
and  without  a  suggestion  of  the  pres- 
ence of  Sheridan  on  the  field?  For  such 
an  act  impartial  history  would  have  had 
no  words  but  those  of  condemnation. 
But  Grant  had  much  more  to  do  with 
the  victory  at  Five  Forks  than  SamiJ- 
son  had  to  do  with  the  actual  destruc- 
tion of  Cervera's  fleet.  Grant  was  gl\'- 
ing  general  direction  to  all  the  move- 
ments of  the  federal  army  around 
Petersburg,  but  he  never  forgot  to  give 
due  credit  to  his  subordinates. 

So  far  as  The  Herald  is  aware  no  one 
has  sought  to  blame  Sampson  for  hi? 
absence   when  vera  made  his   dash 

for  liberty.  But  the  fact  remains  that 
the  Spanish  fleet  was  destroyed  in 
Sampson's  absence,  and  the  ranking 
officer  in  action  is  the  one  who  should 
have  the  chief  credit.  If  Cervera  had 
succeeded  in  his  effort,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  Sampson  would  have  sought 
to  shift  responsibility  from  himself  by 
pleading  his  "unavoidable  ab.sence." 
Some  have  claimed  that  the  engage- 
ment was  simply  a  captains'  battle,  and 
that  neither  of  the  admirals  is  entitled 
to  any  especial  credit  on  account  of  it. 
But  even  that  view  does  not  help  Samp- 
son's case,  and  does  not  furnish  any 
reason  why  he  should  be  given  prece- 
dence over  Schley. 

TUB  J* A UM.   Q I  ES TIOX. 

Senator  Johnson  has  introduced  a  res- 
olution in  the  state  legislature  which  is 
in  the  form  of  a  memorial  to  congress, 
again  urging  that  the  Leech  Lake  res- 
ervations be  set  apart  for  national 
park  purposes.  It  asks  congress  to  witii- 
hold  the  lands  and  timber  of  the  re.ser- 
vations  from  sale  until  a  joint  congres- 
sional commission  can  investigate  the 
advisability  of  getting  aside  the  reser- 
vations, and  requests  the  aid  of  the 
Minnesota  delegation  in  securing  the 
appointment  of  a  commission. 

Several  years  ago  a  similar  resolution 
was  quietly  put  through  the  legislature, 
with  the  aid  of  a  Twin  City  lobby, 
headed  by  Thomas  S.  Shevlin.  of  Min- 
neapolis, and  the  EHiluth  meniljers  voted 
for  it,  apparently  not  realising  its  seri- 
ous effect  on  Duluth.  As  the  subject 
has  been  generally  discussed  during  the 
past  year  or  more,  and  the  sentiment  of 
Duluth  and  all  Northern  Minnesota  is 
strongly  opposed  to  the  national  park 
scheme.  The  Herald  expects  that  the 
Duluth  members  will  work  and  vote 
against  the  Johnson  resolution.  They 
can  kill  the  resolution  if  they  take 
united  action  and  enlist  the  support  of 
other  nvenibers  of  the  senate  and  house 
from  Northern  Minnesota.  The  park 
scheme  has  been  killed  off  as  far  as  the 
present  session  of  congress  is  concerned, 
and  this  attempt  to  revive  it  should  not 
be  permitted  to  succeed. 

In  this  connection,  attention  is  direct- 
ed to  an  article  on  pdge  10  of  this  issue 
of  The  Herald,  explaining  a  plan  for 
small  parks  scattered  throughout  the 
state.  The  keynote  of  this  scheme  ia 
"Minnesota  parks  for  Minnesota  peo- 
ple." and  the  plan  is  so  vastly  superior 
to  the  huge  national  park  scheme  that 
it  should  receive  very  general  support. 
If  Senator  John.son  is  anxious  to  secure 
parks  for  the  people  of  this  state,  let 
him  withdraw  his  resolution  favoring  a 
big  national  park  and  endorse  this 
plan.

The  plans  of  the  Manitoba  people 
who  are  working  diligently  to  .get  direct 
railroad  connections  with  Duluth  mean 
a  great  deal  to  this  section  if  ttiey  are 
carried  out.  and  they  seem  now  to  be 
nearly  at  a  stage  where  succoss  is  In 
sight.  The  deal  whereby  the  Manitoba 
government  has  secured  contracts  with 
the  Canadian  Northern  and  leased  the 
Manitoba  system  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
in  perpetuity  seems  to  be  just  what  the 
northern  neighbors  of  Duluth  have  been 
working  for  for  years,  and  If  it  all 
goes  througti  as  planned.  Duluth  cannot 
fail  to  benefit  from  it  very  materially. 

The  plans  as  announced  several  days 
ago  include  the  building  of  a  line  from 
Sprague,  a  point  on  the  rainy  river  road, 
to  Duluth.  Connection  with  Duluth  for 
a  winter  rail  rate  for  wheat  has  been 
the  dream  of  the  Manitoba  people  for 
years.  Premier  Greenway  nearly 
worked  it  out  once,  taut  the  Canadian 
Pacific,  against  whose  monopoly  the 
plan  Is  arranged,  beat  him  out,  and  the 
only  result  was  that  Premier  Green- 
way  discontinued  being  premier.  But 
efforts  were  not  abandoned,  and  the 
deal  recently  announced  is  the  result  of 
their  continuation. 

The  benefit  that  will  result  to  Dulutfi 
is  not  merely  that  another  line  of  rail- 
road will  reach  this  citw  and  that  the 
Manitoba  winter  wheat  will  come 
through  here.  All  the  people  up  there 
want  Is  a  relief  from  the  rates  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  during  the  winter. 
Its  line  is.  at  present,  the  only  outlet 
for  tBrpir  wheat.  By  bringing  it  to  Du- 
luth in  the  winter  they  can  get  an  out- 
let through  the  many  competing  roads 
that  enter  here,  and  enjoy  reasonable 
rates.  But  probably  that  business  alone 
will  not  amount  to  much  for  Duluth. 
especially  as  the  wheat  in  .summer  will 
continue  to  go  through  Fort  William 
and  the  lakes. 

But  any  road  coming  down  from  the 
north  to  Duluth  will  not  merely  bring 
closer  t)  this  city  the  thriving  cities  and 
settlements  of  Manitoba,  placing  Duluth 
in  a  better  position  to  supply  them  wltti 
goods  of  all  sorts.  It  will  mem  the 
opening  to  settlement  of  a  vast  area  of 
territory  that  Is  now  only  held  back 
because  it  Is  too  far  from  railroad  or 
other  communication  with  the  markets 
that  farmers  need  for  their  produce. 
Every  acre  of  the  country  tributary  to 
Duluth  that  is  opened  up  to  settlement 
and  improvement  means  another  stone 
in  the  firm  foundation  of  Duluth's  pros- 
perity, and  any  move  that  Vr-ill  tend  to 
further  development  ought  to  have  the 


heartiest  sympa.tby  a&d  support  of  the 
peoplte  of  this  city. 

Though  eveR"^-;  among  some  Duluth 
people  there  Is  a.tendfency  to  think  light 
of  the  talk  of  agriculture  in  connection 
with  this  countity,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  much  farther  north  than  this 
there  are  ample  farms  whose  fertile 
acres  are  yielding  abundantly  uninter- 
rupted by  the  drouths  of  more  southern 
latitudes.  There  are  hundreds  of  farms 
in  St.  Louis  county  already,  and  in  the 
northern  prairie  of  the  Dig  Fork  coun- 
try there  are  thousands  of  acres  waiting 
until  a  railroad  makes  It  possible  to 
settle  and  cultivate  them.  The  pro- 
posed road  must  reach  some  of  this  ter- 
ritory, and  as  surely  as  it  does,  settlers 
will  come  and  help  to  swell  the  patron- 
age of  Duluth  business  houses. 
'  So  there  is  every  reason  why  the  peo- 
ple of  this  city  should  applaud  the 
efforts  cf  their  Manitoban  neighbors, 
and  rejoice  if  their  plans  meet  success, 
as  they  now  seem  very  likely  to  do. 

Sometimes  an  American  traveling 
abroad  is  forcibly  reminded  that  tho 
United  States  is  the  great  supply  houoe 
for  the  world.  Not  many  months  f<go 
an  estimable  Duluth  lady  was  doing  thd 
continent  and  was  picking  up  souvenirs 
of  the  trip  here  ;vnJ  there.  While  i-n  Hol- 
land she  noticed  some  b«^autiful  playing 
cards,  the  backs  beautifully  en»belilshe^l 
with  pictures  of  the  ancient  wind  mills 
for  which  the  coi<ntry  is  famous,  and 
sha  forthwith  purchased  a  pack  and  j>ut 
them  away  with  her  other  curios.  On 
her  return  to  this  country  she  of  couvse 
showed  her  treasures  to  her  friends  and 
among  them  this  deck  of  cards.  They 
were  duly  admir'xl  when  one  of  the 
friends  noticed  on  the  bottom  of  the  box, 
the  mystic  words,  "made  in  America." 
Although  the  lady  paid  two  prices  for  the 
cards,  she  is  very  jiroud  of  them  and  of 
the  country   which  supplies  the   world. 

The  report  of  the  pension  department 
of  the  Peimsylvanla  railroad  is  very  sig- 
nificant. It  notes  that  in  the  past  year 
1292  employes  of  the  road  were  retired  en 
pensions  earned  by  faithful  service  with 
the  road.  This  action  of  the  great  Penn- 
sylvania railroad  corporation  which 
makes  its  employes  sure  that  after  giving 
the  best  of  their  live*;  in  its  service  they 
wiil  not  be  turned  off  in  their  old  age  to 
face  iKJverty  and  want,  is  one  of  the  most 
hopeful  signs  in  regard  to  the  better  re- 
lations of  employers  and  employed,  that 
has  appeared  in  the  records  of  tho  new 
"industrial  century." 

Some  young  njcii  in  Toronto  claim  to 
have  been  doing  nli^si43nary  work  with  a 
class  of  sinners  whu  could  not  be 
reached  In  any  athtr  way.  They  adver- 
tised to  send.  se'iircJy  sealed,  for  $1  a 
book  "prohibited  \i\  sohk-  countries"  that 
"every  sport  should  own"— the  advertise- 
ment conveying  the  impression  of  in- 
decent literature.  The  purchasers  are  said 
to  have  received  a  ISrceat  Bible.  Their 
missionary  work  was  not  appreciated  by 
the  postal  authorities  and  a  fraud  order 
was  Issued  against  them. 

The  Buffalo  Neiws  suggests  that  Gen. 
Miles  be  put  in  ch..rge  at  West  Point  to 
put  an  eiid  of  hRZing-  and  see  that  the 
law.s  are  faithfully  executed.  It  may  be 
a  good  idea.  As  the  News  says.  Gen. 
Mik'f;  is  free  from  tradition.  Is  not  bound 
up  In  any  way,  hs  a  go.xl  desciplinaVian 
and  would  run  the  •  institution  on  its 
merits  as  the  t>est  of  military  schoqls  In- 
sleau  of  cultivating  u  military  c.isle. 
which  has  b^cn  the  tendency  at'  West 
Point  for  some  time  past. 

According  to  the  Springfield  Republican, 
no  less  than  thirty  savings  banks  in 
Massachusetts,  paying  i  per  cent  in  1S35>. 
went  to  a  lower  rate  In  1900.  nearly  uU 
of  them  to  3Vs  per  cent.  The  mt  jorlty 
of  thean  are  still  on  the  4  per  cent  list, 
but  most  of  them  are  not  likely  to  remain 
there  long.  There  is  now  only  one  bank 
paying  over  4  per  cent;  no  longer  ago 
than  1^1'6  there  were  nineteen  banks  pay- 
ing more  than  4  pet   cent.

Washington.  Feb.  23.— Senator  Mor- 
gan, of  the  committee  on  foreign  rela- 
tions, has  made  a  minority  report  upon 
the  resolution  declaring  that  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  Hay-Pauncefote  treaty  ?.s 
not  a  eondltior  precedent  to  the  con- 
struction of  th3  Nicaragua  canal,  and 
that  the  United  States  should  proceed 
with  that  worii,  regardless  of  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Clayton-Bulwer  agree- 
ment. The  committee  made  an  advers;* 
report  upon  th«-  resolution  a  few  days 
ago,  and  Senator  Morgan  controverts 
the  wisdom  of  that  action.  Senator 
Morgan  intimates  that  the  adverse  re- 
port was  made  to  conform  to  the  view 
of  the  president  On  this  point  he  says: 
•'The  resolutions  have  my  hearty  ap- 
pioval.  and  I  ;annot  admit  tbat  the 
president  has  any  right  to  direct  con- 
gress as  to  ths  time  when  It  is  ex- 
pedient to  express  approval  of  his 
solemn  act  of  niaking  these  agreements 
vith  Nicaragua  and  Costa  Rica.  This 
claim  was  made  in  the  committee,  and 
his  views  as  to  :he  expediency  of  action 
were  stated  as  grounds  of  objection  to 
the  resolutions.  From  this  view  of  the 
duty  of  the  senate,  I  wholly  dissent." 

In  another  connection,  he  says  on  the 
same  point:  "tVe  are  bound  to  agree 
with  Costa  Rica  and  Nicaragua  as  to  the 
terms  on  which  canal  privileges  will  be 
extended  to  the  United  States,  'if  this 
subject  is  to  b;  settled  by  agreement. 
We  have  so  agreed,  and  the  question  is 
whether  it  is  a  spasm  of  apprehension, 
or  under  a  subordination  to  the  criti- 
cism that  British  opinion  may  Inftlct 
upon  us,  we  will  permit  that  govern- 
ment to  compel  the  president  to  aban- 
don these  agreements.  They  are  hon- 
orable, just,  la  vful  and  inconceivably 
valuable,  and  once  abandoned  wc  can- 
not expect  a  peaceful  resumption  of 
tfiem." 

Mr.  Morgan  ilso  takes  the  position 
that  the  president  has  already  outlined 
the  position  of  the  United  States  toward 
the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  by  negotiat- 
ing the  protoco;s  with  Costa  Rica  and 
Nicaragua.  "l\  Is  quite  as  clear,"  he 
says,  "that  the-  president.  In  making 
these  agreements  In  the  name  of  th:; 
United  States,  defiantly  disregarded  any 
claim  of  right  that  Great  Britain  could 
assert  to  the  effiKJt  that  her  consent  was 
necessary  to  su.:h  action  on  his  part  as 
president.  And,  equally,  he  asserted  the 
righ-t  of  congress,  to  disregard  any  claims 
of  Great  Britain  to  prevent  the  acqui- 
sition of  such  -Ights  from  Costa  Rica 
and  Nicaragua,  and  to  appropriate 
money  for  that  distinct  purpose.  Be- 
yond question  he  has  bound  himself  as 
president  and  iS  a  plenipotentiary  to 
those  agreement's,  and  if  they  violate  the 
riglSits  of  Great  Britain  or  give  her  just 
off' nse.  congress  ts  also  bound  either  to 
undo  the  wrong  and  atone  ^  it  andj-e- 
pudlate  and  Impeach  what  me  president 
has  done,  or  sustain  his  action."

Minnesota  Parks  for 

Minnesota  People 

An  Extension  of  a  Plan  Already  Inaugurated  By  the  People  of  the 

State  Urged  By  the  Professors  of  University 

of  Minnesota* 


A  SERIES  OF  STATE  PARKS  PROPOSED 


Some  time  ago,  when  combating  the 
absurd  and  mischiev:>U3  proposition  of 
estab'.ishingr  a  huge  national  park  that 
would  include  all  the  Leech  Lake  reser- 
vation and  adjoinins  land,  embracing  a 
total  area  of  about  800.000  acres,  thus 
forever  locking  up  from  settlement  and 
development  a  largo  territory  that  is 
naturally  tributary  to  Duluth.  The 
Herald  referred  to  the  plan  proposed  by 
Prjfessors  William  W.  Foluell  and 
Chri.ctopher  W.  Hall  of  the  university  of 
Mlnnes^ota  for  a  series  of  state  parks 
that  would  be  accessible  to  the  people  of 
all  sections  of  the  state— in  short.  Min- 
nesota parks  fnr  Minnesota  pe  >ple.  The 
scheme  of  a  large  national  park  and 
game  preserve  advocated  by  Col.  Cooper, 
of  Chicago,  and  by  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis people  seeking  to  injure  Duluth, 
having  been  headed  off  as  far  as  the 
present  session  of  congress  at  least  is 
concerned,  it  is  a  fitting  time  to  again 
direct  attention  to  the  splendid  idea 
presented  by  Messrs.  Folwell  and  Hall. 
The  time  is  _^ especially  opportune,  be- 
cause the  state  legislature  Is  now  In 
session,  and  there  is  a  chance  t3  obtain 
any  needed  legislation.  With  a  view  of 
aroUFlng  public  interest  in  the  ques- 
tion. The  Herald  present.=<  the  sUte- 
ment  of  t^.c  plan  prepared  by  the  two 
pr.  fes.sors.  arcompaniod  by  a  map  show- 
ing the  location  of  the  proposed  small 
parks.     The  article  fillows: 

HISTORY  OF  THE  MOVEMENT. 

In  1891  what  appeared  to  be  a  deter- 
mined effort  to  secure  a  national  park 
In  Northern  Minnesota  was  developed. 
When  clearly  defined  it  proposed  a  park 
extending  east  and  west  from  Hunter's 
island  to  Polk  county,  and  from  Leech 
lake  to  the  international  boundary, 
comprising  11,000  square  miles,  with  a 
fore.«t  reserve  along  the  shore  of  Lake 
Superior  extending  northward  to  tine 
Iron  ranges,  consi.^ting  of  2.500,000  acres, 
or.  In  round  numbers.  4000  .square  miles. 
These  two  tracts,  together,  formed  a 
reserve  of  15,000  square  miles,  which  it 
was  proposed  to  dedicate  to  forest  and 
park  purpo.se9. 

In  1S99  another  proposition  was  ad- 
vanced, which  outlined  in  the  central 
part  of  the  state  an  area  of  6372  square 
miles,  or  4,000,000  acres.  This  proposi- 
tion was  advanced  and  supported  as  the 
Cooper  plan,  since  Col.  J.  S.  Cooper,  of 
Chicago,  was  its  staunch  supporter,  if 
not  originator.  T6ie  plan  proposed  the 
reservation  of  the  headwaters  of  the 
Misj-issippi  and  of  the  Red  River  of  the 
North,  between  St.  Louis  county  and 
Norman  county,  and  extending  from 
Wadena  northward  to  township  149.  This 
area  is  larger  than  several  of  the  Eastern 
states  of  the  Union,  and  has  an  annual  i 
crop  capacity  of  75,000,000  to  90,(X)0,000 
bushels  of  grain.  Such  a  sugge.«tir,n 
could  not  be  entertainetl  for  a  moment 
by  Minnesotans.  Accordingly,  in  place 
of  this  enormous  acreage  came  the  pro- 
position from  T.  H.  Shevlin.  of  Minne- 
apolis, to  reserve  a  group  of  three  In- 
dian reservations.  Leech  Lake,  CTiinpe- 
wa  and  Winnibigoshish,  amounting  to 
800.000  acres. 

ITS  THREEFOLD  OBJECT. 

The  movement  now  agitating  the 
people  of  Minnesota  is  for  the  establK-^h- 
nient  of  this  last  named  area  into  a  for- 
est reserve,  sanatorium  and  national 
park.  The  proposition  embodies  three 
measures:  First,  to  reserve  a  consider- 
able tract  of  pine  forest  for  the  purpose 
of  saving  from  proposed  immediate  de- 
struction a  large  tract  of  pine  trees, 
that  lumber  may  thereby  gradually  be 
marketed  and  made  to  furni.=ti.  through 
a  series  of  years,  a  part  of  the  supply 
needed  for  the  development  of  Minne- 
sota communities;  second,  to  create 
within  the  state  a  resort  for  invalids, 
that  persons  afflicted  with  sundry  dis- 
eases, and  particularly  those  of  pul- 
monary character,  can  find  a  retreat 
in  which  strength  may  be  renewed  and 
health  restored;  third,  to  mark  out  a 
beautiful  spot  for  recreation  and  plea- 
sure, with  which  may  be  associated  no 
hunting  and  little  fishing,  to  which 
tourists  may  make  pilgrimages  for  the 
manifold  objects  of  summer  or  winter 
travel. 

CONSERVATION  OF  TIMBER. 

On  the  government  conservation  of 
timber  much  might  be  said.  On  the 
duty  of  conserving  there  can  be  no  two 
sound  opinion.s.  Conservation  is  gotid 
business  sagacity  ptit  into  practice. 
What  shall  be  done  with  the  timber 
after  conservation  is  a  subject  on  which 
there  may  be  an  honest  difference  of 
opinion.  It  is  clear  to  many  citizens 
that  the  Ignited  States  cannot  now  go 
Into  the  forestry  business — that  is.  the 
business  of  raising  and  marketing  trets. 
National  problems  of  a  far-reaching 
character  are  coming  into  view,  and  the 
government  has  other  lines  of  expendi- 
ture than  the  establishment  of  a  seriog 
of  national  parks  throughout  the  public 
domain.  Many  citizens,  too,  foresee  the 
time  when  the  increasing  expense  of 
administration,  army  and  navy,  cannot 
In  so  large  proportion  as  now  be  paid 
by  the  as.=essment  of  custom  duties  o»» 
the  products  of  foreign  manufactures. 

A  policy  of  paternalism  toward  citi- 
zens known  to  be  eminent  for  business 
ability  is  an  assumption  that  they  are 
unreliable  or  incompetent  to  prosecute 
business  where  forests  are  concerned. 

Government  conservatism  should  not 
be  extended  to  areas  not  now  under 
government  control,  and  control  should 
be  released  as  fast  as  circumstances 
admit. 

THE  STl'DY  OF  FORESTRY. 

Forestry  is  a  branch  of  agriculture. 
As  such  It  should  be  prosecuted  by  the 
department  of  agriculture  and  by  the 
several  states.  This  if*  what  would  be 
done  in  Minnesota  were  her  agricultural 
energies  roundly  developed.  The  sub- 
station of  the  college  of  agriculture  at 
Grand  Rapids  Is  located  in  the  midst  of 
the  pine  region  of  the  state,  and  there 
was  a  definite  purpose  in  its  location;  no 
institution  can  be  better  situated  or 
more  economically  developed  as  a  for- 
estry station  than  this.  Already  work 
Is  laid  out  for  studying  the  economics 
of  trees  and  th^a.grlcultural  possibilities 
of  denuded  pine  lands.  Let  Minnesota 
push  her  way  iff  forestry  and  there  Is 
no  need  of  the  Invasion  of  the  state  by 
tfie  department  of  forestry  at  Washing- 
ton. Whatever  of  investigation  the 
forest  condltlonB  In  this  state  afford  can 
h'»  pu.«ih»-d  by  the  state  agricultural  col- 
lege on  a  mu'h  moro  money-savingr 
■cale  than  from  WaiihinKton. 

•cI«-n/'»   In   u**dlcine   polnta    towards 


success  in  the  future  treatment  of  pul- 
m.onary  complaints.  That  treatment 
will  be  in  the  home  or  the  local  sanator- 
ium. The  isolation  of  patients  is  a  func- 
tion of  police  control  locally  adminis- 
tered and  not  a  government  duty.  Cer- 
tainly Minnesota  should  not  be  behind 
Dt-nvcr,  Los  Angeles  and  other  muni- 
cipalities now  agitating  sanitary  prob- 
lems and  protesting  against  invasion  by 
ciouds  nf  invalids. 

A  GOVERNMENT  PARK. 
"^When  there  is  some  unsurpassed  nat- 
ural feature,  as  in  the  Yellowstone  na- 
tional park  or  Yosemite.  the  govern- 
ment ought  to  interpos-'  agamst  vandal- 
ism. This  interposition  may  be  to  pre- 
serve not  only  physical  features,  but 
such  living  creatures  as  the  sequoias, 
the  last  and  waning  genus  of  a  magnifi- 
cent group  of  trees  of  cretaceous  time,  or 
the  buffalo,  the  caribou  or  other  animal 
of  economic  or  scientific  interest.  But 
unless  some  large  public  interest  be  in- 
volved, some  question  of  national  con-«. 
cern  more  far-reaching  than  the  sav- 
ing of  a  few  square  miles  of  white  and 
Norway  pine,  should  not  the  na- 
tional government  reserve  its  energies 
and  resources  for  the  constantly  in- 
creasing national  interests? 

The  American  view  of  a  park  is  a 
public  ground  laid  out  and  preserved 
for  the  purpose  of  pleasure  and  recrea- 
tion. Great  area  may  be  comprised 
within  it.  or  it  may  be  small  containing 
in  either  case  perhaps  some  conspic- 
uous natural  feature  or  phenomenon. 
The  St.  Croix  Dallas  park  is  a  good  il- 
lustration. The  site  of  grand  old  Fort 
Ridgely  is  another.  And  there  is  many 
a  beauty  spot  within  the  state,  which 
if  allowed  to  remain  In  the  state  of  na- 
ture while  the  rest  of  the  common- 
wealth is  steadily  molded  into  new  and 
artificial  conditions,  will  prove  a  grow- 


district.  AV'here  the  surface  is  steep 
Hoods  are  inevitable  everywhere.  If 
the  slopes  of  the  surface  be  gentle,  as 
is  the  case  throughout  Minnesota, 
floods  can  have  no  especial  de.structive 
effects  unless  man  build  in  the  path 
of  the  stream. 

Parks  will  not  preserve  lakes.  Lakes 
will  dry  up  anyway.  They  are  drying 
up  the  world  over.  That  is,  they  are 
being  filled  up  through  the  bringing  in 
of  silt  by  contributary  streams,  and  es- 
pecially by  the  rapid  growth  of  aquatic 
vegetation,  and  are  being  converted  in- 
to profitable  hay  meadows.  Most  of 
the  lakes  of  Minnesota  will  soon  be 
gone,  just  as  they  are  now  gone  from 
Iowa  and  Illinois — no  etxent  of  parks 
can  save  them.  A  lake  is  a  phenom- 
enon of  a  day  in  geologic  history — 
when  it  is  gone  the  meandering  river 
takes  its  place.  A  hay  meadow  be- 
comes a  far  more  valuable  area  than 
the  lake,  its  predecessor.  No  doubt,  the 
greatest  economic  improvement  that 
could  be  made  on  the  American  contin- 
ent would  be  the  drainage  of  the  great 
lakes,  leaving  only  a  continuous  navi- 
gable river,  and  the  conversion  of  their 
area  into  productive  farms. 

A  park  will  not  equalize  the  flow  of 
the  Mississippi  river  to  any  appreciable 
extent.  A  simple  calculation  will  show 
the  absurdity  of  the  claim.  Large  as 
the  area  looks,  800,000  acres,  are  only 
one-thirteenth  of  the  Mississippi  drain- 
age area  above  Fort  Snelling,  and  only 
cne-thirty-sixth  of  the  Mississippi 
drainage  area  of  the  state.  This 
equalizing  Would  consist  in  one-thir- 
teenth or  one-thirty-sixth  of  the  differ- 
ence. This  equalizing  would  run  off  if 
the  800,000  acres  under  discussion  were 
partly  or  wholly  denuded  of  trees,  and 
no  one  knows  whether  the  drainage 
from  this  area  thus  denuded  would  be 
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PROPOSED  STATE  PARKS. 


Ing  delight  to  every  citizen.  And  every 
citizen  will  want  to  feel  as  he  visits  it 
that  it  is  a  beauty  spot  of  the  common- 
wealth and  not  a  tract  of  foreign 
ground  upon  which  he  walks. 

WHAT    PARKS    WILL    DO. 

By  the  newspaper  statements  of  the 
past  season  one  is  urged  to  think  that 
the  very  existence  of  the  commonw- 
wealth  depends  on  a  national  park  at 
its  center.  Let  us  consider  seriously 
what  parks  will  do  and  what  they  will 
not  do. 

First,  what  parks  will  do.  Parks  pro- 
mote health  and  invigorate  the  weak. 
On  visiting  a  park  the  invalid  draws  a 
long  breath,  feels  better  and  soon  is 
better  and  stronger,  people  in  health 
forget  their  cares  and  children  gambol 
as  only  children  can.  It  mattei-s  little 
where  the  park  may  be  or  what  its  pe- 
culiar scenic  features.  Clover  blos- 
soms and  golden-rod  as  well  as  pines 
and  cedars  are  stimulating  and  health- 
ful. The  waters  of  parks  are  health- 
giving  because  untainted  with  the  de- 
caying organic  matter  so  continuously 
associated  with  the  water  supply  of 
settled  communities.  Parks  cultivate 
a  love  for  nature.  They  may  conserve 
unexcelled  natural  secnery  as  the  far- 
famed  Yosemite.  and  at  the  headw-aters 
of  the  Yellowstone.  They  preserve  for 
the  people  beautiful  stretches  of  forest 
and  glade  and  thus  enable  them  to 
catch  glimpses  of  primeval  conditions. 
They  may  have  some  effect  in  control- 
ling the  drainage  of  area,  thus  reduc- 
ing to  some  little  extent  the  effects  of 
floods,  but  this  factor  for  a  nearly  l«vcl 
region  like  Minnesota  is  problematic. 
WHAT    PARKS    WILL    DO. 

So  far  as  has  been  determined  by  hu- 
man experience,  parks  have  but  slight 
effect  upon  contagious  diseases.  While 
they  arrest  disease  through  change  of 
scene,  they  seldom  effect  cures.  The 
Indians  inhabiting  Northern  Minnesota 
and  other  portions  of  the  North  Amer- 
ican continent  are  peculiarly  subject  to 
consumption.  The  forests  in  which 
they  live  do  not  cure  the  disease.  If 
they  did,  this  disorder,  which  has,  since 
the  colonial  days  been  so  destructive 
to  the  race,  would  long  since  have  been 
stamped  out. 

Parks  do  not  modify  rainfall  to  any 
extent.  This  physical  phenomenon  is 
due  to  causes  of  far  broader  extent; 
these  causes  are  continentaJ.  Tiie  at- 
mosphere loaded  with  moisture^arrles 
its  load  to  discharge  it  where  tempera- 
tures and  asosciated  conditions  con- 
sire  to  induce  precipitation. 

Parks,  again,  do  not,  to  a  marked  ex- 
tent, control  floods.  A  flood  is  deter- 
mined by  the  rainfall  and  slope  of  a 


greater  or  less  than  the  present  drain- 
age. Hence  the  equalizing  of  the  flow 
of  the  river  is  purely  a  matter  of  con- 
jecture. 

The  Minnesota  river  drains  an  area 
nearly  destitute  of  trees  and  of  nearly 
equal  extent.  Is  there  less  rainfall  to 
the  forest-covered  basin  of  the  Upper 
Mississippi,  more  drouth  or  greater 
floods  in  the  Minnesota  river  basin 
than  in  that  of  the  Mississippi  above 
Fort  Snelling?  The  Minnesota  river 
pours  out  a  vast  volume  of  water  at 
times;  so,  too,  did  the  Mississippi 
change  the  climatic  conditions  of  Min- 
neapolis which  were  threatened  with 
destruction. 

Parks  will  not  to  any  material-  ex- 
tent change  the  climatic  conditions  of 
Minnesota.  Considering  what  we  have 
already  stated  touching  rainfall  and 
floods,  who  can  seriously  think  such 
a  change  will  follow.  Professor  Davis,  <  f 
Harvard,  tersely  says:  "In  mountain- 
ous regions  the  presence  of  forests  is  im 
portant  In  restraining  floods  and  hold- 
ing soil  on  the  slopes,  but  in  our  semi- 
arid  Western  plains  it  is  doubtful  if 
even  this  indirect  climatic  condition 
will  be  affected  by  any  possible  tree 
planting,  much  less  will  the  amount  of 
rainfall  be  changed."  Such  is  the  con- 
clusion of  an  eminent  authority  touch- 
ing the  drier  country  west  of  Minne- 
sota; so  what  hope  have  we  fairly- 
watered  Minnesota  for  a  climatic 
revolution?  Statistics  show  only  the 
slightest  change  in  tempearture  and 
rainfall  between  the  twenty-flve-year 
period,  1825  to  1849,  and  the  twenty-five 
years  last  past.  There  is  in  that  fact 
only  faint  hope  for  climatic  change  be- 
tween now^  and  1925  or  thereafter. 
A  STATE  PARK. 

Having  seen  what  parks  will  do  and 
will  not  do,  we  suggest  that  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  park  system  is  a  func- 
tion more  appropriate  to  the  state  than 
to  the  national  government.  It  is  the 
state  that  receives  the  benefit.  Let  the 
state  meet  the  expense  and  undertake 
the  care  of  the  parks.  Closer  guar- 
dianship can  be  secured,  in  that  every 
citizen  is  concerned  In  honest  and  rigid 
oversight,  not  for  exclusion,  but  for 
constant  use.  As  a  general  proposition

It  was  nicely  said:.i«  the  Minneapolis 
Journal:  "ParJfe  are  sacred  institu- 
tions; sacred  to  the"s:reater  needs  of 
those  who  are  least  favored  with  world- 
ly advantages.  There  are  citizens  of 
>;.^  state  who  can  afford  to  go  to  the 
matrhless  geyser  basins,  climb  tower- 
ing Mount  Hood  or  travers-e  the  ose- 
mite  and  Grand  Canyon.  Let  them  go 
and  bring  back  to  us  the  aroma  of  na- 
ture and  tell  the  story  of  matchless  ex- 
periences. But  thousands  of  us  must 
remain  at  home  or  seek  outings  near- 
by, such  as  will  give  the  recreation  and 
repose  we  need.  Summer  visitors  v/ill 
never  frequent  Minnesota  as  they  do 
the  Yellowstone  park;  we  fail  in  gran- 
deur; our  scenic  effects  are  weaker;  our 
mosquito-breeding  swamps  and  lakes 
are  more  exten.<^ive." 

PARKS    MUST    BE    ACCESSIBLE. 

If  it  be  granted  that  parks  are  for  the 
people,  it  must  also  be  granted  that 
they  must  be  near  the  people.  Accessi- 
bility is  always  e.-=sential  in  locating  a 
park;  every  city  places  its  parks,  or 
ought  to,  where  the  jieople  can  use 
them;  so  should  every  r-tate.  It  is  tru3 
that  every  state  does  not  possess  places 
where  the  remarkable  natural  features 
exist;  where  such  features  do  exist, 
parks  must  surround  them,  as  in  the 
case  with  the  Yellowstone  park,  which 
conserves  the  only  great  geyser  basin 
of  the  continent.  Parks  used  as  plares 
for  the  recreation  and  comfort  of 
mankind,  or  as  object  lessons  in  forest- 
ry and  prairie  con.«?ervation,  must  be 
where  the  people  can  go  at  least  ex- 
pense of  time  and  money. 

We  urge  the  extension  of  a  plan  al- 
ready inaugurated  by  the  people  of  rhe 
state.  The  Itasca  park  is  a  fair  be- 
ginning; the  St.  Croix  dalles  park,  a 
charming  bit  of  nature,  is  still  better; 
the  Montevideo  memorial  ground 
should  be  extended  and  other  spots  of 
beauty  and  easy  access  should  be  se- 
cured. 

Whatever  may  be  said  concerning  the 
political  boundaries  of  Minnesota,  her 
natural  boundaries  are  not  artificial; 
they  have  become  fixed  through  a  com- 
plicated series  of  causes  and  events. 
Her  plant  population  came  from  di- 
verse directions  and  from  different 
types  of  soil  and  climatic  conditions. 
We  are  only  a  few  thousand  years  dis- 
tant from  the  glacial  period.  At  that 
time  a  great  'invasion  of  northern 
plants  occurred.  Since  their  advent 
they  have  been  struggling  with  those  of 
warmer  climes  for  the  right  to  food 
and  sunshine.  The  result  of  this  long 
struggle  has  been  production  of  a  flora 
which  will  more  and  more  command 
the  interest  of  students  of  nature. 
These  plant  inhabitants  of  the  state 
should  command  our  intoi-est  whether 
they  live  in  the  forest  or  on  the  prairie. 
Prairie  regions,  therefore,  should  be 
conserved  for  the  citizen  students  of  the 
commonwealth  as  well  as  forest  tracts. 
A  field  for  investigation  as  well  as  for 
recreation  should  be' afforded. 

For  Minnesota  It  is  not  forestry  alone 
that  should  be  suliserved.  Prairies  are 
interesting  and  the  original  prairie 
flora  will  soon  disappear.  Miles  of 
pasque  flowers,  sunflowers  and  golden 
rod,  each  in  its  season  will  be  knowr 
only  in  tradition.  This  state  is  unique 
in  its  situation.  Containing  as  it  does 
the  headwaters  of  the  Hudson  bay,  St. 
Lawrence  and  Gulf  of  Mexico  drainage'" 
areas,  plant  life  has  peculiar  geographic 
relations.  This  life  can  be  conserv,id 
for  investigation  I'V  a  judicious  utiliz- 
ation of  land  area.s  di.<tributed  through- 
ot  the  state.  No  single  area  can  pre- 
sent both  a  forest  and  a  prairie  flora, 
nor  preserve  a  forest  and  a  prairie 
fauna. 

A  PARK, PLAN. 

As  a  nrore  deflnite  statement  of  what 
is  suggested  in  the  preceding  n  para- 
graphs the  following  areas  are  proposed 
as  elements  of  a  park  plan  for  Minne- 
sota: 

First — The  shores  of  Red  lake  around 
the  entire  .south  lobe  and  partly  around 
the  northern  lobe  of  the  lake.  A  shore 
line  may  be  secured  by  setting  aside 
seventy-two   sections. 

Second — The  headwaters  of  the  Red 
River  ot  the  North  and  its  tributary. 
Wild  Rice  river,  with  parkways  from 
Elbow  lake  to  Lake  Itasca  and  along 
the  course  of  the  Wild  Rice  to  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  in  township  146,  range  35, 
140  sections. 

Third— From  Lake  Itasca  along  the 
Mi-ssissippi  river  around  the  several 
lakes  along  its  course,  and  a  system  of 
parkways  one-fourth  to  one-half  mile 
wide,  connecting  the  various  subdivi- 
sions of  the  system,  extending  to  the 
vicinity  of  Grand  Rapids,  including 
about   500   section.". 

Fourth— The  headwaters  of  the  Big 
Fork  river,  including  as  its  central 
feature  Bow  String  lake,  with  a  park- 
way to  Lake  Winnibigoshish  and 
through  Deer  lake  and  Bass  lake  to 
Grand  Rapids,  including  not  less  than 
seventy-two  sections. 

Fifth — An  area  enclosing  the  head- 
waters of  the  St.  Louis  river  and  thus 
conserving  the  headwaters  of  the  greit 
St.  Lawrence  river  system,  in  township 
59.  ranges  11  and  12,  reserving  twenty- 
five  .sections. 

Sixth— A  park  to  enclose  the  highest 
water  of  the  state.  Lakes  Abija,  Win- 
chell  and  Brule,  and  the  highest  land  in 
the  state,  the  Misqu.ih  hills  and  their 
surroundings  of  rock,  lake  and  stream, 
in  the  central  portion  of  Cook  «)unty, 
100  .sections. 

Seventh— The  walls  of  the  picturesque 
dalles  of  the  St.  Louis  from  the  city 
limits  of  Duluth  to  Thomson,  except- 
ing all  water  rights  pertaining  to  the 
stream,  five  sections.  (A  still  larger 
area  within  the  Fond  du  Lac  Indian 
reservation  might  be  preferred  North- 
eastern Minnesota). 

Eighth— The  shore  of  Lake  Mllle  Lacs 
within  the  area,  of  the  present  Indian 
reservation,  and  the  banks  of  the  Rum 
river  to  Lake  Onamia,  thirty-six  sec- 
tions. 

Ninth— Great  Brainerd  parkway  from 
Lake  Mille  Lacs  past  Brainerd  and 
along  the  lakes  and  streams  to  Leech 
lake,  thus  connecting  by  a  magnifi- 
cent thoroughfare  the  great  central 
parks  of  the  state.  Lake  Mille  Lacs  to 
Red  lake,  ten  sections. 

Tenth— The  Fort  Ripley  military  res- 
ervation, two  sections. 

Eleventh— A  Pelican  Valley  park  be- 
tween Pelican  Rapids  and  Detroit, 
thereby  conserving  a  magnificent 
stretch  of  land  and  water  through  the 
world-famous  Lake  Park  region,  ten 
sections. 

Twelfth— The  Interstate  park  at  Tay- 
lor's Falls,  already  established,  two 
sections. 

Thirteenth— The  memorial  ground  at 
Montevideo,  two  sections. 

Fourteenth— The  Fort  Ridgely  milN 
tary  reservation,  one  section. 

Fifteenth— A  portion  of  the  Coeau  des 
Prairies  In  Pipestone  and  Murray  coun- 
ties, which  contains  the  headwaters  of 
the  Redwood  river,  the  Des  Moines 
river  and  the  Rock  river,  the  latter  be- 
longing to  the  Missouri  river  system, 
twenty  sections. 

Sixteenth— The  Pipestone  Indian 
reservation,  one  section. 

Along  the  Mississippi  river  are  points 
of  commending  interest  in  history  and 
tradition;  two  of  especial  traditional 
and  scenic  Interest  are: 

Seventeen— Bam  Bluff  at  Red  Wing, 
one-half  section. 

Eighteen— Sugar  Loaf  mountain  at 
Winona,  one  and  a  half  sections. 

It  will  be  seen  by  consulting  the  may 
that  the  foregoing  areas  represent  near- 
ly every  variety  of  surface  conditions 
which  the  state  can  present.  The  stu- 
dent of  forestry  or  the  student  of 
botany  in  a  broader  sense  can  investi- 
gate his  branch  of  biologic  science  In 
lakes  and  marshes,  sloughs  and  rivers; 


on  the  highest  rock  barrens,  the  highest 
prairie,  and  the  most  precipitous  river 
gorges  as  well  as  in  the  central  forest 
areas.  Certainly  no  wider  rangpe  for 
profit  and  pleasure  could  be  expected 
by  any  enthusiastic  park  advocate. 
INTERNATIONAL    BOUNDARY 

PARK. 
In  addition  to  the  spots  just  enujner- 
ated  may  be  mentioned  the  great  in- 
teinational  boundary  district,  wljich 
affords  magnificent  scenic  features  of 
great  variety.  Should  Canada  persist 
m  her  Alskan  claims  it  might  not  be 
amiss  for  the  government  to  ask  a  re- 
opening of  the  Minnesota-Ontario 
boundary  question.  Should  such  reopen- 
ing ever  be  granted.  Hunter's  island 
and  the  stretch  of  land  to  the  wesfvard 
as  far  as  the  head  of  Rainy  lake  could 
be  claimed,  perhaps,  as  a  vast  park, 
containing   thousands  of  acres. 

The  area  of  the  foregoing  eighteen 
proposed  parks  and  parkwci;^  amounts 
to  1000  sections,  or  640.000  acres— less  by 
160,000  acres  than  the  present  proposed 
national  park  of  Leech  lake  and  vicinity. 
The  areas  are  so  distributed  that  everv 
portion  of  the  state  can  enjoy  the  park. 
No  single  railroad  could  control  trans- 
portation, and  it  is  presumed  no  single 
hotel  company  could  control  the  hostel- 
ries.  We  repeat  that  acce.isibllity  is  a 
matter  of  prime  importance;  parks 
must  be  near  the  people.  Families  of 
wealth  or  of  generous  Incomes  can  go 
anywhere  and  enjoy  the  Yosemite,  the 
Yellowstone  or  the  ocean  beach.  People 
of  moderate  means  cannot.  Under  the 
system  proposed  from  $3  to  $5  in  rail- 
road fare  would  take  a  perscj  from  any 
point  in  the  state  of  MmlTSsota  to  a 
state  park  and  return  without  night 
rides  and  sleeping  cars. 

Minnesota's  surface  is  vastly  differ- 
ent from  that  of  New  England  or  other 
Eastern  states.  There,  the  land  along 
the  streams  is  alluvial  alfd  fertile;  in 
short,  the  best  farms  are  beside  the 
rivers.  Here  equally  good  land  Is  upon 
the  highlands,  and  farms  are  fre- 
quently selected  for  their  arable  qual- 
ities upon  tracts  that  are  not  desirable 
for  park  purposes.  The  vicinity  of 
Minnehaha  creek  and  its  parkway  may 
be  cited. 

Imagine  within  the  main  area  here 
proposed,  thrifty  farming  communities 
sirted  by  parkways  and  preserved 
waters.  Through  this  region  one  might 
go  continually  within  the  park  from 
Grand  Rapids  past  the  lakes  by  several 
routes  to  Lake  Itasca  and  beyond  into 
the  sources  of  a  different  rvier  system, 
literally  hundreds  of  miles,  more  than 
twice  as  far  as  any  stretch  possible  in 
the  proposed  national  park.  The  climb 
from  Duluth  to  Thomson  would  allure 
and  tax  the  strongest  gymnast.  The 
highest  land  and  water  in  the  state  are 
well  worth  a  visit;  the  blueberries  of 
the  region  are  past  compare. 

PARKS  ARE  USEFUL. 
The  park  system  proposed  would  be 
the  glory  of  our  state,  representing  the 
stateliest  growth  of  the  vegetable  king- 
dom and  preserving  for  native  wild  ani- 
mals small  and  great,  a  secure  home. 
They  would  cultivate  the  taste  of  the 
people  and  enlarge  their  conceptions  of 
nature. 

But  is  the  scheme  practical?  We 
claim  it  is,  but  there  are  two  questions, 
the  Indian  question  and  the  money 
question,   to   be   briefly  considered. 

Any  movement  which  will  drive  the 
Indians  from  their  lands  must  be  de- 
plored. The  land  is  theirs;  the  right  to 
live  and  pursue  happiness  is  theirs. 
Should  a  park  be  determined  on  in  the 
mosquito-breeding  region  of  Central 
Minnesota,  no  more  unlqV  feature 
could  be  preserved  than  the  communi- 
ties of  Inians  living  in  their  native 
state  so  long  as  they  may  persist. 
Their  villages  could  be  visited,  their 
handiwork  secured,  their  aid  as  guides 
be  purchased.  They  are  the  most  inter- 
esting original  inhabitants  of  the  state. 
E:very  effort  should  be  made  to  protect 
and  encourage  them.  As  fast  as  they 
adopt  the  allotment  system  and  become 
citizens  of  Minnesota,  lands  not  se- 
lected by  them  may  be  acceted  from 
the  government  by  the  state  for  park 
purposes  as  lands  were  in  the  present 
Itasca  park.  Allowing  wild  Indians  tc 
range  over  large  tracts  in  inhaibted 
sections  is  past.  .  The  interests  of 
civiliaztion  must  prevail  over  senti- 
ment. 

THE  COST  OF  THE  PARKS. 
Let  no  one  be  startled  at  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  foregoing  plan.  The  state 
may  be  100  years  in  developing  it.  The 
tract  at  the  headwaters  of  the  Des 
Moines  river  is  the  most  costly  of  all 
the  tracts  it  is  possible  for  the  state  at 
present  to  get  under  her  control.  The 
highest  rock  barrens  of  Cook  county 
are  almost  worthless  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  to  save  the  stately  caribou. 
Would  not  the  public  spirit  of  Duluth 
secure  the  beautiful  St.  Louis  dalles; 
that  of  Red  Wing  and  Winona,  the  two 
most  striking  landmarks  of  the  Upper 
Mississippi  valley,  provided  the  state 
would  care  for  them?  The  reservation 
lands  of  the  central  portions  of  the 
state  might  be  turned  over  by  the  gov- 
ernment for  park  purposes  as  has  been 
done  in  other  instances. 

A  SUMMARY. 
It  Is  sound  business  policy  for  the 
government  to  conserve  its  timber.  Let 
it  be  done  Let  Minnesota  enter  upon  a 
careful  and  systematic  survey  of  her 
forest  and  pi^irie  conditions,  that  the 
choicest  may  be  saved  and  all  developed 
to  the  highest  advantage  of  the  com- 
monwealth. 

A  sanitarium  in  this  northern  lati- 
tude, closed  for  eight  months  of  the 
year  becau.se  the  air  is' too  harsh  for  in- 
valids and  for  the  other  four  months 
because  so  effectually  marsh-en\'ironed 
is  hardly  a  practical  establishment  to 
maintain.  And  a  sanitarium  for  other 
states  ought  not  seriously  to  be  thought 

Parks  to  be  useful  must  be  near  the 
people  When  a  large  central  area  200 
miles  from  the  people  i.s  selected  simply 
as  a  park  without  natural  grandeur  it 
cannot  subserve  the  public  good. 

Hence  let  us  have  not  a  park,  but 
parks-  let  the  state  continue  the  policy 
already  entered  upon  and  carry  it  out 
in  her'  own  way  and  for  her  own  ad- 
vancement. It  can  cost  l^ut  little  for 
many  years  to  come.  For  $2.o0.000  Min- 
nesota can  secure  more  than  has  New 
York  by  an  expenditure  within  three 
years  of  $1,800,000.  Citizens  will  come 
forward  and  aid  the  state  i"  her  efforts. 
Science  and  agriculture  will  be  ad- 
vanced in  a  most  gratifying  way 

The  Dlan  proposed  seems  to  the  au- 
thors a  practical  one.  If  the  state  enters 
upon  it,  great  comfort  and  good  can  ac- 
crue to  her  present  citizens,  but  much 
must  be  held  in  trust  for  the  next  gen- 
eration. Even  if  the  state  "o^'^f^^^""^ 
to  consider  this  measure,  agitation  will 
be  found  to  be  educational. 

There  will  result  a  better  appreci- 
ation of  what  parks  are  for  and  then  of 
what  thev  are  not  for;  and  whose  func- 
Tion  it  is' to  provide  and  malntam;  and 
at  length  everybody  will  understand 
that  forests  pay  better  when  protected 
than  when  destroyed.

Oifis  In  Indiana  Sfato  School

Indianapolis.  Ind..  Feb.  23.— The  inves- 
tigation into  charges  of  cruel  and  In- 
human punishments  at  the  Woman's 
Pri.»jn  and  Industrial  School  for  Girls 
was  resumed  by  the  senate  ommlttee, 
and  a  number  of  witnesses  testified.  The 
first  witnepp.  Thomas  Barnett.  who  has 
been  the  night  watchman  and  engineer 
for  twenty-seven  years,  testified  that  he 
was  frequently  called  upon  by  Misa 
Kelly,  the  superintendent,  to  assfst  her 
In  taking  girls  to  the  "punirfiment 
i(X»ni,"  and  en  .such  occasions  he  gave 
the  rc-^ulred  assistance,  but  he  did  not 
remafh  to  see  what  kind  of  punishment 
was  inflicted.  On  one  occasion  he  was 
called  into  the  office  where  some  girls 
■were  to  be  punished.  As  he  entered 
one  of  them  knocked  him  down  with  a 
chair,  and  he  helped  to  take  the  parts  of 
the   chairs    which    they    Had    broken   to 

pieces  from  them.  Miss  Keely  slapped 
the  girls  to  bring  them  to  terms.  On 
another  occasion  he  saw  Miss  Keely  In 
the  cell  of  a  refractory  girl  praying  with 
her. 

Miss  JuHa  Page  testified  tfiat  she  had 
been  a  teacher  in  the  industrial  school 
since  June.  She  had  trouble  with  three 
girls  and  they  were  sent  to  the  "punish- 
ment r^'x^-m."  where  rfie  whipped  them 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Keely.  The 
strap  was  exhibited  to  the  committee, 
and  the  witness  said  she  used  two  of 
them  and  doubled  them  twice  each,  mak- 
ing ei.?ht  th&ngs  with  which  the  whip- 
ping was  done.  She  whipped  them  Ui>on 
tfie  bare  limbs.  She  testified  that  she 
struck  them  twenty  or  thirty  times  with 
the  straps.  One  of  the  girls  laughed, 
and  Miss  Keely  said:  "Give  her  some 
more." 

"And  what  did  you  do?"  asked  Chair- 
man Agnew. 

"I  gave  her  some  more."  said  the  wtt- 
ness. 

"Witness  said  she  had  often  heard  the 
girls  crying  in  the  punishment  room  as 
she  was  p.assing,  and  she  tfnought  Mt.ss 
Keely  sometimes  Inflicted  more  punish- 
ment than  the  offense  merited  and  some- 
times not  enough,  being  largely  con- 
tr-^lled  by  her  moofJs.  The  offense  of 
the  three  girls  w*iom  the  -wltnes* 
whlnred  consisted  of  laughing  and  not 
desisting  when  they  v.ere  ordered  to  do 
so.  She  said  she  saw  Miss  Keely  whip- 
ping a  girl  one  day,  and  she  was  very 
angry,  and  struck  the  girl  on  the  arms, 
neck  and  face  and  wherever  she  could. 
The  girls,  she  said,  were  frequently 
whipped  on  their  bare  flesh,  and  sha 
often  saw  them  slapped  in  the  face.

New  York.  Feb.  20.— Simplicity  hasn't 
been  of  much  value  this  winter  in  evening 
gowns.  Rarely  a  season  passes  but  that 
some  trick  of  milkmaid  simplicity  is  re- 
sorted to  by  enough  women  to  make  It 
count  as  one  of  the  acceptances— as  one 
of  the  exceptions  going  to  prove  that 
some  something  quite  different  is  the  styl- 
ish caper.  But  this  winter  all  has  been 
elaborateness  and  complexity.  True,  the 
simplicity  tricks  might  be  played  in  danc- 
ing frocks,  but  elsewhere  any  comment 
they  excited  would  be  unplea.«ant  for  their 
wearers.  This  general  feature  is  so  un- 
common that  I  have  been  to  some  pains 
to  chjose  from  many  stylish  evening 
dresses  one  that  should  stand  fairly  as  the 
safe  limit  of  elaborateness.  In 
my         tirst         choice,  the  mater- 

ials wore  rich,  but  in  outline  and  general 
arrangement  it  was  as  simple  as  anything 
can  be  and  be  entirely  sale.  Rose  crepe 
de  chine,  gold  lace  and  blacK  velvet  ribbon 
■were  Us  components.  From  such  dresses 
as  one  extreme  the  styles  have  indorsed 
gowns  so  highly  wrought  as  to  seem  al- 
most freakish.  Though  the  cut-out  is  a 
stylish  one,  square  and  V-shaped  ones 
have  been  worn,  but  only  a  few  have  been 
extraordinarily  low. 

Sleeves  are  of  all  sorts,  from  full  length 
to  mere  straps.  Elbow  length  has  been 
the  rule,  however,  ^t  this  involved  no 
lack  of  variety,  for  there  were  almost 
countless  ways  of  finishing  the  sleeve  both 
at  elbow  and  at  shouiaer.  Altogether 
sleeves  of  evening  dresses  have  been  as 
varied  as  those  of  other  gowns,  and  that 
Is  saying  much.  Princess  effects  have 
been  another  characteristic  feature,  ap- 
pearing u.sually  in^overdresses  of  trans- 
parent stuff  through  which  showed  liand- 
fiomely  colored  silks. 

All  season  long  it  has  been  a  battle  royal 
between  tucks,  plaits  and  gathers.  Tuck- 
ing has  had  the  call  so  long  that  Its  con- 
tlnuanc»»  is  remarkable,  but  it  promises  to 
be  employed  as  freely  as  ever  in  spring 
dresses.  Fine  plaiting  has  been  used  m(jre 
or  less  and  will  continue  probably  without 
rcfsulting  in  pronounced  vogue.  Gathering 
Is  newer  than  either  of  these  and  has 
made  slow  headway  because,  apparently. 
It  was  so  often  employed  in  gathering 
skirts.  For  bodice  trimmings  it  has  taken 
hold,  and  though  the  gathered  skirt  has 
been  resisted  .'itoutly,  I  think  that  it  will 
be  found  a  factor  in  the  spring  fashions 
once  they  are  settled.  The  chief  argument 
against  it  is  that  it  is  a  complete  right- 
about from  what  we  have  had  recently, 
and  that  i.s  not  the  sort  of  opposition  that 
ordinarily  is  effective  for  a  great  while. 

Another  model  shows  the  features  that 
skirts  and  blouses  will  have  when  ar- 
ranged on  this  plan.  For  this  gown,  white 
silk  grenadine  was  put, over  Nile  green 
taffeta.  Cream  lace  and  Nile  green  satin 
sash  edge<l  at  the  bottom  with  lace  were 
other  trimmings.

A  catchline  In  the  advertising  matter  of 
one  of  our  big  department  i»tores  is  an 
Invitation  to  shoppers  to  make  appoint- 
ment for  meetings  in  one  of  Its  depart- 
ments. Many  acceptances  in  the  way  of 
appointments  are  made  and  kept  to  meet 
there,  es{)eclally  by  women  shoppers.  Ap- 
pointments are  often  made  for  the  wo- 
men's parlor  in  other  shops,  but  these  are 
only  available  as  long  as  the  shops  are 
open,  and  as  some  men  have  an  uncon- 
querable repugnance  to  looking  for  their 
wives  in  the  parlor  of  a  department  store, 
owing,  I  am  told,  to  the  liabilitv  of  the 
poor  man  having  to  stand  around  for- 
lorn and  embarrassed  for  an  hour  or  so 
while  his  wife  completes  her  inspections  of 
purchases  elsewhere,  It  follows  that 
there  must  be  other  places  of  meeting 
available  at  all  hours  and  free  from  em- 
barrassments. The.se  are  found  in  the 
Li  stations.  It  is  the  most  commonplace 
thing  to  see  men  and  women  walking  up 
and  down  the  station  platforms,  especi- 
ally In  the  e»lge  of  the  evening,  watching 
the  passengers  alight  from  the  trains  and 
waiting  until  their  companions  have  ap- 
peared. I  was  engaged  in  just  this  occu- 
pation the  other  evening  at  the  downtown 
station  on  Sixth  avenue  line  at  Thirty- 
third  street. 

A  train  came  down,  and  after  satisfying 
myself  that  my  party  did  not  arrive  by  it, 
I  gave-  Idle  curious  attention  to  another 
woman  who  had  come  by  the  train  and 
who  was  lingering  on  the  platform  after 
the  other  passengers  had  departed.

he  had  been  kindly  In  tone,  when,  behold, 
there  was  the  woman  again.  She  was 
praying  for  a  ticket  at  the  window  Just 
beyond  the  chopper's  box.  Ticket  in  hand, 
she  approached  the  box,  recognized  the 
chopper  and  drew  back  with  an  expression 
of  pathetic  bewilderment. 

"Oh,  dear!"  she  gasped.  "What  have  I 
done,  and  what  shall  I  do  now?" 

There  are  two  stairways  to  the  down 
station  at  Thirty-third  street,  one  on  each 
side  of.  the  street.  Following  the  chop- 
per's Instructions  literally,  she  had  gone 
down  one  flight,  crossed  the  street  and 
ascended  the  other.  If  he  had  told  her  to 
cross  the  avenue  she  might  have  arrived 
at  the  station  opposite;  but  he  had  said 
street,  and  she  was  faithful  to  his  direc- 
tion. It  was  comical  and  pathetic  at  the 
same  time,  but,  unhappily,  the  gouty  chop- 
per saw  neither  the  humor  nor  the  pathos 
of  it.  He  flew  into  a  rage  and  scolded  the 
woman,  who  was  too  confused  and 
anxious  to  make  protest  or  response.  Of 
course,  I  went  to  her  rescue,   and  easily 


enlightened  and  relieved  her,  and  pres- 
ently I  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  her 
on  the  platform  of ,  the  opposite  station 
waiting  for  an  uptown  train.  Meantime 
the  chopper  was  grumbling  away  at  him- 
self like  a  caged  lunatic. 

In  one  of  the  shops  this  morning  I  met 
an  elderly  acquaintance  whose  face  was 
so  woe-begone  that  I  asked  what  could  be 
the  matter.  "Do  you  know  of  some  gen- 
teel employment  for  an  elderly  couple'?  " 
she  asked  in  return,  Of  course  I  didn't, 
and  I  knew  well  enovigh  that  she  could  not 
be  Inquiring  in  lu-r  own  behalf,  for  she  has 
been  for  a  great  many  years  the  house- 
keeper at  one  of  our  best  hotels  and  is  as 
much  of  a  fixture  there  as  is  the  main 
stairway. 

"I've  Just  had  a  distressing  experience," 
she  explained,  "and  one  that.  I  regret  to 
say.  Is  all  too  tommon.  A  long  time  ago 
at  the  hotel  where  I  am  employed  were  a 
man  and  his  wife  who  occupied  two  or 
three  rooms  and  lived  there  almost  the 
year  round. 

"They  went  aw«y  for  a  time  in  the  sum- 
mer but  .seldom  for  long,  and  at  such  times 
their- i^uarters  w«re  not  often  f(ccupled  by 
other  guestSw  (if  course  I  can**? to  be  well 
acquainted  M^Mt  th*fti.  and  I  was  sorry 
when,  a  few  years  ago.  they  removed,  as 
I  supposed,  to  another  tilty.  It  seems  they 
never  left  New  York.  The  man's  fortune 
had  begun  to  dwindle,  and  M»hen  he  gave 
up  his  ri»oms  at  the  hotel  it  .was  to  seek 
more  economical  quarters  elsewhere.  They 
had  been  very  well  to  do  when  they  were 
with  us.  Now  it  proves  that  the  man's 
money  has  steadily  left  him  until  he  has 
nothing.  For  some  time  they  have  been 
drifting  along  on  small  loans  from  friends, 
and  he  sees  the  end  of  help.  Moreovt  r, 
he  Is  convinced  at  last  that  he  must  do 
something  for  himself,  and  it  shows  how 
real  is  his  distress  that  he  comes  to  me  for 
suggestions.  Says  he  is  utterly  unfilled 
for  any  sort  of  business,  which  is  true; 
that  he  doesn't  know  how  to  earn  a  dollar, 
which  is  also  true,  and  that  his  wife  is 
eiiually  helpless.  But,  as  if  that  solved  It, 
he  announces  thai  both  he  and  his  wife 
are  willing  to  face  the  situation  and  do 
anything  for  tiie  .<ake  of  keeping  aiive. 
What  can  I  offer  them?  Nothing,  and,  as 
I  said,  the  worst  of  it  is  that  they  are 
hardly  exceptional  cases.  Every  now  and 
then  "this  thing  happens.  People  1  us  -d 
to  know  as  rich  turn  up  needy,  homeless 
and  helpless  and  expect  me  to  furnish 
them  with  some  sort  of  employment." 


It  does  not  appear  that  any  very  im- 
portant modifications  are  to  be  made  in 
shapes  yet  awhile,  says  the  Paris  corre- 
.spondent  of  the  Millinery  Trade  Review. 
The  new  spring  models  follow  pretty 
nearly  the  lines  laid  down,  for  later  win- 
ter. That  is  to  say,  the  large  toque  with 
a  low  crcrtvn  and  brim  coming  forward 
o'ver  the  forehead  and  medium-sized  hat 
shapes,  also  low  in  the  crown,  divide 
favor  between  them.  For  a  time,  at 
least,  wide  brims  will  be  the  exception. 
Possibly  a  change  in  this  respect  may  be 
made  when  spring  Is  merging  into  sum- 
mer. Also  it  is  not  improbable  that  a 
tendency,  noticeable  in  many  of  the  new 
models,  to  raise  some  portion  of  the 
trimming  above  the  outline  of  the  shape 
will  gain  ground,  the  shapes  themselves 
remaining  low.  However,  this  is  only 
likely  to  be  the  case  to  a  limited  extent; 
draperies  and  bows  will  continue  to  lie 
flat,  flowers  and  plumage  being  alone 
lifted  from  their  recumbent  position.  I 
beg  to  draw  the  reader's  attention  very 
particularly  to  this  rule,  aa  herein  lies 
a  special  feature  of  the  new  spring  mil- 
linery. At  the  same  time  it  is  equally 
important  to  note  the  fact  that  all  the 
new  shapes,  whether  of  toques  or  hats, 
come  well  on  the  head,  the  opening  of 
the  crown  being  large,  and  the  trim- 
ming, often  liberally  lavished  on  the 
brim,  accompanying  the  face  in  a  very 
becoming  way. 

Some  of  the  shapes  are  bent  down  Into 
the  nape  of  the  neck.  Others  are  round, 
the  round-toque  shapes  generally  hav- 
ing turban  brims,  and  the  round  hats 
(these  are  mostly  those  with  narrow 
brims),  sometimes  having  the  brim 
slanting  somewhat  from  the  base  of  the 
crown.  As  I  have  said,  crowns  are  in- 
variably low,  those  with  the  slanting 
brims  sometimes  rising  into  a  dome. 
Smart  hats  and  toques,  however,  are 
generally  so  much  trimmed  that  the 
shape  of  the  crown,  and  frequentlj-  that 
of  the  brim,  is  not  apparent.  The  straw 
shapes  to  the  fore  at  present  are  com- 
posed of  rather  coarse,  simply  pleated 
braids,  but  of  a  supple  description,     so 


that  the  milliner  may  easily  modify 
their  forms  according  to  her  individual 
fancy.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  by  far 
the  greater  number  of  the  new  straw 
models  are  not  made  up  on  ready-made 
shapes.  It  is  even  found  preferable  not 
to  make  use  of  ready-made  plateaux. 

One  of  the  new  deas  In  spring  milli- 
nery is  to  combine  straw  braids  and 
tulle,  the  latter  telng  also  Introduced 
Into  the  trlmminjr.  For  Instance,  one- 
third-inch  wide  b  -aids  being  procured, 
each  of  these  braids  is  covered  with 
three  or  four  folds  of  gossamer  (often 
In  as  many  colore] ;  then  they  are  sewn 
together,  broad  side  against  broad  side, 
the  edge  uppermost.  Straws  so  treated 
are  called  "voile.*  Another  idea  is  to 
sew  narrow  straw  braids  on  a  tulle  or 
net  foundation,  either  side  by  side,  so 
as  to  touch,  or  w  th  a  narrow  interval 
between.  For  this  purpose  very  narrow 
bands  of  satin  strs  w  are  used  instead  of 
braids.  They  may  be  laid  on  flat  or  only 
caught  down  at  intervals  of  a  little  less 
than  an  inch,  so  a  3  to  form  a  loop.  Be- 
ing set  very  closely  together,  the  gen- 
eral effect  is  that  of  a  fancy  satin  straw 
shape;  it  is  only  on  close  Inspection  that 
the  tulle  foundatim  becomes  apparent. 
Gold  tulle  may  be  used  as  a  foundation 
for  such  an  arrangement  of  gold-colored 
satin  straw.

The  use  of  several  layers  of  different 
colored  tullee.  giving  a  glace  effect,  is  •< 
novelty  that  deserves  to  be  particularism, 
noted.     White  and  black  tulle,   dotted^ 
over   with   specks   of  gold,   will    be   ia 
considerable    demand,  also    black    tulltf 
covered  pretty  closely  with  square  blacle 
spangles.    These  square  spangles  are  et 
novelty  of  the  season.    I  have  seen  Uila 
spangled  tulle  used  with  great  effect  in 
the  bordering  of  turban  toques,  made  of 
white  tulle,   caught   together   by   a  jett 
buckle       and     trimmed      with      whit* 
aigrette. 

A  certain  proportion  of  the  new  mod' 
els  have  no  apparent  shape,  and      arrf" 
made  up  entirely  of  the  trimming,      «• 
foundation  for  this  being  provided      Ixv 
white  wired  net.       In  many  cases  thitf, 
support    assumes    different   forms    best' 
suited  to   the  circumstances;    for      ex* 
ample,  if  overlaid  with  a  large  flat  how; 
the  crown  will  be  roofed  in  by  a  wire(S 
lateau,  extending  over  its  sides,  and  oa 
which  the  loops  will  rest.      Also,  sinca 
a  great  many  of  the  hats  and  toqued 
are  "lifted"  on  the  left  side— not  neces- 
sarily turned   up — there  is  a  substruc- 
ture  on    that    side   which    now    mostly' 
takes  the  form  of  a  piece  of  wired  net, 
straight  at   the   bottom  and  curved   at 
the  top,  bent  into  a  half  moon.      This, 
more  often  than  not,  receives  sufficient 
trimming  to  conceal  it  entirely,  but  not 
always,  when  a  portion  of  its  covering-— 
silk  or  velvet  put  on  plain — is  to  be  seen. 
Flowers  are  most  frequently  chosen  aa. 
their  trimming,  particularly  the      very;

For  trimming  the  brims  of  fancy  hatsi 
on  net  shapes,  roses  also  have  the  pre- 
ference; the  style  of  rose  chosen  being 
one  full  blown,  rather  flat  and  with 
crj^mpled  petals.  They  are  set  closely 
together,  and  are  not  generally*  ac- 
companied by  leaves.  Saffron  and, 
deepish-pink  roses  are  those  most  oftep 
used  for  this  purpose,  whereas  for  out- 
side trimming  there  is  a  return  to  glo- 
bular-shaped roses,  not  quite  ful\ 
blown.  These  are  selected  in  different 
colors,  very  deep  damask,  dark  red  with' 
a  bluish  tinge,  greenish  white  and  pale 
bluish  pink,  as  well  as  in  pansy  tints, 
pale  blue,  green  and  glace  tones,  often 
including  lilac  and  brown.  Roses  carrjr 
the  day,  nevertheless  other  flowers  are 
not  entirely  neglected.  Violets  are,  as 
usual,  at  this  season,  to  the  fore,  and 
many  floral  toques  and  small  hats  are 
completely  covered  with  them.  Portions 
of  shapes  are  sometimes  covered  close- 
ly with  hyacinth  bells,  or  with  the  de- 
tached flowerets  of  the  cowslip,  now 
the  under  side  of  a  straw  brim,  now  thd 
low,  wide  crown  of  a  tulle  toque.  Foli- 
age also  fulfills  the  same  purpose.  This 
is  often  variegated.  Green  may  be  the 
foundation  color  with  glace  effects  of 
violet,  red.  brown,  white  and  any  pale 
tints.

Gold  enters  into  the  comrosltlon  of  a 
large  proportion  of  the  new  models. 
This  can  hardly  be  called  a  repetition  of 
a  prevalent  fashion,  because  it  takes  so 
many  different  forms,  an3  its  treat- 
ment is  so  new.  To  quote  the  words 
of  a  leading  milHner:  'It  must  be 
handled  with  extreme  caution,''  and, 
indeed,  the  less  conspicuous  it  is,  the 
better.  Gold  in  its  latest  form  for  mil- 
linery is  at  its  brightest  in  the  small 
spots  of  powdered  gold  on  tulle.  Rib- 
bons and  galons  of  woven  gold  thread 
are  absolutely  tabooed  by  the  best 
hou.«e9.  G'lld  spangles  are  reserved  fur 
evening  wear,  and  also  gilded  feathers. 
The  only  important  gold  ornament  re- 
tained is  the  buckle.  Gold  is  princi- 
pally used  in  the  form  of  fin?  cord,  and 
is  of  a  very  pale  tint;  with  this  cord 
edging  and  insertion  are  made,  some- 
thing after  the  pattern  of  torchon,  but 
its  principal  use  is  to  outline  the  de- 
signs of  creamy  lace.  The  admixture 
of  while  or  cream  does  much  to  Une  it 
down;  gold  is  little  used  in~color,  only 
on  white,  cream,  ecru,  or  black,  save  in 
the  case  of  ieave.=.  as  just  stated,  and 
there  very  sparingly.  When  gold 
gauze  or  net  is  used  as  a  foundation  it 
is  almost  always  veiled  by  one  or  more 
layers  .>f  white  tulle.  Gold  stamens  are 
sometimes  Introduced  into  black  or 
white  poppies,  and  some  fancy  flowers, 
such  as  large  daisies  and  sunflowers, 
made  of  white  velvet,  have  their  petals 
embroidered  with  gold  thread.  The 
latter  are  only  suited  to  evening  wear. 
A  great  deal  will  be  done  with  lace 
throughout  the  season,  principally  with 
Cluny  or  Luxeuil,  plain  or  outlined  with 
gold.  I^ace  braids  of  the  kind  pf  which 


Luxeuil  is  partly  composed,  are  used 
to  border  tuUe  frlllings  or  to  lay  on 
piece  tulle.  Braids  of  this  sort  are  In- 
terwoven or  entirely  made  of  pale  gold 
thread.  Black  edging,  embroidered  with 
small  ecru  lace  patterns,  will  also  tlnd 
favor,  especially  for  trimmed  black 
hats. 

A  way  of  treating  lace  adopted  by 
Mile.  Pujol  struck  me  as  particularly 
happy.  This  is  to  make  it  up  into  a 
large  flat  bow,  with  four  loops,  over 
wide  white  or  cream  ribbon.  Such  a 
bow  may  cover  the  whole  top  of  a 
toque  or  the  back  of  a  hat  with  sloping 
crown  and  brim.  One  or  two  of  her 
straw  hats  are  trimmed  at  the  back  by 
a  very  large  bow  of  this  sort,  m«de  of 
extreuiely  wide  soft  ribbon  of  two  har- 
monious colors,  whlcfi  reappear  in  the 
straw  or  the  floral  trimming  of  the 
front.  It  was  here,  too,  I  found  the 
best  specimen  of  "voile"  straw.  The 
braids  of  which  the  hat  is  composed 
are  a  glace  combination  of  medium 
pink,  blue  and  castor,  and  each  one  is 
"v.;ile,"  or  covered  with  three  layers  of 
tulle,  one  of  each  tint.  The  trimming 
consists  of  a  torsade  of  six  layers  of 
tulle  (a  brighter  pink  and  blue  being 
added),  draped  about  the  brim  and 
crown  and  finishing  in  a  little  knot  with 
stand-up  ends  on  the  right.  On  the 
left  are  two  ostrich  tips,  prettily  shaded 
from  white  into  pinkish  blue,  and  again 
from  white  into  castor.  Other  harmon- 
ies of  dull  green  with  pink,  blue  or 
mauve  shades  are  equally  chaste.  One 
of  the  white  ribbon  bows,  veiled  with 
gold-worked  lace,  just  described,  hav- 
ing a  gold  buckle  in  its  center,  covers 
the  top  of  a  fancy  hat,  the  brim  of 
which  is  concealed  by  a  row  of  large 
saffron  roses.

HOT  SUPPER^  DISHES. 

In  families  where  one  or  more  of  tho 
members  find  the  distance  between  home 
and  tlieir  place  of  business  too  great  lo 
peumtt  of  their  partaking  of  a  midday 
meal  at  home,  a  very  plain,  and  often  not 
ver>-  nourishing  luncheon  is  served  to 
tho.se  who  remain  at  home.  But  even 
where  a  sufficiently  hearty  meaj  is  in- 
•lulged  in,  the  cold  weather  demands  one 
or  more  hot  viands  at  the  end  of  the  day. 
Tho  selection  of  these  of  course,  to  be 
governed  more  by  a  desire  to  please  the 
e«>'e  and  taste  and  give  that  sense  of 
homo  comfort  rather  than  to  supply  any 
very  urgent  demands  of  the  physical  body 
unless  the  noonday  meal  has  been  railier 
frugal,  then  the  supper  must  partake  in 
part  or  entirely  of  the  nature  of  a  din- 
ner. 

A  FEW  SUGGESTIONa 
To  those  who  must  depend  on  the  res- 
taurant for  the  principal  meal  of  the  day 
we  wish  to  avoid  all  suggestions  and  repe- 
tFtlorv  of  dishes  served  there,  while  we 
must  admit  that  much  of  the  home  cook- 
ing will  not  compare  favorably  with  the 
be«t  restaurants;  yet  at  home  one  can 
study  the  individual  taste  and  avoid  the 
monotony  that  must  of  necessity  accom- 
pa,ny  all  cooking  of  so  cosmopolitan  a 
nature.  In  hotels  and  restaurants,  no  mat- 
ter how  well  the  food  may  be  cookod.  It 
is  prepared,  If  the  patrons  are  consulted 
In  the  matter  at  all,  more  to  suit  the  gen- 
eral taste  than  for  any  particular  class  of 
t'alers;  and  what  most  ijeople  like  is  more 
often  quantity  than  quality.  The  follow- 
ing dl.snes  may  be  found  pleasing  and  cft- 
joyable  and  may  suggest  others  to  the 
minds  of  the  busy  housewives: 

LITTLE  OYSTER  PIES. 
Line  little  Individual  dishes  with  plain 
paste,  roiled  quite  thin.  Wash  and  drain 
your  ovsters,  season  with  salt  ;uid  pep- 
per and  Hil  the  dishes  not  more  than  two- 
tldrds  full  with  oysters;  cover  them  rtrst 
with  a  laver  of  cream  sauce  and  then  a 
thin  cover  of  the  paste.  Brush  the  top 
with  a  little  milk  and  place  in  a  hot  oven 

to  bake.  ^ 

POTATO  TURNOVERS. 
Add  one  beaten  egg  to  a  pint  of  hot, 
mashed  potatoes,  season  to  taste  with  salt 
and  i>epper.  Roil  in  a  little  flour,  then 
make  into  balls;  press  or  roll  these  out 
rather  thin;  place  a  table3iM>o«ful  of  fine- 
ly mlnce-d  and  seasoned  meat  on  thej-p- 
tato  cake,  covering  only  one-half;  iOld 
over  and  press  the  edges  together;  plioe 
in  a  buttered  baking  pan  In  the  oven  un- 
til a  nice  brown.  Serve  with  brown  or 
tomato  sauce.  ^.^^ 

BEEFSTEAK  PIE. 
Cut  a  small  steak  and  a  small  slice  or 
ham  into  small  cubes;  dredge  with  flour. 
Chop  one  medium-sized  onlcm  rather  tine 
and  brown  In  a  very  little  butter  or  vege- 
table oil.  Add  the  meat  ana  cook  fifteen 
minutes;  then  add  a  pint  of  soad  tomato 
meat,  a  pint  of  stock,  salt  and  P«Pl>';»'- 
Simmer  gently  for  twenty  minutfts.  L  no 
a  buttered  baking  dish  with  plain  boiled 
macaroni  cooked  wiahout  breaking  the 
sticks.  Pour  in  tho  meat  and  tomato, 
covv-r  the  top  with  cross-bars  of  the.  inac- 
aroni.  brush  with  a  little  melted  butter, 
sprinkle  with  grated  cheese  and  place  in 
a  moderately  hot  oven  until  wellbrownea. 
MACARONI  AND  TOMATOES. 
Boil  quarter  of  a  pound  of  macaroni  m 
salted  water,  blanch  and  arrange  It  on 
a  hot  platter.  Mince  half  a  pound  of  raw 
ham  and  brown  in  a  little  of  Its  own  fat. 
Spread  this  over  the  macaroni;  pour  o^  er 
the  whole  a  pint  of  thick,  stewed  torruta 
pulp  garnish  with  dry  br^ad  crumbs 
browned  In  butter  pnd  parsley.

Washington,  Feb.  23. — Two  volumes 
of  the  testimony  and  exhibits  In  the 
Cuban  postal  Investigation  were  re- 
ported to  the  senate  today.  They  con- 
sist in  the  main  of  a  mass  of  figur-^s, 
the  only  new  matter  of  popular  interest 
being  statements  made  by  ex-Director 
General  Rathbone  and  E.  P.  Thompson, 
postmaster  at  Havana,  in  reply  to 
Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster  General 
Bristow's  criticisms  of  their  conduct  of 

affairs.  Mr.  Rathbone's  statement  is 
dated  Nov.  20  last,  and  in  it  he  takes 
up  and  replies  to  Mr.  Bristow's  charges 
seriatim.  Referring  to  Mr.  Bristow  s 
charge  that  there  was  no  contract  as  to 
prices  in  the  purchase  of  postofllce  fur- 
niture from  the  Keyless  Lock  company 
of  Indiana,  Mr.  Rathbone  says  that  the 
statement  is  contradicted  by  Bristow's 
own  report.  He  also  says  there  was  a 
contract  with  the  Mosier  Safe  and  Lock 
company,  giving  this  fact  as  a  refuta- 
tion of  Bristow's  statement  that  Neely 
was  absolute  in  the  matter  of  pur- 
chases of  safes,  etc. 

Continuing  Mr.  Rathbone  says:  "No 
opportunity  was  given  to  me  to  defend 
myself  or  the  service  which  I  had  cre- 
ated, until  the  second  day  before  Bris- 
tow's departure.  The  scant  time  then 
available  was  devoted  by  Bristow  al- 
most exclusively  in  the  effort  to  find 
some  incriminating  evidegce  against 
Perry  S.  Heath,  first  assistant  post- 
master general,  or  myself,  as  the  in- 
terview shows.  No  opportunity  was 
given  to  me  to  explain  what  appeared 
against  me  or  to  make  anji^howing  of 
the  time  and  labor  devoted  by  me  and 
my  subordinates  in  the  building  up  of  a 
postal  service  from  its  very  foundation, 
nor  of  the  obstacles  that  were  met  and 
overcome  by  us,  as  best  we  could  un- 
der the  then  existing  conditions,  but  he 
suppressed  documents,  letters,  etc., 
which  I  made  a  part  of  my  statement. 

R€.ferring  to  the  charges  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Neely  "miscellaneous 
bills."  Rathbone  says:  "The  statement 
there  made  involves  another  case  of 
suppre«5sion,  amounting  to  perversion  of 
material  facts.  Gen.  Bristow  knew,  for

Another 
transaction  charged  as  a  dereliction 
against  him  is,  he  say«i,  chargeable  to  J. 
W.  Irwln,  a  subordinate  of  Gen.  Bris- 
tow. 

Mr.  Rathbone  says  there  Is  no  evi- 
dence and  that  none  ean  be  secured  to 
suMained  the  allegation  that  he  was 
"careless,  and  refused  to  give  attention 
to  details."  On  the  contrary,  he  asserts 
that  he  "worked  haid,  earnestly  and 
long."  He  says  that  Auditor  Lawshe 
and  not  Perry  S.  Healh  was  responsible 
for  the  appointment  of  Dr.  W.  H. 
Reeves  to  a  place  in  the  Cuban  service. 
He  charges  Bristow  with  suppressing 
important  parts  of  his  (Rathbone's) 
testimony. 

Postmaster  Ttiompson  takes  exception 
to  Gen.  Bristow's  statement  that  he 
(Thompson)  had  caused  four  money 
orders  to  be  Issued  to  himself.  He  says 
that  as  a  matter  of  "act  he  purchased 
nine  pcstofTlce  orders,  but  that  in  doing 
so  he  committed  no  crime;  the  shortage 
was  made  good.  Speaking  of  the  Ha- 
vana post  office  a  ireneral  way,  Mr. 
Thompson  says:  "The  Havana  post- 
office  was  organized  under  the  most 
trying  and  difficult  circumstances,  and 
irregularities  were  bcund  to  occur.  The 
organization  and  con3uct  of  this  office 
was  such  that  Mr.  I'.ristow  could  find 
no  rea.=;on  for  a  change,  either  In  Its  or- 
ganization or  number  of  employes  re- 
quired to  conduct  it.

Chicago.  Feb.  23.— The  wheat  market 
held  strong,  closing  with  a  gain  of  %'U%c 
over  Thursday.

The  world's  shipments  will  be 
about  7.0<X).0<K>  bus.  it  is  expected  that  the 
visible  will  decrease  slightly.  It  seems  a 
good  deal  easier  to  put  this  market  up 
than  to  effect  any  permanent  decline. 
This  being  due  primarily  to  the  pit  con- 
ditions which  is  decidedly  oversold  and 
the  innate  fear  on  the  part  of  the  local 
crowd  of  congestion  or  majiiptvatlon.

Disoord  Over    Appointment  of  \ 
Commissioner. 

Washington.  Feb.  23.— Minnesota  will 
probably  not  be  represented  on  the  St. 
Louis  centennial  exposition,  notwifi- 
standlng  the  fact  that  Congressman 
Tawney  in  the  chairman  of  the  special 
committee  of  the  h  luse.  A  protest  will 
be  filed  in  opposition  to  tne  appointment 
of  Professor  Cyrus  Northrop,  and  with 
this  protest  will  also  be  filed  strong 
recommendatl  »ns  for  former  Governor 
L.  F.  Hubbard. 

Ttie  trouble  In  the  delegation  arl-'^es 
over  the  fact  that  Congressmen  Tawney 
and  Heatwole  are  pulling  at  different 
ends  of  the  string.  Tawney  recom- 
mended Northrop  to  the  president  and 
thought  that  he  had  the  appointment 
all  fixed,  owing  to  ttie  personal  acquaint- 
ance betweea  McKinley  and  Pr3fe.ssor 
Northrop.  The  president  advised  Mr. 
Tawney,  however,  lo  secure  the  endorse- 
ment of  his  state  delegation.  When 
Tawney  circulated  the  petition  in  behalf 
of  Northrop,  Heatwole  would  not  sign, 
and  said  that  he  had  a  candidate  of  his 
own. 

Mr.  Heatwole  says  that  Professor 
Northrop  is  not  seeking  the  appointment 
and  that  his  duties  as  president  of  the 
state  university  would  conflict  with  the 
duties  pertaining  to  centennial  commis- 
sioner. Mr.  Heatwole  is  very  much  in 
earnest  about  the  matter  and  may  be 
able  to  precent  the  anpDlntment  of 
Northrop,  even  though  he  may  nor  be 
able  to  secure  the  appointment  of  Hub- 
bard. If  the  state  gets  any  commis- 
sioner at  all.  there  will  have  to  be  a 
compromise,  and  while  t^ie  general  sen- 
timent favors  a  Minneapolis  man,  it 
is  not  fir  Mr.  Northrop.  A  compromise 
candidate  has  been  suggested  In  the 
per.sop  of  John  S.  Pillsbury  or  C.  A. 
Smith.  Heatwole  and  Tawney  have  di- 
vided the  delegation.

Pekln,  Feb.  23,  1:20  p.  m.— Sir  Robert 
Hart  (chief  of  the  Chinese  imperial 
customs)  has  sent  to  the  ministers  of 
the  powers,  a  strongly  worded  letter 
of  protest  against  the  seizure  of  his 
property,  to  increase  the  size  of  the 
legations'  area,  which  has  been  taken  by 
Austria,  France,  Germany  and  Italy. 
The  latter  power  has  taken  the  ground 
on  which  Sir  Robert's  house  was  situ- 
ated. He  says  it  can  only  be  Chinese 
government  property  in  an  indefinite 
sense,  in  that  during  the  past  twenty 
years  part  of  his  salary  as  a  Pekin 
official  has  been  given  to  him  in  houses, 
instead  of  the  government  paying  in 
cash.  Sir  Robert  also  put  money  into 
the  purchase  of  land,  in  building  hauses 
and  in  keeping  ttiem  in  repair.  He  con- 
sidered that,  having  lived  there  for 
twenty  years,  he  owned  the  property 
absolutely.

Dowager  Empress  of  China 
Puts  Her  Officials  to  the 
Last  Test  of  "Loyalty. 


Pekin,  Feb.  6.— (Special  to  The  Herald.) 
—A  new  enigma  in  regard  to  th«  Chinese 
situation  faces  the  powers.  The  dowager 
empress  has  ordered  that  all  the  members 
of  the  government's  official  staff  holding 
office,  who  are  opposed  to  her  orders, 
shall  carry  out  the  idea  of  suicide  deemed 
necessary  when  she  evacuated  Pekin. 

yhe  tirst  evidence  of  this  was  shown  In 
the  sacrifice  of  the  lives  of  certain  wives 
of  prominent  officials  who  had  been  or- 
dered to  commit  suicide  on  account  of  their 
husbands'  connivance  with  the  reform 
movement. 

The  deaths  of  these  women  have  been 
attributed,  according  to  Btalementa  by 
certain  correspondents,  ignorant  of  the 
true  facts,  to  the  outrages  of  European 
troops.  The  latest  Information  that  I 
have  on  the  subject  c-onvlncds  me  that 
these  representations  were  false  and  that 
all  or  most  of  these  females  suicides  were 
the  result  of  the  decree  of  the  empress. 

I  believe  that  in  this  connection  most  of 
the  missionary  societies  will  back  me  up, 
or  if  not  that,  that  subsequent  revela- 
tions will  prove  my  report  correct. 

The  plan  of  the  dowager  empress  is  to 
throttle  all  those  in  the  official  service 
who  are  inimical  to  the  Chinese  govern- 
ment as  reijresented  by  herself. 

The  list  of  persons  who  have  submitted 
to  this  order  of  the  empress  covers  an 
extremely  big  field  and  includes  a  number 
of  prominent  persons  whose  removal  may 
strongly  afTect  the  results  of  the  diplo- 
matic attempts  of  the  plenipotentiaries.

Advantages  of  Being  a  Country  Boy.

Has  -the  boy  who  Is  country  born  and 
country  bred  any  adr^antages  over  th« 
city  boy?  Are  there  any  reaJ  compen- 
sations for  the  loss  of  those  opportun- 
ities of  culture  and  development  which 
are  supposed  to  be  peculiar  to  city  life? 
Has  the  boy  raised  on  the  farm  no  Bub- 
stantial  consolations?  Does  he  enjoy 
no   special   and  exclusive   opportunities 

which  do  not  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  city 
boy?  This  is  the  subject  which  has 
held  the  attention  of  the  group  of  dis- 
tinguished contributors  whose  vdws, 
prepared  especially  for  the  Christian 
Herald,  are  given  below:

The  first  advantage  of  a  country  boy 
is  that  he  has  grovvn  up  face  to  face 
with  realities,  and  knows  that  there  are 
such  things  and  how  to  master  them.  I 
value  no  part  of  my  own  education  more 
than  what  I  learned  on  a  farm.  Not  that 
I  want  to  do  any  of  those  things  now, 
but  that  the  habit  of  meeting  things 
squarely  and  doing  them  was  a  vital 
part  of  my  education.  The  horizon  of 
the  farm  is  narrow,  but  thaX  is  good  for 
a  boy.  It  leads  him  to  see  clearly.  To 
get  face  to  face  with  nature  and  action, 
is  the  purpose  of  the  "nature  study"  and 
"manual  training"  which  in  the  city 
echools  imperfectly  take  the  place  of 
farm  life  and  farm  work. 

Minor  advantages  of  the  farm  are  its 
health  and  freedom,  the  absence  of 
wasteful  leisure,  and  the  certainty  of 
mastery  over  the  horse;  a  thing  without 
which  no  man  should  be  turned  loose  in 
the  world  as  educated.  But,  first  of  all, 
I  place  the  contact  with  realities  and 
the  need  of  the  country  boy  to  meet  aud 
master  them  for  himself. 


A  LIFE  H0MEBI8,

Among  the  chief  advantages  of  being 
a  country  boy  are  the  advantages  of 
simplicity  of  life  and  freedom  of  con- 
duct. In  a  simple  life  the  boy  eats  plain 
food,  wears  plain  clothes,  sits  on  plain 
chairs,  sleeps  in  a  plain  bedroom,  and 
associates  with  plain  people.  He  is  free 
from  luxuriant  living  and  elaborate  con- 
ditions. He  knows  nothing  of  the  splen- 
dor which  man  makes.  The  necessities 
are  brought  to  his  home  every  day,  and 
the  natural  means  of  filling  them  are 
present.  His  life  is  quite  Homeric.  He 
waits  on  himself.  If  he  wants  anything 
done,  he  does  it  himself.  He  earns  the 
little  spending  money  which  he  has.  and 
often  transmutes  that  little  spending 
money  into  money  saved.  He  comes 
close  to  nature  in  his  moods  of  rest  and 
reflection,  and  he  woriis  hand  in  hand 
with  nature  in  his  every  endeavor.  He 
is  content  with  little,  or  rather  his  little 
he  converts  into  much.  Such  a  life  and 
condition  help  to  make  a  man  who  em- 
phasizes the  realities  of  character  and 
who  is  able  to  put  proper  values  on  all 
the  elements  which  go  to  the  constitut- 
ing of  the  great  world  of  humanity. 

A  second  advantage  is  the  advantage 
of  freedom  of  conduct.  How  free  is  the 
country  boy!  The  fields  and  the  forest 
are  his  playgrounds,  the  ponds  his  race- 
course: the  trout  brooks  his  private  pre- 
serve. The  ste>ers  and  the  colts  are  his 
co-workers,  and  all  the  children  of  the 
neiphborho<>d  are  his  playmates.  His 
nursery  is  the  mows  and  the  bays  of  the 
barn,  and  the  wood-shed,  which  unites 
the  house  and  the  barn,  is  hi«  trotting 
park.  He  is  not  "cribbed,  cabined  or 
confined."

In  the  markets  and  la  his  olflc^f 
he  handles  by  the  wholesale  all  the 
great  natural  foot  I  products,  clothing, 
and  the  materials  of  wood  and  stone 
out  of  which  hous<«  are  builded.  They 
all  mean  to  him  only  so  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars.  n  his  business  mind 
and  orocesses  Grod  is  left  out  of  the  ac- 
count altogether.  3f  course,  if  he  were 
to  stop  and  think  tack  a  little,  he  would 
see  that  he  could  rot  put  even  a  bite  of 
bread  into  his  own  mouth  unless  God 
has  first  caused  the  seed  to  spring  and 
the  wheat  and  corn  to  grow.  He  couldn't 
put  a  coat  on  his  back,  or  that  of  his 
children,  if  God  had  not  first  created 
the  sheep  with  the  wool  on  its  back. 
He  couldn't  put  siioes  on  his  feet  ex- 
cept for  the  hide  of  the  cattle,  nor 
build  his  house  unless  Gk>d'  had  first 
provided  the  forest  and  the  stone  quar- 
ries. So  with  all  the  philosophies  and 
sciences  with  which  the  city  dweller  is 
so  much  ocupied. 

The  dweller  in  tlie  country,  If  he  is  a 
thoughtful  and  eajnest  man  at  all,  is  a 
devoutly  religious  man.  He  lives  face  to 
face  with  God  in  3od's  direct  work  in 
nature.  He  sees  lod  as  the  primary 
cause  of  all  those  things  which  sus- 
tain human  and  animal  life,  and  which 
make  the  world  Deautlful.  All  these 
facts  appeal  directly  to  his  own  pri- 
mary instincts  of  urnth;  they  go  to  his 
heart  as  well  as  his  head,  and  he  does 
not  have  to  go  through  a  long,  round- 
about process  of  reasoning  to  get  to  the 
right  conclusion. 

The  farmer's  Sur/lay,  if  he  Is  a  religi- 
ous man  at  all,  is  a  better  Sunday  than 
the  city  man's.  I':  is  more  completely 
the  Lord's  day.  ]n  the  city,  even  on 
Sunday,  the  business  houses,  if  they  are 
not  open,  are  still  forever  before  your 
eyes,  suggesting  m  m's  business  and  not 
"the  FaUier's  bu.' iness."  Streets  are 
crowded  with  people;  street  cars  and 
railroad  trains  are  running;  saloons  and 
theaters  and  dance  halls  and  billiard 
halls  are  wide  optjn;  baseball  or  foot- 
ball games,  horse  laces  and  prize  fights 
go  on;  men  must  have  the4r  Sundaj' 
business  letters.  No  wonder  the  city 
man  has  to  fight  Iiard  to  keep  his  re- 
ligion, smd,  above  all,  the  Lord's  day, 
as  he  ought  to.  Hut  the  farmer,  even 
the  most  worldly,  seldom  thinks  of 
working  on  Sunday,  after  the  necessary 
chores  are  done.  Other  things  will  let 
him  alone  if  he  wil  let  them  alone.  He 
can  go  to  church  I  he  wants  to.  And 
when  he  gets  there  he  hears  a  simple 
sermon  which  he  can  understand,  t.xlces 
part  in  a  simple  worship  which  he  can 
follow,  meets  only  familiar  friends  and 
neighbors  instead  of  a  lot  of  utter 
strangers,  get  sorie  good  in  this  w.a.v 
out  of  the  eervlce,  and  if  be  has  to  talk 
a  bit  outside,  aft  >r  church,  it  is  still 
about  weather  and  crops  and  stock, 
with  which  God  his  still  something  to 
do. 

Thank  God,  theri,  if  you  are  a  Chris- 
tian at  all,  that  you  are  also  a  former, 
and  have  about  yju  all  the  time  these 
constant  appeals  to  your  religious  sensi- 
bility.  This  makes  It  all  the  easier  for 
you  to  be  a  Christ  aji  and  to  stay  one.

There  are  prerequisites  essential  to  a 
usefhl  and  sucessful  life.  Prominent 
among  these  is  early  training  to  habits 
of  industry,  frugality;  economy  and 
temperance.  Coupled  with  these,  and 
of  no  less  importance,  are  the  envjran- 
ments  that  develap  indi\iduallty,  In- 
dependence of  thought  and  action, 
self-reliance,  courige.  originality,  will- 
power and  a  stror  g  body.  It  h-os  been 
well  said.  The  man  without  self-confi- 
dence and  an  iron  will,  is  the  plaything 
of  chance,  the  puppet  of  his  environ- 
ments, the  slavi;  of  clscumstancfs. 
With  these  he  is  king,  ever  master  of 
the  situation."  The  country  pre-emi- 
nently offers  the  jest  opportunities  for 
this  needful  trainiag.  Remote  from  the 
associations  of  evil  and  from  surround- 
ings that  are  cor  ducive  to  dissipation 
and  prodigality,  the  countrj-  boy  is  less 
liable  to  be  entlceil  to  sin. 

"While  Gen.  Grant,  a  poor  country  lad, 
was  breaking  wild  colts,  and  when,  below 
his  teens,  he  was  =ont  to  the  woods  with 
wagon  and  team  a  id  chain  to  load  heavy 
timbers,  a  taak  re<  uiring  all  the  tact  nnd 
genius  of  a  man,  he  was  forced  to  rely 
upon  himself.  Necessity  was  the  mother 
of  the  resourcefulness  developed  In  younp 
Grant  tltat  enabled  him  to  accomplish  this 
marvelous  feat.  It  was  by  such  conditions 
in  conntry  life,  and  not  at  West  Point, 
that  forces  were  put  In  motion  that  made? 
Gen.  Grant  the  hero  of  Donaldson  and 
VIcksburg,  culminating  In  the  crowning 
honor  of  Appomattox. 

While  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  IH-clad, 
unpromising  boy  of  poverty.  In  the  obscur- 
ity of  the  log  cabli.  where  he  climbed  to 
hl.s  bed  of  leaves  In  the  loft  by  means  of 
wooden  pins  In  thf  logs,  who  wnuM  have 
been  jeered  by  the  boy  of  aflluence,  he 
was    there    learnln?   the   great   lesson   of 


self-reliance  that  fitted  him  In  subsequent 
yettra  to  become  the  trusted  leader  who 
piloted  the  nation  through  the  dark  night 
of  peril,  and  to  break  the  shackles  that 
bound  a  race  In  thraldom. 

While  returning  recently  with  *  com- 
pany of  gentlemen  from  the  grave  of  the 
mother  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  discus- 
sing the  advantages  of  country  life  to  the 
boy,  a  prominent  business  man  of  Indian- 
apolis eaid  he  pitied  the  boy  who  did  not 
enjoy  the  advantages  of  country  Ufe.  I 
would  that  the  country  boy  could  know 
and  appreciate  his  advantatres.  Personal 
experience  Intensifies  my  Interest  In  the 
country  boy.  Having  experienced  myself 
the  privations  and  hard  work  of  the  coun- 
try boy,  never  having  a  penny  to  spend 
that  I  did  not  earn,  and  but  few  hours 
that  I  could  appropriate  for  that  purpose, 
what  I  deemed  a  hardship  then,  in  th# 
light  of  experience  I  now  view  as  a  bless- 
ing, for  In  this  school  of  economy  and 
patient  drudgery  I  was  obtaining  the 
needed  education  to  success.  TheSe  en- 
vironments did  not  abate  my  enthusiasm, 
but  only  tended  to  increase  energy.  X 
was  learning  self-reliance  and  will-power, 
for  I  knew  unaided  I  must  fight  the  batUa 
of  life.  Under  such  tutorage,  obstacles  bo- 
came    steppingstones    to   higher   levels. 

In  conclusion,  a  word  to  country  boys. 
Don't  grow  weary  of  your  lot;  a  change 
to  the  gaiety  of  the  city  will  be  worse  for 
you.  Patient  toll  is  the  road  to  true  suc- 
cess. Be  Industrious,  bo  economical,  bo 
hopeful;  aim  high;  don't  chew  or  emoke, 
or  drink  intoxicants;  stand  for  nobility  of 
character,  and  you  will  win  honor  and 
success.  A  student  of  nature  workipg  in 
harmony  with  the  God  of  nature. 

The  farmer's  life  Is  the  sweetest,  the 
farthest  removed  from  the  turmoils  of 
strifo,  and  the  nearest  to  God  of  any  vo- 
cation. I  rejoice  In  the  antlcipatio§  of 
the  restful  quiet  of  my  country  home 
when  I  shall  be  permitted  to  lay  aside 
public  duties,  cares  and  "Vesponsibilltiea, 
and  return  to  the  home  which  represents 
long  years  of  toil  and  hopeful  strugi^A

Free  from  the  temptation  which  beset 
the  city  youth  on  every  side,  Itiring  him 
on  to  dissipation  and  ruin,  the  country 
boy  finds  his  30^'  and  recreation  in  rajjon- 
al  amusements,  which  leave  no  aftermath 
of  vain  regret.  Thna  he  prepares  the 
foundation  of  a  vigorous  constltuWon  and 
good  health  on  which  to  build  his  liie. 


BATURAL  LIFEJMEABS  HEALTH.

The  countrj'  boy  has  a  much  better 
chance  to  make  his  way  in  the  world  if  he 
Is  brought  up  surrounded  by  the  «ountry 
fields,  the  woody  glens' and  the  riverside. 
He  has  a  chance,  and  a  better  chance, 
than  the  city  boy  to  develop  his  lung  pow- 
ers, and  his  circulation  is  increased,  his 
sleep  is  sounder,  his  opportunities  to  live 
a  natural  life  are  greater,  and  he  is  not 
surrounded  by  the  same  temptations  that 
multiply  about  the  city  lad. 

He  Is  brought  up  largely  upon  eggs, 
milk,  grains,  fruits  and  vegetuliles  and 
consequently  has  a  much  better  physique 
and  a  more  endiu-ing  constitution  and 
more  robust  health  to  start  the  battle  of 
life  thiin  the  city  lad.  The  latter  Is  sur- 
rounded by  evening  excitement,  late 
hours,  social  enticements,  evening  studies 
and  irregular  and  unsound  sleep.  The 
atmosphere  is  often  too  hot  or  too  cold 
for  health,  and  generally  less  pure  than 
that  enjoyed  by  the  country  lad.  The  diet 
of  the  city  boy  Is  largely  made  up  of 
highly  sea.soned  and  rich  food,  of  meats 
that  are  stimulating,  of  sweets  that  are 
clogging  to  the  system,  and  often  stim- 
ulants In  the  form  of  tea,  coee  and  un- 
fortunately l>eer  and  wines  are  added  to 
the  list,  while  In  a  social  way  the  city  lad 
is  allowed  to  smoke,  and  sees  the  example 
sei  him  by  hundreds  of  other  lads  who 
contract  the  ^me  habit  Thus,  taking 
him  all  In  all.  the  country  lad  has  a  better 
start  In  life  than  the  city  lad,  although  on 
first  examination  of  the  subject  one 
wo<uld  think  that  the  city  lad  had  more 
opportunities  to  develop  his  Intellect. 
Even  If  LUIS  Is  the  case,  he  has  not  such  • 
fine  preparation  from  a  physical  stand- 
point as  his  brother  in  the  country.  By 
using  the  brain  too  early  In  life  we  simply 
unfit  it  for  Its  grand  performance  of  men- 
tal duties  In  after  life.  There  must,  there- 
fore, be  a  proper  preparation  for  the 
years  of  Intense  mental  labor  that  are  to 
follow,  hence  the  physlcai  coTistltutlon 
calls  for  and  demands  healthy  surround- 
ings to  start  with.

Washington,  Feb.  25.— At  the  opening 
of  today's  session  the  senate  agreed  to 
a  conference  upon  the  postofflce  appro- 
priation bill,  Senators  Wokott,  Chand- 
ler and  Butler  being  named  as  conferees 
on  the  part  of  the  senate. 

The  senate  committee  on  relations 
with  Cuba  has  agreed  to  an  amendment 
to  the  army  appropriation  bill  regard- 
ing Cuba.  The  amendment  is  practi- 
cally as  outlined  in  these  dispatches 
Saturday,  some  concessions  and  modiTi- 
cations  being  made.  The  entire  com- 
mittee is  in  agreement,  and  there  will 
be  no  minority  report  and  no  opposition 
is  expected  from  the  Democrats  in  the 
senate.  It  is  the  impression  that  the 
agreement  today  makes  an  exti-a  ses- 
sion of  congress  unnecessary. 

At  12:15  p.  m.  Senator  Piatt  (Conn.), 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  relations 
with  Cuba,  reported  the  amendment 
agreed  upon  by  the  committee  on  Cuban 
relations  to  be  attached  to  the  army 
appropriation  bill. 

The  text  of  the  amendment  Is  as  fol- 
lows: That,  in  fulfillment  of  the  declar- 
ation confaained  in  the  joint  resolution, 
approved  April  20,  1898,  entitled  "For 
the  recognition  of  the  independence  of 
the  people  of  Cuba,  demanding  that  the 
government  of  Spain  relinquish  its  au- 
thority and  government  in  the  island  of 
Cuba,  and  to  withdraw  its  land  and 
naval  forces  from  Cuba  and  Cuban 
waters,  and  directing  the  president  of 
the  I'nited  States  to  use  the  land  and 
naval  forces  of  the  United  States  to 
carry  these  resolutions  into  effect,"  the 
president  is  hereby  authorized  to  leave 
the  government  and  control  of  th*^ 
island  of  Cuba  to  its  people  so  soon  at^  a 
government  shall  have  been  estaab- 
lished  in  said  island  under  a  constitu- 
tion, which,  either  as  a  part  thereof  or 
in  an  ordinance  appended  thereto,  shall 
define  the  future  relations  of  the 
United  States  with  Cuba,  substantially 
as  follows: 

I. — That  the  government  of  Cuba  shall 
never  enter  into  any  treaty  or  other 
compact  with  any  foreign  power  or 
powers  which  will  impair,  or  tend  to 
impair,  the  independence  of  Cuba,  nor 
in  any  manner  authorize  or  permit  any 
foreign  power  or  powers  to  obtain,  by 
colonization  or  for  military  or  naval 
purpo.se  of  otherwise,  lodgment  in,  or 
control  over,  any  portion  of  said  island. 
II. — That  said  government  shall  not 
assume  or  contract  any  public  debt,  to 
pay  the  interest  upon  which,  and  to 
make  reasonable  sinking  fund  provision 
for  the  ultimate  discharge  of  which,  the 
ordinary  revenues  of  the  island,  after 
defraying  the  current  expenses  of  gov- 
ernment, shall  be  inadequate. 

III.— That  the  government  of  Cuba 
consents  that  the  Ignited  States  may  ex- 
ercise the  right  to  intervene  for  preser- 
vation of  Cuban  independence,  the 
maintenance  of  a  government  adequate 
for  the  protection  of  life,  property  and 
individual  liberty  and  for  discharging 
the  obligations  with  respect  to  Guba. 
Impo-sed  by  the  treaty  of  Paris  on  the 
United  .States,  now  to  be  assumed  and 
undertaken  by  the  government  of  Cuba. 
IV.— That  all  acts  of  the  United  States 
in  Cuba  during  its  military  occupation 
thereof  are  ratified  and  validated,  and 
all  lawful  rights  acquired  thereunder 
shall  be  maintained  and  protected. 

V. — That  the  government  of  Cuba  will 
execute  and  as  far  as  necessary  extend 
the  plans  already  devised,  or  other  plan? 
to  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  for  the  sani- 
tation of  the  cities  of  the  Island,  to  the 
end  that  a  recurrence  of  epidemics  and 
infectious  di.=eases  may  be  prevented, 
thereby  assuring  protection  to  the  peo- 
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pie  and  commerce  of  Cuba,  as  well  as 
to  the  commerce  of  the  Southern  ports 
of  the  I'nited  States  and  the  people  re- 
siding therein. 

VI.— That  the  isle  of  Pines  shall  be 
omitted  from  the  proposed  constitution- 
al boundaries  of  Cuba,  the  title  thereto 
being  left  t3  future  adjustment  by 
treaty. 

VII.— That  to  enable  the  United  States 
to  maintain  the  independence  of  Cuba 
and  to  protect  the  people  thereof,  as  well 
as  for  its  own  defense,  the  government 
of  Cuba  will  sell  or  lease  to  the  United 
Stales  lands  necessa.y  for  coaling  or 
naval  stations  at  certain  specified  pDlnts 
to  be  agreed  upon  with  the  president  of 
the  United  States. 

VIII.— That,  by  way  of  further  assur- 
ance, the  government  of  Cuba  will  em- 
bodj^  the  foregoing  provisions  in  a  per- 
manent treaty  with  itie  United  States. 

The  amendment  wag  referred  to  the 
committee  on  military  affairs. 

Mr.  Pettus,  of  Alabama,  made  a  point 
of  order  against  the  Philippine  amend- 
ment to  the  army  bill.  Consideration  of 
the  point  was  postponed  until  that  por- 
tion of  the  bill  wasTreached.  The  presi- 
dent pro  tem.,  Mr.  ^rye.  submitted  Mr. 
Pettus'  point  of  order  toi  the  senate.  It 
was  decided  that  tlie  Philippine  amend- 
ment was  in  order,  the  vote  being  39 
ayes.  23  noes. 

Mr.  Vest  (Missouri)  offered  an  amend- 
ment t3  the  Philippine  provision  to  the 
effect  "that  no  judgment,  order  or  act, 
by  any  of  said  officials,  so  appointed, 
shall  conflict  with  the  laws  and  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States.  This  gave 
rise  to  considerable  debate.  Mr.  Spooner 
contended  the  amendment  was  unneces- 
sary. 

The  senate  agreed  to  a  conference  on 
the  diplomatic  and  consular  appropria- 
tion bill,  and  Senators  Hale,  Cullom  and 
Teller  were  names  as  conferees. 

A  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Gallinger, 
of  the  committer  on  pensions,  authoriz- 
ing that  committee  to  make  an  examin- 
ation of  all  laws  granting  pensions  to 
soldiers,  their  survivors  and  dependents; 
to  make  investigation  of  special  pen- 
sion legislation,  and  to  make  any  other 
inquiry  on  the  general  subject  of  pen- 
sion legiplntim  as  the  committee  may 
deem  desirable,  was  adopted. 

IX  THK  HOUSE. 

■Washington.  Feb.  2:..— The  house  en- 
tered upon  last  week  of  the  session 
with  a  full  attend  mc  of  members  on 
the  floor  avid  throngn  of  specLaLoAS  in 
the  galleries.

KILLED  AT  THE  ELBA  MINE 

Three  Boys  Met  Instant  Death  By  Being 

Dashed  Down  the  Shaft  on  a 

Runaway  Car. 


Blwabik.  Minn..  Feb.  25.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  terrible  accident,  re- 
sulting in  the  loss  of  three  lives,  oc- 
curred about  3  o'clock  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, at  the  Elba  mine,  six  miles  from 
Blwabik. 

A  crowd  of  flva  boys  were  playing  at 
the  Elba  timber  shaft,  riding  a  c;tr 
which  is  used  in  the  shaft.  The  car  ran 
upon  two  sets  of  tracks,  operated  by  a 
switch,  one  running  to  the  surfac«,  the 
other  into  the  mine. 

One  of  the  boys  turned  the  switch  the 
wrong  way  and  the  car  descended 
rapidly  from  the  top  of  the  shaft  house 
towards  the  shaft  opening.  During  the 
descent  one  of  the  boys  realized  the 
danger  and  pulled  his  brother  off  the 
car   in  time   to   save   him.       The       car 


crashed  down  on  the  door  covering  the 
shaft  opening,  breaking  through  and 
hurling  the  three  young  boys  to  the 
bottom  of  the  shaft,  the  car  being  over- 
turned and  dropping  Into  the  shaft. 

The  boys  were  inetantiy  killed.  The 
boys  were  two  sons  of  .Joseph  Felt,  aged 
10  and  12,  and  Andrew  Schlakdich's  son. 
aged  about  8.  The  parents  of  the  boys 
came  to  Biwablk  in  the  afternoon  and 
brought  Lhe  particulars.  Joseph  Felt 
lost  his  wife  only  a  few  months  ago. 

The  boys  killed  lived  at  the  Elba  loca- 
tion, one  mile  frjna;  McKinley.  The 
Schlakdich  boy  was  a  nephew  of  Mrs. 
Frank  Faber.  of  Biwablk.  The  funeral 
will  occur  in  Biwablk  on  Tuesday  from 
the  Catholic  church.  -The  remains  will 
be  Interred  at  lakeside  cemetery.

But  Fails. 

New  York,  Feb.  25.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Herald  from  Panama  says  A  corre- 
spondent in  Managua,  Nicaragua,  re- 
ports that  Frederico  Mora,  a  Costa 
Rican,  who  had  taken  refuge  in  Nicar- 
agua about  a  year  ago,  attempted  to  in- 
vade Costa  Rica  with  some  enemies  of 
President  Zelaya  of  Nicaragua.  As  soon 
as  the  Nlcaraguan  government  received 
information  of  this  exploit,  the  secre- 
tary of  state  telegraphed  to  the  Costa 
Rican  government  advising  it  of  the  in- 
tended invasion.    The  result  waa  Mora** 


defeat  and  capture  on  the  frontier  by 
NicaragUan  troope.  Mora  is  now  im- 
prisoned in  Rivas. 

The  Herald's  correspondent  in  Costa 
Rica  sends  this  version  Of  the  attempt- 
ed invasion  Frederico  Mora  attempted 
to  invade  Costa  Rica,;  together  with  the 
dissatisfied  political  felement  of  Nicar- 
agua, but  the  actlvitj  and  co-operation 
of  the  Xicaragtian  government  pre- 
vented serious  trouble.  Frederico  Mora 
has  given  the  republics  of  Costa  Rica 
and  Colombia  much  trouble  in  recent 
years.  He  has  lately  been  also  a  source 
of  annoyance  to  the  Nlcaraguan  govern- 
ment, though  it  had  been  reported  that 
President  Zelaya  of  that  republic  had 
befriended  him- 

Mora  was  arrested  in  this  city  in  July, 
1897,  for  counterfeiting  bankjiotes  of 
Costa  Rica  and  wa?  sentenced  to  two 
years  in  Sing  Sing  prison.  He  served 
the  full  term.  It  was  also  charged 
that  he  had  attempted  to  flood  Colom- 
bia with  counterfeit  money.  Mora  oper- 
ated with  Ricardo  De  Requezens.  who 
also  served  two  years  in  Sing  Sing  with 
Mora. 


New  York,  Feb.  25.— Articles  of  incor- 
poration of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration were  filed  today  at  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  of  Hudson  county.  N.  J. 
This  concern  is  the  gigantic  Morgan- 
Carnegie  combine.  The  agent  of  the  new 
corporation  in  New  Jersey  is  the  Hudson 
Trust  company,  of  51  York  street,  Ho- 
boken. 

The  objects  of  the  corporation  are  to 
manufacture  steel.  Iron,  copper  and  other 
materials,  and  to  own.  occupy  and  de- 
velop mines,  and  own  lines  or  transporta- 
tion. The  provision  is  made  that  the  cor- 
poration shall  not  own  a  railroad  in  the 
state  of  New  Jersey. 

The  incorporators  are  Charles  C.  Cluff, 
William  J.  Curtis  and  Chiu-lea  McVeagh. 
The  total  authorized  capital  stock  is  13000, 
divided  into  thirty  share8  of  $100  each. 
The  provision  is  made  that  the  stock  may 
be  increased  at  any  time.  The  papt-rs 
were  prepared  by  Stetson.  Jennings  & 
Russell,  of  New  York,  and  were  witnessed 
by  Francis  Lynde  Stetson  and  Victor  Mor- 
awetz. 

The  compan>-'8  capital  is  divided  equally 
into  7  per  cent  cumulative  preferred  and 
common  stock.  The  objects  of  the  com- 
pany, as  set  forth  at  length  in  the  incor- 
poration papers,  are  to  manufacture  iron, 
steel,  manganese,  coke,  copper,  lumber 
and  other  materials  and  all  or  any  arti- 
cles cons»lBtIng  partly  of  iron,  steel,  cop- 
per, wood  or  other  material,  or  all  or  any 
products  thereof;  to  acquire,  own,  lease, 
occupy,  use  or  develop  any  land  contain- 
ing coal.  iron,  manganese,  stone  or  other 
ores  or  oil,  and  any  woodland,  or  other 
lands  within  the  purposes  of  the  company; 
to  mine  or  otherwise  extract  coal,  ores, 
stone  or  other  minerals  of  temper;  to 
buy  or  sell  such  ores  or  the  products 
thereof;  to  construct  builamgs.  bridges, 
machinery,  ships,  boats,  engines,  cars  or 
other  equipments,  railroads,  docks,  aque- 
ducts, canals  or  other  waterways  and 
means  of  transportation  or  to  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  the  same  or  to  maintain  or  oper- 
ate the  same.  But  the  corporation  shall 
not  own  a  railroad  or  canal  In  the  state 
of  New  Jersey. 

The  corporation  shall  also  have  the  right 
to  apply  for,  obtain,  acquire  and  dispose 
of  trademarks,  trade  names  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, also  the  right  to  acquire  the  stock, 
bonds  or  other  obligations  of  any  corpor- 
ation engaged  in  the  same  line  of  busi- 
ness. The  company  may  conduct  business 
in  the  United  States  and  other  countries, 
and  may  keep  books  in  other  states  except 
such  as  arc  required  by  law  to  be  kept  in 
the  state  of  New  Jersey. 

The  authorized  capital  stock  Is  divid- 
ed into  fifteen  shares  of  preferred, 
amounting  to  $150-3  and  fifteen  shares  of 
common  stock  may  be  Increased  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  may  be  issued  in  such 
amounts  and  proportions  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  directors  of  the  company. 
The  preferreid  stock  shall  be  entitk^d  to 
yearly  dividends  of  7  per  cent,  ithe  dlvld- 
einds  to  be  cumulative.  After  tho  divid- 
ends on  the  preferred  stock  shall  have 
been  paid  the  directors  may  declare  divid- 
ends on  the  common  stock. 

The  number  of  directors  if  more  than 
three  shall  be  some  multiple  of  thre*;. 
The  number  may  be  Increased  accordini? 
to  the  bylaws.  The  duration  of  tlie  cor- 
poration is  perpetual. 

Trenton.  Feb.  25.— The  articles  of  In- 
corporation of  the  United  States  Steel 
corporation  were  fllc-d  with  the  secretary 
of  state  shortly  before  noon.  They  set 
forth  that  tho  board  of  directors  shall 
consist  of  three  fnembers  of  a  multiple 
of  three,  divided  into  classes  so  that 
their  terms  shall  expire  every  three  years. 
Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
directors.  The  board  of  directors  has 
power  to  hold  mejetings  outside  the  state 
of  New  jersey  and  a  majority  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

The  board  of  directors  shall  not  mort- 
gage or  pledge  property  or  stock  of  the 
corporation  to  any  other  corporation  ex- 
cept by  pea-mission  of  two-thirds  ocmfwy 
thirds  of  the  stock.  This  prohibition  does 
not  apply  to  any  purchase  money,  mort- 
gage or  any  purchase  money  lien.  Officers 
are  elected  by  the  directors  and  may  be 
removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  whole 
board.  The  board  Is  empowered  to  ap- 
point an  executive  committee  whose 
members  shall  exercise  equal  powers 
with  themselves.  They  may  also  appoint 
other  standing  committees  as  provided 
for  by  the  by-laws.  The  directors  may 
make  by-laws,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  stockholders.  Directors  may  fix  the 
working  capital  of  the  company  and  shall 
prescribe  the  rules  under  which  the  books 
of  the  corporation  may  be  examined  by 
the  stockholders,  except  as  regulated  by 
statuite  or  regolutlon  of  the  stockholders. 

New  York,  Feb.  25.-The  $3000  capltall-- 
zation  of  the  United  States  Steel  corpora- 
tion excited  little  comment  In  Wall  street, 
as  It  was  generally  understood  that  the 
promoters  had  deemed  It  as  a  precaution- 
ary measure  to  file  Its  corporation  papers 
at  this  time  without  regard  to  the  amount 
of  capital  so  as  to  Insure  the  validity  of 
its  title.  Another  conference  of  all  those 
interested  in  the  corporation  took  place 
at  J.  Pierpont  Morgan's  office  today.  Is 
was  stated  on  good  authority  that  the  so- 
called  terms  of  the  deal  heretofore  pub- 
lished are  nothing  more  than  guess  work. 
The  exact  terms  of  the  deal,  it  was  said, 
have  not  yet  been  settled  and  are  not 
likely  to  be  before  the  end  of  the  week,  if 
then.

Top.;;...,  Feb.  25.— J.  W.  Adams  was 
fatally  .wounded  in  a  battle  between 
three  policemen  and  a  band  of  citizens, 
who  made  a  midnight  raid  on  a  North 
Topeka  wholesale  liquor  house.  A  large 
quantity  of  cased  goods  were  destroyed 
before  the  crowd  was  dispersed.  A 
crowd  of  from  fhirty  to  sixty  citizens, 
armed  with  revolvers,  sledge  hammers, 
crowbars  and  a  tattering  ram,  broke 
into  the  wholesale  house  of  Charles  Cur- 
tis, on  West  Curtiu  street,  between  Kan- 
sas avenue  and  J«  ckson  street  last  mid- 
night and  smashed  the  beer  found  there. 
Three  policemen  drove  the  crowd  back. 
Both  the  policeiren  and  citizens  firtd 
their  revolvers,  aid  J.  W.  Adams,  a  car- 
penter, was  shot  twice  in  the  breast. 
He  was  taken  in  a  hack  to  Riverside 
hospital,  where  be  lies  in  a  precarious 
condition. 

Dr.  M.  R.  Mitchell  and  Rev.  F.  W. 
Emerson  were  bo:h  arrested  by  the  po- 
lice. Rev.  Einerson  was  taken  to  the 
police  station,  where  he  was  booked 
under  the  charge  of  resisting  an  officer. 
He  was  allowed  tj  go  on  his  own  recog- 
nizance. Dr.  M.tchell  took  Adams  to 
the  hospital  and  Was  allowed  to  stay 
and  administer  t('  him,  without  giving 
bond.  The  three  ofl^cers — Patrolmen 
Downey  and  Boyles  and  Private  Watch- 
man Conners  claim  Adams  was  shot  by 
his  own  crowd  while  he  was  retreating 
from  the  point  of  attack.  Oflflcer  Conners 
says  that  his  reAolver,  a  38-callber  af- 
fair, was  knocked  from  his  hand.  Of- 
ficer Downey  says  he  did  not  arrive  on 
the  scene  ^ntil  the  trouble  was  about 
over  and  Officer  Boyles,  who  carries  a 
44-caliber  revolver,  claims  the  two  shots 
he  fired  were  aimed  upward. 

Dr.  Mitchell  and  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Hammond,  who  cared  for  Adams  at 
the  hospital,  say  he  was  shot  with  a 
32  or  38-c«liber  rjvolver.  One  shot  took 
effect  in  the  center  of  his  chest  and  the 
other  in  the  riglrt  shoulder.  The  bul- 
lets did  not  comi?  out. 

The  crowd  wl:jch  did  the  sinashing 
met  in  West  Ctrtis  street,  about  two 
blocks  from  the  'Joint."  Estimates  of  Its 
size  vary  from  thirty  to  sixty  persons. 
A  few  moments;  past  12  o'clock  the 
crowd  moved  east  on  Curtis  street  to 
Jackson  street.  The  wholesale  liquor 
house  is  a  small  frame  building  at  the 
rear  of  Curtis'  home,  which  faces  on 
Curtis  street.  T'he  crowd  turned  south 
on  Jackson  street  and  crossed  the  rear 
of  the  lots  between  the  street  and  the 
liquor  house.  In  3ne  of  the  yards  was  A 
log  a  foot  thick.  A  half  dozen  men 
seized  the  log  and  used  it  as  a  batter- 
ing ram.  At  the  first  blow,  the  door  gave 
way.  A  lantern  lighted  up  the  interior, 
but  it  was  acide:itally  extinguished  and 


the  work  was  done  In  the  Jar*.  Thre« 
men  stood  inside  and  passed  the  cases 
and  kegs  of  beer  to  the  men  in  the  door- 
way, who  threw  them  into  the  yard  lo 
be  smashed.  The  crowd  used  heavy 
sledges,  axes,  masons*^  hammers  and 
crowbars.  The  owners  of  the  beer  made 
no  resistance. 

Patrolman  Boyles  and  Watchman 
Connors  were  called  from  the  Union 
Pacific  depot,  two  blocks  away  and 
were  the  first  officers  there.  They  en- 
tered the  yard  and  drove  the  crowd 
back.  Before  the  officers  arrived  thirty 
cases  and  two  kegs  of  beer  had  beea 
smashed.  The  crowd  fell  back  slowly 
to  a  ditch  near  Jackson  street.  wher6 
the  leaders  succeeded  in  rallying  their 
forces.  While  the  crowd  was  being 
driven  back  twenty  or  thirty  shots  were 
fired.  When  the  crowd  enrered  Jackson 
street,  the  officers  were  near  the  build- 
ing and  Adams  was  between  the  officers 
and  the  crowd.  When  he  was  shot  he 
fell  beside  a  pile  of  wood.  Officer 
Boyles  claims  Adams  was  facing  west 
and  running  toward  the  crowd  when  he 
was  shot.  When  Adams  fell  the  crowd 
thought  he  had  tripped  over  the  pils_Si^ 
wood.  He  did  not  rise  and  severalnvn* 
ran  to  his  assistance.  A  carriage  was 
called  and  he  was  borne  to  the  River- 
side hospital.  When  the  crowd  leaii'ed 
that  one  of  their  number  had  been 
wounded  it  quickly  dispersed. 

Officers  Boyles  and  Downey  arrested 
Dr.  Mitchell  and  Rev.  Emerson.  A 
patrol  wagon  was  called.  Rev.  Emer- 
son was  taken  to  the  station.  There 
it  was  found  that  his  left  hand  was  cut 
and  bleeding.  He  was  boolied  and  al- 
lowed to  go  to  his  home.  Chief  of  Po- 
lice Stahl  was  summoned  from  his 
home,  but  did  not  arrive  until  the  crowd 
had  left.  Broken  cases  and  smashed 
kegs  were  carried  back  into  the  build- 
ing and  a  man  stood  guard  the  re- 
mainder of  the  night   with   a  shotgun. 

Speaking  of  the  raid.  Chief  of  Polico 
Stafnl  said:  "The  other  raids  have  been 
expected  and  I  have  had  the  officers 
posted,  but  this  one  was  a  complete 
surprise.  We  had  no  Idea  that  It  waa 
going  to  take  place.  My  information 
is  that  nearly  all  the  joints  on  ttie 
South  Side  have  been  supplie  for  the  last 
three  or  four  days  from  this  CurtlS 
storage  house,  and  little  If  any  has  coma 
from  Moesers." 

Watchman  Conners  corroborated  Om- 
cer  Boyles.  "When  we  got  Into  the 
yard  Emerson  drew  a  revolver  on  me," 
said  Conners.  "When  I  tried  to  take  it 
away  from  him  he  got  me  d'>wn  on 
some  boxes  and  I  could  not  get  up. 
He  arose  and  called  upon  the  crowd  to 
rally  and  fired  his  revolver.  My  re- 
volver was  knocked  from  my  hand  and 
I  did  not  flro  it." 

Dr.  Mitchell  was  seen  at  Riverside 
hospital  hospital  where  tie  was  carina 
for  Adams.  "They  were  unloading  the 
liquor  all  the  evening,"  he  said.  "We 
followed  the  wagon  they  were  hauling  it 
in  from  the  Union  Pacific  tracks.  Ttiey 
had  emptied  one  car  and  there  was  an- 
other still  on  the  track.  It  was  all  beer. 
Dr.  Mitchell  had  little  to  say  about  the 
shooting,  but  declared  ttiat  both  the 
crowd  and  the  officers  fired.  He  did  not 
know  who  shot  first. 


THE  STUDENT  IMBROGLIO 


Disturbanices  Continue  at  the  Russian  Univer 

sities  In  Spite  of  Strenuous  Efforts  of  the 

Authorities  to  Stop  Them. 


St.  Petersburg  Feb.  12.— (Correspond- 
ence of  the  Associated  Press.)— What- 
ever opinions  one  may  have  of  the  wis- 
dom of  political  movements  by  univer- 
sity students,  the  courage  of  the  leaders 
of  the  present  protest  of  the  Russian 
students  is  beyond  question.  They  are 
not  ignorant  of  the  government's  ^  de- 
termination to  enforce  the  military  ser- 
vice act  with  unsparing  severity  and 
they  continue  tc  advance  towards  their 
fate  with  unflinching  intrepidity.  The 
continuation  of  the  disturbances  as 
soon  as  the  holic  ays  should  have  passed 
was  foreseen  by  everybody.  The  uni- 
versity authorities,  to  minimize  the 
danger  displayed,  and  it  is  believed,  is 
still  displaying  unwonted  liberality  in 
the  matter  of  leaves  of  absence,  permit- 
ting all  who  oflered  a  plausible  excuse 
to  extend  their  holidays  indefinitely  or 
to  return  to  their  homes  after  the  holi- 
days "on  familj  business."  No  sooner 
was  the  unlveislty  of  St.  Petersburg 
reopened  than  lhe  holding  of  meetings 
by  the  students  was  resumed.  Resolu- 
tions were  passed  demanding  the  an- 
nulment of  all  sentences  against  stu- 
dents here  and  elsewhere  and  the  hold- 
ing responsible  before  the  courts  -  cf 
police  who  migl  t  molest  students  with- 
out warrant. 

At  Kleff  lectures  were  resumed  to 
practically  empty  benches,  the  greater 
part  of  the  attendance  applying  "Pass- 
ive obstruction'  or  going  on  a  "strike, 
as  they  express  it.  The  energetic  ac- 
tion of  the  police  and  government  has 
temporarily  disconcerted  the  students, 
as  twenty-five  of  the  leaders,  or  at 
least  those  whoise  activity  had  been  no- 
ticeable, have  been  placed  hors  de  com- 
bat for  politicul  agitation.  Neverthe- 
less the  obstruction  of  the  work  of  the 
universities  continue.  Up  to  now  the 
number  of  strlhers  in  St.  Petersburg  is 
small,  though  some  professors  are  not 
lecturing  and  others  have  aJmoet  empty 
halls.  It  is  somewhat  odd  that  the  St. 
Petersburg  medical  academy,  the  prin- 
cipal medical  school  in  Russia,  whicn 
is  under  the  management  of  the  war 
ministry,  Is  participating  with  permis- 
sion of  its  maiagefnent  in  the  Protest 
against  the  condemnation  of  the  KJeft 
students  to  military  service.  On  Jan. 
•6  there  was  a  meeting  there  which  was 
attended  by  S(X'  of  800  students.  It  de- 
clared on  priniriple  for  the  KiefE  stu- 
dents and  will  meet  again  tomorrow  to 
take  further  a:tion.      This  school  en- 


joys more  freedom  than  the      univer- 
sities. 

The  intention  of  the  Kieff  students 
to  demonstrate  when  their  companions* 
left  for  military  service  was  frustrated 
by  Governor  General  Dragomiroff,  who 
supplied  200  soldiers  to  reinforce  the  po- 
lice. Reports  are  circulated  about  tlie 
banishment  of  students  to  Siberia  for 
posting  a  proclamation  in  the  city.  The 
strike  is  more  general  there  than  else- 
w-here.  Only  twelve  students  are  report- 
ed to  have  attended  the  first  day's 
lectures,  while  209  congregated  idly  In 
the  corridors,  the  remainder  staying 
at  home. 

Great  indignation  has  been  aroused 
in  the  ranks  of  the  St.  Petersburg  stu- 
dents by  a  bulletin  posted  in  the  uni- 
versity by  Curator  Sonin.  It  is  copied 
verbatim  as  material  for  agitations  In 
the  latest  of  the  miemograph  bulletins 
that  are  issued  more  or  less  openly  by 
the  students'  committee.  Curator 
Sonin  feels  confident  that  the  mass  of 
the  students  will  not  join  the  obstruc- 
tionists, but  fears  the  latter  will  at- 
tempt terrorization.  He  urges  the  stu- 
dents to  oppose  the  territorists  ener- 
getically and  unitedly  and  declares  the 
minister  of  education  is  determined  to 
enforce  the  military  service  act  un- 
flinchingly. It  Is  recalled  that  on  a 
similar  occasion,  not  many  months  ago, 
the  authorities  warned  all  stuf.'nts 
against  action  either  for  or  against  the 
agitators  declaring  it  was  the  govern- 
ment's place  to  maintain  order.  That 
the  movement  Is  directed  in  reality 
against  existing  political  and  social  in- 
stitutions has  already  been  emphasized. 
A  letter  from  "a  mother,"  which  is 
printed  in  the  students'  bulletin,  illus- 
trates this.  It  says  in  part:  "Who  is 
guilty  when  highhandedness  attains 
such  shameless  and  insolent  cruelty  as 
to  send  200  students  Into  the  army? 
Ministers  Bogolepoff  and  Sipiagume? 
No.  a  thousand  times  no.  We  are  guilty; 
we,  slaves,  bondmen;  we,  so-called  Rus- 
sion  society;  we  who  tremble  and  hush. 
We  humbly  put  up  without  everything 
that  an  educated  community  cannot 
dispense  with;  freedom  of  speech,  per- 
sonal inviolability,  inviolability  of  resi- 
dence. For  our  humility  we  allege  a 
humiliating  excuse.  W^e  are  not  enough. 
We  hush  because  we  don't  feel  our 
deprivation.  A  man  when  he  will  take 
away  a  young  animal  cautiously  looks 
around  for  the  mother.  The  Bogolepoflfs 
and  Sipiagulnes  do  not  look  around.  Our 
children  can  call  us  infanticides  to  our 
faces  and  reproach  us  for  their  ruined 
lives.  They  will  be  right.  We  have  de« 
served  it."

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SCHLEY  VERY  GENEROUS 

Willing  That  Admiral  Sampson  Should  Be 

Advanced  Over  Him  If  Grade  of  Vice 

Admiral  Be  Revived. 


Washington,  Feb.  25.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Rear  Admiral  Schley  will  not 
ask  his  friends  to  oppose  the  nomination 
of  Rear  Admiral  Sampson  to  a  higher 
number  in  the  rank  of  vice  admiral,  if 
that  grade  be  revived.  This  information 
has  been  received  from  Rear  Admiral 
Schley  by  an  officer  commanding  a  ves- 
sel in  the  Santiago  sea  fight,  and  who 
may  be  regarded  as  possibly  liis  warmest 
supporter  among  the  captains  taking 
part  in  that  engagement.  This  ofFiccr 
believe.s  that  Scnhy  has  never  cared 
much  about  the  advancement  of  Samp- 
son, although  this  i.s  not  by  any  means 
the  opinion  of  a  great  many  other  of  his 
friends.  On  good  authority  it  is  as- 
serted that  the  adherents  of  Schley  in 
congress  will  be  informed  that  he  is  per- 
fectly willi.ng  to  accept  :he  rank  of  vice 
admiral  with  one  number  below  that  of 
Sampson.  The  officer  to  whom  Admiral 
Schk-y's  views  have  been  made  known 
Is  not  hopeful  that  the  bill  will  be  pas.sed 
this  session,  but  should  it  pass,  he  be- 
lieves an  end  of  the  controversy  between 


Sampson  and  Schley  advocates  would  be 
reached. 

However,  even  if,  as  his  naval  friend 
says.  Admiral  Schley  is  so  generous  as 
to  be  willing  to  step  aside  for  Sampson, 
it  is  not  so  certain  hi.'?  fritnds  in  the 
senate  will  be  equally  generous,  unless, 
indeed,  they  are  entirely  satisfied  he  sin- 
cerely desires  it. 

A  statement  was  made  to  The  Herall 
correspondent  by  a  naval  officer  of  high 
rank  which,  if  verified  before  the  sen- 
ate, may  have  an  important  bearing  on 
this  controversy.  It  is  said  that  Samp- 
son never  %vrote,  or  saw  before  it  was 
sent,  the  famous  dispatch  announcing 
the  victory.  It  is  said  in  his  hurry  he 
requested  one  of  his  staff  ti  send  tiie 
dispatch  announcing  the  victory,  but 
with  no  suggestion  as  to  the  terms  to 

be  employed.

James  A.  Taylor,  the  alleged  bigamist, 
arrested  recently  in  Seattle,  was  among 
the  prisoners  arraigned  In  municipal  court 
today.  He  has  lo.st  his  debonair  ways  and 
his  marvelous  nerve.  He  does  not  look, 
dress  or  act  like  the  same  man  that  came 
to  Duluth  two  years  ago,  claiming  to  bo  a 
Wealthy  ranchman  from  Montana.  He 
seenved  dissipated  and  was  very  nervous, 
especially  when  the  court  announced  that 
his  bail  would  be  $2000  in  order  to  guaran- 
tee his  presence  In  court  Thursday  after- 
noon. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Bates  arrived  from  Se- 
attle with  the  prisoner  yesterday  morn- 
ing. Taylor  came  along  willingly  enough 
but  now  that  he  Is  here  he  seems  to  feel 
that  he  made  a  mistake  by  not  fighting 
his  case   from  the  start. 

He  was  arraigned  on  a  complaint  sworn 
out  by  Joseph  Cami>l>ell.  brother-in-law 
of  Gertrude  Adams  Taylor,  the  young 
woman  whom  he  Is  said  to  have  married 
Illegally  on  May  15  last.  The  complaint 
sets  forth  that  Taylor  was  first  married  to 
Florence  Pope  in  Seattle  on  Nov.  1.  IssS. 

The  prisoner  was  nervous  during  the 
reading  of  the  charges  against  him.  He 
was  ai>parently  readj-  to  enter  a  plea  of 
not  guilty,  but  on  such  a  serious  charge 
he  was  not  allowed  to  plead.  He  was 
asked  by  the  court  when  he  would  be 
ready  for  an  examination  and  he  said  im- 
mediately. 

County  Attorney  McClintock  was  then 
asked  when  the  prosecution  would  be 
ready  and  replied  that  owing  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  bringing  witnesses  from  a  dis- 
tance, the  state  would  prefer  the  case  to 
come  up  Thursday  afternoon. 

Taylor  said  that  he  would  like  to  have  it 
come  up  sooner  and  asked  If  he  could  be 
allowed  out  on  bail.  Judge  Bdson  looked 
up  the  law  and  found  that  the  fixing  of 
bail  was  within  his  power  as  the  maxi- 
mum penalty  for  bigan»y  in  this  state  is 
but  five  years. 

The  court  then  asked  the  county  attor- 
ney what  he  would  prefer  in  the  matter  of 
ball  and  Mr.  McClintock  replied  that  he 
thought  $20<H>  woidd  ho  sufficient. 

Taylor  evidently  thought  that  It  was 
more  tlian  sufllclent  for  he  showed  re- 
newed nervousness  and  protested  against 
that  amount,  saying  tliat  he  might  be  able 
to  raise  $1000.  but  $"2000  was  out  of  the 
question.     He   said: 

"If  the  court  please,  T  think  that  $1000 
bail  would  guarantee  my  presence  here.  I 
came  here  from  Seattle  willingly  and  I 
will  stay  and  see  this  matter  through." 

Judge  Ed.Hon  replied  tliat  he  would 
leave  It  fixed  at  $30W),  unless  something 
would  turn  up  by  which  It  could  be  modi- 
fied, and.  Taylor  was  taken  back  to  the 
county  Jail. 

At  a  late  hour  this  afternoon  he  had  not 
selected  an  attorney  to  defend  him.  but 
Indicated  that  he  would  before  the  examin- 
ation on  Thursday  afternoon. 

Many  of  those  that  had  known  Taylor 
here  and  had  reason  to  remember  him, 
expressed  themselves  as  surprised  at  the 
change  in  him.  He  has  dropped  his  West- 
ern dress  and  talk  and  In  his  present  con- 
dition would  scarcely  bo  able  to  deceive 
any  person. 

None  of  his  second  wife's  f.amlly  was 
In  court  this  morning  and  Taylor  was  evi- 
dently disapiiointed,  for  tie  examined  the 
faces  of  all  In  the  room  very  closely  as  if 
expecting  to  either  .see  his  second  wife  or 
some  of  her  relatives. 

He  blames  his  brother-in-law  for  hav- 
ing him  arrested  and  even  has  the  auda- 
city to  Intimate  that  Gertrude  Adams 
Taylor  deserted  him,  instead  of  his  de- 
serting her.  .As  for  the  debts  he  left  i.n 
Duluth  at  the  time  of  his  mysterious  dis- 
appearance, he  admits  leaving  $3<:o  in  un- 
paid bills,  but  claims  that  Duluth  people 
owe  him   considerably  more.

It  is  evident  from  talk  that  the  cedar 
pavement  proposition  is  receiving  a  bi^ 
boost  among  the  property  owners  along 
Central  avenue  and  the  Indications  are 
that  this  kind  of  pavement  will  prob- 
ably be  the  choice  of  the  majority  of 
the  property  owners,  when  the  next 
meeting-  is  held  to  decide  on  the  sort  of 
pavement  that  is  wanted.  One  West 
Duluth  citizen,  who  is  one  of  those 
most  deeply  interested  in  the  new  pave- 
ment, and  is  in  a  position  to  feel  the 
public  pulse,  says  that  sentiment  is 
last  coming  the  way  of  cedar  block 
pavement.      Said  he  this  morning:. 

"There  are  some  very  important 
things  to  take  under  consideration  be- 
fore deciding  on  an  expensive  pavement. 
For  example,  take  two  blocks  on  Cen- 
tral avenue  north  of  Main  street.  The 
income  on  that  i»roperty  Is  very  light. 
The  buildings  were  built  some  ycai-s 
ago  and,  judging  from  the  past  ten 
years,  what  reason  is  there  to  believe 
that  the  next  ten  years  will  witness  a 
business  growth  in  that  locality  that 
would  warrant  the  expenditure  of  a 
good-sized  sum  of  money  by  the  prop- 
erty owners  there.  Any  other  pave- 
ment than  a  cydar  block  would  cost  all 
the  way  from  $17.5  to  $200  per  25-foot 
frontage  and  the  cost  to  the  property 
owner  would  be  far  in  excess  of  the  in- 
come on  the  property,  perhaps  for  some 
years  to  come.  If  it  is  too  strong,  he  Is 
going  to  refuse  paying  his  assessments 
and  the  property,  in  view  of  this,  as 
well  a.s  all  other  deliquent  taxes,  would 
be  taken  from  the  tax  rolls,  and  become 
practically  dead  property,  may  be  lor 
years.  Not  even  the  tax  title  sharks 
are  going  up  against  any  such  propo- 
sition unle.ss  they  can  see  their  way 
clear  to  get  their  money  out  of  the 
property  afterward.  One  of  the  best 
examples  of  the  wearing  qualities  of 
ce<iar  block  pavement  can  be  found 
right  heip  in  Duluth.  Fifty-fourth 
avenue  was  paved  with  cedar  blocks  in 
1S91.  That  street  is  heavily  traveled, 
and  is  In  excellent  condition  today.  To 
my  knowledge  no  repairing  has  ever 
been  needed.  The  street  was  never 
torn  up  after  it  was  laid.  On  the  other 
hand.  Central  avenue  was  graded  and 
filled  and  the  pavement  put  in  about 
twelve  years  ago.  Afterward  the  street 
was  torn  up  to  put  in  street  railway 
tracks  and  again  for  the  water  mains 
and  even  later  for  the  many  different 
water  connections  with  the  main.  It  is 
no  wonder  the  pavement  went  to  the 
bad.  No  pavement  could  withstand 
all  that.  Besides,  little  or  no  repairing 
was  ever  done  on  Central  avenue. 

"Cedar  block  pavement  Is  being  put 
in  all  the  large  cities  at  the  present 
time.  Chicago  and  Detroit  are  usiag  a 
great  deal  of  it.  P.  McDonnell,  of  Du- 
luth, has  been  supplying  Dakota  cities 
with  immense  quantities  of  cedar 
block.  One  of  the  best  arguments,  I 
think,  for  putting  in  cedar  block,  aside 
from  those  mentioned,  is  the  fact  that 
it  is  easy  for  horses,  costs^  half  as  much 
as  any  other  kind,  wears  well,  looks 
well  and  every  bit  of  the  cedar  used 
will  come  from  the  vicinity  of  Duluth 
and  the  cutting  of  tt  will  give  employ- 
ment to  a  large  number  of  men.  The 
money  outlayed,  in  fact,  will  remain 
practically  at  home.  West  Duluth,  al- 
though incorporated  in  the  city,  is  prac- 
tically a  village  by  itself  similar  to  a 
large  number  of  villages  throughout  the 
state,  but  unlike  the  other  villages,  has 
not  their  resources.  The  bulk  of  the 
trading  of  people  living  here  is  done  in 
Duluth.  There  are  villages  in  the  state 
the  size  of  West  Duluth,  where  rents 
are  higher  than  they  are  right  here, 
yet  the  people  are  satisfied  with  nothing 
better  than  a  county  road.  W^e  want  the 
pavement,  of  course,  but  we  want  It 
made  of  that  material  that  is  the  most 
practical  to  the  existing  conditions 
here."

The  outlook  fr.r  the  divorce  calerjdar 
of  the-  March  term  of  district  court  is 
very  promising.  Seven  cases  \vt;re  filed 
this  morning,  more  than  there  were  on 
the  entire  cakndax  at  the  la.st  term, 
and  there  are  still  two  days  in  v.'hi.h 
more  c.ise-s  n!iy  be  filed. 

The  plaintiffs  in  the  seven  cases  filed 
this  morning  come  with  the  usu\l  run 
of  complaints  of  cruelty,  drunkenness, 
"desertit'n  and  adultery,  the  gamut  of 
cau:?es  for  divorce  that  are  recognize  I 
by  the  laws  uf  the  t^tate.  Four  ot  the 
applicants  are  men  and  three  are  wo- 
men. 

Margaret  M.  Brtit,  aged  40,  asks  for  a 
dJV'irce  from  James  Brett,  aged  36,  on 
the  ground  of  cruelty.  They  were  mar- 
ried In  Sui'erior  in  iJeeember,  isy2,  and 
Mis.  Krett  alleges  thit  her  husband 
knocked  her  down,  dragged  her  abuut 
by  the  hair  of  the  head,  tore  her  el  )ihes, 
threw  the  furniture  out  of  doors  and 
paid  other  violent  atttiitions  to  her. 
She  says  that  .-he  tried  to  got  away 
from  him,  and  moved  from  hout=e  la 
l-..ju.=e,  but  h'.  foll.jued  and  annoyed  her. 
She  not  only  a.sks  for  a  divorce,  but  for 
en  order  from  thi-  court  restraining  h'-r 
husband  from  interfering  with  her.  J. 
i>.  Holmes  is  her  attorney. 

Ada  Siml'scn,  a  dressmaker,  wants  a 
divorce  from  Willism  Simpson,  a 
chimney  sweep,  on  the  ground  of 
cruelty.  She  is  36  and  he  l^  35  years  of 
a?e,  and  they  were  married  in  Sujierior 
in  November,  1S9T.  The  plaintiff 
charges  that  her  husbind  fell  into  dis- 
solute habits,  had  a  jealous  disposition, 
and  tr.-ate<l  her  cruelly.  She  had  him 
arrested  once  for  as.sauUing  her,  she 
says.    J.  D.  Holmes  is  her  attorney. 

Cruelty  is  also  the  ground  on  which 
Rose  St.  Amour  wants  a  divorce  from 
■William  St.  Amour.  She  is  29  and  he  is 
46,  and  they  were  married  in  Superior 
In  WSZ.  Desertion  is  also  alleged. 
Baldwin  &  Baldwin  are  the  attorneyts. 

Frederick  Fish,  aged  2S.  seeks  a  di- 
vorce from  Elizabeth  Fish,  aged  21.  on 
the  gr^air.d  adultery.  They  were  mar- 
ried in  Virginia,  this  county,  in  June, 
lSi«y,  and  Fish  claims  that  in  February, 
1900.  his  wife  became  a  cimmon  prosti- 
tute and  followed  that  calling  in  a  num- 
ber of  range  towns,  including  MeKin- 
lev,  Eveleth.  Virginia,  Ely  and  Hib- 
bing.  R.  J.  Dowdall.  of  Eveleth.  is 
the  attorney. 

William  G.  McCoi-mick  sets  up  deser- 
tion as  the  rea.son  whj-  he  should  iiave 
a  divorce  from  Mary  McCormick.  He 
is  27  years  of  age  and  she  is  30,  and  thi-y 
were  married  in  Dululh  in  February, 
1898.  The  desertion  is  alleged  to  have 
taken  place  Jan.  6,  1900.  J.  D.  Holmes 
i.s  the  attorney. 

The  reason  why  A.  S.  Clark  wants  a 
divorce  from  Mary  G.  Clark  Is  the  s^ino 
one,  desertion.  He  is  38  and  she  is  30. 
and  they  were  married  in  Hudson,  Wis., 
in  July,  1SS8.  The  desertion  is  alleged 
to  have  taken  place  in  October,  1S99. 

John  B.  Cargill,  aged  3S.  wants  a  di- 
vorce from  Agnes  M.  Cargill,  aged  IS. 
on  the  ground  of  adultery.  They  were 
married  in  Moorhead  .Tulj-  12,  1900.  and 
Cargill  alleges  that  his  wife  comm.ited 
adultery  in  the  Northern  hotel  at  Du- 
luth  T>ec.  28,  of  the  same  year.  Baldwin 
&  Baldwin  .are  the  attorneys.

Handsome    Outfit  Just  In- 
stalled By  Northern  Pac- 
ific on  St.  Paul  Run. 

This  afternoon,  promptly  on  schedule 
time,  the  Northern  Pacific  company's 
fine  new  I..ake  Superior  limited  train 
left  the  T'nlon  depot  for  the  Twin  City 
run.  Ttie  train  is  made  up  of  four  new 
cars  In  which  all  the  ingenuity  of  man 
In  the  matter  of  elegance  of  workman- 
ship has  been  combined  with  a  view  to 
comfort  of  travel  in  a  degree  that  will 
■undiubtedly  make  the  Lake  Superior 
limited  one  of  the  most  popular  trains 
between  the  head  of  the  lakes  and  the 
Twin  Cities.  A  duplicate  of  this  superb 
train  will  leave  the  Twin  Cities,  arriv- 
ing In  Duluth  this  evening. 

Each  train  is  valued  at  $50,000.  Each 
con.'lsta  of  a  handsome  combination 
baggage  and  amoking  car,  one  day  coach 


and  a  combination  buffet  and  observa- 
tion car. 

In  the  forward  end  of  the  baggage  car 
is  stored  one  of  t£ie  latest  improved  25- 
horse  power  motors  which  furnishes  the 
current  for  the  e'ectric  lights  with  whieh 
the  train  is  lit-Cited  throughout.  The 
motor  can  furnish  power  for  325  16- 
candle  power  incandescents.  The  smok- 
ing compartment  Is  fitted  out  v.ith  a  fine 
hardwood  floor,  the  interior  of  the  car 
is  finished  in  rfierry,  and  the  seats,  deep 
and  models  of  comfort,  are  upholstered 
in  leather.  The  day  coach  Is  finished  in 
mahogany,  with  brus.sels  carpets  on  a 
beautifully  matched  hardwood  floor.  Thct 
seats  are  uifiol.^tered  in  plush.  The  car 
Is  wgU  lighted  by  wide,  deep,  plate-plas?! 
wind.iws,  giving  an  excellent  view  of  the 
country  through  which  the  train  passe.-i. 
The  toilet  rooms  throughout  the  train 
are  marvels  of  elegance  in  finish  and 
convenience. 

The  chair  car  is  certainly  a  thing  ol 
beauty,  and  will  prove  a  very  attra:tive 
feature  to  the  traveler.  Wide,  well 
lighted,  thick  brussels  carpet,  elegant 
upholstered  chairs,  and  with  a  ma- 
hogany finish  that  some  of  the  local 
architects  declare  could  not  be  Improved 
on.  The  obscrvatioa  car  at  the  rear  of 
the  train  is  one  of  the  finest  feature^  of 
the  limited.  In  the  forward  end  are  a 
series  of  beautifully  fini.-'hed  and  com- 
forta!)le  smoking  compartments,  also 
the  kitchen  and  Iniffet,  where  as  dainty 
a  luncheon  can  he  spread  as  in  a  flrsl- 
cla.=s  hotel.  The  observation  car  is 
richly  carpeted  and  furnished  with 
wieker  chairs  beautifully  upholstered 
w  ith  plush. 

At  the  tear  of  the  observation  car  is 
found  a  very  unique  feature.  The  rear 
platform  Is  constructed  especislly  for 
an  observation  vantage.  It?  ton  is  dome 
shaped,  with  an  electric  light.  The 
platform  is  about  six  feet  deep,  the 
width  of  the  car,  v.'hose  slde.«  extend

J.  W.  Stewart,  Well  Known 

Undertaker,  a  Victim  of 

Blood  Poisoning. 

John  W.  Stewart  died  at  2:20  this 
afternoon  at  St.  Luke's  hospital  from 
lilood  poisoning.  He  is  an  old  and  re- 
spected resident  of  this  city,  and  when 
it  was  given  out  at  noon  that  he  could 
scarcely  live  through  the  day.  many  ex- 
pressions of  profound  sorrow  were 
heard  from  his  old  friends  and  acquain- 
tances. 

A'.Mut  ten  days  ago  Mr.  Stewart 
showtd  signs  of  blood  poisoning  on  one 
of  his  thumbs.  He  did  not  remember 
injurying  the  thumb  in  any  way,  and  it 
is  generally  supposed  that  he  contracted 
it  from  some  of  the  fluids  used  in  em- 
balming at  his  undertaking  establish- 
ment, 226  West  First  street. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  save  his 
life,  and  last  Friday  he  was  taken  to 
St.  Luke's  hospital.  He  lost  each  day. 
and  the  poisoning  .«^nread  through  his 
system,  and  early  today  all  hope  of  his 
recovery  was  given  up. 

Mr.  Stewart  was  born  In  Scotland  60 
years  ago.  He  came  to  this  country 
with  his  parents  when  but  2  years  of 
age.  and  lived  for  some  time  in  New 
York.  Later  he  came  West  and  located 
in  this  city,  and  he  has  been  In  the  un- 
dert:^king'  business  here  for  the  past 
fourteen  years. 

He  is  survived  by  two  daughters.  Mrs. 
Gregory,  of  Buffalo,  and  Miss  Florence 
Stewart,  of  Milwaukee,  and  by  two  sons, 
Charles  Stewart,  of  Minneapolis,  and 
Clarence  Stewart,  of  this  city. 

The  deceased  was  a  prominent  Mason 
and  Knisrht  of  Pythias.  No  arrange- 
ments for  the  funeral  had  been  made 
at  a  late  hour  this  afternoon.

of  Hulls  and  Boilers  John  D.  Sloane  has 
rendered  his  decision  in  the  complaint 
brought  by  Capt.  Walter  W.  Wcod 
against  Arthur  Van  Alstine,  the  charge 
being  that  the  latter  violated  the  oath 
he  took  when  he  received  his  license  by 
refusing  to  work  with  the  complainant 
for  the  sole  reason  that  he  was  not  a 
member  of  the  Licensed  Tugmen's  Pro- 
tective association.  When  the  case  was 
tried  before  the  local  inspectors,  Messrs. 
Monaghan  and  Chalk,  they  differed  in 
their  decision.  Capt.  Monaghan  held 
that  the  fact  that  Van  Alstine  liad 
signed  and  therel'y  bound  himself  to 
abide  by  the  i"ule  of  the  tug  men's  as- 
sociation to  work  with  none  but  mem- 
bers of  the  association,  if  it  was  in  his 
power  to  do  so.  was  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  he  had  violated  his 
oath  in  that  it  constituted  a  hindrance 
to  commerce.  This  was  in  accordan  e 
with  a  ruling  of  the  department  made 
some  years  ago  in  a  .Mississippi  river 
case.  Mr.  Chalk  held  that  some  act 
must  be  shown  to  prove  that  there  was 
a  hindrance  to  commerce.  The  case 
was  referred  to  Mr.   .'^loane. 

The  decision  which  he  makes  Is  prac- 
tically that  there  must  be  an  overt  act 
resulting  in  an  injury  to  commerce.  He 
findrf  that  Engineer  Wilson  told  Wjod 
that  the  association  had  directed  the 
engineers  not  to  work  With  him  be- 
cause he  was  not  a  member,  and  that 
they  would  not  do  so.  Later  Wood  went 
back  to  the  boat  and  asked  both  Wils3n 
and  Van  Alstine.  who  was  then  there 
and  who  was  also  an  engineer  on  the 
boat,  to  put  their  refusal  iq  writing,  and 
ttiis  they  refused  to  do.  Wood  was 
afterward  discharged,  bul  Mr.  Sloane 
does  not  find  any  evic^tnce.  to  shiw  that 
he  was  discharged  becausi  the  associa- 
tion had  directed  it^'  mejibers  not  to 
work  with  him.  He*  fin<^  that  W'ood 
did  not  object  very  niueh  to  being  dis- 
charged, and  does  noi  thi«k  he  showed 
dispositian  enc>ugh  toistaiin  on  hts  legal 
rights.

fore dismisses  the  complaint.

THE  COUNCIl  tHEETINO. 

Last  Meoting  of  the  Old  Body  Thia 
Evanlnf. 

The  council  meeting  this  evening  v,-ill 
be  the  last  of  the  old  council.  The  ses- 
sion will  be  largely  routine,  devoted  to 
clearing  up  the  calendar  for  the  new 
council,  which  goes  in  next  week. 

It  is  likely  that  some  street  paving 
and  sewer  Improvements  may  be  or- 
dered. The  street  paving  contracts 
have  been  held  up  pending  the  sale  of 
the  issue  of  permanent  improvement 
revolving  fund  bonds  anfl  this  after- 
noon the  city  officers  were  notified  that 
there  was  $99,600  on  deposit  In  the  Na- 
tional Bank  of  the  Republic  in  Boston 
subject  to  order  from  the  city.  This  puts 
the  new  improvement  fund  i]»  commis- 
sion for  the  first  time  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  some  of  the  old  business  that 
has  been  pending  will  not  be  cleared  up. 

The  new  council  will  not  organize  for 
two  weeks  under  the  nev.-  charter.  It 
is  probable  that  James  L.  Cromwell, 
from  the  Third  ward,  will  be  elected 
president  to  succeed  L.  A.  Barnes,  of 
the  Seventh  ward. 

TO  MAINTAIN  PRICES. 

Book  Publlahara  Wauld  Avoid  Cut- 
ting In  Priota. 

Chicago,  Feb.  25.— The  Post  today 
says:  Leading  publishers  of  the  coun- 
try at  last  have  reached  a  definite 
agreement  upon  the  question  of  pre- 
venting demoralizing  cuts  in  book  price, 
and  their  plan  is  to  become  operattre 
on  copyrighted  books  published  after 
May  1.  The  Publishers'  assixiiation  ha.s 
b'-en  apitating  this  matter  since  early 
last  summer  and  the  report  of  its  spe- 
cial cnimiltee,  pre.senting  a  plan  for 
reform,  which  is  comprehensive  and 
far-reaching,  has  just  been  adopted.

London,  Feb.  25.— Lord  Cranborne, 
under  secretary  for  the  foreign  office, 
was  asked  in  the  house  of  commons  to- 
day by  Sir  Ellis  Ashmead-Bartlett, 
Conservative,  if  the  government  had 
any  Information  confirming  the  Russo- 
Chinese  agreement  regarding  Man- 
churia, mentioning  the  clause  in  the 
agreeement  referred  to  in  a  dispatch  to 
the  London  Times  from  Pekin,  pub- 
lished Feb.  20. 

Among  the  clauses  referred  to  were 
provisions  that  all  the  military  and  other 
officials  .shall  be  appointed  subject  to 
Ru.ssian  approval;  that  each  province 
shall  have  two  Ru.'^slan  oflicials,  one  in 
command  of  the  Chinese  police  and  the 
other  to  control  the  railroad,  and  t£iat 
China  shall  nut  be  allowed  to  build  any 
railroad  in  Manchuria. 

Sir  Ellis  also  referred  to  other  artlcl<^ 
previously  published.  The  under  secre- 
tary replied  the  government  had  no 
official  knowledge  of  the  terms  of  the 
Russo-Chinese  agreement,  .but  had  been 
informed  that  it  Includes  most  of  the 
provisions  enumerated.  He  added  that 
the  Russian  government  gives  verbal 
assurances  that  the  agreement  was  of  a 
temporary  and  provisional  character. 

Lord  George  Hamilton,  the  Indian 
secretary,  answering  a  question  regard- 
ing the  looting  at  Pekin,  replied  that  the 
British  troops  should  be  etrlctly  forbid- 
ren  to  loot.  Stringent  measures  had 
been  taken.  Certain  articles  of  value, 
which  had  been  left  in  the  summer  pal- 
ace after  the  Russian  evacuation,  were 
in  possession  of  the  British,  and  they 
would  be  ret'tored  to  the  Chinese  when 
peace  was  established.

of  the  steamship  Rio 
de  Janeiro  off  San  Francisco,  It  would 
seem  that  the  responsibility  for  the  ap- 
palling disaster  must  rest  upon  him.  He 
says  that  he  told  the  captain  of  the  ship 
that  the  fog  was  so  thick  that  it  was 
dangerous  to  proceed,  but  that  the  cap- 
tain told  him  to  ?&  ahead  and  that  ho 
obeyed.  By  the  l.'iws  of  the  Unite<l 
States  after  a  captain  of  a  ship  nas 
placed  the  vessel  In  the  hands  of  a  pilot 
to  tak*  into  port,  the  pilot  is  in  supremo 
command,  and  ejccepting  under  extraor- 
dinary circumstances,  such  na  intoxica- 
tion or  plain  evidence  of  rash  acting,  or 
grosg  incapability,  the  captain  ha.s  no 
authority  to  interfere  with  the  pilot.  The 
rea.«fon  of  such  a  law  is  evident.  The 
pilot  is  taken  on  board  fi>r  tho  sole  pur- 
pose of  bringing  the  ship  safely  througli 
l>laces  of  difflcult  and  dangerous  naviga- 
tion. He  has  special  knowledge  of  par- 
ticular waters  of  which  he  has  made  a 
study  for  yeiirs,  and  to  allow  any  interter- 
ence  with" his  work  would  be  to  Jeopar- 
dize tlie  lives  of  thfi  passengers  and  safely 
of  the  ship.  Pilot  Jordan  realized  that 
It  was  not  safe  to  proceed  with  the  Rio  in 
the  dense  fog  that  covered  the  water  and 
lie  told  the  captain  so.  That  functionary, 
doubtless  weary  of  lying  at  anchor,  (the 
ship  having  been  at  anchor  since  the  pr3- 
vlous  evening)  and  anxious  to  reach  the 
dock  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
ordc-red  the  pilot  to  go  ahead.  The  cap- 
tain had  no  authority  to  give  such  an  or- 
der. The  ship  was  in  charge  of  the  pilot 
and  he  should  have  refused  to  proceed, 
but  doubtless  being  a  good-natured  fti- 
low^  and  realizing  the  anxiety  of  the  cap- 
tain to  reach  the  city,  took  rha-ncea 
which  provoil  so  disastrous.  Unless  fur- 
ther evidence  appears,  in  all  probability 
Pilot  Jordan  will  have  his  license  revoked 
and  also  be  punished  for  his  neglect  of 
duty.

There  Is  a  prejudice  in  many  social 
circles  against  the  stage.  As  a  general 
rule  this  prejudice  is  groundless,  but  it 
must  be  admitted  with  sorrow  that  the 
tendency  of  the  modern  entertainment 
furnished  to  the  public  under  the  name 
of  play,  drama,  farce  or  vaudeville 
comes  pretty  near  warranting  all  the 
criticism  passtd  upon  the  stage  by  the 
strictest  moralist. 

The  character  of  the  performances  on 
the  stage  is  degenerating.  This  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  actors — they  are  capable 
of  better  things.  It  is  the  fault  of  the 
public  which  accepts  and  applauds  that 
which  is  coarse  and  vulgar.  There  are 
certain  phases  of  life,  the  existence  of 
which  every  man  and  woman  of  experi- 
ence knows.  It  Is  the  life  that  one-half 
of  the  people,  good,  bad  and  indifferent, 
have  touched  at  some  time.  It  is  a  life 
of  Intense  emotion,  of  love  and  hate,  of 
jealousy  and  remorse,  the  shrouded, 
mysterious  life  of  the  world— not  the 
better  life.  In  this  life  there  Is  found 
much  that  is  mble.  but  also  much  that 
is  vulgar  and  debasing. 

In  the  great  cities  it  is  the  portrayal 
of  the  life  of  this  social  undercurrent 
that  Is  called  for  by  the  patrons  of  the 
theater.  These  plays,  so-called,  are 
sent  out,  after  a  successful  run  In  New 
York  or  Ctiicago,  to  the  smaller  cities 
to  entertain  another  class  of  people — 
people  who  have  not  been  educated  to 
relish  suggestive  songs  and  vulgar  con- 
versation. The  plays  themselves  have 
no  literary  or  artistic  merit.  The  actors 
may  be  competent,  but  they  are  ham- 
pored  by  the  material  at  hand.  To  keep 
up  the  interest,  all  kinds  of  specialties 
are  introduced — specialties  shot  through 
with  innuendo  more  or  less  risque. 

The  stage  is  a  public  educator.  It 
should  stand  next  to  the  pulpit  and  the 
press  as  a  moulder  of  public  morals. 
The  farce  may  be  funny  but  never 
should  be  so  constructed  that  one  leaves 
the  theater  with  a  bad  taste  in  the 
mouth.  The  drama  may  deal  with  life 
as  it  is,  but  the  "morale"  should  be 
such  that  the  auditor  goes  home  feeling 
that  he  has  been  in  an  atmocphere  oJ 
intellectual  and  moral  purity. 

So  long  as  the  public  attends  and  ap- 


plauds the  modern  dramatic  n\edley,  so 
long  will  that  be  presented  In  place  of 
the  legitimate  drama.  The  lovers  of  the 
stage  and  decent  dramatic  art  should 
protest  by  their  absence  against  this 
debasing  of  a  nut^e  profession. 

Richard  Mansfield  strongly  indorses  the 
proposition  to  establish  a  national  theater 
in  the  United  States.  One  of  his  reasons 
is  decidedly  curious.  "Such  a  theater," 
says  he,  "conducted  by  able  and  educat- 
ed men,  w^ould  prove  to  be  a  final  court 
of  appeal  and  a  clearing-house  for  cor- 
rect language  and  pronunciation."  What- 
ever the  merits  of  a  national  theater 
might  be — and  it  would  doubtless  be  of 
great  value  to  the  American  drama— it 
could  hardly  be  expected  to  serve  as  the 
orthoepist  to  regulate  "United  Slates  as 
she  is  spoke."  The  language  is  now  bar- 
garously  treated  on  the  stage. 

Judge  Hayden,  of  Akron,  Ohio,  in  sus- 
taining a  verdk  of  $500  against  a  railway 
company  for  a  woman's  life,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  $]0,COO  was  awarded  for  a 
man's  life  lest  in  the  same  wreck,  says 
that  the  life  of  a  woman  under  ordinary 
circumstarices  cannot  be  as  valuable  as 
the  life  of  a  man;  that  the  man  in  ques- 
tion was  ablo-bodied  and  earning  good 
wages  for  a  young  wife,  and  that  the  wo- 
niiin  was  growing  old  and  could  not  bo  of 
great  use.  Advocates  of  equal  rights  for 
men  and  women  wiil  be  likely  to  criticise 
this  decisi'>n. 

The  decision  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
court  in  New  York  barring  out  the  testi- 
mony of  the  handwriting  experts  in  the 
Kennedy  trial  has  created  quite  a  sensa- 
tion among  the  legal  fraternity.  Undoubt- 
edly the  judge  is  right  in  his  decision.  It 
has  come  to  be  generally  believed  that 
expert  testimony  to  prove  or  disprove 
anything  can  be  had  by  either  side  having 
the  price. 

Thomas  Phime,  London's  "occult  sci- 
entist, "  thinks  that  the  inhabitants  of 
Mars  are  so  low  In  civilization  that  they 
could  not  understand  signals  from  the 
earth.  He  says  also  that  the  people  of 
the  planet  Venus  are  so  highly  devel'Oi>ed 
as  to  have  the  attributes  of  the  gods. 
Probably  he  knows  as  much  about  one 
planot  as  he  does  about  the  other. 

Dr.  Erward  A.  Spitzka,  the  noted  alien- 
ist, wants  all  successful  men  in  the  coun- 
try to  bequeath  their  brains  to  science. 
"Don't  waste  your  brains  on  the  worms," 
says  the  doctor.  "Make  it  possible  for  the 
medical  profession  to  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  the  brains  of  successful 
men."  Is  there  a  hidden  meaning  in  the 
doctor's  words? 


The  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  cot- 
ton mills  of  Lowell,  Charles  L.  Levering, 
tells  the  federal  industrial  commission 
that  a  lower  tariff  would  help  the  export 
trade  of  the  United  States,  and  he  advises 
a  general  reduction  of  duties,  with  this 
objtH^t  in  view.

CRUELLY 
TREATED 

Six  UHle  Children  Who  Were 

Horribly  Mused  By  Their 

Parenfe. 


MANY  BONES  BROKEN 


Seared  With  Irons  and  Kicked, 

and  Were  Hurled  Down 

Stairs. 


Philadelphia,  Feb.  25.— Six  children  hud- 
dled together  in  the  cellar  of  No.  2210  Nau- 
dain  street  were  fairly  drugged  liu  thvi 
sidewalk  by  agents  of  the  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelly  to  Children. 
The  horrors  of  a  railroad  wreck  are  over 
after  the  first  crash,  but  the  awful  inju- 
ries inflicted  upon  these  little  ones  cover 
a  period  of  over  a  year  and  stop  just 
short  of  murder. 

Joliii  Fmley,  Mary  Finley,  his  wife, 
Bernard  Catuii  and  his  wUe,  Mary  Cahlu, 
are  all  under  arrest-  charged  wiih  atro- 
cious cruelty,  and  in  the  event  of  Cliar- 
lotte  Cahill  s  death,  which  is  momentarily 
expected,  her  parents  will  be  compelled 
lo  face  a  charge  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree.  Hero  is  a  list  of  the  victims  and 
the   horrible   Injuries   inllicied; 

Charlotte  CahiU,  ageu  lu  years,  both 
arms  broken,  two  ribs  shattered,  sternum 
fractured  and  serious  scalp  wounds  and 
spinal  injuries  of  a  serious  character, 
'inis  chuu  was  jumped  upon,  dragged  all 
over  a  l-story  tenement  by  her  father 
and  finally  thrown  down  an  area  way,  a 
distance  of  twenty-four  feet. 

James  Cuhlll,  aged  8  years,  starved, 
beaten  and  seared  with  a  hot  flaiiroh. 
The  child  is  a  sight  to  behold.  All  the  hair 
has  been  burnt  oft  his  head  and  both  his 
little  hands  are  seriously  if  not  perma- 
nently  injured. 

Mary  Cahill,  aged  3  years,  starved  and 
suJierlng  from  diphtheria  in  an  advanced 
stage.  None  of  these  children  have  ever 
had  proper  food  or  clothing,  auj  the 
agents  of  the  society  were  compelled  to 
wrap  their  own  coats  about  tho  children 
to  prevent  thom  from  freezing  to  death 
during  the  snow  storm  that  was  coming 
down  at   the   time. 

The  Finley  children  are  in  a  terriblo 
plight.  Ail  three  of  them  are  suffering 
from  a  long  series  of  beatings  and  ricke.s 
resulting  from  an  Improvised  diet,  aian- 
ley  Finley,  aged  7  years,  never  tasted 
meat  in  his  life  and  was  never  wash»id  aU 
over  since  the  day  he  was  born.  His  head 
is  scarred  on  every  curve  where  tin  pau-j, 
stones,  crockery  and  clubs  have  landed, 
and  a  broken  leg  adds  to  bin  miseries. 

Belle  Finley  was  pitched  down  two 
flights  of  stairs  by  her  moither.  and  lay 
there  for  four  days  with  a  fractured  arm. 

The  baby,  which  has  not  yet  bee.i 
named,  was  simply  starving  to  death 
when  picked  out  of  a  heap  of  dirt  by 
Agent  Watson.  Tho  tOt  was  so  wosik  th  it 
the  hospital  attendants  placed  it  in  an 
incubator  used  for  new  born  babi^«r 
where  it  rfevived  enough  to  take  nourish- 
ment. Even  this  mite  of  a  baby,  ^lof  .s 
than  a  month  old,  is  marked  with  a  scar, 
resulting  from  a  fail  off  a  table  into  a 
coal   scuttle. 

The  parents  of  these  children  will  be  'n 
prison  for  six  months  in  any  event,  and 
in  the  meantima  the  little  ones  will  be 
nursed  back  to  health  at  the  Children's 
hospital. 

A  STOftT  OF^ISHOP  BARKER. 

The  following  story  appeared  in  the  Ta- 
coma  News  last  Wednesday,  the  day-m^- 
vious  to  Bishop  Barker's  sudden  death: 

"Hello,  is  this  the  olhce  of  the  city  at- 
torney?" 

The  man  at  the  telephone  was  the  Rt. 
Rev.  W.  M.  Barker,  bishop  of  the  Juris- 
diction of  Olympia;  time,  yesterday  af- 
ternoon. The  rt  ply  received  over  the  tele- 
phone was  an  afiirmative  one.  Ha  con- 
tinued: 

"Is  there  any  law  in  this  community 
by  which  a  man  can  be  punished  for  beat- 
ing a  horse? 

Again  the  answer  must  have  come  in 
the  dfrirmatlve,   for  the  bishop  continued: 

"A  man  jusl  l)ack  of  my  house  is  just 
now  engaged  in  beating  his  horse  most 
unmercifully.  He  is  using  a  slab  that  he 
took  from  the  load  he  is  hauling  with 
wlUch  to  beat  the  poor  brute,  and  as  he 
tires  of  wielding  the  slab  he  kicks  the 
horse  In  the  btilv  with  the  toe  of  his 
heavy  boot.  I  wish  you  would  send  a 
policeman  up  hero  Immediately  to  arrest 
him.  I  will  appear  against  him  as  a  wit- 
ness." 

After  a  short  pau.se  in  which  the  man  at 
the  other  end  of  the  line  was  probably 
engaged  in  replying  to  the  bishop^  the 
latter  again  spoke: 

"Misdemeanor,  did  you  say?  It  would 
do  no  good  for  .a  policeman  to  come  *tut 
here  unless  he  could  see  the  man  in  the 
art?  I  am  not  sure  tho  man  would  not 
still  be  beating  the  horse  by  the  time  an 
officer    could    arrive." 

Another   pause. 

"Yes,  sir,  I  understand;  but  I  cannot 
swear  out  a  wiirrant  until  1  can  learn 
the  man's  name,  or  something  about  him. 
He  will  not  tpll  me  his  name,  nor  will 
he  state  the  name  of  the  person  or  com- 
pany for  whom  he  works.  There  is  no 
nuniher  on  his  e.art.  It  is  an  outrage  that 
such  things  are  permitted  to  go  on  right — " 

Following  a  brief  pause,  the  bishop  then 
declared: 

"All  right.  I  will  ascertain  where  he 
goes.  T  wi";!  hn\e  him  followed;  I  will  fol- 
low him  myself." 

The  churchman  hung  tip  the  receiver, 
put  on  hi.s  h.at  and  roat  and  as  soon  a5.the 
man  had  succeeded  in  bentlng  his  horse 
until  his  te.im  had  hauled  the  load  over 
the  bad  s^prtt  In  the  road  that  had  stalled 
him.  and  drove  on.  the  bishop  found  it 
convenient  to  tnlte  a  walk. 

He  was  somewhat  stirprlsed  to  find  that 
the  load  was  destined  fi^r  Fannie  P.addock 
hospital.  To  Uhe  hospital  It  went;  to 
the  hosnitnl  the  bishop  went. 

"No.  i  did  not  swear  out  a  warrant." 
said  the  bishop  to  an  Evening  News  man 
this  morning.  "I  found  that  the  man  was 
employed  by  a  contractor  named  Gagnon. 
who  has  1  contrn*  t  for  hauling  wood  from 
a  mill  The  teamster  has  been  dismissed 
from  his  place,  and  I  think  the  lesson  will 
be  of  some  value  to  him. 

"If  T  had  been  a  noli('eman.  or  if  T  had 
had  thp  special  authority  that  Is  granted 
to  citizens  through  t>ie  medium  of  the 
htimin'->  societv.  I  could  h'lve  arrested  the 
man  on  the  snot.  It  strikes  me  it  would  be 
good  policy  for  the  humane  society  to  ar- 
range to  have  a  number  of  citizens  com- 
missioned with  authority  to  make  arrests 
and  thus  help  to  tint  .1  ston  to  the  unnec- 
esssary  and  wilful  abuse  of  dumb  animals 
when  ■ — '-  acts  come  to  the  personal  at- 
tention."

Then  there  sounded  from  the  box  a 
loud  outcry.  Mr.  Camis  sub.sequently 
stated  that  he  had  not  spoken  in  an 
especially  Icud  tone,  and  explained  that 
tile  construction  of  the  apparatus  had 
Increased  the  volume  of  his  voice.  When 
Ihe-cofTin  opened  he  emerged  smilingly. 

Mr.  Camis  is  making  arrangements 
to  have  himself  buried  under  six  feet 
of  earth  In  the  presence  of  well-known 
persons,  in  order  that  he  may  draw  aX- 
tefition  to  the  need  in  this  country  of 
some  device  to  save  the  lives  of  per- 
sons burled  alive. 

Count  Karnice's  apparatus  consists 
of  a  tube  four  inches  in  diameter,  a 
box  and  a  few  appliances  for  signaling. 
The  tube  Is  placed  over  an  aperture  in 
the  cofBn,  and  the  other  end  of  it  ap- 
pears above  the  surface  of  Jhe  ground, 
where  It  is  surmounted  by  the  box. 
Through  the  tube  passes  a  rod,  on  the 
end  of  which,  inside  the  coffin.  Is  a 
ball.  The  slightest  movement  of  the 
body  in  the  coftin  is  communicated  to 
the  rod,  which  in  turn  releases  spring*. 
The  door  of  the  hermetically  sealed  bo« 
files  open,  the  bell  rings,  and  the  signal 
ball  rises  above  the  grave  to  a  height 
of  six  feet.  At  night  a  lamp  is  plated 
overhead,  and  in  the  event  of  the  sup- 
posed dead  recovering  consciousness, 
there  is  a  ray  of  reassuring  llght_.  Tho 
attention  of  the  waichman  o*f  the 
cemetery  may  also  be  attracted  by  ,1 
rocket,  which  is  automatically  dis- 
charged.

George  R.  Laybourn  was  in  the  city 
Saturday,  coming  up  for  the  short  in- 
terim in  the  legislative  session.  He  is 
very  much  disappointed  at  the  unfor- 
tunate Are  at  the  normal  school  building 
for  he  ha.«  taken  a  deep  interest  in  the 
■welfare  of  the  school  and  in  the  matters 
of  legislation  concerning  it.    He  said: 

"This  Are  is  very  unfortunate.  While 
It  has  raised  eon.«iderable  sympathy  for 
Ihiluth.  the  legislature  is  likely  to  take 
advantage  of  the  occurrence  to  cut  off 
the  apptDpriat'.on  for  operating  it,  un- 
less it  can  be  persuaded  that  the  school 
•will  be  ready  to  open  at  the  beginning 
of  the  .school  year.  The  legislature  is 
anxious  to  cut  down  the  appropriations 
all  it  can,  and  every  possible  oppor- 
tunity that  arises,  and  will  afford  a 
chance  to  cut  off  something,  will  be 
done.  It  is.  therefore,  up  to  the  state 
normal  boaid  and  the  contractors  to 
convince  the  members  of  the  legislature 
absolutely  that  the  building  will  be 
ready  for  operation  at  the  opening  of 
the  a.'hooi  year,  or  there  may  be  no  ap- 
propriation whatever." 

This  would  mean  that  the  school  could 
rot  open  until  a  year  from  next  Sep- 
tember, and  when  this  was  suggested 
to  Mr.  Laybourn,  he  said: 

••That  is  true,  Imt  I  heard  the  senti- 
ment expressed  by  some  of  the  men 
Influential  in  the  legislature  that  if  the 
school  could  not  be  opened  this  coming 
fall  the  matter  of  providing  for  it 
ehould  be  left  to  the  next  legLslature." 

With  reference  to  the  bill  allowing 
the  school  $12,000  for  the  first  year  and 
115,000  for  the  second  year,  Mr.  Lay- 
bourn said  there  would  he  mu:h  disap- 
j'olntment  among  the  Duluth  meml'ers 
If  the  school  was  held  down  to  so  small 
a  sum.  It  will  mean  that  the  best  of 
instructors  cannot  !w  secured. 

The  bill  making  the  sheriff's  office  a 
salaried  one  instead  of  a  fee  office  as 
now  io  the  one  that  is  engaging  the  at- 
tention of  the  legislators  from  here  at 
the  pre?ent  time.  Mr.  Laybourn  said  of 
this  when  fjue^stioned  about  It: 

"That  bill  wa^j  taken  before  the  entire 
delegation,  both  house  and  senate  mem- 
bers, and  after  thorough  di.=cu3sion  it 
v>as  agieetl  unaniniou^sly  that  it  should 
■be  supported.  There  were  some  differ- 
ence.'? of  opinion  as  to  the  terms  of  the 
mea.«ure.  but  conce.-^sions  had  to  be 
made,  of  course,  for  not  all  ct>uld  have 
their  way.  In  accordance  with  thit 
agreement  we  put  the  measure  through 
the  house.  Being  a  purely  local  measure 
It  was  orpose<l  by  no  other  mem'r.ers.  I4 
1?  now  up  to  the  delegation  in  the  sen- 
ate to  carry  out  their  part  of  the  a«rree- 
ment.  If  they  do  not  oppose  the  ijill  it 
■will  go  through  without  a  dissenting 
■vote.  I  am  confident  that  they  will 
keep  to  their  agreement  and  pass  the 
bin."

Eunice  WaldrHf  Wouid  Die 
Rather  Than  Go  to  In- 
dustrial School. 

Eunice  Waldriff,  one  of  the  young  girls 
mixed  up  in  the  Harrison  case,  tried  to 
suicide  at  the  Woman's  hospital,  Saturday 
afternoon.  She  took  an  overdo.-<e  of  bi- 
chloride of  murcury  and  saved  her  life  by 
so  doing.  Had  .'>he  taken  an  ordinary-  dose 
she  would  probably  have  succeeded  In 
killing  herself. 

Since  the  Harrison  trial  she  has  b«^en  111 
at  the  Woman  s  hospital,  but  recently  Weia 
aV'le  to  assist  in  light  work.  She  became 
unruly  and  it  was  decided  to  have  her  sent 
to  the  state  industrial  school.  A  warrant 
was  is.^ued  for  her  arrest  on  Saturday, 
and  learning  of  it  she  attempted  suicide. 
She  was  able  to  be  taken  10  the  police  sta- 
tion a  few  hi>urs  afterward,  however. 

Last  September  Miss  Waldriff  was  as- 
saulted by  Edward  Wright  out  at  Lester 
Park  and  during  the  municipal  c-.urt  ex- 
amination of  Wright  the  testimony 
Ijrought  out  a  revolting  sttlte  of  affairs, 
implicating  several  and  caused  criminaJ 
charges  to  l>e  preferred  against  ClauJe 
Harrison,  who  is  n.>w  serving  sentence  in 
the  state  reformatory.

THEY  ARE  PIKE. 


Sam    Fullerton  Makss  Dis- 
covery as  to  Fish  Popu« 
larly  Called  Pickerel. 

Sam  Fullerton,  the  newly  appointed 
executive  agent  of  the  fish  and  game 
commission,  has  made  a  discovery.  He 
Lias  found  out  that  the  fish  so  common  in 
the  lakes  of  this  region  that  have  always 
gone  under  the  name  of  lackerel  are 
really  pike,  and  therefore  they  cannot 
be  speared.  There  is  a  law  against 
spearing  pike,  but  pickerel  may  be 
speared  to  any  extent.  People  have 
been  spearing  fish  under  the  impression 
that  they  were  pickerel,  but  Mr.  Fuller- 
ton  says  they  are  not  pickerel  but  pike, 
and  he  proposes  to  see  that  the  spearing 
is  stjpped. 

He  says  that  the  fish  ordinarily  called 
pickerel  in  this  state  and  despised  by 
the  anglers  because  of  that  fact,  i?  a 
pike,  and  he  says  further  that  the 
species  is  quite  distinct  from  pickerel, 
and  only  remotely  resembles  that  flsh. 
If  this  is  the  case,  pickerel  are  very 
scarce  and  hardly  worth  the  trouble  of 
spearing.  Pike,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
very  plentiful,  and  are  good  game  fish, 
entitled  to  protection  from  the  law. 

"The  reason  for  the  difference  in  the 
opinions  of  sportsmen  of  the  two  flsh 
lies  in  the  fact  that  the  pickerel  is  very 
far  frona  a  gamy  fish.  Instead  of  put- 
ting up  a  fight  for  its  life  when  it  gets 
impaled  on  a  hook,  it  lazily  contents 
itself  with  a  few  flaps  of  its  tail  and  then 
submits  to  being  drawn  in  like  a  dead 
log.  The  so-called  "gamy"  flsh.  how- 
ever, will  put  up  a  rattling  fight,  and 
that  is  whj-  the  sportsman  respects  them 
and  will  prefer  to  contest  with  them. 

Mr.  Fullerton  has  also  discovered  that 
the  laws  covering  big  game  have  not 
been  obeyed  this  season.  He  Is  promis- 
ing, down  in  St.  Paul,  to  stir  things  up 
considerably,  though  probably  he  will 
find,  as  other  executive  agents  have 
found,  that  without  an  army  of  deputies 
It  is  Impossible  to  cover  all  the  northern 
country  and  prevent  Illegal  fishing  and 
hunting.

Alger-Sullivan    Company  Is 

Much  the  Same  as  Alger- 

Smlth  Company. 


Vice  President  John  Mlllen  of  the 
Alger,  Smith  &  Co.  lumber  firm  has  re- 
cently returned  from  a  trip  to  Fioma- 
ton,  Ala.,  where  the  Alger-Sullivan 
Lumber  company,  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  is 
putting  in  one  of  the  largest  sawmill 
plants  in  the  country.  Mr.  Millen  is  the 
managing  director  of  the  plant,  with  H. 
L.  Glover,  formerly  of  Bay  City.  Mich., 
as  resident  manager.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Alger-Sullivan  company  is 
made  up  practically  of  the  people  inter- 
ested In  the  Alger,  Smith  &  Co.'s  opera- 
tions at  the  head  of  the  lakes. 

An  order  has  been  placed  in  Mil- 
waukee for  a  ocmplete  double  band 
sawmill  plant.  Thio  is  double  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  single  band  saw  plants,  as 
the  logs  are  cut  both  ways  while  run- 
ning .  A  new  feature  not  very  generally 
in  use  yet  in  this  country.  The  new  mill 
will  be  300  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide. 
The  upper  floor  will  consist  of  two  tele- 
scope double  cutting  bands,  one  Ave  and 
one  six  steel  block  carriage,  one  heavy 
Beck  feed  and  one  shot-gun  feed,  10 
inches  by  58  feet.  The  log  deck  ma- 
chinery will  consist  of  the  usual  equip- 
ment of  log  kickers,  log  lifters,  log  load- 
ers and  heavy  double  geared  log  jack. 
The  live  rolls  are  provided  with  auto- 
matic steam  trip  transfers  to  edgers. 
There  are  two  heavy  timber  edgers  with 
gangs  of  saws  on  each  machine;  one 
7-saw  slab  slasher,  9-saw  overhead  au- 
tomatic trimmer,  transfers,  Jumpsaws, 
assorting  rolls  to  dry  kilits,  etc.,  com- 
plete. The  power  plant  will  consist  of 
six  boilers  of  150  horse  power  each,  24 
by  48-inch  Reynold's  Corliss  engine  with 
the  usual  equipment  of  conveyors,  etc. 

The  managers  of  the  Alger-Sullivan 
Lumlier  company  before  deciding  to  in- 
stall the  double  cutting  telescope  band 
mill,  first  visited  the  one  in  operation 
by  the  Cummer  Lumber  company,  of 
Jacksonville.  Fla.  The  plant  is  said  to 
operate  most  successfully. 

The  work  on  the  new  plant  is  con- 
siderably advanced  and  grading  is  now 
being  done  on  the  new  thirty-mile  rail- 
road that  taps  the  timber  country  to  be 
worked.  The  mill  is  located  Juat  below 
FloTTiaton.  on  the  Louisville  &  Nash- 
ville road,  and  is  in  close  proxim.lty  to 
the  Escanaba  river,  which  will  afford 
■water  transportation  for  the  timber, 
which  is  to  be  shipped  through  Penea- 
cola,  Fla.

BISHOP  BARKER 


Particulars  of  His  Sudden 

Death  as  Published  In 

Tacom^  Papers. 

Of  the  death  of  Rt.  Rev.  William  Mor- 
ris Barker,  formerly  of  Dulutti.  at  Ta- 
coma,  last  Thursday,  the  Tacoma  Even- 
ing News  has  this  to  say: 

■The  Rt.  Rev.  WilMam  Morris  Barker, 
bishop  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Olympia, 
died  at  his  home  on  Tac'^ma  avenue 
and  North  First  street  at  6:30  this  morn- 
ing. T^p  cause  was  heart  disease,  from 
which  he  had  been  suffering  for  some 
months.  Angina  pectoris  is  the  medical 
term  given  to  the  malady  that  carried 
off  the  bishop.  This  i.-?  a  form  of  neu- 
ralgia of  tfie  heart,  very  painful,  and  is 
attended  with  a  senile  of  suffocation. 

"The  news  of  Bishop  Barker's  death 
comes  as  a  grtat  shock  to  the  com- 
munity, for  he  v.-a«  a  picture  nf  health 
and  po.ssessed  of  a  constitution  that  was 
apparently  of  the  most  robust  sort.  Few 
but  the  immediate  members  of  the  fam- 
ily and  his  family  physician  knew  of  the 
seriius  nature  of  the  bishop's  ailment. 
In  fact,  few  outsid*'  the  family  even 
knew  that  he  was  at  all  troubled.  He 
had  been  complaining  of  Illness  for  sev- 
eral days,  but  attributed  his  indisposi- 
tion to  an  attack  of  grip.  He  was  up 
and  about  yesterday  all  day,  attending 
to  the  duties  of  Ills  office.  There  was 
no  v.arnlng  that  the  attack  would  prove 
fatal.  Mrs.  Barker  and  Ml.ss  Barker,  re- 
spectively wife  and  sl.ster  of  the  bishop, 
attended  the  union  Ash  Wednesday  ser- 
vices at  Trinity  church  last  evening,  and 
on  returning  found  the  bishop  In  his 
usual  cheerful  spirits.  Jie  had  not  com- 
plained during  the  day.  - 

"It  WELS  not  until  early  this  morning 
that  he  began  to  find  difficulty  in 
breathing,  and  after  suffering  some  little 
pain,  of  which,  however,  he  complained 
but  little,  at  about  C;30  this  morning  he 
arose  and  remarked  that  he  might  feel 
better  if  he  could  g^t  nearer  the  fire  in 
an  adjoining  room.  He  quickly  re- 
turned, however,  and  was  in  puch  pain 
that  Dr.  Wagner  was  immediately  sum- 
moned by  telephone.  When  Mrs.  Barker 
returned  to  the  room  It  was  quite  evi- 
drnt  that  the  birhop  was  almost,  if  not 
quite,  beyond  humafi  aii. 

"But  a  very  few  minutes  elapsed  be- 
fore the  arrival  of  'Dv.  "VA'agner.  and  at 
almost  the  moment  of  his  arrival  Drs. 
McCutcheon  and  Tocom  reached  the 
family  residence.  .  There  was  nothing, 
however,  for  them  to  do  except  to  offer 
what  consolation  they  could  to  the 
family  that  had  been  5<o  suddenly  bereft. 
Bishop  Barker  breathed  his  last  but  a 
moment  before  the  arrival  of  the  three 
physicians.  .     , 

"Bishop  Barker  was  a  missionary 
bishop.  He  was  at  the  head  of  the  juris- 
diction of  Olymrla.  which  embraces  all 
of  the  state  of  Washington  west  of  the 
Cascade  mountains.  He  was  also  presi- 
dent of  the  Annie  Wright  seminary 
and  of  the  Fannie  Paddock  hospital  of 
this  city,  as  well  as  of  the  Church  Char- 
ity association,  under  which  hospitals 
are  operated  at  H.oqulam.  New  What- 
com and  Sedro-Woolley.  He  was  an  in- 
defatigable worker,  entering  heartily 
and  most  enthu.siastically  into  every  de- 
partment of  work  that  came  before  him, 
and  such  a  position  always  involves  a 
rreat  amount  of  work.     It   is   thought

LOSGING  OPERATIONS. 

Boinf  Along   at  a  Livoly   Paco— 
Smallpox  Dying:  Out. 

Logging  operations  during  the  past 
week  have  been  nished  along  at  a 
merry  pace,  and  the  loggers  are  feeling 
in   the  best   of  spirits,   as  the   weather 

and  other  conditions  are  most  favorable 
to  their  plans.  Scarcely  anything  miore 
is  heard  of  smallpox  trouble  In  the 
camppi.  and  there  are  few  if  any  quar- 
antined in  the  Duluth  or  contiguous 
territory.  Sleighing  in  the  woods  is 
excellent,  and  the  inland  lakes  and 
marshes  are  frozen  ever  so  hard  as  to 
permit  of  the  heaviest  possible  loads 
over  them.  The  loggers  in  many  local- 
ities have  already  an  immense  stock  of 
logs  on  the  ice  of  many  of  the  small 
lakes. 

Cook  &  Turrlsh  are  logging  about  6,- 
000.000  feet  near  the  mouth  of  Baptism 
river,  seventy-five  miles  down  the 
north  shore.  Several  others  are  logging 
near  them,  and  a  num'oer  of  camps 
have  been  put  in  between  Little  Marias 
and  Cross  river.  Nearly  all  of  these 
log.s  will  be  brought  to  Duluth  for  saw- 
ing. 

The  Rogers-Ruger  company  has  just 
let  a  contract  for  logs  to  be  put  in  the 
Amicon  river.  Biakely  &  Farley  will 
have  completed  their  contract  for  65,- 
000,000  feet  of  logs  near  Bemidji,  within 
a  month.

Ironwood— There  is  an  old  saying  that 
in  order  to  kill  a  Finnish  miner  you 
must  cut  his  head  off  and  hide  it.  When 
the  trammers  were  pulling  a  ear  out  to 
No.  7  Norrie  shaft,  a  Finnish  miner  fell 
backward  into  the  shaft.  He  clutched  to 
the  timbering  for  a  moment,  ind,  look- 
ng  up.  saw  the  car  dump,  and"  thought 
the  rock  was  all  coming  upon  him.  His 
grasp  loosened,  and  at  once  there  was 
a  mad  rush  to  the  bottom,  a  distance 
of  150  feet.

Fire  was  discovered  In  the  Norrie 
mine  near  No.  1  shaft  at  midnight  and 
is  now  burning.  Nos.  1  and  2  shafts  have 
been  sealed  and  the  men  are  unable  to 
work  in  that  vicinity.  The  mine  is 
filled  with  smoke,  but  the  fire  Is  thought 
to  be  under  control.  The  fire  is  confined 
to  the  abandoned  level  and  little  dam- 
age can  be  done  unless  it  unexpectedly 
spreads.

DIED  IN  BED. 


P.  W.  Jacobus  of  Iron  River, 

Wis.,  Found  In  Room 

In  St.  Louis. 

p.  "W.  Jacobus,  of  Iron  River,  Wis.,  wa<? 
found  dead  In  bed  this  morning  in  a  room 
to  which  he  was  assigned  Saturday  even- 
ing in  the  Hcftel  St.  Ixiuis.  The  post  mor- 
tem examination  has  not  yat  been  held 
and  the  cause  of  dnath  is  believed  to  have 
been  apoplexy.  Mr.  Jacobus  has  visited 
the  St.  Louis  now  and  then  and  is  quite 
Weil  known  there.  He  came  in  on  Sat- 
urday and  in  the  evening?  retired  to  the 
room  to  which  he  had  been  assigned.  It 
is  not  the  custom  to  call  the  guests  on 
Sunday  morning  or  to  take  much  notice  of 
the  fact  of  non-apjieiarance  on  that  day. 
In  addition  to  this  Mr.  Jacobus  was  In  a 
room  which  is  usually  assigned  to  dav 
sleepers.  He  was  not  therefore  dlsturljel 
yesterday.  This  morning  an  effort  was 
made  to  raise  nomn  signs  of  life  in  the 
room  and  whe^i  it  failed  the  room  was  en- 
tered and  he  was  found  dead  in  the  bed. 

From  all  appearances  he  expired  dur- 
ing Saturday  night.  There  was  not  a  sign 
of  his  having  been  out  of  the  bed  after  he 
entered  it.  The  apipearance  of  the  body 
was  such  as  to  indicate  apoplexy. 

Mr.  Jacobus  was  a  barber  by  trade  and 
was  about  40  years  of  age.  He  was  high 
in  the  Ma«onJc  order,  having  the  32nd  de- 
gree and  was  also  a  Knight  Templar.

EXCITING 
IN  ^OCKS 

Rumors  of  the  Steel  Merger 
Caused  Wild  and  Sensa- 
tional Trading. 

PRICES  JU»iPED  HIGH 


Large  Sales  However  Stopped 

Headlong  Rush  and  Har- 

kei  Became  Quiet. 


New  York,  Feb.  25.— A  crop  of  rumors, 
purmlsea  and  gossip  regarding  the  sup- 
posed deals  of  the  great  steel  merger, 
which  had  accumulated  in  the  hotel  lob- 
bies and  places  of  amusement  uptown 
during  the  three  days  interval  while  the 
stock  exchange  was  closed,  had  its  fruit 
in  some  wild  and  s.nsational  hapiienlngs 
of  the  stock  market  this  morning.  The 
sobering  Influence  of  market  quotations 
dcniandlng  cash  payments  had  the  effect 
of  quieting  the  excitement  before  the  first 
hour  had  expired.  It  btoamt;  known  then 
so  far  as  authoritative  Knowledge  and  in- 
formation went,  the  puMic  were  almost 
exactly  where  tlu-y  were  on  Thursday, 
when  the  p-tock  exchange  closed.  The 
current  rurnors  professed  to  give  details 
of  the  terms  of  exchange  for  the  existing 
steel  stocks  into  those  ul"  the  new  cor- 
porations. These  rumors  pice  the  v^alua- 
tiun  very  high  in  .some  ca^-es,  more  than 
double  the  existing  prices  for  the  stocks. 
The  excited  bidding  of  the  speculators  at 
the  opening  on  the  basis  of  these  rumors 
carried  Tin  Plate  up  15  points  on  small 
transactions,  Amerk-an  Hoop,  5;  Federal 
Steel  pfd,  i\t;  Steel  &.  Wire  pfd,  5%,  and 
other  members  of  thi-  gro^ip  from  1  to  over 
2  points.  The  way  in  which  stocks  cama 
out  at  the  higher  prices  laused  the  specu- 
latodrs  to  pause  in  their  headlong  rush 
and  prices  tell  back  and  ttie  market  be- 
came quiet. 

The  only  active  news  which  developed 
was  the  tiling  of  the  article.s  of  incorpora- 
tion of  the  United  St.ues  Steel  corporation 
ill  New  Jersey.  The  nominal  capitaliza- 
tion and  the  names  of  the  Incorporators 
failed  to  throw  any  light  on  the  organ- 
ization of  the  new  company.  All  author- 
ities in  the  tradq  were  exceedingly  re- 
ticent and  no  confirnidtiun  co»ld  be  se- 
cuitd  of  the  flood  of  r'uniois.  No  official 
announcement  wa*  given  out  at  the  office 
of  the  ilnancier  having  the  merger  in 
charge.  No  statement  coulu  be  secured  as 
to  the  progress  made  in  the  negotiations, 
nor  of  the  time  at  which  an  official  state- 
ment will  be  glvi'n  out.  At  the  office 
of  the  lawyers  connicted  with  the  nego- 
ationM.  ari-angement.-!  wfre  being  made 
for  further  consv»ltations.  The  belief 
gained  currency  that  details  of  valuation 
and  agreement  remain  yet  to  be  fixed. 

New  York,  Feb.  25.TThe  steel  stocks 
jumped  to  the  front  at  the  opening  of  the 
stock  market  with  s.  nsailonal  advances, 
the  common  stocks  leading.  The  dealing 
in  Tin  Plate  was  pa^tlfularly  excited. 
Compared  with  64  ht  the  closing  on  Thnrs- 
uav  last,  the  first  sale  of  1«X1  shares  was  at 
6t),"the  r.ext  100  braupht.*i7  and  the  next  400 
went  ;it  70.  The  stork  advanced  by  leaps 
and  hounds  to  79.  an  extreme  ri.se  of  15 
points  and  then  dropi»ed  back  to  71.  The 
lircfc-rred  stock  wa.s  only  up  2  poinis. 
The  lirst  prices  of  American  Hoop  carried 
tlie  quotation  5  points  ovvr  Thursday.  Na- 
tional Tube  rose  SV^.  Theiv  were  900  shares 
of  Steel  and  Wire  sold  at  49  and  51  sim- 
ultaneou.s,  comp.'u-eci  whh  4KVs  on  Thurs- 
dav,  5tiO0  shaies  of  i"e<leral  Steel  atj*iO'/2 
and  5"*^  compared  with  4S  and  :!000  shares 
of  National  Steel  at  M'j  and  "0  compared 
with  ..47.  Federal  Steel  preferred  was  the 
most 'conspicuous  of  the  preferred  stocks 
anl  sold  at  ST'/if/SSVa  compared  with  84% 
on  Thursday. 

The  general  list  was  comparatively  neg- 
lected, but  there  were  gains  of  a  point 
or  over  in  a  number  of  stocks,  Burling- 
ton rising  1%  and  there  were  wide  open- 
ings in  Atchison  and  Southern  Railway 
preferred.  The  opening  bulge  attracted 
heavv  realizing  and  there  were  immediate 
reactions  extending  to  3  points  in  some  of 
the  steel  stocks,  bsides  the  wide  reactions 
in  Tin  Plate.  The  latter  stock  acted  fever- 
Ishlv  mounting  again  to  near  the  top. 
Smelflng  was  an  exception  amongst  the 
metal  stocks  and  dropped  off  2  points 
after  a  fractional  advance. 

The  advances  in  the  London  market 
during  the  three  days  of  closing  of  the 
New  York  exchange  were  Influences  In  the 
ojiening  rise  but  the  dealings  in  the  steel 
stocks  on  ti^  impending  announcement  of 
the  terms  of  the  merger  overshadowed 
the   whole   market. 

Enormous  profit  takin?  in  the  steel 
stocks  unj'ermlned  the  strength  of  the 
general  market  and  except  in  isolated 
cases  prices  contlnucfi  to  react.  The 
losses  in  steel  stocks  were  vf*ry  severe. 
Tin  Plate  fell  back  again  to  71,  National

American  Hoop  and  the  remainder  over  2 
points.  While  the  (iecllnes  In  other  stocks 
were  less  severe  they  made  considerable 
inroads  on  the  opening  gains,  which  ^an 
from  1  to  2  points  In  many  ca^cs.  Arher- 
iean  Tobacco  rose  2  jioints  and  Conti- 
nental Tobacco  4%  but  they  subsequently 
lost  about  half  of  their  respective  gains. 
Pacific  Mall  dropped  3  noints  and  Pere 
Marquette  and  General  Electric  rqse  2. 
Towards  11  o'clock  the  market  quieted 
down  but  the  reactionary  tendency  was 
not  arrested.  Pressure  gradually  relaxed 
during  the  second  hour  and  offerings  di- 
minished.

Three    Canadian    Fugliives 

Found  to  Be  Subject  to 

Extradition. 

Washington.  Feb.  25.— A  decision  was 
rendered  today  in  the  United  States  su- 
preme court  in  the  cases  of  Fred  Lee  Rice, 
Frank  Rutledge  and  Thomas  Jones,  liold- 
ing  that  the  men  are  subject  to  extradi- 
tion to  Canada.  The  case  has  attracted 
considerable    attention    because    it    raised 

an  international  question. 

The  three  men  were  arrested  In  Onta- 
rio, Canada,  and  upon  an  effort  being 
made  to  extradite  them,  they  sought  to 
secure  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  from  the 
district  court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  Northern  district  of  UllnolB  on  the 
ground  that  the  New  York  state's  commis- 
sioners, who  heard  their  eases,  had  re- 
ceived them  upon  information  and  belief 
and  that  this  proceeding  was  not  justifi- 
able in  an  extradition  case. 

Thf  court  held  against  the  petitioners 
on  the  ground  that  while  one  of  the 
cotmts  of  the  complaint  was  upon  infor- 
mation and  belief  only,  the  other  three 
were  made  upon  the  knowledge  of  a  Can- 
adian officer  and  these  were  competent 
to  Justify  extradition.

WARRANT  IS  ASKED 


From  United  States  Judge 

and  It  Will  Be  Warmly 

Opposed. 


New  Yorlc,  Feb.  25.— United  StatMi 
Commisicner  Shields  today  diricted 
that  Benjamin  D.  Greene  and  John  F., 
Edward  H.  and  William  T.  Gaynor,  In- 
dicted for  conspiracy  to  defraud  the 
United  States  government,  should  bd 
removed  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  court  in  Georgia.  The 
frauds  are  alleged  to  have  occurred  in 
connection  with  the  Savannah  harbor 
improvements,  which  work  was  dona 
under  the  supervision  of  Oberlin  M. 
Carter,  formerly  captain  in  the  United 
States  army.  Commissioner  Shields 
said: 

"A  careful  examination  of  the  evi- 
dence and  the  briefs,  all  of  which  are 
voluminous,  establishes  in  my  Judgment 
that  a  case  of  probable  cause  has  been 
made  out,  requiring  tho  defendants 
to  be  held  to  await  a  warrant  of  re- 
moval to  the  southern  district  of 
Georgia,  being  the  district  in  which  tho 
indictment  wa§  found.  The  defendants 
are  accordingly  held  to  await  a  war- 
rant of  removal  to  be  Issued  by  the 
United  States  district  judge  from  tba 
southern  district  of  New  York  or  to  be 
otherwise  dealt  with  according  to  the 
law." 

No  similar  proceedings  before  a 
United  States  commissioner  produced 
such  an  enormous  amount  of  evidence. 
Application  will  now  be  made  to  Judge 
Brown,  of  the  Unitea  States  district 
court,  by  District  Attorney  Erwin,  of 
Georgia,  for  a  warrant  for  removal  to 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  Slates 
courts  in  Georgia.  This  application 
will  be  opposed  by  counsel  for  the-  de- 
fendants. Capt.  Greene  and  John  F. 
Gaynor  are  now  under  $20,000  hail  each 
and  R.  H.  and  William  T.  Gaynor  under 
$10,000  each.

Salisbury  arrived  in  Chicago  late  Sat- 
urday night  in  the  company  of  a  party 
of  lawyers  and  private  detectives, 
f^ome  time  after  midnight  they  ap- 
litared  at  the  Grand  Pacific  hotel  and 
there  tht.y  remained  all  day  yesterday 
I'lhind  tlosely  guarded  doors,  but  up  to 
a  late  hour  it  wa.s  .«aid  they  had  been 
imalile  to  reach  a  palisfactory  agres- 
inent.  The  my.sterious  transactions  of 
Avhich  the  indictment  of  the  Grand 
Rapids  city  attorney  is  an  outcome,  ac- 
cording to  a  statement  made  by  one  of 
the  attorneys  in  the  case,  involves  a  $4,- 
000.0<K»  conti-act.  which  it  was  proposed 
to  h't  in  connection  with  a  new  system 
of  waterworks  for  Grand  Hapids.  Bar- 
ton, il  is  said,  was  a  bidder  for  the  con- 
tract.

McKisson  Dictated   tha   Municipal 
Nominations  at  CItveland. 

Cleveland,  Feb.  25.— Ex-Mayor  Robert 
McKisson  has  been  rehabilitated  as  leader 
of  the  Republican  organization  in  this 
city.  His  candidate  for  mayor,  William 
T.  Akers,  a  member  of  his  cabinet  during 
his  hrst  teim  as  mayor,  was  nominated 
for  that  office  by  a  decisive  plurality  over 
H.  <>.  Sargent,  a  distinctly  Haniui  man 
and  James  Holcomb,  the  erstwhile  Daugh- 
erty   leader  in   this  county. 

The  Akers  campaign  was  directed  by 
MfKlsson  at  the  head  of  the  once  \n^v>■- 
erful  local  orKaidzjition  he  erected  while 
mayor.  SarKCiit,  who  was  formerly  direct- 
or of  schools,  was  managed  l>y  I'nited 
States  Marshal  Frank  Chandler,  with  tho 
various  federal  office  holders  as  his  lieu- 
tenants. Holcomb  ran  a  personall.v  con- 
ducted campaign,  but  had  the  backing  of 
Sylvester  Everett,  the  street  railroaci  mag- 
nate. There  is  overwhelming  evitienc-c 
that  hundreds  of  Democrats  voted  lor 
Akers.  who  got  surprising  majorliies  in 
anti-Repulrflcan  wards.  In  the  wards 
where  the  Republican  vote  was  heaviest 
tlie  i)rim;iry  returns  were  small.  This  is 
said  to  iniiicate  dissatisraciion  with  all 
three  of  the  candl<lates  of   tonight. 

The  railway  franchise  question  entered 
into  the  fight.  Sargent  being  generally  re- 
gariled  as  the  candidate  of  i.ne  street  car 
magnates.  Senator  Hanna"s  line  Is  In- 
volved in  the  present  struggle.  His  friends 
assert  that  he  took  no  part,  but  the  fact 
that  his  principal  lieutenants  handled  Sar- 
gent's campaign  contradicts  this  state- 
ment. Ail  of  the  McKisson  candidates  for 
I.  e  minor  places  were  nomlnatinl.  indi- 
cating that  he  had  full  control  of  the 
election.

The  Plant  For  the  Second 

Inauguration  of  PrMldent 

■cKhiley. 

WILL  BE-  Bi6  PARADE 


Reviewed  By  the  Preeident 

and  Usuai  Bali  In  the 

Evening. 

From  Tho  Horald 
Mfashinfton  Buroan. 

Wa.shington,  Feb.  25.— (Special  to  The 
Herald. )^On  March  4,  1801,  just  100 
years  ago,  President  Jefferson  was  in- 
augurated at  Washington,  after  the  re- 
moval of  the  government  to  this  city 
from  Philadelphia,  a  year  previous.  It 
has  always  been  a  tradition  that  Jeffer- 
son insisted  upon  an  unceremonious  in- 
auguration, with  a  total  absence  of 
pomp,  and  with  the  retention  of  all  the 
simplicity  of  the  colonial  period.  Ac- 
cording to  the  tstory  generally  believed, 

Jefferson  unhitched  his  riding  horse  In 
front  of  his  lodging,  and  rode  almost 
unattended  to  the  capitol  to  take  the 
outh  of  office.  A  study  of  the  news- 
pape>rs,  however,  does  not  confirm  the 
traditional  account  of  the  democratic 
manner  in  which  Mr.  Jefferson  made  his 
way  to  and  from  the  capitol.  On  March 
4,  1801,  at  noon,  in  accordance  with 
summons  from  ilie  president-elect,  con- 
gress met  to  honor  the  lirst  inaugura- 
tion held  in  Washington.  "The  scene 
was  the  same  as  exhibited  upon  former 
occasions." 

At  12  o'clock  Thomas  Jefferson,  at- 
tended by  a  number  of  his  fellow-citi- 
zens, among  them  many  members  of 
congress,  repaired  to  the  capitol.  Ad  he 
eiUeied  a  salute  was  given  him  by  the 
ariiilery.  On  making  his  appearance  in 
the  senate  chamber  lie  was  conducted 
to  the  presiding  oflicer's  chair.  Vice 
President  Kuri-  was  seated  on  his  right. 
Chief  Justice  John  Marshall  on  his  left. 
After  the  delivery  of  his  inaugural  ad- 
dress, the  chief  justice  administered  the 
oath  of  oflice.  l-ater  he  was  escorted  to 
his  lodgings,  although  the  '"president's 
palace"  was  at  his  div-posal.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  day  was  devoted  lo  pur- 
poses of  festivity,  and  a  general  illumi- 
nation took  place  at  night.  Ex-Presi- 
dent Adams  was  not  present. 

In  a  general  way  the  Inaugurations  of 
the  present  day  do  not  differ  materially 
from  the  ceremonies  which  attended 
the  inauguration  of  President  Waching- 
ton  and  his  successors.  The  only 
marktd  difference  must  be  sought  in 
the  fact  that  the  United  States  has 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  most  populous 
civilized  countries  in  the  world,  and  the 
inaugural  ceremonies  ispreid  over  a 
larger  stage  through  the  natural  accre- 
tion of  numbers,  combined  with  the  re- 
markable facilities  of  travel  and  com- 
munications which  are  afforded  by 
modern  inventions. 

It  is  interesting,  therefore,  to  cast  a 
glance  backwarcl  to  the  ceremonies 
which  attended  the  inauguration  of  the 
first  president.  It  was  resolved  by  cou- 
gre.^s,  convened  at  New  York  in  Old 
Federal  hall.  April  29,  1789.  "to  attend 
the  inst.allation  of  the  president  of  the 
T'nited  States,  at  12  o'clock  tom<urow, 
in  the  senate  room,  and  afterwards  to 
attend  hiin  to  divine  service  at  St. 
Paul's  cluirch."  Acc-ordingly  Gen. 
Washington,  seated  in  a  carriage  with 
Col.  Humphrey,  his  aide-de-camp,  and 
Tobias  Lear,  his  private  secretary,  was 
e^^corted  from  tiovernor  Clinton's  resi- 
dence to  congVess  hall  with  military 
and  civic  honors.  "To  the  end  that  the 
oath  of  oflice  may  be  administered  in 
the  most  public  manner."  Vice  Presi- 
dent Adams,  sworn  in  on  April  20,  con- 
ducted Gen.  Washington  to  "the  -T>uter 
gallery,"  after  being  formally  received 
by  both  houses  of  congress.  Chancellor 
Robert  R.  Livin.arston  then  adminitstored 
the  oath  of  office,  after  which  President 
Washington  returned  to  the  senate 
chamber  and  delivered  his  inaugural 
address.  Shortly  afterward  the  whole 
assembly  attencJed  him  to  St.  Paul's 
churoh,  where  prayers  were  read  by 
Bishop  Samuel  Provost.  The  day  was 
given  up  to  rejoicings,  and  at  night 
there  was  a  brilliant  display  of  tire- 
works. 

Gen.  Webb.  Col.  Smith.  IJeut.  Col. 
Fish.  Lieut.  Col.  Franks,  Maj.  L'Enfant. 
Maj.  Bleecker  and  Mr.  Livingstui 
served  as  a.ssistants  to  the  senate  and 
house  committee  on  the  inaugural  cere- 
monieis.  On  March  4,  1793.  in  response 
to  summons,  congress  assembled  in  In- 
dependence hall,  Philadelphia,  where 
Piesident  Washington  was  sworn  into 
office  by  Judge  William  Cushing  of  the 
supreme  court,  after  which  the  presi- 
dent retired  "as  he  had  come,  without 
pomp  or  ceremony." 

The  second  inauguration  of  President 
McKinley  will  not  differ  materially 
from  the  inauguration  of  four  years  ago 
and  eight  years  ago,  exc^ept  in  so  far 
as  the  development  of  the  country  in- 
sures the  Increasing  magnitude  of  the 
event. 

The  president  In  a  carriage  will  be 
escorted  by  a  military  and  civic  parade 
from  the  White  Hou-^e  to  the  capitol, 
where  he  will  take  the  oath  of  office, 
administered  by  the  chief  justice  of  the 
supreme  court.  This  wlfl  be  on  March  4, 
noon.  The  escort  will  consist  of  Fnili='d 
States  regulars,  the  surviving  veterans 
under  Gen.  Daniel  Pickles,  the  cadets  of 
the  military  and  naval  academies,  mil- 
itia organizations,  flambeau  and  civic 
societies  and  political  marching  clubs, 
besides  visiting  governors  of  states  and 
their  staff:.  Many  of  those  in  line  will 
represent  the  organized  military  force.=5 
of  states.  Pennsylvania  alone  promising 
the  attendance  of  9000  men.  Militia 
troops  will  come  from  states  as  far  re- 
mote as  Maine  and  Illinois,  and  there 
will  also  be  present  a  battalion  of  native 
Porto  RIcans.  About  twenty  governors 
will  participate. 

After  taking  the  oath  of  office,  the 
president  will  make  a  public  adires.s 
from  a  platform  on  the  east  steps  of  the 
capitol.  He  will  then  re-enter  his  car- 
riage and  be  escorted  to  the  special  re- 
viewing stand  at  the  corner  of  the 
White  House  grounds,  where  the  parade 
will  file  past  in  line  with  banners  trying 
and  bands  playing.  About  100  bands 
will  be  in  line,  and  but  three  hours  will 
be  consumed  in  marching  past.  'The 
administering  of  the  oath  will  not  differ 
in  any  respect  from  the  usual  form  r.f 
this  solemn  ceremony. 

In  front  of  the  White  House  n  grand 
court  of  honor  is  in  course  of  erection, 
comprising  four  enormous  stands,  ar- 
tistically con^structed  with  hand.some 
arches.  Three  of  these  are  for  the  pub- 
lic, and  the  fourth  is  the  president's  re- 
viewing stand,  which  will  accommodate 
about  900  invited  guests— the  supreme 
co"rl,  the  heads  of  the  military  and 
naval  forces,  legislators,  diplomats,  etc. 
The  court  of  honor  will  prove  a  vision 
of  fairy  splendor,  and  at  night  will  be 
in  a  blaze  of  illumination.

House  grounds,  and  will  shake  hands 
with  the  chief  executive,  who  will  leave 
the  reviewing  stand  e-'pecially  to  greet 
his  old  comrades.  The  line  of  march 
will  be  along  Pennsylvania  avenue, 
every  house  on  which  will  be  gorgeously 
festooned  and  decorait-d.  After  the  re- 
view the  president  will  enter  the  exeou- 
tiv  mansion  and  lunch  with  a  number  of 
friend.s.  In  the  evening  Washington 
will  be  in  a  blaze  of  glory. 

The  lofty  court  of  Hie  great  building, 
in  which  is  the  pension  offlce,  will  be  tho 
ecene  of  the  inaugural  ball,  which  will 
be  attended  by  the  pn-sident.  Mrs.  Mc- 
Kinley. Vice  President  Iloosevelt.  Lieut. 
Gen.  Miles.  Admiral  Dewey  and  other 
distinguished  men.  This  ball  is  ar- 
ranged at  a  cost  of  $42,000.  of  whi"h 
$1S,000  Is  spent  for  decorations,  flowers, 
electric  illumination,  etc.  Two  orches- 
tras win  discourse  the  music  for  the 
ball  and  promenade  concerts— one  of 
seventy  men,  the  Marine  band,  and  one 
of  120  men.  playing  stringed  Instru- 
ments. The  coet  of  the  music  al^ne  is 
$6000. 

The  president  will  hold  an  informal 
reception  at  the  ball,  wholly  .social. 
Twelve  thousand  persons  can  move 
about  in  the  Pension  building  without 
unduly  jostling  one  another. 

The  decorative  work  is  done  by  a 
Xew  York  lirm.  the  floral  by  Small,  of 
New  York  and  Washington. 

In  the  meantime  the  crowds  of  visit- 
or.=  will  l)e  entertained  by  the  gor.E,cou3 
display  of  fireworks,  which  will  bo  free 
to  al!  on  the  great  expanse  of  lawr  In 
the  rear  of  the  Wh^e  Houfe,  on  which 
stands  the  Washington  monument. 

This  is  practically  the  whole  of  the 
inauguration  ceremonies  for  Mar-li  4, 
the  pomp  included  with  the  poliilca'.  in- 
cidents. But  there  will  be  ent^rl.iin- 
meiits  and  concerts  for  several  ii'srhts 
after  the  inatrguration,  and  visitors  will 
find  enough  to  engage  their  Interest  In 
Washington   for  a   week  at  least. 

These  arrangements  are  all  in  the 
hands  of  the  citize;:;?'  committee,  under 
John  Joy  Edson,  one  of  the  leading  busi- 
nes-s  men  of  the  national  capital,  who 
has  associated  with  him  a  staff  of  citi- 
zens who  have  had  experience  in  pre- 
paring for  similar  events.  Ever  since 
the  inauguration  of  President  Jefferson 
the  preparations  have  been  entrusted  to 
the  hands  of  a  citizen.s'  committee  by 
ongress.  which  contributes  toward  the 
cost.  The  total  expense  of  the  present 
inauguration  will  fall  not  far  short  of 
$('o,000.

Cami>l>ell,  astronomical  director:  "Our 
first  opportunity  for  securing  observations 
of  Anderson's  new  star,  discovered  in 
Krlinbiirg,  on  the  2l8t,  <.>ccurred  Sunday 
forenoon.  Tho  star  was  easily  found  in 
full  .lunliKht  with  a  12-infh  teleBcoi>e.  At 
11  a.  m.  it  was  fully  half  a  magnitude 
brighter  than  the  lirst  muKnilude  star  Ca- 
pi'lla.  with  which  it  was  compared.  At  7 
p.  m.  it  was  fully  half  a  magnitude  faint- 
er than  Capella.  a  decline  of  a  whole 
masnitude  sinco  noon.  Its  brightness  con- 
tinued to  decrease  throughout  the  evening. 

Its  accurate'  position  as  observed  by  Pro- 
fessor Tucker  is  right  ascension  3  hours 
24  minutes  2S  seconds  and  declination  43 
degrees  33  minutes  and  54  seconds.  The 
star  has  been  observed  with  the  Mills 
snootro.scope.  Its  spectrum  Is  peculiar  in 
that  it  contains  no  trace  of  either  bright 
or  dark  lines  in  the  blue  and  violet.  Its 
light  appears  to  be  strictly  continuous 
though  a  few  extremely  broad  bands  exist. 
This  is  very  unusual  In  the  case  of  a  new 
star.  This  star  can  be  seen  by  all  In 
the  constellation  perseus.  of  which  It  is 
now   the   brightest   member." 


D£KISH  WEST  INDIES. 

Satisfactory  Undarstandlns  Raachad 
Ref  arding  Tli«lr  Sala. 

Copenhagen.  Feb.  25.— A  satisfactory  un- 
derstanding has  been  reached  by  tho  con- 
ferees of  the  ministry  and  the  financial 
committee  of  the  rigsdag  regarding  the 
sale  of  Danish  West  Indies.

WIIIBa  Pieced  on  Shamrock  II  to 
Sava  Wa-ght. 

Glasgow.  Feb.  25.— The  Associated  Press 
learns  that  aluminum  will  be  used  for  the 
deck  of  the  Shamrock  11,  with  a  view  of 
saving  top  weight.  Though  the  order  was 
placed  some  time  ago,  the  first  of  the 
plates  have  just  been  delivered  at  Dun- 
l)arton.  On  top  of  the  aluminum  plates  the 
whole  deck  will  l>e  covered  wiih  a  thin 
sheeting  of  wood,  this  serving  the  double 
purpose  of  protecting  the  metal  from  the 
coiToding  eilCecls  of  salt  water  and  giving 
the  crew  a  better  foothold.  Designer  Wat- 
son derided  that  this  composite  deck 
would  be  both  much  lighter  and  stronger 
than  one  of  wood,  and  he  considers  every 
pound  of  top  weight  saved,  valuable.

ment  of  Duiuth  Member. 

Stillwater,  Feb.  25.— The  Saturday  ses- 
sion of  the  Swidish  Lutheran  ocwifereiica 
was  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  the 
present    meeting.

It  was  deemed  ina.'lvlsable  to  tali.e 
hasty  action  on  a  i-ub.1ect  of  so  much  Im- 
portance, and  tho  conference  finally  de- 
elded  to  leave  the  matter  to  a  committee 
of  seven — four  ministers  and  three  lay- 
men—none  of  whom  resides  in  the  Duiuth 
district.  It  is  likely  no  report  will  b<J 
made  at  this  session,  as  tho  committee 
may  visit  Duiuth  ana  make  a  thorough  m- 
vestlgatlon.

Herald.) — The  Baltimore  Sun  points  out 
e<iltorially  the  ne<essity  of  having 
LniteiJ  Staters  senators  elected  by  direct 
vote  of  the  jjeopie.

the-  upper  house  of  congre^ss  out  of  the 
hand.s  of  the  legislatures.  This,  as  is 
well  knoAn,  will  prevent  bribery,  and 
also  deadlocks,  and  give  all  states  lull 
representation  in  this  branch  of  con- 
grcisti  The  editorial  in  the  Sun  is  as 
follows 

■■'Ihe  question  of  the  election  of  sena- 
tors by  the  people  rather  than  by  th'? 
state  legislatures  obtains  ad<iitiouul  im- 
portance and  interest  from  the  fact  that 
in  recent  years  the  legislatures  mor^ 
and  more  fail  to  elect.  States  are  now 
every  ye^r  left  without  repre^sentation 
in  the  senate,  owing  to  the  incapacity 
tf  legislatures  to  do  their  dut.v.  arch 
is  now  near  at  hand,  yet  the  legisla- 
tures of  Delaware,  Montana,  Nebraska 
and  Oregon,  which  met  early  in  Janu- 
ary, are  still  balloting  for  senators 
without  result.  In  two  of  these  states 
both  senators  are  to  be  elected,  and 
there  is  a  prospect  that  these  states  vvill 
be  without  representation  in  the  next 
congress.  In  some  states  the  sittvng  of 
the  Icgi.'^lalure  is  rcTitricted  to  a  certain 
small  number  of  days  once  in  two  years, 
with  the  result  that  failure  to  elect  can- 
not be  remedied  for  two  years.  Two 
years  ago  in  Delaware.  California, 
Pennsylvania  and  I'tah  the  legislatures 
balloted  for  senator  till  their  terms  ex- 
pired, and  in  the  following  congress  one 
seat  for  each  of  these  states  was  va- 
cant. Nebraska  balloted  for  seven 
weeks  before  a  choice  was  made.  As 
the  legislatures  become  more  and  more 
corrupt,  or  submissive  to  rival  bosses, 
they  are  less  able  to  agree  upon  the 
merits  of  public  men.  For  one  reason 
or  another  we  have  reached  this  posi- 
tion that  in  many  states  there  is  no 
certainty  that  the  legislature  will  elect. 
The  consequent  injury  to  the  state  of 
not  having  its  quota  of  isenators  to  look 
after  its  interests  is  obvious. 

"The  state  suffers  also  in  other  ways 
from  the  deadlock  and  paralysis  of  bus- 
iness that  is  caused  by  the  struggle 
oyer  senatorships.  Presurhably  the 
main  function  of  the  legislature  is  to 
make  laws,  the  election  of  senator  being 
properly  an  incidental  matter.  But  the 
senatorship  tends  to  become  the  chief 
business  of  a  legislative  session  when 
two  or  more  millionaires  are  competing 
for  the  prize.  Legislative  business  is 
arrestei  until  the  senator  is  elected. 
In  Oregon  four  years  ago  the  contest 
over  a  esenatorship  prevented  the  organ- 
ization of  the  legislature,  so  that  no 
business  whatever  was  done.  The  fact 
that  the  legislatures  are  proving  th-^ir 
inability  to  elect  senators  accordingly 
reinforces  the  popular  demand  for  elec- 
tion by  the  people.  There  are  objec- 
tions to  electing  senators  on  a  general 
ticket  in  the  same  way  that  governors 
are  elected.  There  'are  olt.lections,  taotm 
or  less  valid,  to  every  conceivable  way 
of  doing  anything.  But  a,  popular  vote 
for  senator  would  always  produce  a  re- 
sult— would  elect — and  the  same  cannot 
be  said  for  the  voting  of  legislatiir<?s. 
Not  the  least  charm  of  the  proposal  to 
commit  the  election  to  the  people  is  the 
consideration  that  It  is  more  diflficult  to 
Influence  the  whole  people  in  favor  of 
an  unfit  man  than  It  is  to  control  a  boss- 
ridden  legislature.  In  a  neighboring 
state  we  have  the  spectacle  of  a  candi- 
date dictating  a  deadlock— "Mc  or  no- 
body"— a  thing  that  would  be  impossible 
in  election  by  the  people."

A  special  dispatch  from  Charleston, 
W.  v.,  states  that  the  new  corporation 
law  recently  passed  by  the  West  Vir- 
ginia legislature  is  regarded  as  very 
liberal  toward  legitimate  corporations. 
This  law  makes  some  radical  changes, 
which  will  lie  of  interest  to  thousands 
of  West  Virginia  corporations  doing 
business  all  over  the  United  States. 

The  law  changes  the  mode  of  paying

the  license  tax,  which  has  heretofore 
been  the  nominal  sum  of  $50  on  all  non- 
resident corporations.  As  it  now  stands, 
the  licen.se  tax  is  graded  on  the  amount 
of  the  authorized  capital  of  the  corpor- 
ation, being  less  than  formerly  on  cor- 
porations having  an  authorized  capital 
of  less  than  $25,000,  the  same  as  hereto- 
fore on  companies  from  $25,000  to  $100,- 
000,  and  $50  and  an  aditional  40  cents 
for  each  thousand  of  authorized  capi- 
tal from  $100,000  to  $1,000,000;  on  the 
second  million,  30  cents  per  thousand; 
on  the  third  million,  20  cents  per  thou- 
sand; on  the  fourth  million,  10  cents 
per  thousand,  and  for  every  million 
after  the  fourth,  $50  per  million. 

This  may  seem  a  hardship  on  some 
non-resident  corporations,  but  the  law 
provides  for  the  reduction  of  the  author- 
ized maximum  limit  of  the  capital 
stock  of  such  corporations  as  have  a 
larger  authorized  stock  than  their  sub- 
scribed stock. 

The  new  law  removes  the  limit  as  to 
the  amount  of  stock  a  corporation  can 
issue;  it  removes  the  restrictions  as  to 
the  amount  of  real  estate  a  eoi'poration 
may  hold;  it  authorizes  a  corporation 
to  purchase  the  stock  or  securities  of 
another  corporation,  and  to  become 
surely  for  the  same  under  certain  con- 
ditions. It  provides  for  the  issuing  of 
preferred  stock;  it  provides  for  the  sale 
of  stock  at  les.s  than  par  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  all  the  stock;  it  pro- 
vides that  either  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty may  be  received  in  payment  for 
stock;  it  provides  for  waiver  of  notice 
for  meetings;  it  changes  the  form  for 
the  agreement  of  incorporation.  It  pro- 
vides that  the  principal  offices  of  the 
stockholders'  meetings  can  be  either 
within  or  without  the  state  of  We.«-t 
Virginia;  it  provides  that  60  per  cent  of 
the  stock  may  sell  the  property  of  the 
corporation;  it  provides  new  require- 
ments from  corporations  formed  undor 
the  laws  of  other  state  that  desire  to 
transact  business  in  West  Virginia; 
provides  a  license  tax  upon  the  actual 
amount  of  their  capital  represented  by 
property  owned  and  used  in  West.  Vir- 
ginia, and  provides  a  minimum  license 
of  $100  for  such  corporations.  It  pro- 
vides ade<iuate  means  for  enforcing  the 
penalty  of  forfeiture  for  non-pct>ment 
of  license  taxes.  The  new  law  is  very 
liberal  toward  legitimate  corporatioiis 
in  general.

The  Frankfurter  Zeltung-  of  recent 
date  contains  an  article  devoted  to  the 
merchant  marine  of  the  world,  and  to 
the  shipbuilding  industry,  which  pre- 
sents some  interesting  observations  and 
data.  Consul  General  Oheather.  at 
Frankfort,  writes  that  attention  Is  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  enormous  growth 
of  production  has  found  a  mighty  ally 
in  the  means  of  transportation,  which 
have  kept  pace  with  it. 

Without  railroads  and  steamships,  the 
production  of  cereals  in  North  America 
and  Australia  would  not  have  been 
widely  developed,  as  the  products  couM 
not  have  been  utilized,  except  by  Immi- 
gration from  over-populated  countri-s; 
nor  would  the  gigantic  metal,  textile 
and  other  industries  of  Germany  have 
attained  their  present  growth.  The  ex- 
pansion of  ocean  navigation  and  the  re- 
sultant lowering  of  freights  is  regretted 
by  German  agrarians,  as  It  has  cost 
them  the  loss  of  monopoly  in  the  pro- 
duction of  articles  of  food  which  they 
formerly  enjoyed;  at  the  same  time  is 
the  cause  of  the  marvelous  growth  of 
German  industries,  not  only  for  export. 
but  also  for  home  consumption,  because 
the  development  and  Improvement  nf 
ocean  navigation  supplied  the  demand 
for  raw  materials  at  reduced  cost. 

Ocean  freight  rates  have  been  lowered 
on  an  average  of  from  50  to  75  per  cent. 
At  present  rates  are  .somewhat  higher 
than  at  the  close  of  1900,  but  neverthe- 
less much  lower  than  between  1870  and 
1880.  These  lower  rates  are  mainly  due 
to  improvements  in  shipbuilding.  The 
tonnage  is  now  considerably  greater 
without  a  proportionate  Increa.se  In  the 
cost  of  running.  Up  to  twenty  years 
ago.  the  men  on  sailing  vessels  has  to 
go  up  the  masts  to  set  sails  or  to  reef;  on 
new  ships  this  Is  done  automatically, 
which,  while  being  safer,  requires  less 
labor. 

The  steamers  now  use  triple  and  quad- 
ruple expansion  enfrlnes,  thereby  great- 
ly lessening  the  duration  of  the  voyage; 
these  and  improved  furnaces  save  much 
fuel  for  the  trips,  while  the  less  amount 
of  coal  required  gives  more  storage  for 
freight.  The  freight  capacity  of  modern 
steamers  has  Increased  fully  one-third, 
while  the  expense  has  been  reduced.  The 
steam  fleet.  In  numbers,  has  a  Uttle 
more  than  doubled  in  twenty-six  years: 
in  tonnage  it  has  quadrupled.  The  re- 
verse has  been  true  of  sailing  vessels. 
In  this  case  there  is  hardly  any  difif-^r- 
ence  between  the  gross  and  net  tonnage. 
In  the  short  space  of  twenty-six  years, 
the  transportation  capacity  of  the 
world's  merchant  marine  has  increased 
250  per  cent. 

Ttie  pro^rtn?  Importance  of  the  part 
which  Germany  takes  in  this  line  of 
trade  has  often  been  pointed  out.  Ger- 
many today,  not  only  with  reference  t3 
merchant  steamers,  but  also  to  the 
world's  merchant  fleet,  occupies  the 
place  next  to  Great  Britain,  which  is  all 
the  more  notable  as  the  United  States 
includes  in  its  tonnage  the  vessels  on 
the  great  lakes. 

England  owns  considerably  more  than 
one-half  of  all  the  steamers  in  the  world. 
In  the  building  of  ships  that  country 
makes  a  still  better  showing.  British 
shipyards  work  in  a  very  large  measure 
for  foreign  countries.  In  the  years  1898 
and  1R99  Germany  held  second  place  in 
shipbuildlnfj.  but,  for  various  reasons, 
the  shipbuilding  in  1900  has  received 
such  an  impetus  in  the  United  States 
that  it  has  placed  Germany  third.

Oysters    Miy  Figure  In  a 

Divorce  Suit  Started  at 

St.  Louis. 

St.  Louis,  Feb.  25.— A  development 
here  in  the  George  W.  Allen  case  seems 
to  indicate  that  the  wife  of  the  St.  Liuis 
millionaire  is  preparing  to  make  a  vig- 
orous defense  when  the  divorce  filed  by 
her  husband  comes  up  for  trial. 

In  his  petition  the  ex-mayor  of  St. 
Louis  charges  that  his  wife  is  addicted 
to  the  use  of  intoxicants.  From  the 
development  here  it  appears  that  sfte 
may  charge  that  her  husband  is  an 
habitual  oyster  eater.  At  the  request 
of  Mrs.  Allen  a  copy  of  a  newspaper  has 
been  forwarded  to  her  in  New  York 
containing  an  account  of  an  oyster  eat- 
ing feast  in  which  Allen  figured  here. 
The  story  was  published  Jan.  2,  1898, 
and  is  to  the  effect  that  George  W. 
Allen,  accompanied  by  Eugene  Sweeney 
and  H.  W.  Harris,  were  dining  at 
Faust's.  Over  their  blue  ponts  one  of 
the  party  remarked  that  he  had  once 
witnessed  a  man  eat  100  bivalves.  Har- 
ris was  Incredulous,  and  Allen  offered  to 
bet  $10  that  he  could  accomplish  the  feat 
and  drink  a  glass  of  beer  in  between 
each  dozen.  He  ate  108  in  a  short  sit- 
ting. A  subsequent  feat  in  which  Allen 
disposed  of  twelve  dozen  blue  points  at 
one  sitting  is  also  related. 

It  was  rumored  some  time  ago  that 
Mrs.  Allen  would  not  light  the  suit,  but 
the  fact  that  she  has  sent  for  the  paper
